Public  Service  Commission  —  Second  District 

February  11,  1916 

The  following  was  inadvertently  omitted  from  the  annual 
report  to  the  Legislature  for  the  year  1915  of  the  Public  Service 
Commission  of  the  Second  District: 

“  Physical  Valuation  of  Property  of  Common  Carriers. —  The 
Interstate  Commerce  Law  was  amended  by  Congress  on  March  1, 
1913,  to  provide  for  a  physical  valuation  by  the  Interstate  Com¬ 
merce  Commission  of  the  property  of  common  carriers  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  regulate  commerce,  approved  Feb¬ 
ruary  4,  1887,  and  all  acts  amendatory  thereof. 

“  The  proposed  valuation  will  prove  of  far  reaching  effect  and 
it  is  expected  that  the  work  will  require  many  years  for  its  com¬ 
pletion.  One  of  the  provisions  of  this  amendment  is  that  when 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  has  completed  the  tenta¬ 
tive  valuation  of  the  property  of  a  common  carrier  and  before 
such  valuation  becomes  final,  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  Com¬ 
mission  to  various  persons,  among  others,  the  Governor  of  the 
State  in  which  the  property  so  valued  is  located,  setting  forth 
the  valuations  placed  upon  the  various  classes  of  property  of  the 
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carrier  in  that  State;  and  the  persons  to  whom  such  notice  is 
given  are  allowed  thirty  days  in  which  to  file  a  protest  with  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commission  against  such  valuations,  which 
latter,  in  the  event  that  no  such  protest  is  filed,  become  final: 
otherwise  a  hearing  is  to  he  given  upon  the  protest. 

“  When  these  valuations  have  become  final,  they  are  to  he  pub¬ 
lished  and  are  to  be  considered  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  value 
of  the  property  as  of  the  date  of  the  fixing  of  such  valuations  in 
all  proceedings  under  the  act  to  regulate  commerce  and  in  all 
judicial  proceedings  for  the  enforcement  of  the  act  and  the 
amendments  thereto  and  in  all  judicial  proceedings  brought  to 
enjoin,  set  aside,  annul,  or  suspend  in  whole  or  in  part  any  order 
of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission. 

“  For  many  years  there  has  been  a  National  Association  of 
Railroad  Commissioners,  the  members  of  which  consist  of  the 
respective  Railroad  and  Public  Service  Commissions  in  the  vari¬ 
ous  States  of  the  Union.  The  two  Public  Service  Commissions 
of  this  State  are  members  of  the  National  body.  The  National 
Association  meets  annually  and  takes  a  very  active  interest  in  all 
matters  relative  to  public  utilities.  In  view  of  the  importance 
of  the  question  of  the  valuation  of  the  property  of  the  railroads, 
this  association  has  deemed  it  advisable  to  establish  a  bureau  at 
Washington  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  various  State  Com¬ 
missions  thoroughly  informed  as  to  the  progress  which  is  being 
made  in  this  valuation  work  and  thereby  enable  the  Commis¬ 
sions  in  the  different  States  to  appear  before  the  Interstate  Com¬ 
merce  Commission  on  these  valuation  matters  when  the  interests 
of  the  States  are  affected.  If  this  were  not  done,  it  would  be 
necessary  for  each  State  to  have  a  representative  in  Washington 
to  follow  the  matter  individually  in  order  that  its  Commission 
having  charge  of  public  utilities  might  be  thoroughly  informed 
as  to  what  was  being  done. 

“  The  members  of  the  National  Association  consider  that  the 
various  State  organizations  could  be  kept  in  touch  with  the 
valuation  proceedings  more  effectively,  as  well  as  at  less  expense, 
by  the  establishment  in  Washington  of  a  bureau,  which  should 
be'  maintained  during  the  years  1916  and  1917  at  least.  This 
bureau,  if  established,  must  be  supported  by  voluntary  contribu¬ 
tions  from  the  individual  commissions  and  State  boards  which 
make  up  the  membership  of  the  National  body.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  a  measure  of  duty  will  ultimately  fall  upon  the  Governor 
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of  this  State  in  connection  with  the  valuation  report  of  the  Inter¬ 
state  Commerce  Commission,  we  believe  that  it  would  be  of 
material  benefit  to  him  to  have  this  Commission  fully  informed 
as  to  what  is  being  done  in  this  valuation  work,  so  that  at  the 
proper  time  and  from  time  to  time  it  may  be  able  to  intelligently 
advise  him  regarding  the  matter.  To  that  end,  we  consider  it 
advisable  for  us  to  cooperate  in  the  work  of  the  National  Associa¬ 
tion  and  aid  in  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  bureau  by  a  substantial  annual  contribution  for  the  years 
1916  and  1917.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the  Legislature 
shall  appropriate  $2,000  to  cover  such  a  contribution  by  the 
Second  District  Commission  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  New  York 
for  the  years  1916  and  1917.  Similar  contributions  in  the 
amount  mentioned  have  been  contributed  by  other  States,  and  we 
believe  that  this  State  ought  to  bear  its  share  in  carrying  on  a 
work  which  will  be  of  such  undoubted  importance  to  all  con¬ 
cerned.”

I  beg  to  transmit  herewith  the  sixty-fifth  annual  report  of  the 
Managers  of  the  Syracuse  'State  Institution  for  Feeble-Minded 
Children,  including  the  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  Superin¬ 
tendent  which  have  been  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Managers  and 
adopted  by  them.

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To  the  Honorable j  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York: 

Complying  with  the  law  establishing  this  institution,  the  under¬ 
signed  managers  submit  herewith  their  sixty-fifth  annual  report: 

The  affairs  of  the  institution  have  made  quiet  progress  during  the 
year.  Extensive  repairs  and  new  equipment  have  improved  living 
and  working  conditions  in  all  departments.  The  average  attend¬ 
ance,  five  hundred  and  ninety-five,  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of 
the  institution. 

For  the  fiscal  year  1916-17  the  board  requests  the  following 
appropriations:  Maintenance,  $120,000  as  for  the  current  year; 
extraordinary  repairs  and  equipment,  $5,000  for  many  items  of 
new  equipment  and  improvements  to  plant  not  chargeable  to  main¬ 
tenance;  improvements  to  heating  system,  $20,000  to  provide 
stokers  for  the  use  of  soft  coal  and  the  reconstruction  of  the  heating 
system  in  the  boys’  and  girls’  buildings,  installed  many  years  ago 
and  now  rusted  out. 

Again  the  board  brings  to  your  attention  the  need  of  greatly 
increased  facilities  for  the  care  of  the  feeble-minded.  In  spite  of 
deaths,  transfers  of  older  children  to  other  institutions  and  a  slight 
increase  in  capacity,  it  was  possible  to  admit  only  forty-nine  chil¬ 
dren  against  sixty-three  applications  on  file  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  and  ninety-four  since  received  and  accepted.  These 
figures,  however,  do  not  indicate  the  urgent  need  of  greater  accom¬ 
modation  because  many  of  the  authorities  throughout  the  State, 
knowing  conditions,  do  not  attempt  to  enter  children.  Failure  to 
provide  permanent  custodial  care  for  this  class  is  filling  our  re¬ 
formatories  and  prisons  with  hundreds  of  men  and  women  who 
are  not  responsible  and  cannot  be  reformed.

Total  cost  of  maintenance  $122,280.82.  Deducting  miscella¬ 
neous  receipts,  $16,090.41,  forwarded  to  State  Treasurer  and  not 
returned,  the  net  per  capita  cost  to  the  State  for  the  year  ending 
September  30,  1915,  was  $178.53  per  annum,  $3.43  per  week. 
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Administration 

There  has  been  no  radical  change  in  personnel  or  methods.  Vacan¬ 
cies  have  occurred  in  only  two  of  the  administrative  positions. 
Owing  to  the  meagre  salary  and  the  inability  of  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  to  certify  acceptable  candidates,  the  institution  has 
been  without  a  physician  for  six  months.  The  Salary  Classification 
Commission  has  been  requested  to  remedy  this  condition.  Many 
minor  improvements  have  occurred,  such  as  the  monthly  issue  of 
industrial  supplies  and  clothing,  removal  of  the  younger  low  grade 
boys,  leaving  the  south  wing  dormitory  for  girls  only,  and  the 
provision  of  generous  supplies  of  clothing,  household  stores  and 
newT  furniture. 

The  surplus  from  the  garden  this  year  made  it  possible  to  pre¬ 
serve  10,000  quarts  of  fruit  and  vegetables.  For  this  work  our 
kitchen  proved  wholly  inadequate  and  recourse  was  had  to  the 
erection  and  equipment  of  a  canning  plant.  After  many  delays 
this  went  into  commission  near  the  end  of  the  canning  season.  In 
future  we  shall  preserve  practically  all  required  canned  goods. 

The  dietary  was  embarrassed  by  the  loss  of  the  generous  milk 
supply  from  the  farm,  which,  on  account  of  the  cost,  could  be 
made  up  only  partially  by  the  purchase  of  milk.  From  time  to 
time  the  dietitian  has  worked  out  the  dietary  according  to  caloric 
values  and  the  percentage  of  protein.  The  result  of  such  an 
analysis  appears  in  the  appendix. 

On  March  12th  the  entire  herd  of  fifty-seven  grade  Holstein 
cattle  was  slaughtered  because  of  foot  and  mouth  disease.  This 
herd,  considered  one  of  the  best  of  its  kind  in  the  State,  has  been 
improved  by  registered  bulls  for  twenty-five  years,  during  which 
time  only  the  poorest  individuals  were  disposed  of,  and  was  pro¬ 
ducing  from  thirty-twm  milkers  more  than  600  quarts  a  day. 
Eighty  swine  not  infected  were  butchered  for  institution  use. 

Repairs  and  Betterments 

Besides  a  large  amount  of  labor  and  material  expended  upon 
repairs  and  minor  alterations,  a  hen  house  20  by  60  feet  was 
erected  at  Fairmount  and  a  canning  plant  20  by  30  feet  was  built 
and  equipped  at  the  institution.  Items  of  new  equipment  were 
fifty  beds  and  furnishings,  furniture  for  officers’  rooms,  six  power

and  ten  foot  sewing  machines,  refrigerators  for  several  buildings 
and  a  six-inch  pipe  cutting  machine.  Painting  the  woodwork  of 
the  institution  buildings,  begun  last  year,  was  completed,  and  at 
Fairmount  two  of  the  boys  painted  the  farm  buildings. 

With  a  part  of  the  appropriation  for  renovation  of  buildings  and 
restocking  the  farm,  the  feed  room  and  quarters  for  young  stock 
were  remodeled  and  a  few  cattle  and  swine  bought. 

Health 

In  spite  of  the  absence  of  a  physician  for  the  last  six  months 
the  health  of  the  institution  has  been  excellent.  Except  seven  cases 
of  measles  and  several  diphtheria  carriers,  there  was  no  contagious 
disease.  The  children  again  were  inoculated  against  typhoid, 
which  appeared  only  in  an  unprotected  employee  at  Fairmount. 
Of  the  five  deaths  two  were  from  tuberculosis. 

The  School 

Owing  to  lack  of  space  no  new  industries  were  introduced.  A 
boy  who  had  had  charge  of  the  manual  room  was  discharged  as  an 
inmate  and  given  a  place  on  the  payroll.  Under  his  direction,  be¬ 
sides  caning  112  chairs,  this  department  produced  95  mattresses, 
144  pillows  and  968  yards  of  toweling. 

Besides  the  usual  weekly  movies  and  dances,  the  holidays  wrere 
suitably  observed  and  all  the  children  enjoyed  sleighrides,  trolley 
rides  and  a  day  at  the  State  Fair.  During  the  summer  Miss 
Dunlap,  Vassar  1915  directed  the  games  and  recreation. 

In  the  vacation  period  Miss  Liggett,  a  pupil  of  Dr.  G.  M. 
Whipple,  retested  360  of  the  school  children.  Allowing  a  margin 
of  three  points  for  possible  error,  eighty-six  showed  gain  and  six 
retardation.  A  third  test  will  be  given  next  summer. 

In  the  hands  of  an  experienced  observer  the  Binet  Simon  tests 
make  a  valuable  'instrument,  but  to  tell  the  whole  story  would 
require  adequate  tests  for  will  power,  judgment  and  emotional 
stability,  which  at  present  do  not  exist.  Some  of  our  children  have 
mental  capacity  equal  to  that  of  hundreds  of  women  in  domestic 
and  industrial  work  or  men  classed  as  unskilled  laborers,  but  fail 
because  they  lack  the  other  essential  qualities.

of  Elections 


To  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  York,  Albany,  N.  Y. : 

Sir. —  Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  488  of  chapter  22 
of  the  Laws  of  1909,  as  amended  by  chapter  649  of  the  Laws  of 
1911  and  as  amended  by  chapter  678  of  the  Laws  of  1915,  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Elections  has  the  honor  to  submit  herewith 
Iiis  annual  report  for  the  year  1915. 

Prior  to  the  enactment  of  chapter  649  of  the  Laws  of  1911  the 
affairs  of  this  Department  were  administered  by  the  State  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Elections  for  the  metropolitan  elections  district  and  his 
jurisdiction,  powers  and  duties  were  confined  to  the  counties  of 
New  York,  Kings,  Queens,  Richmond  and  Westchester.  Prior  to 
the  enactment  of  said  chapter  649  of  the  Laws  of  1911  John  R. 
Voorhees  of  New  York  held  the  office  of  State  Superintendent  of 
Elections  for  the  metropolitan  elections  district  and  continued  to 
hold  same  until  the- 13th  day  of  July,  1911,  at  which  time  the 
provisions  of  said  chapter  649  became  effective. 

Under  and  pursuant  to  section  471  of  chapter  649  of , the  Laws 
of  1911  there  were  appointed  three  State  Superintendents  of 
Elections,  viz:  John  R.  Voorhees,  William  J.  Hillery  and  John 
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Pallace,  whose  powers,  duties  and  operations  were  statewide,  and 
said  State  Superintendents  of  Elections  established  three  main 
offices,  viz:  New  York  city,  Buffalo  and  Rochester,  as  well  as 
twenty-five  branch  offices  located  in  divers  parts  of  the  State.  The 
administration  of  the  Election  Law  of  the  State  continued  under 
these  three  officials  up  to  and  until  the  enactment  of  chapter  678, 
Laws  of  1915,  in  effect  May  22,  1915. 

By  said  chapter  678  of  the  Laws  of  1915,  the  administration  of 
this  Department  was  changed  from  three  superintendents  to  one, 
and  on  May  25,  1915,  I,  Frederick  L.  Marshall  of  the  city  of  Yew 
York,  was  duly  appointed  State  Superintendent  of  Elections. 

On  assuming  the  duties  of  this  Department  on  June  1,  1915,  a 
meeting  of  my  predecessors  was  held  at  the  Yew  York  city  office, 
47  West  42d  street,  and  the  hooks,  records,  furniture  and  equip¬ 
ment  of  the  Department,  and  an  inventory  of  the  same,  were 
turned  over  to  me,  as  well  as  a  statement  of  the  number ,  and  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  various  offices ;  a  list  of  assignment  of  deputies  in 
charge  of  the  branch  offices;  a  list  of  deputies,  secretary,  clerks 
and  stenographers,  together  with  their  post-office  addresses,  and 
amount  of  compensation  which  each  received,  which  said  lists  are 
as  follows : 
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NAMES,  RESIDENCES  AND  COMPENSATION  OF  DEPU¬ 
TIES  OF  THE  STATE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  ELEC¬ 
TIONS,  STATE,  OF  NEW  YORK,  WITH  THE  LOCATION

The  State  Superintendent  of  Elections,  deputies  and  assistants, 
with  the  number  and  compensation  of  each,  set  forth  in  sections 
471,  474  and  487  of  article  14  of  the  Election  Law  as  follows: 


ATo.  30.  J 
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§  471.  There  shall  be  an  officer  to  be  known  as  “state 
superintendent  of  elections.”  The  governor  shall  appoint 
such  superintendent  of  elections  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  Who  shall  hold  office  for  the  full  term 
of  four  years.  Such  term  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of 
J anuary  in  every  fourth  year  beginning  with  the  year  nine¬ 
teen  hundred  and  fifteen  and  shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first 
dav  of  December.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder 
of  the  unexpired  term.  Such  superintendent  may  be  removed 
from  office  in  the  same  manner  as  a  sheriff.  lie  may  appoint 
one  chief  deputy  without  nomination,  a  secretary  and  neces¬ 
sary  clerks,  stenographers  and  other  employees,  and  remove 
them  at  pleasure. 

§  474.  The  superintendent,  whenever  he  deems  it  neces¬ 
sary,  may  appoint,  in  addition  to  the  chief  deputy,  without 
nomination,  and  at  pleasure  remove,  not  more  than  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  thirty-three  other  deputies,  to  be  employed  by  him 
in  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

§  487.  The  annual  salary  of  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Elections  shall  be  five  thousand  dollars;  of  the  chief  deputy, 
four  thousand  dollars;  of  the  secretary,  two  thousand  dollars; 
of  one  chief  stenographer,  fifteen  hundred  dollars;  of  not 
more  than  thirteen  of  the  deputies,  of  whom  eight  may  be 
assigned  to-  take  charge  of  the  branch  offices,  fifteen  hundred 
dollars;  of  not  more  than  seventy  of  the  deputies,  one  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  each  ;  payable  semi-monthly.  All  other  deputies 
shall  receive  five  dollars  for  each  day’s  service,  not  exceeding 
forty  days  for  any  one  election,  to  be  paid  on  the  certificate  of 
the  superintendent  or  chief  deputy,  which  forty  days  shall  be 
within  a  period  beginning  one  week  before  the  first  day  of 
registration  and  ending  December  thirty-first  of  such  year. 
The  salaries  of  the  clerks  and  other  stenographers  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  said  superintendent.  All  salaries  and  other  com¬ 
pensation  provided  by  this  section  shall  be  paid  by  the  State 
Treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  Comptroller. 

The  State  Superintendent  may  provide  one  main  office, 
which  shall  be  located  in  the  city  of  Albany,  and  branch 
offices  in  his  discretion,  not  to  exceed  eight  in  number,  one 
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of  which  shall  be  located  in  the  city  of  New  York  and  furnish 
them  with  needed  furniture,  stationery  and  supplies,  and 
expend  for  such  purpose  and  for  disbursements  and  expenses 
in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  article,  not  exceeding 
forty  thousand  dollars  each  year  to  be  paid  by  the  State 
Treasurer  on  the  audit  and  warrant  of  the  Comptroller. 

DEPUTIES,  STENOGRAPHERS  AND  CLERKS 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me  under  the  foregoing  pro¬ 
visions  of  law,  I  have  appointed  and  employed  subsequent  to  June 
1,  1915,  the  following  number  of  deputy  superintendents,  secre¬ 
tary,  stenographers  and  clerks  at  a  compensation  hereinafter  stated, 
viz : 

One  chief  deputy  superintendent  at  an  annual  compensation 

of  $4,000. 

One  secretary  at  an  annual  compensation  of  $2,000. 

One  clerk  at  an  annual  compensation  of  $1,800. 

One  chief  stenographer  at  an  annual  compensation  of  $1,500. 

Thirteen  deputy  superintendents,  each  at  an  annual  compensa¬ 
tion  of  $1,500. 

Seventy  deputy  superintendents,  each  at  an  annual  compensa¬ 
tion  of  $1,000. 

Six  stenographes,  each  at  an  annual  compensation  of  $864. 

Twenty-three  clerks,  each  at  an  annual  compensation  of  $720. 

Three  clerks,  each  at  an  annual  compensation  of  $300. 

TEMPORARY  DEPUTIES 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  474  and  487,  I  did,  on  the 
twenty-seventh  day  of  September,  1915,  appoint  one  hundred 
and  fifty  deputies  whose  terms  of  appointment  and  service  extended 
over  a  period  of  forty  days. 

All  applicants  were  examined  as  to  their  qualifications  and 
experience.  The  services  of  these  deputies  terminated  on  the 
fifth  day  of  November,  1915.  Before  receiving  compensation  from 
the  State  Comptroller,  they  were  required  to  submit  a  verified 
statement  showing  the  number  of  days  on  which  they  had  person- 
allv  and  faithfully  discharged  the  duties  devolving  on  them  as  such 
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Deputy  State  Superintendents  of  Elections.  Said  statements  were 
approved  by  the  deputy  superintendent  in  charge  of  the  district 
or  territory  in  which  they  operated. 

These  deputy  superintendents  were  assigned  to  the  following 
branch  offices,  which  were  designated  be  me,  pursuant  to  the  power 
vested  in  me  bv  section  487  of  the  Election  Law,  viz:  New  York 
city,  Buffalo,  Rochester,  Syracuse,  Binghamton,  Schenectady, 
Mount  Vernon  and  Albany.

Pearl  street,  Albany,  I  have  established  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  187  of  the  Election  Law,  eight  branch  offices, 
viz. : 

New  York  City 

This  branch  is  composed  of  the  first  and  second  Judicial  Dis¬ 
tricts,  and  embraces  the  counties  of  New  York  and  Bronx  in  the 
first  district,  and  Kings,  Queens,  Bichmond,  Nassau  and  Suffolk 
in  the  second  district,  and  contains  two  thousand  two  hundred 
and  ninety*  election  districts. 

The  office  is  located  at  IT  West  42 d  street,  and  pursuant  to  sec¬ 
tion  472  of  the  Election  Law,  is  in  charge  of  Chief  Deputy  State 
Superintendent  of  Elections  Augustus  F.  Allen.  In  addition  to 
the  Chief  Deputy,  seventy-six  permanent  deputies  and  eighty- 
seven  temporary  deputies  assisted  in  the  general  work  of  the  office. 

Albany 

This  branch  is  composed  of  the  third  Judicial  District,  and 
embraces  the  counties  of  Albany,  Columbia,  Greene,  Rensselaer, 
Schoharie,  Sullivan  and  Ulster,  and  contains  four  hundred  and 
ninetv  election  districts. 
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The  office  is  located  at  58  North  Pearl  street,  and  occupies 
rooms  adjoining  the  main  office  of  this  Department.  It  is  in 
charge  of  Deputy  State  Superintendent  of  Elections  John  J.  Gar¬ 
diner.  In  addition,  eight  temporary  deputies  assisted  in  the  gen¬ 
eral  work  of  the  office. 

Schenectady 

This  branch  is  composed  of  the  Fourth  Judicial  District,  and 
embraces  the  counties  of  Schenectady,  Clinton,  Essex,  Franklin, 
Fulton,  Hamilton,  Montgomery,  St.  Lawrence,  Saratoga,  Warren 
and  Washington,  and  contains  five  hundred  election  districts. 

The  office  is  located  at  432  State  street,  and  is  in  charge  of 
Deputy  State  Superintendent  of  Elections  Lewis  L.  Lovett.  In 
addition,  eleven  temporary  deputies  assisted  in  the  general  work 
of  the  office. 

Syracuse 

This  branch  is  composed  of  the  Fifth  Judicial  District,  and 
embraces  the  counties  of  Onondaga,  Herkimer,  Jefferson,  Lewis, 
Oneida  and  Oswego,  and  contains  five  hundred  and  seventeen 
election  districts. 

The  office  is  located  at  305  Post-Standard  Building,  and  is  in 
charge  of  Deputy  State  Superintendent  of  Elections  Hoyt  H. 
Freeman.  In  addition,  seven  temporary  deputies  assisted  in  the 
general  work  of  the  office. 

Binghamton 

This  branch  is  composed  of  the  Sixth  Judicial  District  and 

embraces  the  counties  of  Broome,  Chemung,  Chenango,  Cortland, 

Delaware,  Madison,  Otsego,  Schuyler,  Tioga  and  Tompkins,  and 

contains  four  hundred  and  sixty-two  election  districts. 

€/ 

The  office  is  located  at  151  Washington  street,  and  is  in  charge 
of  Deputy  State  Superintendent  of  Elections  Arthur  D.  Weed. 
In  addition,  ten  temporary  deputies  assisted  in  the  general  work 
of  the  office. 

Bochester 

This  branch  is  composed  of  the  Seventh  Judicial  District,  and 
embraces  the  counties  of  Monroe,  Cayuga,  Livingston,  Ontario. 
Seneca,  Steuben,  Wavne  and  Yates  and  contains  four  hundred 
and  ninety-six  election  districts. 
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The  office  is  located  at  501  Cutler  Building,  and  is  in  charge 
of  Deputy  State  Superintendent  of  Elections  F.  O.  Viehmann. 
In  addition,  ten  temporary  deputies  assisted  in.  the  general  work 
of  the  office. 

Buffalo 

This  branch  is  composed  of  the  Eighth  Judicial  District,  and 
embraces  the  counties  of  Erie,  Alleghany,  Cattaraugus,  Chau¬ 
tauqua,  Genesee,  Niagara,  Orleans  and  Wyoming,  and  contains 
five  hundred  and  sixty-two  election  districts. 

The  office  is  located  at  710  Brisbane  Building,  and  is  in  charge 
of  a  deputy  state  superintendent  of  elections  temporarily 
assigned.  In  addition  eleven  temporary  deputies  assisted  in  the 
general  work  of  the  office. 

Mount  Vernon 

This  branch  is  composed  of  the  Ninth  Judicial  District,  and 
embraces  the  counties  of  Westchester,  Dutchess,  Orange,  Put¬ 
nam  and  Rockland,  and  contains  four  hundred  and  thirty-two 
election  districts. 

The  office  is  located  at  10  South  3rd  avenue,  and  is  in  charge 
of  Deputy  State  Superintendent  of  Elections  Louis  N.  Ellrodt. 
In  addition  six  temporary  deputies  assisted  in  the  general  work 
of  the  office. 

Note. — The  terms  “  temporary  deputies  ”  used  herein,  indicate  those  depu¬ 
ties  appointed  pursuant  to  Section  4S7  of  the  Election  Law  and  whose  term  of 
service  cannot  exceed  forty  days;  this  period  beginning  the  week  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  registration  and  ending  December  31st  of  such  year. 

Historical  Cards 

Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  this  Department  on  June  1,  1915, 
I  found  that  of  the  three  main  offices  and  twenty-five  branch 
offices  which  my  predecessors  had  established  and  maintained 
throughout  the  State,  the  only  office  in  which  the  historical  cards 
were  written  to  date,  was  the  New  York  city  office.  In  all  the 
other  offices  a  greater  portion  of  the  1913  cards  were  unwritten 
and  practically  all  of  the  1914  cards.  In  several  of  the  offices 
even  a  portion  of  the  1912  records  were  not  completed. 

Owing  to  the  chaotic  condition  in  which  these  records  were 

delivered  to  me,  it  naturally  necessitated  a  considerable  amount 

«/ 
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of  extra  labor  to  complete  the  records  of  one  of  the  most  import¬ 
ant  branches  of  this  Department.  Considering  the  small  working- 
force  at  my  command,  very  gratifying  results  have  been  accom¬ 
plished  in  this  end  of  the  work,  inasmuch  as  the  historical 
cards  of  the  New  York  city  office  have  been  written  up  to  date, 
and  the  similar  records  in  the  other  offices  throughout  the  State, 
under  the  most  diligent  and  commendable  efforts  of  my  force,  are 
rapidly  nearing  completion. 

I  am  not  making  a  complete  tabulation  of  the  number  of  cards 
written  in  the  up-State  offices  as  the  unfinished  condition  of  same 
makes  it  impossible  for  me  to  give  an  accurate  figure,  of  the  com¬ 
plete  number  written  in  every  division  office. 

The  following  is  the  number  of  historical  cards  written  in 
Greater  New  York  for  the  year  1915:

Official  Primaries 

At  the  primaries  held  in  Greater  New  York  and  throughout  the 
State  this  year,  investigations  were  made  of  the  enrollment.  Out¬ 
side  of  Greater  New  York,  the  investigations  were  limited  on 
account  of  the  lack  of  sufficient  deputies  to  make  a  complete  inves¬ 
tigation,  except  where  we  had  the  active  co-operation  of  the 
chiefs  of  police  of  the  cities  and  the  sheriffs  of  the  counties. 

In  the  city  of  New  York  the  Police  Department  worked  in  per¬ 
fect  harmony  with  my  office.  Commissioner  Woods  and  the  uni¬ 
formed  force  rendered  every  possible  assistance  in  making  a  com¬ 
plete  investigation  of  the  enrollment,  through  the  instrumentality 
of  which  the  Greater  city  was  afforded  the  same  protection  on 
primary  day  as  was  given  on  election  day. 

The  zeal  and  avidity  manifested  by  the  Police  Department  in 
bringing  about  the  desired  result  was  very  gratifying.

Investigation  of  Change  of  Residence 

The  following  list  shows  number  of  investigations  of  removals 
made  prior  to  registration  and  between  registration  and  election. 
In  order  to  prevent  fraudulent  registration,  investigations  of  all 
removals  were  made  by  Deputy  State  Superintendents  of  Elec¬ 
tions,  This  work  wras  started  early  in  August  of  this  year,  and 
was  mapped  out  along  the  following  lines. 

The  registration  of  1914  was  arranged  in  folders  by  election 
and  assembly  districts.  In  order  to  ascertain  whether  voters  who 
registered  in  1914  still  occupied  the  premises  from  which  they 
then  registered,  deputies  from  this  office  were  assigned  to  inter¬ 
rogate  such  persons,  where  possible,  and  where  not  found,  inquiry 
was  made  of  the  successor  in  occupation  of  such  premises,  or  the 
janitor  or  nearby  neighbors,  thus  obtaining  information  for  use 
in  preparing  the  list  of  names  of  persons  to  be  challenged  on 
registration  davs.  Wherever  information  of  a  removal  was 
secured,  the  names  of  two  witnesses  having  knowledge  of  this  fact 
were  taken.  If  an  investigation  resulted  doubtfully  as  to  the 
identity  of  an  elector,  another  search  was  conducted.  TTpon  these 
investigations,  the  challenge  lists  for  Registration  Day  were  com¬ 
piled.  A  perusal  of  these  figures  clearly  indicates  the  great 
amount  of  time  and  labor  necessarily  bestowed  on  this  particular 
line  of  work.

HOTEL  AND  LODGING  HOUSE  INVESTIGATIONS 

Sections  480,  481,  482  and  484  of  the  Election  Law  requires 
owners  or  lessees  of  lodging  houses  and  hotels  to  file  a  sworn 
statement  with  the  information  showing  thereon  the  names  of  all 
male  persons  residing  in  such  hotel  or  lodging  house,  whether 
guest,  proprietor,  employee,  lessee  or  keeper,  together  with  iden¬ 
tification  data  as  regards  personal  description,  etc.,  as  well  as 
description  of  the  premises  used  for  such  purposes. 

Such  reports  are  filed  on  the  first  day  of  registration,  and  sup¬ 
plementary  data  of  hotel  and  lodging  house  keepers  on  the  last 
day  of  registration  showing  the  names  of  persons  who  have 
changed  their  residence  since  filing  the  first  report.  The  power 
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vested  in  the  State  Superintendent  of  Elections  makes  the  com¬ 
pliance  with  an  order  for  such  statements  obligatory  on  the  part 
of  the  hotel  or  lodging  house  keeper,  and  has  proven  of  great 
assistance  in  preventing  fraudulent  voting.  It  is  easily  seen  that 
unless  a  close  check  is  kept  upon  the  number  of  people  registering 
from  houses  of  this  character,  vast  opportunities  are  afforded  for 
the  perpetration  of  fraud.

VOTERS 

One  of  the  most  effective  ways  of  preventing  fraudulent  vot¬ 
ing  has  been  to  make  a  thorough  perusal  of  the  records  in  the 
Bureaus  of  Vital  Statistics,  ascertaining  therefrom,  the  name, 
residence,  age,  nativity,  time  and  place  of  death  of  all  male  per¬ 
sons  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  died  between  the  day  of 
General  Election  in  1914  and  the  first  day  of  Registration  in 
1915. 

Upon  receipt  of  these  statements,  the  names  of  such  persons 
were  added  to  the  Challenge  List  on  Registration  Days. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  number  of  deaths  reported 
between  November  first,  1914,  and  October  fourth,  1915,  of  all 
male  persons  over  twenty-one  years  of  age.

REGISTRATION  DAY  CHALLENGE  LIST 

The  challenge  list  compiled  by  this  department  for  registration 
days  was  the  result  of  careful  investigations  by  Deputy  State 
Superintendents  of  Elections  and  such  names  only,  were  placed 
thereon,  which  had  first  been  carefully  scrutinized  by  me.  This 
with  a  view  of  precluding  the  possibility  of  having  any  name 
appear  except  where  it  was  most  apparent  that  such  person  was 
not  entitled  to  register. 

As  a  further  precaution,  instructions  were  issued  to  inspectors 
of  elections,  warning  them  against  negligence  and  disregard  of 
the  challenge  list.  Wherever  an  elector  was  registered  whose  name 
appeared  on  said  list,  an  explanation  was  required  of  the  inspect¬ 
ors,  showing  reason  for  registering  such  person.

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NAMES  STRICKEN  FROM  REGISTERS 

Immediately  after  the  close  of  the  first  day  of  registration 
investigations  were  made  of  the  1915  registration  and  many  per¬ 
sons  were  found  to  have  registered  falsely.  With  the  aid  of  the 
Attomey-GeneraFs  office,  this  Department  commenced  court  pro¬ 
ceedings  pursuant  to  section  153  of  the  Election  Law  to  have  such 
names  so  found  to  be  falsely  registered  stricken  from  the  registra¬ 
tion  list.  Throughout  the  entire  State  hundreds  of  names  coming 
up  by  these  proceedings  were,  by  court  orders,  taken  from  the 
registers. 

By  adopting  this  method,  men  who  were  inclined  to  participate 
in  and  cause  a  dishonest  election  were  thereby  prevented  from 
casting  a  vote,  whereas  if  this  Department  had  filed  a  challenge 
against  each,  which  has  been  the  general  custom  in  former  years, 
many  of  these  men  would  have  sworn  in  their  vote  and  the  intent 
of  the  Election  Law  would  have  been  destroyed ;  the  only  remedy 
remaining  would  have  been  the  prosecution  of  the  individual  upon 
a  criminal  charge. 

One  great  and  serious  defect  was  encountered  in  this  method  of 
procedure,  in  that  said  section  153  of  the  Election  Law  does  not 
give  ample  time  within  which  to  effectively  institute  proceedings 
for  striking  names  from  the  register.  This  defect  in  the  law 
should  receive  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Legislature. 

CHALLENGE  LIST  FOR  ELECTION  DAY 

Such  unusual  care  was  exercised  in  the  compilation  of  challenge 
lists  for  election  day  that  only  the  names  of  those  persons  appeared 
thereon  who  failed  to  possess  the  necessary  qualifications  of  an 
elector. 

Particular  attention  was  paid  to  the  names  of  first  voters  and 
those  electors  who  had  resided  in  their  respective  election  districts 
only  thirty  days  prior  to  election,  inasmuch  as  experience  has 
shown  that  these  two  avenues  presented  the  greatest  opportunities 
for  the  perpetration  of  fraud. 

The  names  of  electors  were  placed  on  challenge  lists  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  following  classifications :  Persons  who  moved  after 
registering  or  who  had  died  after  their  names  had  been  placed  on 
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the  registry  books ;  persons  convicted  of  felonies  and  who  had  not 
been  restored  to  citizenship ;  persons  not  residing  in  the  State  for 
one  year,  in  the  county  for  four  months  or  the  election  district  for 
thirty  days ;  persons  who  had  registered  and  whose  naturalization 
papers  did  not  bear  dating  ninety  days  prior  to  election ;  persons 
registering  in  wrong  election  districts  and  whose  names  had  not 
been  stricken  from  the  registry  books. 

The  challenge  lists  were  given  to  inspectors  of  election  by  the 
police  department  and  said  inspectors  were  instructed  to  challenge 
any  and  all  such  persons  whose  names  appeared  thereon  attempt¬ 
ing  to  vote  on  election  day. 

These  lists  were  receipted  for  by  the  inspectors  upon  delivery. 
It  was  also  mandatory  for  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Inspec¬ 
tors  to  notify  this  office  if  the  challenge  lists  were  not  received, 
so  that  a  duplicate  copy  might  be  immediately  sent  to  replace  the 
missing  one.

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VOTING  MACHINES 

This  Department  has  recently  compiled  complete  data  regarding 
the  number,  use  and  operation  of  voting  machines  throughout  the 
State.  This  information  was  obtained  by  communicating  with  the 
various  County  Commissioners  of  Elections,  and  shows  that  on 
general  Election  Day  the  machines  were  used  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent  in  thirty-two  counties,  the  number  so  operated  being  one 
thousand  and  eighty-eight. 

The  greatest  difficulty  encountered  in  the  use  of  these  machines 
was  that  of  placing  the  ballot  thereon  where  certain  candidates 
had  been  nominated  and  endorsed  by  several  of  the  political 
parties. 

In  several  instances  the  custodians  of  voting  machines,  notwith¬ 
standing  specific  and  definite  instructions  from  this  Department, 
so  arranged  the  ballot  as  to  enable  the  voter  to  vote  a  straight 
ticket  by  pulling  down  one  lever.  Also,  in  several  of  the  Election 
Districts  the  custodians  placed  the  ballot  on  the  machines  so  that 
the  name  of  a  candidate  appeared  thereon  more  than  once,  in  viola¬ 
tion  of  section  397  of  the  Election  Law. 

Considering  the  great  number  of  communications  received  from 
almost  every  portion  of  the  State  regarding  voting  machines,  I 
deem  it  important  that  the  data  compiled  regarding  same  should 
be  set  forth  in  full. 

INVESTIGATION  OF  USE  AND  OPERATION  OF 
VOTING  MACHINES  IN  NEW  YORK  STATE 

Albany  County. —  No  voting  machines  used  in  county  of 
Albany. 

Allegany  County. —  The  United  States  Standard  Voting  Ma¬ 
chine  is  used  in  this  county  as  follows :  Alfred ;  Andover,  Dist. 
No.  1;  Angelica;  Bolivar,  Dist.  No.  2;  Cuba,  Dist.  No.  1;  Cuba, 
Dist.  No.  2;  Friendship  Dist.  No.  1  and  No.  2;  Hume,  Dist.  No. 
1 ;  Wellsville  Districts  Nos.  1,  2  and  3. 

Remarks :  “  No  difficulty  encountered  in  any  of  the  districts 

throughout  the  county  except  the  natural  difficulty  that  comes  from 
the  incompetency  of  the  voter  in  operating  the  machine  and,  of 
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course,  under  the  new  form  of  voting  it  makes  it  very  unsatisfac¬ 
tory  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  some  of  the  minor  officers  receive  so 
many  less  votes  than  the  head  of  the  tickets.  I  believe  your  depart¬ 
ment  should  recommend  to  the  Legislature  the  return  of  the  party 
emblem  at  the  head  of  the  machines,  or,  if  not,  that  the  voting 
machines  be  done  away  with,  because  people  will  not  inform  them¬ 
selves  in  the  use  of  the  same.  On  that  account,  unless  thev  can 
vote  straight  party  tickets,  as  a  majority  of  them  want  to,  they 
will  not  vote  for  half  the  candidates. 

“  Furthermore,  the  question  in  regard  to  independent  voting 
being  promoted  by  the  removal  of  the  party  emblem,  I  think  is 
answered  by  the  result  upon  machines  prior  to  the  removal  of  the 
party  emblem,  for  we  all  know  that  whenever  a  community  or 
district  wanted  to  split  on  a  candidate  they  did  so  without  any 
great  difficulty.” 

Bronx  County. —  No  voting  machines  used. 

Broome  County. —  No  voting  machines  used. 

Cattaraugus  County. —  The  Standard  Voting  Machine  made  in 
Jamestown  is  the  kind  used  in  this  county  exclusively.  The 
towns  using  it  are:  Allegany,  2  districts;  Franklinville,  2  dis¬ 
tricts;  Ellieottville,  1  district;  Little  Valley,  1  district;  New 
Albion,  2  districts;  Yorkshire,  1  district;  and  Salamanca  City,  5 
districts. 

Remarks  :  “  The  machines  are  absolutely  satisfactory  and  no 

difficulties  whatever  are  experienced  in  their  use.” 

Cayuga  County. —  The  United  States  Standard  Voting  Machine 
is  used  in  the  town  of  Mentz  and  the  town  of  Moravia.  The 
Standard  Voting  Machine  is  used  in  17  districts  in  the  city  of 
Auburn. 

Remarks :  a  We  have  had  no  complaints  of  any  difficulty  in 
operating  the  machines  and  we  have  had  no  difficulty  in  placing 
the  names  of  the  candidates  thereon.” 

Chautauqua  County. —  The  United  States  Standard  Voting  Ma¬ 
chine  is  used  in  this  county  as  follows :  Busti,  2  districts ;  Car- 
roll,  1  district ;  Chautauqua,  4  districts ;  Cherry  Creek,  1  district ; 
Clymer,  1  district ;  Ellery,  2  districts ;  Ellicott,  3  districts ;  Gerry, 
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1  district;  Hanover,  5  districts;  Harmony,  5  districts;  James¬ 
town,  14  districts;  Pomfret,  4  districts;  Portland,  2  districts; 
Sherman,  1  district  ;  Westfield,  3  districts. 

Remarks:  “  Ho  report  came  to  ns  of  any  trouble  with  the  ma¬ 
chines  this  year.” 

In  Chautauqua :  Clvmer,  Hanover,  Harmony,  Pomfret  and 
Sherman  did  not  use  the  machines  this  year. 

Chemung  County. —  Ho  voting  machines  used. 

Chenango  County. —  The  Standard  (vertical  type)  machines 
used.  The  town  of  Sherburne  owns  two  voting  machines.  They 
formerly  had  two  election  districts  but  have  recently  divided  into 
three  districts.  In  all  probability  they  will  not  purchase  another 
machine,  so  will  not  use  them.  The  town  of  Hew  Berlin  has  two 
districts  and  owns  two  machines.  This  last  election  only  one  was 
used. 

Remarks :  “  So  far  as  I  know  they  have  worked  properly  on 

the  rare  occasions  when  they  have  been  able  to  use  them,  under 
our  constantly  changing  election  law.” 

Clinton  County. —  Ho  voting  machines  used. 

Columbia  County. —  The  Standard  Voting  Machine  is  used. 
One  in  the  Town  of  Hew  Lebanon  and  seven  in  the  city  of 
Hudson. 

Cortland  County. —  Ho  voting  machines  used. 

Delaware  County. —  Ho  voting  machines  used. 

Dutchess  County. —  The  Empire  Voting  Machines  were  used 
in  the  sixteen  districts  in  the  city  of  Poughkeepsie,  and  the  four 
in  the  city  of  Beacon. 

Remarks :  “As  far  as  wTe  can  ascertain  the  machines  have  given 
perfect  satisfaction.” 

Erie  County. —  United  States  and  Empire  Voting  Machines,  at 
the  last  election,  were  used  in  230  districts  in  this  county,  all  of 
which  are  manufactured  by  the  Automatic  Registering  Machine 
Corporation  of  Jamestown,  H.  Y. 

Remarks :  “  There  was  no  difficulty  in  operating  or  placing 

the  names  of  candidates  on  the  machines.  The  only  trouble  was 
that  the  inspectors  in  several  districts  read  the  record  wrong.” 
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Essex  County. —  No  voting  machines  used. 

Franklin  County. — Voting  machines  are  owned  in  Franklin 
County  only  by  the  towns  of  Harrietstown  and  Malone;  three  by 
the  former  and  five  by  the  latter.  In  Harrietstown  this  year, 
however,  the  machines  were  not  used.  All  of  Malone’s  machines 
are  the  United  States  Standard.  Two  of  Harrietstown’s  are  the 
same  and  one  the  Standard. 

Remarks :  “  I  have  heard  of  no  complaints  of  difficulty  in  ope¬ 
rating  the  machines  or  in  placing  the  names  of  candidates  thereon. 
It  is  my  impression,  however,  that  where  machines  are  used  a 
smaller  percentage  of  the  voters  vote  for  all  candidates  in  nomi¬ 
nation  than  is  the  case  where  paper  ballots  are  used.” 

Fulton  County. —  The  United  States  Standard  Vertical  Ma¬ 
chine  used  in  the  city  of  Gloversville,  comprising  thirteen  election 
districts;  also  in  the  city  of  Johnstown,  comprising  six  election 
districts. 

Genesee  Countv. — All  machines  used  in  this  county  are  made 
by  the  Automatic  Registering  Machine  Company  of  Jamestown, 
N.  Y.  There  are  twelve  of  the  twenty-eight  election  districts  in 
this  county  using  voting  machines,  as  follows :  Batavia,  5  dis¬ 
tricts  ;  Elba ;  Le  Roy,  3  districts ;  Oakfield ;  Stafford. 

Greene  County. —  The  Standard  Voting  Machine  is  used  in  two 
districts,  only,  which  comprise  the  town  of  Athens. 

Remarks :  (i  These  machines  have  been  in  use  for  more  than 
fifteen  years  and  we  have  never  heard  that  there  has  been  any  diffi- 
culty  with  them,  either  in  voting  thereon  or  placing  the  names  of 
the  candidates.” 

Hamilton  County. —  No  voting  machines  used. 

Herkimer  County. — Voting  machines  are  used  in  the  five  dis¬ 
tricts  of  Herkimer;  the  seven  districts  in  the  town  of  German 
Flatts;  the  three  districts  in  the  town  of  Frankfort;  the  sole  dis¬ 
trict  of  the  town  of  Winfield  and  the  four  districts  in  the  city 
of  Little  Falls. 

Remarks:  “  No  difficulty  was  experienced  in  the  county  of 
Herkimer  in  the  operation  of  voting  machines,  although  we  re¬ 
ceived  a  protest  from  the  Socialist  Committee  in  Frankfort  with 
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reference  to  the  failure  to  record  their  votes,  which  was  not  sub¬ 
stantiated  and  apparently  without  foundation.” 

Jefferson  County. —  No  voting  machines  used. 

Remarks:  u  We  have  several  voting  machines  in  Jefferson 
county,  but  in  all  probability  they  never  will  be  used  again.  We 
have  not  used  voting  machines  for  the  past  two  elections.” 

Kings  County. —  No  voting  machines  used. 

Lewis  County. —  No  voting  machines  used. 

Livingston  County. —  Machines  manufactured  by  the  Automatic 
Registering  Machine  Corporation,  Jamestown,  N.  Y.,  are  used 
in  the  ten  districts  of  Livingston  County  which  are:  Caledonia, 
Dist.  No.  2;  Conesus,  List.  No.  1;  Geneseo,  Dists.  Nos.  1  and  2; 
Leicester,  Dist.  No.  1;  Livonia,  Dists.  Nos.  1,  2  and  3;  York, 
Dists.  Nos.  1  and  2. 

Remarks:  “  No  difficulty  was  experienced  either  in  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  machine  or  in  the  placing  of  the  names  of  the  can¬ 
didates  thereon.” 

Madison  County. —  The  Standard  Voting  Machine  is  used  in 
the  three  election  districts  in  the  town  of  Cazenovia  and  in  the 
first,  second  and  fifth  districts  of  the  town  of  Lenox. 

Remarks:  “  These  machines  were  used  at  the  last  general 
election  and  upon  inquiry  we  find  that  no  difficulty  was  experi¬ 
enced  in  their  use,  and  that  they  worked  satisfactorily  in  all 
districts.” 

Monroe  Countv. —  There  are  180  election  districts  in  Monroe 

« / 

county  and  all  use  voting  machines  except  two  districts  in  Hen¬ 
rietta,  three  in  Parma  and  seven  in  Perinton. 

Remarks:  u  No  difficulty  was  experienced  with  the  voting  ma¬ 
chines  in  any  way,  their  work  being  eminently  and  thoroughly 
satisfactory.” 

Montgomery  County. —  The  United  States  Standard  Voting 
Machine  is  used  in  12  districts  in  the  city  of  Amsterdam. 

Remarks :  “  There  was  no  difficulty  experienced  that  I  know 

of  and  no  complaints  reported  to  this  office.” 

Nassau  County. —  Nassau  county  uses  the  Automatic  Register¬ 
ing  Machine  of  Jamestown,  N.  Y.  The  town  of  Hempstead  used 
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ten  machines  —  10th  district,  at  Freeport;  12th,  at  Roosevelt; 
17th  and  18th,  at  Hempstead;  23d,  at  Rockville  Center;  31st,  at 
Lynbrook;  33d,  at  Floral  Park;  37th,  at  Woodmore;  38th  and 
39th,  at  Cendarhurst. 

Remarks :  “  These  machines  were  thoroughly  tested  and  set 

up  for  this  election,  and  after  the  election  were  taken  down  and 
found  to  he  in  good  condition.  This  office  has  no  knowledge  of 
any  voter  having  difficulty  in  the  operation  of  the  voting  machines.” 

New  York  County. —  No  voting  machines  used. 

Niagara  County. —  The  United  States  Standard  Voting  Ma¬ 
chine  is  used  in  the  eighteen  election  districts  of  the  city  of  Niag¬ 
ara  Falls;  the  Standard  Voting  Machine  is  used  in  two  election 
districts  in  the  town  of  Wilson  and  one  election  district  in  the  town 
of  Lockport. 

Remarks:  “  No  difficulty  was  experienced  either  in  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  machines  or  in  placing  the  names  of  the  candidates 
thereon  in  «nv  of  these  election  districts.” 

Oneida  County. —  The  voting  machines  used  in  this  county  are 
all  from  the  Automatic  Registering  Machine  Company  and  are 
used  in  the  following  towns:  New  Hartford,  5  districts;  Camden, 
2  districts;  Whitestown,  5  districts;  city  of  Utica,  39  districts; 
city  of  Rome,  10  districts ;  town  of  Sangerfield,  2  districts. 

Remarks :  “  Only  slight  difficulties  on  a  few  standard  machines 

in  the  city  of  Utica,  due  to  inspectors  not  following  instructions.” 

Onondaga  County. —  The  United  States  Voting  Machine  is  used 
in  eighty-six  districts  in  the  city  of  Syracuse. 

Remarks:  “  We  found  no  difficulty  in  working  them.” 

Ontario  County. —  The  United  States  Standard  Voting  Ma¬ 
chine  is  used  in  eight  election  districts  in  the  county  of  Ontario, 
said  districts  comprising  the  city  of  Geneva. 

Remarks:  “  No  difficulty  experienced  either  in  the  operation 
of  the  machines  or  in  placing  the  names  of  the  candidates  thereon.” 

Orange  Countv. —  The  citv  of  Newburgh  has  13  election  dis- 
tricts ;  city  of  Middletown,  10  election  districts;  city  of  Port  Jer¬ 
vis,  7  election  districts ;  town  of  Deerpark,  3  districts ;  and  1  dis¬ 
trict  in  the  town  of  Booming  Grove  use  the  United  States  Stand- 
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ard  Voting  Machine.  But  the  machines  were  not  used  at  the 
general  election  of  November  2d,  as  we  decided  that  we  could  not 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Election  Law  as  to  placing  the 
names  of  all  candidates  for  any  office  in  one  column.  We  have 
never  had  any  trouble  with  the  operation  of  the  machines  and  they 
have  been  used  by  some  of  the  districts  for  sixteen  years. 

Orleans  County. —  The  Standard  Voting  Machine  is  used  in  the 
first  and  second  districts  of  Shelby. 

Remarks:  “  There  were  no  difficulties  in  the  operation  of  the 
machines  or  in  placing  the  names  of  candidates  thereon.” 

Oswego  County. —  There  are  fourteen  voting  machines  used  in 
this  county,  all  of  which  are  in  the  city  of  Oswego;  two  districts 
use  the  United  States  Standard  Voting  Machine  and  twelve  use 
the  Standard  Voting  Machine. 

Remarks :  “  We  experienced  no  difficult  with  the  use  of  the 

voting  machines.” 

Otsego  County. —  There  are  two  towns  in  this  county  using  vot* 
ing  machines,  viz. :  Town  of  Butternuts,  1  district,  and  town  of 
Richfield,  2  districts.  The  machine  used  in  the  town  of  Butter¬ 
nuts  is  Round  Emblem,  or  00  machine.  The  machine  used  by 
Richfield  is  the  United  States  Standard. 

Remarks :  “  We  do  not  know  officiallv  of  anv  difficulty  ex-

perienced  in  the  operation  of  machines  in  either  of  these  towns  or 
in  the  placing  of  names  of  candidates  thereon.  Since  election  we 
have  learned  that  they  were  very  slow  in  voting  upon  the  Butter¬ 
nuts  machine.”

Queens  County. —  No  voting  machines  used. 

Rensselaer  Countv. —  Seventv  districts  in  this  countv  use  voting

Saratoga  County. —  No  voting  machines  used. 
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Schenectady  County. —  The  United  States  Standard  Voting 
Machine  is  used  in  forty  districts  in  the  city  of  Schenectady ;  five 
in  the  town  of  Glenville ;  four  in  the  town  of  Rotterdam. 

Remarks:  “  We  have  never  had  anv  difficulty  in  the  operation 
of  the  machines  and  have  had  no  trouble  in  placing  the  names  of 
candidates  thereon,  except  in  the  years  when  the  presidential  elec¬ 
tors  are  to  be  voted  for  and  a  year  like  last  year,  when  delegates- 
at-large  and  district  delegates  to  the  Constitutional  Convention 
were  voted  for,  it  was  impossible  to  place  the  names  of  the  presi¬ 
dential  electors  and  delegates-at-large  individually  on  the  machine; 
but  this  difficulty  was  overcome  by  using  a  paster  with  the  names 
of  these  candidates  printed  thereon,  which  paster  could  be  pasted 
in  a  space  provided  for  that  purpose  on  the  machine.” 

Schoharie  County. —  Xo  voting  machines  used. 

Schuyler  Countv. — 7  Xo  voting:  machines  used. 

Seneca  County. —  The  United  States  Standard  Voting  Machine 
is  used  in  the  first,  second  and  third  election  districts  of  Waterloo. 

Remarks:  “  Xo  difficulty  was  experienced  in  the  operation  of 
the  machines  or  in  placing  the  names  of  the  candidates  thereon; 
in  every  respect  they  gave  the  very  best  satisfaction." 

Steuben  County. —  The  Standard  and  United  States  Voting 
Machines  are  used  in  Corning,  Hornell,  Howard,  Avoca,  Cohocton 
and  Erwin. 

Suffolk  County. —  There  were  eleven  voting  machines  used  in 
the  town  of  Brookhaven  on  trial,  the  name  of  the  machine  “  The 
American;  r  in  one  of  the  districts,  after  two  or  three  men  had 
voted,  the  inspectors,  for  some  reason,  stopped  using  the  machine 
and  used  ballots  which  we  furnished  as  per  request  of  the  super¬ 
visor.  Another  machine  in  the  tenth  district  did  not  tallv  but  one 
vote  for  the  office  of  county  clerk  on  the  Republican  ticket. 

Sullivan  County. —  Xo  voting  machines  used. 

Tioga  County. —  Xo  voting  machines  used. 

Tompkins  County. —  In  all  of  the  twelve  districts  of  the  city  of 
Ithaca  we  used  the  Standard  Voting  Machine,  made  by  the  James¬ 
town  concern.  In  ten  of  the  districts  we  use  the  vertical  machine, 
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and  in  the  other  two  districts  the  horizontal  machine.  The  ten 
machines  have  been  in  use  for  fifteen  years  or  more,  but  the  hori- 
zontal  machines  have  been  in  use  but  two  years.

Remarks:  “  No  difficulty  was  experienced  this  year  with  the 
machines.  Quite  a  little  time  was  required  in  locking  the  spaces 
where  there  were  no  nominations/’ 

Ulster  County. —  No  voting  machines  used. 

Warren  County. —  No  voting  machines  used. 

Washington  County. —  No  voting  machines  used. 

Wayne  County. —  The  Automatic  Voting  Machine  is  used  in 
six  districts  of  Arcadia,  three  districts  of  Palmyra  and  six  districts 
in  Sodus. 

Remarks:  “  We  understand  the  town  of  Sodus  had  trouble 
with  the  machines,  as  they  were  not  properly  adjusted  and  per¬ 
mitted  the  voter  to  vote  a  straight  ticket  by  using  one  lever.’' 

Westchester  County. —  The  Standard  Voting  Machine  is  used 
in  all  the  districts  of  the  city  of  Yonkers ;  all  districts  town  of 
Cortlandt ;  districts  one  to  ten  inclusive  city  of  White  Plains,  and 
in  the  eleventh  district  of  the  town  of  Rye. 

Remarks :  “  We  have  heard  of  no  complaints  in  this  office 

either  in  the  operation  of  the  machines  or  placing  of  the  names 
thereon.” 

Wyoming  County. —  The  United  States  Standard  Voting  Ma¬ 
chine  is  used  in  the  town  of  Castile,  in  which  there  are  two  elec¬ 
tion  districts  ;  also  in  the  town  of  Perry,  in  which  there  are  three 
election  districts. 

Remarks :  u  We  have  never  experienced  any  difficulties  in  pre¬ 
paring  voting  machines  for  Wyoming  county.” 

Yates  County. —  The  first  and  second  districts  of  Starkey  are 
the  only  places  in  this  county  in  which  voting  machines  are  used. 
The  United  States  Standard  Machine  is  used.  Everything  seemed 
to  work  in  good  shape. 


The  information  herein  set  forth  entitled  “  Remarks  ”  was  furnished  this  Dej  art- 
ment  by  the  County  Commissioners  of  Elections. 
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COMMISSIONERS  OF  ELECTIONS 

County  Commissioners  of  Elections  are  links  which  constitute 

i / 

a  complete  chain  in  the  election  machinery  of  the  State.  Their 
importance  cannot  be  overestimated.  The  Legislature  should  give 
them  greater  power  and  jurisdiction  over  election  matters  pertain¬ 
ing  to  the  county  in  which  they  operate,  and  they  in  turn  should 
he  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Elections. 

These  commissioners  should  be  given  power  and  authority  to 
appoint  inspectors  of  elections  upon  the  recommendation  of  city 
and  town  officials  and  should  be  held  responsible  for  their  fitness 
and  qualifications.  Said  commissioners  should  have  full  control 
of  the  distribution  of  all  election  materials,  including  sample  and 
official  ballots.  The  secretary  of  the  commissioners  of  elections 
should  be  made  the  clerk  of  the  county  board  of  canvassers. 

I  desire  to  commend  the  various  boards  of  county  commissioners 
of  elections  throughout  the  State  for  the  assistance,  co-operation 
and  support  which  they  have  given  this  Department  and  for  the 
expeditious  and  thorough  manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out 
the  suggestions  and  requests  which  have  been  directed  to  them 
by  me. 

CONFERENCES  OF  AND  INSTRUCTIONS  TO  DEPU¬ 
TIES 

In  addition  to  the  permanent  deputies,  on  the  27th  day  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  1915,  I  appointed  150  temporary  Deputy  State  Superin¬ 
tendents  of  Elections,  who  operated  over  a  period  of  forty  days 
and  assisted  in  the  investigations  of  registration  and  policing  the 
various  districts  on  registration  days  and  general  election  dav. 

Immediately  after  the  appointment  of  these  deputies  two  con¬ 
ferences  were  held,  one  at  the  New  York  citv  office  and  one  at  the 
main  office  in  Albany,  for  the  purpose  of  thoroughly  instructing 
and  familiarizing  these  deputies  with  the  duties  imposed  upon 
them  by  the  statute.  Rules,  regulations,  method  of  procedure  and 
conduct  were  explained  in  detail,  and  in  addition  thereto  each  of 
said  deputies  were  presented  with  a  book  compiled  by  this  Depart¬ 
ment,  entitled  “  Rules  for  the  control  and  conduct  of  Deputy  State 
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Superintendents  of  Elections  together  with  provisions  of  law  pre¬ 
scribing  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  office  and  the  provisions  of 
the  Penal  Law  defining  crimes  against  the  elective  franchise.” 

The  results  accomplished  were  far  greater  than  might  be  ex¬ 
pected  from  a  body  of  men  who  prior  to  their  appointment  were 
inexperienced  in  the  labor  they  were  about  to  perform. 

The  following  are  copies  of  instructions  issued  to  Deputy  State 
Superintendents  of  Elections  on  primary  day  and  registration 
days : 

TO  ALL  DEPUTY  STATE  SUPERINTENDENTS: 

All  deputies  are  strictly  forbidden  from  remaining  or  loitering 
at  or  in  the  vicinity  of  any  polling  place,  or  engaging  in  arguments 
or  discussions  relative  to  the  merits  of  anv  of  the  candidates  for 
nomination  or  election,  confining  themselves  during  the  hours  and

places  of  duty  on  the  day  of  the  primary  election  to  inspections  of 
polling  places,  observation  of  election  officers  and  authorized  offi¬ 
cials  or  persons  in  attendance  thereat,  as  to  the  manner  in  which 
their  respective  duties  are  being  performed,  positively  refraining 
in  every  respect  from  coercing,  intimidating,  addressing,  per¬ 
suading  or  in  anv  manner  inducing  or  influencing  persons  to  attend 
at  the  polls,  or  to  cast  or  not  to  cast  a  vote  for  any  candidate  for 
nomination  or  election,  nor  in  any  manner  to  act  as  the  representa¬ 
tive  of  a  political  party  or  candidate. 

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  DEPUTIES  FOR  THE  DAYS  OF 
REGISTRATION  FOR  THE  GENERAL  ELECTION  OF 

1915,  OCTOBER  4,  5,  6,  7,  8  and  9. 

Deputies  who  have  been  detailed  to  Assembly  districts  will 
report  at  5  :30  p.  m.  at  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  board  of  registry 
appearing  first  upon  their  lists,  with  the  exception  of  Saturday, 
October  9th,  on  which  day  they  will  report  at  7  a.  m.  The  first 
duty  will  be  to  see  whether  the  registry  board  has  been  furnished 
with  challenge  lists  sent  out  bv  this  Department  through  the  police. 
They  will  also  observe  whether  police  officers  are  in  attendance  at 
the  meeting  of  the  registry  board. 

In  making  their  rounds  deputies  should  particularly  notice 
whether  any  of  the  names  appearing  on  the  challenge  lists  have 
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been  placed  upon  the  registry  books,  and  if  so,  whether  challenges 
have  been  entered  against  them.  They  should  also  give  particular 
attention  to  the  “  REMARK  COLUMN  ”  of  the  challenge  list 
with  a  view  to  seeing  whether  any  names  appearing  on  the  chal¬ 
lenge  list  have  been  permitted  to  register.  This  is  of  the  utmost 
importance. 

Should  any  members  of  the  boards  of  registry  disregard  or  fail 
to  comply  with  a  request  for  aid  and  assistance  called  for  by  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Elections,  the  facts  shall  be  communicated 
immediately  by  telephone  to  this  office,  4840  Bryant.  Deputies 
should  be  particular  about  seeing  that  all  entries  are  made  in 
memorandum  books  supplied  them,  and  especially  make  note  of 
any  remark  that  may  appear  pertinent. 

The  deputies  shall  also,  in  addition  to  making  notes  of  the 
shield  number  of  the  policeman  on  duty  in  a  polling  place,  secure 
the  names  of  the  election  officers,  and  also  note  throughout  the  day 
the  time  such  policemen  or  election  officers  leave  and  return  and 
other  policemen  relieve  those  on  duty.  The  time  of  such  relief 
must  be  noted,  as  well  as  the  shield  number  of  the  policemen  so 
relieving. 

Deputies  shall  inquire  whether  the  chairman  of  the  board  of 
inspectors  has  received  our  “  Special  Notice  to  Election  Officers” 
and  request  the  chairman  to  read  the  notice  to  the  other  members 
of  the  board. 

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  INSPECTORS  OF  ELECTIONS 

After  a  comprehensive  investigation  of  the  efficiency  of  the 
Election  Inspectors  throughout  the  State,  and  a  review  of  the 
methods  used  in  rectifying  the  mistakes  made  through  gross  care¬ 
lessness  and  ignorance  on  the  part  of  the  Inspectors  themselves,  I 
have  entirely  changed  the  system  used  in  the  past  that  was  clearly 
useless  and  very  cumbersome.  The  old  method  of  tabulating 
the  number  of  errors  and  omissions  apparently  made  no  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  work  done  by  the  Inspectors.  It  required  a  large 
force  of  deputies  and  a  great  deal  of  time  to  simply  find  out  what 
had  not  been  done,  and  as  the  work  was  done  without  the  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  Inspectors,  they  did  not  even  know  that  they  were 
being  checked  up. 
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During  Registration  and  Election  this  year,  I  substituted  per¬ 
sonal  inspection  before  the  fact,  and  the  results  obtained  have 
thoroughly  justified  the  change.  Letters  of  instruction  covering 
the  most  important  points,  also  quoting  the  law  showing  the 
criminal  liability  of  Election  Officers  were  sent  to  every  Inspector. 
My  deputies,  as  far  as  the  limited  number  would  permit,  were 
instructed  to  visit  the  polling  places,  and  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Inspectors  to  said  letters ;  and  also  inform  them  that  the 
State  Superintendent  of  Elections  expected  them  to  be  careful 
and  watchful  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  as  Inspectors  of 
Elections.  This  method  had  a  most  gratifying  effect. 

The  following  notice  and  forms  were  delivered  to  the  Inspectors 
of  Elections  of  each  election  district  in  Greater  Yew  York  for 
instruction  and  guidance:

At  the  recent  primaries  and  Registration  Days  a  number  of  in¬ 
spectors  did  not  comply  with  instructions.  Similar  neglect  will 
not  be  tolerated. 

Any  inspector  disregarding  these  instructions  will  immediately 
be  subpoenaed  to  appear  at  this  office  and  will  be  prosecuted  to  the 
full  extent  of  the  law.

Section  763  of  the  Penal  Law  provides:  “A  public  officer 
who  omits,  refuses  or  neglects  to  perform  any  act  required  of

ishable  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  three  years,  or  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  three  thousand  dollars  or  both.”

INFORLIATIOX  TO  OFFICIALS  AND  CITIZEXS 

The  statistics,  data  and  records  compiled  by  this  office  have 
become  useful  and  important  on  account  of  their  accuracy  and 
completeness,  to  State,  city  and  village  departments,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  verifying  their  records  and  securing  information  which 
would  be  very  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  obtain  through  other 
sources. 

Several  officials  have  already  obtained  printed  forms,  at  my 
suggestion,  which  are  sent  to  this  office  to  he  filled  out.  This 
necessitates  an  additional  amount  of  labor  incumbent  upon  the 
employees  of  this  Department,  and  has  practically  added  a  new 
bureau  to  my  Department. 

In  addition  to  information  given  to  the  officials  throughout 
the  State,  communications  are  received  daily  from  charitable 
organizations  and  individuals  seeking  the  whereabouts  of  some 
person  who  is  lost  or  wdio  has  deserted  his  family.  Also,  inquiries 
regarding  the  citizenship  of  persons,  and  divers  other  questions 
which,  from  the  completeness  of  the  records  of  this  Department, 
such  information  is  readily  ascertainable. 

LEGAL  ASSIST AXCE 

Constantly  questions  arise  in  connection  with  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  this'  office  which  make  it  imperative  that  legal  assistance 
be  summoned.  Under  existing  conditions  considerable  difficulty 
is  encountered  before  these  questions  may  be  answered.  Further- 
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more,  several  cases  now  pending  in  the  various  courts  might  be 
expedited,  but  through  lack  of  counsel  no  steps  can  be  taken  in 
this  direction. 

Inasmuch  as  the  available  potentiality  of  the  Attorney -General's 
office  does  not  permit  the  assignment  of  a  permanent  counsel  for 
this  Department,  Mr.  Arthur  E.  Rose,  Secretary  of  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Elections’  office  has  been  obliged,  in  addition 
to  his  secretarial  duties,  to  devote  a  considerable  portion  of  his 
time  to  legal  matters,  and  has,  since  the  first  day  of  July,  rendered 
one  hundred  and  eleven  opinions. 

The  foregoing  statements  make  it  obvious  that  the  most  lacking 
essential  in  this  Department,  has  been  the  failure  to  assign  a 
permanent  counsel  to  handle  the  administration  of  its  legal  affairs, 
and  I  most  urgently  request  that  a  provision  be  made  for  same 
by  the  coming  Legislature. 

The  Attorney-General's  office  assigned  to  the  Hew  York  city 
branch  of  this  Department  eight  temporary  Deputy  Attorney- 
Generals  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  prior  to  Election  Day,  and  I 
wish  to  thank  them  most  cordially  for  their  hearty  co-operation 
and  assistance. 

conclusion 

The  duties  and  responsibilties  of  this  office  are  increasing  yearly. 
One  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  scope  of  the  work  involved 
can  realize  that  it  has  developed  into  one  of  the  most  important 
departments  in  the  State.  In  order  to  insure  the  strict  enforce¬ 
ment  of  the  Election  Law,  the  co-operation  and  assistance  of 
thousands  of  municipal  officials  are  mandatory.  Among  these  are 
included  County  Clerks,  Town  Clerks,  District  Attorneys,  Sher- 
iffs,  Registrars  of  Vital  Statistics,  Chiefs  of  Police  and  a  vast 
army  of  local  election  officials,  all  of  whom  are  charged  with  im¬ 
portant  and  responsible  functions  pertaining  to  Elections. 

The  willingness  manifested  by  these  officials  during  the  past 
year  and  the  manner  in  which  they  have  complied  with  the  direc¬ 
tions  and  requests  issued  by  this  Department,  have  been  a  source 
of  extreme  gratification  and  are  demonstrative  of  the  fact  that, 
irrespective  of  political  affiliations,  a  united  effort  has  been  made 
on  the  part  of  those  entrusted  with  public  office,  to  obtain  a  fair 
and  honest  Election. 
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My  observation  has  led  me  to  believe  that  several  sections  of 
the  Election  Law  should  receive  the  serious  attention  of  the 
coming  Legislature,  in  order  that  a  more  simplified  and  effective 
method  may  be  adopted  in  the  administration  and  enforcement  of 
the  law.  I  refrain  from  setting  forth  these  defects  specially  in 
my  report  for  the  reason  that  I  think  this  branch  of  the  law  will 
be  generally  amended,  at  which  time  I  trust  to  be  able  to  present 
my  suggestions  for  consideration.

Comrade  Philip  O’Toole,  Camp  No.  35  (Chairman  pro  tern.)  :

Comrades:  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  will  present  to  you  now 
the  name  of  a  man  who  has  been  a  loyal  supporter  of  the  cause  of 
the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  and  an  ardent  worker  to  bring 
this  Encampment  to  its  financial  success  and  social  success.  He 
has  worked  faithfully  with  our  committee ;  and  I  take  pleasure  in 
introducing  to  you  the  Hon.  J ames  D.  Smith,  Mayor  of  the  city 
of  Utica,  who  is  also  an  honorary  member  of  Emerson  H.  Liscum 
Camp  Xo.  33  of  Utica.  (Applause.) 

Hon.  James  D.  Smith  : 

United  Spanish  War  Veterans  and  Friends:  We  are  honored 
by  your  coming  here  to  hold  your  Twelfth  Annual  Encampment. 
The  Encampment  being  here  at  this  time  adds  greatly  to  the 
importance  and  sucess  of  the  event  of  the  unveiling  of  the  Hiker 
Monument,  and  the  unveiling  of  the  Hiker  Monument  in  turn 
adds  to  the  success  of  the  Encampment.

As  Chairman  of  the  Citizens’  Committee  I  have  given  my  best 
efforts  towards  making  this  Encampment  a  success;  and  it  has 
been  verv  pleasant  to  know  that  even  my  humblest  efforts  have 
been  appreciated  so  much  by  the  Comrades  of  the  local  Camps. 

While  there  is,  of  course,  serious  wTork  for  you  to  do  at  this 
Encampment,  you  will  I  hope  have  ample  time  to  go  about  the 
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city  to  see  its  clean  streets,  its  beautiful  residences,  its  unsur¬ 
passed  parks,  and  to  become  acquainted  with  many  of  its  citizens, 
than  whom  there  are  none  in  this  great  Empire  State  more 
hospitable. 

We  extend  to  you  a  warm  welcome  and  are  desirous  that  you 
shall  have  while  here  the  best  time  you  ever  had  at  an  Encamp¬ 
ment.  And  now,  as  Mayor,  I  proclaim  the  city  to  be  under  martial 
law  and  in  the  hands  of  the  duly  constituted  officers  of  the  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans,  and  hereby  surrender  to  your  Department 
Commander  the  keys  to  the  gates  of  the  city.  (Laughter.)

Comrade  Philip  O’Toole,  Camp  No.  33 : 

We  shall  now  have  the  pleasure  of  listening  to  a  selection  from 
the  Apollo  Quartet. 

Comrade  Philip  O’Toole,  Camp  No.  33 : 

Comrades,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  now  introduce  to  you 
a  Comrade  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  a  Comrade  who 
is  a  charter  member  of  one  of  the  first  posts  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  organized  in  Oneida  county.  I  will  now  intro¬ 
duce  to  you  Comrade  Fairhead  of  Ross  Post  No.  31  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic. 

Rev.  George  B.  Fairiiead  of  New  York  Mills: 

Mr.  Chairman,  Friends,  Neighbors,  Comrades,  Commander 
Jones  and  your  Fellows ,  Neiv  Sons  of  Liberty  of  1898:  I  am 
thrillingly  glad  of  this  royal  honor  of  being  called  to  this  service. 
On  Friday  afternoon  at  three- thirty  o’clock,  while  on  my  “  bike  ” 
passing  a  halting  trolley  car  on  the  switch  along  the  road,  I  heard 
the  name  of  “  Fairhead  ”  ring  out  on  the  air.  I  halted  and  two 
Spanish  War  Veterans  ran  out  of  the  car  and  surrounded  me. 
They  said  to  me:  “  We  have  been  instructed  to  engage  you  for 
a  ten  minutes’  speech,  as  a  representative  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic,  at  the  Twelfth  Annual  Encampment  of  the  United 
Spanish  AVar  Veterans  at  Utica  on  next  Tuesday.  Will  you  sur¬ 
render?”  I  answered:  “  Yes.”  They  gladly  thanked  me  and 
ran  back  to  the  waiting  car. 
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The  theme  is  so  big  and  the  time  so  inadequate  that  I  am  con¬ 
strained  to  put  into  exact  words  what  I  want  to  say.  What  is  up  ? 
Why,  a  new  episode  of  the  rushing  tides  of  human  activity  making 
history!  The  first  picture  that  my  memory  gave  me  was  of 
seventy-five  years  before  when  a  white-faced  angel  hoy  of  six 
years  of  age  first  looked  upon  that  very  street  where  we  stood. 
The  father  had  settled  there  with  his  young  family ;  the  first  baby 
was  born,  Brother  John  and  I  twenty-one  years  after  were  in 
Company  B  of  the  One  Hundred  and  Seventeenth  Hew  York 
Volunteers,  and  in  Dixie.  Thoughts  began  to  troop  into  my  mind 
and  I  thought  enough  to  talk  for  twenty-four  hours  since  then,  hut 
I  have  now  got  it  “  boiled  down ;  ”  and  last  night  as  I  walked 
through  the  side  shows  of  the  street  fair  now  in  your  city  the  first 
thought  that  came  to  my  mind  was  truth ,  convincing ,  spectacular. 
But  there  came  another  thought,  training;  then  another  appeared, 
expediency ,  compromise.  Ah,  how  men  of  the  world  they  think 
these  are  the  type  of  wisdom.  But  there  came  the  word,  Righteous¬ 
ness  as  an  offset.  Then  literature,  poetry,  reasoning,  appeared  of 
its  own  fancy,  and  judgment  came  as  an  offset.  Then  secession. 
“  To  hell  with  the  Union;  down  with  Old  Glory.”  Dis-union — 
chaos.  And  then  there  came  “  Liberty  and  Union,  Now  and  For¬ 
ever,  One  and  Inseparable.”  (Applause.)  Liberty  and  Union! 
“  If  any  man  haul  down  the  American  Blag,  shoot  him  on  the 
spot!  ”  (Applause.)  That  man  was  a  Democrat,  with  the  real 
meaning  of  Democracy  in  him.  Eternal  vigilance!  Eight  to  the 
finish  for  One  Country  and  One  Flag ! 

Then  came  the  memory  of  a  chorus  of  schoolboy  days,  a  song 
“  That  day  will  surely  come.”  To  make  the  chorus  true,  real, 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  sprang  into  being  two  million 
six  hundred  thousand  strong;  and  Mr.  Helson  remembers,  United 
States  Army  men ;  and  what  hosts  of  girls  and  women  and  mothers 
there  were  who  said:  “  Get  there,  John,  or  leave  my  home!” 
Well,  this  army  with  shooting  guns  and  bayonets  singing  “We  are 
coming,  Father  Abraham,  six  hundred  thousand  more,”  and  the 
others  were  singing,  also:  “  Mine  eyes  have  seen  the  glory  of  the 
coming  of  the  Lord,  for  God  is  marching  on.”  Here  then  the 
mighty  force  of  the  United  States  Army  with  Lincoln  in  the  lead 
of  the  Lord  Almighty,  were  marshaled  against  the  States  which 
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were  wildly  determined  to  tread  Liberty  and  Union  in  the  dirt,  and 
for  two  years,  Department  Commander,  it  seemed  as  if  they  were 
going  to  have  their  way.  Till  blazoned  on  the  banners  of  one  of 
the  parties  of  this  Nation,  “  The  War  is  a  failure;  ”  and  they 
nominated  one  of  the  great  dissatisfied  generals  for  the  Presidency. 
Thus  making  this  systematic  effort  to  crush  Old  Liberty  and  his 
Boys  in  Blue  to  the  dirt;  and  Jefferson  Davis  —  a  very  marked 
self-centered  man,  self-centered  of  purpose,  claimed  that  God  was 
leading  him  and  his  hosts  in  that  war.  Strange  delusion !  But 
the  majestic  Lincoln,  Saviour  of  his  Country  and  of  his  Boys  in 
Blue,  did  not  crush  the  President  and  all  his  fighting  heroes. 
They  said  no  bondmen  shall  live  beneath  the  Stars  and  Stripes 
and  no  stars  shall  be  torn  from  the  Union  flag  of  Red,  White  and 
Blue;  and  every  Union  regiment  and  battery  carried  on  its  flag  a 
star  for  South  Carolina  and  Texas  and  each  of  the  other  wandering 
States.  So  now,  concentration.  There  was  a  tremendous  demon¬ 
stration,  for  “  Truth  crushed  to  earth  shall  rise  again.”  The 
eternal  years  of  earth  are  yours ;  but  we  remember  at  Appomattox 
there  came  to  that  famous  conference  the  great  and  brave  man, 
Robert  E.  Lee  (and  I  use  these  words  with  deference),  he  had 
contended  for  that  great  error.  ILis  soldiers  were  well  fed  by 
Uncle  Sam’s  rations  under  Old  Glory.  We  think  with  pride  of 
the  act  of  General  Grant,  who  said:  “  Let  us  have  peace;”  and 
who  said  to  Lee:  “  Keep  your  horses  and  your  mules,  you  will 
need  them  when  you  get  back  to  your  deserted  homes,”  and  almost 
said:  “God  bless  you.”  Remember  righteousness  and  justice. 
Remember  the  great  Union  they  typify.  How  the  great  heart  of 
the  noble  Lincoln  and  his  Bovs  in  Blue  and  of  all  the  folks  in  all 
the  homes  throughout  our  land  did  throb  with  thanksgiving  that 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  with  the  Flag  and  God  is  march¬ 
ing  on.  Remember  that  hero,  the  great  Lincoln,  king  of  all  hearts, 
rousing  the  passions  of  the  New  York  City  hosts  to  formation,  to 
rush  and  destroy  with  the  members  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  the  danger  of  disruption  that  threatened  the  Union. 
“Fellow  citizens:  ‘Clouds  and  darkness  are  around  about  me; 
righteousness  and  judgments  are  in  his  hands;  the  Lord  God 
Omnipotent  ruleth,  and  the  Government  at  AVashington  still 
lives.’  ”  And  the  hot  passions  lulled  and  peace  began  again  to 
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reign.  “  Let  us  have  peace.”  Had  this  spirit  of  the  plain,  grand, 
old  Lincoln  been  followed  long  before  how  much  better  it  would 
have  been.  We  recall  those  brave  defenders  of  the  Union  being 
gathered  together,  those  heroes,  twelve  years  later,  following  their 
long  years  of  fighting,  when  they  met  before  President  Hayes 
who  said :  “All  right  ”  to  the  military  forces,  and  called  attention 
to  “  peace,”  to  “  unity,”  to  “  brotherhood;  ”  and  then  peace  which 
had  been  concluded  formed  prosperity,  and  plenty  flourished. 

So  the  years  sped  on,  and  another  Son  of  Liberty  and  member 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  was  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  prosperity  was  returning  to  our  land,  when  one  night 
in  secret  there  crept  up,  and  it  was  hard  to  tell  where  the  root 
of  the  error  lay,  the  “  Maine  ”  was  blown  up  in  Havana  Harbor, 
and  the  purposes  of  Spain  were  revealed  by  blowing  up  those 
heroic  fellows  who  were  in  sympathy  with  oppressed  Cubans  who 
were  calling  to  us  to  muster  the  forces  from  the  United  States  for 
Freedom,  and  Union,  the  world  around.  And  at  that  call  for 
righteousness  and  judgment,  freedom  and  liberty  and  security  to 
Cuba  a  new  army  sprang  into  being,  greatly  aided  by  Hew  York 
and  all  the  Rational  Guards,  and  made  a  new  army  for  Uncle 
Sam.  Their  work  there  was  to  dispossess  the  Spaniards  from 
Cuba,  and  now  there  is  a  new  tenant  in  that  lovely  island.  And 
we  all  remember  how  the  Boys  of  Liberty  and  Righteousness, 
Freedom  and  Lknion  and  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  in  khaki 
(instead  of  blue),  how  they  played  their  part  so  well  at  Santiago, 
San  Juan  and  Manila  Bay,  proclaimed  liberty  to  all  the  world, 
as  the  Old  Liberty  Bell  did  in  1776.  So  the  United  Spanish  War 
Veterans  are  appropriately  saying  they  are  the  new  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  those  grand  old 
defenders.  But  the  battle  is  still  on !  “  The  battles  and  victories 

of  peace  are  no  less  renowned  than  those  of  war.”  The  ballot  is 
the  bullet.  I  can  close  no  better  than  with  this  familiar  hymn : 

AMERICA 

Mv  country,  ’tis  of  thee,  sweet  land  of  liberty, 

Of  thee  I  sing; 

Land  where  my  fathers  died,  land  of  the  Pilgrims’  pride, 

From  every  mountain  side  let  Freedom  ring. 

My  native  country  thee,  land  of  the  noble  free, 

Thy  name  I  love; 

I  love  thy  rocks  and  rills,  thy  woods  and  templed  hills; 

My  heart  with  rapture  thrilis,  like  that  above. 
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Let  music  swell  the  breeze,  and  ring  from  all  the  trees 
Sweet  Freedom’s  song; 

Let  mortal  tongues  awake,  let  all  that  breathe  partake, 

Let  rocks  their  silence  break,  the  sound  prolong.

Our  fathers’  God  to  thee,  author  of  liberty, 

To  thee  we  sing; 

Long  may  our  land  be  bright  with  Freedom’s  holy  light, 

Protect  us  by  Thy  might,  Great  God,  our  King. 

Mr.  Fairliead: 

I  do  not  see  but  a  few  Grand  Army  men  here.  I  venture  to  say 
that  if  they  were  here  they  would  be  only  too  willing  to  join  me 
in  giving  three  hearty  cheers  for  the  Spanish  War  Veterans. 
(The  speaker  himself  did  so,  and  received  for  it  very  hearty 
applause. ) 

The  Apollo  Quartet  then  rendered  its  second  selection,  which 
was  greatly  enjoyed  by  the  audience. 

Comrade  O’Toole,  Camp  No.  33 : 

Comrades:  I  take  pleasure  in  introducing  to  you  the  National 
Chief-of  Staff,  Comrade  Edward  H.  White,  of  Chicago.  (The 
Chief-o f-Staff  was  escorted  to  the  platform  by  Past  Department 
Commanders  Ralph  IT.  Parker  and  Chauncey  W.  Herrick.) 
After  he  had  taken  his  seat  on  the  platform  the  Chairman  said : 
It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  introduce  to  you  Comrade  White, 
the  Chief-of-Staff,  for  a  few  remarks  on  our  Organization. 
(Applause.) 

The  Ciiief-of-Staff  : 

Mr.  Chairman ,  Department  Commander,  Ladies  of  the  Auxil¬ 
iary ,  Comrades  and  A  ssociates:  Little  did  I  think  a  few  moments 
ago  when  I  left  my  hotel  that  I  was  going  to  come  into  this  pre¬ 
dicament  —  at  least  so  soon.  I  did  expect  later  on  in  the  Conven¬ 
tion  that  probably  I  would  be  honored  with  a  call  to  say  a  few 
words,  but  this  indeed  is  a  great  surprise,  the  moment  I  entered 
the  hall.  I  am  delegated  here  to-day  with  letters  from  our  Com- 
mander-in-Chief  (applause)  ;  I,  therefore,  have  the  honor  to  de¬ 
liver  to  you  his  sincere,  fervent  greetings.  The  last  word  he  said 
to  me  on  yesterday  at  National  Headquarters,  he  charged  me  with 
the  duty  of  paying  to  your  illustrious  Department  Commander 
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and  to  his  associate  officers  and  to  the  members  of  this  great  Depart¬ 
ment  of  New  York,  his  sincere  appreciation  for  the  loyal  and 
hearty  response  always  rendered  to  his  every  suggestion,  and  to  the 
unlimited  and  untiring  effort  of  the  officers  and  members  of  this 
Department,  whose  loyalty  and  whose  soldierly  qualities  are  so 
well  known  at  our  National  Headquarters. 

The  'Commander-in-Chief  desires  to  express  his  sincere  regret 
at  his  inability  to  he  here  upon  this  occasion  at  this  time;  as  you 
know,  he  is  an  employee  of  the  Federal  Government,  and  as  such 
his  time  is  not  his  own ;  the  Government  requiring  his  time  to-day, 
to-morrow  and  the  next  day,  and  like  a  good  soldier,  he  has  but  to 
obey  —  and  therefore,  my  presence. 

There  is  much  that  I  could  say  by  way  of  praise  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Yew  York  for  its  energetic  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Organ¬ 
ization;  for  the  good  it  has  done  our  Veterans  of  the  Spanish- 
American  War  and  for  the  particular  good  it  has  done  for  the 
dependents  of  the  members  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

I  notice  you  have  a  rather  lengthy  program  to-day,  and  as  there 
are  several  other  speakers  here  I  will  not  burden  you  further  now. 
I  hope  to  have  the  pleasure  of  meeting  every  member  of  this 
Department  (and  likewise  the  Auxiliary)  before  I  leave  Utica; 
and  I  shall  have  something  further  to  say  later  on.  (Applause.) 

Comrade  O'Toole,  Camp  Yo.  33: 

Comrades,  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  now  introduce  to  you 
one  of  our  most  able  orators  of  the  City  of  Utica.  I  will  introduce 
to  you  for  a  short  address,  the  Reverend  Father  Bogan. 

Rev.  Father  Bogan: 

Honorable  Mayor ,  Ladies  of  the  Auxiliary  and  Members  of  the 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans:  You  have  stirred  the  people  of 
Utica  and  the  Mohawk  Valley  to  a  deep  sense  of  patriotic  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  valor  and  the  heroism  of  the  sacrifices  you  made 
and  were  willing  more  generously  to  make,  if  called  upon  to  do  so, 
during  the  trying  months  of  the  so-called  Spanish- American  W ar. 
The  magnificent  demonstration  yesterday  at  the  unveiling  of  the 
Hiker  Monument  was  a  popular  acclamation  on  the  part  of  our 
citizens  to  the  glory  of  the  cause  which  has  been  and  is  so  dear  to

your  hearts.  The  inspiring  spectacle,  the  lessons  of  patriotism 
voiced  by  gifted  orators  in  thoughts  which,  at  best,  but  faintly 
convey  the  deep  emotions  that  stir  the  blood  and  burn  within  the 
breast  — ■  shall  ever  be  remembered  as  a  treasured  memorial  of 
deepest  appreciation  and  gratitude  bequeathed  to  future  genera¬ 
tions  as  long  as  the  Hiker  Monument  shall  stand  on  our  beautiful 
Parkway. 

c/ 

Uticans  may  well  be  proud  of  the  memorial  unveiled  by  the 
brave  soldier  boys  of  the  Spanish-American  War  on  the  occasion 
of  this  Encampment.  Your  great  military  procession  through  our 
streets,  your  assemblage,  all  things  transpiring  here,  prompted 
by  patriotic  love,  speaks  in  more  enduring  eloquence  than  could 
monuments  of  marble  or  entablatures  of  bronze. 

As  I  looked  on  that  demonstration  of  yesterday  I  was  reminded 
of  a  somewhat  similar  one  which  took  place  in  the  City  of  Cam¬ 
bridge  last  May  15,  1914.  I  happened  to  be  in  Boston  at  the  time 
the  bodies  of  those  brave  Naval  Bovs,  who  had  fallen  in  connec- 
tion  with  our  occupation  of  the  City  of  Vera  Cruz,  were  brought 
home  for  burial.  Corporal  O’Donnell  was  the  first  of  that  fallen 
score  of  unfortunate  men  who  were  shot  to  death  while  following 
our  Flag  at  their  country’s  behest,  and  was  being  accorded 
supreme  military  honors.  Hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  lined 
the  streets  of  the  City  of  Cambridge  as  the  funeral  procession 
made  its  way  through  the  city,  from  the  State  Armory  to  St. 
Patrick’s  Church  and  on  to  the  cemetery.  In  this  sad  procession 
there  were  representatives  of  the  City,  of  the  State  and  of  the 
Nation.  All  along  the  five  mile  route  flags  fluttered  from  nearly 
every  window,  and  were  hung  across  the  streets.  Public  and  busi¬ 
ness  places  were  draped  in  mourning  and  flags  were  half-masted 
and  had  black  borders ;  and  that  great  demonstration  of  love  and 
honor  given  by  all  patriotic  people  to  that  humble  born  defender 
of  our  country’s  flag,  recalled  a  similar  demonstration  which  took 
place  on  August  18,  1898  in  our  city,  in  St.  John’s  Church,  and 
in  Forest  Hill  Cemetery.  It  was  then  that  Oneida  county’s  first 
fallen  Spanish-American  hero,  J.  Harry  Reed,  was  accorded 
supreme  military  honors.  Oneida  county’s  tribute  to  a  native 
born  son  on  that  occasion  can  never  be  forgotten.  It  occurs  to  me 
that  the  poem  read  at  the  grave  of  Corporal  Hagerty  on  the  day  of 
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his  burial  (with  the  name,  place  and  time  substituted)  might  very 
appropriately  be  read  at  the  burial  service  of  every  Veteran  of  the 
Spanish- American  War. 

Verily,  it  does  the  better  nature  of  man  good  to  assemble  with 
the  defenders  of  our  homes,  our  lives,  our  country.  The  memories 
are  awakened ;  the  finer  feelings  of  the  soul  respond  with  generous 
impulse  to  the  loftiest  sentiments  of  the  occasion;  the  latent  fires 
of  patriotism  inflame  our  hearts  and  burn  in  our  veins.  Thus, 
to-day,  idle  curiosity  gives  way  to  love  of  country — To  love  of 
our  country’s  brave,  noble-hearted  heroes,  to  love  of  their  thoughts 
and  hopes,  to  love  of  their  deeds  and  aspirations.  And  this 
patriotism  which  is  born  in  our  hearts  to-day  is  a  patriotism  we 
may  teach  our  children  to  love  and  cultivate,  if  they  would  be 
faithful  to  their  country,  if  they  would  love  her  institutions,  and 
if  they  wTould  make  her  name  glorious  and  honored  among  the 
nations  of  the  world. 

Yes,  the  bravery  of  fearless  men  merits  all  the  public  enco¬ 
miums  and  distinctive  honors  that  an  appreciative  people  can 
bestow  upon  them.  Read  the  honor  roll  of  our  illustrious  dead, 
especially  our  soldier  dead,  and  marvel  at  the  diversity  of  nation¬ 
ality  and  religious  belief  of  those  brave  fellows,  and  then  say  if 
the  Flag  is  not  glorious  by  reason  of  the  universal  sway  it  holds 
over  willing  men  of  all  races  and  creeds. 

When  the  great  battleship  “  Maine,”  lying  at  anchor  in  the  calm 
waters  of  Havana  Harbor  was  blown  up  and  hundreds  of  our 
brave  young  sailor  boys  were  launched  without  a  moment’s  warn¬ 
ing  into  eternity,  that  shot  rang  around  the  wrnrld !  It  wras  heard 
in  every  home  and  in  every  heart  throughout  our  land.  The  name 
of  that  great  battleship  and  the  slogan :  “  Remember  the  ‘  Maine  ’  ” 
rang  out.  Was  it  forgotten  in  the  lapse  of  years?  Ho,  hundreds 
of  strong,  brave,  young  lives  were  laid  down  —  to  be  taken  up 
again  to  accentuate  and  to  add  fuel  to  the  holy  fires  of  patriotism 
In  the  hearts  and  minds  and  lives  of  the  youth  of  our  great  land. 
They  know  that  they  are  able  to  become  a  part  of  that  fuel  ready 
and  strong  that  has  flooded  over  the  country  from  the  beginning, 
that  is  symbolized  in  the  red  stripe  that  spells  “  war  ”  and  alter¬ 
nating  with  the  white  stripe  of  “  peace.” 

War  and  peace!  Our  country  and  peace!  Who  is  there  that  can 
look  upon  the  waving  folds  of  our  country’s  flag  but  can  recollect 
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and  recall  the  chapters  of  our  country’s  history  at  all,  and  will 
not  think  of  war  and  peace?  Not  that  we  are  at  all  a  people  given 
over  to  conquest.  Never  yet  has  the  Star-Spangled  Banner  been 
unfurled  in  battle  but  for  the  cause  of  justice,  for  the  right,  for 
the  protection  of  the  down-trodden  and  oppressed,  for  the  enfran¬ 
chisement  of  men,  for  the  extension  of  popular  government,  and 
in  the  noble  cause  of  aiding  weak  races  in  their  struggle  for  con¬ 
stitutional  liberty.  For  peace  with  honor,  but  never,  never  for 
the  subjection  of  a  weaker  nation  or  a  sister  republic  !  (Applause.) 
And  the  benighted  of  all  lands  have  seen  the  light  of  hope  shine 
out  of  its  azure  blue,  shine  out  through  the  stars  of  its  azure  blue 
and  have  lifted  up  their  heads  awakening  to  conscious  manhood. 
There  stands  out  prominently  in  history  this  one  glorious  fact  that 
no  land,  in  all  the  ages  that  we  read  of,  did  a  nation  ever  carry  its 
flag  beyond  its  own  frontier  and  plant  it  among  the  people,  but 
what  it  left  it  there  to  remind  them  of  subjugation  and  of  con¬ 
quest.  Herein  lies  the  greatness  of  our  country  and  the  secret  of 
her  fame!  We  are  justly  proud  of  the  fact  that  we  in  the  past 
as  a  nation  have  gone  forth,  not  to  oppress,  but  to  purify ;  not  to 
wrangle,  but  to  counsel;  not  to  destroy,  but  to  build  up;  and  in 
consequence  of  this  we  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  the 
Flag  of  Our  Country  enjoys  the  sovereign  dominion  that  it  does 
over  the  hearts  and  minds  of  men  the  world  over.  From  all 
quarters  of  the  earth  the  prow  of  the  immigrants’  vessel  is  headed 
for  our  shores  and  the  sight  of  this  land  gladdens  the  eyes  and 
cheers  the  hearts  of  the  westward  voyagers  who  seek  a  better  life 
and  to  take  their  place  among  us  as  citizens.  Even  the  poorest 
are  found  among  them  —  all  tribes  and  all  tongues ;  and  all  peo¬ 
ple  who  renounce  their  allegiance  to  their  fatherland  and  swear 
fidelitv  to  our  Constitution  and  to  our  Flag,  they  and  their  chil- 
dren  make  up  no  inconsiderable  part  of  our  population.  They 
belong  to  the  Nation  by  adoption.  They  come  over  to  be  fused 
into  the  nation’s  citizenship  and  because  they  believe  in  the  future 
of  the  republic  and  appreciate  the  equality  under  the  law  and 
the  freedom  to  worship  according  to  their  own  individual  con¬ 
science,  which  we  here  enjoy.  Those  were  the  principles  upon 
which  the  fathers  of  the  republic  met  this  problem,  and  not  only 
did  they  permit ,  but  rather  they  invited  the  immigrants  to  our 
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shores.  And  it  surely  behooves  us  who  are  more  fortunate  than 
many  of  our  fellow  men  who  arrive  here  after  us,  to  observe  those 
principles  of  the  fathers  himself,  or  ourselves,  by  a  kind  and 
considerate  treatment  and  a  kindly  interest,  so  as  to  engender  in 
the  heart  and  mind  of  the  newly-arrived  a  reverence  for  our  laws 
and  institutions,  as  we  ourselves  possess  them, —  while  he  is 
doubly  a  traitor  who  excites  suspicion  against  his  fellow  citizen, 
or  who  villifies  his  religious  belief  or  sneers  at  honest  endeavor. 

Patriotism  is  learned  in  our  streets,  in  our  churches,  in  our 
homes,  from  our  monuments  and  in  our  cemeteries.  Respecta¬ 
bility,  honesty,  education,  refinement,  culture  —  these  alone 
differentiate  our  social  life,  and  learning  is  fostered  whether  found 
in  public  or  denominational  schools  —  efficiency  of  instruction 
being  the  sole  test  demanded. 

Co-operation  of  all  classes  on  questions  affecting  the  common¬ 
wealth  is  secured;  and  if  perchance  narrow  souls  occupy  high 
places  an  intelligent  ballot  furnishes  the  remedy,  and  men  of 
courage  do  not  hesitate  to  denounce  evil  wherever  it  is  found. 
(Applause.) 

Fittingly,  then,  have  you  reared  a  monument  in  keeping  with 
the  best  thought  of  an  heroic  soldiery  who  speak  the  best  thought 
of  a  nation’s  life.  Utica  will  point  out  the  “  Hiker  Monument  ” 
as  her  latest  shrine  to  patriotism.  She  will  call  upon  the  buried 
forms  of  her  Spanish-American  War  Veterans  to  bear  witness  to 
the  great  lessons  to  be  remembered  in  all  the  years  of  the  Republic, 
that  “  United  citizenship  is  the  nation’s  glory  and  defense.” 

We  pay  the  sincerest  tribute  of  patriotic  manhood  to  the  heroes, 
dead  or  living,  of  the  Spanish-American  War.  We  glory  in  their 
valor.  May  their  names  and  their  deeds  emblazon  history’s  page 
forever !  (  Applause. ) 

Comrade  O’Toole,  Camp  Vo.  33 : 

Comrades  and  Sisters  of  the  Auxiliary:  It  gives  me  great 
pleasure  now  to  introduce  to  you  and  to  this  Encampment  Mrs. 
Catherine  Beilman  as  the  President  of  the  Auxiliary. 

Mrs.  Beilman: 

Mr.  Chairman  O’Toole,  Department  Commander  and  Com¬ 
rades:  I  wish  to  say  on  behalf  of  the  Auxiliary  that  we  are  very 
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pleased  to  meet  you  here  in  your  Encampment  again  while  you 
are  in  session,  and  we  want  to  assure  you  that  we  extend  to  you 
our  heartiest  greetings  ;  and  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  we  are  at 
any  and  all  times  ready  and  willing  to  help  you  the  same  as  we 
have  done  in  the  past,  as  when  the  Department  Commander  asked 
for  the  Auxiliaries  to  help  you  in  your  fight  for  legislation.  We 
felt  that  it  was  an  honor  to  be  called  upon  to  help  in  such  a 
cause  as  that,  because  at  one  time  it  seemed  as  if  we  would  not 
be  called  upon.  We  would  not  have  felt  that  we  were  doing 
right  unless  we  could  have  helped  you. 

I  want  to  tell  you  of  the  fine  financial  success  we  (that  is,  our 
Past  Department  President  Van  Tuyl  and  Sister  Spolders)  have 
had.  They  realized  from  the  different  affairs  they  held,  twelve 
hundred  dollars,  to  help  you  in  your  fight  for  legislation.  A 
Euchre  Party  was  held  in  New  York  City,  from  which  a  large 
sum  was  realized.  I  gave  them  permission  to  send  out  books  of 
chance,  from  which  they  realized  one  hundred  and  forty-three 
dollars  —  leaving  a  total  of  eight  hundred  dollars  after  all  the 
expenses  were  cleared.  Now,  Comrades,  if  we  could  have  done 
twice  as  much,  or  if  we  could  have  done  three  times  as  much  for 
you  we  would  have  gladly  done  it. 

Now,  I  think  it  may  he  not  out  of  place  to  say  that  I  think 
you  can  induce  your  friends  to  join  us,  that  is  the  Auxiliaries. 
We  have  about  eleven  hundred  members  in  New  York.  You  see 
there  is  something  lacking.  No  woman  will  want  to  join  an 
organization  of  that  size.  I  am  very  hard  at  work  organizing; 
and  I  am  often  told :  “  Oh,  it  does  not  amount  to  much.”  This 
is  the  only  organization  I  belong  to  which  I  work  for  —  I  belong 
to  others,  hut  this  one  is  the  only  one  I  work  for.  In  my  opinion, 
you  should  think  it  an  honor  to  have  your  women  folks  belong  to 
us.  I  hope  you  will  take  into  consideration  the  desirability  of 
assisting  to  increase  our  membership;  and  if  you  know  of  any 
among  your  friends,  to  try  to  induce  them  to  associate  them¬ 
selves  with  us.  Some  of  you  may  know  of  even  three  or  five 
who  could  join  our  Organization,  and  the  help  that  many  of  you 
might  give  in  this  direction,  I  am  sure,  would  he  very  valuable. 
Do  not  he  afraid  that  there  would  he  any  interference  with  your 
Organization  in  any  way,  Comrades,  as  our  Organization  does  not 
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allow  our  women  to  interfere  with  your  work;  and  we  do  not 
think  it  is  right  that  women  should  take  any  part  in  your  affairs. 
(Applause.)  We  are  willing  to  sacrifice  a  great  deal  for  you , 
and  I  think  you  ought  to  do  all  you  can  to  help  us,  and  not  to 
allow  any  of  the  Auxiliaries  to  dictate  to  you.  I  have  taken  up 
the  charters  of  five  Auxiliaries  for  various  reasons,  that  number 
of  charters  has  been  surrendered.  How,  Comrades,  we  have  heads 
of  our  departments  just  as  you  have,  and  we  are  anxious  to  have 
our  Organization  increase  and  prosper  and  he  a  help  to  you. 
(Applause.) 

(Comrade  O'Toole,  Camp  X o.  33:  1 

It  now  gives  me  pleasure  to  turn  over  the  emblem  of  authority 
to  the  Department  Commander  and  to  declare  the  Encampment 
now  open. 

Department  Commander  Wm.  Jones,  Camp  59: 

Mr.  Chairman,  Honorable  Mr.  Mayor,  Reverend  Friends, 
President  of  the  Auxiliary,  Chief  of  Staff,  Comrades,  and  Sisters 
of  the  Auxiliary:  The  hour  is  getting  close  to  lunch  time,  and 
I  am  not  going  to  take  up  any  of  your  time  except  to  express 
to  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  the  sentiments  of  the  Comrades  of  our  Organ¬ 
ization,  and  to  say  that  we  highly  appreciate  the  hospitality  which 
you  have  extended  to  us  here  to-day ;  and  that  in  extending  to  us 
the  keys  of  your  city,  I  want  to  assure  you,  Mr.  Mayor,  that  next 
Friday,  or  perhaps  next  Thursday  night  the  keys  will  be  returned 
to  you  just  as  clean  as  they  were  when  you  handed  them  over  to 
us.

First, 
Comrades:  I  might  say,  the  reports  of  the  Department  Com¬ 
mander,  Senior  Vice-Department  Commander  and  the  Junior 
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Vice-Department  'Commander,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Patriotic 
Instructor  have  been  printed. 

Is  there  any  Comrade  in  the  room  who  has  not  received  one  of 
these  reports.  (Several  Comrades  rise  to  indicate  that  they  have 
not  received  any.) 

Will  one  of  the  Comrades  please  take  a  hatch  of  them  and  dis¬ 
tribute  these  reports  to  those  Comrades  who  need  them. 

The  first  report  to  be  read  will  be  that  of  the  Department  Com¬ 
mander;  and  I  will  now  turn  over  the  Chair  to  Past  Department 
Commander  Herrick. 

Comrade  P.  Samuel  Rigney,  Camp  Ho.  4: 

Comrade  Department  Commander:  In  my  brief  experience  of 
Department  Encampments,  I  have  never  yet  attended  an  encamp¬ 
ment  where  any  action  was  taken  on  the  report  of  the  Department 
Commander.  I  think  we  owe  it  to  the  out-going  Department  Com¬ 
mander  to  at  least  approve  and  adopt  his  report  by  a  resolution 
of  the  Encampment.  To  my  mind,  that  has  never  before  been 
done.  You  will  find  when  you  come  to  read  the  report  of  the 
Department  Commander  in  this  case,  that  it  is  a  very  lengthy 
and  exhaustive  report.  It  includes  the  report  in  detail,  of  the 
Legislative  Committee,  in  which  nearly  all  of  the  Comrades  of 
this  Department  are  vitally  interested;  and  to  my  mind  it  is  a 
complete  and  exhaustive  report  of  the  affairs  of  this  Department 
for  the  past  year. 

I,  therefore,  move  you,  sir,  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the 
Department  Commander. 

Comrade  Stobbe,  Camp  Ho.  1: 

I  second  the  motion. 

Comrade  Herrick,  Camp  Ho.  42  (in  the  Chair)  : 

I  suggest  in  addition  to  that,  that  the  various  recommendations 
of  the  Department  Commander  (as  contained  in  his  printed 
report),  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Resolutions  for  appro¬ 
priate  action. 
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Comrade  Rigney,  Camp  Ho.  4: 

If  the  Past  Department  Commander  thinks  that  is  necessary, 
I  will  do  so. 

Comrade  Herrick,  Camp  Ho.  42 : 

It  is  necessary. 

Comrade  Rigney,  Camp  Ho.  4: 

The  adoption  of  this  report  will  naturally  carry  with  it  the 
reference  of  the  resolutions  suggested  by  the  Past  Department 
Commander. 

Comrade  Herrick,  as  Chairman,  puts  the  motion  for  the 
adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Department  Commander,  and  it  is 
carried  unanimously. 

Comrade  Herrick,  Camp  Ho.  42 : 

I  recognize  Comrade  Long. 

Comrade  Past  Commander  James  S.  Long,  Camp  Ho.  5: 

In  the  report  of  the  Department  Commander  there  is  one  slight 
error,  and  it  was  called  to  my  attention  by  the  Commander  of 
Camp  Ho.  96;  and  by  way  of  explanation  I  would  like  to  state 
that  in  submitting  that  report,  I  assure  the  Delegates  it  is  very 
hard  to  get  a  clear  report  of  the  Delegates  who  were  present  at 
Albany  on  May  13th;  and  we  did  omit  one  Camp;  and  I  there¬ 
fore,  suggest  that  Camp  Ho.  96  be  inserted,  or  rather  that  the 
report  he  corrected  so  as  to  include  Camp  Ho.  96,  as  it  was 
present. 

Comrade  Herrick  (in  the  Chair)  : 

The  Comrades  will  please  take  notice  that  Camp  Ho.  96  was 
not  included  in  the  Department  Commander’s  report,  and  that  it 
shall  be  included  in  the  printed  report  of  these  proceedings. 
Motion  carried. 
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Department  Commander  Wm.  Jones  (returning  to  Chair)  : 

Comrades:  In  connection  with  these  proceedings,  and  the 
recommendations  of  the  various  officers,  if  there  he  no  objection 
I  will  appoint  a  committee,  to  he  known  as  “  Committee  on 
Officers’  Reports.”  The  recommendations  now  go  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Resolutions,  and  they  in  turn  will  under  the  proposed 
plan  refer  them  to  the  Committee  on  Officers’  Reports. 

The  next  report  to  he  received  will  he  that  of  the  Senior  Vice 
Department  Commander.  What  is  your  pleasure? 

Comrade  Edward  Swart  wood,  Camp  Ho.  85 : 

Department  Commander  and  Comrades:  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  all  these  reports  are  printed  here,  and  each  Delegate 
should  have  at  least  one  of  them,  and  if  he  has  not  he  can  get 
one,  I  move  you  that  they  he  accepted. 

To  facilitate  matters  and  shorten  things,  I  make  that  as  a 
motion. 

Comrade  W.  W.  Baird,  Camp  Ho.  66 : 

I  second  that.  (A  Comrade  from  Camp  Ho.  28  also  rose  to 
do  so  simultaneously  with  the  Comrade  already  named.) 

Department  Commander: 

It  is  moved  that  all  the  reports  he  received  and  the  recom¬ 
mendations  referred  to  the  Resolutions  Committee. 

Motion  carried. 

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  COMMANDER 

To  the  Twelfth  Annual  Encampment  of  the  Department  of 
New  Yorlc,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans: 

In  compliance  with  subsection  “  M,”  section  1,  article  7,  part 
3  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my 
report  for  the  term  commencing  July  8,  1914,  and  ending  with 
this,  the  12th  Encampment.  Before  giving  any  detailed  account 
of  my  stewardship  it  is  incumbent  upon  me  to  thank  each  and 
every  comrade  for  the  high  honor  conferred  upon  me,  and  for 
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the  whole  hearted  and  generous  support  so  freely  given  to  me 
during  my  term  of  office.  Following  out  the  general  principles 
of  my  predecessors,  the  one  aim  has  been  to  preserve  the  spirit 
of  harmony,  without  which  no  organization  can  advance.  There 
have  been  no  factions,  no  one-sided  display  of  activity  and  no 
murmurings  of  discontent,  but  all  have  worked  together  as  one, 
in  a  perfect  well-oiled-machine-like  way  and  the  order  has  thus 
advanced  in  the  manner  in  which  it  should.  It  is  well  for  all 
succeeding  Department  Commanders  to  foster  this  feeling  of 
harmony,  and  to  encourage  the  most  loyal  co-operation  of  all 
Departmental  Officers,  for  in  union  there  is  strength  and  where 
all  are  working  for  the  common  good  in  a  true  spirit  of  comrade¬ 
ship  the  best  results  will  he  obtained.  To  whomever  it  shall  be 
privileged  to  follow  me  this  message  is  given,  and  it  is  given  after 
a  most  intimate  knowledge  of  all  the  comrades.  “  There  are  no 
more  loyal  and  enthusiastic  and  sincere  comrades  in  the  whole 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans  than  those  who  are  members  of 
this  Department.  As  a  body  of  workers,  as  a  hand  of  real  friends 
and  as  a  Department  of  comrades  they  stand  supreme.”  This  is 
my  opinion  after  two  of  the  most  active  years  of  my  life  working 
with  them  and  for  them. 


Legislation 

In  the  selection  of  a  Legislative  Committee  great  care  was 
exercised  owing  to  the  importance  of  the  Legislative  program, 
which  had  been  adopted  at  the  last  Encampment.  Before  making 
any  appointment,  communications  with  each  Comrade  were  held, 
the  situation  placed  before  him  clearly  and  his  consent  obtained 
so  that  he  would  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  that  would 
devolve  upon  him,  and  as  a  result  it  is  my  belief  no  previous 
Department  Commander  has  been  so  fortunate  in  his  selection  of 
a  Committee  on  Legislation.  (The  names  of  the  Committee 
appear  in  paragraph  2,  G.  O.  Uo.  3,  paragraph  1,  G.  O.  Nos.  8, 
9,  10,  C.  S.) 

In  appointing  Past  Commander  James  S.  Long  of  Camp  No. 
5  to  the  chairmanship,  my  brightest  jewel  was  secured.  An  earnest 
proponent  of  preferential  legislation,  he  entered  into  the  battle 
with  all  the  energy  at  his  command,  and  it  is  through  his  tireless 
efforts  that  the  committee  has  been  able  to  accomplish  so  much. 
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Constitutional  Convention . 

Immediately  after  the  organization  of  the  committee  Special 
Order  JSFo.  1,  C.  S.  was  issued  on  August  12,  1914,  to  each  Camp 
Commander  and  Adjutant,  asking  for  the  name,  address,  sena¬ 
torial  and  assembly  district  of  each  comrade  in  their  respective 
Camps.  The  response  to  this  was  very  unsatisfactory.  The 
Department  was  then  divided  into  districts,  each  to  be  in  charge 
of  a  member  of  the  Legislative  Committee,  and  he  in  turn  to 
have  charge  of  a  number  of  Comrades  selected  from  the  Camps 
located  in  that  district;  these  Comrades  to  he  known  as  Minute 
Men.  The  purpose  of  this  was,  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Legislative  Committee  could  direct  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  in  charge  of  the  district,  and  he  to  be  responsible  for 
his  Minute  Men.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  a  great  many  Camps 
failed  to  appoint  Camp  Legislative  Committees,  with  the  result 
that  a  number  of  districts  were  not  fully  covered. 

The  next  step  was  the  issuing  of  a  form,  letter  (Exhibit  A) 
to  the  nominees  for  the  office  of  Constitutional  Delegate  in  each 
of  the  three  leading  political  parties,  asking  their  position  on  the 
question  of  preference  in  Civil  Service  for  the  Veteran  of  the 
Spanish-American  War  and  the  Philippine  Insurrection.  To  this 
letter  a  number  of  answers  were  received  and  tabulated.  It  was 
impossible  for  any  further  action  to  be  taken,  except  to  await 
developments,  as  past  experience  has  taught  that  unity  of  action  in 
our  organization  is  not  concrete  enough  to  permit  any  threats  of 
defeat  to  those  opposed  to  our  measure,  although  15,000  pieces  of 
literature  were  sent  to  Comrades  throughout  the  Department, 
asking  them  to  write  the  delegates  in  their  respective  districts, 
expressing  their  views  on  the  question  at  issue.  For  those  who 
did  not  care  to  trouble  with  letter  writing,  a  form  letter  was 
enclosed. 

After  election  another  letter  (Exhibit  B)  was  forwarded  to 
the  successful  candidates,  requesting  them  to  voice  their  senti¬ 
ments  on  our  measure.  These  answers  were  carefully  studied, 
and  then  the  real  work  of  the  Committee  began.  Thousands  of 
letters  were  sent  out,  appeals  were  made  to  Comrades  to  inter¬ 
view  delegates,  the  prominent  Comrades  in  our  Order  were  asked 
to  lend  their  influence,  your  Department  Commander  and  the 
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Chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee  made  a  tour  of  the  State 
for  the  purpose  of  arousing  the  interests  of  those  who  were 
lagging. 

Twenty  thousand  signature  petitions  were  circulated  among  the 
various  Camps  and  Comrades.  Ten  thousand  blank  forms  of 
resolutions  for  adoption  by  civic,  patriotic,  political,  social, 
religious  and  other  organizations  were  sent  broadcast.  In  a 
great  many  cases  these  became  fodder  for  waste  baskets,  but  as  a 
result  of  this  work  eighty  thousand  (80,000)  signatures  were 
secured,  and  the  following  organizations  adopted  the  resolutions:

This  work  was  continued  without  cessation,  and  needless  to 
say  no  effort  was  spared  to  convert  those  opposed  to  our  cause. 

The  response  of  the  rank  and  file  to  the  battle  cry  of  the  Order 
was  an  inspiring  revelation.  The  thousands  who  consecrated  labor 
and  sacrifice  in  this  fight  felt  the  touch  of  mutual  obligation  as 
never  before.  The  press  and  public  were  impressed  by  the  magni¬ 
tude  of  our  Order.  The  politician  who  of  old  sneered  at  its  claims 
with  smiling  contempt,  now  listened  with  respectful  fear. 

The  members  of  the  Constitutional  Convention  were  continu¬ 
ally  besieged  with  literature  (Exhibits  C,  D,  E,  F,  G)  on  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  preference,  with  the  result  that  those  who  doubted  were 
convinced  there  was  merit  to  the  proposition. 

Upon  the  convening  of  the  Constitutional  Convention,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Legislative  Committee,  who  was  in  Albany, 
secured  the  names  of  the  Committee  on  Civil  Service  and  tele¬ 
graphed  the  information  to  the  Department  Commander,  who  in 
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turn  telegraphed  to  each  Camp  Commander  in  the  district  where 
the  delegate  hailed  from,  urging  them  to  get  into  touch  with  their 
delegates  as  early  as  possible. 

On  April  28,  1915,  the  amendment  to  section  9,  article  5  of  the 
State  Constitution  (Exhibit  H)  was  introduced  in  the  Convention 
by  the  Hon.  William  M.  K.  Olcott,  delegate  from  the  Eighteenth 
Senatorial  District,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Civil 
Service,  of  which  Hon.  Rush  Rhees  of  the  Forty-Fifth  Senatorial 
District  is  Chairman. 

A  public  hearing  on  the  amendment  was  set  by  this  Committee 
for  May  13,  1915,  at  twelve  o’clock  noon  in  the  Senate  Chamber, 
Albany,  H.  Y.  As  soon  as  informed  of  the  date,  Special  Order 
Ho.  8,  C.  S.  was  sent  to  each  Camp  Commander,  directing  him 
to  issue  a  special  order,  calling  Comrades’  attention  to  the  hear¬ 
ing,  and  requesting  their  attendance.  The  response  to  this  special 
order  was  most  gratifying.  On  the  day  of  the  hearing  over  200 
Comrades  appeared  in  uniform,  and  with  the  Department  Com¬ 
mander  marched  up  to  the  Capitol  Building.  Representatives 
were  present  from  the  following  Camps:

The  hearing  as  scheduled  was  held  in  the  Senate  Chamber,  and 
the  following  speakers  were  introduced  by  the  Department  Com¬ 
mander  to  favor  the  proposed  amendment :

'Simmons,  but  owing  to  the  limited  time  it  was  impossible  for  all 
to  be  heard.

It  is  firmly  believed  by  all  present  that  the  hearing  was  a 
victory  for  our  forces,  but  space  will  not  permit  me  going  into 
detail.  Attached  hereto  (Exhibit  I)  will  be  found  a  verbatim 
copy  of  the  hearing.  Unfortunately  nothing  definite  can  he 
reported  as  to  the  action  of  the  Civil  Service  Committee  at  this 
time,  but  whatever  it  may  be,  the  Department  Commander  is 
satisfied  that  the  Administration,  the  Legislative  Committee  and 
the  Organization  at  large,  have  done  their  duty  and  done  it  well. 

At  this  time  it  is  respectfully  recommended  that  this  Encamp¬ 
ment  voice  its  appreciation  of  the  unselfish  and  patriotic  service 
rendered  to  the  veterans  of  the  Spanish  War  and  the  incident 
Insurrection  in  the  Philippines  by  the  Hon.  William  M.  K. 
Olcott  and  all  the  other  gentlemen  in  the  Constitutional  Con¬ 
vention  who  have  assisted  us  in  our  efforts.  To  those  who  have 
opposed,  the  indulgence  of  your  charity  is  asked,  with  the  hope 
that  they  will  see  the  justice  of  our  claims  and  will  assist  us  in 
obtaining  them. 

Amended  Laws 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Comrade  Senator  Franklin  W.  Crist- 
man  of  Camp  Ho.  51,  copies  of  all  bills  introduced  in  the  Senate 
were  forwarded  daily  to  the  Department  Commander,  in  addition 
to  which  the  Department  Chief  of  Staff,  who  was  in  the  Assembly 
daily,  scrutinized  all  bills  presented  there,  and  in  consequence 
headquarters  was  in  close  touch  with  all  that  was  going  on  in  both 
branches  of  the  Legislature. 
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Numerous  bills  were  introduced  affecting  our  Organization, 
and  the  following  is  a  synopsis  of  those  passed: 

License  to  Soldiers ,  Sailors  or  Marines. —  This  law  was 
amended,  making  it  a  misdemeanor  for  a  person  assigning  or 
transferring  or  attempting  to  assign  or  transfer  any  license 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  law. 

Burial  of  Soldiers,  Sailors  or  Marines. —  This  law  was  amended 
by  adding  the  following:  “And  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  each 
County  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  purchase  and 
acquire  lands,  or  to  appropriate  money  for  the  purchase  and 
acquisition  of  lands,  for  a  cemetery  or  cemetery  plot  for  the  burial 
of  any  such  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  and 
their  wives  and  widows ;  and  also  to  provide  for  the  care,  mainte¬ 
nance  or  improvement  of  any  cemetery  or  plot  where  such  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  and  their  wives  and 
widows  are  buried  or  may  hereafter  be  buried.” 

Headstones  to  be  Provided. —  This  law  was  amended  to  include 
11  the  body  of  the  wife  or  widow  of  any  soldier,  sailor  or  marine, 
married  to  him  previous  to  1910.” 

Relief  of  Soldiers,  Sailors  and  Marines  and  their  Families. — 
This  law  was  amended  so  as  to  insert  the  words  “  honorably 
discharged.” 

This  law  was  also  amended  to  provide  that  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  if  the  Comptroller  is  satisfied  that  a  poor  or  indigent 
soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  etc.,  or  the  families  of  any  who  may  be 
deceased,  are  in  actual  want,  and  that  immediate  relief  is  needed 
by  either,  he  may  in  his  discretion  authorize  and  empower  the 
Commanders  of  the  Camps  to  furnish  relief  to  him  or  them  in  a 
reasonable  amount,  and  pay  the  amount  by  warrant  to  the  Com¬ 
mander  of  the  Camp,  taking  the  receipt  in  duplicate  of  the  Com¬ 
mander  of  the  Camp. 

Another  amendment  provided  that  u  the  board  of  supervisors 
in  any  county  in  which  the  poor  are  a  town  charge  may  by  resolu¬ 
tion  provide  that  a  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  who  has  served  in 
the  naval  or  military  service  of  the  United  States  and  who  has 
received  an  honorable  discharge  from  service,  or  his  family  or  the 
family  of  any  who  may  be  deceased,  shall  be  relieved  and  pro¬ 
vided  for  as  a  county  charge.” 
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Needless  to  say  the  above  received  the  approval  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Commander  and  the  Legislative  Committee,  particularly  the 
last  mentioned  section,  which  remedied  a  condition  that  was  caus¬ 
ing  considerable  trouble  in  the  upper  part  of  the  State,  especially 
in  counties  where  there  was  but  one  Camp  and  several  cities. 
Prior  to  this  amendment,  in  order  for  the  Camp  to  give  relief, 
it  was  necessary  that  the  Commander  be  bonded  in  each  of  the 
several  towns. 

Memorial  Day  Moneys  —  How  Expended. —  This  law  relating 
to  cities  of  the  third  class  was  amended  so  as  to  allow  the  admis¬ 
sion  of  Commanders  and  Treasurers  of  Sons  of  Veterans  Camps 
to  he  on  the  Board,  under  whose  direction  the  money  is  expended. 
This  bill  gave  the  Committee  considerable  concern,  as  they  felt  it 
was  being  used  as  an  opening  wedge  for  future  activities  along 
similar  lines.  Owing,  however,  to  the  cordial  feeling  existing 
between  the  G-.  A.  R.  and  the  U.  S.  W.  V.,  and  knowing  of  the 
connection  between  the  Sons  of  Veterans  and  the  G.  A.  R.,  it  was 
decided  to  place  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  Comrade  John  S. 
Stracham,  Chief  of  Staff,  who  succeeded  in  having  the  measure 

amended  to  include  onlv  cities  of  the  third  class.  Several  of  the 

«/ 

Camps  located  in  these  cities  expressed  their  approval  of  the  bill, 
so  all  opposition  on  the  part  of  the  Committee  was  withdrawn. 

Establishing  Local  Boards  of  Child  Welfare. —  This  measure, 
commonly  known  as  the  u  Widows’  Pension  Bill,”  received  the 
active  support  of  this  Organization  from  the  time  of  its  intro¬ 
duction. 

Recruiting 

It  has  ever  been  my  aim  to  bring  before  the  Comrades  the 
necessity  of  adding  to  our  ranks.  A  special  circular  was  sent  out 
to  everv  Comrade,  and  this  was  instrumental  in  a  large  sense  in 
assisting  the  officers  of  the  Camps  in  their  work  of  recruiting.  In 
addition  to  the  pride  which  must  be  evident  in  every  Comrade, 
an  appeal  was  made  to  his  sense  of  justice ;  an  appeal  based  upon 
the  fact  that  it  was  not  fair  to  have  one  or  two  members  of  a  Camp 
do  the  work,  but  that  the  success  of  this  and  every  organization 
depended  upon  the  activity  of  all  the  members. 

Feeling  that  the  Camp  officers  would  be  urged  on  to  greater 
activity  if  a  reward  for  their  labor  could  be  obtained,  the  Council

of  Administration  authorized  the  purchase  of  a  beautiful  gold 
medal  to  be  given  to  that  Camp  showing  the  greatest  gain 
under  conditions  to  be  fixed  by  a  committee  which  has  been 
appointed  by  me.  This  committee  will  report  to  this  Encamp¬ 
ment  and  the  results  of  its  findings  will  be  based  upon  the  fairest 
plan  of  determining  the  recruiting  ability  of  a  Camp.  That  the 
prize  has  increased  recruiting  may  be  judged  from  the  numerous 
inquiries  made  by  Camp  Commanders  who  have  striven  to  have 
their  Camps  at  the  top. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  has  sent  out  an  appeal  for  100,000 
members  by  September  1,  1915.  In  the  National  Publication, 
The  American  Standard,  the  call  has  been  made  to  every  Comrade, 
and  the  results,  while  gratifying,  are  not  what  was  hoped  for,  and 
it  is  the  duty  of  every  Comrade  to  continue  the  good  work  thus 
far  advanced.  Every  Comrade  attending  this  Encampment  ought 
to  return  home  with  the  sole  idea  to  make  this  Order  a  power  in 
the  community,  and  with  a  membership  of  TEN  THOUSAND 
in  this  Department  and  ONE  HUNDRED  THOUSAND  in  the 
entire  Order,  this  power  can  be  asserted  in  no  small  way. 

New  Camps 

Three  (3)  new  units  have  been  added  to  the  Roster  of  Camps 
during  the  past  year,  and  each  one  bids  fair  to  make  a  name  in 
the  Department.  To  the  formation  of  Camp  99  considerable 
opposition  was  at  first  given  by  one  or  two  other  Camps,  but  when 
it  had  been  shown  that  all  the  names  on  the  list  were  those  of  new 
members  with  but  two  or  three  exceptions,  the  opposition  yielded 
and  the  Camp  was  instituted. 

Camp  100  was  instituted  at  Fort  Totten,  Willets  Point,  and  the 
Charter  list  closed  with  fifty-six  names.  Already  this  Camp  has 
undertaken  a  Memorial  Service,  which  will,  as  time  goes  on,  be 
one  of  the  features  of  our  Order.  The  Camp  is  to  be  complimented 
upon  the  splendid  personnel  of  its  officers  and  the  thoroughness 
with  which  they  have  carried  on  the  work,  and  it  is  to  be  expected 
that  with  the  high  standard  thus  established  that  the  Camp  will 
increase  not  alone  in  membership  but  in  activity. 

Camp  101  has  been  established  at  Highland  Falls,  aud  will  be 
an  excellent  addition  to  the  Roster.  Being  just  a  few  days  old, 
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it  will  be  unfair  to  say  anything  but  praise,  and  the  future  will 
no  doubt  be  a  better  time  to  add  that  this  Camp  has  filled  a  long 
felt  want. 

In  Sacketts  Harbor,  H.  Y.,  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  form 
a  Camp,  and  Comrade  H.  0.  Clair  of  Watertown,  Adjutant  of 
Camp  56,  is  now  securing  the  requisite  number  of  names. 

Comrade  Dr.  William  Chester  Douglass  is  canvassing  Ithaca 
and  its  vicinity  for  eligibles,  and  is  having  good  results.  Before 
the  next  Encampment  his  labors  will  have  been  crowned  with 
success. 

In  the  southern  part  of  Long  Island  several  Comrades  tried  to 
enroll  sufficient  recruits,  but  the  territory  is  so  scattered  that  the 
task  is  very  difficult.  Possibly  it  can  be  done,  but  the  attempt 
thus  far  has  been  futile. 

Peekskill  was  another  city  in  which  interested  Comrades  sought 
to  start  a  Camp,  but  the  condition  there  is  about  the  same  as  in 
other  small  cities  in  which  the  formation  of  Camps  has  been  tried. 
Too  few  live  within  striking  distance  of  this  city,  though  in  the 
environs  are  sufficient  members  to  make  a  Camp.  It  is  hoped  that 
when  every  Comrade  has  a  flivver  car  these  places  will  be 
represented  in  succeeding  Encampments. 

Publicity 

Wherever  and  whenever  occasion  demanded  it,  the  widest  pub¬ 
licity  was  given  to  all  our  activities  and  with  satisfying  results. 
All  parades,  public  meetings  and  Camp  functions  were  extensively 
written  up,  and  the  net  results  of  this  use  of  printer’s  ink  may 
best  be  judged  by  the  increased  interest  of  the  public  in  our  affairs 
and  by  the  better  understanding  by  that  same  public  of  all  our 
undertakings.  The  services  on  Muster  Day,  heretofore  but  lightly 
esteemed,  were  held  with  greater  ceremonial  display,  and  the 
renewal  of  our  obligations  by  our  Comrades  will  bear  fruit  in 
augmented  activities  and  increased  devotion  to  our  Order. 

To  the  further  advancement  of  our  beloved  Order  everv  Com- 

«/ 

rade  must  use  his  best  efforts.  The  principles  of  Freedom, 
Patriotism  and  Humanity  are  so  noble  that  it  should  be  the  con¬ 
cern  of  everyone  to  announce  them  to  the  world,  and  it  should 
ever  be  our  pride  and  privilege  to  point  out  the  results  of  our 
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labors  in  the  past  and  the  mighty  results  that  will  ensue  from  a 
continuation  of  these  same  labors. 

Publications 

In  the  twelve  general  orders  issued,  a  variety  of  topics  were 
touched  upon  and  information  of  general  interest  scattered 
throughout  the  Department.  Unfortunately  some  Camp  officers 
have  neglected  to  send  out  to  each  Comrade  a  copy  of  these  gen¬ 
eral  orders  and  have  thus  deprived  their  Camp  of  a  well  informed 
member.  These  copies  are  furnished  with  the  sole  idea  of  keep¬ 
ing  every  Comrade  informed  of  the  activities  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  but  if  Camp  officers  are  remiss  in  their  duty  it  is  utterly 
useless  to  expect  Comrades  to  hold  an  interest  when  their  superiors 
fail  to  give  a  good  example. 

Many  Camps  have  published  Camp  Papers,  and  the  value  of 
these  little  publications  is  not  to  be  measured  in  dollars  and  cents. 
Rather  judge  them  by  the  spirit  with  which  they  are  esteemed 
and  by  their  potency  in  holding  up  before  all  Camps  the  esprit 
de  corps  which  tends  to  make  for  a  keener  rivalry  for  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  Order.  Their  continuance  upon  the  same  high  plane 
will  be  productive  of  much  good,  and  will  serve  in  no  small  degree 
to  enthuse  the  members  and  keep  alive  the  fire  of  loyalty.  It  will 
redound  to  the  credit  of  our  Order  and  the  country  when  every 
Camp  will  keep  our  purposes  and  our  principles  before  the  public. 

The  Camps  issuing  these  monthly  publications  are  to  be  con¬ 
gratulated,  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  Camps  and  others  will 
continue  this  fructifying  labor. 

Department  Roster 

The  expense  of  printing  the  Department  Roster  in  book  form 
made  it  necessary  to  fall  back  upon  the  publication  in  general 
orders.  Some  plan  should  be  devised  to  arrange  for  the  issuing 
in  book  form  of  this  Roster,  as  to  do  so  without  recourse  to  obtain¬ 
ing  advertisements  will  make  its  cost  almost  prohibitive.  That 
it  serves  a  need  in  our  Order  is  apparent,  but  that  it  serves  a  need 
commensurate  with  the  cost  is  not  so  evident. 
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C  orrespondence 

In  a  Department  as  large  as  this  and  with  so  many  Camps 
and  with  so  many  and  varied  interests,  the  amount  of  corre¬ 
spondence  is  enormous.  A  glance  at  the  following  will  indicate 
but  faintly  the  vast  labor  entailed  and  show  that  in  this  matter 
the  path  of  the  Department  Commander  is  strewn  with  anything

And  in  addition  to  the  above  over  700  communications  have 
passed  through  my  hands  on  their  wTay  to  National  Headquarters 
because  4he  Commander-in-Chief  has  insisted  that  all  communica¬ 
tions  go  through  the  regular  prescribed  channel. 

Finances 

Following  the  outbreak  of  the  war  in  Europe  there  came  a 
period  of  financial  depression  in  this  country  bordering  upon  a 
panic,  and  this  resultant  depression  was  felt  in  our  Order.  A 
loss  in  recruiting  manifested  itself  in  the  loss  in  the  purchase  of 
supplies,  and  this  loss  was  again  felt  in  the  amount  of  money 
which  ordinarily  should  be  received.  For  supplies  the  past  year 
there  was  received  six  hundred  and  twelve  dollars  and  fifty-four 
cents  ($612.54)  less  than  last  year,  a  very  large  loss  indeed. 
The  work  in  connection  with  the  Constitutional  Revision  Conven¬ 
tion  caused  a  larger  expenditure  than  ordinarily  would  have  been 
made,  and  wisely  the  past  administration  had  foreseen  this 
expense,  and  had  made  some  provision  for  it. 

The  books  of  the  Department  Quartermaster  show  a  balance 
on  hand  of  four  hundred  and  twelve  dollars  and  ninety-seven 
cents  ($412.97),  of  which  sum  seventy-two  dollars  and  thirty- 
seven  cents  ($72.37)  are  due  National  Headquarters. 

Two  Auditing  Committees  were  appointed,  one  in  December, 
1914,  on  which  Comrades  from  Camps  5,  16  and  53  were 
appointed;  and  in  June,  1915,  the  second  committee  was 
appointed,  consisting  of  the  Commanders  of  Camps  1,  10  and  36. 
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The  results  of  the  Committees’  findings  are  noted  upon  the  report 
of  the  Department  Adjutant  and  in  all  the  hooks  of  that  office. 

Headquarters  Night 

Every  Friday  night  was  designated  as  Headquarters  Night 
and  at  these  informal  gatherings  of  the  Comrades  much  of 
interest  to  our  Order  was  discussed,  the  little  troubles  of  Camp 
officers  smoothed  out  and  advice  and  assistance  given  to  Com¬ 
rades.  Comrades,  and  particularly  Camp  Commanders,  availed 
themselves  of  this  opportunity  to  keep  their  fingers  upon  the 
pulse  of  the  Order  in  this  State,  for  the  keenest  interest  was 
shown  in  all  that  transpired,  and  every  Comrade  knew  that  the 
information  relative  to  these  happenings  was*  his  for  the  asking 
if  he  but  took  the  trouble  to  visit  Headquarters. 

.  On  these  occasions  also,  Camp  Commanders  were  afforded  an 
insight  into  the  workings  of  the  Department  and,  with  this  knowl¬ 
edge,  returned  to  their  Camps  with  increased  devotion  to  duty. 
It  is  on  such  occasions  that  Comrades  are  permitted  to  weight 
one  another,  to  judge  ,of  the  sterling  character  of  the  active  men 
of  the  Order  and  to  see  beneath  the  thin  veneer  of  those  men 
who  unjustly  condemn  the  real  workers.  It  is  certain  that  many 
Comrades  have  come  to  know  each  other  better  and  to  form  closer 
attachments  because  they  were  thus  brought  into  a  closer  relation¬ 
ship.  May  the  good  work  thus  inaugurated  continue  to  the 
advancement  of  our  Order ! 

National  Encampment 

The  Eleventh  National  Encampment  was  held  in  Louisville, 
Ky.,  on  August  31,  September  .1  and  2,  1914,  and  this  Depart¬ 
ment  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  splendidly  harmonious  dele¬ 
gation  represented  thereat.  The  names  of  the  Comrades  who 
attended  wrere  published  in  General  Orders  No.  3,  par.  6,  and 
General  Orders  No.  4,  par.  8,  and  to  these  Comrades  the  Depart¬ 
ment  extends  its  sincere  thanks.  The  entire  delegation  voted 
as  a  unit  upon  all  questions,  was  solidly  behind  the  Department 
Commander  in  advancing  the  claims  of  this  Department  and  at 
all  times  showed  a  most  keen  interest  in  all  that  vitally  concerned 
the  welfare  of  our  Order.  This  magnificient  display  of  mutual 
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interest  is  offered  to  future  delegations  as  an  example  to  be  fol¬ 
lowed  if  this  Department  is  to  maintain  its  leadership  in  our 
Order. 

National  Headquarters 

With  National  Headquarters  the  most  cordial  relations  have 
been  kept  and  whenever  the  Commander-in-Chief  has  issued  an 
appeal  for  aid  this  Department  has  responded  promptly,  will¬ 
ingly  and  effectively. 

In  the  attempt  to  enact  National  Legislation,  as  the  Widows’ 
and  Orphans’  Pension  Bill,  in  the  campaign  for  more  members 
and  in  every  other  request  for  assistance  this  Department  always 
helped.  The  Commander-in-Chief  on  the  occasion  of  his  visit 
to  this  Department  in  January  feelingly  spoke  of  this  assistance 
and  personally  thanked  the  Comrades  who  listened  to  him.  This 
visit,  at  the  time  of  the  installation  of  officers  of  several  Camps, 
did  much  to  cement  the  ties  of  friendship  between  the  National 
and  Department  Headquarters  and  brought  about  a  more  inti¬ 
mate  knowledge  of  each  other. 

The  Department  was  honored  by  National  Headquarters  in  the 
selection  of  the  Inspector-General.  Comrade  Joseph  Roemhild, 
Jr.,  of  Camp  17,  Buffalo,  was  appointed  to  this  important  office, 
and  without  doubt  the  Commander-in-Chief  has  been  well  satis¬ 
fied  with  the  work  of  his  appointee,  for  the  selection  was  indeed 
excellent.  Further  honors  were  bestowed  upon  the  Department 
in  the  appointment  of  the  following  Comrades  to  the  office  of

Visits 

Many  Camps  have  sent  in  complaints  that  from  year  to  year  no 
Department  Officer,  other  than  District  Inspectors,  has  paid  an 
official  visit  to  the  meeting  room,  and  in  consequence  the  Officers 
are  not  inspired  with  the  enthusiasm  of  the  Camps  which  have 
had  this  advantage.  In  a  large  measure  this  complaint  was 
justified,  and  accordingly,  upon  my  election  to  the  highest  office 
in  this  Department,  a  schedule  of  visits  was  made  and  adhered  to 
with  a  strict  regard  for  the  prevention  of  such  complaints  dur¬ 
ing  my  term  of  office.  Visits  have  been  made  by  me  to  sixty- 
three  (63)  of  the  eighty-seven  (87)  Camps  in  this  Department. 
In  making  these  visits  and  in  carrying  on  the  other  work  of  the 
Department  it  has  been  necessary  to  travel  ten  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  seventy-six  (10,976)  miles,  and  the  following  places 
have  been  visited : 

Buffalo  (2),  Albany  (8),  Binghamton,  Utica  (2),  Jamestown, 
Niagara  Falls,  Rochester,  Oswego,  Troy,  Newburgh,  Haverstraw, 
Schenectady,  Saratoga  Springs,  White  Plains,  New  Rochelle, 
Yonkers,  Mt.  Vernon,  Poughkeepsie,  West  Point  and  Highland 
F  alls. 

The  number  in  (  )  indicates  the  number  of  visits  made  to  the 
same  place.  The  Camps  in  the  city  of  New  York  (which  includes 
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the  five  boroughs)  have  been  visited  and  some  of  them  have 
received  more  than  one  visit,  though  the  first  was  always  desig¬ 
nated  as  the  Official  Visit. 

Whenever  it  was  possible  to  do  so  the  various  social  functions 
of  the  Camps  received  my  personal  attention  to  the  extent  of 
being  visited  and  causing  due  notice  thereof  to  be  sent  out  to  the 
members  of  my  personal  staff.  This  practice  has  conduced  to  a 
most  friendly  relationship  between  the  Comrades  of  the  several 
Camps  and  the  Department  Officers  and  it  will  lead  to  other 
advantages  accruing  from  this  closer  understanding  of  each  other. 
This  list  of  visits  includes  attendance  at  memorial  and  funeral 
services,  socials  of  all  kinds,  installations  and  dinners. 

Interchange  of  Camp  visits  is  one  way  of  cementing  closer 
together  the  Comrades  of  the  Order  in  this  State,  and  where  such 
visits  have  been  made,  Camps  have  always  profited  thereby.  It 
is  suggested  that  the  Ritual  -officers  perfect  themselves  in  their 
part  of  our  Ritual  and  then  issue  challenges  to  other  Camps  pos¬ 
sessing  such  teams.  The  rivalry  thus  created  will  instigate  a 
livelier  study  of  the  Ritual,  will  arouse  the  apathetic  members  to 
take  a  greater  pride  in  the  Camp  and  will  increase  recruiting, 
for  the  Ritual  officers  will  be  insistent  in  demanding  practice, 
and  the  best  material  upon  which  to  practice  is  a  new  recruit. 

Installations 

The  Department  Commander,  as  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
prescribe,  assumed  control  over  the  Installation  of  Camp  Officers. 
These  ceremonies  have  been,  in  most  cases,  publicly  held  and 
attended  by  many  Comrades  and  friends.  Whenever  so  requested 
it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  appoint  the  Comrade  designated  by 
the  Camp  as  the  Installing  Officer  and  this  appointment  has  at 
all  times  been  acceptable.  In  addition  to  the  three  (3)  new 
Camps  which  it  was  my  good  fortune  to  institute,  the  following 
Camps  invited  me  to  install  their  officers:  Camps  4,  8,  1G,  19, 
20,  21,  23,  27,  37,  43  and  79.  The  new  Camps  instituted  were 
99,  100  and  101. 

Ro  one  man  could  install  all  the  Camps  and  therefore  it  was 
impossible  for  me  to  accept  all  the  invitations  extended.  To  such 
Camps  as  were  not  favored  with  a  visit  by  the  Department  Com- 
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mander  a  letter  of  -congratulation  was  sent  with  a  reason  for  the 
unavoidable  absence  and  a  wish  for  the  prosperity  of  the  Camp. 

It  is  regrettable,  however,  that  in  one  or  two  instances  the 
Installing  Officer  had  neglected  to  assure  himself  that  the  per 
capita  tax  had  been  paid  and  in  consequence  inducted  into  office 
the  newly  elected  Comrades  contrary  to  the  express  orders  sent 
out.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  one  of  the  Camps  whose  officers  have 
been  thus  installed,  had  not  paid  up  to  the  writing  of  this  report. 
Such  action  on  the  part  of  an  Installing  Officer  is  inexcusable  and 
more  so  when  to  each  Comrade  thus  officiating  written  instruc¬ 
tions  were  sent. 

The  thanks  of  these  Headquarters,  however,  are  here  and  now 
extended  to  all  the  others  who  so  faithfully  performed  their  duty. 

Maine  Memorial  Services 

The  Anniversary  of  the  destruction  of  the  “  II.  S.  S.  Maine  ” 
(February  15th),  has  now  become  one  of  the  most  important  dates 
in  our  history.  More  and  more  the  people  are  beginning  to  realize 
the  results  of  that  catastrophe  which  brought  about  the  Spanish 
War  and  the  making  of  this  Nation  a  world  power.  With  the 
added  interest  in  this  anniversary  must  come  a  concerted  effort 
upon  the  part  of  the  Comrades  to  properly  commemorate  it. 
Having  in  mind  the  difficult  task  it  is  to  stir  up  the  latent  patriot¬ 
ism  of  the  people  it  is  incumbent  upon  each  Camp  to  hold  either 
singly  or  in  conjunction  with  other  Camps,  exercises  worthy  of  the 
day.  “  Remember  the  Maine/’  was  the  shibboleth  which  led  our 
valiant  Comrades  in  the  stirring  days  of  1898,  and  the  same 
watchword  should  be  on  our  lips  now. 

Pursuant  to  the  wishes  of  the  last  Encampment  it  was  my  duty 
to  place  a  wreath  upon  the  “  Maine  Monument  ”  in  New  York 
City,  and  only  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  prevented  the  hold¬ 
ing  of  services.  Hereafter  the  Department  should  make  provisions 
for  the  holding  of  these  services  in  a  manner  fitting  the  day  and 
the  event  which  it  is  to  commemorate,  and  such  services  should 
be  held  indoors  since  it  is  winter  time. 

Two  Camps  in  the  Greater  City  held  services  on  this  date,  59 
and  98,  and  at  each  of  these  it  was  my  privilege  to  address  the 
Comrades  and  their  friends.  The  officers  having  these  services  in 
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charge  are  to  be  commended  for  their  effort  and  the  Camps  to 
which  they  are  attached  are  to  be  congratulated  upon  their  action 
in  supporting  these  Officers. 

Memorial  Services 

As  time  advances  our  numbers  must  grow  less  and  it  is  well 
for  us  to  so  carry  on  our  Memorial  exercises  that  when  the  last  of 
our  Comrades  shall  have  gone  over  the  hill  to  the  Great  Beyond, 
the  future  generations  will  remember  us  for  having  remembered 
our  own  Comrades  in  life  and  in  death.  Need  it  be  necessary  to 
remind  our  Comrades  of  this  sacred  duty  ?  Let  us  reflect  carefully 
how  our  indifference  will  tend  to  make  the  coming  generations 
indifferent,  and  then  let  us  with  one  accord  resolve  to  keep  holy 
and  sacred  our  Memorial  Dav.  It  is  consecrated  to  the  nation’s 
dead;  it  is  the  All  Saints’  Day  of  our  Order  and  each  one,  though 
he  be  the  lowliest  member,  can  add  to  the  beauty  of  the  day’s 
ceremony  if  in  no  other  means  then  at  least  by  his  presence. 
Comrades,  above  all  else  remember  those  of  our  Comrades  who 
have  gone  before  and  so  conduct  our  services  in  the  future  that 
the  inspiring  lessons  will  sink  deeply  into  the  hearts  and  minds 
of  our  children  and  our  children’s  children  that  the  sacrifices  of 
blood  made  for  the  Nation  shall  be  forever  revered  as  holv 
sacrifices. 

The  most  important  of  our  Memorial  Services  from  the  stand¬ 
point  of  publicity  is  that  which  is  held  each  year  in  the  Brooklyn 
Navy  Yard  under  the  auspices  of  Camp  5.  Its  continuance  will 
keep  alive  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  our  services.  At  the  parade 
preceding  this  service  the  Committee  in  charge  honored  me  by 
selecting  me  as  the  marshal  of  the  U.  S.  W.  V.  Division. 

At  the  services  held  in  the  Naval  Cemetery,  Brooklyn,  on  May 
30th,  which  were  held  under  the  auspices  of  Camp  84,  an  address 
was  made  by  me.  At  Calvary  on  the  same  date  Camp  93  also 
held  services  and  it  was  my  pleasure  to  also  actively  jiarticipate. 

The  Bronx  Memorial  Committee  held  its  services  on  May  23, 
and  on  this  occasion  too,  an  address  was  made  by  me.  At  the 
Memorial  Services  in  honor  of  General  Lawton,  held  in  Brooklyn, 
December  26th,  1914,  and  at  the  services  of  Camp  100  in  honor 
of  Comrade  Garland  N.  Whistler,  the  Comrades  in  charge 
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requested  me  to  make  addresses,  which  were  listened  to  by  large 
gatherings. 

Patriotic  Instruction 

As  yet  the  duties  of  Camp  Patriotic  Instructors  are  not  fully 
understood  and  the  results  of  our  efforts  in  this  work  are  not  in 
such  a  condition  that  they  can  he  tabulated.  The  Department 
Patriotic  Instructor  will  submit  to  this  Encampment  the  results 
of  his  observations  and  also  proposals  to  carry  on  the  work  of 
Patriotic  Instruction  upon  a  scale  commensurate  with  the  dignity 
of  our  Order.  We  have  consistently  maintained  that,  as  Veterans, 
we  have  the  right  to  continue  the  work  of  Patriotic  Instruction 
thus  far  carried  on  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  in 
this  connection  insist  that  at  no  time  shall  we  yield  our  right  or 
our  place,  either  to  the  Sons  of  Veterans  or  to  the  societies  affiliated 
with  the  older  organizations  of  veterans. 

In  following  out  the  ideas  suggested  by  the  Department  Patriotic 
Instructor,  Camp  Commanders  have  been  requested  to  hold  appro¬ 
priate  exercises  on  certain  holidays,  and  while  to  some  degree  this 
has  been  followed  out,  there  have  been  Commanders  who  have  not 
done  all  that  might  he  expected.  Participation  in  these  exercises 
induces  Comrades  to  show  a  more  active  interest  in  their  Camps 
and  recreant  are  the  Officers  who  fail  to  hold  the  interest  of  the 
Comrades.  A  careful  perusal  of  the  Department  Patriotic 
Instructor’s  report  will  show  that  the  work  of  the  Officers  will  he 
lessened  and  the  interest  increased,  and  Commanders  are  expected 
to  maintain  this  balance  if  their  Camps  are  to  he  called  “  Live 
Camps.” 

Grand  Army  of  the  Republic 

It  was  indeed  a  judicious  provision  which  empowered  Camps 
to  take  into  Honorary  Membership  the  Veterans  of  the  Civil  War 
who  so  valiantly  fought  to  preserve  the  Union.  The  line  is  fast 
becoming  thinner  each  succeeding  year  and  it  should  be  our  aim 
to  lighten  their  labors  in  patriotic  work  and  to  so  cherish  and 
preserve  their  memories  that  their  valor  shall  ever  be  honored  in 
the  land.  It  is  a  distinction  for  a  Camp  to  have  upon  its  rolls  the 
names  of  our  older  Comrades,  as  they  are  worthy  of  all  honor  and 
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it  is  equally  a  distinction  for  our  older  Comrades  to  be  so  honored 
by  us. 

Many  of  the  Camps  have  availed  themselves  of  this  provision 
of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  and  have  accepted  into  honorary 
membership  our  older  Comrades.  In  some  cases  entire  Posts  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  have  been  thus  honored  and  in 
turn  the  privilege  of  the  Associate  Membership  has  been  conferred 
upon  entire  Camps.  This  mutual  interchange  of  courtesy  has 
made  for  closer  relationship  and  has  assisted  the  Department 
Officers  in  legislative  work  for  the  two  Veteran  Organizations  thus 
so  closely  allied  have  been  better  able  to  fight  hand  in  hand.  Let 
every  Camp  take  up  this  noble  work  and  thus  render  homage  to 
the  men  of  7  61. 

Council  of  Administration 

It  was  my  endeavor  at  the  outset  of  my  term  to  hold  as  many 
meetings  of  the  Council  of  Administration  as  possible,  but  for 
various  reasons  the  frequency  of  these  meetings  had  to  be  aban¬ 
doned  and  recourse  had  to  a  vote  by  mail  upon  all  matters  of  vital 
concern. 

On  October  4,  1914,  a  meeting  was  called  at  Albany,  after  due 
notice  had  been  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Council,  but  unfortu¬ 
nately,  but  one  member  appeared  besides  myself.  This  was  the 
Senior  Vice  Department  Commander.  It  being  absolutely  neces¬ 
sary  to  get  an  expression  of  opinion  upon  many  vital  matters  a 
mail  vote  was  then  taken,  but  only  three  replied.  Again  a  mail 
vote  was  taken  on  other  important  matters  and  only  five  replied. 
The  reason  for  the  nonappearance  is  probably  the  expenses  which 
the  traveling  to  the  place  of  meeting  entails  and  knowing  the  value 
of  consulting  with  the  other  Officers  it  is  my  conviction  that  the 
Encampment  should  make  some  provision  for  the  calling  of  at 
least  two  meetings  of  this  Council  a  year  and  the  payment  of  the 
actual  traveling  expenses  of  the  Comrades.  Accordingly  a  recom¬ 
mendation  to  this  effect  is  hereafter  submitted. 

By-Laws 

The  Committee  on  By-Laws  appointed  by  me  in  G.  O.  Ro.  4, 
par.  2,  will  render  its  report  to  this  Encampment  and  the  Com¬ 
rades  will  note  that  up  to  the  present  time  we  have  no  By-Laws 
and  some  action  is  imperative. 
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National  Defense 

At  first  the  subject  was  held  in  abeyance  as  it  was  feared  that 
the  formation  of  these  defense  societies  was  done  with  the  ulterior 
motive  of  making  them  political  bodies.  However,  since  men  of 
every  shade  of  political  opinion,  and  some  of  no  opinion,  have  been 
active,  the  question  of  affiliating  with  some  one  recognized  society 
has  received  mv  attention.  At  a  meeting  held  in  Hew  York  at 
which  were  the  representatives  from  all  political  parties  a  delega¬ 
tion  from  this  Department  attended.  Comrades  Past  Department 
Commander  Ralph  H.  Parker,  Department  Judge  Advocate  Ver¬ 
non  M.  Bovie  and  Joseph  Hartigan  were  appointed  and  requested 
to  report  the  results  of  their  observations  to  this  Encampment. 
Decided  opinions  are  held  by  several  Comrades  upon  this  matter 
and  it  will  be  well  to  weigh  carefully  the  report  of  the  Committee 
and  the  recommendations  made. 

The  Card  Index 

As  Department  Adjutant  the  value  of  the  Card  Index  was  most 
apparent  and  from  day  to  day  that  value  has  increased.  When  it 
was  necessary  to  circularize  the  Department,  when  it  was  used  as  a 
check  upon  the  itinerant  member  or  when  it  was  searched  to  assist 
some  Comrade  in  acquiring  the  whereabouts  of  another,  the  Card 
Index  asserted  its  importance.  It  will  require  the  undivided 
attention  of  some  one  Comrade  to  maintain  it  at  its  present 
efficiencv,  and  a  recomendation  is  hereafter  made  to  hold  the 
index  in  a  fixed  headquarters  and  not  have  it  wandering  from 
place  to  place  upon  the  appointment  of  each  new  Adjutant  of  the 
Department.  Possibly  the  labors  of  the  succeeding  Department 
Adjutant  could  be  lightened  by  appointing  an  Assistant  to  not 
alone  have  supervision  of  the  Card  Index  but  also  to  have  the 
approval  of  all  applications  for  membership,  the  dissemination  of 
information  in  regard  to  the  membership  and  the  forwarding 
of  all  such  information  direct  to  Camps.  Camp  Commanders  must 
forward  all  changes  in  the  roster  if  the  value  of  the  index  is  to  be 
kept  at  the  same  efficiency  as  now,  for  in  the  future,  changes  will 
be  mnnv,  and  unless  these  changes  are  at  once  noted,  the  record 
will  be  of  no  avail.  An  instance  of  this  might  be  cited  to  show  how 
the  work  of  years  can  be  nullified  through  the  carelessness  of  one 
Officer.  John  Doe  joins  a  Camp  and  after  a  short  time  moves  to 
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another  town.  His  name  is  carried  on  the  rolls  of  the  Camp  and  in 
the  course  of  a  year  he  is  dropped  from  the  rolls  for  nonpayment. 
The  old  feeling  comes  over  him  again  and  he  decides  to  join 
another  Camp  and  accordingly  files  an  application  for  membership. 
Since  the  first  Camp,  through  its  proper  Officers,  has  failed  to 
notify  the  Department  Adjutant  of  its  election  to  membership  and 
subsequent  dropping  of  John  Doe,  the  second  Camp,  which  does 
do  this  unwittingly,  receives  into  its  membership  a  former  member 
of  the  first  Camp. 

Later  on  John  Doe  becomes  active  and  is  recognized  by  his 
former  Comrades  of  the  first  Camp  and  immediately  a  verbal 
bombardment  is  made  upon  the  Department  Headquarters  for 
approving  the  application. 

The  Department  Adjutant  replies  that  there  has  been  only  one 
blank  with  the  name  of  John  Doe  filed  at  Headquarters  and  since 
the  second  Camp  has  received  approval  of  its  election  of  John  Doe, 
the  only  recourse  is  to  prefer  charges  and  thus  lead  up  to  an 
unpleasant  situation.  All  this  could  be  easily  avoided  by  the 
prompt  action  of  the  proper  officer  in  notifying  Headquarters  of  its 
changes  of  membership  and  since  this  matter  has  now  been  called 
to  the  attention  of  the  Comrades  it  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  no 
need  of  causing  useless  and  expensive  courts  martial  and  no  need 
for  interminable  correspondence. 

Department  Band 

Many  attempts  have  been  made  to  organize  a  United  Spanish 
War  Veteran  Band,  but  it  has  remained  for  Comrade  W.  Elmore 
Slack,  Camp  28,  to  bring  about  a  realization  of  that  dream  of 
having  our  own  band.  When  the  subject  was  first  broached  smiles 
greeted  the  one  who  offered  the  idea,  but  be  it  now  known  that 
this  band,  composed  exclusively  of  our  Comrades,  has  been  giving 
semi-weekly  concerts  in  the  City  of  Albany  and  its  playing 
heartily  commended  by  the  music-loving  public.  It  is  a  valuable 
asset  to  our  campaign  of  publicity  and  should  be  encouraged. 
Encampment  cities  in  making  provision  for  music  hereafter  should 
include  this  band  in  its  list  and  thus  foster  that  feeling  of  sacrifice 
which  makes  for  the  success  of  our  Organization.  The  Band  is 
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to  be  congratulated  upon  its  success  thus  far  achieved  and  the 
Director  is  equally  deserving  of  all  praise.  The  Comrades  should 
encourage  it,  and  those  who  can  play  a  musical  instrument  suitable 
for  band  or  concert  music  ought  to  register  with  the  Director  so 
that  the  future  Encampments  will  have  the  services  of  all  who 
can  attend  and  who  can  play. 

Honorary  Members 

The  Pules  and  Regulations  have  never  been  amended  to  permit 
Camps  to  elect  other  than  Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  without  the  formality  of  notifying  the  proper  author¬ 
ities.  From  time  to  time  this  subject  is  brought  up  especially  when 
the  election  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge  and  when  it  is  sent 
out  in  publications.  In  G.  0.  Ho.  7,  par.  6,  the  attention  of 
Camp  Commanders  was  particularly  called  to  this  grave  condition 
and  with  some  measure  of  success. 

Some  Camps,  however,  feel  a£  though  they  are  a  law  unto  them¬ 
selves,  for  they  have  never  advised  Headquarters  of  their  action 
either  in  electing  or  admission.  This  conduct  is  most  reprehensible 
and  a  continuation  should  merit  court  martial  of  the  Camp  Com¬ 
mander  concerned.  It  is  possible  to  lead  to  unpleasant  notoriety, 
not  alone  to  the  Camp  Officer,  but  also  to  the  person  which  the 
Camp  attempts  to  honor,  and  it  will  not  add  to  the  prestige  of  our 
Order  nor  to  the  person  thus  brought  into  such  a  predicament  to 
have  the  Camp  Commander  disciplined  for  his  unwarranted 
assumption  of  authority.  A  recommendation  is  hereafter  sub¬ 
mitted  which  will  obviate  this  difficulty  and  at  the  same  time  make 
known  to  the  Department  the  name  of  the  person  upon  whom  it  is 
desired  to  confer  Honorary  Membership. 

Medals 

The  Adjutant  General  of  the  State  of  Hew  York  has  informed 
me,  both  by  correspondence  and  in  person,  that  the  funds  are  now 
available  for  the  purchase  of  the  medals  for  the  men  who  volun¬ 
teered  from  the  State  of  Hew  York.  As  soon  as  the  medal  is  ready 
for  distribution  the  Comrades  will  be  advised  by  the  Adjutant- 
General  and  the  proper  blanks  sent  out. 
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Auxiliary 

Following  an  established  principle  of  loyal  co-operation  it  has 
ever  been  my  aim  to  advance  the  cause  of  the  sisters  of  our 
auxiliary.  When  opportunity  presented  itself,  which  was  very 
often,  the  work  of  the  Auxiliary  was  commented  upon  favorably 
and  their  earnest  efforts  thereby  encouraged.  Too  much  credit 
can  not  be  given  to  those  noble  women  who  have  zealously  looked 
after  our  sick  and  needy  Comrades  and  the  dependents  of  those 
of  our  Comrades  who  have  gone  to  their  reward. 

To  each  of  these  self-sacrificing  sisters  this  tribute  of  the  poet 
is  offered : 

“  'When  p.ain  and  anguish  wring  the  brow, 

A  Ministering  angel  thou.” 


That  my  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  sisters  were  not  unrewarded 
the  dinner  tendered  in  my  honor  and  in  honor  also  of  the  .Depart¬ 
ment  President,  Kathryn  Beilman,  by  Kathryn  Fellows  Auxiliary 
Ko.  28  of  Kew  York  City  stands  out  most  prominently.  It  is  an 
indication  of  the  cordial  relations  that  have  existed;  and  speaks 
well  for  the  Auxiliary  which  is  so  prompt  to  recognize  the  harmony 
that  must  prevail. 

For  very  valuable  assistance  in  the  Legislative  Committee  work 
the  thanks  of  the  Comrades  are  extended  to  the  Department 
President  Kathryn  Beilman  and  to  Past  Department  President 
Ada  C.  Van  Tuyl  and  her  able  Committee. 

Court  Martial 

Fortunately  the  only  case  which  was  likely  to  be  the  subject  of  a 
court  martial  wTas  amicably  settled  and  the  Comrade  induced  to 
submit  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Commission  appointed  to 
investigate.  Discipline  must  at  all  times  be  maintained,  else  this 
Order  will  be  controlled  by  those  who  have  regard  for  their  own 
ideas  more  than  for  those  of  the  officers  duly  elected  to  carry  on  the 
business  of  this  Order.  Camp  Commanders,  without  being  arro¬ 
gant  or  tyrranical,  should  maintain  discipline,  and  since  the  Pules 
and  Begulations  have  been  so  amended  as  to  provide  for  the  con¬ 
vening  of  a  court  martial  in  the  Camp  itself,  the  way  to  hold 
recalcitrants  in  check  has  been  made  easy. 
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Fault-finding  and  obstreperous  individuals  are  in  every  organ¬ 
ization,  and  tfieir  carping,  and  at  times,  insulting  criticism  tends  to 
cause  ill  feeling,  breeds  dissension  and  will,  if  persisted  in,  disrupt 
the  best  organizations.  Remedial  legislation  has  been  provided 
and  in  the  future  the  Camp  court  martial  should  be  an  effective 
means  of  silencing  a  noisy  and  blatant  gabbler. 

Inspections 

This  year  the  Department  was  divided  into  thirty-four  (34) 
inspection  districts  which  were  looked  after  by  thirty-three  (33) 
District  Inspectors.  Every  Camp  but  one  has  been  inspected. 
The  lone  exception  is  Camp  Ho.  81,  at  present  located  in  the 
Philippine  Islands.  The  matter  of  inspecting  this  Camp  has  been 
taken  up  with  the  Department  of  the  Philippines  and  possibly 
word  will  soon  be  received  that  this  Camp  too  has  been  officially 
inspected.  The  report  of  the  Department  Inspector  will  give  in 
detail  the  results  of  these  inspections  and  each  Camp  will  then 
ascertain  its  rating.  Camps  should  not  expect  to  have  a  high 
rating  when  their  officers  lack  a  proper  regard  for  their  duties,  nor 
should  Camp  Commanders  rely  upon  the  friendship  of  the  District 
Inspector  to  make  up  for  their  own  shortcomings.  District 
Inspectors  are  human,  are  liable  to  err,  and  are  prone  to  be 
lenient,  but  being  human  and  making  mistakes  are  faults  which 
Camp  Commanders  themselves  possess,  and  in  consequence  these 
inspections  should  be  received  in  the  true  spirit,  that  of  trying  to 
uplift  the  Order,  not  of  disrupting  it. 

Disbanded  Camp 

Being  unable  to  struggle  along,  the  few  remaining  Comrades  of 
Camp  Ho.  82  voted  to  hand  in  their  Charter.  Notification  of 
their  action  being  sent  to  these  Headquarters,  an  officer  was 
appointed  to  wind  up  the  affairs  of  the  Camp  in  the  proper  man¬ 
ner.  The  property  of  the  Camp  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the 
Department  Quartermaster,  the  Comrades  have  been  transferred 
to  other  Camps,  and  while  there  has  been  a  loss  on  the  Roster  of 
Camps,  there  has  been  none  of  membership. 
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Consolidation  of  Camps 

Realizing  the  fact  that  numbers  are  also  a  factor  in  the  growth 
of  a  Camp,  Comrades  of  smaller  Camps  are  looking  to  consolida¬ 
tion.  Thus  far,  two  Camps,  No.  22  and  No.  65,  have  effected  such 
a  consolidation,  and  it  is  expected  that  before  this  year  is  over 
two  more  will  have  j  oined  forces  and  will  thus  make  for  the  better 
growth  of  the  Order.  Possibly  one  fact  that  has  prevented  more 
such  consolidations  is  the  fact  that  Camp  officers  lost  their  titles  of 
past  rank  upon  consolidation.  It  is  suggested  to  the  incoming 
administration  that  legislation  be  enacted  at  the  next  National 
Encampment  so  amending  the  Rules  and  Regulations  as  to  encour¬ 
age  the  weaker  Camps  to  affiliate  with  larger  Camps  or  else  for 
several  weaker  Camps  in  one  city  to  consolidate.  Thus  will  the 
interest  in  the  Order  be  maintained  and  the  power  enlarged. 

Suspended  Camps 

A  number  of  Camps  are  in  a  state  of  suspended  animation 
hovering  between  life  and  death,  and  a  golden  opportunity  is 
offered  to  the  next  administration  to  make  a  record  in  reviving 
these.  Efforts  in  this  direction  have  been  attempted  but  as  it 
required  almost  undivided  attention  this  could  not  be  given  in 
view  of  the  larger  issues  which  confronted  the  present  adminis¬ 
tration,  notably  the  Legislative  Program. 

Department  Officers 

Loyalty  has  been  the  watchword  of  every  Officer  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  during  the  past  year  and  such  loyalty  has  been  given  as  it 
has  been  the  privilege  of  few  executives  to  receive.  The  reports 
of  the  several  officers  wrill  be  submitted  to  this  Encampment  and 
from  these  reports  it  will  be  possible  to  judge  of  part  of  the  work 
done.  But  far  and  above  the  value  of  the  work  done  for  this  year 
is  the  foundation  which  has  been  laid  for  succeeding  years.  Every 
future  officer  of  this  Department  will  have  to  measure  his  stand¬ 
ard  of  work  upon  that  of  the  present  officer  if  he  desires  to  make  a 
fair  comparison  and  it  is  no  bombast  for  me  to  say  that  it  will 
be  many  years  before  such  another  loyal  and  earnest  staff  of 
officers  will  be  banded  together.  This  is  no  idle  praise,  nor  is  it 
a  desire  to  belittle  the  work  of  past  officers  when  it  is  claimed  that 
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more  and  better  work  was  done  tbis  year  by  all  the  officers  than 
at  any  other  time  in  tbe  history  of  our  Order. 

Custom  compels  me  to  single  out  some  of  them  for  individual 
praise,  but  in  doing  this  it  by  no  means  reflects  upon  the  ability 
of  those  not  named.  All  are  worthy  of  praise  and  all  are  now 
praised. 

Senior  Vice  Department  Commander 

Comrade  James  D.  Tweed,  who  was  elected  to  fill  the  second 
place  in  the  Department,  has  been  of  valuable  assistance  to  me 
particularly  in  that  section  of  the  Hudson  Valley  wherein  he 
resides.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  his  assistance  is  here  recorded. 

Junior  Vice  Department  Commander 

Comrade  George  W.  McCune  has  ever  been  a  most  active  worker 
and  in  the  office  of  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander  he  has 
lived  up  to  his  former  reputation.  It  is  indeed  pleasing  to  make 
known  my  praise  and  to  voice  my  appreciation  of  his  services. 

Chief  of  Staff 

Comrade  John  S.  Strachan,  who  has  served  during  the  past 
year  as  Chief  of  Staff,  has  been  one  of  the  most  efficient  assistants 
in  the  work  of  the  Department,  especially  in  all  matters  affecting 
legislation.  Faithfully  he  has  watched  the  State  Legislature 
when  attempts  have  been  made  to  render  our  heard-earned  advan¬ 
tages  null  and  void.  Much  of  his  valuable  time  has  he  sacrificed 
for  the  Order  and  little  can  be  the  payment  given,  for  such  sacri¬ 
ficial  services  as  he  has  rendered  are  beyond  the  power  of  this 
Order  to  value,  much  less  to  repay  in  kind.  To  him  my  thanks 
are  given,  and  to  him  the  thanks  of  the  Department  should  be 
given. 

Department  Adjutant 

With  a  knowledge  gained  by  a  year’s  incumbency  the  value  of 
a  faithful  and  conscientious  Comrade  in  the  office  of  Department 
Adjutant  was  not  to  be  lightly  held.  Accordingly  in  casting  about 
for  the  right  man  the  knowledge  possessed  by  myself  was  of  inesti¬ 
mable  advantage  and  helped  me  in  my  first  and  final  selection. 
But  talents  far  and  beyond  those  expected  were  soon  brought  to 
light  in  the  Comrade  selected,  and,  now,  with  a  year’s  experience 
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as  Department  Adjutant,  it  can  unhesitatingly  be  said  that  Com¬ 
rade  William  0.  Bailey  has  given  evidence  of  a  knowledge  of  our 
Order  and  its  workings  greater  than  any  man  who  has  ever  held 
the  same  office.  He  has  performed  his  duties  faithfully,  con¬ 
scientiously  and  in  such  a  painstaking  manner  that  even  the  most 
critical  could  find  no  fault.  He  has  labored  incessantly  to  make 
his  office  a  help  to  all  and  to  that  end  has  founded  a  system  which 
will  assist  every  future  Commander  and  Adjutant  of  this  Depart¬ 
ment.  The  Comrades  are  asked  to  consider  well  his  recommenda¬ 
tions  and  to  study  well  his  report.  Based  upon  a  thorough  com¬ 
prehension  of  his  duties  and  each  one  submitted  for  the  best  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  Order,  his  observations  are  valuable  and  his  recom¬ 
mendations  of  great  merit. 

Familiarity  has  bred  in  each  of  us  a  regard  for  one  another, 
but  still  this  time  is  again  taken  to  pay  my  measure  of  gratitude 
to  Comrade  Bailey  for  his  fidelity. 

Department  Quartermaster 

The  exacting  details  of  the  office  of  Department  Quartermaster 
hold  few  allurements  for  any  one  who  has  large  business  interests, 
and  it  was  only  after  considerable  deliberation  that  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  Comrade  Charles  P.  Shinn  was  made.  This  Comrade 
is  engaged  in  business  in  New  York  City,  is  a  large  employer  of 
labor,  hut  still  has  found  time  to  not  only  look  after  the  financial 
duties  of  the  Department,  hut  also  to  visit  many  of  the  Camps. 
His  unfailing  courtesy,  his  good  humor  and  his  pleasant  greeting 
are  now  known  to  many,  and  if  for  no  other  reason  than  that  it  has 
added  to  our  roster  an  active,  enthusiastic  Comrade  the  appoint¬ 
ment  has  been  justified;  hut,  as  before  stated,  his  work  has  been 
of  the  highest  order  and  his  care  of  our  finances  most  attentive.

3.  That  this  Encampment  telegraph  its  greetings  to  the  Gover¬ 
nor  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

4.  That  this  Encampment  telegraph  its  greetings  to  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans, 

5.  That  this  Encampment  forward  its  thanks  to  the  Command¬ 
ant  of  the  State  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Home  at  Bath,  N.  Y., 
Colonel  Joseph  E.  Ewell,  for  his  many  evidences  of  kindly  con¬ 
sideration  to  our  Comrades. 

6.  That  this  Encampment  with  deep  feeling  voices  its  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  patriotic  and  noble  actions  of  the  Comrades  and 
friends  in  the  State  Legislature  who  have  labored  to  uphold  the 
Veterans’  rights. 

7.  That  this  Encampment  present  to  the  National  Encamp¬ 
ment  a  resolution  permitting  the  Camps  to  affiliate  with  some 
bona  fide  and  recognized  non-partisan  Defense  Association. 

8.  That  the  incoming  Department  Commander  be  authorized 
and  empowered  to  secure  a  room  in  the  City  of  Albany,  where  the 
Relics,  now  the  property  of  the  Department  and  those  which  may 
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hereafter  become  such,  may  be  kept;  and  where  all  meetings  of 
Departmental  Legislative  Committees,  etc.,  may .  bo  held.  This 
room  to  be  secured  without  expense  to  the  Department,  if  pos¬ 
sible,  otherwise  to  be  leased  at  a  reasonable  rental. 

9.  That  this  Encampment  submit  an  amendment  to  the  next 
National  Encampment  amending  the  Rules  and  Regulations  to 
provide  for  the  appointment  of  the  Department  Inspector  by  the 
Department  Commander. 

10.  That  this  Encampment  submit  an  amendment  or  amend¬ 
ments  placing  greater  restrictions  upon  elections  to  Honorary 
Membership  of  other  than  Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  and  adding  a  provision  to  compel  Camps  to  have  pub¬ 
lished  in  General  Orders  the  name  or  names  of  the  persons  pro¬ 
posed  for  Honorary  Membership  and  that  these  General  Orders 
be  sent  to  each  Camp  and  read  at  a  meeting  prior  to  the  election 
of  the  proposed  Honorary  Member. 

11.  That  the  incoming  Department  Commander  be  authorized 
and  empowered  to  select  one  Comrade  to  be  designated  as  an 
Assistant  Department  Adjutant  and  Quartermaster  whose  duties 
shall  be  to  have  complete  charge  of  the  card  index,  to  approve  appli¬ 
cations  for  membership,  and  to  have  charge  of  the  distribution  of 
supplies  within  certain  limits ;  and  this  officer  shall  be  allowed  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  per  annum,  payable  quarterly 
on  the  first  day  of  October,  January,  April  and  July  of  each  year, 
but  no  payment  shall  be  made  unless  satisfactory  services  have 
been  rendered  and  faithful  performance  of  duty  shown.  Pro¬ 
visions  shall  be  made  for  the  payment  of  salary  when  but  part  of 
the  term  has  been  served. 

12.  That  the  incoming  Department  Commander  arrange  to  hold 
Maine  Memorial  Services  in  a  manner  fitting  the  day  and  that 
these  services  be  held  in  some  suitable  hall  in  New  York  City 
adjacent  to  the  Maine  Monument.  The  inclemency  of  the  weather 
in  February  makes  the  holding  of  these  services  outdoors  uncertain 
and  thus  the  provision  to  have  them  held  in  a  hall. 

13.  That  this  Encampment  authorize  and  empower  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Commander  to  pay  the  actual  traveling  expenses  of  those 
officers  who  arc  members  of  the  Council  of  Administration  and 
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who  are  summoned  to  the  meetings  of  that  Council  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Commander. 

14.  That  this  Encampment  submit  to  the  next  National 
Encampment  an  amendment  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  which 
will  definitely  fix  the  status  of  the  Memorial  and  Executive  Com¬ 
mittees  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State.  At  present  no  special 
rule  is  in  force  and  no  proper  supervision  provided  for.  This  con¬ 
dition  ought  to  he  remedied. 


Conclusion 

I  again  repeat  that  it  is  the  most  gratifying  to  record  the 
unswerving  loyalty  of  every  Comrade  of  the  Department;  and 
to  pass  on  to  my  successor  a  body  of  Comrades  solidified  as  never 
before,  and  all  striving  as  one  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Order. 
It  is  with  a  heart  filled  with  gladness  that  I  yield  the  office  to  my 
successor,  for  no  man  could  step  down  without  feeling  that  the 
sincerest  appreciation  is  well  worthy  of  the  deepest  gratitude.  My 
every  wish  is  for  the  continued  prosperity  of  our  beloved  Order. 
I  hope  to  vsee  its  labors  in  behalf  of  our  Comrades  crowned  with 
success.  I  hope  to  see  its  aegis  in  the  forefront  of  patriotic  asso¬ 
ciations  and  I  hope  to  see  its  Comrades  ever  honored  and  respected. 
This  cannot  be  achieved  by  inactivity  but  rather,  in  the  words  of 
the  poet  Longfellow: 

“  Let  us  then  be  up  and  doing, 

With  a  heart  for  any  fate, 

Still  achieving,  still  pursuing, 

Learn  to  labor  and  to  wait.”

Dear  Sir. —  Should  you  be  elected  as  a  delegate  to  the  Consti¬ 
tutional  Convention  you  will  be  confronted  witb  many  grave  and 
important  problems,  not  the  least  of  which  is  the  security  of  the 
State  and  the  Nation.  This  appears  to  be  fundamental  to  all 
government. 

You  will  be  called  upon  to  decide  whether  you  are  prepared  to 
recognize  in  a  small  way,  or  repudiate  the  State’s  debt  for  the 
service  and  self-sacrificing  devotion  rendered  by  those  men  who 
responded  to  the  country’s  urgent  need  and  offered  their  lives  for 
the  protection  of  American  homes  and  American  institutions. 

The  modest  request  of  these  men  constitutes  merely  an  amend¬ 
ment  to  Article  V,  Section  9  of  the  present  Constitution  so  as  to 
extend  to  veterans  of  the  Spanish  and  other  wars  that  preference 
to  appointment  and  promotion  in  the  Civil  Service  of  the  State 
and  its  municipalities  which  was  granted  long  ago  by  a  grateful 
people  to  the  Civil  War  Veterans,  both  as  a  matter  of  justice  and 
a  slight  recognition  of  the  debt  owed  to  them. 

Many  fold  returns  have  accrued  to  the  State  as  a  result  of  this 
wise  legislation,  conceived  though  it  was  in  gratitude  and  justice. 
It  promoted  patriotism  and  respect  for  the  State,  both  in  the 
minds  of  the  recipient  and  of  the  State  citizens,  the  grantors 
of  the  benefit.  It  helped  to  establish  organizations  for  the 
continual  encouragement  and  dissemination  of  that  spirit  of 
free  government  which  has  been  a  great  force  in  the  development 
of  love  of  country  and  of  American  institutions.  If  it  has  had 
any  reverse  side  such  has  been  trivial  and  unimportant. 
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Believing  that  this  is  a  matter  fundamental  to  the  structure  of 
the  State’s  Government,  we  take  this  early  opportunity  to  call  it 
to  your  attention,  and  we  respectfully  ask  that  you  study  a  short 
memorandum  that  we  enclose  herewith  and  that  you  at  the  earliest

ests  of  the  future  security  of  the  State  would  seem  to  demand.

Memoranda  in  Support  of  Amendment  to  Article  V,  Sec¬ 
tion  9 

Some  Reasons  for  the  Proposed  Amendment 

1.  The  State  owes  a  debt  to  volunteers  impossible  of  payment. 

(a)  Protection  is  essential  to  the  security  and  preservation  of 
the  State  and  this  protection  must  necessarily  rest  on  force  and 
the  availability  of  such  force. 

(b)  This  force  can  be  obtained  only  by  the  sacrificial  offering  of 
the  lives,  careers  and  health  of  volunteers  among  its  citizens  or 
by  the  use  of  the  draft. 

(c)  These  volunteers,  now  veterans,  have  performed  the  highest 
possible  service  which  can  be  asked  or  required  by  the  State,  and 
in  addition,  it  is  certainly  just  to  mention  that  they  volunteered 
when  others  dominated  by  self-interest  or  timidity,  refused. 

(d)  The  'State  owes  these  men  recognition  far  beyond  their 
modest  requests  and  in  this  connection  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  in  every  phase  of  the  world’s  wars  paramount  recognition  has 
been  given  to  the  protectors  of  the  State.  Such  policy  is 
undoubtedly  the  best  guarantee  of  future  security. 

2.  The  State’s  Best  Interests  Will  be  Subserved  by  this  Amend¬ 
ment. 

(a)  Republics  are  notoriously  ungrateful,  but  unless  gratitude 
be  shown  to  the  citizen  soldier  who  performs  the  highest  duty  of 
citizenship,  the  State  may  lack  volunteers  in  some  future  crisis. 

(b)  Just  as  a  spirit  of  patriotism  superior  to  his  neighbor’s 
induced  the  citizen  to  volunteer,  so  this  spirit  actuates  him  after 
his  service  is  over,  and  if  properly  encouraged  such  men  become 
centers  for  the  dissemination  of  patriotism  and  the  upbuilding  of 
the  State’s  dignity  and  law.  This  fact  is  especially  evidenced  by 
the  G.  A.  R.  organizations.  They  have  been  the  best  school  for 
the  teaching  of  the  love  of  country  and  free  institutions,  respect  for 
the  Jag  and  self-sacrificing  devotion  to  the  State’s  welfare  that  has 
ever  existed  in  any  land.  The  preferences,  bounties,  pensions,  etc., 
that  these  men  received,  though  seemingly  great  and  in  some 
quarters  criticized,  have  returned  to  the  State  and  the  Ration  a 
hundredfold  in  better  citizenship  both  of  the  men  themselves  and 
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all  their  neighbors  and  friends  among  whom  they  exemplify  that 
devotion  to  a  grateful  State  is  a  privilege  and  not  wholly  a  duty. 

(c)  These  benefits  made  possible  the  organization  and  con¬ 
tinuous  existence  of  the  Gr.  A.  ft.  What  would  have  been  the 
Nation’s  loss  has  not  these  organizations  existed? 

(d)  Future  wars  will  not  be  as  in  the  past,  when  danger,  hard¬ 
ship,  starvation  and  death  were  softened  by  a  certain  romance  and 
individual  heroism.  They  will  be  marked  solely,  as  is  the  present 
European  War  —  with  carnage,  slaughter  and  destruction.  If  no 
encouragement  is  now  offered,  where  will  the  State  find  its  pro¬ 
tection  at  such  a  time  ?  It  must  not  he  forgotten  that  drafts  were 
necessary  in  the  Civil  War  and  that  riots  occurred  in  New  York 
City  and  other  places. 

(e)  I  he  Spanish  War,  and  the  wars  in  the  Philippines  and  in 
China  were  not  so  momentous  as  the  Civil  War,  but  the  volunteer 
offered  his  all.  The  principle  and  the  sacrifice  were  the  same. 
The  former  perhaps  deserve  additional  merit.  There  was  no 
immediate  danger  to  his  home  or  fire-side,  but  at  his  country’s 
request  he  volunteered  to  go  to  a  foreign  clime,  far  from  his  home, 
under  a  tropical  sun  and  into  a  pestilential  region. 

(f)  The  preference  in  Civil  Service  given  to  the  Civil  War 
Veterans  has  neither  disorganized  the  Civil  Service  nor  impaired 
it  in  any  respect.  In  fact,  in  many  ways  it  has  added  to  the 
dignity,  honesty  and  thoroughness  of  the  service.  Those  opposed 
to  this  request,  if  such  there  be,  will  fail  absolutely  to  cite  one 
single  instance  where  the  appointment  of  a  Civil  War  Veteran 
has  injuriously  affected  the  service. 

(g)  The  veterans  of  the  Spanish  and  subsequent  wars  are  few 
in  number  compared  to  Civil  War  Veterans,  and  a  few  of  these 
apply  for  civil  service  positions,  but  there  are  some,  however,  and 
these  should  not  be  denied  the  small  request  which  they  ask  of 
the  State  and  in  which  in  fact  the  State  owes  and  should  hasten 
to  grant,  especially  as  there  can  be  no  objection  on  the  grounds 
of  increase  in  numbers.  In  this  respect  they  are  absolutely 
limited  and  already  on  account  of  age  are  barred  from  admission 
to  police,  fire  and  other  service. 
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Answers  to  Three  Arguments  Against  Our  Amendment. 

1.  THAT  IT  WOULD  ADMIT  INCOMPETENTS  TO 
THE  CIVIL  SERVICE.  The  preference  does  not  apply  so  as 
to  enable  an  incompetent  Spanish  War  Veteran  to  get  on  the  list. 
The  preference  only  operates  after  the  applicant  has  demonstrated 
his  fitness,  by  passing  in  an  examination,  and  qualifying  for 
appointment.  The  incompetents  would  he  those  who  failed  to 
pass  the  examination. 

2.  THAT  THE  PREFERENCE  WOULD  VIOLATE  THE 
SPIRIT  OF  EQUALITY  IN  THE  CIVIL  SERVICE.  There 
are  various  confidential  positions  to  which  individuals  are 
appointed  without  competitive  examination,  and  solely  because 
the  commissioner  has  full  confidence  in  the  integrity  and  honesty 
of  the  person  so  appointed,  such  as  cashiers,  heads  of  bureaus, 
deputies,  etc.  If  the  appointing  commissioner  can  grant  this 
preference  solely  based  on  his  confidence  in  the  employees  so 
appointed,  why  can’t  the  State  of  New  York  grant  a  like  prefer¬ 
ence  to  veteran  soldiers,  in  whose  fidelity,  patriotism  and  honesty 
it  has  confidence,  for  these  men  having  demonstrated  that  they 
were  prepared  to  give  up  their  lives  to  guard  the  honor  of  the 
Nation  in  war  service,  could  certainly  he  trusted  by  the  State  to 
devote  all  their  faculties  to  guarding  its  interests  in  the  civil 
service.  Who  can  point  to  a  case  of  any  Grand  Army  man  or 
Spanish  War  Veteran  in  the  civil  service  who  has  been  tainted 
with  graft  or  dishonor? 

3.  THAT  IF  THE  PREFERENCE  IS  GRANTED  IT 
WILL  PRE-EMPT  ALL  POSITIONS  IN  THE  CIVIL 
SERVICE  OF  THE  STATE  AND  ITS  POLITICAL  SUB¬ 
DIVISIONS  FOR  SPANISH  WAR  VETERANS  DURING 
THE  YEARS  TO  COME.  The  absurdity  of  this  contention  is 
demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  a  few  decades  ago,  Union  veterans 
were  granted  a  full  preference  in  appointment  in  this  State,  and 
that  although  half  a  million  men  served  in  the  Union  Army  and 
Navy  during  the  Civil  War,  such  a  small  proportion  availed 
themselves  of  public  employment  that  less  than  one  per  cent  of 
the  employees  of  the  State  and  its  various  political  subdivisions 
are  Union  Veterans.  Instead  of  half  a  million  men  enlisting 
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from  tins  State  during  the  Spanish- American  War,  there  are 
only  between  30,000  and  40,000.  As  it  is  almost  seventeen  years 
since  the  Spanish  War,  these  men  are  now  of  middle  age  and  have 
found  their  vocations  in  life.  Naturally,  they  will  not  as  a  class 
abandon  those  just  for  positions  in  the  civil  service.  Should  a 
large  number  of  them,  however,  seek  such  employment,  they  will 
be  barred  by  the  hard  and  fast  age  limit  for  entrance  into  the 
police,  fire  and  other  departments,  which  is  30  years  of  age  more 
or  less.  In  view  of  these  circumstances  it  will  be  readily  seen  that 
the  Spanish  War  Veterans  availing  themselves  of  the  preferen¬ 
tial  privilege,  would  constitute  but  a  negligible  fraction  of  the 
one  per  cent  employment  attained  by  the  Grand  Army  men,  and 
this  fraction  would  constitute  a  salutary  and  patriotic  leaven  in 
the  public  employment. 


Exhibit  D 

Is  New  York  Ungrateful? 

The  veterans  of  the  Spanish-American  War,  the  Philippine 
Insurrection  and  the  Boxer  Rebellion  are  about  to  ask  the  Con¬ 
stitutional  Convention  to  amend  the  State  Constitution  so  that 
these  veterans  will  rank  next  to  Civil  War  veterans  on  the  pre¬ 
ferred  list  if  they  pass  the  civil  service  examination  at  70  per 
cent  or  above. 

The  Spanish-American,  Philippine  and  Boxer  wars  were  not 
momentous  affairs  but  the  volunteer  offered  his  all.  The  example 
of  his  unselfish  sacrifice  has  been  of  untold  value  in  fostering  a 
spirit  of  patriotism.  Who  can  measure  the  benefits  of  the  patri¬ 
otic  instruction,  or  prize  the  example  of  unselfish  service  made  by 
the  G.  A.  R.  ?  The  same  principle  is  now  involved  in  determining 
whether  the  State  is  grateful  or  ungrateful  for  the  services  of  her 
late  volunteer  soldiers.  No  country,  especially  one  like  ours,  depend¬ 
ent  in  times  of  national  calamities  on  her  citizen  volunteers,  can 
afford  to  ignore  her  soldiers  in  time  of  peace.  That  principle  has 
been  recognized  in  the  granting  of  a  preference  in  the  civil  service 
to  the  Civil  War  Veteran  and  that  without  in  any  way  injuring 
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the  merit  system.  If  any  other  policy  is  encouraged  by  our  State 
our  future  defenders  will  be  found  only  through  conscription 
and  drafts. 

There  are  in  New  York  State  less  than  40,000  Spanish- Ameri¬ 
can  veterans.  In  the  seventeen  years  since  the  close  of  the  war 
the  majority  have  found  their  life  work  from  which  the  civil 
service  would  offer  no  attractions  even  though  the  age  did  not 
bar  them  and  they  could  pass  the  examination  at  70  per  cent.  In 
fact  only  about  one  per  cent  could  possibly  avail  themselves  of 
the  preferential  privilege. 

The  veterans  now  constitute  an  “American  Legion  ”  ready 
again  to  serve  the  State  or  the  Nation  when  a  crisis  arrives.  The 
security  and  preservation  of  our  Government  still  rests  on  force 
and  the  availability  of  force,  and  as  long  as  this  Nation  is  grate¬ 
ful  for  the  services  of  its  soldiers,  conscription  and  drafting  will 
be  foreign  to  our  military  establishment.  If  the  political  bosses 
in  New  York  State  who  alone  oppose  the  amendment  want  to 
bring  these  things  to  pass,  let  them  discourage  the  impulses  that 
prompt  our  citizens  to  volunteer. 


Exhibit  E 

Some  Reasons  for  State  Recognition  of  Spanish  War 

Veterans 

All  peoples  at  all  times  have  paid  tribute  to  and  conferred  honor 
upon  fighting  men  for  the  reason  that  they  are  the  representatives 
of  the  law,  the  supporters  of  the  Government,  the  establishes  of 
liberty  and  the  protectors  of  the  home. 

Washington,  in  his  Newburgh  Address  of  June  8,  1873,  said: 
“  Where  is  the  man  who  wishes  to  remain  indebted  for  the  defense 
of  his  own  person  and  property  to  the  exertions,  bravery  and 
blood  of  others,  without  making  one  generous  effort  to  repay  the 
debt  of  honor  and  gratitude  ?  In  what  part  of  the  continent  shall 
we  find  the  man,  or  body  of  men,  who  would  not  blush  to  stand 
up  and  propose  measures  purposely  calculated  to  rob  the  soldier 
of  his  stipend,  or  the  public  creditor  of  his  due  *  *  *  ”  Refer- 
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ring  again  to  the  soldier,  he  said :  “  Suffer  me  to  recommend 

those  of  this  description  belonging  to  your  state,  to  the  warmest 
patronage  of  your  Excellency  and  your  legislature.” 

Following  this  admonition  of  Washington,  the  tradition  and 
the  public  sentiment  of  the  citizens  of  this  State  have  always 
required  that  material  recognition  be  given  to  those  men  who, 
in  the  hour  of  danger  to  the  Eepublic,  were  inspired  with  such 
high  patriotic  devotion  that  they  went  forth  and  offered  their 
lives,  their  health  and  their  careers  for  the  protection  of  their 
country  and  their  country’s  homes. 

One  of  the  forms  of  recognition  which  the  people  demand  for 
these  men  who  have  proved  their  patriotism,  is  preference  in 
civil  service,  and  this  recognition  is  not  to  he  considered  in  the 
nature  of  payment  for  services  rendered,  for  it  is  clear  that  no 
amount  of  compensation  can  repay  voluntary  offerings  of  lives. 

The  Veteran  s  Handicap 

In  the  presence  of  the  sublime  impression  made  upon  the  mind 
by  the  fact  that  blood  and  lives  have  been  offered  for  sacrifice 
too  little  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  actual  and  material  loss 
sustained,  because  of  war  service,  by  that  veteran  who  returned 
to  civil  life  unimpaired  in  body,  and  it  is  the  purpose  of  this 
pamphlet  to  point  out  some  of  these  losses,  especially  in  the  civil 
service. 

Competition  for  position  in  the  civil  service  is  so  keen  that  the 
slightest  handicap  imposed  on  the  average  person  makes  it  impos¬ 
sible  for  him  to  qualify  for  appointment.  The  keenness  of  com¬ 
petition  may  be  deduced  from  the  fact  that  the  number  of  appoint¬ 
ments  in  competitive  civil  service  of  the  city  of  Hew  York  is  less 
than  nine  per  cent  of  the  number  of  applications  made. 

The  Spanish  War  Veteran  is  handicapped  because  of  his  service 
primarily  in  the  following  manner : 

1.  He  was  absent  in  the  service  of  his  country  when  entrance 
examinations  took  place. 

2.  Ilis  service  interfered  with  his  studies. 

3.  He  receives  no  rating  for  war  experience,  yet  experience 
may  amount  to  80  per  cent  in  certain  examinations. 
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Taking  up  the  first  point,  his  absence  at  the  time  of  the  exam¬ 
ination,  it  is  pointed  out  that  examinations  are  held  for  a  given 
position  about  once  in  four  years,  and  thus  it  is  seen  that  it  is  an 
error  to  suppose  that  the  disadvantage  incurred  by  absence  at  the 
time  an  examination  takes  place  is  overcome  if  a  person  is  suc¬ 
cessful  in  winning  an  appointment  in  a  subsequent  examination. 
This  entrance  at  a  later  date  counts  against  a  person  in  two  ways: 

1.  Because  he  will  not  be  eligible  for  promotion  examination 
as  soon  as  those  who  entered  at  an  earlier  date. 

2.  Because  of  the  consideration  given  in  promotion  examina¬ 
tions  for  seniority. 

For  a  concrete  illustration  of  the  cost  of  missing  an  examina¬ 
tion  to  the  one  who  subsequently  obtains  appointment,  attention 
is  directed  to  the  men  who  were  preparing  for  examinations  in 
the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  New  York  at  the  time  the 
Spanish  War  broke  out,  and  the  following  is  an  example: 

The  examination  took  place  in  1898,  from  which  291  appoint¬ 
ments  were  made  during  1899.  “A”  took  this  examination  and 

was  appointed  in  1899.  “  B  ”  was  absent  in  the  Spanish  War. 

“  B  ”  subsequently  took  the  examination  and  was  appointed  in 
October,  1900. 

An  examination  for  promotion  to  assistant  foreman  (now  lieu¬ 
tenant)  was  held  July  13,  1903.  Because  of  prior  appointment 
“A”  was  eligible.  “  B  ”  was  not.  “A”  was  promoted  in  Decem¬ 
ber.  The  next  examination  for  assistant  foreman  (now  lieuten¬ 
ant)  was  September  25,  1907,  which  date  was  the  first  opportunity 
“  B  ”  had  to  take  a  promotion  examination.  He  was  promoted 
March,  1908.  In  the  meantime,  in  December,  1905,  an  examina¬ 
tion  was  held  for  promotion  to  foreman  (now  captain).  aA”  was 
eligible.  “B”  was  not.  “A”  was  promoted  in  March,  1906. 

In  1909  an  examination  was  held  for  chief  of  battalion.  “A” 
took  the  examination.  “  B  was  not  eligible.  Promotions  were 
made  in  May,  1910.  In  1910  an  examination  was  held  for  cap¬ 
tain,  to  which  “  B  ”  was  eligible.  He  took  the  examination  and 
was  promoted  in  December.  He  is  still  a  captain  and  because 
of  the  seniority  of  others  he  has  not  been  appointed  chief  of 
battalion. 
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“  B’s  "  Loss 

Difference  in  salary  between  fireman  and  assistant  foreman, 
December,  1903,  to  March,  1906,  two  years  and  three  months,  at 
$100  a  year,  or  $900. 

Difference  in  salary  between  fireman  and  foreman  between 
March,  1906,  and  March,  1908,  two  years,  at  $760  a  year,  or 
$1,530. 

Difference  in  salary  between  assistant  foreman  and  foreman 
from  March,  1908,  to  May,  1910,  two  years  and  two  months,  at 
$360  a  year,  or  $780. 

Difference  in  salary  between  lieutenant  and  chief  of  battalion 
from  May,  1910,  to  December,  1910,  eight  months,  $800. 

Difference  in  salary  between  captain  and  chief  of  battalion 
from  December,  1910,  to  April,  1915,  four  years  and  three  months, 
at  $800  a  year,  or  $3,400. 

Total  loss  sustained  by  “  B  ”  exclusive  of  the  lost  salary  sus¬ 
tained  while  he  was  at  the  war,  $7,410. 

It  is  also  pointed  out  that  “  B  ”  as  a  captain  must  of  necessity 
be  of  about  the  same  age  as  “A,”  who  is  practically  five  years 
ahead  of  him  in  seniority,  and  “  B’s  ”  chances,  by  reason  of  this 
disparity  alone,  are  slight  indeed  to  attain  high  position  in  the 
department.  This  disparity  and  loss  cannot  be  adjusted  even  by 
the  adoption  of  the  constitutional  amendment,  except  so  far  as  it 
may  affect  future  promotions  and  then  only  if  he  attains  passing 
grade.  It  will  not  assist  any  veteran  to  attain  a  passing  grade 
who  later  proves  his  qualifications  for  the  promotion. 

Another  graphic  illustration  is  the  case  of  the  man  who  passed 
the  age  limit  during  his  war  service  and  was  thus  absolutely 
barred  from  this  avocation. 

The  second  point  relates  to  the  war’s  interference  with  the 
veteran’s  studies.  The  fierce  competition  which  the  applicant 
must  meet  to  acquire  civil  service  position  is  shown  from  the 
growth  of  the  civil  service  schools,  the  attendance  at  the  civil 
service  classes  in  the  public  schools  and  the  classes  organized  and 
conducted  by  patriotic,  religious,  military,  social,  political  and 
other  societies.  These  were  not  available  to  him  during  his  war 
service.

The  third  point  is  in  many  ways  the  most  serious,  for  it  can  be 
readily  seen  that  the  applicant’s  failure  in  a  very  few  points  may 
mean  his  failure  to  obtain  a  passing  grade  and  therefore  entirely 
disqualify  him  from  any  possibility  of  appointment  and  no  prefer¬ 
ence  such  as  is  asked  of  the  Convention  would  avail  him. 

Experience  plays  a  large  part  in  the  rating  of  the  applicant’s 
papers.  Take  a  pilot,  for  instance.  aA”  may  have  been  an  active 
pilot  in  Yew  York  harbor  for  five  years.  “  B  ”  may  have  been  such 
for  but  one  year.  “  B  ”  may  stand  a  better  mental  examination 
and  be  actually  able  to  map  the  harbor  better  than  “A.”  Yet 
“A”  will  obtain  so  much  credit  for  his  actual  experience  that  he 
will  be  rated  very  much  higher  than  u  B.”  This  credit  may 
amount  to  80  per  cent.  Credit  is  not  given  for  naval  service, 
which  may  be  much  more  technical  and  exacting  than  pilot  service. 

This  same  method  is  used  in  grading  most  of  the  papers,  but 
there  is  no  grading  for  experience  granted  to  a  volunteer  who 
perhaps  spent  from  one  to  five  years  in  army  service.  In  this 
respect  the  volunteer  soldier  of  the  United  States  is  classed  with 
the  chronic  unemployed  and  the  social  parasite  who  has  never  done 
any  work  in  his  life.  He  is  also  in  unfair  competition  with  the 
dishonest  and  unfair  applicant  who  bolsters  up  his  experience 
sheet  with  imaginary  service  and  lies.  In  fact,  a  veteran  who 
served  his  country  three  years  in  Cuba  and  the  Philippines  would 
receive  no  beter  rating  than  the  man  who  spent  the  same  time  at 
Blackwell’s  Island  for  the  nonsupport  of  his  family,  and,  in  fact, 
the  latter,  if  he  actually  spent  two  years  on  Blackwell’s  Island, 
would  have  a  better  rating  than  the  veteran  and  would  get  the  job. 

The  Veterans  Efficiency 

It  is  unbelievable  that  anyone  is  opposing  this  measure  because 
he  thinks  its  enactment  would  lower  the  efficiency  of  the  service, 
for  to  do  so  would  depreciate  the  energy,  resourcefulness  and 
sacrifice  of  those  men  who  so  successfullv  conducted  the  war  with 
Spain  and  such  a  position  would  insult  the  intelligence  of  the  Fiji. 

An  affirmative  demonstration  of  the  value  in  the  civil  service 
of  the  veteran  was  strikingly  portrayed  in  the  spring  of  1910,  when 
Chief  Croker,  who  had  never  been  known  in  his  twenty-seven 
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years  of  service  in  the  fire  department  to  publicly  land  any  unit  of 
the  organization,  gave  out  a  public  interview  to  a  New  York  paper 
that  Hook  and  Ladder  Co.  No.  6  was  an  ideal  fire  fighting  force, 
and  upon  investigation  we  learned  that  one-half  of  the  actual 
members,  of  the  company  were  veterans  of  the  Spanish  War. 
Those  who  are  acquainted  with  Chief  Croker  and  his  methods  con¬ 
sider  this  unique  praise. 

In  previous  years  those  opposing  preference  to  war  veterans  laid 
special  stress  on  its  probable  demoralizing  effect  on  the  fire  service 
in  New  York  City.  The  above  refutes  such. 

Danger  of  N onre cognition 

The  danger  to  the  State  that  may  possibly  result  from  the  failure 
to  recognize  the  veteran  is  certainly  important  to  consider.  The 
average  number  of  applicants  for  positions  to  the  civil  service  of 
New  York  City  exceeds  45,000,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  more 
than  100,000  young  men  seriously  contemplate  entering  the  civil 
service  at  a  given  time,  and  this  does  not  include  the  vastly  greater 
number  who  desire  such  positions,  but  never  get  to  the  point  of 
filing  applications,  nor  those  interested  in  State  or  Federal  civil 
service.  Allowing  for  the  fact  that  patriotism  is  the  impelling, 
dominant  force,  nevertheless,  many  of  these  would  be  slow  to 
volunteer  if  they  considered  the  serious  handicap  they  would  labor 
under  in  their  civil  life  by  reason  of  their  absence  from  the 
opportunity. 

Should  the  time  and  need  occur  again,  the  very  serious  hard¬ 
ships  and  dangers  which  the  volunteer  would  be  called  upon  to  per¬ 
form  in  modern  warfare  should  be  seriously  considered  by  constitu¬ 
tional  members  in  determining  a  policy  looking  to  the  future  pro¬ 
tection  of  the  State.  And  certainly  no  one  should  raise  his  voice

to  protest  and  repudiate  the  policy  and  principle  followed  by 
every  nation,  tribe  and  clan  through  all  the  ages.  Honor  recogni¬ 
tion  and  reward  to  the  men  who  have  shed  their  blood  for  defense 
of  others,  and  whom  the  “  Father  of  Our  Country”  called  the 
“  public  creditor,”

THE  STORY  OF  ONE  NEW  YORK  BOY  WHO  VOLUN¬ 
TEERED  IN  THE  WAR  WITH  SPAIN  IN  1908 

Note. —  One  of  the  prominent  delegates-at-large  to  the  Consti¬ 
tutional  Convention  of  1915  stated  that  the  effort  to  amend  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  New  York,  so  as  to  give  Veterans  of 
the  War  with  Spain  the  same  preference  in  civil  employ  as  now 
enjoyed  by  the  Veterans  of  the  Civil  War,  seemed  to  him  to  he  a 
reflection  on  Patriotism  *  *  *.  That  such  volunteering  was 

done  with  the  expectancy  of  a  reward. 

History  of  Comrade  A — During  and  After  The  Spanish- 

American  War  of  1898 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Spanish- American  War,  I  was  21  years 

of  age,  was  employed  in  the  accounting  department  of  the  B - 

Publishing  Company  of  New  York  City  at  a  salary  of  $20  per 
week  with  a  good  chance  for  promotion.  My  State  was  called 
upon  for  volunteers.  The  country  needed  an  army  and  needed 
them  quick.  Being  unable  to  volunteer  with  any  of  the  National 
Guard  regiments  recruiting  in  New  York  City,  and  feeling  that 
danger  threatened  our  shores,  I  decided  to  give  my  Country  the 
preference  of  my  services  at  $13  per  month  instead  of  keeping 
the  position  that  I  then  had  at  $80  per  month.  I  finally  was 
able  to  enlist  in  the  regular  army  and  was  assigned  to  the  13th 
U.  S.  Infantry  where  after  a  lot  of  hard  drilling  I  was  at  last 
admitted  to  the  ranks  of  the  company  as  one  of  the  recruits  who 
would  possibly  come  up  to  the  high  standard  of  the  well-drilled 
and  well-disciplined  men  of  “  Gj  ”  company  of  the  13th  regiment 
of  the  United  States  Infantry.  My  regiment  was  eventually  sent 
to  Cuba.  July  1,  1898,  I  found  myself  on  the  firing  line  with 
my  regiment  in  front  of  the  block  house  on  San  Juan  Hill.  We 
charged  the  hill.  We  captured  the  Spanish  flag  flying  on  the 
block  house,  but  not  before  we  lost  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  our 
regiment  in  killed  and  wounded.  Some  say  that  taking  San 
Juan  Hill  was  not  much  of  a  task  compared  with  some  of  the 
Civil  War  battles  or  some  of  the  present  day  European  battles. 
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However,  great  or  small  the  task,  we  were  there  to  do  the  bidding 
of  our  superior  officers  and  to  follow  and  defend  our  glorious  flag 
even  to  the  extent  of  our  lives.  We  met  conditions  as  we  found 
them.  We  were  there  to  do  or  die.  We  did  our  duty  to  our 
Country.  After  taking  the  hill  we  performed  hard  siege  opera¬ 
tions  in  and  around  the  trenches  in  front  of  Santiago.  The  bad 
food,  the  bad  water  and  still  worse  climate,  the  strain  of  it  all 
and  the  lack  of  adequate  preparations  wore  us  all  down  until  we 
were  only  skeletons  of  our  former  selves.  At  roll  call  each  morn¬ 
ing,  each  company  turned  out  about  eight  men  of  the  original 
sixty.  The  rest  were  either  killed,  wounded  or  so  ill  that  thev 
were  unable  to  leave  their  tents.  Sometime  in  August,  1898, 
my  regiment  was  sent  hack  to  the  United  States  and  to  our  orig¬ 
inal  starting  point,  Fort  Buffalo,  A.  Y.  I  was  very  ill  at  that 
time  as  were  all  the  other  men  of  the  regiment  who  had  seen 
service  in  Cuba.  In  consequence  thereof,  we  were  each  given 
thirty  days  sick  leave  in  our  turn,  I  spent  my  leave  with  my 
parents  in  Schenectady,  FT.  Y.  At  the  expiration  of  my  thirty 
days  leave  of  absence  I  returned  to  my  post.  On  my  return  to 
the  post  I  was  examined  by  the  surgeon  and  on  his  recommendation 
I  was  offered  a  disability  discharge  which  carries  with  it  a  Govern¬ 
ment  pension  for  life  and  thirty-five  points  preference  in  any 
Federal  Civil  Service  examination.  I  again  thought  the  matter 
over  very  carefully,  the  war  was  not  yet  settled  and  my  country 
still  needed  men  of  experience  in  military  life  and  I  again  gave 
my  country  the  preference  of  services  at  $13  per  month  instead 
of  going  hack  to  a  comfortable  home  in  civil  life.  After  that, 
I  went  with  my  regiment  to  the  Philippine  Islands  wffiere  I  took 
part  in  many  engagements  and  some  very  hard  campaigns  in  the 
Tropics.  At  the  expiration  of  my  term  of  service  I  was  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  United  States  Army  broken  in  health  and  out 
of  touch  of  business  conditions  in  civil  life.  It  took  me  about  a 
year  from  the  time  of  my  discharge  before  I  was  physically  able 
to  resume  my  occupation  in  civil  life.  After  looking  around 
for  some  means  of  earning  my  livelihood  I  found  that  by  reason 
of  having  been  out  of  touch  with  business  conditions  for  the  past 
four  years,  I  was  not  considered  an  experienced  man  in  my  line 
and  would  therefore  have  to  start  at  the  beginning  of  the  ladder. 
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I  found  a  position  in  the  JNTew  York  Central  freight  office  at 
Schenectady,  Y.  Y.,  at  a  salary  of  $12  per  week.  It  took  me 
three  years  of  hard  work  to  get  promoted  to  $20  per  week,  the 
sum  I  was  earning  just  seven  years  ago  when  I  enlisted  in  the 
army  in  the  defense  of  my  country  and  flag.  I  lost  thereby  the 
three  years  that  I  served  in  the  army,  one  year  of  disability,  and 
it  took  me  three  more  years  to  get  where  I  left  off,  and  I  lost  four 
years’  promotion,  making  eleven  years  in  all.  By  answering  the 
call  of  my  country  I  lost  eleven  years  of  my  usefulness  in  civil 
life. 

Now  this  Mr.  - ,  who  is  a  delegate  to  the  Constitutional 

Convention,  admits  in  his  letter  that  he  is  mindful  of  a  debt  of 
gratitude  owed  to  the  volunteer,  and  I  now  ask  only  to  give  mo 
such  a  preference  in  1915  that  I  gave  my  country  in  1898  and 
1899.  I  ask  that  the  most  careful  consideration  be  given  me 
(and  others  of  like  experience)  as  far  as  possible  for  the  eleven 
years  that  I  lost  by  serving  my  country  and  thus  give  me  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  earn  my  livelihood  in  the  service  of  the  iState,  if  I 
should  need  it,  and  I  ask  you  also  to  take  into  consideration  in 
1915  the  same  preference  that  I  could  have  had  in  1898  when  I 
was  offered  a  disability  discharge,  which  carried  with  it  a  prefer¬ 
ence  in  appointment,  and  which  I  refused  at  that  time  because 
the  war  was  not  over. 

Am  I  not  entitled  to  some  preference  in  appointment  to  a  civil 
position  in  the  State  or  cities,  after  I  have  successfully  competed 
and  passed  a  required  examination  for  same,  and  should  not  such 
a  preference  be  given  to  me  voluntarily  by  the  great  State  of 
ISTew  York,  of  which  I  am  one  of  her  sons,  rather  than  that  I  and 
others  should  be  compelled  to  ask  legislation  for  same  ?

With  the  Compliments  of  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  of  the  State 

of  New  York 

Some  facts  which  lead  us  to  believe  that  the  measure  we  advo¬ 
cate  is  patriotic,  and  that  its  enactment  will  promote  the  best 
interests  of  our  well-beloved  State : 

1.  Washington,  Lincoln  and  McKinley  were  patriotic  and  wise. 
They  recognized  the  Nation’s  indebtedness  to  the  man  who  bore 
the  battle. 

2.  Eternal  Vigilance  is  the  Price  of  Liberty. 

3.  We  are  not  paying  the  price,  nor  are  we  encouraging  those 
who  are. 

4.  Representative  government  is  dependent  for  its  existence 
on  the  willingness  of  the  men  that  come  into  the  breach  in  time 
of  strife  and  to  voluntarily  retire  to  peaceful  pursuits  when  the 
danger  is  past. 

5.  Lofty  ideals,  deep  patriotism  and  cheerful  self-sacrifice  are 
necessary  for  the  survival  of  our  system  of  government. 

6.  These  attributes  have  been  honored  and  fostered  by  the  most 
progressive  people. 

7.  Encourage  these  dispositions  and  we  will  survive  —  neglect 
them  and  we  cannot. 

8.  A  profession  that  is  dishonored  by  the  people  ceases  to 
attract  the  healthy  minded. 

9.  If  you  dishonor  or  ignore  the  citizen  soldier  he  will  cease 
to  exist. 

10.  A  people  who  will  not  honor  soldiers  of  their  own  race 
soon  learn  to  obey  those  of  another. 

11.  To  respect  the  fighter  is  essential  to  survival. 

12.  It  is  impolitic  to  repudiate  a  policy  that  has  made  our 
greatness  possible. 

13.  It  is  the  duty  as  well  as  the  privilege  of  this  Convention 
to  apply  principles  as  old  as  the  race  to  new  conditions. 

14.  No  more  impirtant  question  can  came  before  a  convention 
than  whether  it  shall  permit  us  to  continue  a  policy  that  was  well 
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established  at  the  dawn  of  history,  and  that  has  been  adhered 
to  by  every  nation  that  has  long  survived,  or  whether  it  shall 
launch  us  on  one  that  has  brought  subjugation  or  extinction  to 
every  people  who  have  attempted  it. 

15.  It  is  a  fact  well  recognized  by  sociologists  that  prepaiation 
for  defense  only  is  inadequate  even  for  that. 

16.  The  man  who  remains  farthest  in  the  rear  in  time  of  war 
is  loudest  in  deriding  the  soldier  when  danger  is  past.  Such 
men  cost  Athens  her  liberties  and  laid  her  at  the  feet  of  the  bar¬ 
barian.  Remember,  this  is  the  first  nation  since  Athens  where 
men  may  with  impunity  publicly  deride  the  soldier. 

17.  We  believe  it  to  be  the  solemn  duty  of  this  Convention 
to  investigate  the  oft-repeated  charge  that  large  numbers  of 
volunteer  troops  cannot  be  recruited  in  our  large  cities  while 
civil  law  and  management  continue  as  at  present. 

18.  We  believe  that  if  a  condition  exists  which  would  impose 
too  great  a  share  of  the  duty  of  military  defense  on  that  part  of 
the  State  from  which  we  could  least  afford  large  numbers  of 
men,  that  condition  should  be  changed. 

19.  In  case  of  a  serious  war,  drawing  too  heavily  from  our 
agricultural  population  may  result  in  ruin. 

20.  Modem  warfare  has  few  attractive  features,  in  view  of 
which  we  deem  it  unwise  to  put  the  mortgaging  of  the  future 
among  the  sacrifices  which  must  be  made  in  order  to  render 
military  service. 

21.  By  heredity  as  well  as  by  training  the  American  man  is 
unfitted  for  conscriptive  military  service. 

22.  It  would  prove  utterly  impossible  to  man  our  Navy 
efficiently  by  any  method  of  conscription. 

23.  We  do  not  love,  nor  are  we  prepared  to  sacrifice  more  in 
the  interests  of  our  personal  liberty  than  were  our  forefathers 
when  they  roamed  the  great  plains  of  Asia  and  Europe.  Yet 
with  the  advent  of  the  armored  knight  they  were  subjugated. 
Gunpowder  made  their  redemption  possible. 

What  the  mail-clad  horsemen  wrought  in  Europe,  long  range 
guns,  high  explosives  and  other  expensive  highly  efficient  equip¬ 
ment  may  again  bring  about.  Judging  the  future  by  the  past 
the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  the  few  shall  again  rule  the  many. 
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24.  Our  civic  difficulties  came  to  us  as  the  result  of  our  having 
divorced  forces  that  were  wedded  and  helpmates  through  the  evo¬ 
lution  of  society.  Those  forces  are  armed  defense  and  the  man* 
agement  of  civic  affairs.  Unnatural  separations  ■  as  well  as 
unnatural  unions  cause  distress.  Kewed  those  forces  and  you 
may  await  the  results  in  confidence. 

25.  Do  not  allow  anyone  to  make  it  appear  that  the  civil  service 
of  to-day  is  the  civil  power  that  the  founders  of  this  Nation  had 
in  mind  when  they  declared  the  military  should  not  be  superior 
to  it. 

26.  The  merit  may  be  preferable  to  the  spoils  system  but  not 
to  that  which  preceded  the  spoils  system. 

27.  If  our  military  is  efficient  and  economically  managed  it 
is  unreasonable  to  hope  that  our  civil  service  would  be  improved 
by  recruiting  from  and  adopting  the  methods  of  the  military. 

28.  When  military  men  seek  admission  to  the  civil  service 
they  should  not  be  penalized  for  efficiency  in  the  armed  service. 

29.  If  the  men  who  answer  the  Nation’s  first  bugle  call  are 
not  deserving  of  recognition  none  are. 

30.  If  applause  for  a  candidate  be  accepted  as  evidence  of 
support,  then  applause  for  the  soldier  is  an  implied  promise  of 
future  recognition.  The  people  should  be  allowed  to  redeem 
their  promise. 

31.  The  man  who  serves  the  nation  well  in  war  will  serve  it 
well  in  peace. 

32.  Do  you  approve  of  classing  war  service  with  prison  serv¬ 
ice  ?  They  are  the  only  professions  that  receive  no  consideration 
in  examinations  for  any  positions  in  civil  service. 

33.  Civic  employees  are  organized  and  are  rapidly  gaining  the 
balance  of  power  between  political  parties.  This  deserves  investi* 
gation  entirely  apart  from  veteran  considerations. 

34.  How  would  a  government  controlled  by  civil  service 
employees  defend  the  Nation  against  outside  aggression? 

35.  “  Public  Office  should  not  be  regarded  as  a  gratuity.’’  Nor 
yet  as  a  place  for  the  organization  of  a  political  machine  to  unduly 
influence  elective  officials  and  their  appointees. 

36.  Why  is  it  that  no  public  official  ever  seeks  to  have  exempt 
positions  placed  in  the  competitive  class  ? 
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37.  Why  do  jxitriots  of  civil  service  reform  accept  exempt 
positions  which  repudiate  the  principles  of  merit  ?  How  do  they 
get  so  many  exempt  positions  ?  Can  supposed  influence  on  the 
civil  service  vote  have  anything  to  do  with  the  matter  ? 

38.  Since  this  preference  becomes  operative  only  after  the 
minimum  required  for  eligibility  is  attained  if  incompetents  get 
in  is  it  an  indictment  of  civil  service,  or  of  its  management  ? 

39.  If  incompetents  are  permitted  to  remain,  it  is  an  evidence 
of  departmental  mismanagement.  Even  if  this  measure  would 
make  it  more  difficult  for  incompetent  men  to  manage  departments, 
which  it  would  not,  it  would  he  a  poor  argument  to  offer  against 
its  enactment. 

40.  The  weakest  point  in  our  very  weak  civil  service  system  is, 
that  other  thing  being  equal,  the  less  work  a  person  performs  the 
better  his  chances  for  promotion.  This  is  well  recognized  and 
acted  upon  by  large  numbers  of  men  in  civil  service. 

41.  This  is  because  he  who  devotes  the  least  time  and  effort  to 
work  has  most  to  bestow  on  study. 

42.  If  you  could  get  no  better  service  from  your  employees  in 
commercial  life  than  the  State  is  getting  through  civil  service  you 
would  be  very  glad  to  prefer  old  employees  who  gave  service  simi¬ 
lar  to  that  rendered  to  this  Nation  by  the  men  who  took  part  in 
the  War  with  Spain. 

43.  A  comparison  of  the  per  capita  cost  for  municipal  govern¬ 
ment  at  the  present  time  and  under  the  spoils  system  would 
dampen  the  ardor  of  the  most  enthusiastic  admirer  of  the  merit 
system. 

44.  Even  if  examinations  were  a  good  way  to  determine  how 
well  a  person  is  capable  of  doing  work  it  is  no  test  of  willingness, 
which  is  a  most  important  factor  in  the  public  service. 

45.  “  Examinations,  as  you  may  know,  are  not  a  real  test  of 
how  well  a  man  can  do  his  work,  but  they  are  a  very  real  test  of 
his  ability  to  tell  how  to  do  it  in  writing.” 

The  foregoing  quotation  is  taken  from  the  writings  of  Mr. 
James  P.  Conway,  ex-Chief  Examiner  of  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  of  the  City  of  New  York. 

46.  Opposition  to  our  measure  will  be  munificently  financed 
from  the  more  than  $200,000,000  which  is  paid  annually  to  civil 
employees  in  this  State. 
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47.  In  view  of  this  and  of  onr  past  experience  with  them  we 
ask  in  the  interest  of  fair  play  that  they  be  required  to  substantiate 
every  pertinent  assertion  made  before  such  assertion  is  accepted. 

We  stand  prepared  to  substantiate  every  statement  we  make. 

We  ask  your  consideration  for  the  proposed  amendment. 

In  the  name  of  the  people  whom  we  know  to  be  desirous  of  voting 
on  this  question. 

In  reverence  for  the  memory  of  the  Father  of  our  Country  and 
of  our  two  martyred  Presidents,  all  of  whom  expressed  themselves 
favorable  to  such  legislation. 

In  commemoration  of  the  era  of  joy  and  gratitude  experienced 
throughout  the  State  and  Nation  when  the  victories  of  Santiago 
and  Manila  became  known,  and  the  people  realized  that  the  Maine 
had  been  avenged. 

In  memory  of  the  reception  which  was  accorded  to  our  returning 
troops  and  fleets  we  ask  you  to  view  this  matter  in  the  kindly  spirit 
in  which  vour  constituents  view  the  soldier  and  sailor  when 
circumstances  call  them  specially  to  their  attention. 

Some  Objections  to  Our  Measure  Cited  and  Answered 

(1)  That  it  is  class  legislation  and  therefore  inconsistent  with 
our  ideals  of  government. 

(2)  That  it  would  he  placing  the  military  above  the  civil  power. 

(3)  That  it  would  be  detrimental  to  good  administration. 

(4)  That  it  would  destroy  the  representative  character  of  civil 
service. 

(5)  That  it  would  enable  military  men  to  monopolize  the  great 
mass  of  civil  positions. 

(6)  That  the  Spanish  War  Veteran  was  an  adventurer,  and 
not  a  patriot,  and  that  it  dangerous  to  encourage  this  class  of  man. 

(7)  That  it  is  against  the  best  interests  of  the  State  to  encourage 
the  soldier  since  it  is  he  who  prevents  us  from,  attaining  universal 
peace. 

(8)  That  this  measure  if  enacted  may  be  used  by  spoilsmen, 
as  an  entering  wedge  for  raids  on  the  merit  system. 

(9)  That  in  promotion  it  would  be  unfair  to  nonveteran 
candidates. 

(10)  That  the  service  rendered  by  those  who  served  in  the  Span¬ 
ish  War  was  not  such  as  to  entitle  them  to  special  consideration. 
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Objection.  (1)  That  this  measure  is  class  legislation  and, 
therefore,  inconsistent  with  our  ideals  of  government. 

Auswer.  (1)  Washington,  Lincoln  and  McKinley  understood 
the  government  ideals  of  our  people.  They  were  wise  as  well  as 
patriotic  men,  and  since  they  commended  the  soldier  for  prefer¬ 
ment  in  civil  employment  we  doubt  the  sincerity  of  less  well  tried 
patriot  who  differ  from  them  on  this  subject,  especially  where 
financial  advantage  may  accrue  as  a  result  of  advocating  such 
opposite  views. 

Objection.  (2)  That  it  would  he  placing  the  military  above  the 

civil  power. 

Answer.  (2)  Those  who  raise  this  objection  are  guilty  of  the 
fallacy  of  equivocation. 

They  are  trying  to  confuse  the  civil  service,  consisting  of  the 
influence  and  authority  of  paid  employees  of  government,  with  the 
civil  power  that  the  founders  of  this  Nation  declared  should  he  the 
supreme  authority  within  the  State. 

To  hold  that  the  military  would  be  encroaching  on  the  civil 
power  is  answered  by  the  statement  that  if  the  people  who  are  the 
source  of  civil  power  see  fit  to  honor  men,  who  do  citizen  sol¬ 
dier  duty,  they  may  do  so  without  in  any  way  minimizing  the 
supremacy  of  their  authority. 

Objection.  (3)  That  it  would  he  detrimental  to  good  adminis¬ 
tration. 

Answer.  (3)  This  contention  is  absolutely  groundless  for  the 
most  important  qualification  of  good  civic  employees  is  willingness 
to  subordinate  their  own  interests  to  that  of  the  community  they 
serve.  This  qualification  the  veteran  has  shown  evidence  of 
possessing. 

If  through  examinations  good  employees  could  he  secured, 
private  business  would  resort  to  that  method,  and  if  it  was  a  suc¬ 
cess  in  the  public  service  heads  of  departments  would  not  he 
requesting  that  positions  he  placed  in  the  exempt  class  and  civil 
service  reformers  would  not  be  resorting  to  verbal  examinations 
with  their  opportunities  for  favoritism,  or  he  granting  considera¬ 
tion  for  seniority,  experience,  etc.,  factors  which  have  no  bearing 
whatever  on  a  candidate’s  fitness  for  a  position. 
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“  Examinations,  as  you  may  know,  are  not  a  real  test  of  how 
well  a  man  is  capable  of  doing  his  work,  but  it  is  a  very  real  test 
of  his  ability  to  tell  how  to  do  it  in  writing.’7 

The  foregoing  statement  is  from  an  advertisement  sent  to  men 
in  civil  service  by  Mr.  James  P.  Conway,  of  165  Broadway, 
Manhattan,  City  of  Eew  York. 

Mr.  Conway  was  for  ten  years  assistant  chief  examiner  of  Civil 
Service  Commission  of  the  City  of  T sew  York.  The  conditions 
under  which  this  statement  was  made  show,  not  only  that  in  his 
opinion,  but  that  he  knew  it  to  be  that  of  those  whom  he  desired 
to  influence.  Thus  you  have  the  opinion  not  only  of  a  real  civil 
service  expert,  but  what  he  knew  to  be  the  opinion  of  the  great 
mass  of  men.  who  get  positions  through  competitive  examinations. 

It  appears  that  this  makes  it  pentinent  to  inquire,  of  what 
special  value  is  the  testimony  of  civil  service  commissioners  who 
are  compelled  to  rely  for  their  information  on  reports  and  recom¬ 
mendations  furnished  by  men  holding  positions  similar  to  that 
held  by  Mr.  Conway,  whom  we  venture  to  say,  never  in  his  career 
as  an  examiner  and  adviser  of  commissions,  disclosed  the  least 
evidence  of  what  his  real  opinions  were. 

Objection.  (4)  That  it  would  destroy  the  representative 
character  of  civil  service. 

Answer.  (4)  That  anyone  could  advance  such  an  argument 
only  shows  how  bold  success  makes  us. 

The  representative  character  of  civil  service  is  absolutely 
secure  in  the  fact  that  the  veteran  must  qualify  according  to 
standards  set  by  civil  service  before  this  preference  becomes 
operative.  And  surely  this  Convention  has  as  much  right  to 
recommend  that  the  people  grant  consideration  for  war  time  mili¬ 
tary  service  as  any  civil  service  commission  has  to  grant  special 
recognition  for  alleged  meritorious  acts  or  for  skillfully  drawn 
statements  of  service  that  in  numerous  instances  have  never  been 
rendered. 

One  prime  factor  in  favor  of  granting  recognition  to  the  soldier 
and  sailor  is  that  you  are  rewarding  them  for  service  that  has 
been  actually  rendered. 
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Objection.  (5)  That  it  would  enable  military  men  to  monopo¬ 
lize  the  great  mass  of  public  positions. 

Answer.  (5)  There  are  not  more  than  25,000  veterans  in  this 
State,  they  are  all  of  or  past  middle  age,  not  more  than  20  per  cent 
of  whom  would  accept  civil  service  positions  on  entrance  condi¬ 
tions.  And  since  only  a  small  percentage  of  those  who  apply  for 
civil  service  positions  get  the  minimum  required  for  eligibility, 
it  is,  therefore,  quite  evident  that  not  more  than  10  per  cent,  or 
2,500,  would  ever  get  into  civil  service.  IIow  this  number  of 
comparatively  old  men  could  monopolize  more  than  100,000 
positions  it  is  difficult  to  understand. 

Veterans  of  the  Civl  War,  of  whom  there  were  more  than  half 
a  million  from  this  State,  and  having  a  preference  far  greater 
than  that  which  we  seek,  never  became  an  important  numerical 
factor  in  a  civil  service  much  smaller  than  that  with  which  this 
State  is  now  equipped. 

Objection.  (6)  That  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  were  adven¬ 
turers,  and  not  patriots,  and  that  it  is  dangerous  to  encourage  that 
class  of  men. 

Answer.  (6)  This  is  not  an  indictment  against  the  Spanish 
War  Veteran  who  volunteered  for  such  service  as  the  Government 
saw  fit  to  assign  to  him  to,  but  it  is  an  outrageous  insult  to  the 
American  people  who  by  the  force  of  public  opinion  compelled 
the  Government  to  undertake  that  war. 

Objection.  (7)  That  it  is  opposed  to  the  best  interests  of  the 
State  to  encourage  the  soldier,  since  it  is  he  who  prevents  us 
attaining  universal  peace. 

Answer.  (7)  The  soldier  is  by  no  means  the  most  quarrelsome 
of  men.  But  even  if  we  allow  that  the  soldier  is  the  cause  of  war, 
yet  since  other  nations  maintain  armed  forces  it  is  necessary  that 
we  do  so  until  such  time  as  we  are  prepared  to  agree  to  any  terms 
that  any  other  nation  may  wish  to  impose. 

Objection.  (8)  That  this  measure  if  enacted  may  be  used  by 
the  spoilsman  (whoever  ho  may  be)  as  an  entering  wedge  for 
further  raids  on  the  merit  system. 

Answer.  (8)  That  the  advocates  of  merit  have  so  long  been 
able  to  prevent  the  enactment  of  this  measure,  which,  by  this 
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objection,  they  admit  to  be  in  itself  desirable,  shows  how  little 
danger  there  is  of  vicious  legislation  being  enacted  at  the  expense 
of  the  merit  system. 

Extending  recognition  already  in  the  Constitution  to  men  who 
rendered  service  similar  to  that  performed  by  those  in  whose 
interest  it  was  originally  enacted,  is  not  entering  a  wedge  of  any 

kind. 

Objection .  (9)  That  in  promotion  examinations  it  would  be 
unfair  to  non-veteran  candidates. 

Answer.  (9)  So  far  is  this  from  being  true  that  even  if  this 
readjustment  be  arranged  it  will  only  in  part  compensate  the 
veteran  for  what  he  has  lost,  as  a  direct  result  of  his  war  service. 

Men  who  took  examinations  during  the  absence  of  the  veteran 
and  who  are  about  the  same  age  as  he,  gained  in  the  fact  that  they 
did  not  have  to  compete  with  him,  while  the  younger  men  who  are 
competing  on  equal  terms  with  the  veteran  have  gained  by  his 
loss,  in  that,  had  he  taken  an  earlier  examination  he  would  have 
been  advanced  before  they  were  eligible  or  he  would  have  the 
advantage  of  seniority  if  competing  with  them. 

Even  if  this  measure  be  adopted  the  veteran  will  only  be  gain¬ 
ing  preference  over  younger  men,  as  he  will  rarely  be  competing 
against  men  of  his  own  age. 

A  study  of  existing  lists  in  connection  with  the  history  of  civil 
service  during  the  past  fifteen  (15)  years  shows,  that  if  there  had 
been  no  war  in  1898  the  man  who  is  now  a  veteran  would  in 
numerous  cases,  have  been  in  the  matter  of  seniority,  the  superior, 
during  the  whole  intervening  time,  over  all  those  whom  he  is  to 
be  preferred  if  this  measure  be  enacted. 

Objection.  (10)  That  the  service  rendered  by  those  who  served 
in  the  Spanish  War  was  not  such  as  to  entitle  them  to  special 
recognition. 

Answer.  (10)  Before  deciding  whether  the  Spanish  War  Vet¬ 
eran  is  deserving  of  recognition  for  the  work  performed  apart 
from  the  sacrifice  offered  we  must  look  into  the  conduct  of  the 
war  in  which  he  engaged. 

Prior  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  several  estimates  were  made 
by  military  experts  on  the  relative  military  strength  and  prepared- 
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ness  of  this  country  and  Spain;  what  these  opinions  were  we 
may  still  learn  by  referring  to  the  back  files  of  the  press ;  suffice 
here  to  say  that  they  were  by  no  means  reassuring  when  our  sea 
board  cities  were  much  perturbed  by  the  danger  of  bombardment. 

The  standing  army  of  Spain  was  greatly  superior  to  ours  both 
in  numbers  and  equipment.  In  rating  the  navies  were  about 
equal.  Those  who  are  familiar  with  naval  matters  know  that  the 
rating  of  that  time  was  correct,  and  that  it  was  in  personnel  rather 
than  in  ships  that  the  great  disparity  lay. 

Our  easy  victory  was  not  due  to  the  preparedness  of  this  Nation 
as  compared  with  that  of  Spain.  The  enemy  was  in  possession. 
Their  troops  were  veteran  fighters  with  a  fertile  country  within 
their  lines,  so  their  defeat  was  not  due  to  external  conditions. 
The  Spanish  soldier  is  not  inferior  to  the  soldiers  of  other  Euro¬ 
pean  countries,  for  if  he  were,  the  others  would  have  discovered 
it  in  the  more  than  two  thousand  years  of  frequent  fighting  of 
which  history  tells,  and  Spain  would  have  been  subjugated  as 
the  countries  of  inferior  races  were. 

Since  the  foregoing  is  true  we  must  attribute  the  short  duration 
of  the  war  to  the  efficient  service  performed  by  the  armed  forces 
of  this  Nation.  In  view  of  which  we  are  perplexed  to  find  men 
who  devote  a  great  deal  of  time  and  effort  to  promote  efficiency  in 
the  civil  service,  endeavoring  to  penalize  those  veterans  for  that 
very  efficiency  which  brought  the  war  to  such  a  speedy  and 
successful  termination. 

Had  the  American  man-at-arms  proceeded  with  his  task  less 
energetically  he  could  have  spared  himself  a  great  deal  of  hard¬ 
ship  and  danger,  and  by  making  the  war  far  more  expensive,  in 
the  blood  of  others  and  in  the  treasure  of  this  Nation,  he  could 
have  gained  the  undying  gratitude  of  the  people  as  the  veteran 
of  a  long  and  difficult  war. 

The  splendid  snap  and  dash  of  the  comparatively  raw  recruit  — 
who  under  the  most  trying  circumstances,  without  artillery,  with¬ 
out  waiting  for  the  slow  process  of  sapping  and  mining,  in  face 
of  a  withering  fire,  scaled  the  hillside  and  captured  the  trenches 
from  veteran  troops,  would  be  a  valuable  asset  to  our  civil  service, 
and  so  would  the  amazing  vigor  with  which  the  men  of  our  fleets 
pounced  on  and  destroyed  the  fleets  of  the  enemy,  or  the  tireless 
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energy  and  unswerving  devotion  of  those  who  pacified  the 
Philippines. 

While  it  is  not  difficult  to  understand  why  the  placid-minded 
civic  employee  who  is  so  well  adapted  to  excelling  in  written  exam¬ 
inations  does  not  wish  to  have  his  work  compared  with  that  of 
men  of  more  energetic  character,  it  is  not  so  easy  to  see  why 
reformers,  whose  only  object  should  be  to  improve  the  public 
service,  should  object  to  the  comparison  being  made. 

Having  pursued  this  subject  thus  far  consistency  requires  us 
to  make  some  comparisons.  We  think  it  is  evident  that  the  man 
who  conducted  the  task  of  defending  our  honor  in  the  affair  with 
Spain  was  a  far  more  efficient  performer  than  his  antagonist,  also 
that  the  Spanish  fighting  man  is  a  fair  representative  of  the 
European  standard.  Thus  we  arrive  at  a  conclusion  very  flatter¬ 
ing  to  the  American  fighting  man.  But  you  say  that  this  efficiency 
is  not  confined  to  fighting  men,  that  Americans  as  a  people  are 
more  efficient  than  Europeans,  which  forces  a  comparison  between 
our  civil  service  and  that  maintained  in  European  countries. 

This  is  the  one  field  in  human  endeavor  in  which  we  are  so 
far  behind  that  it  is  a  subject  too  painful  for  discussion  among 
Americans  conversant  with  it.  For  those  who  are  unfamiliar 
with  the  facts,  a  comparison  of  the  per  capita  cost  of  municipal 
government  in  cities  in  this  country  and  in  European  cities  may 
prove  valuable  food  for  contemplation. 

While  bearing  these  facts  in  mind  we  will  find  it  hard  to  believe 
that  the  Spanish  War  Veteran  will  corrupt  the  civil  service,  lessen 
its  efficiency  or  increase  its  cost. 

How  Time  Has  Been  Answering  Objections  That  Have  Been 

Made  in  the  Past 

Some  six  vears  ago  a  measure  kindred  to  that  which  we  now 

i/  O 

advocate  was  submitted  to  the  Legislature  and  an  effort  made  to 
secure  a  concurrent  resolution. 

At  that  time  the  opposition  presented  a  letter  alleged  to  have 
been  given  by  the  Chief  of  the  Hew  York  City  Fire  Department. 

In  this  letter  it  was  stated  that  the  enactment  of  this  preference 
would  demoralize  the  said  department. 

On  the  strength  of  this  and  on  vivid  imaginations  the  advocates 
of  merit  civil  service  built  up  such  a  case  on  the  demoralization 
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and  destruction  that  awaited  our  cities,  if  this  measure  was  writ¬ 
ten  into  the  Constitution,  that  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  them¬ 
selves  declared  it  appalling. 

We  have  conducted  an  investigation  to  determine  to  what  extent 
this  preference  would  have  affected  promotions  in  the  department 
referred  to,  from  the  time  the  arguments  were  presented  until  the 
legal  termination  of  lists  now  existing.  We  find  that  nine  exam¬ 
inations  for  promotions  have  been  held  since  that  time.  Assum¬ 
ing  that  promotions  he  made  to  fill  vacancies  occurring  during 
the  legal  life  of  existing  lists,  as  has  been  done  without  variation 
for  the  past  twenty  years,  we  find  that  at  the  end  of  approxi¬ 
mately  eight  years  the  only  difference  between  the  conditions  that 
will  exist  and  what  they  would  be  if  the  preference  had  been 
granted  is  that  in  the  latter  event  some  fourteen  Spanish  War 
Veterans,  who  are  now  firemen  but  who  have  qualified  according 
to  civil  service  requirements,  for  the  position  of  lieutenant,  would 
have  been  advanced  wdiile  fourteen  non-veterans  who  will  be  lieu¬ 
tenants  bv  that  time  would  have  to  wait  a  few  months  before 

c/ 

getting  their  promotion. 

From  this  it  is  evident  that  the  opposition  do  not  understand 
the  true  facts  of  this  case  or  that  their  motives  are  not  in 
evidence. 

We  beg  you  to  keep  these  facts  in  mind  while  they  are  paint¬ 
ing  other  gruesome  word  pictures. 

Among  other  pertinent  matter  found  in  this  investigation  are 
some  facts  especially  worthy  of  note  here. 

A  few  months  after  Chief  Crokers  letter  was  presented  to  the 
Legislature,  the  author  of  it  gave  an  interview  to  Yew  York  city 
papers  in  which  he  stated  that  the  civil  service,  which  he  was 
so  desirous  of  protecting  against  the  veteran,  had  demoralized 
his  department. 

In  selecting  an  administrative  unit  for  praise  he  named  the 
only  company  in  his  entire  force  having  a  large  percentage  of 
Spanish  War  Veterans,  showing  that  the  idealism  which  impelled 
the  veteran  to  be  the  first  to  answer  his  country’s  call  is  not  lost 
in  civil  service.  This  fact  would  be  evident  in  every  line  of  civic 
endeavor  were  it  not  for  the  persistent  opposition  to  veterans  by 
non-veteran  superiors  in  the  public  service. 
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In  conclusion  let  us  state  that  we  believe  that  the  people  of 
the  Great  Empire  State  are  not  unappreciative  of  the  services 
rendered  by  her  citizens  who  volunteered  their  services  in  defense 
of  the  principles  of  freedom,  patriotism  and  humanity,  and  we, 
therefore,  commend  to  the  delegates  assembled  in  this  Constitu¬ 
tional  Convention  favorable  consideration  for  the  proposed  amend¬ 
ment  appended  hereto.

Committee  on  Civil  Service. 

PROPOSED  CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENT 

To  amend  section  nine  of  article  five  of  the  constitution  in 
respect  to  appointments  and  promotions  in  the  civil  service  of  the 
state  so  as  to  include  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  or 
marines  who  served  during  the  war  with  Spain  or  the  insurrec¬ 
tion  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  in  the  preference  in  the  civil  serv¬ 
ice  of  the  state. 

The  Delegates  of  the  People  of  the  State  of  New  York ,  in  Con¬ 
vention  asseynbled,  do  propose  as  follows: 

To  amend  section  nine  of  article  five  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  New  York  so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  FIVE,  SECTION  NINE 
Civil  Service  Appointments  and  Promotions 

§  9.  Appointments  and  promotions  in  the  civil  service  of  the 
state,  and  of  all  the  civil  divisions  thereof,  including  cities  and 
villages,  shall  be  made  according  to  merit  and  fitness  to  be  ascer¬ 
tained  as  far  as  practicable,  by  examinations,  which,  so  far  as 
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practicable,  shall  be  competitive;  provided,  however,  that  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  soldiers,  [and]  sailors  and  marines  [from]  who 
have  served  as  such  in  the  army  [and]  navy  or  marine  corps  of 
the  United  States  in  the  [late  civil]  time  of  war,  and  who  are 
citizens  and  residents  of  this  state,  shall  be  entitled  to  preference 
in  appointment  and  promotion  [,]  over  all  others  without  regard  to 
their  standing  on  any  list  from  which  such  appointment  or  pro¬ 
motion  may  be  made[.],  in  the  following  order: 

1.  All  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  ivho 
served  as  such  in  the  army,  navy  or  marine  corps  of  the  United 
States  during  the  late  civil  war. 

2.  All  honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  who 
served  as  such  in  the  army,  navy  or  marine  corps  of  the  United. I 
States  during  the  war  with  Spain  or  the  insurrection  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  prior  to  July  fourth ,  nineteen  hundred  and 
two ;  And  provided  further,  that  such  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines 
shall  be  entitled  to  preference  in  retention  in  said  service  over  all 
others  in  the  same  order  as  herein  provided  for  preference  in 
appointment  and  promotion. 

Laws  shall  be  made  to  provide  for  the  enforcement  of  this 
section.

CONSTITUTIONAL  CONVENTION

Hon.  Push  Phees,  Chairman. 

The  Chairman: 

The  Committee  will  please  come  to  order. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Phillips  : 

Mr.  Chairman. 

The  Chairman: 

Mr.  Phillips. 
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Mr.  Phillips: 

I  understand  that  the  course  of  procedure  agreed  upon  is  that 
the  party  speaking  in  favor  of  the  bill  shall  have  the  first  oppor¬ 
tunity  and  then  be  followed  by  those  who  oppose  it.  My  colleague, 
Mr.  Quigg,  has  other  engagements  with  which  that  course  would 
interfere  and  he  asks  that  he  may  be  allotted  a  few  minutes  of 
the  time  —  not  to  exceed  ten  minutes  of  the  time  of  those  opposed 
to  the  bill,  and  he  allowed  to  speak-  first. 

The  Chairman: 

Is  there  objection  on  the  part  of  members  of  the  Committee? 
Mr.  Weed: 

I  didn't  hear  the  proposal. 

The  Chairman: 

The  proposal  is  that  Mr.  Quigg,  a  member  of  the  Convention, 
who  desires  to  appear  at  the  hearing,  but  who  has  an  engagement 
before  the  hearing  will  close,  he  given  the  privilege  of  presenting 
his  remarks  at  the  outset. 

Mr.  Unger: 

Are  they  in  favor  or  in  opposition  ? 

The  Chairman: 

In  opposition. 

Mr.  Phillips: 

Mr.  Quigg  doesn’t  care  to  speak  for  more  than  ten  minutes. 
Mr.  Unger: 

Isn't  there  some  time  limitation  in  speaking  either  in  favor  or 
in  opposition  ? 

The  Chairman: 

It  is  understood  that  Mr.  Quigg  doesn’t  care  to  speak  for  more 
than  ten  minutes. 
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Mr.  H.  F.  Cochran  : 

Mr.  Chairman,  speaking  for  those  who  are  here  to  advocate  the 
proposal,  I  will  say  there  is  no  objection. 

The  Chairman: 

Without  objection,  Mr.  Quigg  will  have  the  privilege  of  the 
floor. 

Mr.  Quigg: 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Committee,  I  thank  you 
very  much  for  the  privilege  you  have  extended.  I  understand 
that  the  hearing  this  morning  is  essentially  on  the  proposition 
presented  by  Mr.  Olcott  and  by  Mr.  Dunmore,  in  respect  of 
placing  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  in  the  same  class  with  the 
Civil  War  veterans,  in  respect  to  exceptions. 

The  Chairman: 

It  is  suggested,  Mr.  Quigg,  that  you  stand  out  here  by  the 
stenographer,  so  that  the  people  can  hear  you  better. 

Mr.  Olcott  : 

It  is  not  in  behalf  of  their  retention,  but  their  preference  when 
they  are  on  a  list. 

Mr.  Quigg: 

I  understand  that;  preference  upon  the  list.  Yes,  I  made  a 
mistake. 

Mow,  of  course  it  is  obvious  if  we  continue  the  preference  to 
the  Civil  War  veterans  there  can  be  no  righteous  objection  to  the 
extension  to  the  Spanish  War  soldiers. 

I  have  this  feeling  about  it:  That  military  service  is  a  duty 
that  we  are  called  upon  to  perform ;  that  it  is  not  one  that  entitles 
any  one  who  has  done  his  duty  to  special  preference  in  our  civil 
service  over  any  one  else;  but  a  man  ought  to  be  satisfied  with 
having  done  his  duty  instead  of  trying  to  get  advantage  over 
others.  I  think  also  that  the  pension  system  that  has  been  adopted 
bv  the  Government,  so  liberallv  indeed,  that  a  man  who  winks  at 
a  war  can  get  a  pension  in  these  days,  is  sufficient,  and  that  the 
privilege  ought  to  be  extended. 
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Now,  of  course,  I  am  talking  about  the  merit  system  if  we  have 
one.  Frankly  and  sincerely  I  am  a  spoilsman.  I  mean  by  that 
that  while  I  think  a  civil  service  commission  should  exist,  while 
I  think  that  merit  and  fitness  should  be  ascertained  by  another 
than  the  appointing  power,  still  I  think  that  it  would  be  conducive 
to  a  better  administration  of  government,  if  the  appointive  power 
from  that  certified  list,  could  make  his  own  appointments  as  he 
chooses. 

But,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  don’t  believe  that  that  would  be  supported 
by  the  people  of  this  State  or  the  country.  I  believe  that  they  are 
wedded  to  the  merit  system,  so-called.  I  use  the  name  of  it 
which  its  advocates  have  adopted,  as  well  as  the  name  for  the 
so-called  spoils  system,  which  they  have  imposed.  Neither  name 
suits  me.  The  people  have  become  wedded  to  the  merit  system, 
and  I  believe  they  would  become  shocked  at  its  abolishment. 

But,  sir,  we  have  in  the  language  of  the  Constitution  as  it 
exists  two  phrases  that  make  the  merit  system  in  this  State  a 
contemptible  fraud :  u  Civil  service  appointments  and  promo¬ 
tions.  Appointments  and  promotion  in  the  civil  service  of  the 
State  thereof,  including  cities  and  villages,  shall  be  made  accord¬ 
ing  to  merit  and  fitness  to  be  ascertained,”  and  then  there  are 
these  words:  “  so  far  as  practicable.”  u  By  examination,  which, 
so  far  as  practicable,  shall  be  competitive.” 

Now,  a  Republican  Governor  comes  in  and  selects  a  Republi¬ 
can  Civil  Service  Commissioner  and  w^e  exempt,  and  exempt,  and 
exempt,  and  exempt. 

Then  a  Democratic  Governor  comes  in  and  appoints  a  Demo¬ 
cratic  Commission  and  they  exempt,  and  exempt,  and  exempt,  and 
exempt.  I  know  of  cases,  and  intend  to  present  to  the  Committee 
at  a  later  date,  some  evidence  thereupon  of  places  so  exempted, 
called  confidential  advisers,  and  things  of  that  kind,  who  have 
never  been  and  who  never  do  and  never  pretend  to  do  a  day’s 
work,  and  simply  appear  at  Albany  to  draw  their  salary.  What 
right  has  any  public,  appointive  official,  appointed  by  the  Gover¬ 
nor  or  by  the  mayor  of  a  city,  to  have  what  is  called  a  private 
secretary?  What  business  has  he  with  a  private  secretary  paid 
for  by  the  State  ?  What  is  he  doing  that  is  private  anyway  ? 
That  he  should  need  somebody,  as  lie  plausibly  says,  he  can  trust  ? 
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He  ought  to  be  able  to  trust  anybody  until  it  is  found  out  that  he 
is  untrustworthy.  And  if  we  are  going  to  have  the  merit  system, 
it  ought  to  be  consistent  and  honest  and  rigid.  How,  it  is  sug¬ 
gested  that  this  phrase  be  stricken  out  of  the  Constitution,  as  it 
exists;  I  meant  simply  to  bring  the  matter  to  your  attention.  1 
want  an  opportunity  later  of  presenting  to  you  some  facts  that  I 
am  trying  to  collate,  which,  with  your  permission,  I  will  submit 
to  you  in  typewritten  form.  They  go  to  prove  what  I  allege  that 
this  “  so  far  as  practicable  ”  makes  the  civil  service  rule  of  the 
Constitution  a  fraud  and  an  imposition  upon  the  public,  and  that 
it  ought  to  be  abolished  in  some  form,  and  the  merit  system  made 
honest  and  respectable. 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  don’t  mean,  of  course  that  I  would  not  allow 
a  Mayor  of  a  city  to  appoint  a  police  commissioner.  I  simply 
want  to  bring  this  subject  to  your  attention,  of  how  those  words 
for  twenty  years  in  the  Constitution  of  this  State  have  been  made 
to  commit  all  sorts  of  civil  service  frauds,  so  that  men  can  be 
appointed  —  take  these  appraisers  down  in  Hew  York.  Why 
should  they  be  exempted  ?  I  can  see  no  reason. 

Mr.  Unger: 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  suggest  that  Mr.  Quigg  be  asked  to  stick  to 
the  point. 

Mr.  Quigg: 

It  is,  if  you  please,  because  the  proposition  is  that  there  should 
be  no  exemption ;  no  preference  and  no  exemptions,  and  you  are 
discussing  preferences. 

Mr.  Unger: 

All  right. 

Mr.  Quigg: 

So  that,  as  I  think  the  rule  should  be  made  rigid,  and  that 
there  should  be  no  preferences  and  no  exemptions  and  that  the 
first  man  on  the  list  should  be  appointed,  appointed  without  con¬ 
sideration  of  whether  he  is  to  render  —  if  he  is  a  fiscal  officer  he 
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can  be  bonded.  There  is  no  occasion,  if  we  are  going  to  have  a 
merit  system,  to  make  exceptions  or  preferences. 

Mr.  Chairman,  in  bringing  the  matter  before  you  at  this  time 
and  in  expressing  that  opinion,  I  have  done  all  I  wish  to  now, 
and  the  rest  of  it  I  will  beg  leave  to  submit  a  little  later,  and  as 
soon  as  I  possibly  can,  in  typewritten  form. 

The  Chairman: 

The  Committee  will  be  glad  to  receive  any  communications 
from  Mr.  Quigg.  It  is  understood  that  in  the  further  conduct  of 
the  hearing,  advocates  of  the  proposed  constitutional  amendment 
presented  by  Mr.  Olcott,  providing  for  preference  in  appoint¬ 
ment  and  promotions  in  the  civil  service  for  veterans  of  the 
Spanish  War  and  the  Philippine  Insurrection,  will  be  heard  first. 

It  is  understood  that  they  may  have  an  hour  in  which  to  pre¬ 
sent  their  case.  Their  representative,  Mr.  Jones,  has  asked  the 
privilege  of  introducing  the  speakers  in  the  order  in  which  he 
desires  to  have  them  appear.  I  will  ask  Mr.  Jones  to  name  the 
speakers.  Mr.  Jones  desires  to  have  his  time  divided  into  forty 
minutes  and  twenty  minutes,  and  twenty  minutes  to  be  allowed 
for  rebuttal  after  the  presentation  of  the  views  of  the  opponents 
of  the  proposed  amendment.  Without  objection  on  the  part  of 
the  Committee,  that  arrangement  will  be  followed.  Mr.  Jones, 
will  you  please  name  your  first  speaker,  then  ?  I  will  ask  you 
kindly  to  speak  quite  plainly  for  the  benefit  of  the  stenographer. 

Mr.  Olcott: 

Before  Mr.  Jones  begins,  I  wish  to  say,  that  in  introducing  the 
measure,  I  wish  yet,  with  your  permission,  Mr.  Chairman,  not  to 
be  heard  today  on  the  subject,  because  so  many  have  come  up 
from  New  York  that  it  would  be  quite  impossible  to  accommodate 
their  time  and  mine  in  the  hour  which  you  have  very  properly  set 
as  a  limit.  It  may  possibly,  and  I  submit  to  your  discretion 
today,  that  I  may  make  an  application  to  make  a  few  remarks 
myself  at  some  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Committee,  but  it 
seems  absolutely  impossible  for  me  to  do  so  today,  in  justice  to 
those  who  have  come  up  from  New  York. 
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The  Chairman: 

Mr.  Olcott  is  welcome  to  present  liis  views  to  the  Committee  at 
any  time. 

Mr.  Jones: 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Civil  Service  Committee, 
before  proceeding  to  introduce  the  speakers,  I  wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  (as  the  Department  Commander  of  the  State  of  New 
York),  to  thank  you  on  behalf  of  my  Comrades  for  the  courtesy 
you  have  shown  us  in  granting  this  public  hearing. 

The  first  speaker  will  be  the  Reverend  John  P.  Chidwick,  D.D., 
who  was  the  Chaplain  of  the  “  Maine  ”  at  the  time  she  was 
blown  up  in  Havana  Harbor,  and  is  now  President  of  the  Dun- 
woodie  Seminary. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Chidwick  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Committee  and  members  of  the  Spanish 
War  Veterans:  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  honor  that  you  have 
conferred  upon  me  in  permitting  me  the  privilege  of  speaking 
before  this  Honorable  Body,  representing  the  Constitutional 
Committee  of  our  State.  And  I  wish  to  thank  you  in  the  second 
place  for  the  added  distinction  you  have  given  me  of  opening 
the  discussion. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Committee,  I  wish  in  the  first  place  to  insist 
upon  the  value  of  patriotism.  I  wish  to  draw  the  distinction 
between  the  man  who  does  a  heroic  deed,  and  the  man  whoso 
heroism  is  for  the  sake  of  country.  I  think  that  into  this  dis¬ 
cussion  comes  perhaps  a  lack  of  clearness  in  reasoning  upon  this 
point.  I  do  not  think  that  the  man  who  gives  the  service  for  his 
country  is  appreciated  at  his  proper  value.  The  jewel  is  not  only 
precious  for  its  endurance  hut  from  the  lustre  that  is  in  it,  and 
the  man  who  dies,  whether  he  dies  for  his  fellowmen  in  saving 
life  as  a  civilian,  whether  he  dies  in  discharge  of  duty  in  one  of 
the  great  departments  that  guard  property  and  lives  of  our  great 
cities,  performs  an  act  of  extraordinary  heroism.  But  the  lustre 
that  is  in  his  acts  is  not  as  precious  as  the  light  that  shines  in  the 
heroism  of  the  man  who  dies  for  millions  of  his  fellow  citizens* 
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the  man  from  whose  death  the  whole  country  reaps  a  benefit,  the 
man  that  suffers  and  dies  that  the  principles  of  the  country 
might  he  perpetuated,  and  unborn  generations  blessed  by  them. 
I  think  that  it  is  because  this  difference  is  not  noted,  that  perhaps 
a  lack  of  clearness  in  the  subject  leads  to  a  lack  of  appreciation 
of  the  soldier’s  sacrifice. 

Now,  it  is  asked  at  times  what  value  has  the  Spanish- American 
War  had  upon  the  country?  If  the  Spanish- American  War  has 
not  done  good  for  the  country,  whose  fault  is  it  ?  Are  our  people 
so  dull  and  clodded  and  unpatriotic  that  their  souls  are  not  stir¬ 
red  by  the  sight  of  men  who  are  willing  to  suffer  and  die  for  their 
country  ?  If  the  example  that  has  been  given  by  our  Spanish- 
American  War  Veterans  has  not  been  brought  in  touch  with  the 
heart  of  the  people,  has  not  had  an  opportunity  to  feed  the  fire  of 
patriotism  in  the  souls  of  our  people,  whose  fault  is  it?  Will 
you  tell  me  that  the  soul  of  the  people  would  not  be  touched, 
would  not  be  influenced,  would  not  be  enthused,  if  the  example 
of  these  thousands  and  thousands  of  men  who  were  willing  to 
sacrifice  their  lives  for  country’s  sake,  was  not  kept  constantly 
before  their  eyes  ?  Aye,  the  fault  lies  in  the  fact  that  their  work 
has  been  looked  down  upon ;  it  has  been  disregarded.  The  work 
has  been  appreciated  as  of  little  value,  and  by  doing  that  you 
have  done  a  great  wrong  to  this  country.  You  have  done  a  wrong 
to  the  country  by  not  feeding  the  fire  with  the  oil  that  would  have 
inflamed  it.  No  man  in  the  country  in  those  days,  when  the 
soldiers  were  going  on  to  the  war,  hut  felt  his  spirit  stirred  within 
him.  You  can  go  back  to  those  days.  You  know  how  your  spirits 
were  stirred.  You  know  how  the  soul  within  you  burned  with  a 
holy  fire,  and  it  was  because  that  example  was  before  your  eyes ; 
because  you  saw  these  men  going  to  their  duty,  to  perform  their 
sacrifice.  Is  that  lesson  to  he  lost  ?  Should  these  feelings  be 
permitted  to  die  away  ?  Can  they  be  kept  alive  and  strong  ?  If 
they  can,  then,  for  the  love  of  country,  we  should  keep  them  alive 
and  keep  them  strong ;  and  one  of  the  ways  by  which  you  can  keep 
them  alive  and  keep  them  strong  is  by  endorsing,  sanctioning  and 
approving  the  acts  that  these  men  performed  and  blessing  them 
with  some  power  that  you  have  with  which  to  bless  them. 

How,  when  it  is  asked  what  real  material  benefit  the  war  has 
been  to  the  Nation,  I  would  ask  you  if  it  has  not  united  the  North 
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and  South  and  made  us  a  more  united  country.  I  remember  hear¬ 
ing  a  very  pretty  story,  which  I  believe  is  true,  that  in  a  city  in 
Texas  one  day,  when  the  old  veterans  and  the  younger  men  of 
the  Spanish  War  were  filing  by,  some  of  the  old  people  on  the 
balcony  bowed  their  heads  in  sorrow  when  they  saw  the  Con¬ 
federate  Flag  passing  by,  but  then  they  heard  cheering  down  the 
line,  and  the  cheering  crept  nearer  and  nearer  as  the  younger 
generation  came  in  view,  and  they  held  in  their  hands  the  banner 
of  the  United  Country  for  which  the  South,  with  the  North,  had 
fought  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  feeling  of  union  that  is 
strong  within  our  country  today,  the  feeling,  that  feeling  of  ill 
temper,  that  feeling  of  suspicion,  that  feeling  that  dwelt  before 
the  Spanish- American  War,  of  a  lack  of  good  will  and  love 
between  the  North  and  South,  that  feeling  has  been  done  away 
with  and  it  has  been  done  away  with  by  the  men  of  the  North 
and  South  finding  a  common  banner  under  which  they  fought, 
and  offering  common  sacrifices  for  the  common  cause.  If  you 
ask  me  what  good  the  Spanish- American  War  has  done,  why,  I 
ask  you  if  it  has  not  done  good,  then  it  is  not  the  fault  of  the  men 
who  went  to  give  the  sacrifices  and  made  them.  It  is  the  fault 
of  those  who  have  not  taken  advantage  of  the  lessons  of  those  days 
to  preach  them  and  impress  them  on  our  people. 

Sometimes  you  have  heard  it  said  that  the  men  who  went  to  the 
Spanish-American  War  were  adventurers.  It  is  noted  here,  to 
my  surprise,  as  one  of  the  objections,  that  is  is  said  that  they  were 
adventurers.  Adventurers?  You  men  saw  from  whom  thev  were 

t) 

formed.  You  know  that  thev  were  formed  from  the  mechanics, 
the  tradesmen  of  your  towns  and  cities.  When  they  were  going 
forth  to  do  battle,  no  people  called  them  adventurers.  No  man 
thought  their  blood  Avas  too  common,  and  too  poor  and  too  low  to 
shed  for  the  honor  of  the  Flag.  Adventurers  ?  What  did  they 
adventure  for  ?  Why,  our  country  told  them  there  was  no  adven¬ 
ture  in  the  war.  She  told  them  she  expected  nothing  of  them.  She 
expected  no  increase  of  territory;  she  expected  no  increase  of 
treasure ;  she  expected  nothing  but  the  gratitude  of  a  people  whom 
she  Avas  to  liberate,  and  the  sustained  honor  of  herself  Avhich  she 
thought  had  been  insulted.  But  these  men  went,  not  for  any  gain 
that  they  may  have,  not  with  their  thoughts  stretching  on  to  an 
hour  like  this,  Avhen  they  would  appeal  before  you  for  ordinary 
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justice.  Hay,  not  for  justice,  but  to  be  relieved  of  injustice. 
Gentlemen,  you  are  not  here  to  weigh  their  acts  in  justice.  They 
are  not  asking  so  much  for  justice,  for  a  return  or  reward,  but  are 
asking  to  be  relieved  of  injustices  which  their  patriotism  has  made 
them  the  victims  of.  They  came  from  the  ranks  of  men  for  whom 
this  civil  service  list  was  made.  They  sacrificed  time  and  experi¬ 
ence  which  would  have  given  them  a  place  upon  that  civil  service 
list,  to  2:0  forth  and  battle  for  the  country.  Those  who  were  left 
home  to  the  peaceful  enjoyment  of  their  families  and  business, 
obtained  advantage  of  these  lists.  These  men  came  here  placed 
at  a  disadvantage,  and  why  ?  Because  they  went  forth  to  fight  for 
you  and  for  our  countrv.  And  vou  had  nothing  to  offer  in  those 
days  when  you  saw  them  going.  In  those  days,  when,  thank  God, 
our  people  organized  the  relief  organizations  for  the  comfort  of 
those  at  home  and  the  cheer  of  those  at  the  front,  in  those  days, 
what  would  you  have  said  to  them  if  they  had  placed  this  appeal 
before  you  that  they  do  to-dav,  if  they  had  asked  you  if  you  would 
not  at  least  give  them  justice  and  preference  which  would  place 
them  equal  with  those  left  at  home?  Would  you  have  refused  it? 
And  is  it  because  time  has  gone  by,  and  with  time  gratitude  has 
passed,  has  the  appreciation  of  their  work  passed  ?  Is  it  because  of 
those  things  that,  in  strict,  cold  justice,  and  now  in  cold  reason, 
their  sacrifices  are  to  be  calculated?  You  can  not  calculate  that 
sacrifice  with  the  strict  measurement  of  justice,  just  though  their 
plea  is.  You  can  not  view  it  in  the  cold  light  of  reason  because 
there  is  in  that  the  patriotism  upon  which  your  country  and  my 
country,  the  country  of  us  all,  depends. 

How,  my  good  men,  I  would  like  to  say  that  in  my  opinion  we 
have  in  our  land  the  greatest  need  to  insist  upon  patriotism  among 
our  people.  The  greatest  danger  to  our  country  is  in  the  insistence 
that  the  individual,  the  locality,  makes  for  its  own  rights,  and  the 
neglect  of  the  rights  of  the  country.  It  is  the  insistence  of  the 
individual  upon  what  belongs  to  him,  to  the  forgetfulness  of  what 
the  country  deserves  from  him.  The  protection  of  our  country 
depends  upon  the  nice  balance  that  is  preserved  between  the  two. 
We  must  insist  upon  our  Democratic  principles  for  our  liberty, 
but  we  must  insist  upon  the  country’s  protection  for  the  defense 
of  these  liberties.  We  must  preserve  a  nice  balance  between  the. 
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two.  But  in  my  opinion  there  seems  to  be  a  spirit  whereby  the 
locality  and  the  individual  —  we  are  apt  to  neglect  the  Nation’s 
claims  at  large  too  greatly  in  our  day.  What  are  you  to  do  ?  We 
can  not  impose  any  government  upon  them.  That  is  not  our  form 
of  government.  We  can  not  have  a  large  army  and  navy  to  keep 
our  country  constantly  before  their  eyes  and  insist  upon  their 
service  to  it.  No,  but  we  do  it  with  gentle  means,  with  kind  means, 
but  with  means  that  are  just  as  effective.  We  do  it  with  our  Flag 
that  we  float  above  our  school  houses,  and  carry  before  the  eyes  of 
our  people.  And  we  do  it  when  we  prefer  the  man  who  suffers 
for  the  country  and  we  honor  him  in  some  particular  way.  When 
I  came  into  this  building,  when  I  see  an  old  veteran  here  employed 
in  this  Capitol,  I  can  not  help  but  think  that  that  employment  is 
what  the  Nation  should  do.  I  can  not  help  but  think  that  those 
who  have  suffered  and  died  for  our  country  should  have  a  prefer¬ 
ence  in  those  things  whereby  the  country  will  be  impressed  with 
the  things  that  they  have  done,  and  the  thought  of  patriotism 
will  sink  into  the  people’s  mind  on  account  of  the  preference  that 
is  given  to  those  who  suffer  and  die  for  us.  It  is  not  for  class  legis¬ 
lation,  not  to  make  a  special  class.  It  is  not  to  place  the  military 
above  the  civil.  It  is  to  perpetuate  and  strengthen  and  deepen 
the  feeling  of  patriotism  which  must  be  taught,  and  taught  by  us  in 
the  kindest,  the  gentlest,  and  in  the  quietest  and  most  unobtrusive 
manner,  and  I  don’t  know  of  any  way  in  which  we  can  teach  it 
more  gently  and  kindly  and  affectionately  and  unobtrusively  than 
in  these  things,  as  I  have  described. 

Now,  gentlemen,  I  don’t  want  to  take  your  time.  Many 
others  are  to  follow  me.  I  am  afraid  I  have  been  too  long  already. 
What  I  wish  to  sav  is  that  those  who  will  follow  me  will  elucidate 
the  points  I  have  touched  upon,  and  I  wish  to  particularly  impress 
upon  your  mind  this  fact,  that  the  Spanish- American  War  Veterans 
are  suffering,  and  they  are  asking  to  be  relieved  of  these  injustices ; 
and  you  are  not  giving  them  any  kind  of  a  return  for  what  they 
have  done  for  you,  and  for  all  of  our  country,  for  you  know  you 
could  not  make  any  return  for  what  they  have  done.  Now,  as 
you  prayed  for  them  and  blessed  them  when  they  went  forth,  for 
if  you  did  not  do  so,  and  if  there  were  a  man  in  our  country  who 
did  not  pray  for  them,  and  who  did  not  bless  them  when  they  went 
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forth,  that  man  is  not  a  patriot.  That  man  is  not  a  fit  man  and 
worthy  of  the  love  of  the  country.  And  as  we  blessed  them  and 
thanked  them  as  we  enjoyed,  or  those  of  us  who  did,  the  security 
of  our  business  and  happiness  of  our  homes,  listen  to  their  plea  to 
be  relieved  from  the  injustices  that  worked  against  them  and,  aye, 
bless  them  and  thank  them  with  something  in  your  power,  teach¬ 
ing,  gently  and  kindly  the  people  at  large  the  lesson  of  patriotic 
devotion  to  our  country.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Jones: 

The  next  speaker  will  be  Mr.  Louis  T.  Fetzer  of  New  York 
City. 

Mr.  Fetzer  : 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Committee  and  Comrades : 
I  feel  my  inability  to  adequately  follow  the  eloquence  of  Father 
Chidwick.  But  I  desire  to  take  up,  and  I  trust  you  will  bear  with 
me,  because  my  throat  is  in  bad  condition,  I  will  try  to  take  up  the 
practical  scope  of  civil  service,  the  merit  system  there,  and  the 
advantage  or  effect  on  the  civil  service  that  would  result  if  this 
preference  Tvere  given  to  veterans.  It  is  rather  peculiar,  perhaps, 
that  the  same  thought  has  come  to  my  mind  that  came  to  that  of 
one  of  my  predecessors,  Mr.  Quigg,  in  reference  to  the  phrase  in 
the  provision  of  the  Constitution,  “  so  far  as  practicable.”  I  quite 
agree  with  him  that  leaves  the  door  open  to  creating  and  causing 
a  great  number  of  exempt  positions.  But  I  do  not  at  all  agree  with 
him  that  it  is  absolutely  practical  in  all  occasions  to  have  the 
qualifications  of  an  applicant  for  office  finally  formed  by  an  exam¬ 
ination.  You  and  I  all  know  that  the  man  who  sometimes  can 
write  the  finest  kind  of  an  examination  paper  is  absolutely 
unqualified  for  the  position  which  he  might  be  asked  to  fill. 

But  I  do  not  see  in  it  another  thing,  that  it  was  thought  then  by 
the  men  who  had  operated  our  government,  that  it  was  impossible 
to  use  this  yard  stick  of  measurement  for  the  people  who  might 
get  into  the  civil  service,  and  that  the  rules  in  the  classification  of 
civil  service  —  they  have  had  the  exempt  class,  the  competitive 
class  and  the  noncompetitive  class.  Now,  although  I  have  no 
quarrel  with  Mr.  Quigg  so  far  as  the  exempt  class  is  concerned,  I 
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do  have  a  quarrel  with  him  so  far  as  the  noncompetitive  class  is 
concerned.  The  noncompetitive  class  includes  the  labor  class.  In 
the  labor  class  we  have  all  the  artisans,  such  as  masons,  plumbers, 
ordinary  laboring  men,  and  all  men  of  such  grade.  Now,  in  your 
own  minds,  gentlemen,  you  will  find  that  it  is  almost  impossible 
if  you  will  try  to  reason  this  out,  to  show  that  one  mason  or  another 
mason  is  more  qualified  perhaps  to  fill  a  certain  position,  which  is 
almost  the  same  sort  as  another  man  is  going  to  be  asked  to  show. 
It  is  quite  possible  to  put  such  a  test  in  operation.  If  you  would 
search  your  minds,  and  consider  this  subject  a  while,  you  would 
find  the  deeper  you  went  into  the  matter,  the  more  at  sea  you 
became.  So  that  it  has  been  wise  to  make  this  a  noncompetitive 
class. 

Now,  I  shall  call  to  your  attention  that  what  Ave  are  asking  are 
three  things :  Preference  in  appointment,  preference  in  promo¬ 
tion,  and  preference  in  retention.  That  preference  in  appoint¬ 
ment  we  have  not,  and  Ave  Avill  not  acquire  it  in  the  exempt  class. 
So  far  as  the  competitive  class  is  concerned,  we  a v i  1 1 ,  if  this  is 
granted,  acquire  a  certain  amount  of  preference.  But  let  me 
call  to  your  attention  that  Ave  are  getting  very  closely  to  Avhat  is 
called  middle  age.  We  are  on  the  average  about  forty  years 
old.  In  the  tAvo  great  departments  of  New  York  City,  the  police 
and  fire  departments,  Avhere  perhaps  the  Avages  are  more  uniform, 
more  than  in  any  other  department,  Ave  are  already  barred,  and 
have  been  barred  for  the  last  ten  years.  The  age  limit  there 
is  thirty.  In  some  of  the  other  departments  they  are  also  putting 
the  age  limit  upon  us.  I  Avould  also,  in  connection  therewith, 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  Ave  are  not  a  large  organiza¬ 
tion,  that  we  are  not  an  increasing  organization.  We  are  a 
decreasing  organization.  'So  that,  therefore,  there  is  not  much 
danger  from  us  flooding  the  civil  service.  We  have  gotten  to  the 
position  to  about  the  maximum  of  positions  of  office  holding  that 
we  will  ever  get  to,  so  far  as  the  competitive  class  is  concerned. 
So  far  as  the  labor  class  is  concerned,  and  it  is  the  laboring  man, 
gentlemen,  the  artisan,  that  most  of  us  desire  more  particularly 
to  benefit  than  any  other  class,  now  the  labor  class,  excluding  Ave 
will  say,  in  Ncav  York  City,  the  police  and  fire  department,  the 
labor  class  embraces  about  one-half  of  the  entire  civil  employees 
of  New  York  City. 
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Vow,  what  is  the  rule  applied  there?  They  make  an  applica¬ 
tion  for  a  position  in  the  laboring  class.  Prior  to  that,  the  only 
way  they  have  of  ascertaining  that  there  is  a  vacancy  is,  it  is 
published  at  the  time,  that  applications  will  he  received.  It  is 
published  for  ten  days  in  the  City  Record.  Vo  laboring  man 
gets  the  City  Record.  It  is  also  published  in  some  other  daily 
paper,  but  not  every  man  takes  that,  and  not  every  man,  every 
laboring  man,  knows  what  paper  to  purchase  that  he  may  see  it. 
Then  he  must  make  application  for  a  blank  which  he  will  file, 
and  when  he  files  it,  the  position  on  the  list  is  according  to  the 
hour  that  he  files  his  application.  Absolutely  nothing  of  merit 
in  the  noncompetitive  class  which,  in  Yew  York  City,  embraces 
half  of  the  civil  service.  So  that  when  we  ask  you  to  give  pref¬ 
erence  to  the  Spanish  War  Veterans  in  the  laboring  class,  at 
least,  it  has  nothing  whatsoever  to  do  with  the  merit  system, 
nothing  whatever.  We  will  say  that  Mr.  Jones  files  his  applica¬ 
tion  this  morning  at  ten  o'clock ;  Mr.  Smith  filed  his  application 
at  half-past-  ten.  They  are  alike.  There  is  no  examination  that 
will  go  into  competition  there.  They  only  must  qualify  —  if  the 
man  is  a  blacksmith  he  must  qualify  as  a  blacksmith,  and  that  is 
all.  And  we  are  only  asking  you  that  Mr.  Smith,  who  filed  his 
application  at  half-past  ten,  he  put  above  Mr.  Jones,  who  filed 
his  application  at  ten  o'clock.  Both  of  them  have  the  same 
qualifications,  absolutely.  That  is  one  of  the  things  we  ask. 

Tiie  Chairman: 

May  I  interrupt,  just  a  moment,  to  ask  a  question  which  has 
been  suggested  by  one  of  the  members  of  the  Committee,  concern¬ 
ing  the  number  of  men  in  vour  organization  who  would  be  affected 
by  such  a  provision  ? 

Mr.  Fetzer: 

It  has  been  estimated  that  in  the  State  of  Yew  York  that  we 
have  had  over  25,000,  all  told,  and  that  there  is  not  more  than 
ten  per  cent,  in  the  civil  service  to-day. 

It  is  probable  that  the  percentage  is  somewhat  smaller,  so  the 
entire  number  would  he  verv  small  indeed.  But  it  is  sufficient, 
as  the  Right  Reverend  has  said,  it  is  sufficient  thal  we  come  here 
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and  ask  you  for  the  reason  that  we  believe  we  served  you  at  a 
time  when  our  country  was  in  distress.  That  is  our  reason  for 
asking  it  for  this  very  small  number. 

Now,  I  would  like  to  discuss  that  laboring  class  a  little  bit 
longer.  There  are  many  features  in  regard  to  it  that  I  would 
like  to  bring  out.  Primarily  there  is  one  that  even  now  the 
laboring  class  —  there  is  somewhat  of  the  spoils  system  creeping 
into  the  control  of  the  laboring  class  in  Yew  York  City.  I  would 
call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  these  men,  when  they  once  do 
get  their  positions,  if  it  is  due  to  preference,  will  owe  their  posi¬ 
tion  to  no  man,  to  no  political  organization,  and  their  one  thought 
will  be  to  benefit  the  service  and  not  to  please  somebody  that  got 
them  their  appointment.  There  is  more  in  that,  gentlemen,  than 
appears  on  the  face.  But  I  cannot  discuss  that  any  further. 

Yow,  in  the  competitive  service,  I  do  not  desire  to  talk  upon 
that  very  much,  except  to  say  that  we  are  not  going  to  inflict 
much  damage  upon  the  civil  service,  so  far  as  the  competitive 
service  is  concerned,  because  those  are  clerical  positions  of  dif¬ 
ferent  kinds,  engineers,  etc.  Our  men  of  the  age  of  forty  that 
would  likely  appeal  or  apply  for  such  positions  have  already 
become  established  in  life.  We  have  our  own  vocations.  We 
have  fitted  into  our  own  niches.  Yot  many  of  us  think  it  advis¬ 
able  to  break  out  of  these  niches  and  seek  a  very  precarious 
position  in  the  civil  service. 

But  one  of  the  most  improtant  things  we  are  asking,  and  one 
of  the  things  that  would  be  of  the  most  benefit  to  us  is  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  promotion.  That  is  a  serious  matter  to  our  men.  That 
part  of  our  request  contains  many  ramifications.  But  I  would 
like  to  call  your  attention,  first  of  all,  to  how  these  promotion 
examinations  are  conducted.  What  is  the  given  weight  due  to 
different  things?  Yow,  I  wish  you  to  understand,  gentlemen,  that 
it  is  not  always  the  mental  that  counts  in  these  examinations, 
especially  in  the  promotion  examinations.  There  are  really 
two  parts,  two  essential  parts,  each  with  equal  weight.  One  of  them 
is  seniority,  and  coupled  with  that  is  the  personal  factor  of  the 
man,  and  the  other  is  his  mental  equipment.  If  you  will  permit 
me  to  define  it  for  a  few  minutes,  I  might  say  seniority  is,  of 
uourse,  plain  on  its  face  what  that  means.  The  personal  factor 
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is  a  different  thing.  The  immediate  superior  to  our  man  is  the 
'man  who  passes  on  the  personal  factor;  whether  he  has  been 
prompt  on  his  job;  whether  he  has  been  very  obedient  to  his 
superior ;  whether  he  has  been  very  efficient ;  whether  he  has  been 
obsequious ;  whether  he  has  known  how  to  ingratiate  himself ; 
whether  he  has  known  how  to  become  familiar  with  his  superior ; 
whether  he  has  known  how  to  become  friendly.  Now,  let  me 
say,  gentlemen,  that  the  soldier’s  training  is  such  that  he  has 
been  accustomed  to  rather  withdraw  from  his  superior.  He  cannot 
approach  his  superior  with  familiarity.  He  is  not  trained  to 
obsequiousness,  and  therefore,  when  they  come  to  the  examina¬ 
tion.  the  personal  factor,  so  far  as  he  is  concerned,  is  reduced  to 
almost  nothing.  Now,  let  me  show  you  how  that  works  out. 
These  two  great  branches,  the  mental  and  the  seniority  and  the 
personal  element  are  given  exactly  due  weight.  So,  let  us  say,  a 
man  comes  up  for  examination,  and  on  the  seniority  and  personal 
element  he  gets  ninety  per  cent.,  and  let  us  say  in  his  mental 
examination  he  gets  seventy  per  cent.,  or  his  rating  would  be 
eighty  per  cent.  Kevise  the  figures  if  you  please  and  show  that 
the  personal  factor  shows  that  his  mental  rating  is  ninety,  and  his 
personal  factor  is  seventy,  they  would  be  exactly  in  the  same 
position.  Increase  the  personal  factor  and  the  mental  passes  out 
of  sight. 

Now,  there  is  another  very  important  thing  —  one  of  the 
reasons  why  we  are  asking  this,  is  that  the  attention  of  many  of 
you  has  been  called  to  it,  I  think  all  of  the  Committee,  and  I  shall 
not  very  much  enlarge  upon  it;  but  our  men  were  either  absent 
from  the  country  or  absent  from  New  York  City,  or  from  New 
York  State,  at  the  time  when  the  examinations  were  held.  Now 
these  men,  because  thev  were  absent  thev  were  unable  to  get  on 
the  civil  service  lists,  were  ineligible  for  examinations  which  sub¬ 
sequently  followed,  and  as  a  result  they  have  not  progressed 
sufficiently  in  the  particular  vocation  in  which  they  are  in,  the 
particular  department.  As  a  result  of  that,  in  the  fire  depart¬ 
ment  alone  certain  illustrations  have  been  placed  before  your 
Committee,  individual  toll  of  loss,  the  Spanish-American  War 

veterans  have  lost  anywhere  from  two  thousand  to  five  thousand 

«/ 

dollars  apiece  in  actual  money,  because  they  have  not  been  able 
to  get  on  the  eligible  list  for  promotion,  and  I  am  only  showing 
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those  men  who,  when  they  were  able  to  take  their  examination, 
showed  their  mental  equipment  was  at  least  the  equal  of  the  men 
who  passed  on  before  them  in  the  years  that  had  passed. 

I  do  not  think  that  I  will  take  up  the  time  of  the  Committee 

further. 

The  Chairman: 

I  would  like  to  ask  you  just  two  questions,  before  you  go,  Mr. 
Fetzer.  Have  you  any  information  concerning  the  average 
length  of  service  of  the  Spanish  War  Veterans,  actual  service  with 
the  army  ? 

Mr.  Fetzer: 

Ho,  I  have  not  any  information  as  to  that,  but  I  can  say  that 
very  many  of  those  who  have  come  under  my  personal  knowledge 
or  personal  information  have  not  only  spent  the  time  required  or 
the  time  that  the  Spanish  War  lasted,  but  they  spent  from  one  to 
three  or  four  years  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  as  well.  And  I 
might  say  in  reference  to  that,  that  our  men  went  to  Southern 
climes,  to  tropical  countries,  where  disease  is  a  very  important  fac¬ 
tor.  That  is  something  that  wasted  away  our  men  much  more 
than  bullets  did. 

Any  other  question  ? 

The  Chairman: 

One  other.  Do  vou  have  anv  information  concerning  the  mini- 

*/  */  o 

her  of  vour  men  who  are  now  serving  in  the  State  civil  service  ? 
Mr.  Fetzer  : 

I  think  the  number  is  about  two  thousand,  but  I  have  not  anv 
accurate  information. 

The  Chairman  : 

Excuse  my  interruption. 

Mr.  Fetzer: 

Hot  at  all. 

How,  we  are  asking  one  thing  more,  and  I  might  say,  in  fol¬ 
lowing  that  other  matter  up,  that  within  the  last  week  it  has 
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com©  to  my  attention  in  the  Dock  Department  of  New  York  City,  a 
large  number  of  men  had  been  laid  off,  and  among  them  an  unduly 
large  percentage  of  Spanish  War  veterans.  I  do  not  charge  the 
Commissioner  of  Docks  of  New  York  City  with  any  discrimina¬ 
tion.  There  are  certain  cases  quite  interesting  and  quite  diverging 
indeed.  But  I  do  say  this,  that  the  reason  the  Spanish  War  vet¬ 
eran  was  laid  off  was  because  he  lacked  seniority.  Other  men 
had  been  appointed  before  him  and  in  checking  up  the  sixteen  that 
came  to  my  personal  attention,  because  I  personally  investigated 
them,  I  found  that  among  the  number  of  those  sixteen  every  single 
man  but  one  had  served  at  least  two  years  in  the  Philippine 
Islands,  and  a  number  of  them  had  been  discharged  from  the  army 
or  navy  in  order  to  take  positions  in  the  civil  service,  and  had 
gone  direct  from  the  army  into  the  civil  service.  Had  they  gone 
in  1898,  when  some  of  the  other  men  did,  they  would  have  been 
seniors,  and  would  not  have  been  laid  off  in  the  last  year.  That 
is  a  conclusion  formed  from  my  observation.  The  retention  fol¬ 
lows  as  a  natural  corrollary  to  promotion.  One  of  the  great  dis¬ 
turbances  that  we  have  had  in  the  courts  is  because  the  courts 
have  not  adequately  defined  what  is  meant,  what  the  law  meant 
in  regard  to  retention.  We  ask  that  that  law  be  made  certain, 
so  that  there  will  no  longer  be  any  question  on  such  score.  Now, 
we  might  say,  however,  that  it  has  been  generally  acknowledged 
for  the  last  fourteen  years,  since  1901,  when  the  Spanish  War 
veterans  had  retention  but  a  recent  decision  of  the  courts  has  held, 
the  Court  of  Appeals  has  held  that  the  Spanish  War  veteran  had 
no  retention  in  office,  and  I  want  to  call  to  your  mind  the  point 
that  during  the  thirteen  vears  that  we  have  believed  that  was  the 
right  of  Spanish  War  veterans,  there  has  not  been  any  serious 
objection  ever  called  to  my  attention  or  to  the  attention  of  the 
great  mass  of  men  from  whom  I  have  inquired,  that  the  right  we 
thought  we  had  in  civil  service  had  worked  injury  to  the  service. 

Thank  you,  gentlemen.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Jones: 

I  will  now  introduce  the  next  speaker  who  is  Colonel  S.  H. 
Mildenberg,  Commander  of  the  John  E.  Bendix  Post,  No.  402, 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
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Col.  Mildenberg: 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Committee:  I  shall  take 
only  two  or  three  minutes  of  your  time,  for  I  desire  simply  to 
convey  a  message  from  the  officials  at  the  head  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  in  the  State  of  New  York. 

I  hold  in  my  hand  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  who  arranged  for  this  meeting  with  your  delegation, 
from  Colonel  James  D.  Bell,  Commander  of  the  State  of  New 
York’s  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  in  which  he  says : 

“  Dear  Comrade  Long : 

“  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the  9th  instant, 
extending  to  me  an  invitation  at  the  request  of  Department 
Commander  William  Jones  of  the  Department  of  New  York, 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  to  attend  the  public  hearing 
on  the  proposed  amendment,  giving  preference  after  Civil 
War  Veterans  to  veterans  of  the  Spanish-American  War.  I 
regret  that  another  and  peremptory  engagement  will  prevent 
me  from  being  present  and  accepting  your  kind  invitation. 

“  But  I  am  in  favor  of  the  proposed  amendment,  and, 
while  acknowledging  the  paramount  claims  of  the  Civil  War 
veterans  to  recognition  and  appointment,  it  provides  for  recog¬ 
nizing  in  an  appropriate  manner  the  claims  of  those  who  in  a 
later  war  rendered  army  or  naval  service  to  their  country. 
Our  State  and  our  Nation  may  at  any  time  call  for  the  serv¬ 
ice  of  military  aid  and  the  State  and  Nation  owe  a  duty  to 
those  who  survive  such  service  in  giving  them  such  special 
recognition  in  the  civil  service  of  the  State  and  Nation. 

“Fraternally  yours, 

(Signed)  “JAMES  D.  BELT,,

I  have  also  in  my  hand  a  letter  from  Colonel  R.  P.  Bush,  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  for  the  State  of  New  York,  which  is  quite  a  lengthy 
letter,  but  because  of  his  official  relation  to  the  Grand  Army  of 

'  e/ 

the  Republic,  it  is  particularly  significant  at  this  hearing.  I  can 
not  trouble  the  gentlemen  to  give  me  their  attention  in  reading 
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it  over,  but  will  say  that  the  Committee  has  considered  the  matter 
very  carefully,  and  is  firmly  convinced  that  justice  and  good 
national,  patriotic  policy  require  the  enactment  of  this  provision 
of  the  Constitution,  and  that  the  entire  legislative  committee  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  of  this  State  heartily  endorses 
the  proposition. 

Vow,  gentlemen  of  the  Committee,  I  shall  not  take  up  any  time 
in  personal  remarks,  except  but  to  say  this :  I  was  one  of  those 
who  survived  the  struggle  of  1861  to  1865.  I  have  since  that  time 
and  up  to  the  present  been  a  hearty  and  consistent  laborer  in  the 
ranks  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  I  hold  no  public  office 
and  nature  has  put  me  beyond  the  pale  where  it  would  be  possible 
for  me  to  receive  recognition  by  reason  of  appointment  to  any 
political  position.  But  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  was 
organized  for  the  purpose  of  inculcating  patriotism  in  the  rising 
generation.  It  has  been  faithful  to  that  purpose.  The  two  hun¬ 
dred  thousand  men  who  marched  up  Pennsylvania  avenue  at  the 
close  of  the  war  melted  into  the  civic  community  of  our  country, 
and  have,  I  believe,  you  will  agree  with  me,  been  exemplary  and 
useful  citizens  of  the  United  States  wherever  they  have  been 
called  to  positions  requiring  their  service  to  the  State  and  Nation. 

They  have  furnished  a  majority  of  the  Presidents  that  the 
people  of  this  country  have  elected  at  the  head  of  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  noblest,  the  bravest  and  ablest  of  those  that 
have  served,  the  last  of  them  one  of  the  living  ex-presidents  is  a 
member  of  the  organization  that  is  asking  you  to  give  recognition 
to  the  men  who  served  not  alone  in  the  Spanish- American  War, 
but  in  the  struggle  that  has  been  made  bv  the  world  to  bear  the 

UO 

white  man’s  burden,  in  Hawaii,  the  Philippine  Islands,  in  Spain 
and  in  China  and  elsewhere,  where  our  men  have  been  sent, 
exposed  to  the  most  horrible  consequence  of  climate  and  vindictive 
persecution  and  are  to-day  members  of  our  community  and,  you 
will  agree  with  me,  creditable,  respectable,  worthy  citizens  of  the 
State  of  New  York. 

Ttie  Chairman  : 

One  of  the  members  of  the  Convention,  Mr.  Byrne,  has  asked 
the  consent  of  the  Committee  to  speak  for  one  minute.  No 
objection  being  heard  Mr.  Byrne  will  be  heard. 
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ALr.  Byrne: 

Air.  Chairman  and  Bellow  Delegates:  I  sincerely  trust  that  the 
Chairman  won't  make  that  minute  the  real  sixty  seconds,  but  I 
shall  be  very  brief  indeed. 

The  gentleman  who  has  asked  me  to  address  you  here,  I  sup¬ 
pose,  thought  I  would  make  a  good  exhibit  as  one  of  the  adven¬ 
turers.  I  am  a  veteran  of  the  Spanish- American  War.  I  do  not 
think  that  I  entered  that  war  as  an  adventurer.  1  have  never 
required  anything  from  the  civil  service  of  this  State,  and  my 
lines  of  life  are  such  as  I  trust  I  never  may,  but  I  will  say  that 
had  I  ever  dreamed  that  the  day  would  come  when  it  would  be 
necessary  to  ask  those  who  remained  at  home  to  aid  veterans  of 
that  war  in  the  manner  they  are  asking  aid  now,  I  fear  we  would 
have  had  a  very  peculiar  opinion  amongst  the  boys  of  ’98.  Lest 
we  forget,  it  may  be  well  to  walk  through  a  room  in  this  building 
when  this  subject  is  being  considered  and  look  at  the  torn  banners 
and  worn  out  equipment.  It  may  be  well  for  a  moment  to  visit 
in  spirit  with  me,  and  it  will  be  only  a  moment,  one  of  those 
diseased  camps.  I  remember  a  Sunday  afternoon  in  ’98  when 
we  young  boys  hale  and  hearty,  answered  the  call  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  stood  around  an  open  grave,  and  a  young  boy  of  twenty-four 
was  lowered  into  it,  and  they  fired  over  the  grave,  and  they  blew 
taps.  If  the  Comrades  of  that  young  man  had  asked  of  the  people 
of  this  State,  will  you  give  us  preference,  what  would  the 
answer  have  been  from  Alontauk  Point  to  the  Canadian  border  \ 

Their  Comrades  who  live  to-day  ask  you  to  do  that.  I  have 
only  a  minute,  gentlemen.  I  wish  I  had  more  time.  As  a  dele¬ 
gate  to  this  Convention,  as  a  veteran  of  that  war,  I  ask  you  to 
consider  well  what  you  are  doing.  You  are  not  going  to  pass  this 
amendment.  You  are  only  going  to  submit  it  to  the  Convention 
and  we  will  pass  upon  it.  The  veterans  of  that  war  do  not  fear 
the  people  of  the  State.  Let  us  get  it  before  the  people  and  let 
them  vote  on  this  amendment.  (Applause.) 

The  Chairman: 

The  Yew  York  City  Civil  Service  Reform  Association  desires 
to  appear  in  opposition  to  the  proposal. 

Air.  George  T.  Keyes,  the  secretary  of  that  association,  will 
introduce  the  speakers.  They  will  have  one-half  hour. 
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Mr.  Keyes  : 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  understand  that  fifty  minutes  has  been  given 
to  the  advocates,  and  forty  minutes  to  those  who  are  opposed. 

The  Chairman  : 

Half  an  hour. 

Mr.  Keyes  : 

Half  an  hour  ? 

The  Chairman  : 

Half  an  hour  is  allotted. 

Mr.  Keyes  : 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee:  We  of  the 
Civil  Service  Reform  Association  and  those  of  the  State  Commis¬ 
sion  and  the  Municipal  Commission  believe  that  those  who  served 
the  nation  in  time  of  war  deserve  well  of  a  grateful  country,  but 
we  believe  that  that  recognition  should  take  some  other  form  than 
a  preference  in  the  civil  service,  and,  with  your  permission,  I  will 
introduce  as  the  first  speaker  President  Samuel  H.  Ordway,  of 
the  State  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Mr.  Ordway  : 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Committee:  It  is  an 
ungrateful  task  to  appear  before  your  Committee  in  opposing  a 
request  which  is  presented  by  a  body  of  men  who  have  deserved 
well  of  the  State,  and  which  we  all  delight  to  honor.  But  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  of  the  State  feels  that  it  is  its  duty  to  oppose 
any  change  in  the  constitutional  provision  on  the  subject  of  the 
civil  service  which  will  give  a  preference  to  the  Spanish  War  vet¬ 
erans,  or  the  volunteer  firemen,  or  to  the  militia,  or  to  any  other 
of  the  classes  in  the  community,  which  we  understand  are  asking 
for  a  preference  or  privilege.  Our  understanding  of  the  whole 
theory  of  the  civil  service  is,  as  announced  in  the  present  constitu¬ 
tional  provision,  it  is  based  on  merit  and  fitness.  That,  as  has 
been  said,  is  the  motto  of  some  of  the  civil  service  organizations, 
that  the  best  shall  serve  the  State.  And  we  feel  that  it  is  contrary 
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to  the  principles  of  civil  service,  it  is  contrary  to  the  best  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  State,  that  appointment  and  promotions  in  civil  service 
shall  he  made  from  any  cause  except  merit  and  fitness.  ISTow,  as 
far  as  these  gentlemen,  the  Spanish  War  veterans,  are  the  best 
fitted  for  the  positions,  they  can  win  out  in  the  competition  in 
which  they  meet  the  other  citizens,  and  they  will  find  no  difficulty 
in  getting  the  appointments  that  they  thereby  win,  and  I  am  sure 
every  appointing  officer  will  be  glad  indeed  to  select  a  Spanish- 
American  War  veteran  for  appointment  if  he  finds  his  name 
within  the  first  three  upon  the  list. 

But,  on  the  other  hand,  suppose  that  he  is  not  the  best  fitted  for 
the  position.  Suppose  that  through  his  lack  of  training  or  his 
mental  equipment  he  is  not  fitted  for  the  position  as  compared  with 
some  one  else.  Shall  he  be  appointed  to  serve  the  State  in  prefer¬ 
ence  to  the  man  that  is  fitted  to  do  the  work  ? 

Yow,  it  is  not  a  question  of  responding  to  the  call  of  patriotism. 
We  have  no  quarrel,  I  have  no  quarrel  with  any  of  the  arguments 
that  have  been  presented  here  in  regard  to  the  importance  or 
recognition  of  patriotism.  I  think  everything  that  has  been  said 
has  met  with  a  responsive  chord  in  the  hearts  of  all  of  us.  The 
question  is  whether  it  should  be  recognized  by  placing  men  in  a 
position  for  which  they  are  not  the  most  fit.  You  are,  to  a  certain 
extent,  trustees ;  you  are  trustees  for  the  people  of  the  State. 

Suppose  you  were  trustees  of  a  bank,  trustees  of  any  organiza¬ 
tion,  call  it  a  railroad  company,  and  you  had  to  select  some  sub¬ 
ordinates  to  help  you  do  the  work  of  that  company,  and  suppose 
of  two  men  that  came  before  vou  one  was  better  fitted  for  the  task 

e/ 

and  the  other,  who  was  not  so  well  fitted,  was  a  veteran,  a  Spanish 
War  veteran,  or  a  volunteer  fireman,  or  a  militia  man.  Would 
you,  as  trustees,  feel  that  you  could  properly  employ  the  least  com¬ 
petent  and  least  fitted  man,  notwithstanding  your  admiration  for 
his  patriotism,  which  you  would  undoubtedly  feel,  and  still,  as 
trustees,  vou  would  feel  it  was  your  duty  to  take  the  best  man  for 
the  place  ? 

Yow,  gentlemen,  there  is  one  further  consideration  which  has 
been  brought  out  here  by  a  question  that  was  asked.  One  of  the 
speakers  has  stated  that  he  estimates  that  there  are  about  twenty- 
five  thousand  of  these  Spanish  War  veterans  within  the  State. 
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My  recollection  is  that  there  are  eighteen  thousand  names  on  the 
payroll  of  the  State  at  the  present  time,  as  shown  by  the  record 
of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  of  which  I  am  a  member.  If 
those  twenty-five  thousand  men  are  to  have  a  preference  —  of 
course,  it  is  true  that  not  all  will  seek  for  places  in  the  public 
service,  but  it-  would  be  possible  for  them  all  to  seek  it  —  it  would 
simply  eliminate  all  of  the  other  citizens  from  consideration  and 
appointments.  And  if  the  preference  is  also  to  be  given  to  the 
volunteer  firemen,  and  I  understood,  although  it  is  not  before  us 
to-day,  that  such  an  amendment  has  been  in  the  constitutional  con¬ 
vention,  and  I  am  informed  that  another  amendment  will  be 
introduced  providing  for  the  preference  for  men  who  have  served 
in  the  militia,  there  will  be  no  chance  for  the  other  citizens  of  the 
State  at  all,  and,  no  matter  how  good  a  man  may  be  who  has  not 
served  and  does  not  belong  to  one  of  those  classes,  he  can  never 
serve  the  State.  Vow,  that  is  not  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
State,  and  it  is  not  really  fair,  either,  taking  even  the  point  of 
view  of  the  gentlemen  who  have  spoken  before  me,  who  say  that, 
because  these  men  were  willing  to  risk  their  lives  in  the  cause, 
they  should  be  preferred.  How  about  the  man  who  offered  to 
risk  his  life  and  was  rejected  for  some  defect,  a  defect  of  teeth, 
a  limp  in  his  leg,  or  something  of  that  kind,  and  who  tried  to  go 
to  the  war  and  failed  ?  Is  he  not  to  have  the  same  chance  as  the 
man  who  was  accepted  ?  How  about  the  brother  who  stayed  at 
home  and  helped  to  support  the  mother  and  the  family  while  his 
brother  went  to  war  ?  Does  he  have  no  chance,  also  ?  Gentlemen, 
it  is  not  all  so  one-sided  as  the  advocates  of  this  measure  say,  even 
from  the  standpoint  of  sympathy  or  sentiment. 

But,  coming  back  to  the  other  point,  the  point  of  the  merit  and 

fitness,  we  feel  that  it  is  required  that  the  very  best  people  shall 

be  chosen,  the  one  best  fitted  shall  be  chosen  for  that  service,  and 

that  such  rewards  and  recognition  as  belong  to  the  patriots  who 

served  their  country  in  the  time  of  war  shall  be  evidenced  in  some 

» 

other  form. 

Gentlemen,  there  is  one  other  consideration,  as  well.  This  pref¬ 
erence,  so  far  as  I  know,  has  not  been  given  in  other  states.  If  it 
is  allowed  here,  if  these  Spanish  War  veterans  are  to  be  allowed 
a  preference  in  appointments,  I  am  very  much  afraid  that  there 
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will  be  an  influx  of  Spanish  War  veterans  from  other  states,  add¬ 
ing  to  the  number  able  to  demand  appointments  from  the  State, 

and  the  time  will  come  when  substantially  few  others  will  have  an 

«/ 

opportunity  for  appointment. 

For  these  reasons,  gentlemen,  which  1  have  stated  briefly,  I 
have  to  ask,  although  I  am  sorry  to  have  to  take  that  position  in 
view  of  the  requests  that  have  been  made,  that  this  amendment  be 
not  made  in  the  civil  service  clause  of  the  Constitution. 

Mr.  Olcott: 

Mr.  Ordway,  may  I  ask  you  a  question  ?  If  the  members  of 
the  Constitutional  Convention  are,  as  you  so  eloquently  say,  the 
trustees,  who  are  the  stockholders  ? 

Mr.  Ordway: 

I  think  the  citizens  of  the  State. 

Mr.  Olcott: 

And  to  them  this  question  will  be  put  if  reported  in  the  proper 
amendment  ? 

Mr.  Ordway: 

Precisely. 

Mr.  Olcott: 

So  that  you  cannot  quite  say  we  are  giving  a  gratuity  as  trus¬ 
tees,  but  we  are  leaving  it  to  the  stockholders  to  sav  whether  thev 
will.  In  that  respect —  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Ordway: 

There  was  no  suggestion  of  giving  a  gratuity  to  the  citizens  of 
the  State.  It  was  my  suggestion,  and  it  is  still  my  suggestion, 
that  you  gentlemen  are  trustees  to  present  to  the  State  those  things 
which  you  believe  are  for  the  best  interests  of  the  State,  and  if  the 
delegate  has  intended,  which  I  do  not  believe,  to  suggest  that  vou 
can  shirk  that  responsibility,  by  turning  over  the  vote  to  the  citi¬ 
zens  of  the  State,  and  that  that  justifies  you  in  doing  a  thing  you 
know  you  ought  not  to  do,  I  am  sorry  that  I  cannot  agree  with 
you. 
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Mr.  Oecott  : 

The  delegate  does  not  wish  to  he  so  understood,  hut  the  dele¬ 
gate  savs,  as  trustees,  we  may  put  it  to  the  stockholders,  whether 
gratitude  for  what  has  been  done  in  support  of  our  institutions 
may  not  he  well  compensated  and  evidenced  hy  the  preference 
requested. 

Mr.  Mann  : 

Mr.  Commissioner,  you  spoke  of  the  fact  that  the  merit  system 

should  prevail.  Is  it  not  a  fact,  under  the  rules  of  the  Civil  Serv- 

« 

ice  Commission,  an  applicant  for  appointment  must  pass  a  mini¬ 
mum  examination  ? 

Mr.  Ordway  : 

He  must  in  order  to  get  upon  the  eligible  list. 

Mr.  Mann: 

Upon  the  eligible  list  at  all.  Does  it  make  so  much  difference,, 
so  far  as  eligibility  is  concerned,  of  the  applicant,  and  with  effi¬ 
ciency  or  ability  to  perform  the  duty,  whether  he  passes  at  70  or 
75  or  85  per  cent? 

Mr.  Ordway: 

I  think  it  does.  Of  course  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  concede 
that  competitive  examinations  are  human  institutions.  They  are 
not  perfect.  But  ordinarily  the  man  who  comes  out  at  the  head 
of  an  eligible  list  is  distinctly  the  better  man.  The  man  who  gets 
90  or  95  per  cent  in  examination  is,  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten  if 
not  in  99  cases  out  of  a  hundred,  better  than  the  man  who  passes 
with  a  minimum  passing  mark  of  75. 

Mr.  Mann  : 

Well,  my  experience  has  been  quite  different.  I  have  found 
sometimes  a  man  who  is  at  the  top  of  the  list  who  was  not  nearly 
as  fitted  for  the  particular  place  as  the  man  who  might  have  been 
at  the  middle  or  at  the  bottom.  (Applause.) 

Are  you  familiar  with  the  conditions  that  prevail  in  European 
countries  regarding  civil  service  and  the  preference  given  to  mili¬ 
tary  men  ? 
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I  have  some  familiarity  with  it  although  I  cannot  claim  to  be 
absolutely  acquainted  with  it. 

Mr.  Mann  : 

I  believe  that  it  is  a  fact,  that  in  most  European  countries,  the 
military  men  are  given  a  preference  in  the  civil  service,  and 
veterans  especially. 

Mr.  Ordway: 

My  understanding  is  that  it  is  only  in  some  of  the  inferior 
places  where  that  preference  is  recognized,  as  for  instance,  a 
watchman,  and  cases  of  that  kind.  I  have  here  a  memorandum 
which  has  been  prepared  for  me,  which  touches  upon  that  sub¬ 
ject.  The  statement  as  to  preference  in  England  is  incorrect. 
I  saw  the  British  Consul  General  on  April  3rd  and  he  stated  that 
I  might  state  upon  his  authority  that  there  is  no  preference  what¬ 
ever  in  the  British  competitive  service  for  honorably  discharged 
soldiers  and  sailors. 

Mr.  Mann  : 

What  about  veterans  ? 

Mr.  Ordway  : 

They  are  veterans,  the  honorably  discharged  soldiers  and 
sailors. 

Mr.  Mann  : 

They  may  not  have  been  in  any  war. 

Mr.  Ordway  : 

That  was  understood  to  cover  veterans.  The  policy  of  the 
British  Government,  although  it  rests  upon  no  statutory  provision, 
is  to  give  employment  when  possible  in  public  positions  not  sub¬ 
ject  to  examination  to  honorably  discharged  soldiers  and  sailors. 
The  positions  to  which  this  preference  is  given  are  minor  ones 
such  as  watchmen,  messenger,  porter,  and  the  like,  and  the  giving 
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of  such  preference  is  optional  with  the  head  of  department  and 
depends  upon  the  qualification  of  the  veteran  applying  for  the 
position. 

As  to  the  German  Government,  all  citizens  are  required  to  serve 
either  one  year  (in  the  case  of  citizens  who  have  had  certain 
scholastic  training)  and  two  years  in  the  case  of  all  others.  All 
citizens  are  in  one  sense,  therefore,  practically  veterans.  There 
is,  however,  no  system  of  competitive  examinations  for  civil 
positions  in  Germany,  so  that  their  system  cannot  be  compared 
with  ours.  The  examinations  which  are  held  are  merely  qualify¬ 
ing  examinations.  The  only  preference  which  is  given  in  the 
German  service  is  that  persons  who  have  served  as  non-commis¬ 
sioned  officers  for  twelve  years  are  entitled  to  positions  of  a  minor 
character,  upon  passing  satisfactorily  qualifying  examination. 
Those  are  the  only  foreign  countries  as  to  which  this  report 
applies. 

Mr.  Mann  : 

I  suggest  that  there  is  an  error  in  that  statement,  when  it  says 
that  every  German  male  citizen  is  obliged  to  he  a  soldier.  That 
there  is  only  a  certain  number,  a  percentage  called  for  military 
duty.  Therefore,  there  are  a  great  many,  more  than  half  of  the 
otherwise  eligible  male  inhabitants  generally,  who  do  not  do  mili¬ 
tary  duty  at  all. 

Mr.  Ordway: 

That  does  not  affect  the  point  that  there  is  no  preference  given 
there  to  those  who  have  served,  for  the  higher  positions. 

Mr.  Mann: 

My  experience  over  there  has  given  that  to  me.  The  railroads 
particularly,  and  the  postoffices,  practically  all  of  the  men 
employed  bv  them  have  seen  military  duty. 

Mr.  Unger: 

May  I  ask  you  one  other  question?  You  stated  that  there 
were  about  eighteen  thousand  in  the  civil  service.  That  is  an 
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error. 
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Mr.  Ordway: 

My  recollection  is  that  that  is  a  fact.  On  the  payrolls  we 
certify  about  18,000. 

Mr.  Unger: 

I  understood  that  there  were  about  180,000. 

Mr.  Ordway: 

You  must  be  including  city  service,  I  am  talking  of  State 
service.  There  couldn’t  be  anything  like  180,000  in  the  entire 
State. 

Mr.  Unger: 

My  information  is  about  180,000. 

Mr.  Ordway: 

I  think  not. 

Mr.  Unger: 

The  present  constitutional  provisions  distinctly  designate  that 
appointment  and  so  on  shall  be  made  according  to  merit  and  fit¬ 
ness,  and  does  merit  include  public  service  as  rendered  in  the 
defense  of  the  nation?  I  won’t  attempt  a  specific  definition  of 
merit  and  fitness,  as  distinguished  one  from  the  other,  we  had 
that  all  up  in  the  case  of  the  bill  that  was  passed  under  Governor 
Black’s  administration.  An  attempt  was  made  to  distinguish 
between  the  two,  but  it  failed  very  lamentably  and  was  repealed. 

Mr.  Unger: 

Weren’t  you  instrumental  in  having  this  constitutional  provision 
drafted  ?  What  did  you  mean  by  merit  and  fitness  ? 

Mr.  Ordway: 

I  was  referring  to  the  fact  that  those  words  here  had  been 
used  time  out  of  mind  in  the  civil  service,  from  the  old  bill. 

Mr.  Unger: 

Was  it  thrown  in  gratuitously?

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Mr.  Ordway: 

Xo,  it  was  not  thrown  in  gratuitously  at  all.  It  was  a  phrase 
used  from  the  beginning,  before  my  time,  to  indicate  the  neces¬ 
sary  qualifications  for  individuals  and  persons  in  the  public 
service. 

Mr.  Unger: 

It  occurred  to  me  that  there  might  be  some  distinction. 


Mr.  Dick: 

What  do  you  say  as  to  retaining  in  the  Constitution  the  words 
“  so  far  as  practicable  ”  in  the  two  places  ? 

Mr.  Ordway: 

Although  I  am  not  in  entire  sympathy  with  the  position  pre¬ 
sented  here  by  Mr.  Quigg  and  others,  to  cut  out  an  exemption, 
I  do  not  believe  in  exemptions ;  I  think  they  ought  to  he  cut  out, 
still  I  am  inclined  to  think  it  would  embarrass  the  administration 
of  the  civil  service  if  the  words  “  so  far  as  practicable  ”  were 
stricken  from  that  provision.  That  would  require  that  all 
appointments  be  made  as  a  result  of  competitive  examinations. 
There  are  some  as  to  which  it  might  be  doubtful,  as  to  whether 
it  should  be  done.  There  are  emergencies.  When  a  man  dies 
in  office  or  suddenly  resigns,  and  there  is  no  eligible  list,  it  takes 
from  two  to  three  months  to  prepare  an  eligible  list  or  to  prepare 
examinations,  and  pass  examinations.  Must  that  office  remain 
vacant  in  the  meantime  until  the  list  is  prepared  ?  I  can  see 
various  questions  of  administration  which  seem  to  make  it 
desirable  that  there  should  be  some  discretion  left  with  some 
responsibility  in  regard  to  those  appointments. 

The  Chairman: 

If  I  may  suggest  to  the  members  of  the  Committee  the  appro¬ 
priateness  of  postponing  further  conference  with  Mr.  Ordway. 
There  are  a  number  of  gentlemen  from  out  of  town  who  desire 
to  speak,  and  Mr.  Ordway,  I  know,  is  in  the  Capitol,  and  would 
be  glad  to  meet  the  Committee  at  any  time. 
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Mr.  Ordway: 

I  will  always  be  glad  to  appear  before  you  at  any  time  and 
answer  any  questions.  I  hope  the  time  taken  up  by  these  ques¬ 
tions  will  not  be  taken  from  the  time  for  the  opposition. 

Mr.  Keyes  : 

The  next  speaker  is  the  Civil  Service  Commissioner  who  served 
under  Governor  Hughes,  Mr.  Koscoe  C.  E.  Brown. 

Mr.  Brown: 

I  am  inclined  to  agree  with  one  of  the  gentlemen  who  thought 
it  strange  that  the  Spanish  War  veterans  should  be  in  the  position 
of  coming  and  asking  for  recognition  of  their  patriotic  services, 
because  it  seems  to  me  something  that  the  State  ought  to  be  in 
the  position  of  having  to  pick  out  as  the  reward  for  these  men, 
that  it  gives  them  places  for  which  they  are  comparatively 
unfitted;  comparatively  in  the  sense  in  that  in  an  open  competi¬ 
tion,  other  men  show  a  greater  fitness.  Everything  that  has 
been  said  in  honor  of  these  veterans  I  should  heartily  agree  to. 
We  who  do  not  think  this  a  wise  provision  to  put  in  the  Consti¬ 
tution,  do  not  oppose  it  from  any  desire  to  withhold  from  the 
veterans  any  reward  which  their  patriotism  calls  for.  But  we 
think  that  this  is  an  inappropriate  reward,  because  it  violates 
the  principle  of  democratic  equality  and  equal  chances  for  employ¬ 
ment  in  the  public  service,  and  in  principle  it  tends  to  the 
demoralization  of  the  merit  system. 

This  is  not  a  new  question.  It  has  been  before  the  Legisla¬ 
ture.  It  has  been  before  Civil  Service  Commissions.  I  had  the 
honor  to  serve  for  six  years  in  that  Board,  under  Governor  Hig¬ 
gins,  Governor  Hughes  and  Governor  White,  and  the  matter  was 
frequently  before  us,  and  I  desire  to  call  attention  to  a  report 
in  the  annual  report  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  for  the  year 
1907,  a  discussion  of  this  fact,  and  if  I  may  be  permitted,  I  will 
leave  with  the  Committee  a  few  copies  of  it  which  I  happened 
to  have  in  my  files.  It  discusses  some  of  the  facts,  figures  of  the 
time  which  are  now  perhaps  scarcely  appropriate,  as  the  size  of 
the  service  has  changed,  but  I  should  like  to  call  attention  to  one 
paragraph,  because  it  is  apposite  to  what  one  gentleman  says

about  tbe  fact  that  the  man  at  the  top  of  the  list  is  often  not  the 
best  man.  And  to  meet  that  situation  we  have  in  the  law  or  rules 
the  provision  that  one  out  of  three  may  be  chosen,  and  so  vital 
did  the  Court  of  Appeals  think  that,  that  though  the  law  called 
for  the  appointment  of  the  one  at  the  top  of  the  list,  the  Court 
of  Appeals  declared  it  unconstitutional  and  violating  and  inter¬ 
fering  with  the  primary  rights  of  an  appointing  officer  to  have 
some  choice  in  his  subordinates. 

Commenting  on  that  the  report  at  that  time  said: 

“  One  of  the  most  frequent  pleas  made  to  the  Commission 
to  secure  an  exemption  is  that  an  appointing  officer  shall  have 
more  voice  in  selecting  an  important  subordinate,  that  even 
the  rule  allowing  him  to  pick  one  from  three  does  not  give 
him  a  fair  chance  to  get  assistants  best  fitted  by  personal 
characteristics  as  well  as  by  tested  abilities  for  his  work,  and 
that  if  a  veteran  passes  the  examination,  even  at  the  bottom 
of  a  list  with  a  hundred  better  equipped  men  above  him,  the 
appointing  officer  is  deprived  of  all  power  of  selection.  If 
there  is  the  justice  in  this  claim  for  larger  liberty  of  selection 
from  among  persons  certified  to  be  competent,  then  it  would 
certainly  be  a  calamity  undermining  the  efficiency  of  adminis¬ 
tration  and  the  power  of  public  officers  to  perform  with  credit 
to  themselves  the  duties  for  which  they  are  held  responsible, 
still  further  to  narrow  that  liberty  of  selection  and  prescribe 
the  particular  man  who  must  be  accepted  as  a  subordinate, 
especially  if  that  man,  as  would  frequently  happen,  was  one 
of  the  least  competent  of  a  long  list  of  qualified  applicants. 
Public  officers  entrusted  by  the  people  with  important  duties 
should  not  be  thus  handicapped.  The  people  of  the  State 
should  not  be  deprived  of  the  most  efficient  service  possible  in 
an  effort  to  compound  the  debts  either  of  politics  or  of 
patriotism.  ” 

Hone  of  the  gentlemen  have  called  attention  to  the  matter  of 
promotions.  I  wish  to  also  read  you  just  a  word  from  a  letter  sent 
by  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  in  1908  to  the  Hon. 
Jesse  S.  Phillips,  Chairman  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the 
Assembly,  when  a  somewhat  similar  proposition  was  before  the 
Legislature.  I  begin  in  the  middle: 
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“  It  would  be  particularly  unfortunate  in  the  matter  of 
promotions.  Two  clerks  might  be  working  side  by  side;  one 
a  veteran  who  had  already  secured  his  position  by  favor, 
might  do  work  vastly  inferior  to  that  of  his  neighbor,  yet 
when  it  came  to  filling  a  higher  place  or  receiving  an  increased 
salary  for  the  same  work,  he  would  secure  the  advance  and 
his  more  worthy  neighbor  would  be  passed  by.  Such  a  sys¬ 
tem  would  violate  every  principle  of  fairness  and  democratic 
equality.  It  would  operate  with  especial  injustice  in  the  fire 
and  police  departments  of  the  cities  in  which,  under  the 
operation  of  such  an  amendment,  the  higher  offices  would 
come  to  be  filled  with  veterans.’7 

It  brings  us  squarely  to  the  dictum  of  Governor  Hughes,  when 
he  was  Governor  and  this  subject  came  up,  in  a  speech  he  said : 

“  We  want  in  office,  therefore,  men  who  are  not  just  simply 
over  the  line  of  availability,  but  the  best  men  that  can  be 
obtained.” 

How,  you  gentlemen  of  the  Committee  know,  any  of  you  who 
have  been  teachers  know,  that  in  everv  mass  of  examinations  there 
are  loads  of  men  who  just  skin  through,  and  any  rule  which  would 
inflict  those  men  on  the  State  as  the  men  who  must  inevitably  be 
appointed,  without  any  choice  by  the  appointing  officer,  I  submit, 
would  do  serious  harm. 

I  do  not  have  the  view  that  these  self-reliant  and  able  men  are 
merely  asking  that  they  be  allowed  to  serve  as  ticket  choppers  on 
a  municipal  ferry,  or  do  some  of  those  things  old  and  decrepit 
men  do.  I  look  on  them  as  able  men,  men  who  take  important 
public  places,  and  for  these  we  ought  not  to  allow  the  inferior 
men  on  the  list  to  take  the  precedence.  You  already  have  the 
protection  against  removal  without  recourse  to  the  courts.  If  at 
that  end  you  shut  off  their  removal,  and  then  force  them  into  the 
office  without  recourse  of  the  appointing  officer,  you  come  very 
nearly  getting  stalemate  in  the  management  of  the  offices  of  the 
State. 

I  know  when  a  thing  of  this  kind  is  started,  all  in  good  inten¬ 
tions,  by  an  organization,  it  becomes  an  ideal  of  the  organization’s 
good,  but  I  do  not  believe  that  the  great  body  of  these  self-reliant 
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men  want  to  be  put  in  a  position  of  saying :  “  The  other  fellow 

is  better  than  I  am,  but  I  have  got  the  law  so  loaded  that  the  job 
comes  to  me.” 

Mr.  Keyes  : 

Mr.  Chairman,  may  I  present  the  next  speaker,  the  President 
of  the  Hew  York  City  Civil  Service  Commission,  Mr.  Henry 
Moskowitz. 

Dr.  Moskowitz: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Committee:  If  you  will  permit  me  I  will 
just  read  this  short  paper  and  be  brief. 

So  closelv  knit  in  the  fabric  of  the  common  mind  is  the  merit 
*/ 

system  that  its  opponents  seek  methods  of  indirection  to  under¬ 
mine  it  and  while  its  general  principles  are  acquiesced  in,  various 
attempts  have  been  made  to  seek  privileges  in  the  public  service. 

The  advocates  of  the  proposition  that  preference  be  given  to 
Spanish  War  Veterans  are  attempting  to  introduce  into  the  civil 
service  a  privileged  class  which  can  not  but  result  in  weakening 
the  foundation  of  the  civil  service  which  has  been  built  up  by  so 
much  care  and  thought.  This  provision  is  wrong  in  principle  for 
it  seeks  to  recognize  and  stimulate  patriotism  by  sacrificing  the 
efficiency  of  the  administrative  functions  of  the  State.  If  we  are 
to  reward  those  who  risked  their  lives  to  defend  their  countrv  let 

t J 

us  do  it  openly.  We  should  provide  and  have  provided  an  ade¬ 
quate  pension  system.  Ko  one  objects  to  the  method  of  pensioning 
those  who  have  served  their  country  and  who  are  incapacitated 
for  actual  work.  The  American  people  very  gladly  pay  millions 
to  the  families  of  Civil  War  Veterans.  If  necessary,  it  should 
also  apply  the  pension  system  to  the  veterans  of  the  Spanish  War. 
This  is  a  frank  method  of  rewarding  for  service  and  for  patriot¬ 
ism.  To  give  veterans  of  the  Spanish  War  preference  on  civil 
service  lists,  however,  is  wrong  in  principle  because  it  meets  the 
problem  of  rewarding  patriotism  through  indirect  means.  To  the 
argument  made  that  such  preference  on  civil  service  lists  encour¬ 
ages  patriotism,  my  answer  is  that  it  is  a  veritable  debasement  of 
patriotism.  Firstly,  I  deny  that  any  true  patriot  defends  his 
country  because  in  the  remote  future  he  will  be  rewarded.  This 
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is  a  sordid  view  of  human  nature  and  every  true  American  resents 
this  conception  of  patriotism.  I  deny  emphatically  that  this 
method  of  encouraging  patriotism  is  effective.  As  a  reward  the 
State  pays  too  high  a  price  in  efficiency. 

The  Chairman: 

I  am  sorry  the  time  is  so  short.  You  have  some  statistics  ? 

Dr.  Moskowitz: 

Yes,  Mr.  Chairman. 

The  Chairman  : 

Will  you  proceed  to  those  immediately  ? 

Dr.  Moskowitz: 

Let  me  demonstrate  this  point  by  reference  to  civil  service  lists : 
I  have  made  an  examination  of  seventy-four  eligible  lists  estab¬ 
lished  in  the  vears  1895,  1896  and  1897.  These  are  the  first  three 
years  after  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  of  1894  containing 
the  provision  in  regard  to  the  civil  service  law  giving  Civil  War 
veterans  an  absolute  preference  in  appointment  without  reference 
to  their  standing  on  the  list.  A  study  of  the  figures  shows  the 
following:  Out  of  the  seventv-four  lists  examined,  in  onlv  eleven 
cases  did  the  highest  veteran  receive  as  high  a  percentage  as  the 
highest  non-veteran. 

The  Chairman  : 

I  am  sorry  — 

Dr.  Moskowitz: 

I  have  got  statistics  here  which  would  indicate  the  meaning  of 

this. 

The  Chairman: 

We  will  allow  the  gentleman  to  file  his  statistics  with  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  I  am  sorry  the  time  is  so  very  crowded.  There  are  other 
gentlemen  that  must  be  heard,  from  the  other  side  of  the  case. 
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Dr.  Moskowitz: 

Of  course,  the  opposition  ought  to  have  at  least  a  little  time, 
Mr.  Chairman,  to  adequately  meet  the  arguments  brought  here, 
but  I  will  comply  with  your  request.  I  simply  wish  to  add  this, 
in  conclusion.  A  statement  was  made  here  that  the  difference  in 
percentages  does  not  indicate  a  difference  in  superiority.  My 
answer  to  this,  gentlemen,  is  that  if  civil  service  examinations 
were  perfunctory  and  academic,  if  the  examinations  did  not  con¬ 
sist  in  an  investigation  into  the  experience,  a  written  and  oral  test, 
the  argument  might  have  little  weight.  But  since  the  examina¬ 
tions  into  the  qualifications  of  candidates  are  becoming  so  thorough 
a  difference  in  percentage  means  a  difference  in  superiority  of 
candidates.  I  wish  to  add  this,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  what  the 
civil  service  needs  is  an  elimination  of  dead  wood,  and  we  need 
in  the  civil  service  men  above  mediocrity,  and  that  is  what  gal¬ 
vanizes  the  service,  and  an  attempt  to  seek  preference  of  this  kind 
makes  for  mediocrity  and  dead  wood,  and  results  in  inefficiency 
of  the  service. 

Mr.  Mann: 

Is  it  not  a  fact  that  the  majority  of  the  applicants  in  civil  service 
examinations,  coming  directly  from  the  high  schools,  or  within  a 
short  period  thereafter,  pass  a  better  examination  than  any  one 
else  ? 

Dr.  Moskowitz:  i 

It  is  not.  • 

Mr.  Mann: 

I  ask  you  if  that  is  not  so? 

Dr.  Moskowitz  :  : 

It  is  not. 

Mr.  Mann  : 

My  impression  — 

Dr.  Moskowitz  : 

It  is  not.  It  is  merely  for  certain  types. 
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Mr.  Mann: 

Then  there  is  for  certain  types  ? 

Dr.  Moskowitz:  ,  I 

And  even  there  — 

Mr.  Mann: 

I  i  .  .  ! 

Otherwise  you  qualify  your  statement  ? 

Dr.  Moskowitz: 

I  say  emphatically  it  is  not,  and  I  will  give  you  statistics  to  con¬ 
trovert  that  statement. 

Mr.  Mann  : 

I  would  like  to  have  them. 

Mr.  Olcott  : 

Does  the  gentleman  know  how  many  civil  service  positions  there 
are  in  the  i  State  of  New  York? 

Dr.  Moskowitz  : 

In  the  city  of  New  York  there  are  about  fifty  thousand. 

Mr.  Olcott  : 

Including  police  and  firemen  ? 

Dr.  Moskowitz  : 

Including  police  and  firemen,  and  excluding  teachers,  under 
the  jurisdiction  under  the  civil  service. 

Dr.  Moscowitz’s  submission  for  the  record  is  as  follows: 

“  In  only  five  cases  did  the  lowest  veteran  receive  as  high 
a  percentage  as  the  highest  non-veteran.  The  average  of  the 
highest  veteran  on  these  74  lists  was  84.26.  The  average  of 
the  lowest  veteran  was  80.05.  The  average  of  the  highest 
non-veteran  was  94.49.  It  seems  from  these  figures  that, 
considering  only  the  highest  veterans,  the  result  of  the  Civil 
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War  veteran  provision  was  to  advance  a  candidate  to  the 
head  of  a  list  whose  rating  was  10.13  below  the  average 
rating  of  the  highest  non-veteran.  The  effect  is  even  worse 
wTien  the  lowest  veteran  is  considered.  In  these  cases  the 
result  was  to  place  at  the  head  a  candidate  with  a  percentage 
of  14.45  less  than  the  percentage  of  the  highest  non-veteran. 

“  To  indicate  what  this  means  in  the  number  of  successful 
eligibles  who  would  be  superseded  by  a  veteran,  let  me  call 
your  attention  to  the  following  facts  : 

“  In  promotion  examination  for  Police  Captain,  Vo.  1 
received  the  highest  percentage  of  89.70;  Vo.  167  received 
the  lowest  percentage  of  80.05.  Therefore,  if  a  Spanish  War 
veteran  received  80.05  he  would  be  allowed,  under  this  pro¬ 
posed  amendment  to  the  civil  service  provision,  to  supersede 
167  candidates  who  received  a  higher  mark  in  the 
examination. 

“  In  a  promotion  examination  to  Battalion  Chief,  Fire 
Department,  Vo.  1  received  the  highest  percentage  of  89.40; 
Vo.  46  received  the  lowest  percentage  of  80.  There  if  a 
Spanish  War  veteran  received  80  per  cent  he. would  be  placed 
at  the  head  of  the  list  over  45  men  who  demonstrated  their 
mental  superiority  in  an  examination. 

“In  an  examination  for  Captain  in  the  Fire  Department 
Vo.  1  received  the  highest  percentage  of  87.45;  Vo.  80 
received  the  lowest  percentage  of  80.05.  A  Spanish  War 
veteran  with  80  per  cent  would  he  allowed  to  supersede  the 
79  who  demonstrated  their  mental  superiority  in  the  examina¬ 
tion.  A  difference  of  7  per  cent  may  mean  a  skipping  of  80 
men  on  the  list.  In  a  Police  Captain  examination  a  differ¬ 
ence  of  9  per  cent  means  a  difference  of  167  eligibles.  In  a 
promotion  examination  for  Lieutenant  of  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  Vo.  1  received  the  highest  percentage  of  93;  Vo.  329 
received  83  per  cent;  Vo.  546  received  80  per  cent.  A  Span¬ 
ish  War  veteran  receiving  83  per  cent  would  be  placed  at  the 
head  of  the  list  of  328  men  who  demonstrated  their  mental 
superiority  in  the  examination,  and  if  he  received  80  per 
cent  he  would  be  placed  at  the  head  of  546  men. 
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“  In  a  promotion  examination  for  the  position  of  Sergeant 
in  the  Police  Department  Xo.  1  received  the  highest  per¬ 
centage  of  91.62  and  No.  665  received  81.61.  A  difference 
of  10  per  cent  in  the  examination  may  mean  a  difference  of 
664  names.  No.  908,  the  lowest,  received  80  per  cent. 

“  In  the  original  entrance  examination  a  difference  in  10 
points  may  mean  a  difference  of  200  names.  In  the  examina¬ 
tion  for  clerk,  second  grade,  No.  1  received  the  highest  per¬ 
centage  of  89.60;  No .  292  received  a  percentage  of  79.60; 
No.  535  received  a  percentage  of  75.60. 

“A  person’s  standing  on  the  list  generally  demonstrates  his 
superiority  as  a  candidate.  Ear  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that 
civil  service  examinations  are  no  longer  perfunctory  tests. 
They  consist  in  a  very  careful  investigation  into  the  candi¬ 
date’s  qualifications.  In  many  cases  the  experience  of  the 
candidate  is  rated  and  he  is  given  a  written  and  an  oral  test. 
The  more  thorough  the  examination  the  more  probable  it  is 
that  a  person’s  standing  on  the  list  demonstrates  his  relative 
superiority  to  his  competitors.  In  fact,  the  line  of  demarca¬ 
tion  between  the  average  and  above  the  average  is  shown  by 
one’s  standing  on  the  list.  A  mediocrity  who  is  at  the  bottom 
of  the  list  would  if  he  were  a  Spanish  War  veteran  be  placed 
at  the  top.  ITis  chances  of  appointment  are  favorable  and 
since  the  choice  of  one  out  of  three  is  not  permitted  in  the 

0 

case  of  veterans,  this  rigid  preference  for  (Spanish  War  vet¬ 
erans  would  also  apply. 

“  It  is  obvious  therefore  that  if  this  amendment  is  passed 
the  efficiency  of  the  service  would  he  impaired.  This  would 
he  unfortunate,  as  we  are  aiming  particularly  to  make  the 
merit  system  an  engine  of  efficiency  in  government.  Every¬ 
where  attempts  are  being  made  to  encourage  the  efficiency  of 
men  in  the  service  by  keeping  proper  efficiency  records  and 
giving  promotion  examinations.  These  veterans  would  have 
the  preference  in  promotion  examinations  and  the  very  pur¬ 
pose  of  promotion  examinations  would  be  vitiated  by  such  a 
clause. 
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“  The  civil  service  is  suffering,  in  some  cases,  from  dead 
wood.  All  such  privilege  clauses  in  the  civil  service  make  it 
difficult  for  commissions  and  for  appointing  officers  to  gal¬ 
vanize  their  force.  It  makes  it  easy  for  a  mediocrity  to  get 
into  the  service  and  difficult  to  put  him  out.  If  Spanish  War 
veterans  receive  the  privilege  in  New  York  (State,  veterans  of 
other  states  may  also  be  attracted,  for  it  must  be  borne  in 
mind  that  no  other  state  gives  these  veterans  the  privilege. 
It  was  refused  to  them  in  Massachusetts  and  Ohio.  If  this 
provision  is  embodied  in  the  Constitution,  it  would  result  in 
a  serious  setback  to  the  movement  for  efficiency  in  govern¬ 
ment.  Thoughtful  citizens  are  agreed  that  the  government  of 
the  State  is  a  business  and  that  business  principles  should 
be  applied  to  the  business  of  government.  Let  us  not  mix 
our  emotions.  Business  is  one  thing ;  government  is  another ; 
reward  for  meritorious  service  is  still  another.  This  attitude 
in  mind  toward  government  lias  been  eloquently  expressed  by 
Governor  Hughes,  speaking  before  the  National  Civil  Service 
Reform  League,  when  he  said: 

“  (We  want  in  office  men  who  are  not  simply  just  over  the 
line  of  availability,  but  the  best  men  that  can  be  obtained, 
sorted  out  by  the  best  means;  held  to  the  highest  standards 
of  efficiency ;  made  to  feel  that  it  is  the  highest  honor  to 
serve  the  State;  that  it  is  just  as  sacredly  a  place  of  honorable 
obligation  as  to  go  to  the  front  in  defense  of  the  country  in 
time  of  war.’ 

“  Public  office  is  not  a  gratuity,  but  an  opportunity  of 
service  to  the  community  by  those  best  fitted  to  perform  it. 
To  embody  this  provision  in  the  Constitution  would  be  a 
backward  step  in  civil  service.  It  would  vitiate  the  efforts 
of  those  who  are  attempting  to  make  the  merit  system  an 
engine  of  efficiency.  To  advocate  this  amendment  to  our 
organic  law  in  the  name  of  patriotism  is  a  travesty  upon  the 
word  and,  in  my  judgment,  a  reflection  upon  human  nature 
and,  finally,  it  would  run  counter  to  the  grain  of  the  best 
American  tradition  which,  with  all  due  reverence  to  the  sol¬ 
dier,  recognizes  the  superiority  of  the  civil  over  the  military 
authority.  Fortunately  for  this  country,  we  have  looked  upon 
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the  military  function  in  proper  perspective  and  have  not 
made  out  of  the  soldier  a  privileged  class  in  our  democracy. 
Every  soldier’s  monument  throughout  the  country  testifies  to 
the  reverence  with  which  his  heroism  is  held ;  but  at  the  same 
time  the  American  people  have  seen  fit  to  give  a  fair  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  men  and  women  who  wish  to  become  civil  servants 
to  enter  into  competition  without  giving  any  competitors  any 
unfair  advantage,  and  this  they  have  done  to  conserve  the 
efficiency  of  the  State.  In  the  name  of  our  best  American 
tradition  and  in  the  interest  of  the  State  I  respectfully  ask 
this  Committee  to  reject  this  amendment  to  the  present  very 
adequate  and  fundamental  provision  of  our  Constitution  re¬ 
garding  civil  service. 

“  In  fact,  I  would  go  so  far  as  to  urge  the  Constitutional 
Convention  to  bar  any  Legislature  from  enacting  such  a  pro¬ 
vision  pernicious  to  the  merit  system.” 

Mr.  Keyes: 

Mr.  Ehees,  there  are  representatives  from  civil  service  em¬ 
ployees  who  have  not  been  heard.  May  I  introduce  Mr.  Hadley 
from  Brooklyn? 

The  Chairman: 

Mr.  Hadley  did  not  give  his  name  to  the  Committee,  and  I 
think  we  must  give  preference  to  those  who  indicated  the  desire 
to  be  heard. 

Is  Judge  Danaher  here? 

Mr.  Keyes: 

Yes. 


The  Chairman: 

May  I  ask  you  to  condense  your  remarks  ? 

Judge  Danaher: 

I  will  be  very  brief.  I  represent  the  Patrolmen’s  Association 
of  the  City  of  Rochester,  and  an  element  in  the  great  problem 
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which  you  have  before  you  that  has  not  been  considered,  namely, 
the  element  of  the  men  who  have  won  their  promotion  and  who 
are  in  the  civil  service  and  are  very  seriously  affected  by  the 
proposition  now  before  the  Constitutional  Convention. 

1  have  had  the  honor  of  appearing  for  quite  a  number  of  times 
before  the  Legislature  upon  this  proposition,  a  dozen  times  more 
or  less  in  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years,  and  invariably  the  question 
of  the  preference  of  the  Spanish  War  veterans  has  been  denied 
for  many  good  and  important  reasons,  both  of  state  and  of 
economics. 

Vow,  this  bill,  while  it  is  presumably  a  bill  for  the  benefit  of 
Spanish  War  veterans,  is  much  broader  in  its  scope  than  possibly 
the  Committee,  at  least  as  far  as  the  speakers  themselves  are  con¬ 
cerned,  have  outlined,  because  it  says  that  “  all  the  honorably 
discharged  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  who  have  served  as  such 
in  the  Army,  Navy  or  Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States  in  the 
time  of  war.”  Now,  the  bill  is  not  limited  to  Spanish  War 
veterans,  in  order  to  give  them  a  preference,  and  if  this  thing 
comes  into  the  Constitution,  and  unhappily  we  get  into  trouble, 
there  may  be  a  million  of  men  added  to  the  contingent  possibilities 
of  the  office-holding  class  with  preference.  Or,  in  other  words, 
the  bill  is  broader  than  the  Spanish  War  veterans  intended  it 
should  be,  and  opens  up  a  new  field  of  thought. 

Now,  again,  the  matter  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of 
the  Legislature  a  dozen  times,  that,  while  the  bill  states,  or  the 
proposition  states,  that  it  is  limited  to  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  citizenship  and  residence  in  the  United  States  is  a  matter 
of  preference,  a  matter  of  intention.  There  were  260,000  veterans 
in  the  Spanish- American  War,  and  they  not  only  include  the 
Spanish  War  veterans  of  all  these  States  of  the  Union,  who  can 
come  here  overnight  and  declare  their  intentions,  and  bring  them¬ 
selves  within  the  terms,  that  it  brings  in  all  these  regular  army 
soldiers,  that  have  served  at  any  time  under  any  circumstances, 
not  only  in  the  Indian,  but  in  the  Chinese  War,  which  seems  to 
have  been  entirely  overlooked.  The  result  is  this:  That  while 
we  talk  about  2,500  men  now,  there  is  a  possibility  of  a  million 
being  brought  in,  and  that  the  phraseology  of  this  thing  is 
changed,  provided  we  get  into  a  war  at  the  present  time.  But 
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now  we  come  down  to  the  question  of  the  2,500.  There  are  25,000 
Spanish- American  War  veterans  in  the  State,  and  2,500  in  office, 
and  it  is  for  those  men  for  whom  I  appear  to-day,  and  I  want 
to  say  that  this  class  which  says  that  they  shall  be  entitled  to 
preference  in  appointment  and  promotion  over  all  others,  without 
regard  to  their  standing  on  any  lists  from  which  such  appoint¬ 
ments  and  promotions  may  be  made,  is  entirely  unfair. 

Now,  the  Police  Department  in  the  City  of  Rochester  told  me 
that  there  are  about  ten  per  cent  of  the  force  veterans  of  the 
Spanish- American  War.  There  are  about  28  altogether.  There 
are  only  about  seven  promotions  in  four  years,  and  the  result  is 
that  as  far  as  the  men  on  the  force  are  concerned,  who  have 
earned  their  promotions  and  who  have  a  higher  percentage  on  the 
examination,  who  may  be  better  men  and  better  police  officers 
and  better  entitled  to  prove  it,  they  have  absolutely  no  show,  and 
if  there  are  but  five  or  six  of  the  Spanish  War  veterans  get  on 
it,  all  the  rest  are  out  for  the  balance  of  their  lives,  and  that 
applies  throughout  the  entire  civil  service  of  the  State.  It 
applies  in  the  police  and  fire  departments  of  every  city  of  the 
State.  It  applies  to  all  the  public  offices.  It  is  not  that  you  are 
going  to  benefit  the  Spanish  War  veterans  as  much  as  the  harm 
you  are  going  to  do  those  men  who  have  done  no  harm,  and  who 
are  entitled  to  some  consideration  by  reason  of  the  fact  that,  after 
a  competitive  examination,  they  have  won  their  places  in  the 
public  service.  You  are  going  to  stagnate  promotion.  You  are 
going  to  harm  them,  to  hurt  them,  in  their  families  and  pocket- 
books.  If  the  Spanish  War  veterans  could  get  preference  with¬ 
out  harming  somebody  else,  well  and  good.  But  if  there  are 
two  men  in  the  service,  and  one  is  entitled  by  years  of  merit  and 
standing,  and  percentage  on  the  examination,  and  the  fact  that 
the  entire  citizenship  of  the  city  might  want  to  reward  him  for 
bravery  or  a  brave  act,  if  he  is  on  the  list,  he  has  got  to  stand 
there  and  see  men  pass  and  pass  over  him.  The  result  is,  from 
the  practical  standpoint,  you  are  cutting  out  promotion  and  creat¬ 
ing  dissensions,  and  creating  bad  blood  and  bad  feeling  in  the 
entire  service  of  the  State,  every  town,  city  and  village,  and 
police  and  fire  departments,  and  every  other  branch  of  the  serv¬ 
ice,  and  I  think  it  is  a  matter  of  great  importance.  There  are 
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two  points  of  view,  the  point  of  view  of  the  men  who  have  civil 
service  as  a  theory,  the  point  of  view  of  men  who  view  it  from 
a  practical  standpoint,  and  it  is  for  those  men  that  I  appear 
to-day  and  appeal. 

I  can  go  further.  One  other  thing  is  this.  Again,  another 
unfairness  in  regard  to  the  last  paragraph,  “  that  such  soldiers, 
sailors  and  marines,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  preference  in  reten¬ 
tion  in  such  service  over  all  others  of  the  same  order  as  herein 
provided.’7  How  unfair  and  unjust.  There  are  twenty  men 
to  be  laid  off.  There  are  forty  on  the  list.  The  twenty  men  have 
earned  their  retention  by  years  of  service;  and  yet  some  Spanish 
War  veteran  comes,  has  only  been  on  the  job  a  week,  and  he  holds 
his  job,  while  the  man  on  it  for  twenty  years,  who  has  shown  his 
proficiency  and  his  good  service,  has  got  to  walk  the  plank.  That 
is  absolutely  unfair,  and  it  is  unjust  to  the  service,  therefore, 
I  say,  irrespective  of  all  questions  of  what  we  might  denominate 
the  highbrow  point  of  view  of  the  civil  service  question.  This 
practical  standpoint  of  the  man  on  the  job  has  to  be  considered 
irrespective  of  the  phraseology  of  this  law  that  grows  over  the 
entire  possibilities  of  the  regular  army  of  the  United  States,  as 
well  as  the  Spanish  War  veterans,  for  the  past  fifteen  years,  as 
a  contingent  possibility  of  office-holding  preference,  to  say  noth¬ 
ing  if  we  get  into  a  later  war;  you  will  add  millions  to  it. 

I  want  to  represent  the  case  of  the  man  now  on  the  job. 

The  Chairman: 

It  is  unfortunate  that  it  is  impossible  to  hear  every  one  here. 
It  is  necessary  at  this  juncture  to  close  the  appearances  for  the 
opposition  to  the  bill.  The  gentlemen  who  are  interested  in  the 
proposal  of  the  bill  now  have  twenty  minutes  for  rebuttal.  There 
are  many  men  who  have  appeared  in  advocacy  of  the  hill  who 
wfill  be  unable  to  speak,  and  I  assure  you  that  those  of  you  who 
come  to  appear  in  opposition  to  the  bill  will  appreciate  our 
inability  to  extend  the  hearing  without  limit. 

Mr.  Jones: 

The  next  speaker  will  be  Maurice  Simmons,  Past  Commander 
in  Chief,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 
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Mr.  Simmons: 

Mr.  Chairman,  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Committee :  My 
remarks  will  be  brief,  pardon  me  if  they  are  disjointed. 

First,  we  are  asking  for  no  preference  for  the  veterans  of  all 
the  wars  to  come,  no  preference  for  the  National  Guard  or  any 
other  body.  We  are  asking  you  to  give  preference  to  that  limited 
few,  for  the  survivors  of  the  twenty  thousand  or  more  men  who 
went  out  from  New  York  State,  the  number  being  recorded  in 
the  official  report  I  hold  now.  So  much  for  that. 

The  Chairman: 

May  I  ask  a  question  ?  Is  it  your  proposal  that  this  preference 
shall  be  given  only  to  men  who  enlisted  from  New  York  State? 

Mr.  Simmons: 

If  the  Committee  in  its  beneficence  extended  it  to  all  residents 
of  New  York  State,  it  would  he  fair,  but  if  the  Committee  in 
its  last  analyses  should  only  extend  it  to  those  who  enlisted 
from  New  York  State  it  would  accord  some  measure  of  relief. 
I  would  rather  see  it  extended  to  every  man  a  resident  of  this 
State  who  served  the  colors. 

Now,  as  to  this  inundation  proposition  that  my  friend  Dr. 
Moskowitz  talks  about.  You  saw  that  picture  of  irruption  of 
Vandals  and  Goths  into  the  civil  service,  tear  down  the  whole 
fabric  so  delicately  erected  by  this  gentleman.  You  know,  as 
students  of  the  history  of  your  State,  that  half  a  million  men 
went  from  this  State  to  serve  in  the  war  between  the  states. 
This  preference,  absolute  preference,  was  granted  them  in  1894. 
Seven  or  eight  years  ago  I  had  occasion  to  go  very  intimately  into 
this  whole  question,  and  I  saw  Frank  Spencer,  Secretary  of  the 
Municipal  Civil  Service  Commission  at  that  time,  and  from  his 
long  experience,  extending  over  many  years,  I  inquired  what  was 
the  percentage  of  Grand  Army  men  that  occupied  positions  in 
the  civil  service  of  the  State  of  New  York.  He  told  me  about 
one  per  cent!  So  that  is  the  picture  of  five  hundred  thousand 
men  occupying  all  the  jobs  in  New  York  City.  One  per  cent! 
I  then  saw  some  of  the  State  authorities  and  they  also  concurred ; 
and  I  saw  ex-Judge  Louis  Griffiths  of  Troy,  now  dead,  an 
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authority  on  those  affairs,  and  a  State  authority,  and  he  told  me 
that  the  fraction  in  the  State  employment  was  a  fraction  of  one 
per  cent.  Vow,  if  the  representatives  of  these  half  million  only 
occupy  one  per  cent,  or  a  fraction  of  one  per  cent,  in  the  service, 
what  fraction  will  be  occupied  by  us  or  the  survivors  of  the  twenty 
thousand  or  more  who  went  out  from  Yew  York  State  ?  Eighteen 
thousand  men,  Spanish  War  veterans,  occupying  positions  in  the 
civil  service  of  the  State!  Vow,  I  am  afraid  that  Mr.  Ordway 
draws  upon  his  imagination  for  his  facts,  or  has  confused  his 
decimal  points.  Why,  down  in  Vew  York  City,  I  know  the 
conditions  as  to  the  Spanish  War  veterans  accurately.  I  have 
been  in  the  harness,  and  was  an  office  holder,  I  now  hold  no  office, 
but  just  as  in  the  time  of  peace,  I  continue  the  occupation  I  held 
as  an  ordinary  citizen,  and  I  have  worked  continuously  and 
intensely  during  the  17  years  since  the  war  in  work  of  our  organ¬ 
ization,  and  works  of  patriotism,  and  I  know,  from  the  fact  that 
we  have  gone  over  each  city  department  with  a  rake,  or  a  fine 
tooth-comb,  in  order  to  make  every  man  who  is  a  Spanish  War 
veteran  come  in  and  help  our  patriotic  work.  We  have  rooted 
them  out  of  the  holes,  found  them  out,  every  man  in  the  municipal 
service,  and  the  number  does  not  exceed  a  thousand.  Mr. 
Markowitz  told  you  about  50,000  in  the  civil  service  of  the  city. 
He  has  included  teachers  and  others.  I  tell  you  a  fact  that  has 
been  mooted  from  every  rostrum  of  our  campaign  of  economy, 
and  that  is  that  there  are  80,000  municipal  employees  in  our 
city,  and  one  thousand  of  those  fellows  are  Spanish  War  veterans, 
one-eightieth  are  these  vandals  tearing  down  the  system.  Are 
we  going  to  tear  things  down  ?  Are  you  going  to  admit  me  and 
the  other  fellow  ?  You  cannot  get  into  the  fire  department  or  the 
police  department.  There  is  a  thirty-year  limit,  and  we  fellows 
are  getting  towards  the  forties  and  are  beginning  to  feel  the 
twinges  of  rheumatism.  It  is  seventeen  years  now  since  the  war

and  vou  will  find  the  same  bars  down  in  most  of  the  city 

t J 

departments. 

Vow,  really,  Mr.  Quigg  told  you  that  the  man  who  winks  at  a 
war  can  get  a  pension,  referring  to  us,  and  I  think  it  was  inti¬ 
mated  by  some  of  the  other  speakers  that  you  ought  to  turn  us  out 
into  the  streets  and  have  us  knock  at  the  doors  of  the  Government,

and  give  us  a  pension.  We  don’t  want  pensions.  The  Spanish 
War  veterans  as  an  organization  have  not  asked  for  a  pension. 
As  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Organization,  I  formulated  its 
policy.  We  don’t  want  a  pension  for  ourselves.  We  do  not  believe 
in  general  pensions,  unless  we  are  absolutely  physically  disabled, 
and  that  disability  resulted  from  the  war.  What  we  have  asked 
for  is  relief  for  our  widows  and  orphans,  and  have  asked  the 
Government  to  give  the  widows  and  orphans  the  same  relief  that 
the  states  are  according  the  generality,  the  destitute  widows.  We 
come  to  the  Government  and  ask  them  to  give  it  to  our  indigent 
widows,  that  is  all  we  are  asking. 

Yow,  we  can  not  get  a  pension  under  present  laws.  If  Mr. 
Quigg  investigated,  he  would  find  you  must  be  physically  disabled, 
and  disabled  in  the  time  of  service,  and  they  want  ironclad  proof. 
The  gentlemen  at  the  pension  office  are  all  ironclad. 

Yow,  Mr.  Quigg  says  he  is  against  this  measure,  and  believes 
in  the  spoils  system.  Well  whom  do  you  want  in  the  civil  service, 
the  spoilsman  who  goes  into  the  civil  service  to  get  what  he  can 
out  of  it,  or  the  patriot  who  goes  into  the  civil  service  to  give  the 
best  there  is  in  him  to  his  countrv  ? 

Yow,  you  fix  your  percentage  list,  these  various  commissions: 
I  think  it  is  seventy  or  eighty  per  cent.  If  they  want  a  better 
quality  of  soldiers,  let  them  raise  it  to  eighty-five  or  ninety  per 
cent ;  but  they  fix  the  standard  of  competency.  Say  a  man  is 
eligible  at  eighty  per  cent.  I  turn  to  the  example  of  private 
employment.  First,  two  men  do  come  before  you.  Turn  to  the 
private  employer.  They  gave  an  example  of  banks  and  trustees. 
Two  of  us  come  before  you  for  the  position  of  gardener.  This 
fellow  knows  more  about  botany  than  I  do,  and  the  weight  of 
Jupiter,  the  number  of  rings  around  Saturn.  I  come  in  and  take 
the  examination  with  him,  and  on  the  test  you  impose,  the  stand¬ 
ard  you  fix,  I  qualify  on  your  own  examination.  You  say, 
measure  up  to  that  line,  and  you  qualify.  Then  we  both  turn 
around  and  ask  you  for  the  job. 

Yow,  sir,  somebody  attempted  to  take  your  life;  your  life  was 
threatened  at  one  time.  This  other  man  was  around  and  a  few 
others.  Somebody  attempted  to  strike  you,  and  you  needed  some¬ 
body  to  help  you  and  to  risk  his  life  to  save  yours.  We  are  both 
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here,  we  are  both  qualified,  this  other  fellow  and  I.  He  has  a  few 
more  per  cent  than  I.  Whom  are  you  going  to  employ  in  ordinary 
decency  and  gratitude? 

1  have  a  mass  of  facts  here,  and  I  am  not  going  to  take  up  your 
time.  I  challenge  the  statement  that  other  state  governments  do 
not  grant  preference.  I  point  to  Massachusetts;  Hew  York  to 
Civil  War  veterans;  to  Jersey,  to  Civil  War  and  Spanish  War 
veterans ;  Pennsylvania,  Civil  War  veterans ;  Ohio,  for  more  than 
a  decade,  and  Michigan,  both  to  Civil  War  veterans  and  Spanish 
War  veterans;  Illinois,  which  grants  to  Civil  War  veterans;  Iowa, 
to  both  Civil  and  Spanish  War  veterans;  Wyoming,  Civil  and 
Spanish  War  veterans;  Oregon  and  Washington  are  doing  so. 
The  Hational  Government  has  formulated  its  policy,  and  we  all 
know  the  State  should  march  to  the  music  of  the  national  Gov¬ 
ernment.  The  Hational  Government  gives  an  absolute  preference 
to  the  veteran  who  suffers  from  any  physical  defect.  It  even  does 
not  take  up  the  question  of  an  eligible  list.  It  gives  absolute 
preference  to  him  for  physical  disability. 

How,  gentlemen,  there  are  a  good  many  things  I  would  like  to 
say.  I  would  like  to  meet  the  contention  about  England  if  you 
will  indulge  me  a  minute,  and  do  not  count  it  against  my  esteemed 
colleague,  who  is  to  follow  me. 

Here  is  a  parliamentary  report.  I  will  read  a  sentence  or  two. 
I  read  from  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  ex-soldiers  and  sailors, 
1906,  Cd.  2991,  page  1.  A  Committee  report  : 

“  It  would  greatly  popularize  service  in  the  army,  and 
improve  the  status  of  the  soldier,  if  serving  with  the  colors 
could  be  made,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  a  condition  of 
appointment  for  employment  in  the  departments  of  the 
public  service.” 

Page  13 : 

“  That  their  character  and  behavior  (ex-soldiers  and  sail¬ 
ors)  is  quite  up  to  the  average,  and  that  they  are  more 
punctual,  generally  cleaner,  and  more  subject  to  discipline 
than  civilians.” 
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Page  14: 

“  We  cannot  too  strongly  urge  this  view;  whatever  claim 
the  soldier  may  have  for  employment  upon  the  patriotic 
citizen,  his  claim  on  his  old  employer,  the  state,  is  greater.” 

I  am  quoting  from  an  English  speaking  country,  not  a  militar¬ 
istic  country,  a  country  like  ours  in  the  system  of  jurisprudence, 
voluntary  enlistment,  thoughts,  sentiments  and  traditions : 

“  We  therefore  most  urgently  urge  that  definite  instruc¬ 
tions  should  be  issued  to  the  various  Departments  that  ex¬ 
soldiers  and  sailors  are  to  be  given  a  prior  claim  to  employ¬ 
ment  in  the  various  posts  in  the  Government  service.” 

Page  28 : 

“  We  feel,  moreover,  that  by  this  means  only  can  the  state 
relieve  itself  of  the  moral  obligation  which  is  placed  upon  it 
for  those  who  have  borne  arms  and  endangered  their  lives  in 
its  service.” 

In  conclusion,  let  me  echo,  gentlemen,  the  sentiment  with  which 
Mr.  Ordway  opened.  Put  these  men  in,  these  men  who  love 
country,  these  men  who  hate  corruption  in  the  civil  service,  these 
men  who  in  time  of  war,  were  willing  to  eliminate  themselves,  and 
give  themselves  up  completely  to  the  service  of  the  Government; 
put  them  in,  instead  of  time  servants,  instead  of  the  men  who  by 
fawning,  and  by  long  political  service,  qualify  for  the  position. 
And  in  the  words  of  Mr.  Ordway,  the  best  shall  serve  the  state. 
Do  not  in  hTew  York,  when  all  the  rest  of  the  nation  is  showing 
its  appreciation  of  the  soldiers,  do  not  in  Yew  York  when  we  have 
this  chance,  our  only  chance, —  our  only  day  in  court,  this  'Con¬ 
stitutional  Convention.  As  I  say  it  is  our  only  opportunity,  and 
do  not  by  your  action,  prove  that  Yew  York  is  the  worst  of  God’s 
creatures,  an  ingrate. 

Mr.  Jones: 

The  next  speaker  will  be  the  Honorable  Henry  F.  Cochran. 
Mr.  Cochran: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Committee:  In  conclusion  of  this  side  of  the 
question,  I  desire  to  say  that  I  doubt  if  there  is  a  man  among  the 
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membership  of  the  Spanish  War  veterans  who  does  not  subscribe 
to  the  merit  system  as  the  most  effective  means  of  administering 
government,  and  when  we  advance  that  contention,  we  do  so,  con¬ 
scious  of  this  fact :  that  the  Spanish  War  veteran,  by  the  sacrifice 
that  he  makes,  by  the  devotion  to  the  country  which  he  displayed, 
and  by  that  spirit  of  patriotism  that  he  displayed  on  every  occa¬ 
sion,  demonstrated  beyond  cavil  or  question  that  he  possessed  the 
fitness  which  the  Constitution  demanded  of  the  Civil  War  veteran. 
The  fitness  was  displayed  in  the  first  place  by  the  self-abnegation, 
by  that  se  f-denial,  that  withdrawal  from  the  walk  of  civil  life, 
from  the  ranks  of  the  citizenry,  devoting  themselves  to  their  own 
individual  pursuits.  He  displayed  his  fitness  when  he  was  willing 
to  embark  upon  any  enterprise,  no  matter  what  privation,  no 
matter  what  hardship  he  was  called  upon  to  endure,  no  matter 
what  hardship  or  distemper  was  before  him,  and  if  that  is  not  a 
test  of  fitness  the  world  over,  my  conception  of  the  term  is  sadly 
at  fault.  Fitness  for  the  civil  service  of  the  state  does  not  lie  in 
the  ability  to  demonstrate  a  theorem  or  to  expound  the  archives  of 
Alexandria,  or  because  a  man  possesses  a  single  quality  of  the  edu¬ 
cational  test.  It  means  that  other  things  enter  into  the  question. 
It  means  that  he  must  be  considered  from  every  viewpoint  of 
intelligence  and  from  the  viewpoint  of  good  citizenry,  and  it  is 
by  the  union  of  both  that  fitness  is  established  and  a  competent 
public  official  is  obtained. 

The  State  of  Hew  York  has  never  been  corrupted  or  defiled  by 
the  advantage  given  to  the  Civil  War  veterans.  That  has  stood 
the  test  for  upwards  of  thirty  years  in  this  State,  and  it  is  a  pecu¬ 
liar  and  a  singular  commentary  upon  this  gathering  and  the  argu¬ 
ments  that  have  been  advanced  in  opposition  to  this  provision 
that  not  one  incident  can  be  shown  wherein  the  civil  service  of  this 
State  has  lost  one  jot  or  tittle  of  its  efficiency  as  a  result  of  that 
provision  engrafted  upon  the  organic  law  of  this  'State.  We  turn 
to  every  land  that  is  worthy  of  the  description  of  a  civilized  nation, 
and  we  find  that  in  nearly  every  case  that  the  veteran,  the  man 
wTho  gets  to  the  fore  in  the  time  of  political  emergencies,  is  accorded 
his  recognition,  not  as  a  matter  of  favor  but  as  a  matter  of  right, 
and  in  no  instance  has  it  ever  been  proclaimed  that,  because  he 
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underwent  the  discipline,  because  he  was  educated  to  the  battle, 
was  a  good  soldier,  that  he  in  any  measure  lacked  the  efficiency 
that  a  competent  public  service  should  enjoy. 

It  has  been,  asserted  here  that  this  measure  is  limited  in  its 
enjoyment  to  the  membership  of  the  Spanish-American  War  vet¬ 
erans.  I  deny  that.  We  stand  here  ready  to  submit  to  this  body 
a  petition  signed  by  75,000  people  of  the  State  of  New  York 
urging  the  adoption  of  this  measure.  We  have  in  addition  the 
legislative  enactment  of  two  years,  one  designed  to  correct  the 
imperfection  of  the  previous  enactment,  whereby  it  was  aimed  to 
give  the  Spanish-American  War  veterans  the  very  thing  they 
asked  for  and  with  which  they  would  be  content  if  it  were  not  for 
the  divided  views  of  the  courts  of  this  State  upon  that  question. 

Someone  said  that  the  countries  abroad  failed  to  recognize  as 
in  the  measure  contemplated  now  the  soldier  and  the  veteran  of 
the  country.  I  deny  that  with  all  the  emphasis  I  can  command. 
Hot  only  is  it  so  in  England  that  the  advanced  trend  of  public 
opinion  is  in  that  direction,  but  in  Italy  the  veteran  of  the  Nea¬ 
politan  War  is  to-day  preferred  above  all  others,  and  not  only  in 
public  employment  but  private  employment  as  well.  (Applause.) 
The  veteran  of  the  war  both  in  England  and  Italy  to-day,  the  only 
conspicuous  countries  with  which  we  can  deal,  both  provide  that 
the  veteran  shall  be  recognized.  In  private  employment  the  rule 
is  that  the  veteran  shall  first  be  employed,  and  shall  be  the  last 
to  be  dismissed  from  the  private  service.  So  that  recognition  is 
extended  from  one  end  of  the  world  to  the  other,  and  it  would  be 
a  singular  commentary  upon  the  fairness  and  justice  and  decency 
of  the  State  of  Hew  York  to  refuse  to  submit  this  question  to  the 
electorate  through  the  medium  of  engrafting  it  upon  the  next 
Constitution  to  be  submitted  to  the  people. 

We  concede  and  know  that  the  action  of  this  Committee  is  not 
final.  We  know  that  it  is  the  first  step  in  a  given  direction,  and  we 
say  that  in  deference  not  only  to  this  gathering,  but  to  the  spon¬ 
taneous  expression  that  we  find  in  the  past  legislation,  in  petitions 
that  will  be  submitted  to  the  Constitution,  in  deference  to  all 
that,  we  say  this  Committee  should  submit  to  the  people,  whose 
trustees  they  are,  as  Mr.  Olcott  very  properly  said,  the  question  as 
to  whether  or  not  this  recognition  shall  be  given  to  the  veterans 
of  the  Spanish-American  War. 
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Just  one  word  and  I  shall  have  finished.  As  I  came  in  I  was 
handed  an  extract  from  a  recent  publication  which  points  me  to 
the  fact  that  by  an  executive  order  the  civil  service  rules  have 
been  waived  by  the  Federal  Government  in  regard  to  the  care 
and  conduct  of  public  property  belonging  to  the  Federal  authori¬ 
ties.  In  other  words,  by  an  executive  order  it  is  recognized  that 
those  who  have  displayed  their  patriotism  in  a  time  of  danger  are 
the  first  to  be  accorded  the  privilege  of  protecting  public  property. 

I  think  that  this  Committee,  with  that  as  a  precedent,  can  very 
well  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
long  may  he  live.  (Applause.)  And  no  more  fitting  supplement 
to  that  order  could  he  found  than  in  the  expression  which  will 
emanate  from  your  Committee,  in  recommending  this  measure  to 
the  full  Convention,  and  subsequently  to  the  electors  of  the  State 
of  Few  York.  (Applause.) 

The  Chairman: 

The  Committee  is  greatly  indebted  to  all  of  these  gentlemen 
who  have  appeared  and  presented  their  views  upon  this  proposed 
amendment.  The  Committee  regrets  the  time  limit  which  makes 
it  impossible  to  listen  to  all  who  are  here  and  ready  to  speak.  The 
Committee  will  very  gladly  receive  from  anybody  who  desires  to 
do  so  written  statements  of  their  opinions,  and  have  them  upon 
the  files  of  the  Committee  and  give  them  the  fullest  consideration. 
The  hearing  is  now  closed. 

(Thereupon  at  2.17  p.  m.  the  hearing  adjourned.)

Introduction 


We  desire  to  express  to  the  Committee  our  appreciation  for  the 
hearing  granted  us  in  this  matter,  but  regret  that  the  time  your 
Committee  was  able  to  allow  us  was  insufficient  to  properly  pre¬ 
sent  our  arguments,  and,  therefore,  we  are  taking  advantage  of 
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the  opportunity  of  your  ruling,  and  herewith  respectfully  present 
the  following  memorandum  in  refutation  of  the  arguments  ad¬ 
vanced  by  the  opponents  of  the  measure. 

At  the  outset  permit  us  to  say  that  we  ardently  support  com¬ 
petitive  examination  as  the  best  method  at  present  devised  to 
ascertain  the  merit  and  fitness  for  appointment  and  promotion  in 
the  civil  service,  and,  waiving  aside  for  the  present  whether  or 
not  it  is  feasible  and  practicable  to  fill  advantageously  every  posi¬ 
tion  by  this  method,  we  respectfully  submit  that  “  merit  and  fit¬ 
ness  ”  describe  different  qualifications. 

“  Fitness  ”  may,  and  can  be,  shown  by  examination.  The  vet¬ 
eran  will  prove  his  fitness  by  attaining  necessary  grades.  “  Merit  ” 
embraces  both  “  fitness  ”  and  other  attributes  which  cannot  be 
ascertained  by  examinations.  “  Merit ”  is  now  differentiated  in 
part  from  “  fitness  ”  in  promotions  by  the  injection  of  length  of 
service  (seniority)  and  the  “  personal  factor.”  The  veteran  as¬ 
serts  that  he  possesses  a  certain  and  definite  merit  which  the  other 
does  not  possess,  viz.,  his  disciplinary  training  and  his  sacrificial 
service  to  the  (State. 

Chief  Croker,  in  an  interview  to  the  World,  June  6,  1910,  the 
only  time  he  was  known  to  single  out  any  unit  for  praise,  and 
doing  it  only  to  prove  his  point,  said : 

“  The  best  truck  company  in  Greater  New  York  is  No.  6, 
in  Canal  street.  Every  man  is  physically  perfect,  with  big 
chest  and  lungs  and  nerve.  Every  man  is  from  the  Army 
and  Navy  and  they  know  discipline.  But  I  doubt  if  the 
civil  service  people  would  consider  them  good  material.” 

An  investigation  disclosed  that  these  Army  and  Navy  men  were 
Spanish  War  veterans. 

POINT  I 

THERE  WAS  A  TOTAL  FAILURE  TO  SHOW  THAT 
THE  SERVICE  WAS  ADVERSELY  AFFECTED  BY  THE 
TWENTY  YEARS  OF  PREFERENCE  ACCORDED  THE 
CIVIL  WAR  VETERAN. 

The  opponents  of  the  amendment  had  available  all  official  rec¬ 
ords  and  could  have  supplied  the  Committee  with  full  and  com¬ 
plete  data  of  every  kind,  but  more  especially  of  the  harm  done 
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the  service,  if  any,  by  the  twenty  years  of  preference  accorded 
that  large  element  of  our  population,  the  Civil  War  veteran;  but 
there  was  a  marked  absence  of  even  an  inference  that  the  slightest 
harm  had  been  done  the  service  either  in  its  efficiency,  its  morale, 
its  representative  character  or  in  any  other  respect.  Nor  was 
there  any  attempt  to  show  that  the  body  politic  had  suffered  from 
class  legislation  or  military  aggrandizement.  This  total  absence 
of  all  data  in  this  respect  or  even  reference  thereto  must  be  taken 
as  an  unqualified  admission  of  our  constantly  reiterated  conten¬ 
tion,  that  preference  to  the  Civil  War  veterans  has  not  only  not 
injured  the  service  of  the  body  politic,  but,  on  the  contrary,  has 
benefited  both.  It  should  have  been  admitted  or  denied  openly. 

Such,  indeed,  is  the  truth.  It  cannot  be  successfully  contro¬ 
verted  and  very  few  in  the  State  have  the  temerity  or  the  will  to 
attempt  it.  Therefore,  if  the  half-million  of  those  veteran  eligi- 
bles  for  civil  service  positions  did  not  injuriously  affect  the  serv¬ 
ice,  is  it  not  merely  a  bogey  that  is  now  being  set  up  against  the 
25,000  Spanish  War  veteran  eligibles?  The  State  has  been  proud 
of  its  veterans  and  is  unwilling  that  their  privileges  should  be 
abated.  Can  it  be  believed  that  the  people  are  now  in  a  mood  to 
repudiate  and  reverse  their  policy  of  generations?  Should  they 
not  have  the  right  to  decide  ? 

POINT  II 

ALL  SPEAKERS  CONCEDED  THE  MERITS  AND 
DESERTS  OF  THE  SPANISH  WAR  VETERANS,  BUT 
DENIED  THAT  RECOGNITION  SHOULD  BE  GRANTED 
BY  PREFERENCE  IN  CIVIL  SERVICE. 

Patriotic  eulogies  by  the  opponents  were  the  rule;  it  could 
not  have  been  otherwise ;  but  other  forms  of  recognition  were 
more  or  less  advocated  which  could  not  have  been  well  considered, 
and  which  left  the  impression  that  they  were  quite  willing  “  the 
other  man  should  do  it.” 

However,  the  pension  idea  would  result  in  direct  taxation  and 
would  be  a  constantly  increasing  burden  on  the  State  for  many 
years,  with  all  the  evils  incident  to  the  system,  and  the  taxpayer 
would  possibly  protest.  Freedom  of  taxation  would  be  attendant 
with  other  evils  and  would  benefit  few. 
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We  cannot  bring  ourselves  to  believe  that  the  gentlemen  were 
not  well  acquainted  with  the  fallacy  of  such  suggestions  and  so 
we  are  unwillingly  constrained  to  conclude  that  they  were 
advanced  to  divert  the  attention  of  the  Committee  from  the  only 
feasible  recognition  of  the  veteran,  and  as  a  concealment  of  their 
antagonistic  opinions  which  they  felt  it  impolite  to  openly  avow. 
We  say  “  feasible  recognition  ”  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  would 
impose  no  burden ;  work,  labor  and  services  would  be  performed 
for  wages  paid;  the  veteran  would  be  a  respected  workman, 
earning  his  living  and  not  the  recipient  of  a  bounty,  and  the 
handicap  he  suffered  because  of  his  service  would  be  righted  in 
a  measure. 

POINT  III 

THERE  ARE  ABOUT  25,000  SPANISH  WAR  VET¬ 
ERANS  IN  THE  STATE,  AND  NOT  OVER  2,200  IN  THE 
CIVIL  SERVICE  OF  THE  STATE  AND  ALL  THE  CIVIL 
DIVISIONS  THEREOF. 

Mr.  Ordway,  due  to  his  short  term  in  office,  may  be  excused 
for  his  rather  astonishing  statement  that  there  are  18,000 
Spanish  War  veterans  in  the  State  Civil  Service,  and  we  presume 
that  long  ere  this,  in  common  justice,  he  has  corrected  his  error. 

For  years  we  have  searched  out  and  tabulated  the  veterans 
resident  in  the  State  and  those  in  the  civil  service,  and  we  can 
state  with  assurance  that  there  are  not  more  than  25,000  resident 
veterans,  while  we  have  been  able  to  tabulate  less  than  2,000 
in  the  civil  service  of  the  State  and  all  the  civil  divisions.  There 
are  about  180,000  employees  altogether.  We  believe  the  number 
of  veterans  in  the  service  will  soon  reach  a  maximum  and  then 
grow  steadily  less,  on  account  of  deaths,  resignations,  entrance 
age  limits  imposed  in  many  departments  and  settled  avocations 
on  the  part  of  those  seeking  the  better  paid  positions. 

Besides,  it  must  be  remembered  that  at  least  one-third  of  the 
men  in  the  service  are  in  the  labor  class  which  is  non-competitive 
and  the  most  urged  objections  are  not  of  any  serious  import 
against  preference  to  this  class. 
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POINT  IV 

From  the  best  available  data,  the  average  length  of  service  in 
the  Spanish  War  proper,  considering  the  seamen  also,  was  nine 
months,  but  if  taken  in  conjunction  with  the  service  in  the 
Philippines,  which  wras  perhaps  more  arduous,  the  average  service 
was  about  two  years. 

POINT  V 

MENTAL  EXAMINATION,  EITHER  FOR  APPOINT¬ 
MENT  OR  PROMOTION,  IS  NOT  AND  NEVER  HAS 
BEEN  RECOGNIZED  AS  THE  SOLE  OR  SUFFICIENT 
TEST  OF  THE  QUALIFICATIONS  NECESSARY  TO 
PERFORM  THE  DUTIES  OF  A  POSITION.  IT  IS  NOT 
FEASIBLE  IN  ALL  INSTANCES,  AND  COMPETITIVE 
EXAMINATION  IS  NOT  PRACTICABLE  IN  THE 
LABOR  CLASS. 

The  title  of  this  point  is  so  self-evident  that  it  scarcely  needs 
discussion,  except  from  the  serious  argument  made  thereon  by 
the  opponents  of  the  measure. 

Mr.  James  P.  Conway,  one  of  the  greatest  authorities  on  this 
subject,  and  whose  position  for  ten  years  as  assistant  chief 
examiner  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  of  the  city  of  New 
York  entitles  his  judgment  to  receive  the  fullest  consideration 
of  your  Committee,  said: 

“  Examinations,  as  you  may  know,  are  not  a  real  test  of  how 
well  a  man  is  capable  of  doing  his  work,  but  is  a  very  real  test 
of  his  ability  to  tell  how  to  do  it  in  writing." 

Chief  Croker  said: 

“  The  best  firemen  in  the  department  are  at  the  bottom  of  the 
list.  An  absolutely  no  good  fireman  can  get  into  the  department 
now  by  passing  a  civil  service  examination,  because  the  mental 
standard  is  what  eounts.  The  clerks  and  bookkeepers  don’t  make 
good  firemen.  They  are  not  subject  to  discipline  and  they  can’t 
stand  the  strain  imposed  on  them." 

Some  facts  appear  to  be  self-evident. 
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Power  to  express  orally  or  in  writing  does  not  necessarily 
imply  ability  to  do  —  or  even  knowledge  bow  to  do.  Special 
preparation  is  made  for  each  examination  and  be  wbo  bas  a 
superior  aptitude  for  study  excels  on  tbe  examination. 

Length  of  time  distant  from  student  days  decreases  ability  to 
excel  in  examinations.  Tbe  lawyer  or  doctor  of  ten  or  twenty 
years’  successful  practice  distrusts  his  ability  to  take  a  profes¬ 
sional  examination.  This  point  Hon.  Mr.  Mann  suggested  at 
tbe  bearing,  and  Dr.  Moskowitz’s  denial  that  men  of  fifty  were 
less  capable  than  fresh  students  to  take  such  examinations  seems 
unwarranted. 

All  these  points  are  conceded  by  the  very  argument  advanced 
by  Mr.  Brown,  advocating  wider  discretion  in  the  appointing 
power,  who,  he  argued,  should  have  the  privilege  of  having  the 
candidate  before  him  so  he  could  judge  of  his  character,  his  judg¬ 
ment,  temperament,  etc.  They  are  also  proved  by  the  fact  that 
ratings  for  “  experience,”  which,  by  the  way,  is  susceptible  to 
much  padding,  is  one  of  the  important  elements  of  entrance 
examinations,  in  some  cases  forming  70  per  cent. 

The  establishment  of  exempt  classes  is  a  practical  proof  of  the 
opinions  on  this  subject  by  those  who  had  had  the  most  experi¬ 
ence.  In  the  labor  class  it  would  probably  take  weeks  to  ascer¬ 
tain  who  is  the  most  competent. 

These  are  not  advanced  as  arguments  against  competitive 
examinations,  but  simply  in  refutation  of  the  claim  that  exami¬ 
nations  are  conclusive,  practicable  in  every  instance  and  a  neces¬ 
sary  bar  to  the  preference  to  veterans  in  disregard  of  his  peculiar 
merit.  Mr.  Brown  himself  says  u  examinations  are  imperfect 
things  ”  (page  47). 

POINT  VI 

THE  FALLACIOUS  STATISTICS  OF  DB.  MOWKOWITZ 

a.  In  his  submission  for  the  record  of  the  results  taken  from 
74  eligible  lists  in  1894,  1895  and  1896,  he  failed  to  show  either 
the  character  of  the  examinations  required,  which  might  have 
been  highly  special  or  largely  memory,  a  serious  handicap  to  men 
of  fifty,  and  he  failed  to  show  the  percentage  of  veterans  to  the 
whole  number  who  took  the  examinations. 
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The  only  fair  way  would  have  been  to  add  the  total  percent¬ 
ages  of  each  class  and  divide  by  the  number  in  the  class  so  that 
the  average  could  have  been  before  the  Committee.  Incomplete, 
inefficient  or  incompetent  data  is  worse  than  none,  and  is  unfair 
to  the  Committee,  the  veteran  and  to  the  scientific  reputation  of 
the  advocate. 

b.  Again  Dr.  Mowkowitz  did  violence  to  his  reputation  as  a 
scientist  and  a  fair-minded  man. 

In  the  record,  on  page  56,  he  calls  your  Committee’s  atten¬ 
tion  to  an  examination  for  the  position  of  Battalion  Chief  and 
lie  says  that  Vo.  1  received  89.40  per  cent  and  Ho.  46  received 
80  per  cent  and  he  says  that  had  Ho.  46  been  a  Spanish  War 
veteran,  the  proposed  amendment  would  prefer  him  “  over  45 
others  who  demonstrated  their  mental  superiority  in  an  exami¬ 
nation,”  but,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  mental  examination  of  Ho.  1 
was  78.80  per  cent  and  that  of  Ho.  46  was  78.50  per  cent,  while 
Ho.  18  was  70.70  per  cent. 

He  does  not  show  that  those  who  stood  highest  on  the  final  list 
attained  their  high  average  because  of  the  “  personal  factor  ”  and 
their  seniority,  nor  that  James  J.  Walsh,  the  first  on  the  list,  was 
not  even  among  the  first  14  highest  on  the  mental  list.  Had  any 
of  the  first  seven  on  the  mental  list  been  able  to  take  the  entrance 
examination  during  or  prior  to  1898,  they  would  have  been  first 
on  the  promotion  list.

The  only  veteran  was  Ho.  3  in  mental  and  Ho.  16  in  final 
average,  which  was  due  entirely  to  lack  of  seniority.  Had  Ho. 
46  had  the  same  rating  in  seniority  as  Ho.  1  he  would  have  been 
the  second  on  the  list  and  Ho.  16  in  like  case  would  have  been  first. 
Without  any  imputation,  it  must  be  remembered  that  seniority 
does  not  necessarily  imply  efficiency. 

That  Dr.  Moskowitz  purposely  used  specious  and  misleading 
arguments  is  not  to  be  believed.  Their  fallacy,  however,  should 
have  appealed  particularly  to  him,  as  he  has  been  an  advocate  of 
the  extension  of  credits  for  experience,  record,  seniority,  etc.  As 
“  experience”  is  capable  of  padding  by  the  applicant’s  own  esti¬ 
mate,  and  “  record  ”  is  made  up  from  the  reports  of  the  immediate 
superior,  this  extension  has  been  deemed  by  some  students  of  civil 
service  to  be  dangerous  and  in  the  nature  of  a  return  to  the  spoils 
system.  So  it  is  plain  that  had  Ho.  46  been  a  veteran  and  pre¬ 
ferred,  the  service  would  not  have  suffered,  and  common  justice 
would  have  been  done,  if  his  lack  of  seniority  had  been  due  to  his 
inability  to  enter  the  department  because  of  his  absence  during 
the  war. 

POIHT  VII 

PREFERENCE  IH  APPOIHTMEHT  MAY  BE  CALLED 
A  REWARD  OF  MERIT,  BUT  PREFEREHCE  IH  PROMO- 
TIOH  IS  SIMPLY  JUSTICE.  IT  IS  A  REMOVAL  OF 
THE  HAHDICAP  SUFFERED  BY  THE  VETERAH 
BECAUSE  OF  HIS  SERVICE. 

Referring  to  the  list  set  forth  in  Point  VI,  Captain  Walsh  was 
appointed  in  February,  1899,  from  a  list  made  up  in  1898.  He 
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has  received  in  salary  thousands  of  dollars  more  than  the  Spanish 
War  veteran  on  the  list,  and  this  veteran,  had  he  been  given  the 
same  credit  in  seniority  as  Captain  Walsh,  would  have  been  first 
on  the  list  instead  of  sixteenth.  Instances  might  be  multiplied, 
but  this  is  typical.  Reference,  however,  is  made  to  the  veteran 
employees  of  the  dock  department,  who,  in  the  general  reduction 
of  the  force,  were  laid  off  and  who  would  have  been  retained 
except  for  lack  of  seniority,  due  to  time  spent  in  the  service  of  the 
country. 

These  wrongs  should  be  righted  and  besides  it  must  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  as  a  very  substantial  part  of  the  rating  is  supplied  by 
the  immediate  superior  to  the  applicant,  prejudice  and  favoritism 
play  quite  an  important  role  in  promotions.  Unless  the  veteran 
is  granted  this  preference  in  promotion,  little  benefit  will  accrue 
to  him,  as  preference  in  appointment  is,  at  this  time,  relatively 
insignificant,  except  to  the  labor  class,  and  his  appeal  for  common 
justice  will  have  been  denied. 

POINT  VIII 

THE  VETERAN  RANKS  HIGH  IN  EFFICIENCY 

The  veteran’s  lack  of  seniority  is  such  a  handicap  that  the 
present  test  of  fitness  does  not  show  that  he  is  comparatively  less 
fit  than  his  competitor  for  promotion. 

According  to  Chief  Croker,  referred  to  above,  the  veteran’s 
training  makes  him  a  most  desirable  employee  and  his  tribute  to 
Hook  and  Ladder  Company  No.  6  is  strikingly  illuminating.  No 
criticism  has  ever  been  raised  against  the  Civil  War  veterans  as  a 
class.  It  is  pointed  out  that  no  representative  of  the  appointing 
powers  appeared  in  opposition  to  the  amendment.  No  attack  of 
any  kind  has  ever  been  made  on  the  efficiency  of  the  Spanish  War 
veteran,  yet  every  possible  data  was  available  to  the  opposition. 

But  as  one  of  the  positive  illustrations  on  veteran  efficiency  we 
refer  to  the  Tenement  House  Department  of  New  York  City 
which  is  well  known  for  its  efficiency. 

There  are  ten  Spanish  War  veterans  in  this  Department,  eight 
inspectors  and  two  clerks.  Of  the  eight  inspectors,  four  have  been 
6 
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detailed  as  supervising  inspectors  and  the  others  are  trusted 
employees. 

Of  the  two  clerks  one  is  assistant  superintendent  in  the  largest 
office  in  the  department,  the  borough  of  Manhattan;  the  other 
stands  excellently. 

POINT  IX 

THE  FALLACY  OF  THE  ARGUMENT  OF  JUDGE 
DANAHER. 

(a)  Judge  Danaher  was  making  out  a  case  for  his  clients,  some 
forty  members  of  the  police  force  of  Rochester,  and  thus  may  pos¬ 
sibly  be  pardoned  for  his  extravagant  statements.  In  the  first 
place  wre  think  that  a  careful  examination  would  have  convinced 
him  that  future  wars  are  not  included  in  the  measure,  as  sections 
one  and  two  expressly  limit  the  measure  to  Civil  War  veterans 
and  Spanish  War  veterans. 

(b)  His  uncompromising  attitude  against  the  veteran,  by  its 
very  extreme,  must  of  necessity  react  against  the  argument  itself, 
as  we  cannot  believe  the  Committee  is  prepared  to  repudiate  the 
debt  which  the  State  undoubtedly  owes  for  the  sacrifice  which  the 
veteran  has  made,  and  we  believe  there  are  few  persons  in  the 
State  who  would  concur  with  such  a  repudiation.  Neither  do  we 
believe  that  the  Committee  or  the  people  will  refuse  that  common 
justice  which  preference  in  promotion  would  grant.  Besides  it 
is  a  severe  arraignment  of  the  patriotism  of  the  non-veteran  civil 
service  employee  to  say  that  he  opposes  preference  to  veterans, 
whatever  may  be  the  opinion  of  those  at  the  head  of  the  service. 
The  Rochester  police  alone  of  all  the  non-veteran  employees 
opposed  this  measure. 

(c)  We  have  inquired  into  conditions  of  the  police  department 
at  Rochester,  and  we  find  there  are  343  policemen  of  whom  twenty 
are  Spanish  War  veterans  and  eight  of  these  are  above  the  rank 
of  patrolmen.  Considering  their  handicap  in  seniority,  this  is 
an  excellent  testimony  to  the  efficiency  of  the  veteran.  Of  the 
remaining  twelve,  three  could  not  pass  the  physical  examination 
necessary  for  promotion  and  three  failed  to  pass  the  mental 
examination  for  promotion. 

The  town  of  Charlotte  has  been  annexed  to  the  city  and  eight 
or  ten  promotions  will  probably  be  made  next  winter.  Not  more 
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than  four  or  five  veterans  would  pass  their  seniors  if  preference  in 
promotion  were  granted.  Thus  only  six  veterans  on  the  police 
force  of  Rochester  could  by  any  possibility  be  benefited.  Our 
figures  also  show  that  promotions  are  likely  to  occur  more  fre¬ 
quently  than  the  learned  judge  claimed.  The  small  number  of 
veterans  is  more  strikingly  portrayed  if  you  consider  larger  units. 
In  a  recent  examination  for  police  sergeant  in  Hew  York  City 
there  were  3,906  applicants  of  whom  904  qualified.  Of  these 
eighteen  were  veterans.  One  hundred  and  seventy-seven  have  been 
promoted  in  the  order  of  their  rating  and  of  these  eight  were 
veterans.  This  is  a  very  high  proportion  as  less  than  20  per  cent 
of  the  whole  number  was  appointed  and  more  than  44  per  cent  of 
the  veterans.  Onlv  the  remaining  ten  would  have  been  benefited 
by  promotion  preference  and  most  of  these  stood  relatively  high 
on  the  list. 

(d)  The  argument  advanced  against  retention  is  absurd.  The 
Civil  War  veteran  has  been  accorded  this  right  since  1894,  and 
the  minor  courts  until  the  present  year  and  since  1899  have  held 
that  the  Spanish  War  veteran  also  enjoyed  this  preference,  yet 
no  such  calamity  as  Judge  Danaher  so  eloquently  portrayed  has 
occurred.  It  has  never  been  seriously  attacked  by  any  commis¬ 
sioner;  no  voice  was  raised  against  it  by  officials  at  the  hearing; 
the  competitive  idea  is  in  no  way  jeopardized;  those  who  will  be 
retained  because  of  it  will  already  have  proved  their  fitness  by 
actual  service ;  the  small  number  of  veterans  in  the  service  cannot 
possibly  create  much  jealousy  or  dissension,  or  prejudice  to  the 
advantage  of  others  to  any  extent  ;  the  veteran  will  be  secured  in 
his  position  without  fear  of  discrimination  or  favor,  having 
solely  at  heart  the  good  of  the  service  which  is  the  true  situation 
which  should  be  created  for  him,  and  the  law  will  be  made  clear 
and  definite  which  should  be  the  aim  of  all  law-making  bodies. 

UNLESS  RETENTION  IS  GRANTED  THE  AMEND¬ 
MENT  WOULD  BE  WEAK  AND  PULSELESS  AND 
WOULD  BE  DEPRIVING  THE  VETERAN  OF  THAT 
SECURITY  WHICH  HE  SHOULD  ENJOY. 

POINT  X 

AMERICA  RELIES  ON  VOLUNTEERS.  WE  ARE  NOT 
A  NATION  ARMED  TO  THE  TEETH  WITH  CON¬ 
SCRIPT  SOLDIERS  AND  MERCENARIES  AND  WHAT 
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WE  SHOULD  DO  FOR  OUR  VETERANS  IS  NOT  TO  BE 
MEASURED  BY  THE  SAME  RULE  EMPLOYED  BY 
MILITARIST  COUNTRIES,  AND  IT  MUST  BE  REMEM¬ 
BERED  THAT  NEW  YORK  IS  IN  A  PARTICULARLY 
VULNERABLE  LOCATION. 

A  glance  at  a  list  of  the  high  officials  of  almost  any  country 
will  reveal  the  predominance  of  soldiers  and  sailors.  What  other 
states  and  countries  have  done  was  partially  set  forth  by  Mr. 
Simmons.  Veterans  of  wars  must  be  distinguished  from  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  soldiers.  New  York  because  of  her  vulnerable 
position,  her  wealth  and  her  large  foreign  population  must  take 
the  lead  in  these  matters. 


POINT  XI 

We  respectfully  submit: 

1.  THAT  THE  STATE  OWES  A  DEBT  TO  THESE  MEN 
THAT  IT  CANNOT  REPAY,  BUT  WHICH  IT  CAN  IN 
SOME  MEASURE  RECOGNIZE. 

2.  THAT  THE  ONLY  FEASIBLE  AND  PRACTICABLE 
RECOGNITION  IS  PREFERENCE  IN  THE  STATE  AND 
MUNICIPAL  CIVIL  SERVICE. 

3.  THAT  NO  POSSIBLE  HARM  AND  ONLY  GOOD 
CAN  RESULT,  AS  EVIDENCED  BY  THE  RESULTS  OF 
PREFERENCE  TO  CIVIL  WAR  VETEANS. 

4.  THAT  THE  SERVICE  WILL  NOT  AND  CANNOT 
BE  FLOODED  WITH  VETERANS. 

5.  THAT  PREFERENCE  IN  APPOINTMENT  WILL 
BENEFIT  MAINLY  THE  LABORING  CLASS  WHICH 
SHOULD  BE  A  PARTICULAR  CARE  OF  THE  STATE; 
THAT  PREFERENCE  IN  PROMOTION  IS  ESSENTIAL 
AS  A  MEASURE  TO  REMOVE  THE  HANDICAP  AND 
HELP  TO  RECOVER  THE  LOSS  HE  SUSTAINED  BY 
REASON  OF  HIS  MILITARY  SERVICE;  AND  PREFER¬ 
ENCE  IN  RETENTION  TO  SECURE  HIM  IN  HIS 
POSITION  AND  MAKE  CERTAIN  THE  LAW.

Report  of  Senior  Vice  Department  Commander 

To  the  Delegates  of  the  Twelfth  Department  Encampment: 

Comrades. —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  approval  my 
report  as  Senior  Vice  Department  Commander  for  the  term  end¬ 
ing  July  8,  1915. 

The  position,  though  second  in  rank  in  the  Department,  carries 
with  it  no  fixed  duties,  excepting  to  assist  the  Department  Com¬ 
mander  when  called  upon  by  him  to  do  so.  This  part  I  have 
done  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  have  endeavored  all  through 
the  year  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  work  of  the  Department. 
The  office  of  Senior  Vice  Department  Commander  has  put  me 
in  touch  with  a  great  number  of  Comrades  during  the  past  year, 
and  has  been  the  means  of  creating  many  strong  friendships 
between  myself  and  the  Comrades  of  the  different  camps,  for 
all  of  which  I  am  duly  grateful. 

Installations 

By  order  of  the  Department  Commander  I  installed  the 
officers  of  the  following  camps :

Recommendations 

I  would  recommend  that  a  resolution  be  framed  which  would 
provide  for  a  Board  of  Managers  to  conduct  the  business  of  the 
Department  during  the  year.  Such  Board  to  be  composed  of 
the  Department  Commander,  Department  Adjutant  and  three 
Comrades  to  be  elected  by  majority  vote  at  each  convention.  The 
said  Board  to  hold  meetings  on  certain  specified  dates  and  have 
full  charge  of  the  expenditures  of  all  money  of  the  Department 
and  at  the  end  of  their  term  to  give  a  full  itemized  account  and 
report  of  the  same  which  would  correspond  with  the  report  of 
the  expenditures  of  the  Department  Quartermaster.  I  think  the 
adoption  of  such  a  resolution  would  do  away  with  the  feeling 
throughout  the  Department  that  the  Department  Officers  have 
everything  their  own  wray  in  the  handling  of  the  moneys  of  the 
Department  and  would  be  a  great  benefit  to  the  Department  in 
many  ways. 

Legislation 

On  December  4,  1914,  I  received  a  communication  from  the 
Department  Commander  relative  to  the  Widows’  and  Orphans’ 
measure,  urging  quick  work  on  my  part.  I  immediately  got  in 
touch  with  the  prominent  men  in  my  locality  and  prevailed  upon 
them  to  send  personal  letters  to  the  two  Senators  from  this  State; 
also,  I  dispatched  a  telegram  to  each  one  of  them  urging  the 
passage  of  this  hill. 

In  regard  to  the  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  this  State, 
which  is  now  pending  in  the  Constitutional  Convention,  I  have, 
in  connection  wfith  Comrade  A.  V.  Burton,  a  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Legislation,  made  every  effort  possible  for  the 
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favorable  consideration  of  our  Amendment  by  the  delegates  from 
my  home  district.  We  have  interviewed,  or  caused  to  be  inter¬ 
viewed,  ten  delegates,  all  of  which  are  in  favor  of  our  Amend¬ 
ment  at  this  time  and  after  mv  term  of  office  as  Senior  Vice-Corn-

mander  expires  I  will  continue  the  work  to  have  our  Amendment 
written  into  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  He w  York. 

Communications 

I  have  received  at  least  two  hundred  communications  in 
regard  to  our  Organization,  and  have  endeavored  to  answer  each 
one  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  While  some  of  my  answers  may 
not  have  been  just  to  the  liking  of  the  recipients,  they  were  in 
strict  accordance  to  my  opinions  and  judgment  on  the  same.  I 
received  a  number  of  communications  from  the  Department  Com¬ 
mander  relative  to  the  formation  of  a  new  Camp  at  Highland 
Falls.  I  paid  several  visits  to  West  Point  and  found  the  senti¬ 
ment  was  both  for  and  against  the  formation  of  such  a  Camp. 
I  therefore  decided  not  to  make  any  recommendation  either  for 
or  against  the  proposition,  leaving  the  matter  wholly  in  the  hands 
of  our  Department  Commander,  who  is  more  capable  of  deciding 
the  question  and  who  has  decided  it  by  granting  a  charter  to 
Highland  Falls  and  thus  adding  many  more  Comrades  to  our 
Organization  and  not  affecting  West  Point  in  any  way. 

General 

I  have  traveled  about  twenty-five  hundred  miles  in  the  interest 
of  our  Organization  and  attended  a  large  number  of  meetings 
of  the  Organization  and  meetings  where  matters  were  brought 
up  which  affected  our  Organization,  all  of  which  has  been  with¬ 
out  any  cost  whatever  to  the  Department. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Department 
which  has  honored  me  by  electing  me  to  the  office  of  Senior  Vice 
Department  Commander,  also  to  the  Department  Officers  and 
Comrades  who  have  shown  me  every  consideration  during  my 
term  of  office.

In  regards  to  patriotic  work,  there  have  been  many  duties  to 
perform,  and  I  feel  pride  in  stating  that  Troy  was  the  only  city 
in  the  State  to  have  an  official  proclamation  issued  by  the  Mayor, 
Hon.  Cornelius  F.  Burns,  calling  upon  citizens  to  float  Old  Glory 
to  the  breeze  and  directing  the  officials  to  place  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  at  half-staff  on  all  public  buildings  in  memory  of  the  Com¬ 
rades  who  went  down  to  death  on  the  Battleship  Maine  on 
February  15,  1898. 

I  have  received  many  communications  from  the  Chairman  of 
the  Legislative  Committee,  Comrade  James  S.  Long,  directing 
work  to  be  performed  in  conjunction  with  matters  pertaining  to 
the  Convention  of  Constitutional  Delegates  at  Albany,  and  I  have 
visited  several  delegates  and  solicited  their  support.  I  believe  that 
in  every  case  my  mission  has  been  successful. 

There  have  been  numerous  cases  which  have  come  to  my  atten¬ 
tion  that  have  no  place  in  this  report,  but  in  closing  I  cannot 
refrain  from  thanking  the  Department  Commander  and  Staff, 
Camp  Commanders  and  Comrades  for  the  many  courtesies  they 
have  shown  to  me,  both  personally  and  officially,  and  also  to  thank 
the  Comrades  for  the  honor  bestowed  upon  me  in  giving  me  the  . 
title  of  Junior  Vice  Department  Commander  of  the  Department 
of  Hew  York.

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Report  of  the  Department  Adjutant 

To  the  Department  Commander: 

Sir  and  Comrade. —  In  compliance  with  Subdivision  M,  Sec¬ 
tion  4,  Article  7,  Part  3,  Rules  and  Regulations,  I  herewith  sub¬ 
mit  my  annual  report  for  the  term  ending  June  30,  1915. 

In  reference  to  the  various  duties  which  have  been  assigned  for 
my  consideration  and  attention  I  have  no  intentions  to  go  into 
a  recitation  of  the  details,  for  it  is  generally  understood  that  most 
Comrades  fully  understand  what  they  are,  and  can  appreciate  the 
amount  of  labor  involved  in  giving  them  satisfactory  attention.  I 
do  not  hesitate,  however,  to  remind  the  Organization  that  any  one 
who  is  infatuated  with  wyork  should  file  an  application  for  the 
position  of  Department  Adjutant,  and  when  he  is  ready  to  take 
hold  and  prepare  himself  for  an  arduous  siege. 

In  touching  upon  this  question  of  work,  it  must  be  understood 
that  I  have  no  desire  to  criticise,  find  fault  or  suggest  any  ideas 
that  can  he  misconstrued  in  any  possible  manner.  I  simply  desire 
to  state  facts  as  I  have  found  them,  and,  if  agreeable  to  your 
judgment,  suitable  corrections  can  be  applied. 

As  I  have  already  stated,  there  have  been  frequent  periods  of 
“  rush  work”  which  called  for  energetic  action,  and  I  have 
endeavored,  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  to  give  it  unre¬ 
served  attention.  My  success  in  accomplishing  those  duties  can 
be  attributed  to  unremitting  application,  and  a  steady  adherence 
thereto  until  finished.  In  the  beginning,  in  order  to  avoid  any 
snarls,  and  avert  confusion  and  possible  disaster,  I  decided  to 
adopt  a  working  system  that  would  assure  results  and  give 
satisfaction. 

I  therefore  decided  at  the  start  that  as  work  was  a  paramount 
feature  of  the  position,  it  was  entitled  to  “  first  place  ”  in  my 
estimation,  and  should  be  regarded  as  a  duty  to  the  Organization. 
This  resolution  demanded  that  I  cut  out  all  social  functions,  much 
as  I  appreciate  mental  relaxation  of  this  kind,  which  enables  a 
man  to  fraternize,  co-mingle  and  associate  with  his  fellowmen,  and 
in  doing  so  acquire  a  condition  of  mentality  essential  to  discrimi¬ 
nate  between  what  is  commonly  known  as  narrow  and  broad¬ 
minded  views.  This  is  a  habit  of  mind  which  cannot  he  purchased 
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in  open  market,  acquired  by  stealth,  borrowed  or  bestowed  as  a 
gift,  but  demands  personal  contact,  special  and  individual  efforts. 

All  this  I  was  willing  to  forego  and  sacrifice  in  order  to  keep 
the  work  moving,  give  satisfaction  and  reduce  complaints  to  a 
minimum.  In  early  days,  when  the  approximate  membership 
ranged  close  to  3,000  with  about  one-half  the  present  number  of 
Camps  the  duties  of  the  position  were  not  so  exacting  and  crowded 
with  details.  It  was  reasonable  to  assume  that  the  work  could 
be  handled  by  a  single  Comrade.  Conditions,  however,  have 
materially  changed,  the  gross  membership  has  practically  doubled 
within  the  past  decade,  and  the  number  of  active  Camps  have 
increased  fully  one  hundred  per  cent,  while  the  working  details 
of  the  office  have  multiplied  in  consequence  of  a  necessary  revision 
in  the  work,  and  adoption  of  new  methods  to  meet  expansion  and 
natural  growth. 

With  the  experience  and  knowledge  acquired  in  a  capacity 
which  has  forced  these  facts  upon  my  mind,  I  feel  that  it  would 
be  unjust  to  my  successor  were  I  to  ignore  and  disregard  this  duty, 
and  fail  to  make  suitable  recommendations  that  may  subserve  pur¬ 
poses  of  adjustment.  In  this  connection  I  would  revert  to  a  popu¬ 
lar  business  maxim,  which  is  worthy  of  some  attention  and  merits 
consideration:  “  Either  increase  the  working  force  or  divide  the 
responsibility.”  Should  it  prove  undesirable  to  provide  the 
Department  Adjutant  with  a  qualified  working  assistant,  recourse 
then  should  be  had  to  a  division  of  the  work,  and  a  transfer  of 
the  money  responsibility  and  accountability  to  an  official  separate 
and  apart  from  the  office  of  Department  Adjutant,  who  would  find 
all  he  could  reasonably  attend  to,  even  when  relieved  of  duties 
which  involve  the  per  capita  tax,  requisitions,  disbursements  and 
receipts. 

It  is  suggested  that  a  new  office  might  be  created  to  handle, 
exclusively,  all  business  connected  with  cash  receipts  and  disburse¬ 
ments,  and  could  properly  be  designated  “  Secretary  and  Treas¬ 
urer.”  This  position,  filled  by  some  Comrade  who  fully  under¬ 
stood  the  system  of  double  entry  bookkeeping  in  connection  with 
other  financial  duties,  would  enable  him  to  prepare  and  submit 
for  publication  in  the  Department  Bulletin,  monthly  balance 
sheets,  which  would  show  the  periodical  financial  standing  of  the 
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organization,  and  minimize  the  heavy  work  which  is  necessarily 
rushed  when  encampments  are  due. 

As  the  work  stands,  it  is  mainly  routine,  executive,  and  com¬ 
prehends  a  large  assortment  of  details  that,  unless  guided  by  some 
reliable  system,  would  speedily  develop  unsatisfactory  results. 

Appreciating  the  necessity  for  a  reliable  working  system,  I 
promptly  proceeded  to  establish  a  system  that  nothing  provided 
for  in  our  Organization  laws  should  escape  attention  or  suffer 
neglect.  The  working  system  that  I  adopted  can  he  outlined  in  a 
few  chosen  words,  and  is  substantially  as  follows: 

I  secured  an  ordinary  blank  book,  8x13  inches,  and  divided 
the  double  page  into  nineteen  vertical  columns,  with  headings, 
to  wit: 

(a)  Date  (year,  month  and  day). 

(b)  Number  (letters  sent  and  received). 

(c)  Name  of  writer  or  to  whom  addressed. 

(d)  Rank  (as  recognized  in  the  Organization). 

Camp  Subdivision 

(e)  Name  (abbreviated  in  form). 

(f)  Number  (designated  on  Charter). 

(g)  Locality  (city  or  town  where  Camp  is  located). 

(h)  Subject  (briefly  stated  for  reference). 

Reference  Data 

(i)  Adjutants  (semi-annual  reports;  date  of  receipt). 

(j)  Quartermasters  (semi-annual  reports;  date  of  receipt). 

Correspondence 

(k)  Letters  sent  (reference  and  cross-reference). 

(l)  Letters  received  (reference  and  cross-reference). 

(m)  Postals  (reference  by  numbers). 

(n)  General  Orders  (data  reserved  for  publication  in  bulletin). 

Cash 

(o)  Dr.  (detailed  record  showing  amount  of  all  funds  received). 

(p)  Receipt  (official  number  of  receipts  given). 

(q)  Cr.  (detailed  record  showing  amount  of  funds  disbursed).

(r)  Voucher  (official  number  of  voucher  drawn). 

(s)  Balance  (daily  cash  balance  showing  amount  of  funds  on 

hand). 

This  systematized  method  of  keeping  track  of  the  work  could 
be  modified  to  include  a  record  of  installation  data,  and  creden¬ 
tials,  but  the  importance  of  this  did  not  appeal  to  me,  as  this 
work,  which  necessarily  falls  to  the  Department  Adjutant  could 
be  regulated  independent  of  this  system.  The  Combination 
Record,  which  I  have  just  described,  when  properly  indexed, 
could  be  filed  away  for  future  reference,  and  answer  as  a  fair 
history  of  the  administration  under  which  it  was  kept.  During 
my  term  I  have  completed  one  record  of  272  folio  pages,  and 
have  started  a  second,  which  comprehends  a  record  of  4,500 
letters.  As  the  executive  work  of  this  Organization  is  conducted 
mainly  through  correspondence  the  value  of  such  a  record  can 
be  appreciated,  and  no  estimate  can  he  formed  as  to  its  utility, 
as  a  source  for  future  information,  in  connection  with  the  file  of 
letters  sent  and  received  that  touch  upon  almost  every  conceivable 
topic  connected  with  the  Organization  work. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  report  it  has  been  my  intention  to 
exclude  all  extraneous  topics,  an,d  confine  my  remarks  exclusively 
to  subject  matter  having  a  direct  bearing  upon  the  duties  of  the 
position  of  Department  Adjutant,  with  due  regard  to  conciseness, 
brevity  and  dispatch.  I  will,  therefore,  mention  a  few  other 
topics  and  then  conclude.

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Recruiting 

In  the  early  part  of  this  administration  I  had  occasion  to  write 
a  circular  on  the  subject  of  “  Recruiting,”  which  received  a  gen¬ 
eral  circulation  throughout  the  State,  and  was  subsequently  taken 
up  by  the  American-Standard ,  and  circulated  throughout  the 
United  States.  In  that  circular  I  endeavored  to  arouse  the  sleep¬ 
ing  inactivity  of  the  Organization,  and  induce  them  to  respond 
to  the  necessity  of  doing  some  effective  work  along  these  lines. 

Since  then  I  have  examined  more  thoroughly  into  this  subject 
with  a  view  of  'fixing  the  responsibility  for  this  apparent  neglect 
of  an  important  duty.  In  my  research  I  extended  my  investiga¬ 
tion  back  to  the  early  period  of  the  amalgamation,  and  taking 
the  figures,  as  derived  from  the  published  Annual  Proceedings, 
have  thrown  them  into  such  a  shape  as  to  determine,  without  a 
question  of  doubt,  where  the  full  responsibility  rested. 

I  have  also  prepared  a  tabulated  statement,  which  accompanies 
this  report,  which  shows  in  detail  the  recruiting  status  of  the 
various  camps,  for  the  term  under  consideration. 

This,  in  connection  with  the  special  tables  prepared  from  the 
Proceedings,  for  a  complete  decade,  denote  that  the  general  results 
are  not  reassuring  whatever  may  be  claimed  by  some  of  the  most 
active  and  enterprising  Camps. 

The  consolidation  of  Camps,  and  organizations  of  new  Camps, 
does  not  apparently  remove  the  cause  of  stagnation. 

The  disturbing  cause  appears  to  be  due  to  an  entire  absence  of 
working  activity  among  a  large  percentage  of  Camps  which  are 
either  retrogressive  or  standing  still. 

As  my  interest  was  aroused  to  fathom  the  cause,  and  ascertain 
where  the  responsibility  could  be  placed  for  such  an  exhibition  of 
downright  apathy,  I  made  an  exhaustive  analysis  of  the  record, 
going  into  the  most  minute  details,  and  extended  my  research 
backward  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  or  a  complete  decade,  which 
is  practically  since  the  date  of  amalgamation.  As  a  result  I  dis¬ 
covered  some  unwelcome  facts,  which  can  hardly  be  appreciated, 
and  certainly  are  not  generally  known. 

I  tabulated  the  result  of  my  work,  and  when  the  various  tables 
were  assembled  in  comparative  order,  the  workers  could  easily  be 
distinguished  from  the  drones.  In  making  deductions  I  decided 
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to  classify  and  arrange  each  Camp  in  accordance  with  its  estab¬ 
lished  status,  as  determined  from  the  printed  data  published  in 
the  Proceedings.  As  the  work  progressed  and  developments  began 
to  appear,  I  found  that  the  Organization  was  almost  equally 
divided  between  two  classes  —  workers  and  non-workers, —  and 
the  latter  constituted  a  load  which  the  former  were  struggling  to 
carry.  A  brief  reference  to  the  tables,  which  are  complete,  and 
include  every  Camp,  settles  this  question  beyond  the  appearance 
of  a  doubt.  The  Camps  are  graded  according  to  their  relative 
standing  based  upon  a  system  of  percentages,  derived  from  reports 
submitted  by  their  Adjutants,  and  no  charge  of  partiality  or 
discrimination  can  reasonably  be  sustained. 

The  list  comprehends  the  recruiting  record  of  eighty-five  Camps, 
and  ten  Camps  are  classified  in  each  grade.  There  are  five 
superior  grades,  which  range  from  A  to  E  inclusive,  and  all 
Camps  assigned  to  these  grades  are  rated  as  “  progressive.”  On 
the  other  hand,  there  are  four  inferior  grades,  which  range  from 
V  to  Y  inclusive,  and  all  Camps  assigned  to  these  grades  are  rated 
as  “  non-progressive,”  with  ample  room  for  improvement,  and 
should  any  representatives  of  these  Camps  object  to  their  rating, 
they  certainly  should  understand  what  kind  of  action  to  take  to 
improve  the  status  of  their  Camps. 

Without  any  desire  to  discriminate,  or  impute  any  unjust  reflec¬ 
tions,  but  simply  to  state  positive  facts  which  are  backed  by  the 
record,  it  appears  to  be  a  rule  that,  all  those  Camps  graded  as 
“  progressive  ”  enter  into  the  true  spirit  of  the  Organization,  and 
are  invariably  prompt  and  attentive  to  those  requirements  for 
which  we  are  united.  In  my  experience  as  a  Department  Adju¬ 
tant  I  have  noted  that  they  respond  with  alacrity  to  all  duty  calls, 
and  in  a  generality  of  cases  have  shown  the  spirit  of  true  com¬ 
radeship  ;  ready  and  willing  to  co-operate  in  any  kind  of  move¬ 
ment  that  may  redound  to  the  progressive  welfare  of  the  Organi¬ 
zation,  and  increase  its  prestige  in  the  popular  eye.  For  further 
facts  in  reference  to  this  series  of  tables,  information  can  be 
obtained  by  consulting  the  Annual  Proceedings  for  1915,  when 
published.

Editor’s  Note. —  The  complete  membership  report  was  secured  since  the 
report  of  the  Department  Adjutant  was  printed. 


Correspondence 

The  record  denotes  that  4,454  letters  and  868  postal  cards  have 
passed  between  the  Department  Adjutant  and  the  Camps  during 
this  administration.  If  corroborative  proof  was  essential  to  sup¬ 
port  this  statement,  the  unsupported  testimony  of  Uncle  Sam’s 
letter  carrier  would  he  sufficient  evidence.  Figuratively,  he  has 
worn  a  smooth  path  between  the  local  post  office  and  my  door-way. 

These  letters  are  arranged  according  to  the  “  flat-file  ”  system, 
and  each  letter  bears  a  number  which  corresponds  with  the  record 
known  as  the  Combination  Record,  which  has  already  been 
described.  As  additional  correspondence  with  National  Head¬ 
quarters  has  been  conducted,  wliich  involved  the  transmission  of 
per  capita  tax,  and  the  consolidated  semi-annual  returns,  each 
going  forward  on  schedule  time,  and  only  one  Camp  (No.  75) 
has  been  reported  delinquent.  Before  I  close  on  this  subject  I 
desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  excellent  system  of  cor¬ 
respondence  introduced  by  National  Headquarters  in  General 
Orders.  It  is  a  system  that  conforms  with  common  sense,  and 
in  accordance  with  up-to-date  methods,  as  it  eliminates  many 
useless  and  superfluous  expressions,  which  formerly  consumed 
time.  Many  of  the  Camps  have  already  adopted  the  change,  and 
I  would  recommend  that  the  balance  do  likewise;  they  will  find 
it  a  decided  improvement  on  the  old  system. 
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General  Orders 

Twelve  General  Orders,  eleven  Special  Orders  and  three  circu¬ 
lars  have  been  issued,  and  the  gross  number  of  General  Orders 
mailed  to  Camp  Adjutants  will  approximate  close  to  102,000. 

The  excess  of  contributory  matter  received  for  insertion,  com¬ 
bined  with  legislative  data  and  other  important  information,  made 
it  necessary  to  enlarge  the  size  to  six  pages,  and  in  one  instance, 
when  the  Department  Roster  was  included  in  the  bulletin,  it 
was  enlarged  to  eight  pages.  This  was  in  the  interests  of  economy, 
as  it  was  found  that  the  Roster  published  in  pamphlet  form  would 
cost  double  the  amount.  Another  consideration  is  the  brief  life 
of  a  Roster,  which  in  a  short  time  becomes  practically  valueless, 
as  the  addresses  are  constantly  changing,  and  Adjutants  and 
Quartermasters  resign  before  expiration  of  their  term,  and 
necessitate  new  appointments. 

The  Card  Index 

The  general  utility  of  a  Card  Index,  as  applied  to  the  detection 
of  counterfeit  Comrades,  stands  unsurpassed. 

It  is  best  understood  by  reference  to  the  following  paragraph, 
found  on  page  104  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  which  reads: 

“A  black  book ,  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  names  of  all 
applicants  for  admission  to  membership  who  have  been  rejected 
by  any  Camp,  so  far  as  can  he  ascertained,  and  also  the  names 
of  all  persons  who  have  been  dishonorably  discharged  from 
membership.” 

Prior  to  the  installation  of  this  Card  Index,  it  is  difficult  to 
imagine  how  this  matter  was  conducted  with  any  approach  toward 
accuracy,  as  the  facilities  at  hand  to  spot  such  characters  were 
extremely  meagre  and  ineffective. 

With  a  card  record  available  comprising  an  approximate  enroll¬ 
ment  of  each  Comrade  in  good  standing,  the  case  is  entirely 
different,  and  the  possibility  of  making  a  practical  application  of 
the  so-called  “  black  book  ”  is  readily  understood. 

The  utility  of  a  good  Card  Index  for  the  detection  of  bona  fide 
“  repeaters,”  whose  futile  attempts  to  dodge  responsibility,  and  slip 
in  occasionally  through  the  back  door,  must  be  acknowledged  and 
appreciated.  One  of  the  first  duties  referred  for  my  attention, 
was  to  investigate  a  dozen  of  these  double-headers  which  had

slipped  into  the  index  file  during  the  process  of  filing,  when  the 
cabinet  was  reported  ready  for  business.  I  took  those  cards, 
which  denoted  that  certain  Comrades  had  enrolled  in  two  or  more 
Camps  on  various  dates,  and  opened  a  correspondence  with  the 
Camp  Adjutants,  and  when  this  correspondence  was  closed,  I 
had  some  material  for  entry  in  the  so-called  “  black  book.” 
Occasionally,  during  process  of  examination  of  applications  for 
membership,  received  from  Camps,  one  of  these  “  repeaters  ” 
would  turn  up,  and  his  record  reported  back  to  the  Camp,  with 
the  stamp  of  “  disapproval/'  and  the  “  Black  List  Club  ”  would 
gain  another  member. 

Conclusion 

Before  this  report  is  authenticated  with  my  signature,  I  desire 
to  extend  to  the  Department  Commander  my  heartiest  thanks  for 
his  display  of  confidence  in  myself  when  he  was  actuated  to 
appoint  a  Department  Adjutant  to  assist  him  in  the  discharge  of 
his  onerous  and  important  duties.  I  also  welcome  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  express  my  appreciation  of  his  kindly  advice  and  assist¬ 
ance  bestowed  in  many  ways,  and  to  acknowledge  the  debt  of 
gratitude  due  all  those  Comrades  who  generously  volunteered 
their  assistance  at  Headquarters  on  “  mailing  nights,”  when  it 
was  necessary  to  address,  wrap  and  label  about  7,000  bulletins 
for  distribution  to  the  various  Camps.

5.  Agreeable  to  a  time  honored  custom  of  a  new  Commander 
in  taking  bold  of  the  reins  of  government  and  giving  voice  to  bis 
sentiments,  in  order  to  reach  some  understanding  with  the  Com¬ 
rades  of  the  Order,  I  desire  to  express  myself  along  these  lines : 

I  firmly  believe  in  organization.  I  recognize  in  this  Order  of 
the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  a  united  brotherhood;  willing 
to  stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  in  support  of  mutual  interests,  which 
are  necessarily  vital,  and  always  ready  and  willing  to  sacrifice 
personal  feeling  in  deference  to  the  GOOD  AND  WELFARE 
OF  THE  ORDER.  These  three  principles  —  FREEDOM, 
PATRIOTISM  AND  HUMANITY  — are  watchwords  which 
distinguish  us  as  a  nation,  and  Americans  have  a  world-wide 
reputation  for  a  liberal  demonstration  and  practical  application 
of  such  sentiments. 

It  is  generally  recognized  as  the  adopted  motto  of  our  Order, 
and,  in  many  ways,  it  is  the  secret  of  our  growing  strength,  pop¬ 
ularity  and  success.

The  foregoing  is  suggestive  of  an  unfavorable  impression;  it 
denotes  that  the  Order  is  making  indifferent  headway,  and 
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conditions  demand  some  attention  or  serious  consequences  may 
follow. 

The  “  Suspension  List  ”  should  by  all  possible  means  be  kept 
down. 

Voluntary  Contributions 

4.  Information  has  unexpectedly  come  to  my  knowledge  that 
Crispus  Attucks  Camp  ISTo.  9'5  has  assumed,  without  authority 
from  these  Headquarters,  to  circulate  an  appeal  for  funds  addressed 
to  various  Camps  and  Comrades  of  the  Order,  to  assist  in  the 
purchase  and  acquisition  of  a  new  set  of  standard  colors.  This 
is  reprehensible  in  the  extreme,  and  derogatory  to  the  interests 
of  the  Organization,  and  merits  a  severe  reprimand.  Requests 
of  this  character  should  he  discouraged,  as  each  Camp  is  cautioned 
to  manage  its  individual  financial  affairs  without  infringement 
upon  the  rights  and  privileges  of  other  Camps.

Leave  of  Absence 

7.  A  resolution  has  been  passed  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
Hew  York  City,  granting  leave  of  absence,  with  pay,  to  officials 
and  employees  of  the  City  of  Hew  York,  who  are  members  of  the 
IT.  S.  W.  V.,  from  August  30th  to  September  4th,  inclusive,  and 
desire  to  attend  the  Hational  Encampment.  This  resolution  is 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  Mayor  and  these  Headquarters  have  been 
assured  that  it  will  be  signed  immediately. 

The  Haval  Officer  of  the  Port  of  Hew  York  will  grant  leave 
of  absence  from  August  29th  to  September  4th,  inclusive,  in 
addition  to  the  regular  fourteen  days  annual  leave. 

The  Collector  of  the  Port  of  Hew  York  and  the  Port  of  Buffalo 
will  grant  leave  to  attend  the  Hational  Encampment  to  such  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  Organization  who  make  the  proper  request. 
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The  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Navy  has  directed  that  notices  be

Resolutions 

8.  The  following  resolutions  to  be  presented  to  the  National

(a)  That  the  National  Encampment  authorize  the  issuance  of 
application  for  membership  blanks  free  to  the  departments  and 
camps. 

(b)  Favoring  speedy  action  of  the  25-year  Army  Retirement 
Bill. 

(c)  To  amend  Section  1754  of  the  statutes  affecting  classified 
service  of  the  United  States  to  read :  “  Persons  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  the  Military  or  Naval  Service  OF  THE  UNITED 
STATES  by  reason  of  disability  resulting  from  wounds  or  sick¬ 
ness  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty,  OR  WHO  SERVED  IN  TIME 
OF  AVAR  AND  WERE  HONORABLY  DISCHARGED  BY 
REASON  OF  MUSTER  OUT  OR  EXPIRATION  OF  TERM 
OF  SERVICE  shall  be  preferred  for  appointments,  PROMO¬ 
TIONS  and  RETENTION  to  civil  offices,  provided  they  are 
found  to  possess  the  business  capacity  necessary  for  the  proper 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  such  offices.  THE  AGE  REQUIRE¬ 
MENTS  SHALL  NOT  APPLY  TO  SUCH  PERSONS  HON¬ 
ORABLY  DISCHARGED  FROM  THE  MILITARY  OR 
NAVAL  SERVICE.” 
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(d)  That  the  National  Encampment  of  United  Spanish  War 
Veterans  be  asked  to  invite  the  Mexican  War  Veterans,  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  all  the  various  veteran  societies  of  the 
Spanish  War  and  campaigns  in  the  Philippines,  Sulu  Archipelago 
and  Chinese  campaigns  to  send  delegates  to  a  convention  to  bring 
about  this  union  of  societies,  such  organizations  to  be  represented 
proportionate  -to  their  membership  in  good  standing  or  on  a  basis 
to  be  hereafter  agreed  on. 

(e)  That  the  H.  R.  Bill  No.  13172  fixing  the  terms  of  service 
of  Civil  Service  Employees  be  amended  by  the  adoption  of  the 
following : 

Provided  that  in  the  event  of  reductions  being  made  in  any 
of  the  Departments  of  the  Classified  Service,  all  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  this  act.

3.  In  xour  organization  work  wei  are  constantly  hampered, 
delayed  and  disappointed  in  our  efforts  by  Commanders  and 
Adjutants  of  certain  Camps  who  fail  to  appreciate  the  value  of 
time  and  are  negligent  in  their  correspondence. 
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According  to  strict  business  principles,  letters,  orders  and  cir¬ 
culars  should  be  promptly  acknowledged,  and  in  no  instance 
should  this  important  feature  of  the  organization  work  stand 
neglected. 

There  are  many  Camp  officials  who  deserve  special  credit  for 
the  prompt,  efficient  and  “  business-like  ”  manner  in  which  they 
handle  the  correspondence ;  but  there  are  others  to  whom  our  com¬ 
plaint  is  particularly  addressed,  who  are  a  stumbling  block  to  the 
progress  of  work  along  these  lines. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  correspondence  of  this  Depart¬ 
ment  is  often  excessive,  and  those  iii  charge  of  this  duty  cannot 
afford  to  waste  time  in  repetition  of  requests  for  important  data, 
which  merits  prompt  and  undelayed  attention. 

There  is  no  room  for  “  figure-heads  ”  in  this  organization,  and 
if  a  Comrade  accepts  the  honor  of  an  official  position  he  should 
make  up  his  mind  to  shoulder  the  responsibilities  connected 
therewith. 

Recruiting 

4.  In  reference  to  the  printed  circular  on  recruiting,  mailed 
to  Commanders  of  Camps,  it  is  the  earnest  desire  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Commander  that  copies  of  this  circular  reach  every  Com¬ 
rade  who  has  or  has  had  any  connection  with. the  Order,  and  that 
the  Commander  will  exercise  due  diligence  to  see  that  this  duty 
is  faithfully  performed.  Endeavor,  whenever  possible,  to  bring 
it  before  the  attention  of  noil-affiliated  veterans,  and  follow  it 
up  with  personal  interviews.  This  duty  should  be  entrusted  to 
such  Comrades  of  the  Camp  whose  record  and  reputation  in  the 
past  recommends  them  for  this  important  work. 

This  is  a  special  effort  on  the  part  of  these  Headquarters  to 
awaken  some  enthusiasm,  stir  up  the  “  dry  bones  ”  and  make  a 
supreme  effort  in  the  direction  of  the  constructive  work,  that 
can  point  to  satisfactory  results.  The  hearty  and  generous  co¬ 
operation  of  all  Comrades  is  expected,  and  when  the  recruiting 
campaign  closes,  the  most  deserving  Camp  can  look  forward  to 
winning  a  handsome  gold  medal,  with  suitable  inscriptions 
thereon. 

This  Department  medal  will  be  accorded  to  the  Camp,  irre¬ 
spective  of  its  present  standing,  that  can  claim  the  distinction  of 
having  “  mustered  in  ”  the  largest  percentage  of  recruits. 
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The  percentages  in  this  case  will  be  based  upon  the  standing  of 
the  Camp,  derived  from  the  latest  semi-annual  returns. 

Members  in  “  good  standing  ”  are  only  counted  as  a  basis  in  this 
contest.  A  square  deal  for  all  the  Camps  throughout  the  State, 
large  and  small,  is  assured,  and  the  competition  is  open  to  all.

The  foregoing  is  prospective  history,  the  following  is  history 
already  made  and  passed  upon  record. 

On  Wednesday,  September  16,  1914,  Wilson  Camp  Xo.  59,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Kathryne  Fellows  Auxiliary,  Bronx  bor¬ 
ough,  celebrated  the  centennary  anniversary  of  the  adoption  of 
the  American  Flag.  The  program  for  this  unique  affair  immed¬ 
iately  followed  a  regular  session  of  the  Camp,  and  the  entertain¬ 
ment  included  speeches,  songs,  music  and  an  historical  lecture  by 
Comrade  Walter  V.  McCoy,  Department  Patriotic  Instructor, 
who  gave  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  various  stages  of  the  Emblem  of 
Liberty ;  leading  up  to  its  present  attractive  and  fascinating  com¬ 
bination  of  colors  and  design.  Comrade  McCoy  introduced  an 
interesting  feature,  whereby  he  illustrated  a  series  of  provincial, 
battle,  and  colonial  flags,  prepared  expressly  for  this  occasion, 
which  he  explained  in  detail  during  progress  of  his  discourse. 
It  was  the  American  Flag  exemplified  in  history,  and  signified 
that  numerous  nondescript  banners,  such  as  the  “  Pine  Tree 
Flag/’  the  “  Battlesnake  Flag,"  the  “  Single  Star  ”  Flag,  and 
many  others,  that  ultimately  passed  out  of  use,  subserved  their 
purpose,  before  the  ideal  flag  was  adopted.  The  lecture  was 
highly  appreciated,  inasmuch  as  it  opened  up  a  line  of  thought 
rarely  considered  and  accorded  much  attention.  Comrade  McCoy 
has  copies  of  this  lecture  for  disposal  upon  application.  As  a 
patriotic  effort  it  was  a  marked  success,  and  will  go  down  in  the 
annals  of  the  Camp  as  a  “  red  letter  ”  day  long  to  be  remembered. 

At  the  close  of  the  lecture,  the  Camp  and  Auxiliary  “  Passed 
from  Labor  to  Refreshments,"  and  the  introduction  of  confection¬ 
ery  goods  and  German  champagne  was  the  signal  for  sociability, 
small  talk  and  a  general  good  time,  where  “  joy  was  unconfined  ” 
without  the  aid  of  the  terpsichorean  frolic. 

All  this  relates  to  what  is  going  on  in  Manhattan,  or  to  be  more 
exact,  the  “  Bronx,"  but  we  have  some  welcome  news  from  the 
Western  part  of  the  State,  which  is  worthy  of  special  remark. 

Thomas  H.  Barber  Camp  Xo.  3,  Binghamton  has  suddenlv 
fluttered  into  the  limelight,  and  are  engaged  in  a  monumental 
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enterprise.  They  have  caught  the  right  idea  and  are  taking  a 
practical  and  systematic  course  to  attain  results. 

On  Sunday,  September  13,  1914,  the  most  active  Comrades 
assembled  at  the  State  Armory,  Binghamton,  and  took  initiatory 
steps  to  perfect  plans  for  the  acquisition  of  a  Soldiers  and  Sailors’ 
Monument,  to  be  erected  on  a  site  at  Court  House  Square. 

The  stipulated  cost  which  approximates  $3,000,  will  be  raised 
by  public  contributions  confined  mainly  to  local  circles. 

Committees  were  appointed,  with  Comrades  William  T.  Hunt, 
permanent  chairman;  George  E.  Russell,  secretary;  William  E. 
Loomis,  treasurer;  and  Frank  Wood  as  chairman  of  the  Publicity 
Committee. 

A  committee  was  also  appointed  to  wait  upon  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  arrange  for  the  lease  of  a  plot  of  ground,  which 
has  been  granted.  Unless  modified  in  accordance  with  subsequent 
suggestions,  it  is  designed  to  represent  a  soldier  and  a  sailor.  Life 
size,  of  best  grade  bronze,  mounted  on  a  large  granite  block  base, 
with  bronze  tablets  on  each  side  and  the  ends.  All  sculptors, 
designers,  and  architects  are  requested  to  correspond  with  the  Sec¬ 
retary,  George  F.  Russell,  Ho.  30  Carroll  street,  or  the  Chairman, 
William  T.  Hunt,  of  Ho.  6  Congdon  place.  The  public  is  notified 
that  no  person  or  organization  is  authorized  to  solicit  funds  for  this 
Monument  unless  they  have  the  necessary  credentials  authorized  by 
the  Committee,  with  the  seal  of  Thomas  H.  Barber  Camp  Ho.  3, 
attached  thereto  and  signatures  of  the  Chairman,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veteran  Monument  Fund, 
written  thereon. 

The  idea  is  to  make  this  Monument  a  companion  piece  to  the 
Soldiers  and  Sailors’  Monument  erected  years  ago,  to  perpetuate 
the  memory  of  the  “  Boys  in  Blue,”  who  sacrificed  life  through 
patriotic  motives.  It  is  claimed,  and  justly  so,  that  the  Spanish 
War  Veterans  are  classified  among  Binghamton’s  best  citizens,  and 
fully  equipped  to  handle  and  develop  this  enterprise.

Council  of  Administration 

2.  A  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  in  Albany,  N.  Y.,  on 
Sunday,  October  4,  1914.  Matters  of  general  interest  to  the 
Organization  were  discussed,  and  the  following  resolutions  were 
adopted : 

A  —  That  the  dates  for  the  holding  of  the  11th  Department 
Encampment  and  Reunion  be  July  6,  7  and  8,  1915. 
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B  —  That  the  Department  Commander  be  authorized  to  pur¬ 
chase  a  gold  medal  to  be  given  as  a  recruiting  prize,  to  the  Camp 
having  the  greatest  percentage  of  increase  in  membership  from 
July  1,  1914,  to  June  30,  1915,  inclusive. 

C  —  Authorizing  the  Department  Adjutant  to  adopt  a  merit  • 
system  showing  the  efficiency  of  Comp  Commanders,  Adjutants 
and  Quartermasters  in  the  matter  of  answering  communications, 
complying  with  orders  issued  from  National  and  Department 
Headquarters,  and  submitting  reports,  etc. 

Correspondence 

3.  The  Department  Commander  is  constrained  to  urge  a  more 
satisfactory  attention  to  the  correspondence  of  these  Headquarters. 
There  are  cases  on  record  where  important  data,  that  involved  the 
vital  interests  of  the  Order,  has  stood  neglected  or  delayed  beyond 
the  time  when  it  could  be  of  practicable  value. 

Commanders  in  particular  are  reminded  that  the  work  of  this 
Department  cannot  progress  or  make  any  headway  unless  met  by 
undelayed  co-operation  on  the  part  of  Camp  officials. 

Circulars  and  Special  Orders  should  receive  prompt  and  con¬ 
siderate  attention.  An  acknowledgment  by  card  should  invariably 
be  posted  by  return  mail,  and  remove  the  question  of  receipt  beyond 
the  nossibilitv  of  a  doubt.

Special  Orders  Vo.  1,  c.  s.  is  a  case  in  point.  Copies  of  these 
orders  were  mailed  to  Camp  Commanders  and  Adjutants,  August 
14,  1914.  The  orders  appealed  for  special  information  desirable 
for  use  of  the  Legislative  Committee,  and  was  essential  to  enable 
this  committee  to  go  forward  with  its  work. 

At  this  last  date,  seventy-five  days  subsequent  to  publication, 
exactly  50  per  cent  of  the  Camps  have  responded  with  complete  • 
lists  of  their  enrollment,  while  40  per  cent  omitted  to  acknowledge 
receipt  of  the  order,  and  apparently  have  no  intention  to  co-operate 
with  these  Headquarters  in  its  efforts  to  advance  the  interests  and 
welfare  of  the  Organization.  In  this  connection  it  is  desirable  to 
separate  the  sheep  from  the  goats  or  distinguish  the  workers  from 
the  drones  in  order  that  the  Organization  may  know  “  who  is 
who/'  and  upon  whom  we  place  our  chief  reliance  to  support  our 
efforts. 
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The  Camps  which  are  now  standing  in  the  background  and 
appear  to  be  irresolute,  indifferent  or  something  else,  are  Nos.  8,  9, 
11,  14,  16,  17,  18,  20,  23,  25,  26,  28,  35,  37,  42,  46,  47,  48,  56, 
59,  60,  68,  71,  72,  74,  75,  82,  83,  85,  87,  90,  93,  94  and  95. 

With  fully  50  per  cent  of  the  Organization  “  resting  on  its  oars,” 
it  is  obviously  clear  that  the  Department  Commander’s  hands  are 
practically  tied  in  his  efforts  to  accomplish  results. 

Annual  Election  of  Officers 

4.  Attention  is  invited  to  sections  1,  2,  3  and  4,  Article  VIII, 
Part  5,  Rules  and  Regulations,  which  provides  that  Camp  Officers 
shall  be  elected  at  the  first  stated  meeting  in  December,  and 
installed  at  the  first  stated  meeting  in  January. 

In  the  selection  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  care  should  he 
exercised  to  eliminate  those  who  would  accept  an  office  for  the 
honor.  The  welfare  of  each  Camp  depends  solely  upon  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  Comrades  in  their  selection ;  do  not  take  advantage  of 
the  privilege  afforded  you  to  vote  by  satisfying  a  personal  griev¬ 
ance  against  a  Comrade  who  is  seeking  an  office,  but  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  if  you  think  he  is  the  most  qualified,  show  him  that  your 
interest  in  your  Camp  is  greater,  and  in  a  year  hence,  you  will 
reap  more  satisfaction  in  the  knowledge  that  you  did  your  duty 
to  your  Camp. 

Semi-Annual  Reports 

5.  Commanders  of  Camps  Nos.  8,  29,  35,  75,  87  and  93  having 
disregarded  instructions  provided  for  in  sub-section  g,  Section  1, 
Article  IX,  Part  5,  Rules  and  Regulations,  are  urged  to  submit 
reports  for  the  term  ending  June  30,  1914,  without  further  delay, 
and  enable  these  Headquarters  to  close  correspondence  on  this 
subject  with  National  Headquarters.  These  reports  are  now  four 
months  overdue,  and  the  Commanders  that  stand  charged  with 
this  neglect  of  duty  should  endeavor  to  retrieve  their  standing.  In 
the  foregoing  list  only  the  Quartermaster’s  Report  is  missing  in 
connection  with  Camp  No.  29 ;  and  only  the  Adjutant’s  Report  is 
missing  in  connection  with  Camps  Nos.  8,  35,  87  and  93,  while 
both  Adjutant’s  and  Quartermaster’s  Reports  are  missing  from 
Camp  No.  75. 
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Department  Encampment 

6.  The  Committee  in  charge  of  the  Encampment  to  be  held  in 
Utica,  announce  that  great  progress  is  being  made  to  insure  the 
entertainment  being  given  the  visiting  Comrades  and  Delegates 
the  best  ever  given  at  any  encampment. 

On  July  5,  1915,  the  committee  will  unveil  a  “  hiker  ”  monu¬ 
ment  and  the  entire  day  will  be  given  over  to  the  entertainment  of 
the  Comrades.  The  day  will  be  officially  known  as  “  Spanish 
War  Day,”  and  every  one  attending  will  be  royally  received  by 
the  citizens  of  Utica. 

Camps  should  immediately  start  Encampment  Clubs,  so  that 
we  may  do  our  share  by  making  this  the  largest  attended  encamp¬ 
ment  in  the  history  of  our  Organization. 

The  Gold  Medal  Contest 

7.  This  contest  applies  only  to  Recruits  accepted  on  original 
applications.  Reinstatements  to  membershop  from  the  Suspension 
List,  or  those  admitted  by  transfer  are  excluded  in  the  estimate. 
The  Camp  that  shows  the  greatest  gain  in  proportion  to  its  numer¬ 
ical  standing  will  be  awarded  the  prize. 

This  glittering  inducement  to  encourage  recruiting  is  not  an 
innovation.  Research  develops  the  fact  that  there  is  a  precedent 
(see  G.  0.  No.  7,  April,  1906)  and  the  idea  that  there  is  anything 
new  under  the  sun  cannot  he  sustained.  Those  identified  with 
the  Order  eight  years  ago  possibly  have  some  recollection 
of  this  interesting  event.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  com¬ 
petition  will  be  keen,  vigorous  and  unremitting.  Camps  must 
begin  at  once  if  they  intend  to  make  a  record.  The  distinction  of 
being  the  winner  of  the  Department  Medal  should  be  sufficient  in¬ 
centive  for  Camps  to  muster  their  entire  strength,  and  make  a 
display  of  their  mettle.  The  cow  never  hacks  up  to  be  milked, 
and  those  who  confess  a  partiality  for  the  lacteal  fluid  must  go  in 
search  of  the  cow,  and  this  kind  of  logic  will  apply  to  almost  any 
kind  of  enterprise.  The  contest  will  stand  open  for  twelve  calendar 
months,  and  four  of  these  have  already  been  buried  in  the  past,  so 
you  can  understand  that  only  eight  more  remain  to  finish  the 
contest;  the  books  will  close  on  June  30,  1915. 
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The  Commander-in-Chief  is  out  with  an  announcement  that  he 
wants  100,000  in  the  Organization  when  his  term  of  office  closes. 
If  we  succeed  in  the  acquisition  of  one-tenth  of  this  number  we 
will  rest  satisfied,  and  not  begrudge  the  other  nine^tenths  that  will 
be  scattered  elsewhere  outside  the  limits  of  the  Empire  State. 

We  desire  to  see  the  best  Camp  win  in  this  contest,  and  in  order 
that  equal  justice  will  be  handed  out  to  all  concerned,  we  appoint 
the  following  committee  to  act  as  judges  in  awarding  the  prize, 
viz. :

McKinley  Birthplace  Memorial 

10.  A  fund  of  $250,000  is  being  raised  for  the  purpose  of  erect¬ 
ing  a  monument  and  memorial  building  in  the  city  of  Hiles,  State 
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of  Ohio,  the  birthplace  of  our  late  war  President,  William 
McKinley.

It  is  reported  that  about  400  were  in  attendance  at  this 
patriotic  assemblage,  and  the  event  was  a  record  breaker  for  the 
Camp. 

Thursday,  October  2 2d,  was  distinguished  as  a  gala  day  in 
patriotic  circles.  Ho  less  than  three  different  Camps  were  sim¬ 
ultaneously  engaged  in  celebrating  fraternal  reunions.  Troy, 
Hew  Rochelle  and  Hew  York  City  were  the  scenes  of  these  event¬ 
ful  gatherings. 

At  Troy,  H.  Y.,  an  annual  reunion  was  on  the  program  under 
the  auspices  of  Marcus  D.  Russell  Camp  Ho.  2,  which  extended 
invitations  to  all  Spanish  War  Veterans,  the  Insurrection  in  the 
Philippines  and  the  China  Relief  Expedition  to  join  with  them 
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at  Germania  Hall  and  celebrate.  It  was  a  “get  together  ”  move¬ 
ment  for  all  veterans  of  the  days  of  1898-1902.  It  was  supported 
by  a  strong  Committee  of  Arrangements,  who  demonstrated  the 
proper  patriotic  spirit  in  making  the  event  a  “  red  letter  ”  night 
in  the  annals  of  the  Camp.

Per  Capita  Tax 

3.  The  regular  semi-annual  per  capita  tax  of  12%  cents  for 
Hational  Headquarters,  and  12%  cents  for  Department  Head¬ 
quarters,  against  each  Comrade  in  good  standing  is  due  January 
1,  1915.  It  is  recommended  that  this  tax  should  accompany  the 
regular  semi-annual  reports.  Checks  should  be  made  payable  to 
the  Department  Adjutant;  otherwise  they  will  be  returned  as 
useless. 


Semi-Annual  Reports 

4.  Camp  Adjutants  and  Quartermasters,  especially  those  about 
to  retire  from  office,  are  urged  to  give  their  semi-annual  reports 
for  the  term  ending  December  31,  1914,  prompt  attention. 

Xothing  is  gained  by  procrastination  or  delay,  and  the  Comrade 
who  is  prompt  and  accurate  gains  a  reputation  for  efficiency. 

Printed  instructions  on  the  forms  should  serve  as  a  guide  in 
the  preparation  of  these  reports.  When  in  doubt  look  up  specific 
instructions  usually  found  in  Rules  and  Regulations. 
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It  is  the  duty  of  Commanders  to  exercise  such  supervision  over 
the  subordinate  officers  of  his  Camp  as  will  admit  of  no  delay 
in  forwarding  such  reports  to  Headquarters  with  the  required 
per  capita  tax,  and  thereby  maintain  a  standard  of  excellence  in 
favor  of  his  Camp. 

Installation 

5.  Pursuant  to  Section  IX,  Article  VIII,  Part  5,  Rules  and 
Regulations,  Commanders-elect  will  promptly  submit  to  these 
Headquarters  the  name  and  address  of  a  Comrade  of  or  above  the 
grade  of  Past  Commander,  to  act  as  Installing  Officer.  Prior  to 
such  action  the  Comrade  selected  should  be  communicated  with, 
and  ascertain  if  he  will  accept  the  detail.  Should  any  Camp  neg¬ 
lect  to  send  in  its  selection  for  Installing  Officer  prior  to  December 
31,  1914,  the  Department  Commander  will  detail  a  Comrade  for 
this  purpose. 

Xo  installation  ceremony  can  proceed  unless  the  following 
requirements  are  complied  with,  viz. : 

The  regular  semi-annual  reports  must  have  been  forwarded. 

The  per  capita  tax  must  be  paid  in  full. 

The  Camp  Quartermaster  must  have  been  bonded. 

All  Camp  Officers,  elective  and  appointive,  must  be  installed  at 
the  first  stated  meeting  in  January. 


Department  Roster 

6.  It  is  desired  that  the  Department  Roster  in  present  use  be 
superseded  by  a  new  edition  with  corrections  to  date. 

Desirable  data  for  this  purpose  should  be  promptly  submitted 
to  these  Headquarters,  upon  postal  cards  furnished  for  this  special 
purpose,  at  as  early  a  date  as  practicable. 

With  the  united  cooperation  of  all  Commanders  it  is  expected 
that  this  work  can  be  completed  and  handed  over  to  the  printer 
during  the  second  week  in  January,  and  the  Roster  distributed  to 
Camps  at  once.  Do  not  permit  this  duty  to  escape  prompt  atten¬ 
tion,  for  the  Department  Roster  is  a  working  necessity  that  is 
indispensable. 
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Gold  Medal  Contest 

7.  W©  are  gratified  to  announce  that  recruiting  is  active  ;  most 
Camps  are  in  full  swing  and  resorting  to  all  kinds  of  expedients 
to  draw  recruits.  Applications  are  going  on  file  in  rapid  suc¬ 
cession.  Certain  Camps  which  heretofore  have  been  overpowered 
by  some  undefinable  lethargy  are  now  in  action,  denote  that  they 
have  entered  the  contest,  and  covet  that  medal. 

The  spirit  of  competition  appears  to  be  keen,  close  and  prom¬ 
ising,  and  in  some  cases  the  percentages  are  running  high. 

For  comparative  purposes  information  is  desired  to  serve  as  a 
check  against  the  Department  records.  It  is  suggested  that  Adju¬ 
tants  of  Camps  enrolled  in  the  contest  prepare,  and  submit  to  the 
Department  Adjutant,  a  complete  list,  with  date  and  address,  of 
recruits  mustered-in  since  July  1,  1914. 

Legislation 

8.  The  Department  Commander  is  very  much  gratified  with  the 
support  given  to  the  Legislative  Committee  by  the  various  Camps 
and  Comrades  throughout  the  Department,  but  there  are  some 
who  seem  to  think  that  we  can  succeed  without  their  assistance. 
The  work  mapped  out  by  the  Committee  will  require  the  earnest 
cooperation  of  every  Comrade  in  the  Department,  who  should  get 
into  communication  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Camp  Legislative 
Committee  and  keep  himself  posted  as  to  what  is  being  done.

Comrades.  It  is  only  through  united,  buoyant  and  persevering 
efforts  that  we  can  hope  to  advance  toward  success  and  accom¬ 
plish  those  ends  for  which  we  are  organized. 

It  is  important  that  the  spirit  of  patriotism  should  be  aroused, 
and  the  Camp  Patriotic  Instructor  should  be  induced  to  take 
hold  of  his  duties  with  a  determination  to  bring  the  Camp  into 
prominent  notice  on  all  public  and  special  occasions.  He  should 
stand  ready  to  demonstrate  that  our  Organization  aims  to  he 
“  up-to-date/’  and  is  not  slow  to  take  the  initiative  in  moulding 
public  opinion  in  favor  of  this  noble  sentiment. 

The  Camp  Historians  should  not  be  overlooked,  and  a  Comrade 
suitable  for  the  responsibility  should  be  selected.  He  should  be 
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encouraged  to  get  in  touch  with  the  “  press/5  local  or  otherwise, 
and  grasp  every  opportunity  to  extend  the  usefulness  of  the  Order 
and  strive  to  make  it  a  power  in  the  community.  Encouragement 
should  freely  be  handed  out  to  all  Comrades  connected  wTith  the 
Camp.  It  is  his  duty  to  exercise  a  ceaseless  vigilance,  and  take 
note  of  every  movement  in  local  affairs  that  may  have  a  tendency 
to  popularize  his  Camp  and  attract  new  members.  He  should 
study  and  cultivate  enthusiasm  with  these  ends  in  view,  and 
endeavor  to  keep  the  Camp  well  to  the  front  and  in  the  public 
eye.  He  should  endeavor  to  make  his  Camp  meetings  attractive, 
and  thereby  encourage  regularity  in  attendance.  He  should  study 
ways  and  means  to  make  those  meetings  interesting,  beneficial  and 
satisfactory  in  general.  Finally,  he  should  be  watchful  and  crush 
any  discord,  personal  controversy,  or  dissension  within  the  ranks, 
with  a  firm  hand,  and  before  it  has  had  time  to  develop  into  a 
threatening  danger.  Personalities  freely  discussed  during  Camp 
sessions  have  a  tendency  to  destroy  harmony  and  promote  discord, 
and  therefore  should  be  halted  in  the  incipient  stages. 

Aides-de-Camp 

4.  In  order  to  be  in  a  position  to  successfully  carry  out  the 
work  of  the  administration,  it  is  necessary  that  the  Department 
Commander  should  have  a  personal  representative  in  each  Camp. 
To  date,  the  Commanders  of  the  following  Camps  have  failed  to 
submit  a  name  for  the  appointment  as  Aide-de-Camp  in  com¬ 
pliance  with  paragraph  8,  G.  0.  Ho.  1,  C.  S. :

The  Department  Commander  would  be  pleased  to  have  the  Com¬ 
manders  forward  their  choice  for  this  important  position. 

New  Camp 

5.  These  Headquarters  is  pleased  to  announce  the  addition  of 
a  new  Camp  to  this  Department.  The  Camp,  which  was  formed 
in  Brooklyn,  U.  Y.,  will  be  instituted  January  9,  1915,  by  the 
Department  Commander  acting  as  Instituting  Officer.  Head¬ 
quarters,  while  opposed  to  the  formation  of  any  additional  Camps 
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in  the  larger  cities  of  the  Department,  feel  that  the  latest  acquisi¬ 
tion  will  be  a  valuable  asset  to  the  Organization.  The  Camp  was 
formed  by  the  sanction  of  the  Memorial  and  Executive  Committee 
of  Brooklyn,  and  the  charter  list  contains  twenty-six  names,  of 
which  fourteen  are  recruits. 

Efforts  are  also  being  made  to  organize  a  new  Camp  in  the 
southern  part  of  Long  Island  and  in  Peekskill,  N.  Y.  If  any 
Comrade  can  assist  in  this  movement,  the  Department  Com¬ 
mander  would  be  very  grateful. 

Honorary  Membership 

6.  It  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  these  Headquarters 
that  several  Camps  in  this  Department  are  not  complying  with 
Section  13,  Article  3,  Part  5,  Buies  and  Begulations,  in  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  admission  to  honorary  membership.  This  section  does  not 
apply  to  Comrades  of  the  G.  A.  B.,  who  can  be  admitted  without 
the  approval  of  either  National  or  Department  Headquarters. 

The  conferring  of  honorary  membership  in  the  U.  S.  W.  Y.  is 
a  great  honor  and  the  giving  of  it  should  he  as  sacred  as  we  hold 
the  admission  to  active  membership.  The  Department  Com¬ 
mander  will  insist  upon  the  dropping  of  all  such  honorary  mem¬ 
bers  who  have  not  been  admitted  in  accordance  with  the  Buies 
and  Begulations. 

Patriotic  Instructors  Meeting 

7.  Sunday,  February  7,  1915,  at  3  o’clock  in  the  afternoon, 
the  Camp  Patriotic  Instructors  will  assemble  at  the  Second  Field 
Artillery  Armory  for  the  purpose  of  completing  final  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  formation  of  “A  Patriotic  Instructors’  Association 
in  the  Department  of  New  York.” 

Camp  Commanders  are  also  extended  an  invitation  to  he  present 
and  participate  in  the  discussion.  The  association  will  be  formed 
at  this  meeting  and  every  Comrade  interested  should  be  present. 

Supplies 

8.  At  the  Eleventh  National  Encampment,  National  Head¬ 
quarters  were  authorized  to  issue  free  of  charge  “  application  for 
membership  blanks.”  These  blanks  may  he  obtained  on  requisi¬ 
tion  to  the  Adjutant-General  through  these  Headquarters. 
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C ommanders  Reports 

9.  The  Department  Commander  would  appreciate  it  if  each 
Camp  Commander  would  forward  to  these  Headquarters  a  copy 
of  the  report  rendered  by  him.  These  reports  should  show  the 
general  condition  of  the  Camps,  and  very  often  contain  informa¬ 
tion  of  great  value. 


A  Note  of  Warning 

10.  Commanders  of  Camps  and  all  Comrades  are  hereby  cau¬ 
tioned  to  be  governed  by  discretion  and  sound  judgment  in 
responding  to  a  printed  appeal  for  relief  which  has  been  circu¬ 
lated  broadcast  through  the  United  States  mail  by  an  organiza¬ 
tion  designated  as  the  “  Veteran  Relief  Corps/7  which  has  recently 
sprung  into  existence.  In  this  printed  circular,  which  has  been 
addressed  and  forwarded  to  members  of  this  Organization,  they 
claim  to  be  organized  and  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  and  are  making  a  general  appeal  for  funds 
to  carry  on  charitable  operations.  With  this  part  of  their  status 
we  are  not  concerned,  but  when  they  assume  without  sanction  or 
authority  from  these  Headquarters  to  state  that,  “  The  conduct  of 
our  relief  work  is  under  the  supervision  of  an  Advisory  Council 
of  Commanders  of  Spanish  War  Veterans/7  we  denounce  the 
unauthorized  statement  and  brand  it  as  a  deliberate  falsehood. 
Commanders  of  our  Organization  fully  understand  that  such  con¬ 
duct  would  be  summarily  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  our  Code 
of  Discipline. 

In  this  connection  we  desire  to  emphasize  this  fact  in  the 
strongest  terms,  for  there  is  actually  no  necessity  to  extend  relief 
to  Comrades  of  our  Order  outside  the  limitation  of  their  own 
ranks.  This,  of  course,  is  optional  with  the  Comrades  themselves, 
but  they  are  expected  to  exercise  this  prerogative  independent 
of  any  other  organization,  and  not  form  any  kind  of  alliance  as 
is  suggested  in  this  circular. 

We  modestly  claim  to  be  what  we  are  and  are  fully  competent 
and  able  to  handle  our  own  cases  of  distress  without  any  outside 
interference.  We  depend  on  our  own  resources  to  support, 
improve  and  extend  our  Organization,  and  strenuously  refuse  to 
co-operate  with  or  have  any  dealings  with  any  organization  whose 
only  basis  of  support  is  the  ready  funds  derived  from  a  charitable 
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public,  who  are  persuaded  to  contribute  under  tbe  misleading 
delusion  that  ex-soldiers  and  ex-sailors  are  in  needy  circumstances 
and  await  relief.  We  regard  this  ostensible  act  as  an  invasion 
of  our  ranks  to  carry  on  unauthorized  charitable  operations  in  a 
field  which  in  reality  has  no  existence.  We  do  not  question  the 
sincerity  of  their  motives,  neither  do  we  underrate  that  spirit  of 
patriotism  extolled  so  eloquently  in  the  language  of  verse,  but 
we  do  most  seriously  object  to  being  classified  among  paupers, 
outcasts  and  degenerates.  The  Spanish  War  Veteran  belongs 
to  an  entirely  different  type  of  humanity,  and  stands  ready  to 
repudiate  such  foul  aspersions.  Frequently,  through  a  series  of 
“  hard  luck  ”  he  may  be  reduced  in  circumstances,  and  find  it 
difficult  to  keep  clear  of  debt,  and  fate,  with  a  fixed  gaze,  may  be 
staring  him  hard  in  the  face,  in  his  efforts  to  hold  his  own  against 
the  exigencies  of  life,  but  he  is  generally  endowed  with  entirely 
different  qualities  of  heart,  mind  and  soul  from  those  who  degen¬ 
erate  into  paupers,  outcasts  and  vagrants.  It  is  perhaps  unneces¬ 
sary  to  explain  that  there  are  statutory  laws  that  apply  directly 
to  the  Spanish  War  Veteran  which  provide  for  cases  of  this  sort, 
and  no  Veteran  is  so  dense  that  he  does  not  understand  the 
limitation  of  his  rights,  and  what  action  to  take  when  necessity 
forces  him  to  make  a  demand  for  specific  relief.  Furthermore, 
we  will  state  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  do  not  understand,  that, 
scattered  throughout  the  Bronx,  Manhattan,  Queens,  Kings  and 
Brooklyn  boroughs  the  main  strength  of  our  Organization  is 
divided  into  a  multitude  of  Camps,  and  each  Camp  supports  a 
standing  committee,  whose  specific  duty  is  to  handle  all  “  relief 
cases,”  and  suitable  funds  are  provided  for  this  purpose.  The 
committee  first  investigates,  and  then,  if  the  case  proves  legiti¬ 
mate,  relief  speedily  follows. 

With  such  a  system  of  relief  work,  in  correct  working  order,, 
where  is  the  necessity  for  an  organization  of  this  kind  to  inter¬ 
vene  and  delude  the  public  for  necessary  funds  to  carry  on  a  work 
already  provided  for  ?  When  they  state,  as  they  do,  in  this  gen¬ 
eral  circular  that,  “  as  a  matter  of  patriotism  we  wish  to  protect 
our  Comrades  from  appearing  as  mendicants  or  recipients  of 
promiscuous  charity,  standing  in  line  of  public  places,  and  in 
embarrassing  situations,”  we  disclaim  the  necessity  and  renounce 
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the  charge  as  false,  misleading  and  destitute  of  facts.  The  pic¬ 
ture  is  exaggerated  and  the  facts  are  misrepresented  and  unworthy 
of  confidence. 

The  poor  laws  of  the  State  do  not  rest  on  the  statutes  as  a 
“  dead  letter."  They  have  been  enacted  and  placed  there  for  a 
specific  purpose,  and  they  alone  are  sufficient  to  controvert  such 
a  bald  statement  and  perversion  of  facts. 

In  taking  this  stand  and  writing  thus  adversely  we  would  cor¬ 
rect  in  advance  any  wrong  impression  or  misunderstanding  rela¬ 
tive  to  our  position  with  reference  to  the  cause  of  charity.  But 
charity  that  is  misapplied  or  conducted  on  a  basis  that  can  be 
construed  as  deceptive,  false  and  misleading  merits  disapproba¬ 
tion,  and  we  do  not  hesitate  to  take  grounds  against  it.  When 
conducted  on  a  legitimate  basis,  and  clear  of  all  suspicious  reflec¬ 
tions,  no  one  is  more  ready  and  willing  to  extend  the  “  helping 
hand  "  and  assist  the  unfortunate  —  Comrade  or  no  Comrade  — 
than  ourselves. 

As  already  inferred,  charity  is  one  of  the  chief  attributes  of 
our  Order,  and  no  Comrade  is  turned  away  empty  handed,  pro¬ 
vided  his  case  is  just  and  merits  assistance. 

Without  going  any  deeper  into  this  matter,  we  will  conclude 
with  a  statement  that  there  cannot  be  any  bond  of  sympathy 
between  this  organization  and  our  own,  as  the  central  idea 
involved  in  their  literature  endeavors  to  convey  the  impression 
that  the  ex-soldier  and  the  ex-sailor  are  objects  of  charity,  which 
reason  and  common  sense  satisfies  us  is  at  variance  with  the  facts, 
and  such  a  lame  argument  is  untenable,  and  cannot  possibly  be 
sustained.

12.  Three  additional  honorary  members  connected  with  Post 
Ho.

5.  These  Headquarters  have  issued  orders  to  disband  Admiral 
Joseph  B.  Coghlan  Camp  Ho.  82.  While  we  dislike  very  much 
to  see  any  Camp  in  the  Department  suspended  or  disbanded,  it  is 
the  firm  determination  of  the  Department  Commander,  that  either 
a  Camp  show  it  is  of  some  use  to  the  Organization,  consolidate 
with  some  other  Camp,  or  disband.

These  Headquarters  is  ready  to  give  all  the  assistance  within  our 
power,  but  will  insist  that  each  Camp  stand  on  its  own  feet. 

Visit  of  C ommander-in-Chief 

6.  The  Department  was  honored  by  a  visit  of  the  Commander- 
in-Chief,  accompanied  by  the  Chairman  of  the  National  Executive 
Committee,  Comrade  Felix  Rosenberg.  The  Commander-imChief, 
who  arrived  on  January  9,  1915,  was  tendered  a  reception  in  the 
Hotel  McAlpin,  Hew  York  City,  after  which,  accompanied  by  the 
Department  Commander,  Past  Department  Commanders  Wall  and 
Parker,  he  attended  the  public  installations  of  Manhattan  Camp- 
Ho.  1,  Wm.  H.  Hubbell  Camp  Ho.  4,  George  D.  Russell  Camp 
Ho.  43  and  Col.  John  Jacob  Astor  Camp  Ho.  98. 

On  Sunday,  January  10,  1915,  a  general  meeting  was  held  in 
St.  Paul’s  Parish  House,  after  which  Col.  John  Jacob  Astor  Camp 
tendered  him  a  reception. 

The  Commander-in-Chief  spoke  of  the  work  being  done  by 
Hational  Headquarters,  and  paid  particular  attention  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  recruiting.

Square,  was  awarded  to  the  Hinman-Boynton  Granite  Company, 
of  Syracuse.  The  design  as  illustrated  in  the  Binghamton  Press, 
under  date  of  February  16,  1915,  denotes  a  novel  and  unique  struc¬ 
ture,  attractive  to  the  eye,  and,  with  the  exception  of  two  bronze 
figures  representative  of  the  Army  and  the  Navy,  seven  feet  high, 
will  be  constructed  almost  exclusively  of  granite  secured  from  the 
Barre  (Vt.)  quarries. 

When  completed  the  monument  will  stand  23^/2  feel  high,  with 
a  classical  Ionic  capital,  and  weigh  85,979  pounds.  Upon  the 
bronze  tablet,  material  secured  from  the  wreck  of  the  U.  S.  S. 
u  Maine,”  will  be  inscribed  “  In  Memoriam,  1898—1902.”  A 
figure  of  the  American  Eagle  is  perched  on  the  extreme  summit. 
The  monument  Committee,  who  have  managed  this  affair,  are 
Comrades  A.  K.  Boberts,  William  T.  Hunt,  George  E.  Russell, 
Frank  W.  Wood,  and  W.  E.  Loomis,  and  their  efforts  are  certainlv 
deserving  of  complimentary  notice.

Recruiting 

4.  To  compensate  for  the  depletion  in  the  ranks  due  to  “  sus¬ 
pension,"  active  is  our  only  recourse. 

With  this  purpose  in  view  it  is  recommended  that  every  Camp 
“  take  stock,’'  explore  the  field,  and  locate  every  possible  recruit 
within  hailing  distance  of  their  Camp. 

The  question  of  recruiting  should  be  discussed  at  every  public 
gathering  where  there  is  the  slighest  possibility  of  attracting  the 
attention  of  a  prospective  recruit. 
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In  approaching  this  subject  permit  me  to  remind  ail  Comrades 
of  the  importance  and  value  of  effort.  Nothing  worthy  of  posses¬ 
sion  was  ever  secured  except  through  an  application  of  effort,  with 
a  persistency  and  determination  to  “  bag  the  game  ”  at  all  hazards. 

Every  Comrade  is  aware  that  our  loss  due  to  suspensions  and 
deaths  lags  only  a  short  distance  behind  our  gain  due  to  recruits 
and  transfers ;  they  should  apply  all  their  energy  to  widen  this  gap, 
or  our  efforts  in  the  future,  as  they  have  been  in  the  past,  will 
continue  to  develop  unsatisfactory  results. 

Comrades  come  and  go  without  much  inquiry  as  to  the  cause, 
and  the  effects  remind  us  that  we  are  practically  unprogressive. 

A  remedy  should  be  found  for  such  adverse  conditions. 

It  is  evidently  clear  to  the  average  mind  that  energy  wasted  is 
unprofitable.  A  constructive  policy  should  not  be  neutralized  by 
a  destructive  agency,  which  frustrates  our  most  sanguine  aspira¬ 
tions.  If  we  can  successfully  manage  to  check  the  abnormal  growth 
of  the  “  suspension  list,"  one  of  the  most  vital  problems  that  con¬ 
cern  this  Organization  will  have  been  solved,  and  recruiting  will 
take  care  of  itself  without  the  incentive  gold  medals. 

In  order  that  Comrades  may  properly  approach  a  prospective 
recruit,  it  is  necessary  that  they  should  be  familiar  with  the  objects 
and  purposes  of  our  Organization,  which  are  briefly,  as  follows : 

First:  To  unite  in  fraternal  bonds  those  men  who  served  in 
the  military  or  naval  establishments  of  the  United  States  of 

1/ 

America  in  the  war  with  Spain  and  in  the  campaign  incidental  to 
and  growing  out  of  that  war. 

Second :  To  honor  the  memory  and  preserve  from  neglect  and 
oblivion  the  graves  of  the  dead. 

Third:  To  assist  former  Comrades  and  Shipmates,  their 
widows,  orphans  and  dependent  relatives,  such  as  need  help, 
encouragement  and  protection. 

Fourth:  To  perpetuate  the  memories  of  the  war  with  Spain 
and  the  campaigns  in  the  Philippine  Islands  and  in  China,  and  to 
collect  and  preserve  the  records  of  service  of  the  individual  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Organization. 

Fifth:  To  promote  the  best  interests  of  those  who  participated 
in  the  war  with  Spain  and  in  the  campaigns  in  the  Philippine 
Islands  and  in  China. 
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Sixth :  To  inculcate  the  principles  of  universal  liberty,  equal 
rights,  and  justice  to  all  mankind,  of  loyalty  to  our  country,  rev¬ 
erence  for  its  institutions  obedience  to  its  laws  and  respect  for 
its  magistrates,  and  to  discountenance  whatever  tends  to  weaken 
these  sentiments  among  our  people. 

Eligibility 

Those  eligible  to  membership  in  our  Organization  are:  All 
honorably  discharged  officers,  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  Army, 
Navy  or  Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States  of  America,  including 
acting  assistant  surgeons,  contract  doctors,  dentists  and  veterinary 
surgeons,  all  officers  and  enlisted  men  in  the  United  States  Revenue 
Cutter  Service  on  vessels  temporarily  under  the  control  of  the 
War  or  Navy  Departments,  all  officers  and  enlisted  men  in  the 
Philippine  Scouts  and  other  organizations  of  native  troops  main¬ 
tained  by  the  War  Department  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and 
Paymasters’  Clerks  who  were  actually  on  duty  in  the  field  or 
aboard  ship,  who  served  at  any  time  during  the  war  between  the 
United  States  of  America  and  the  Kingdom  of  Spain,  or  at  any 
time  during  the  war  for  the  suppression  of  the  insurrection  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  prior  to  July  4,  1902.

1.  On  the  evenings  of  October  28th  and  31st,  1914,  New  York 
City  celebrates  its  three  hundredth  anniversary  as  a  city.  The 
celebration  not  only  commemorates  the  entry  of  New  York  city 
into  the  commerce  of  the  world  in  1614,  through  the  granting 
of  the  first  charter  by  the  States  Netherlands,  but  reviews  three 
centuries  of  industrial  and  commercial  progress.  The  commission 
in  charge  announces  that,  owing  to  the  war  in  Europe,  that  it  has 
given  up  plans  of  a  military  and  naval  nature,  and  will  confine 
itself  solely  to  historical  and  commercial  pageants  and  parades. 
Hundreds  of  floats,  portraying  the  early  days  of  Manhattan  Island, 
when  it  was  inhabited  by  Indians;  its  later  development  into  a 
Dutch  settlement  and  trading  post,  and  its  marvellous  growth  to 
supremacy  among  the  cities  of  the  world,  will  be  drawn  through 
miles  of  streets  brilliantly  illuminated  with  thousands  of  electric 
lights.

1.  The  attention  of  Camp  Commanders  is  called  to  the  law 
recently  enacted,  granting  allowances  to  widowed  mothers  with 
one  or  more  children  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  in  order  that 
such  children  may  be  suitably  cared  for  in  their  homes  by  such 
mothers. 

2.  A  board  of  child  welfare  will  also  be  formed.  This  board 
in  counties  will  consist  of  seven  members  appointed  by  the  County 
Judge;  and  in  a  city  wholly  including  one  or  more  counties,  will 
consist  of  nine  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  This  board 
will  have  the  power  to  grant  an  allowance  to  any  dependent  widow 
residing  in  the  county  or  city  wherein  she  applies  for  an  allowance, 
who  is  of  good  habits  and  character,  and  at  the  time  of  such  appli¬ 
cation  for  an  allowance  is  the  mother  of  one  or  more  children 
under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  living  with  her  and  dependent 
upon  her,  provided  such  widow  has  been  a  resident  of  the  county 
or  of  the  city  wherein  the  application  for  an  allowance  is  made 
for  a  period  of  one  year  immediately  preceding  the  application. 

3.  The  Department  Commander  is  very  desirous  that  our 
Organization  have  representation  on  as  many  of  these  boards  as 
possible,  and  urges  .that  Camp  Commanders  take  this  matter  up 
immediately.

Recruiting  10,000  Members  by  July,  1915 

Considering  the  outlook,  possibilities  and  available  resources, 
the  doubtful  zeal  and  energy  of  Membership  Committees  is  obvi¬ 
ous.  It  is  evident  that  recruiting  for  this  powerful  organization 
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has  reached  a  point  where  it  languishes.  We  are  simply  “  mark¬ 
ing  time  ”  and  making  only  indifferent  headway.  Cleveland’s 
phrase  of  “  innocuous  desuetude  ”  is  applicable.  It  is  apparent 
that  unless  some  decided  action  is  aroused,  the  “  Suspension  List  ” 
will  out-distance  the  “  Reinstatement  and  Recruiting  List  ”  in 
such  proportions  as  to  induce  alarm. 

Such  unfavorable  conditions  can  safely  be  charged  against  the 
supineness,  inactivity  and  carelessness  of  comrades  who  are  dele¬ 
gated  to  trusts  which  demand  special  efforts  along  these  lines. 
They  are  trusted  with  a  grave  responsibility,  and  should  endeavor, 
with  zealous  efforts  to  regulate  their  plans  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
produce  opposite  results. 

It  is  important  that  we  awake  to  this  threatening  danger,  “  take 
the  bull  bv  the  horns,”  and  stir  up  some  activity  that  will  place 
the  organization  on  a  more  satisfactory  working  basis. 

It  is  not  everybody  who  has  the  knack,  ability  and  inclination 
for  this  particular  kind  of  work,  but  those  who  do  should  take 
hold,  get  busy,  and  not  let  the  grass  grow  under  their  feet. 

It  is  important  that  they  take  a  new  survey,  buckle  on  their 
armor,  consider  ways  and  means,  and  exhaust  every  resource  at 
their  command,  pilot  non-affiliated  veterans  into  the  camp,  and 
induce  them  to  accept  the  countersign.  They  should  not  relax  in 
their  efforts  until  the  ceremony  of  initiation  is  worn  threadbare, 
and  the  sight  of  a  newly  fledged  United  Spanish  War  Veteran  is 
no  longer  an  exception.  Do  not  allow  the  candidate  to  be  deluded 
with  the  idea  that  this  initiation  ceremony  is  to  be  all  and  end  all 
of  his  obligation.  Do  not  permit  him  to  depart  with  that  settled 
air  of  complacency  which  implies  a  dependence  on  others  to  sup¬ 
port  him  in  his  changed  attitude.  He  should  bear  in  mind  that  he 
is  a  unit  in  an  active  working  combination,  and  should  hold  him¬ 
self  in  readiness  to  accept  any  duty  designed  to  promote  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  Order. 

It  is  only  through  special  and  extraordinary  efforts  on  the  part 
of  zealous,  competent  and  diligent  comrades  that  organizations  of 
this  kind  grow,  expand  and  develop  into  a  powerful  usefulness  that 
can  command  the  admiration  of  all  who  are  interested. 

He  should  scorn  to  be  classified  with  the  “  deadwood  ”  and 
regarded  as  a  drone.  He  should  understand  that  men  do  not  lack 
strength,  but  they  often  lack  the  will  to  concentrate  and  act. 
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It  is  a  common  impression  that  God  helps  those  who  help  them¬ 
selves  and,  viewed  from  this  standpoint,  we  must  necessarily  spring 
into  action  and  employ  our  united  and  best  endeavors  to  effect 
results.  The  greatest  field  of  endeavor  is  at  our  door.  No  other 
section  of  this  broad  land  can  compare  with  the  Empire  State  for 
resources  of  this  kind.  Mixed  with  its  millions  of  inhabitants 
concentrated  within  the  boundaries  of  Manhattan,  Brooklyn, 
Bronx,  Rochester,  Albany,  Troy,  Binghamton,  Syracuse  and  other 
populous  centers,  the  unaffiliated  war  veteran  can  be  found.  Often 
he  needs  only  a  word  of  encouragement  and  a  clear  understanding 
to  acquaint  him  with  the  objects,  purposes  and  prospects  of  our 
Order. 

The  time  is  at  hand  for  Comrades  to  impose  upon  themselves 
this  duty,  get  busy,  and  invariably  go  armed  with  an  “ Application 
Blank,”  a  ready  argument  and  a  good  supply  of  “grit.” 

It  is  a  mistaken  policy  for  camps  to  neglect  their  opportunities, 
remain  inactive  and  wait  for  candidates  to  search  them  out.  Con¬ 
servatism  and  dignity  is  all  right  under  proper  conditions,  but  it 
is  a  false  idea  for  Camps  to  disregard  enthusiasm,  enterprise  and 
business  activity,  to  support  a  false  pride  and  sacrifice  their  best 
interests,  their  ultimate  welfare  and  the  purpose  for  which  they 
were  organized.  Such  a  course  is  persistent  and  practical  suicide, 
is  derogatory  to  common  sense,  and  merits  only  disapprobation 
and  should  be  frowned  down  and  discouraged  by  those  who  are 
sensitive  on  this  point. 

The  most  perfect  example  of  organized  strength  before  the  world 
to-day  is  the  Salvation  Army,  and  wherein  rests  their  power? 
Their  system  of  religion  is  not  generally  recognized;  but  where 
can  you  go  without  meeting  representatives  of  this  zealous  Order, 
and  their  methods,  sympathetic  efforts  and  practical  work  posi¬ 
tively  denote  a  well  organized  system  that  is  constantly  being 
extended,  and  demonstrates  the  possibilities  of  earnestness  of  pur¬ 
pose,  fervent  zeal  and  tireless  energy.  If  necessary  to  save  their 
organization  from  disintegration,  let  the  United  Spanish  War 
veterans  encourage  every  public  demonstration  that  aims  to  being 
this  Order  in  the  public  eye  and  indirectly  attract  recruits.  If 
necessary,  do  not  hesitate  to  go  out  like  the  Salvation  Army,  into 
the  highways  and  byways,  with  a  drum  and  fife  and  song,  and 
round  up  these  recruits.  It  is  better  to  work  along  practical  lines 
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that  can  show  results  than  to  stagnate,  remain  unprogressive  and 
eventually  surrender  your  charter.  Since  the  date  of  our  organi¬ 
zation  comparatively  few  Camps  have  succumbed  and  yielded  to 
such  conditions,  and  it  is  surmised  that  those  Camps  would  not 
have  collapsed  provided  they  had  appointed  a  Membership  Com¬ 
mittee  that  fully  appreciated  their  responsibility. 

It  must  be  conceded  that  the  growth,  expansion  and  success  of 
any  Camp  depends  largely  upon  the  infusion  of  fresh  blood ;  new 
members,  endowed  with  a  proper  spirit,  revive  the  slumbering 
inactivities  of  the  old-timers  and  inspire  competition  which  is 
essential  for  progress. 

One  of  the  greatest  distinctions  between  victory  and  defeat  is  an 
inherent  conviction  that  the  elements  of  victory  are  wuthin  us  — 
self-confidence;  and  it  rests  with  ourselves  in  making  a  proper 
application  of  this  power,  whether  we  stand  among  the  victors  or 
vanquished.  Men  of  achievement  never  reached  the  summit  of 
their  power  without  a  due  consideration  of  these  elements,  and  a 
reasonable  application  thereof. 

Reverting  to  facts  which  have  passed  upon  record,  it  is  generally 
known  that  certain  Camps  identified  with  this  Organization  are 
distinguished  for  their  progressive  enterprise  and  commendable 
zeal.  Their  leadership  cannot  be  attributed  to  any  special  advan¬ 
tages  in  environment,  superior  financial  status  or  social  prestige, 
for  they  have  been  building  with  exactly  the  same  material  that 
was  available  to  other  and  less  progressive  Camps.  In  some  cases 
their  growth  has  been  phenomenal,  sufficiently  so  to  attract  atten- 
ion ;  but  this  cannot  be  ascribed  to  any  remarkable  causes  or  traced 
to  any  exceptional  conditions. 

They  simply  had  the  excellent  judgment  to  put  the  proper  forces 
to  work,  resorted  to  popular  methods,  and  were  vigilant  in  their 
efforts.  Similar  opportunities  are  open  to  nearly  all  Camps,  and 
our  purpose  in  writing  these  lines  is  to  recommend  that  each  Com¬ 
rade  appoint  himself  a  committee  of  one  and  go  into  action  with  a 
determination  to  “  boom  ”  his  Camp,  and  endeavor  to  bring  it  up 
to  a  respectable  standard. 

The  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  Camp  in  your  vicinity  is  a 
home  institution;  it  represents  objects  in  which  you  should  be 
vitally  interested ;  it  has  passed  through  and  survived  the  experi¬ 
ment  stage,  and  has  been  in  fair  working  order  for  the  past  twelve 
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years ;  it  harbors  a  class  of  Comrades  whose  claim  on  your  friend¬ 
ship  should  be  supreme.  Their  interests  should  be  your  interests 
and  vice  versa.  Then  get  together  and  work  together,  and  prove 
to  the  Order  that  you  are  a  live  Camp,  and  that  you  intend  to  be 
heard  from  outside  the  limitations  of  the  local  circle. 

When  you  were  in  active  service,  harnessed  to  a  rifle,  a  sling 
belt,  haversack,  canteen,  blanket,  cartridge-box,  etc.,  and  shifting 
from  pillar  to  post  on  any  kind  of  duty  and  under  all  conditions 
of  weather,  you  never  transferred  your  responsibility  to  the  other 
fellow,  and  you  should  be  equally  as  conscientious  in  this  case, 
and  more  so  if  anything,  for  the  interest  at  stake  is  exclusively 
personal. 

YOUR  DUTY  IS  PLAIN,  WILL  YOU  DO  IT  ?  WILL  YOU 
PLEDGE  YOURSELF  TO  BRING  IN  A  RECRUIT  AT  THE 
NEXT  MEETING  OF  YOUR  CAMP?  REMEMBER, 
“  ONLY  LIVE  FISH  SWIM  UP  STREAM.”  ARE  YOU  A 
LIVE  ONE  ?

To  the  Camp  Commanders ,  Department  of  New  York,  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans: 

Dear  Sirs  and  Comrades  : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Department  Legislative  Committee  held  in 
the  City  of  New  York  on  September  17,  1914,  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  a  plan  of  campaign  for  the  ensuing  year  the  concensus 
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of  opinion  seemed  to  be  that  the  most  important  matter  before 
us  at  this  time  is  the  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  which,  if  adopted,  will  grant  to  Veterans 
of  the  Spanish  American  War  the  same  rights  and  privileges  in 
civil  service  throughout  the  State  as  is  now  enjoyed  by  the  veterans 
of  the  Civil  War. 

The  accomplishment  of  this  very  important  and  worthy  piece 
of  legislation  will  also  require  that  every  Camp  and  every  Com¬ 
rade  in  this  Department  cooperate  with  the  Legislative  Com¬ 
mittee  and  assist  them  in  their  work.  To  the  end  that  all  Camps 
will  assist  us  in  our  work,  Camp  Commanders  are  requested  to 
immediately  appoint  a  Camp  Legislative  Committee  of  at  least 
live  Comrades  of  their  respective  Camps.  In  appointing  this  Com¬ 
mittee  Camp  Commanders  are  requested  to  keep  in  mind  the  fact 
that  there  will  be  considerable  work  for  it  to  do  and  his  appointees 
should  be  Comrades  who  will  work  and  perform  the  duties  assigned 
them  at  the  cost  of >  some  personal  sacrifice.  It  might  also  be  well 
for  Camp  Commanders  to  endeavor  to  appoint  Comrades  whose 
places  of  residences  are  in  different  Senatorial  Districts,  if  possi¬ 
ble,  for  it  will  be  in  the  Senatorial  Districts  that  most  of  the  real 
work  will  be  done. 

The  names  of  the  Comrades  appointed  on  these  Committees 
should  be  sent  direct  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  Legisla¬ 
tive  Committee  as  soon  as  possible  and  not  later  than  October  7th. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Department  Committee  to  hold  weekly 
meetings,  after  October  1st,  and  it  is  their  purpose  to  have  the 
views  of  the  Camps  presented  at  these  meetings  through  the 
medium  of  the  Camp  Commanders. 

The  necessity  for  prompt  action  on  all  matters  relating  to  the 
work  of  the  Legislative  Committee  is  so  imperative  that  Camp 
Commanders,  Adjutants  and  Comrades  are  requested  to  give  these 
matters  preference  and  prompt  attention  to  the  end  that  the  work 
in  hand  may  not  be  continually  retarded  but  may  progress  as 

speedily  as  possible.

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Department  Legislative  Committee, 
held  in  Albany,  December  20th  last,  it  was  decided  that  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  Organization,  the  “  Poor  Law  ”  should  be 
amended,  and  in  order  to  ascertain  the  opinions  of  the  different 
Comrades,  it  was  decided  that  the  Commander  of  each  Camp 
should  be  requested  to  immediately  forward  an  accurate  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  method  now  employed  by  your  camp  to  aid  and  assist 
poor  and  destitute  comrades,  and  the  manner  of  reimbursement 
from  the  city,  county  and  township. 

By  this  is  meant  that  you  should  write  immediately  just  exactly 
what  the  township,  county  or  city  authorities  demand  from  you 
in  order  that  you  may  be  reimbursed  for  assisting  Comrades  in 
distress,  or  the  manner  in  which  such  Comrades  are  assisted,  and 
with  this  letter  you  are  specially  requested  to  make  any  suggestions 
that  you  may  think  of  for  the  proper  amendment  of  this  law. 

This  outline  and  these  suggestions  will  be  of  great  help  to  the 
Committee  in  formulating  amendments.  What  we  want  to  arrive 
at  is  how  the  law  can  be  improved,  if  at  all.  We  do  not  expect 
you  to  write  a  formal  amendment,  but  simply  to  make  suggestions 
for  a  working  improvement.  As  the  Legislative  Committee  intends 
to  submit  this  amendment  as  early  as  possible  at  the  present  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Legislature,  it  is  essential  that  you  comply  with  this 
request  immediately.

What  is  your  Camp  doing  towards  getting  petitions  signed? 
We  have  expected  that  the  few  blanks  sent  to  your  Camp  would 
have  been  filled  ere  this,  and  application  made  for  more.  This 
Convention  is  our  last  opportunity — The  defeat  of  our  efforts

1.  In  compliance  with  the  action  of  the  National  Encampment, 
embodying  the  report  of  a  special  Committee  on  Constitution,  and 
requiring  all  amendments  to  the  proposed  constitution,  which  has 
been  or  may  be  submitted  to  the  Camps,  to  be  published  without 
delay  in  the  official  organ,  the  following  proposed  amendments  are 
hereby  promulgated : 
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By  Major  Edward  McConville  Camp  No.  6,  Department  of 
Colorado,  Art.  Ill,  Sec.  4:  To  give  Honorary  Members  the  right 
of  entering  any  Camp  if  visiting  at  some  other  point,  providing 
that  they  are  properly  identified. 

By  William  H.  Hubbell  Camp  No.  4,  Department  of  New 
York,  Art.  II,  Sec.  3  :  Add :  “  and  no  member  of  this  Organiza¬ 

tion  shall  be,  or  become,  a  member  of  any  other  organization,  amal¬ 
gamation  or  body  of  men  who  served  in  the  military  or  naval  estab¬ 
lishments  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  the  War  with  Spain, 
and  in  the  campaigns  incidental  thereto  and  growing  out  of  that 
war,  the  membership  of  which  organization,  association  or  body  is 
restricted  to  any  particular  sect,  creed  or  religious  denomination/' 

By  Hugh  J.  McGrath  Camp  No.  4,  Department  of  Wisconsin, 
Art.  Ill,  Sec.  4 :  That  all  Honorary  Members  of  the  G.  A.  R.  be 
given  the  privilege  to  sit  in  our  Camp  meetings :  this  also  to 
include  all  honorary  veterans,  Art.  VI,  Sec.  2:  To  change  the 
two-thirds  vote  provided  for  the  members  of  the  National  Encamp¬ 
ment,  and  the  three-fourths  vote  provided  for  the  members  of  the 
Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  to  a  majority  vote. 

2.  The  Special  Enactment  of  the  Tenth  National  Encampment 
provides  that  the  proposed  constitution  heretofore  submitted  to  the 
Camps  by  the  Commander-inJChief,  if  ratified  by  an  affirmative 
vote  of  the  majority  of  the  Camps  in  good  standing  by  June  1, 
1915,  shall  then  and  in  that  event  become  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans  provided,  however,  that  such  ratifi¬ 
cation  shall  include  by  each  Camp  so  ratifying  its  acceptance  of  all 
the  changes  specifies  in  Special  Order  No.  5,  1913,  1914,  National 
Headquarters,  and  any  changes  required  in  the  fourth  paragraph 
of  the  preamble  (to  correct  the  list  and  designation  of  the  several 
original  associations  now  composing  the  United  Spanish  War  Vet¬ 
erans),  which  shall  be  approved  by  the  Twelfth  National  Encamp¬ 
ment,  in  stated  convention  assembled.  Any  Camp  may  approve 
any  portion  of  the  proposed  constitution  and  submit  an  amendment 
for  any  provision  not  approved.  In  case  of  failure  to  secure  such 
ratification,  the  constitution,  with  all  proposed  amendments,  shall 
be  considered  and  acted  upon  by  the  Twelfth  National  Encamp¬ 
ment,  in  stated  convention  assembled,  when  it  may  be  discussed, 
altered  or  amended,  and  if  then  adopted  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
all  members  present  and  voting,  shall  then,  and  in  that  event 
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become  the  constitution  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans.”  Of 
approximately  700  Camps,  only  20  have  thus  far  indicated  ap¬ 
proval  or  disapproval  of  the  proposed  constitution,  and  it  is 
pointed  out  for  the  information  of  Camps  who  have  not  yet  voted, 
that  affirmative  votes  are  invalid  unless  Camp  Commanders  spe¬ 
cifically  state  that  the  following  changes  in  the  printed  form  of  the 
proposed  constitution  have  been  duly  considered : 

Page  9,  Art.  6,  Sec.  2  :  In  nineteenth  line  of  section,  strike  out 
the  word  “  three-fourths  ”  and  substitute  therefor  the  word  “  two- 
thirds 

Page  14,  Art.  X:  Strike  out  the  title  “  Fair  Trial  Guaran¬ 
teed”,  and  substitute  therefor:  the  title:  “  Trial  By  Court- 
Martial  ”. 

Page  13,  Art.  X:  This  article  as  printed  should  be  constituted 
as  a  Section  and  entitled:  “  Section  1,  Essential  Features  ”. 

Page  14,  Art.  XI:  The  title:  “  Section  1,  Liability  ”,  should 
be  stricken  out,  and  “  Section  2,  Exemption  ”,  should  be  changed 
to  “  Section  2,  Limitation  as  to  Commander-in-Chief  ”,  and  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Article  X,  to  be  incorporated  as  Section  2  of  that  Article. 

3.  Upon  receipt  of  this  Order,  Camps  will  take  appropriate 
action  upon  the  proposed  constitution,,  to  the  end  that  the  work  of 
the  Twelfth  National  Encampment  may  not  be  unduly  burdened 
and  the  proceedings  unnecessarily  lengthened  with  the  discussion 
of  the  subject.

In  compliance  with  Rules  and  Regulations,  and  in  the  interest 
of  clearness  and  brevity  which  alone  can  lessen  the  laborious 
routine  of  Camp,  Department  and  National  Headquarters,  all 
official  correspondence  of  this  Organization  will  hereafter  be  con¬ 
ducted  after  the  method  herein  prescribed.  This  method  con¬ 
forms,  with  a  few  modifications,  deemed  advisable,  to  that  now 
governing  the  correspondence  of  the  Army. 
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1.  Brief.  The  upper  third  of  the  sheet  will  be  devoted  solely 
to  the  brief,  as  follows  :  The  letter  will  begin  with  the  place  and 
date.  Below  this  will  come  the  word  “  From”,  followed  bv  the 
official  designation  of  the  writer,  or,  in  the  absence  of  such,  by  his 
name.  Below  this  will  come  the  word  “  T  ”,  followed  by  the 
official  designation  or  the  name  of  the  person  addressed.  Next 
will  come  the  subject  of  the  communication,  indicated  as  briefly  as 
possible,  and  in  not  to  exceed  ten  words.  The  lines  “  From,” 
“  To,”  and  “  Subject,”  will  begin  at  the  left-hand  margin,  which 
will  not  be  less  than  one  inch  wide. 

2.  Body.  The  body  of  the  letter  will  begin  at  the  top  of  the 
center  third  of  the  sheet.  When  typewritten  it  will  be  single¬ 
spaced,  with  a  double  space  between  paragraphs,  which  will  be 
numbered  consecutively.  All  ceremonial  forms,  such  as  “  Dear 
Sir  and  Comrade,”  “  Yours  faternally,”  “  I  have  the  honor,”  “  I 
would  respectfully,”  “  Yours  in  F.  P.  &  H.,”  etc.  will  be  omitted. 

3.  Signature.  The  body  of  the  letter  will  be  followed  by  the 
signature.  If  the  official  designation  or  the  status  of  the  writer 
appears  at  the  beginning  of  the  letter,  it  will  not  appear  after  his 
signature.

Circular  No.  2 

1.  National  Headquarters  have  been  flooded  with  communica¬ 
tions  from  members  of  the  various  National  Military  Homes  bear¬ 
ing  upon  the  conditions  in  these  Homes,  as  of  the  dates  of  writing 
and  going  back  as  far  as  September  14.  Obviously,  it  is  impossi¬ 
ble  to  print  this  vast  array  of  testimony  within  the  limitations  of 
even  as  generous  a  medium  as  The  American  Standard. 

2.  The  bulk  of  the  complaints  have  to  do  with  a  condition  no 
longer  extant  since  the  enactment  by  the  newly  appointed  Board 
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of  Managers,  National  Military  Homes,  of  a  resolution:  “  That 
in  connection  with  appointments,  preference  shall  be  shown,  first, 
to  veterans  of  the  Civil  War;  second,  to  veterans  of  other  wars  of 
the  United  States,  and  a  civilian  shall  not  be  appointed  if  a  candi¬ 
date  with  the  proper  record  of  service  can  be  obtained.”  If  the 
Comrades  will  keep  in  mind  this  enactment  of  the  Board  of  Man¬ 
agers,  there  will  he  no  further  appointments,  except  as  hereinafter 
noted,  of  civilians. 

3.  The  exception  above  noted  has  to  do  with  the  employment  of 
internes,  young  medical  graduates  who,  for  the  sake  of  experience, 
accept  these  places  at  small  pay  and  remain,  usually  for  a  year, 
almost  never  more  than  two  years.  It  is  thought  that  inasmuch 
as  the  members  of  the  U.  S.  W.  V.  as  a  whole  cannot  furnish 
internes  from  the  surgeons  in  its  ranks,  the  Board  of  Managers 
may  see  proper  so  to  alter  the  regulations  as  to  make  for  appoint¬ 
ments  in  the  medical  line  under  the  head  of  assistant  surgeons, 
without  interfering  with  the  interne  system  now  in  vogue,  but 
making  internes  ineligible  to  promotion  to  be  assistant  surgeons 
and  surgeons  unless  they  are  qualified  as  veterans  of  any  war  of 
the  United  States. 

4.  The  other  important  features  claiming  attention  is  a  well- 
grounded  fear  among  members  of  the  National  Homes  that  com¬ 
plaints  of  ill  treatment,  and  of  misconduct  by  civilian  employees, 
almost  invariably  lead  to  retaliatory  measures,  resulting  in  loss 
in  privileges  and  various  forms  of  petty  prosecution.  So  pro¬ 
nounced  has  this  condition  become  that  veterans  stand  in  fear  of 
the  officers  of  the  Home  of  which  they  are  members  lest  any 
complaint  be  visited  with  punishment. 

5..  National  Headquarters  is  authorized  to  say  to  all  these  Com¬ 
rades  that  the  disposition  of  the  new  Board  of  Managers  is  alto¬ 
gether  in  their  favor.  Recognizing  the  purport  of  the  National 
Homes,  the  Board  of  Managers  means  not  only  to  give  ear  to  every 
proper  complaint,  but  to  frown  upon  all  attempts  on  the  part,  of 
officers  to  intimidate  the  members  of  these  Homes.  Every  com-

plaint  properly  substantiated  is  to  be  investigated,  regardless  of 
the  person  complained  of.  In  these  circumstances  it  should  be  the 
part  of  every  member  of  any  National  Homes  to  co-operate  with 
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the  Board  of  Managers,  cheerfully  and  loyally,  to  the  end  that  a 
relationship  may  be  established  much  more  cordial  than  that 
resting  upon  Buies  and  Regulations. 

6.  Reference  to  G.  0.  No.  13,  published  elsewhere  in  this  issue 
(of  The  American  Standard),  will  show  the  names  of  ten  Com¬ 
rades,  each  living  near  one  N ational  Military  Home,  and  especially 
chosen  with  a  view  to  fitness  for  this  delicate  work,  who  will  visit 
the  Homes  and  every  month  furnish  the  Commander-in-Chief 
with  a  report  of  inspection.  Comrades  in  doubt  should  make 
themselves  known  to  the  members  of  these  Committees,  who  will 
be  sure  to  give  them  every  facility  for  a  full  and  frank  expression. 
The  Central  Committee  of  Three,  also  appointed  in  this  connection, 
will  give  prompt  attenion  to  any  matter  requiring  action.  The 
intention  is  to  support  our  Comrades  in  every  just  cause.  Good 
judgment,  moderation,  and  a  spirit  of  co-operation  should  impress 
our  membership  with  the  necessity  of  refraining  from  petty  com¬ 
plaints.  But  the  Commander-in-Chief  pledges  all  his  resources 
to  the  support  of  any  well-founded  complaint  that  seems  to  merit 
investigation.

Charge  1.  Recklessly  and  without  probable  cause,  charging 
another  Comrade  with  improper  conduct,  degrading  to  his  repu¬ 
tation  as  a  Comrade,  in  violation  of  Article  1  of  the  Code  of 
Discipline. 

Specification.  In  that  Comrade  Melchor  Gist  Cockey,  did  refer 
to  a  Comrade,  not  by  name,  but  with  sufficient  detail  to  establish 
his  identity  as  a  “  Jack-leg  lawyer,  who  knew  just  enough  to  be  a 
rascal,”  and  did  allege  that  said  Comrade  had  “  been  put  out  of 
the  Home  for  bootlegging  bad  whiskey.”  This  in  his  report  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  National  Military  Homes  for  Dis¬ 
abled  Volunteer  Soldiers,  said  report  having  been  promulgated  at 
Louisville,  Kv.,  between  August  31,  1914,  and  September  2,  1914. 

Charge  2.  Neglect  of  duty,  in  violation  of  Article  13  of  the 
Code  of  Discipline. 

Specification.  In  that  Comrade  Melchor  Gist  Cockey,  while 
serving  as  Chairman  of  a  Committee  to  investigate  conditions  at 
National  Military  Homes  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers,  in 
relation  to  complaints  of  discrimination  against  Comrades  when 
presented  to  him  by  Comrades  Caplick,  Bear,  Bock  and  Hen¬ 
nessey.  This  between  March  1  and  10,  1914,  at  the  National  Mili¬ 
tary  Home  at  Dayton,  O.,  also  at  Louisville,  Ky. 

Charge  3.  Conduct  to  the  prejudice  of  good  order  and  dis¬ 
cipline  in  violation  of  Article  24  of  the  Code  of  Discipline. 

Specification  1.  In  that  Comrade  Melchor  Gist  Cockey  did 
make  a  false  report  of  actual  conditions  at  the  Dayton  Llome,  by 
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omitting  to  mention  many  facts  which  proved  discrimination  in 
treatment  of  Comrades,  as  well  as  appointments,  though  brought 
to  his  attention  by  members  of  the  Home  and  by  members  of  the 
Committee.  This  in  his  report  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
National  Homes  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers,  said  report 
having  been  promulgated  at  Louisville,  Ky.  between  August  31, 
1914  and  September  2,  1914. 

Specification  2.  In  that  Comrade  Melchor  Gist  Cockey,  in  his 
report  of  the  investigation  of  complaints  made  by  Comrades  against 
the  management  of  the  National  Military  Homes  for  Disabled  Vol¬ 
unteer  Soldiers  did  use  the  following  language,  of  and  relating  to 
certain  Comrades:  “I  found  one  veteran,  a  jack-leg  lawyer,  who 
knew  just  enough  to  be  a  rascal,  and  he  had  many  unjust  com¬ 
plaints  to  offer.  He  had  been  put  out  of  the  Home  for  boot¬ 
legging  bad  whiskey  in  the  Home  to  old  soldiers,  carried  it  into 
the  grounds  in  his  child’s  baby  buggy,  by  the  aid  of  his  child,  and 
before  the  examination  took  place,  was  going  to  do  wonders,  but 
before  it  was  half  over  he  was  very  tame  indeed,”  and  further: 
“  We  examined  about  20  and  all  were  well  pleased  with  the  treat¬ 
ment  they  received,  with  the  exception  of  three,  and  these  were 
only  apologies  of  men.  In  fact,  the  worst  anarchists  I  ever  met, 
and  the  lowest  type  of  would-be  manhood.”  The  said  language 
being  scandalous,  abusive  offensive  and  injurious  to  the  Com¬ 
rades  in  relation  to  whom  the  language  above  cited  was  used,  and 
also  to  the  scandal  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

All  this  in  his  report  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  National 
Military  Homes  for  Disabled  Volunteer  Soldiers,  said  report 
having  been  promulgated  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  between  August  31, 
1914  and  September  2,  1914. 

Findings :  Of  the  specification,  1st  charge,  The  Court  finds  the 
facts  as  charged,  except  the  word  “  Comrade  ”  in  lieu  of  which 
should  be  read  the  word  “ Veteran”,  but  attach  no  criminality 
(thereto). 

Of  the  first  charge,  not  guilty. 

Of  the  Specification  to  the  second  charge  and  of  the  second 
charge,  plea  in  bar  of  trial  sustained. 

Of  the  first  Specification,  third  charge,  plea  in  bar  of  trial 
sustained. 
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Of  the  second  Specification,  third  charge,  guilty,  except  the 
word  “  Comrades  ”,  in  lieu  of  which  should  be  read  the  word 
“  Veterans  ”,  and  except  the  words  “  the  Comrades  in  relation  to 
whom  the  language  above  cited  was  used,  and  also  to  the  scandal 
of,”  and  of  the  excepted  words,  not  guilty. 

Of  the  third  charge,  guilty. 

Sentence  :  Degradation  from  office.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  PATRIOTIC 

INSTRUCTOR 

To  Department  Commander  Wileiam  Jones, 

Department  of  New  York,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans : 

Dear  Sir  and  Comrade. —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
report  of  the  work  done  under  mv  supervision  for  the  past  year. 
As  stated  to  you,  both  orally  and  in  writing,  the  appointments  of 
Camp  Patriotic  Instructors  have  not  been  of  the  type  of  Comrades 
which  the  nature  of  the  work  demands,  but,  with  the  material  at 
my  command,  I  have  sought  to  obtain  the  best  results.  No  clear 
comprehension  of  the  duties  of  the  office  is  had  by  many  of  the 
Camp  Commanders,  and  I  recommend  for  their  perusal,  thought¬ 
ful  consideration  and  serious  reflection,  the  attached  copies  of 
articles  written  bv  me  from  time  to  time  to  various  Comrades 

t j 

seeking  information;  and,  to  the  semi-official  organ  The  American 
Standard. 

Personally,  it  has  been  my  one  hobby  to  teach  Patriotism  and 
it  was  a  realization  of  my  hopes  when  I  was  appointed  to  this 
office  of  Department  Patriotic  Instructor.  It  was  entirely  due 
to  my  initiative,  and  largely  to  my  efforts  that  the  National  En¬ 
campment  created  the  office,  and  anyone  present  at  Poughkeepsie 
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in  July,  1911,  must  remember  my  work  in  behalf  of  such  legisla¬ 
tion.  This  is  now  made  a  matter  of  record  so  that  the  future 
officers  will  not  be  misled  by  those  who  seek  to  annex  the  little 
fame  that  the  creation  of  this  office  has  given. 

Before  going  into  a  synopsis  of  the  work  done,  I  desire  to  thank 
you  once  more  for  the  confidence  you  have  reposed  in  me  and  for 
the  manliness  you  have  displayed  in  upholding  me  at  various 
times.  Some  parts  of  the  Book  of  Love  have  been  overlooked  by 
the  Comrades  who  have  elected  to  stay  within  the  charmed  circle 
and  to  hurl  insinuations,  distrust  others’  actions  and  cast  reflec¬ 
tions  upon  the  motives  of  their  Comrades  while  refraining  either 
from  extending  the  helping  hand  or  pointing  out  mistakes.  To 
these  I  will  repeat  the  words  of  the  Gentle  Nazarene,  who  rebuked 
the  mob  condemning  the  unfortunate  to  death :  “  Let  him  who  is 

without  sin  cast  the  first  stone.” 

In  my  work  I  have  visited  over  forty-three  (43)  Camps,  mak¬ 
ing  more  than  seventy  visits ;  have  spoken  at  every  form  of  social 
entertainment :  have  visited  public,  parochial,  private  and  Sunday 
schools ;  the  various  veteran  societies  and  their  affiliated  auxiliaries 
have  been  also  visited;  and  I  have  delivered  addresses  at  many 
public  celebrations.  In  addition,  I  have  written  articles 
in  defense  of  our  rights,  have  encouraged  patriotic  effort,  both  by 
voice  and  pen,  and  have  consistently  and  persistently  upheld,  with 
all  the  power  at  my  command,  the  claims  of  the  enlisted  man  to 
the  consideration  of  the  people  of  the  Nation.  I  have  spent  many 
years  in  an  exhaustive  study  of  the  American  fla^,  and  its  history 
and  origin  :  and  this)  research  I  have  compiled  into  a  form  of  illus¬ 
trated  lecture  which  has  been  given  by  me  to  over  forty  (40)  dif¬ 
ferent  organizations  including  our  own  Camps,  and  more  than  five 
thousand  people  (5,000)  have  watched  with  interest  the  many 
illustrations  which  have  been  obtained  and  made  by  me  after  long 
and  tedious  effort.  The  lecture  I  am  bringing  to  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  and  will  give  to  the  Camp  Commanders  and  the  Patriotic 
Instructors  to  show  what  can  be  done  with  this  subject.  I  was 
selected  as  the  orator  of  the  dav  on  Memorial  dav  in  the  citv  of 

«/  «/  t/ 

New  Bochelle  and  delivered  a  strong  and  earnest  plea  for  the 
Spanish  War  Veteran.  My  Comrades  from  that  city  will  bear 
me  out  in  this  statement.  On  other  occasions,  notably  the  sendees 
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for  the  Unknown  Sailor  Dead  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Daughters  of  Veterans  of  ‘61,  addresses  were  delivered  by  rue; 
and  in  this  connection  it  might  be  stated  that  it  was  the  first  time 
a  Spanish  War  Veteran  was  so  honored  by  the  ladies  affiliated 
with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  Posts.  Possibly  one  of  my 
best  efforts  was  made  in  defending  the  Spanish  War  Veterans, 
when  a  slight  and  sneering  reflection  was  cast  upon  his  services 
at  a  public  school  entertainment  and  it  was  due  to  my  defense 
that  the  United  Spanish  War  Veteran  has  now  a  prominent  part 
upon  that  and  other  school  programs.  In  honoring  the  memory 
of  the  men  of  the  Maine  it  has  been  my  purpose  to  keep  alive 
interest  in  our  Order  and  to  that  end  instituted  a  Memorial  Ser¬ 
vice  in  the  Borough  of  the  Bronx  which  will  compare  favorably 
with  any  other.  Ho  holiday  was  allowed  to  go  by  without  at  least 
calling  the  attention  of  the  Comrades  to  the  importance  of  the 
date  and  an  attempt  was  always  made  to  draw  a  lesson  from  the 
deed  or  the  doer  of  the  deed  which  was  being  commemorated. 

You  may  ask  what  are  the  Camp  Patriotic  Instructors  doing? 
And  it  must  be  answered  that  I  am  very  optimistic  of  their  future 
but  cannot  speak  with  any  degree  of  certainty  as  to  the  present. 
Very  few  have  sent  in  reports  and  some  of  them  are  not  reports 
of  Camp  Patriotic  Instructors  but  of  Historians  or  Press  Agents. 
Some  day  better  results  will  be  shown  than  at  present.  Many 
are  new  to  the  work  and  do  not  know  the  duties.  Thev  will  learn

some  day. 

The  detailed  report  is  attached  to  this  as  it  was  deemed  ad  vis-  ' 
able  not  to  publish  it  at  this  time  but  to  wait  for  fuller  returns. 

Again  in  concluding  I  want  to  thank  you  for  the  honor  and 
distinction  you  have  given  to  me.  Possibly  it  has  not  been  my 
good  fortune  to  measure  up  to  the  standards  of  the  idealists  or  to 
be  as  pure  in  my  motives  as  some  of  the  sanctified  would  wish,  bid: 
in  this,  as  in  other  things  in  this  Order,  I  have  tried  to  do  my 
best ;  to  work  for  my  Comrades ;  to  advance  the  principles  of  the 
Order  and  to  do  all  in  my  powTer  to  consummate  our  hopes  and 
aims.  In  all  things  I  have  striven  to  do  the  best,  surely  no  man 
can  do  more.

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Duties  of  Camp  Patriotic  Instructor 

The  Comrade  selected  to  fill  this  most  important  office  will  try, 
both  by  precept  and  practice,  to  teach  lessons  of  patriotism,  not 
alone  to  his  Comrades  in  the  Camp,  but  also  to  children  and  to 
aliens  who  have  come  to  our  shores.  The  best  method  will  be 
found  through  experience,  but  it  is  suggested  that  the  Comrade 
endeavor  to  teach  respect  for  the  Flag,  for  constituted  authority 
and  for  all  American  institutions.  By  a  firm  yet  polite  insist¬ 
ence,  foreigners  may  be  taught  that  the  Flag  means  something 
and  that  it  should  be  shown  every  respect.  The  prompt  appeal  to 
public  sentiment  when  such  men  dare  to  insult  the  Flag  will  be  a 
forceful  argument  and  will  do  a  great  deal  towards  calling  their 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Flag  still  has  loyal  defenders. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  Camp  hold  patriotic  exercises  upon  all 
days  which  are  worthy  of  especial  commemoration,  as  Washing¬ 
ton’s  Birthday,  Lincoln’s  Birthday,  Flag  Day,  Fourth  of  July, 
and  Columbus  Day.  The  exercises  need  not  be  elaborate  nor  need 
they  be  public,  but  it  is  urged  that  where  possible  such  be  the 
case.  Comrades  should  be  encouraged,  to  participate  in  all  patri¬ 
otic  exercises  no  matter  where  held  and  no  matter  under  whose 
auspices.  The  truest  patriotism  is  that  which  sees  things  in  the 
broadest  light.  Bigotry  and  intolerance  can  have  no  place  in  our 
plan  of  patriotic  work. 

The  Camp  Patriotic  Instructor  should  familiarize  himself  with 
the  history  of  this  Nation  and  a  common  school  history  will 
answer  all  the  doubts  in  his  mind.  Repeated  reference  to  its 
pages  will  enlighten  his  understanding,  broaden  his  view  of  pub¬ 
lic  events  and  teach  a  larger  and  better  citizenship.  Do  not  keep 
the  information  acquired  but  seek  to  bring  it  to  your  Comrades. 
None  is  too  old  to  learn  and  all  will  be  willing  once  the  way  is 
shown. 

Persistence,  perseverance  and  practice  produce  patriotic  per¬ 
fection.

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PATRIOTIC  INSTRUCTION 

To  give  a  practical,  workable  and  universal  method  of  handling 
the  Patriotic  Instruction  in  a  Camp  is  the  problem  that  confronts 
the  Department  Patriotic  Instructor.  Unlike  the  other  bureaus 
of  Spanish  War  Veteran  Organization  work,  the  Bureau  of 
Patriotic  Instruction  has  no  set  rules  to  follow  and  no  standard 
to  adhere  to,  in  order  that  the  best  result  might  be  obtained. 
The  Department  Adjutant  is  guided  by  the  practice  of  bookkeep¬ 
ing  and  correspondence  fixed  in  the  military  service;  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Inspector  by  the  method  of  inspection  prevalent  in  the  mili¬ 
tary  service  and  in  other  organization;  the  Department  Historian 
has  certain  well-defined  duties  as  laid  down  by  the  name  of  the 
office  and  he  simply  keeps  a  record  of  past  events  which  are 
worthy  of  a  place  in  the  archives  of  the  Order;  but  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Patriotic  Instructor  must  strike  out  into  practically 
unknown  fields,  seeking  to  reach  his  objective  by  the  most  direct 
route.  True,  he  has  the  work  of  the  older  veteran  organizations 
to  act  as  a  guide,  but  even  here  the  difficulties  begin  to  arise, 
because  there  is  no  prescribed  formula  to  follow  and  he  must  deal 
with  the  average  Camp  Patriotic  Instructor  who  is  more  apt  to 
attempt  that  which  is  within  his  own  understanding  than  to  direct 
his  energies  in  a  channel  fixed  by  men  of  the  past  generation. 
Theorizing  is  not  the  best  possible  strengthening  medicine  for  a 
nervous  Camp  Patriotic  Instructor  and  it  is  probable  that  too 
frequent  dosing  will  produce  a  sporific  effect  and  an  otherwise 
good  camp  officer  will  become  thoroughly  disheartened  and  will 
commit  hari-kari.  On  the  other  hand,  to  allow  a  Camp  Patriotic 
Instructor  to  follow  his  own  natural  bent  will,  unless  he  is  an 
exceptional  man,  lead  to  the  other  extreme  of  not  having  any  con¬ 
trol  over  his  actions  and  he  will  run  awav  with  his  own  ideas  and 

«/ 

in  consequence  will  be  at  odds  with  all  his  Comrades. 

The  chief  embarrassment  of  the  Department  Patriotic 
Instructor  is  the  absolute  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  Camp 
Commanders  and  in  consequence  the  scarcity  of  good  Camp  Patri¬ 
otic  Instructors.  Camp  Commanders  are  too  prone  to  reward  their 
friends  with  the  appointments  within  their  gifts,  often  overlook¬ 
ing  the  necessity  of  having  conscientious  and  well-informed  Com¬ 
rades  in  this  as  well  as  the  several  other  major  appointive  offices. 
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The  test  has  more  often  been  that  of  a  good  fellowship  rather 
than  that  of  ability  and  as  a  result  competent  men  have  been 
kept  out  of  office  to  permit  some  favorite  the  privilege  of  having 
a  handle  to  his  name.  I  have  met  with  Camp  Patriotic 
Instructors  who  are  scarcely  fitted  to  carry  a  guidon ;  and  on  the 
other  hand  I  have  known  Comrades  who  would  have  made  excel¬ 
lent  Patriotic  Instructors  kept  in  the  background  because  they 
were  not  cronies  of  the  Camp  Commander.  To  talk  to  these 
Camp  Commanders  would  be  wasting  breath  and  to  publish  any¬ 
thing  to  attract  their  attention  would  be  using  up  space  which 
could  be  filled  with  ink  to  far  better  advantage. 

The  essential  of  proper  Patriotic  Instruction  is  the  selection  of 
the  man.  Experience  has  taught  that  he  need  not  necessarily 
be  gifted  with  a  silver  tongue;  he  need  not  be  an  Encyclopedia 
of  Historical  Knowledge ;  he  need  not  be  the  most  brilliant  man 
in  the  Camp,  but  he  must  be  a  “  sticker.’7  lie  must  not  admit 
failure  before  he  even  launches  his  bark.  He  must  follow  the 
course  laid  out  and  guide  the  prow  toward  the  harbor  of  realiza¬ 
tion.  He  must  watch  the  star  of  success  that  shines  before  him 
and  though  the  night  be  stormy  and  the  clouds  obscure  his  vision, 
and  the  compass  of  his  faith  for  a  moment  waver,  he  must  keep 
his  bow  pointed  toward  the  beacon  that  marks  the  harbor  of  his 
hopes.  This  is  not  such  a  hard  task.  It  simply  means  setting  the 
course  and  lashing  the  wheel  to  keep  that  course. 

The  next  requisite  is  the  willingness  to  learn ;  to  spend  a  few 
spare  moments  reading  the  History  of  Our  Country.  Anyone 
can  do  this  with  profit  and  anyone  will  be  the  better  man  for  hav¬ 
ing  done  it.  The  Common  School  History  is  within  the  reach 
of  every  Comrade  and  a  few  moments  each  day,  carefully  reading 
and  jotting  down  facts  upon  a  piece  of  paper  will  produce  mar¬ 
vellous  results.  After  the  notes  have  been  carefully  selected  the 
next  step  is  to  memorize  the  information.  This  can  readily  be 
done  by  repeating  over  and  over  the  dates  and  the  principal  char¬ 
acters.  Fear  of  his  own  voice  has  deprived  many  an  interested 
Comrade  of  the  opportunity  to  make  his  views  known.  This  fear 
is  easily  overcome  by  repeating  your  ideas  out  loud  so  that  your 
voice  will  sound  familiar  to  yourself.  Practice  is  the  best 


exercise. 
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Having  acquainted  himself  with  the  proper  information  and 
having  conquered  his  fears  the  Camp  Patriotic  Instructor  should 
now  he  ready  for  his  first  duty,  that  of  imparting  Patriotic 
Information  to  his  Comrades.  It  would  he  well  to  choose  some 
convenient  or  memorable  date,  as,  for  example,  the  Battle  of  Lex¬ 
ington  and  Concord,  April  19,  1775;  or  Flag  Day,  June  14, 
1777 ;  or  Star  Spangled  Banner  Day,  September  13,  1914;  or  any 
day  which  will  serve  the  purpose  of  drawing  a  moral  or  teaching 
a  lesson.  The  spirit  of  sacrifice  and  preparedness  of  the  embat¬ 
tled  farmers  of  Lexington ;  the  urgency  of  teaching  proper  rever¬ 
ence  and  respect  for  the  Flag  and  the  value  of  patriotic  music 
can  easily  be  taught  by  means  of  such  facts  as  these  dates  in  our 
history  show.  It  will  not  he  hard  to  interest  the  Comrades.  The 
response  will  he  spontaneous  and  will  tend  to  add  a  new  feature 
to  the  Camp  meetings,  which  at  best  are  dry  and  to  many 
uninteresting. 

One  of  the  peculiar  results  of  this  study  of  history  is  the  way 
in  which  it  broadens  a  man’s  mind.  It  makes  for  the  betterment 
of  citizenship  and  affords  a  keener  grasp  upon  the  affairs  of  the 
day  because  history  in  the  making  is  weighed  in  the  balance  of 
history  already  made. 

The  readiness  of  thought  and  the  facility  of  expression  gained 
in  the  Camp  room  become  valuable  assets  to  the  Comrade  who 
must  visit  the  schools.  Visiting  the  children  in  the  schools  is 
the  greatest  incentive  to  keep  up  the  work  of  Patriotic  Instruction 
and  the  attentive  faces  of  the  children  have  been  to  me  the  grand¬ 
est  inspiration.  The  fire  of  their  youthful  eyes,  the  smiles  of 
approval  and  the  generous  applause  have  more  than  once  kept 
up  my  interest  when  it  seemed  as  though  my  efforts  in  other  direc¬ 
tions  had  been  in  vain.  The  principals  and  the  teachers  welcome 
these  visits  and  are  most  courteous  in  the  treatment  of  veterans. 
This  has  been  my  experience  at  all  times. 

It  is  regretalfie,  especially  in  the  larger  cities,  that  our  Com¬ 
rades  do  not  attend  the  various  public  exercises  held  to  com¬ 
memorate  great  events.  The  Camp  Patriotic  Instructor  should 
avail  himself  of  these  opportunities  to  size  up  the  speakers,  to 
gain  the  information  so  much  needed  in  running  these  functions 
and  to  acquaint  himself  with  the  men  of  public  life  who  are  favor¬ 
ably  disposed  to  us.  The  work  should  not  he  left  entirely  to  the

Camp  Patriotic  Instructor,  but  each  Comrade  should  attend  (of 
course  in  uniform)  and  thus  bring  our  Order  prominently  and 
conspicuously  before  the  public  at  all  times.  Advertising  pays. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  Camps  do  not  hold  Patriotic  Services 
the  Comrades  have  been  forced  to  play  “  second  fiddle  ”  to  a  lot 
of  so-called  Patrotic  Societies  and  on  many  occasions  the  chief 
function  of  a  veteran  has  been  to  fill  in  the  gaps  of  the  ranks 
of  others.  This  is  an  evil  that  needs  immediate  attention.  There 
is  not  a  Camp  in  the  country  which  cannot  produce  at  least  one 
prominent  Comrade  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Camp  to  keep  this 
Comrade  or  these  Comrades  in  the  lime  light.  It  is  equally  the 
duty  of  the  prominent  Comrade  to  keep  step  with  his  other  Com¬ 
rades  in  the  Camp.  Everyone  knows  that  printer’s  ink  is  the 
best  dispenser  of  publicity  and  plenty  of  it  should  be  used  by 
every  Camp. 

Too  often  it  will  be  required  to  defend  our  purposes  and  our 
principles  and  wherever  the  attacks  are  made,  whether  in  the 
press,  from  the  pulpit  or  from  the  platform,  the  Camp  Patriotic 
Instructor  should  attempt  at  least  to  fight  back.  Call  for  help, 
thousands  of  Comrades  will  rally  to  your  assistance. 

What  means  may  best  be  used  by  the  Camp  Patriotic  Instructor 
to  arouse  interest,  to  increase  the  love  of  the  work  and  to  produce 
results,  his  own  judgment  and  the  light  of  experience  will  show. 
The  main  thing  is  to  get  results  and  the  tools  to  be  employed  are 
a  secondary  consideration.  Adapting  oneself  to  the  circumstances 
will  do  when  everything  else  has  failed. 

Team  work  is  the  best  evidence  of  harmony  in  any  organiza¬ 
tion.  When  every  Camp  Officer  and  every  Comrade  is  striving 
for  success ;  when  each  is  trying  to  do  his  own  share ;  when  each 
is  looking  to  lighten  the  burden  of  the  other,  then  the  ideal 
condition  has  been  obtained.  Subordinating  personal  aggrandize¬ 
ment  to  insure  the  success  of  all ;  yielding  one’s  own  petty  views 
to  encourage  harmonious  action ;  lending  every  assistance  in  one’s 
power;  and  giving  freely  of  time,  tissue  and  talent  for  the  com¬ 
mon  good  are  the  best  and  greatest  attributes  of  team-workers. 
Their  possession  insures  success  to  any  project  no  matter  how 
monumental  and  to  any  drudgery  no  matter  how  exacting.  As 
Patriotic  Instruction  is  the  duty  of  one  it  becomes  the  concern  of 
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all.  The  Adjutant  can  offer  his  assistance  in  the  matter  of  cor¬ 
respondence  ;  the  Quartermaster  in  the  procuring  of  funds  and  the 
Hi  storian  in  the  securing  of  publicity.  To  every  other  officer  can 
be  allotted  a  task  which  once  undertaken  should  be  religiously  per¬ 
formed.  Every  Comrade  in  the  Camp  can  appoint  himself  a 
committee  of  one  to  see  that  the  work  is  done  and  he  can  do  his 
part  in  the  best  manner  by  keeping  up  a  rapid  fire  of  questions 
for  the  information  of  all.  When  interest  lags  the  Commander 
can  then  step  in  and  assume  control  thus  having  every  one  on  his 
toes  readv  to  make  the  race  of  his  life.  If  this  fails  then  it  will 

t/ 

be  time  to  give  up,  but  if  this  method  is  followed  even  in  a  half¬ 
hearted,  hap-hazard  fashion  the  best  results  will  be  secured.  The 
divine  spark  of  courage  burns  in  at  least  one  breast  and  all  the 
cold  water  of  indifference  that  flows  over  the  Hiagara  of  despair 
will  never  quench  the  flame. 

A  word  to  Camp  Commanders.  To  pass  this  most  important 
work  up  and  to  give  it  to  a  Comrade  who  will  neglect  it  is  doing 
an  injustice  to  the  Department  Patriotic  Instructor  and  nullifying 
any  effort  that  Officer  might  have  made  to  bring  your  Camp  and 
the  other  Camps  prominently  before  the  public.  The  start  will 
no  doubt  be  hard  and  it  will  be  more  or  less  difficult  to  interest 
the  Comrades,  but  when  the  results  will  have  become  apparent, 
as  they  must,  the  Camp  as  one  man  will  rise  up  and  call  you 
blessed.  Give  the  matter  as  serious  attention  as  you  would  the 
payment  of  your  per  capita  tax;  make  it  as  worthy  of  your  best 
efforts  as  you  would  the  recruiting  of  your  ranks;  lend  it  all  the 
time  you  can  spare  and  you  and  the  Comrades  of  your  Camp  will 
be  surprised  and  overjoyed  at  the  results.  The  patriotism  that 
wants  a  change  to  manifest  itself  will  become  highly  charged  with 
your  energy  and  your  enthusiasm  will  be  the  spark  to  enkindle  the 
flame.  Do  not  admit  failure  before  you  start.  If  you  meet  with 
difficulties,  strike  a  new  trail ;  keep  on  the  road  until  you  see  the 
lamp  of  success  burning  brightly  before  you.  Let  the  rays  of  this 
lamp  guide  your  feet  over  the  rough  places,  let  its  effulgence  lead 
you  through  the  many  dark  situations  that  seem  darker  as  you  pass 
through,  let  the  ever-burning  brightness  cheer  you  up  the  hill  and 
when  vou  have  reached  the  summit  of  vour  desires  let  this  same 
light-  cast  before  vou  the  shadow  of  a  duty  well  done.

Recommendations 

1.  That  communications  be  answered  more  promptly.  Depart¬ 
ment  communications,  pertaining  to  the  good  and  welfare  of  the 
Organization,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  do  not  get  the  consideration  that 
they  should  get.  Some  cases  require  a  second  communication, 
and  in  other  cases  even  a  third  letter  is  necessarv  before  an  answer 

%j 

is  received.  There  are  some  cases  where  no  attention  is  paid  at 
all  to  communications.  This  is  the  experience  I  have  had  during 
my  term  of  office,  and  which  has  caused  considerable  delay  in  the 
execution  of  matters  of  importance. 
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2.  That  Camps  of  this  Department  form  Uniform  Clubs,  in 
order  that  the  entire  membership  may  be  properly  uniformed  with 
the  regular  United  States  War  Veteran  Uniform. 

3.  'That  Camps  of  Greater  New  York  get  together  and  work 
some  plan  for  a  Club  House,  where  all  Camps  of  the  Great  City 
could  meet  as  a  Headquarters  of  the  United  Spanish  War 
Veterans.  Each  Camp  to  have  its  meetings  in  said  Club  House; 
and  the  Camps  to  pay  rental,  just  as  the  majority  of  them  do 
now,  and  in  this  way  pay  the  running  expenses  of  the  Club  House. 

The  Club  House  should  contain  all  the  comforts  of  a  club, 
amusements,  such  as  bowling,  pool  and  billiard  parlor,  and  sleep¬ 
ing  rooms  for  rental,  and  without  a  doubt,  with  good  handling 
this  will  prove  one  of  the  best  propositions  we  could  undertake. 

Visiting  Comrades  to  the  city  would  know  where  to  find  a 
Camp,  or  would  know  where  to  locate  the  Organization.  At  this 
point  a  visitor  does  not  know  where  to  locate  a  Camp,  as  we  are 
not  listed  in  the  telephone  book,  nor  does  the  newspapers  publish 
the  meeting  nights  of  Camps. 

4.  That  the  Department  Inspector  should  be  given  the  power 
to  appoint  his  District  Inspectors,  and  in  this  way  feel  and  know 
he  has  his  own  material  to  work  with,  and  that  he  can  work  better 
with  such  material  than  he  can  with  material  furnished  him ;  and 
I  would  ask  this  Encampment  to  indorse  a  resolution  to  he  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  National  Encampment,  giving  the  Department 
Inspector  the  power  to  appoint  his  District  Inspectors. 


I  wish  to  thank  all  the  Comrades  who  assisted  me  in  making 
my  term  of  office  a  pleasant  and  successful  one. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  state  that  my  remarks  regarding  the 
condition  of  the  Camps  were  made  with  the  best  of  feeling,  and 
there  was  not  and  is  not  any  ill  feeling  toward  any ;  and  I  trust 
that  my  report  will  be  taken  in  the  Comradely  spirit  that  I  have 
for  you  all.

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INSTRUCTIONS  TO  DISTRICT  INSPECTORS 

1.  The  functions  and  duties  of  a  District  Inspector  are  laid 
down  in  Section  13,  Article  7,  Part  3,  page  116,  of  the  Rules  and 
Regulations. 

2.  District  Inspectors  are  expected  to  have  a  thorough  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  in  order  to  intelligently 
answer  all  questions,  and  to  correctly  interpret  the  law  if  it 
becomes  necessary.  And  to  make  himself  familiar  with  the 

t / 

“  Book  of  Ceremonies  ??  and  the  new  Ritual  of  the  Organization, 
and  in  this  manner  fit  himself  to  fill  any  vacant  office.  If  he 
can  take  the  office  of  Commander,  or  the  Officer  of  the  Day,  put¬ 
ting  on  the  ritualistic  work  without  the  use  of  the  book,  and 
directing  in  a  snappy,  interesting  way  the  muster  in  of  a  recruit, 
his  influence  with  the  Camps  in  his  district  will  be  far  greater. 
The  ritualistic  work  of  the  Camp  Officers  is  a  matter  of  supreme 
importance.  Ritualistic  proficiency  is  the  main  standard  of  the 
general  excellence  of  a  Camp.  Each  Inspector,  therefore,  should 
carefully  record  this  phase  of  activity.  Should  the  Adjutant  or 
Quartermaster  require  any  assistance  with  their  books,  render 
whatever  assistance  you  can. 

3.  District  Inspectors  should  read  carefully  all  communica¬ 
tions,  general  orders,  and  circulars  from  National  and  Depart¬ 
ment  Headquarters ;  also  the  official  paper,  The  American  Stand¬ 
ard,  so  as  to  familiarize  themselves  fully  with  the  history,  records 
and  laws  of  the  Organization.  Without  this  knowledge  he  can¬ 
not  serve  the  Organization  intelligently  and  efficiently. 

4.  When  officially  visiting  a  Camp  the  District  Inspector  must 
always  appear  in  uniform,  and  set  an  example  for  neatness  to  the 
other  Comrades. 

5.  The  District  Inspector  should,  whenever  possible,  abstain 
from  all  condemnatory  criticism.  He  should  infuse  encourage¬ 
ment  into  each  struggling  Camp. 

REGULAR  DEPARTMENT  INSPECTIONS 

1.  Inspections  must  be  made  during  the  month  of  April. 

2.  District  Inspectors  will  immediately  open  correspondence 
with  the  Commanders  of  the  Camps  in  their  Districts,  arranging 
for  the  dates  when  it  will  be  most  convenient  to  make  inspections, 
and  notify  the  Department  Inspector  of  these  dates. 
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3.  District  Inspectors  should  notify  the  Commanders,  Adju¬ 
tants  and  Quartermasters  to  appear  at  their  meeting  place,  with 
their  books,  and  other  data,  one  hour  previous  to  the  regular  meet¬ 
ing  time  of  the  Camp.  This  will  give  him  sufficient  time  to  go 
over  the  books,  and  ask  whatever  questions  may  be  deemed  neces¬ 
sary.  To  ask  questions  while  the  meeting  is  going  on  will  prevent 
a  thorough  inspection,  and  also  prevent  the  officers  from  perform¬ 
ing  their  duties  in  a  creditable  manner.  It  also  prevents  him 
from  taking  official  notice  of  how  the  business  of  the  Camp  is  being 
transacted. 

4.  These  instructions  should  accompany  the  District  Inspector 
on  his  inspection  tours  and  should  be  studied  carefully. 

INSPECTION  REPORTS 

1.  All  inspection  reports  must  be  made  out  in  triplicate  and 
must  be  mailed  to  the  Department  Inspector  immediately  upon 
the  completion  of  the  inspection.  Do  not  wait  until  all  the 
Camps  of  your  district  have  been  covered. 

2.  Each  and  every  question  asked  in  the  Inspection  Report 
must  be  truthfully  and  fully  answered. 

3.  You  will  require  that  all  hooks,  papers,  files  and  other  data 
be  submitted  to  your  personal  inspection. 

4.  The  Roster  of  Camp  Officers,  Past  Commanders-in-Chief, 
Past  Department  Commanders,  and  Past  Camp  Commanders, 
must  be  filled  out  in  the  proper  blanks,  and  the  space  for 
“  Remarks  ”  is  to  be  used  to  good  advantage.  Question  No.  1 
should  be  exclusive  of  Comrades.  Question  No.  2  should  be  exclu¬ 
sive  of  Officers.  Questions  No.  4,  No.  7  and  No.  8,  if  the  answers 
are  not  favorable,  give  reasons  therefor  if  possible,  and  make 
such  suggestions  in  the  replies  as  you  deem  wise.  Questions  No. 
9  to  12,  make  thorough  examination,  and  see  if  in  conformity 
with  the  Rules  and  Regulations.  If  not,  state  wherein  they  differ. 
Questions  Nos.  15,  16  and  17,  ask  to  see  receipt,  and  give  dates 
of  same  on  report.  Question  No.  18,  get  impression  Camp  Seal 
on  report  blank.  State  here  if  Camp  has  a  set  of  Colors  or 
Guidons.  Question  26,  give  balance  in  Camp  treasury  on  date  of 
Inspection.  Question  27,  ask  see  Camp  property,  and  see  that 
a  fair  value  is  placed  thereon.  Question  No.  30,  if  answer  is  not 
good,  state  cause,  if  possible,  end  make  suggestions  to  improve 
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conditions.  Add  to  your  Inspection  Report,  Question  No.  41, 
whether  the  Camp  has  a  descriptive  book  or  not,  and  whether  it 
is  kept  up  to  date.  This  is  very  important,  as  it  is  a  copy  of 
every  Comrade's  discharge,  and  he  can  be  traced  from  one  end 
of  the  country  to  the  other  through  the  Camps.  Add  to  your 
Inspection  Report,  Question  Ro.  42,  give  name  and  date  of  admis¬ 
sion  of  all  Honorary  Members  except  Comrades  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic.  Also  insist  upon  seeing  the  approval  of 
same  in  accordance  with  Section  13,  Article  3,  Part  5,  of  the  Rules 
and  Regulations. 

I  call  your  special  attention  to  Question  Ro.  12.  Insist  upon 
seeing  the  Bond  and  make  note  if  same  is  not  obtainable. 

All  applications  for  membership  since  January  1,  1914,  must 
bear  the  stamp  of  Department  Headquarters,  showing  that  the 
application  was  forwarded  and  approved  by  the  Department 
Adjutant.

The  Department  Adjutant  has  a 
service  record  of  every  Comrade,  and  the  indorsement  of  an  appli¬ 
cation  prevents  a  Comrade  having  been  dropped  or  suspended  by 
a  Camp,  entering  another  Camp  by  stating  that  he  is  a  new  Com¬ 
rade  of  the  Order.  If  space  on  form  is  not  sufficient  for  your 
answers,  use  separate  sheets,  prefixing  the  number  of  question. 
Do  not  forget  to  sign  your  report.

Should  you  be  called  upon  to  make  an  address,  you  will  be  care¬ 
ful  to  weigh  your  words,  refraining  from  utterances  that  might 
convey  censure  or  malice.

To  the  Department  Commander  and  Delegates  to  the  Twelfth 
Department  Encampment : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  7,  section  2,  para¬ 
graph  C  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  I  will  try  and  render  a 
report  of  the  work  of  this  office  for  the'  year  ending  June  30,  1915. 

Upon  assuming  the  office  of  Department  Historian  I  made  a 
careful  study  of  the  work  of  former  Historians  with  a  view  to 
finding  out  my  duties  and  doing  them  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

My  impressions  are  that  this  office  (if  properly  conducted)  is 
a  very  important  one  and  that  with  the  proper  cooperation  on  the 
part  of  the  Camp  Historians  that  it  would  be  of  great  future 
value  to  the  Organization. 

I  have  tried  during  my  term  of  office  to  be  of  assistance  to  as 
many  Camps  as  possible  by  visiting  them,  and  at  each  visit  I  have 
tried  to  instill  a  more  earnest  desire  for  the  up-building  of  the 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  and  especially  the  historical  end 
thereof. 

The  outcome  of  this  year’s  work  has  been  discouraging.  Out  of 
eighty-six  (86)  Camps  in  this  Department,  the  only  Camps  that 
have  filed  an  Historical  Report  are  Camps  Nos.  3,  21,  36,  49,  80, 
96,  98  and  100. 

These  Camps  have  filed  with  this  office  some  very  interesting 
reports  and  as  the  years  go  by  they  will  have  all  the  more  Histori¬ 
cal  value,  as  they  will  show  the  struggles  of  the  Camps  to  build  up 
the  Organization. 

A  reference  to  the  General  Orders  published  under  the  direction 
of  the  Department  Commander  and  Department  Adjutant  and 
incorporated  in  their  report  will  furnish  an  accurate  record  of  the 
happenings  in  the  various  Camps,  thereby  obviating  the  necessity 
of  duplication  in  my  report. 

In  presenting  this  hasty  and  incomplete  report  I  wish  to  express 
my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Department  Commander  for  accord¬ 
ing  me  the  honor  of  the  position  I  now  vacate;  and  my  most 
kindly  feelings  to  the  Comrades  who  by  their  assistance  have  made 
it  possible  for  me  to  fill  the  position  with  any  degree  of  success ; 
and  I  shall  always  remember  them  with  much  gratitude.

G.  A.  B.  assisted  in  the  exercises.

The  Department  Historian: 

Dear  Sir. —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  brief  his¬ 
tory  of  William  H.  Hubbell  Camp  Ho.  4. 

Meetings  are  held  on  the  second  and  fourth  Fridays  of  each 
month.  Headquarters:  Boom  Ho.  2,  Borough  Hall,  Brooklyn, 
H.  Y. 

Organized  December  3,  1899,  as  the  William  H.  Hubbell  Post, 
in  honor  of  Colonel  William  H.  Hubbell,  who  commanded  the 
47th  Hew  York,  United  States  Volunteer  Infantry,  in  Puerto 
Bico,  who  later  became  Commander-in-Crief  of  the  Hational 
Organization  of  Spanish  War  Veterans  and  died  at  his  home  in 
Brooklyn  on  August  26,  1902.  On  February  13,  1900,  the  Post 
was  mustered  into  the  Hational  Army  and  Havy,  Spanish  War 
Veterans,  as  the  William  H.  Hubbell  Command  Ho.  12,  and  on 
April  22,  1904,  through  the  amalgamations  of  kindred  organiza¬ 
tions  of  veterans  of  the  War  with  Spain,  became  the  William  H. 
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Hubbell  Camp  No.  4,  a  constituent  part  of  the  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans. 

Several  of  the  original  members  of  the  Camp  have  been  active 
in  Spanish  War  Veterans  missionary  work,  and  through  their 
efforts  several  other  local  Camps  have  been  organized,  namely, 
Geo.  1).  Russell,  Capron  and  Capt.  G.  H.  Tilley,  whilst  several  of 
its  members  have  been  honored  with  high  offices  in  both  the 
National  and  Department  administrations. 

Represented  in  its  ranks  are  former  members  of  sixty  regi¬ 
ments,  including  regulars  and  volunteers,  from  all  branches  of  the 
service;  also  former  members  of  the  U.  S.  Marine  Corps  and 
representatives  of  nearly  every  ship  in  the  U.  S.  Navy. 

The  Camp  from  its  inception  has  maintained  a  Relief  Uund, 
and  the  disbursements  made  from  the  same  have  reached  thous¬ 
ands  of  dollars.  As  the  contributors  to  this  fund  have  been 
entirely  voluntary  and  no  appropriations  have  ever  been  granted 
by  State,  County  or  Municipal  authorities,  one  can  understand 
that  the  concessions  made  to  needy  Comrades  have  been  genuine 
acts  of  Comradely  love  and  unquestionable  charity. 

Apart  from  its  organization  and  relief  work,  the  Camp  has  been 
an  active  participant  in  all  local  social  and  patriotic  movements, 
having  a  large  representation  in  every  Memorial  Day  parade,  dedi¬ 
cation  of  the  Slocum  and  Washington  statues  and  several  other 
dedicatory  ceremonies. 

On  the  north  wall  of  Christ  Church,  Belford  Avenue  and  Mor¬ 
ton  Street,  one  can  find  a  bronze  tablet  erected  by  the  original 
Camp  founders  in  memory  of  members  of  the  47th  N.  Y.  who 
died  in  the  Isle  of  Puerto  Rico. 

Over  the  grave  of  Colonel  William  H.  Hubbell  in  Cypress  Hills 
Cemetery  has  been  erected  a  fitting  monument  as  a  symbol  of  the 
undying  affection  in  which  the  name  of  the  Camp’s  founder  is 
held.

Old  Guard  Camp  No.  19,  New  York  City 
The  Department  Historian: 

Sir  and  Comrade. —  I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  the 
following  activities  of  Old  Guard  Camp  No.  19,  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans,  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1915: 

After  the  summer  vacation  the  Camp  buckled  down  to  work  at 
its  meeting  on  September  10,  1914,  with  a  large  attendance  of 
enthusiastic  Comrades.  We  found  that  it  was  necessary  to  hold 
two  musters  a  month,  in  order  to  keep  up  the  work  of  the  Camp 
and  to  be  prepared  to  handle  promptly  all  Orders  of  National 
and  Department  Headquarters. 

At  the  Tri-Centenial  parade  held  on  October  31,  1914,  thirty- 
five  of  our  Comrades  turned  out  in  uniform,  headed  by  a  fife  and 
drum  corps. 

The  Camp  was  presented  with  a  beautiful  picture  of  the 
“  Charge  up  San  Juan  Hill  ”  by  Comrade  William  Fellemann,  an 
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honorary  member  of  this  Camp  and  a  member  of  Morgan  Post  No. 
307,  G.  A.  R.,  at  the  regular  muster  November  12,  1914.  We 
were  also  honored  at  this  muster  by  a  visit  from  the  Department 
Inspector  Snyder,  who  complimented  the  Camp  on  the  way  it 
conducted  its  business  and  the  manner  in  which  it  exemplified  the 
Ritual  work. 

The  Ritual  team  of  Old  Guard  Camp  visited  David  Wilson 
Camp  No.  59  on  November  4,  1914,  and  exemplified  the  Ritual 
work  of  the  Order  to  a  large  and  enthusiastic  gathering  of 
Comrades. 

We  of  Old  Guard  are  fond  of  entertaining  our  Comrades  and 
their  friends,  believing  that  the  publicity  obtained  more  than  com¬ 
pensated  for  the  money  expended,  so  on  December  12,  1914,  the 
Camp  held  a  “  Smoker  ”  as  a  social  windup  of  a  sucessful  year’s 
work.  An  enjoyable  evening  was  spent  by  two  hundred  Comrades 
and  their  friends. 

The  installation  of  officers  for  the  year  1915,  held  on  January 
14,  1915,  wTas  open  to  our  friends  and  was  the  largest  gathering 
of  Comrades  and  their  friends  ever  held  by  this  Camp.  Depart¬ 
ment  Commander  William  Jones  acted  as  the  mustering  officer, 
with  his  staff.  Dancing  and  refreshments  were  enjoyed  by  all 
after  the  ceremonies. 

The  Camp  attended  a  concert  and  reception  tendered  to  Win¬ 
chester  Post  No.  197,  G.  A.  R.,  and  Admiral  Schley  Squadron 
No.  16,  U.  S.  W.  V.,  on  February  12,  1915,  at  the  23rd  Regiment 
Armory,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

Our  Comrades  were  present  at  the  Maine  Memorial  service  held 
by  John  Jacob  Astor  Camp  No.  98,  on  February  15,  1915. 

Thursday  evening,  March  18,  1915,  the  Camp  held  a  “  Ladies’ 
Night  ”  in  the  Squad  room  of  the  12th  Regiment  Armory.  This 
affair  was  a  social  success  and  a  large  attendance  was  present. 

At  the  muster  on  April  8,  1915,  we  were  honored  by  a  visit 
from  the  District  Inspector,  Past  Commander  Fagan,  who  came 
to  give  us  the  “  once  over.” 

The  delegates  from  this  Camp  to  “  the  Memorial  and  Executive 
Committee  of  New  York  County  ”  attend  every  meeting  of  the 
committee  and  are  untiring  workers  in  its  behalf. 

On  May  13,  1915,  the  Camp  was  honored  by  a  visit  of  Depart¬ 
ment  Commander  William  Jones  and  staff,  who  were  royally 
welcomed  by  the  Comrades  of  Old  Guard. 
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This  Camp  attended  the  Memorial  services  at  St.  Patrick's 
cathedral,  New  York  City,  on  Sunday,  May  23,  1915. 

Pursuant  to  an  excellent  custom,  this  Camp  attended  the  Mili¬ 
tary  Field  Mass  at  the  Brooklyn  Navy  Yard,  May  30,  1915. 
After  the  ceremonies  the  Comrades  visited  the  various  cemeteries 
and  decorated  the  graves  of  our  departed  Comrades. 

On  Memorial  Day,  May  30,  1915,  the  Camp  turned  out  to 
parade  with  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  with  three  platoons, 
Colors  and  Color  Guards.  After  the  parade  the  Comrades  accepted 
the  invitation  of  Katherine  Fellows  Auxiliary  No.  28  and  enjoyed 
a  real  feed  with  plenty  of  good  cheer. 

This  Camp  publishes  a  paper  (The  Guardian),  which  has  been 
too  progressive  perhaps  to  suit  the  conservative  element  of  the 
Organization,  but  its  policy  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  “A 
Live  Paper  for  the  Live  Comrades.” 

No  delinquency  has  ever  been  reported  against  this  Camp  by 
Department  or  National  Headquarters,  as  we  are  striving  to 
fulfill  our  obligations  both  as  a  Camp  and  as  individual  Comrades.

Palmer  Camp  Ho.  28,  IT.  S.  W.  V.,  I  herewith  submit  my  report, 
which  I  trust  will  meet  with  your  entire  approval. 

January  12,  1915.  Installation  held  in  connection  with 
Ladies’  Auxiliary  Ho.  15,  refreshments  being  served. 
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February  9,  1915.  Regular  meeting  held.  Members  of  the 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans  in  Albany  and  vicinity  held  a 
rally  in  the  headquarters  of  the  Frank  R.  Palmer  Camp  Ao.  28. 

March  9,  1915.  A  meeting  of  the  Frank  R.  Palmer  Camp  Ao. 
28,  United  Shanish  War  Veterans  was  held.  The  following 
business  was  transacted : 

Arrangements  were  made  by  the  members  of  this  section  for  a 
rally  to  be  held  in  headquarters  of  the  Frank  R.  Palmer  Camp 
on  Sunday,  March  14th.  The  report  of  the  Department  Legis¬ 
lative  Committee  will  be  made. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  indorsing  Major-General  W.  W. 
Wotherspoon’s  proposition  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  Army ; 
and  the  American  Flag  was  chosen  as  the  official  lloral  piece  at 
the  funerals  of  members. 

Comrade  William  H.  Kyle  was  appointed  Chairman  of  the 
Memorial  Day  Committee.  Camp  indorsed  Comrade  Kyle  as  a 
candidate  for  the  office  of  Junior  Vice-Department  Commander. 

March  15,  1915.  Lnited  Spanish  War  Veterans  seek  measure 
in  preference  in  State  places. 

March  27,  1915.  Joint  Memorial  Day  Committee  held  a  meet¬ 
ing  in  the  County  building  to  organize  for  the  year's  work. 

April  13,  1915.  The  regular  meeting  of  the  Captain  Frank 
R.  Palmer  Camp  Ao.  28,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  was 
held.  Department  Commander  William  Jones  of  Aew  York  city 
attended  this  meeting.  Over  fifty  members  were  present  to  greet 
the  Comrade.  Five  new  recruits  were  admitted  to  membership, 
and  three  Comrades  were  reinstated.  Comrades  from  the  Trov 
Camp  were  present. 

Past  Commander  R.  C.  Bailey  of  Aew  Hampshire  also  paid  a 
visit  to  the  meeting. 

Comrade  Bourke  of  Marcus  D.  Russell  Camp  Ao.  2,  who  is  a 
District  Inspector,  intended  to  inspect  the  Camp,  but  was  unable 
to  do  so  owing  to  the  illness  of  his  daughter. 

April  21,  1915.  The  Comrades  of  the  various  Camps  of 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  throughout  the  country  assembled 
and  renewed  their  obligations  to  the  Order  in  memory  of  the 
seventeenh  anniversary  of  the  War  with  Spain  and  held  mem¬ 
orial  services  in  honor  of  the  departed  Comrades. 
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Members  of  the  various  local  G.  A.  R.  Posts,  the  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Service  and  the  Comrades  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Union, 
in  addition  to  the  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  who  served  their 
country  during  the  period  between  April  21,  1898  and  July  4, 
1902,  the  Comrades  of  the  Marcus  D.  Russell  Camp  No.  2  of 
Troy  and  the  General  Eugene  Griffen  Camp  No.  11  of  Schenec¬ 
tady  were  invited  to  attend.  Musical  selections  were  rendered  by 
Palmer  Camp  Band  and  an  address  of  welcome  was  made  by 
Comrade  L.  T.  A.  Dries.  Refreshments  were  served  in 
conclusion. 

May  11,  1915.  A  regular  meeting  of  Capt.  Frank  R.  Palmer 
Camp  No.  28,  U.  S.  W.  V.  was  held. 

May  31,  1915.  Capt.  Frank  R.  Palmer  Camp  No.  28  made  a 
big  showing  on  their  route  of  march.  One  hundred  and  fifty  men 
in  line. 

June  8,  1915.  Capt.  F.  R.  Palmer  Camp  No.  28  held  a 
regular  meeting.  The  Memorial  Day  Committee  made  its  final 
report. 

The  Camp  accepted  the  invitation  from  the  parade  Committee 
to  participate  in  the  parade  to  be  held  June  23d  in  connection  with 
the  National  Guard  of  New  York  of  this  section,  to  act  as  escort  to 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.

Department  Historian: 

Sir. —  The  first  steps  toward  the  organization  of  this  Camp 
were  taken  in  March,  1912,  when  a  paper  was  circulated  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  the  signatures  of  all  Spanish- American  War 
Veterans  who  wished  to  become  members,  and  who  were  willing 
to  support  such  a  Camp.  Twenty-seven  signatures  were  secured 
and  the  paper  forwarded  to  Headquarters.  Department  Com¬ 
mander  Bernhardt  Wall  duly  approved  the  same,  together  with  a 
commission  authorizing  J.  Harris  Sawyer  to  call  a  meeting  of  the 
signers. 

The  first  meeting  was  held  in  the  State  Armory  on  June  11, 
1912.  The  above  name  was  chosen  for  the  Camp,  as  a  respectful 
memorial  to  a  Civil  War  Veteran,  the  organizer  and  first  Captain 
of  the  Thirty-third  Separate  Company,  National  Guard  of  New 
York,  a  man  of  sterling  qualities  who  was  ever  deeply  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  the  Company,  and  one  whom  we  all  loved  and 
respected. 
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The  following  officers  were  elected: 

Commander,  J.  Harris  Sawyer;  Senior  Vice  Commander,  Ward 
B.  Thompson;  Junior  Vice  Commander,  William  H.  Pine; 
Officer  of  the  Hay,  James  J.  Connelly;  Officer  of  the  Guard, 
Henry  L.  Seely ;  trustees  for  three,  two  and  one  year  respectively, 
Rae  C.  Taunt,  A.  B.  Kingsbury  and  H.  S.  Marvin.  A.  E. 
Oothoudt  was  elected  Adjutant  and  H.  J.  Rogers,  Quartermaster. 

It  was  voted  to  fix  the  initiation  fee  at  three  dollars,  to  include 
the  first  year's  dues  for  charter  members;  and  that  the  meetings 
of  the  Camp  should  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  evening  of 
each  month,  and  to  meet  in  the  G.  A.  R.  room  of  the  State  Armory. 

On  June  21,  1912,  Chauncey  W.  Herrick,  Department  Senior 
Vice  Commander,  assisted  by  seven  members  of  Colonel  Walter 
Scott  Camp  Ho.  42,  of  Oneonta,  conducted  the  muster-in  cere¬ 
monies  and  installed  the  officers  of  the  newly  organized  Captain 
M.  W.  Marvin  Camp  Ho.  96. 

There  were  thirty-four  charter  members  present  and  they  all 
signed  the  rolls.  After  the  regular  routine  of  business  was 
concluded,  refreshments  were  served  and  a  social  hour  enjoyed. 

In  July  the  Commander,  Senior  Vice  Commander,  Junior  Vice 
Commander,  Delegate  H.  S.  Marvin  and  several  Comrades 
attended  the  Department  Encampment  at  Binghamton ;  and  in 
September  Adjutant  A.  E.  Oothoudt  as  Delegate  attended  the 
Hational  Encampment  at  Atlantic  City,  H.  J. 

During  the  summer  a  home  talent  play  was  presented  which 
netted  the  Camp  something  over  $40.00. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Camp,  a  number  of 
special  social  evenings  were  arranged.  These  always  call  out  a 
good  number  of  the  Comrades  and  they  are  thoroughly  enjoyed 
by  all  for  the  spirit  of  good  fellowship  that  prevails  and  its 
informality,  as  well  as  the  light  refreshments  and  a  quiet  smoke. 

The  annual  meeting  and  election  of  officers  was  held  on  Decem¬ 
ber  11,  1912,  Senior  Vice  Commander  Thompson  presiding  — 
Commander  Sawyer  being  confined  to  his  home  by  illness.  All 
the  old  officers  were  re-elected,  with  the  exception  of  Comrade 
Charles  A.  DePuy,  who  was  elected  Officer  of  the  Guard  in  place 
of  Henry  L.  Seely.  Comrade  H.  S.  Marvin  was  elected  Trustee 
for  three  years.  The  appointments  were:  A.  E.  Oothoudt, 
Adjutant,  and  Comrade  H.  J.  Rogers,  Quartermaster. 
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It  was  voted  at  this  meeting  that  the  annual  dues  be  fixed  at 
two  dollars.  The  financial  report  of  the  Quartermaster  was  read 
and  accepted.  Report  showed  total  receipts  for  the  year  to  be 
$174.25  and  the  total  disbursements  $150.77. 

On  January  29,  1913,  the  Officers  of  the  Camp  were  duly 
installed  by  Comrade  Robert  P.  Hill,  Commander  of  Colonel 
Walter  Scott  Camp  No.  42  of  Oneonta.  A  light  mess  was  served 
and  some  cigars  burned  up. 

At  the  April  meeting  the  Camp  received  an  invitation  from 
Ben.  Marvin  Post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  to  join  them 
in  making  arrangements  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day. 

A  committee  was  appointed,  who  secured  the  services  of  enough 
automobiles  to  carry  to  and  from  the  cemetery  all  old  soldiers  and 
citizens  who  wished  to  go,  thus  saving  the  Post  a  considerable 
amount  of  carriage  hire. 

The  Camp  was  also  well  represented  in  the  observance  of  the 

day. 

After  the  conclusion  of  the  regular  business  of  the  June  meet¬ 
ing  the  Comrades  were  joined  by  their  wives  and  friends.  A  very 
enjoyable  evening  was  passed.  Light  refreshments  and  a  Victrola 
concert  added  to  the  pleasure  of  the  occasion. 

The  Camp  was  represented  at  the  Department  Encampment  at 
Syracuse  in  July  by  Quartermaster  Rogers  as  Delegate,  who  gave 
a  report  of  the  same  at  the  August  meeting. 

On  November  7,  1913,  DeRue  Brothers  minstrels  gave  an  enter¬ 
tainment  for  the  benefit  of  the  Camp,  which  netted  the  treasury 
a  good  sum. 

At  the  annual  meeting  held  December  10,  1913,  the  following 
officers  were  elected:  Commander,  J.  Harris  Sawyer;  Senior 
Vice  Commander,  William  H.  Pine;  Junior  Vice  Commander, 
Clarence  J.  Webster;  Officer  of  the  Day,  James  J.  Connelly; 
Officer  of  the  Guard,  Ernest  E.  Dicks.  A.  B.  Kingsbury  was 
elected  Trustee  for  three  years.  A.  E.  Oothoudt  was  appointed 
Adjutant  and  H.  J.  Rogers  Quartermaster,  by  the  Commander. 

At  the  January,  1914,  meeting,  the  annual  reports  of  both  the 
Adjutant  and  the  Quartermaster  were  read  and  accepted.  The 
Camp  voted  to  endorse  the  letter  of  the  Department  Commander 
protesting  the  proposed  change  in  the  National  Flag. 
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The  newly  elected  officers  were  installed  on  January  30th.,  by 
Past  Commander  Robert  P.  Hill  of  Colonel  Walter  Scott  Camp 
Ho.  42  of  Oneonta. 

At  the  April  meeting  the  annual  inspection  of  the  Camp  was 
made  by  Past  Commander  Chauncey  W.  Herrick  of  Camp  Ho.  42. 

In  March,  1914,  the  Camp  received  an  invitation  from  Ben. 
Marvin  Post,  G.  A.  P.,  to  take  full  charge  of  the  Memorial  Day 
arrangements.  It  was  decided  to  aid  the  Post  by  assuming  this 
responsibility,  and  through  efficient  committees  all  arrangements 
were  made  and  the  program  carried  out  most  satisfactorily  to  all 
concerned. 

At  the  May  meeting  Comrade  A.  B.  Kingsbury  was  elected 
Delegate  to  the  Department  Encampment  at  Schenectady,  and 
Comrade  J.  H.  Rogers  as  Alternate.  In  June  Comrades  Oothoudt 
and  W.  B.  Thompson  were  elected  to  represent  the  Camp  at  the 
Hational  Encampment  which  was  held  at  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

During  the  early  summer  arrangements  were  made  with  Mr. 
F.  Arrundel  of  Hew  York,  for  the  production  by  home  talent  of 
the  light  opera  “  Pinafore.”  This  was  very  successfully  given  on 
two  consecutive  nights,  but  owing  to  the  heavy  expenses  connected 
with  it,  our  treasury  was  not  benefitted  quite  as  much  as  we  had 
hoped  it  would  be. 

At  the  Hovember  meeting  it  was  voted  to  contribute  from  the 
treasury  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  to  the  Belgium  relief  fund. 

The  third  annual  meeting  and  election  of  officers  was  held  on 
December  9,  1914.  Commander  Sawyer  very  strongly  protested 
against  accepting  the  office  for  another  year,  but  was  finally  pre¬ 
vailed  upon  to  do  so,  and  was  elected  Commander  for  the  fourth 
consecutive  time,  a  testimonial  to  his  worth,  ability  and  esteem  in 
which  he  is  held  by  the  members  of  the  Camp.  A  formal  motion 
was  made  and  carried  that  the  thanks  of  the  Camp  be  extended 
to  him  for  his  excellent  administration. 

The  other  officers  elected  are  as  follows:  Senior  Vice  Com¬ 
mander,  H.  S.  Marvin;  Junior  Vice  Commander,  James  J. 
Connelly;  Officer  of  the  Day,  William  H.  Coons,  Jr.;  Officer  of 
the  Guard,  Ernest  E.  Dicks.  Trustee  for  three  years,  Comrade 
H.  L.  Seely.  Trustee  for  one  year,  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of 
H.  S.  Marvin,  elected  Senior  Vice  Commander  L.  S.  Hine.  The 
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officers  were  duly  installed  on  March  30,  1915,  by  Past 
Commander  Clarence  J.  Thorne  of  Camp  No.  42. 

Commander  Sawyer  attended  the  public  hearing  on  the  Prefer¬ 
ence  Bill  before  the  Convention  in  the  Senate  Chamber  at  Albany 
on  May  12th. 

Heretofore  no  regular  appointment  to  the  office  of  Chaplain 
had  even  been  made  owing  to  the  impression  that  only  ordained 
ministers  were  eligible.  Finding  this  impression  unfounded  in 
fact,  at  the  May  meetng  Comrade  Vincent  White  was  appointed 
to  the  office. 

Again  our  Camp  is  to  have  charge  of  the  Memorial  Day  pro¬ 
gram  and  at  this  writing  all  plans  are  practically  completed  for 
the  proper  observance  of  the  day. 

This  in  brief  is  the  history  of  Captain  M.  W.  Marvin  Camp 
No.  96  since  its  organization.  Owing  to  the  widely  scattered 
eligibles  our  growth  has  not  been  phenomenal,  neither  have  we 
been  brought  into  the  limelight  by  any  great  achievement,  but 
as  a  Camp  and  as  Comrades  we  have  endeavored  to  live  up  to  the 
principles  of  the  Organization  and  lend  a  helping  hand  wherever 
possible. 

While  at  times,  judging  from  the  small  attendance  at  some  of 
the  meetings,  the  interest  may  lag,  still  I  believe  underlying  the 
seeming  indifference,  every  member  of  the  Camp  has  its  very  best 
interest  at  heart. 

Our  membership  at  present  numbers  forty-four;  twenty-one 
resident  and  twenty-three  non-resident.  Four  names  have  been 
dropped  from  the  rolls.

On  Saturday,  January  9,  1915,  the  installation  of  Officers  was 
held  at  the  Parish  House,  No.  29  Vesev  Street,  followed  by  an 
entertainment  and  reception,  which  was  a  grand  success.

On  Wednesday,  April  7,  1915,  Comrade  Samuel  Morris  of 
this  Camp  died  after  a  very  short  illness.  He  was  buried  with 
full  military  honors  at  Bayside  Cemetery,  Long  Island ;  the  firing 
squad  being  furnished  from  Governor’s  Island.  The  Camp  turned 
out  about  twenty  strong,  which  was  a  good  showing,  considering 
the  very  short  notice;  the  interment  taking  place  one  day  after 
the  decease  of  the  Comrade. 

On  Sunday,  May  23d  the  Camp  took  part  in  the  Memorial 
Services,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Manhattan  and  Bronx  Councils, 
U.  S.  W.  V.,  at  St.  Patrick’s  Cathedral.  The  Camp  made  a 
good  appearance. 

On  Sunday,  May  30,  the  Camp  took  part  in  the  Annual  Military 
Field  Mass,  conducted  by  Gloucester  Camp  Ho.  5,  U.  S.  W.  V., 
at  the  Brooklyn  Havy  yard.  At  this  Memorial  the  Camp  turned 
out  about  twenty-five  strong,  although  it  rained  all  the  morning. 

The  Camp  decorated  the  graves  of  Colonel  John  Jacob  Astor, 
Comrade  Hennesy  and  Comrade  Morris. 

Thirty-five  Comrades  turned  out  for  the  Annual  Decoration 
Day  Parade,  after  which  the  Camp  proceeded  to  Ho.  48  Rose 
Street  where  the  Annual  Dinner  was  waiting  for  us. 

Hewspaper  articles  regarding  the  installation,  the  Maine  Mem¬ 
orial  Service  and  Comrade  Morris’  funeral  appeared  in  the  Chief 
and  the  Civil  Service  Chronicle  of  Hew  York  Citv  as  well  as  in 
The  American  Standard  of  Washington,  D.  C.

Dear  Sir  and  Comrade. —  Pursuant  to  instructions  received 
in  General  Orders  No.  3,  October  1,  1915,  I  beg  to  submit  the 
following  history  of  Colonel  A.  L.  Kline  Camp  No.  99,  Depart¬ 
ment  of  New  York,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

The  Camp  was  organized  December  9,  1914,  by  the  election  of 
Comrade  J.  R.  K.  Barlow  as  Commander ;  H.  B.  Palmer  as 
Senior  V ice-Commander ;  J.  J.  Quinn,  Junior  Vice-Commander; 
W.  B.  Robertson,  Officer  of  the  Day;  H.  Letzelter,  Officer  of  the 
Guard  and  Col.  A.  L.  Kline,  Geo.  A.  Rosquist,  and  H.  L.  Styles, 
as  Trustees;  and  the  appointment  of  J.  A.  Wilson  as  Adjutant; 
E.  A.  Tillotson  as  Quartermaster;  H.  L.  Beach  as  Sergeant  Major; 
C.  A.  Hillen  as  Quartermaster  Sergeant;  W.  I.  Miller  as  Senior 
Color  Bearer;  J.  Eubanks  as  Junior  Color  Bearer.;  and  Van  D. 
Macumber  as  Patriotic  Instructor. 

The  office  of  Chaplain  was  left  vacant  with  the  idea  of  securing 
an  ordained  Minister  of  the  Gospel  for  the  appointment. 

The  Camp  was  instituted  and  the  officers  and  members  mustered 
into  the  Organization  by  Department  Commander  William  Jones 
on  the  evening  of  January  8,  1915,  a  fine  ceremony  being  followed 
by  a  banquet  at  the  Imperial  Hotel,  this  City.  The  Camp  was 
organized  with  twenty-five  members  and  has  taken  in  fifteen 
recruits  since  the  installation  on  January  8,  1915. 

Inspected  by  Department  Inspector  Snyder  on  May  20,  1915. 
Attended  Miliary  Mass  at  Navy  Yard  on  Sunday,  May  30,  1915; 
and  participated  in  the  Memorial  Day  parade  on  Monday,  May 
30,  1915 ;  followed  by  a  joint  dinner  and  entertainment  with 
Admiral  Sampson  Camp  No.  48,  LTnited  Spanish  War  Veterans 
on  the  afternoon  of  that  day. 

The  Camp  gave  a  most  satisfactory  dramatic  and  musical  enter¬ 
tainment  at  Toller’s  Hall  on  the  evening  of  May  26,  1915,  at  which 
time  the  Camp  was  presented  with  a  stand  of  colors,  consisting  of 
a  fine  silk  National  Flag  and  two  silk  guidons. 
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The  presentation  speech  was  made  by  General  Horatio  King,  an 
honored  Civil  War  Veteran. 

The  Camp  is  in  good  condition,  has  money  in  its  treasury;  has 
no  debts  and  the  members  show  great  interest  in  its  success.

Sir. —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report : 

1.  The  original  meeting  at  which  the  Colonel  Garland  N.  Whist¬ 
ler  Camp  No.  100,  Fort  Totten,  New  York,  Department  of  New 
York,  was  instituted  was  held  February  22,  1915.  The  meeting 
was  held  under  the  authority  of  a  commission  of  the  Department 
Commander,  William  Jones,  granted  to  William  McNeer,  the 
principal  organizer,  and  was  called  to  order  by  J.  S.  Holmes,  tem¬ 
porarily  in  the  chair.  At  this  meeting  permanent  organization 
was  effected,  and  the  Camp  named  after  the  late  Colonel  Garland 
N.  Whistler,  U.  S.  Army,  for  the  following  reasons:  Garland  N. 
Whistler  was  appointed  a  2nd  Lieutenant  from  New  York  on 
October  9,  1867,  and  was  assigned  to  the  Field  Artillery;  he  was 
promoted  1st  Tueutenant  October  7,  1874,  and  held  that  rank  until 
March  8,  1898,  when  he  was  appointed  to  a  Captaincy.  He 
received  his  commission  as  a  Major,  Coast  Artillery  Corps,  August 
22,  1901;  Lieutenant-Colonel  June  30,  1905,  and  became  a  Col¬ 
onel  January  25,  1907,  and  held  that  rank  until  his  retirement  in 
1911.  One  special  pride  with  Colonel  Whistler  was  his  member¬ 
ship  in  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans.  He  loved  it  and 
honored  the  men  who  had  served  in  the  rank  when  the  country 
called  “  the  boys  ”  to  rally  ’round  the  flag. 

Colonel  Whistler  was  Commander  of  the  Joseph  S.  Decker 
Camp,  No.  20,  Department  of  New  York,  and  held  that  valued 
position  until  compelled  by  illness  to  relinquish  the  gavel. 

The  Camp  feels  itself  indeed  highly  honored  to  be  able  to  per¬ 
petuate  the  name  of  one  who  strived  so  hard  in  the  interests  of  the 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans  as  Colonel  Garland  N.  Whistler. 
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2.  The  Camp  was  mustered  in  March  11,  1915,  by  Department 
Commander  William  Jones  and  his  staff  and  before  a  distin¬ 
guished  gathering  of  Comrades  from  various  Camps  in  the  vicinity 
of  Greater  New  York,  with  37  members,  and  has  had  a  constant 
healthy  growth  until  this  date  its  membership  has  reached  57 
active  members. 

3.  The  Camp  participated  in  the  Memorial  Day  parade  (See 
Orders  No.  2),  with  the  other  Camps  of  the  Borough  of  Queens, 
at  Corona,  Long  Island,  Monday,  May  31,  1915,  turning  out  50 
Comrades  in  ranks  besides  furnishing  aides  and  color  guards  for 
other  Camps. 

4.  On  Sunday,  June  6,  1915,  the  Camp  held  its  first  Memorial 
Services  at  Port  Totten,  New  York  (See  Orders  No.  3).  The 
services  conducted  were  upon  the  parade  ground  of  the  Post  and 
were  very  successful  (See  Programme),  being  attended  by  the 
Department  Commander  and  Staff  and  a  number  of  distinguished 
guests. 

5.  The  Camp  is  a  live  one  and  will  make  every  effort  to  live 
up  to  all  the  tenets  and  precepts  of  our  Organization. 

6.  There  have  been  no  deaths,  transfers  away  from,  or  loss  of 
membership  whatever  from  any  cause  since  its  organization.

Part  I.

Enlisted  as  Seaman  in  the  U.  S.  Revenue  Service  in  Mobile, 
Alabama,  in  April,  1893  for  one  (1)  year,  honorably  discharged 
in  April,  1894,  served  aboard  the  U.  S.  Cutter  Seward. 

Enlisted  as  Seaman  in  the  U.  S.  Navy,  August  21,  1896,  hon¬ 
orably  discharged  after  three  (3)  years’  service  August  20,  1899. 
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(Enlisted  in  the  Revenue  Service  and  the  U.  S.  Ravy  under  the 
name  of  Charles  Alfred  Ekstedt.) 

Enlisted  as  private  in  the  8th  Infantry  Battalion  Rational 
Guard,  R.  Y.,  on  the  18th  day  of  January,  1908,  (Enlisted  for  five 
(5)  years,  promoted  to  corporal  March  13,  1908;  to  Sergeant, 
December  8th,  1909;  reduced  to  ranks  May  20,  1910;  dishonor¬ 
able  discharge,  M.  L.  103,  September  19,  1910. 

Cause  for  reduction  and  discharge. 

On  February  22,  1908,  the  Regiment  had  a  review.  On  account 
of  the  short  time  in  the  outfit  I  did  not  know  any  of  the  Officers, 
outside  my  own  Company  Officers,  consequently  I  did  not  recognize 
Major  Paul  Looser  (at  that  time  Captain  of  the  33d  Company), 
he  being  attired  in  civilian  clothes  when  he  approached  me  and 
addressed  me  as  follows :  “  Hey,  there !  you  better  take  that  medal 
off,  as  we  don’t  allow  any  medals  to  be  worn  with  the  olive  drab 
uniform.”  The  medal  I  displayed  is  known  as  the  “  Sampson 
Medal,”  awarded  by  Congress  to  all  sailors  of  the  U.  S.  Ravy 
who  took  part  in  the  “  Battle  of  Santiago,”  July  3,  1898. 

I  told  Captain  Loeser  that  I  thought  a  great  deal  of  the  medal 
and  was  proud  to  show  it,  and  that  he  nor  anybody  else  could  make 
me  take  it  off.  Captain  Loeser  then  told  me  that  if  he  were  my 
Captain  he  would  make  me  remove  the  medal  from  the  uniform. 
Thus  ended  our  first  word-war;  but  ever  after,  Major  Loeser  never 
failed  to  show,  in  every  way  possible,  his  animosity  towards  me. 

On  May  16,  1910,  and  shortly  after  10  o’clock  p.  m.,  the  25th 
Company  formed  at  its  usual  place  preparatory  to  dismissal  from 
drill.  I  stood  in  the  line  of  file  closers,  and  hearing  some  members 
in  the  rear  rank  talking,  I  cautioned  them  to  be  quiet  and  to  stand 
to  attention.  Instantly,  Major  Loeser  yelled  at  me  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  terms :  “  Sergeant  Crowinshied !  when  I  want  to  hear  anything 
from  you  I  will  let  you  know,  in  the  meantime  you  shut  up  your 
mouth  and  stand  to  attention  ” 

I  could  do  nothing  to  resent  such  undeserving  and  bitter  insult, 
but  I  stared  at  him  in  astonishment.  This  made  Major  Loeser 
angry  and  he  came  towards  me  and  shaking  his  fist,  repeated  the 
following:  “Are  you  going  to  obey  me?  ”  I  answered  him  thus: 
“  When  you  speak  to  me  as  an  Officer  and  a  gentleman  I  will  obey 
you.”  This  answer  made  Major  Loeser  apparently  mad,  because 
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lie  turned  towards  Captain  Bremer  and  with  a  dramatic  gesture 
ordered  Captain  Bremer  to  immediately  reduce  me  to  the  ranks  for 
insubordination;  then  he  turned  towards  and  pointing  his  finger 
at  me  said:  “  You  leave  this  floor  instantly ! 77  I  saluted  him 
and  left  the  drill  floor. 

After  changing  clothes  I  went  to  the  Company  room,  add  when 
Captain  Bremer  came  in  he  told  me  that  I  had  put  myself  in  a 
“  bad  hole/7  and  the  only  thing  for  me  to  do  was  to  write  a  letter 
to  the  commanding  officer  or  apologize  to  Major  Loeser. 

I  told  Captain  Bremer  that,  since  he  was  present  and  in  charge 
of  the  Company  at  the  time  and  heard  everything,  it  was  his  place 
to  go  to  the  commanding  officer  and  explain  the  whole  matter,  but 
Captain  Bremer  said  he  could  not  do  such  a  thing;  but  here  is 
what  he  did  say:  u  I  know  that  Major  Loeser  was  wrong  and  had 
no  cause  for  saying  what  he  did  say  to  you,  but  he  is  my  superior 
officer  and  I  must  sign  his  orders  to  have  you  reduced  to  the 
ranks.77 

I  told  Captain  Bremer  if  that  was  the  way  he  was  showing  his 
friendship,  he  could  go  ahead  and  sign  the  orders,  and  he  did 
sign  them  and  ordered  the  first  sergeant  to  deliver  them  to  the 
commanding  officer. 

I  wish  to  state,  that  during  my  connection  with  the  25tli  Com¬ 
pany  the  Company  Commander,  Captain  Bremer,  had  at  all  times, 
with  one  exception,  shown  himself  very  friendly  towards  me. 
This  exception  is  worth  while  mentioning. 

In  the  spring  of  1909,  at  a  regular  Company  meeting,  the  1st 
Sergeant  of  the  Company  nominated  me  for  Second  Lieutenant. 
The  nomination  was  seconded  by  several  members,  but  Captain 
Bremer,  as  the  presiding  officer,  refused  to  put  the  motion  to  a 
vote  on  the  ground  that  I  was  only  a  corporal,  and  had  plenty  of 
time  to  look  for  a  commission  by  the  time  I  attained  the  rank  of 
sergeant. 

Shortly  afterwards  Captain  Bremer  brought  a  young  man,  who 
at  that  time  was  not  a  resident  of  the  State,  to  the  commanding 
officer  and  had  this  young  fellow  appointed  as  a  second  lieutenant, 
although  this  man  had  less  time  of  service  in  the  Connecticut 
National  Guard  than  I  had  in  the  State  of  New  York,  besides  my 
four  years  of  service  for  the  Federal  Government.  This,  I  would 
call  discrimination  by  Captain  Bremer. 
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PART  II 

Inspection  and  muster  of  the  8th  Coast  Artillery  District, 
Rational  Guard,  R.  Y.,  was  held  on  the  2nd  day  of  March,  1910. 
Major  H.  C.  Schum,  U.  S.  Coast  Artillery,  represented  the  U.  S, 
War  Department.  The  State  of  Rew  York  being  represented  by 
Lieut.  Col.  R.  B.  Thurston,  Lieut.  Col.  G.  A.  Wingate  and  Capt. 
C.  Vanderbilt,  all  from  the  Rational  Guard,  R.  Y. 

The  25th  Company  Coast  Artillery,  Rational  Guard,  R.  Y.  com-' 
manded  by  Captain  Alexander  M.  Bremer,  was  the  first  Company 
to  be  inspected  and  mustered,  and  as  soon  as  the  inspecting  officer 
were  through  with  the  Company  it  was  marched  off  the  drill  floor. 
The  Company  consisted  of  two  commissioned  officers  and  sixty 
enlisted  men,  all  answered  to  roll-call  except  private  Alexander 
Farina.  While  the  members  of  the  Company  were  still  in  the 
locker  room  changing  clothes,  the  first  sergeant  came  in  and  asked 
private  Frank  Pagajii  to  step  outside.  Following  is  Frank 
Pagani’s  own  statement  as  to  what  followed:  a  When  I  came  out¬ 
side  the  locker  room  I  found  Captain  Bremer  there  and  he  asked 
me  if  I  would  do  him  a  favor,  I  told  him  I  would  and  then  he  told 
me  to  come  along  to  the  Company  room.  Captain  Bremer,  1st 
Sergeant  McCarty  and  I  went  to  the  Company  room  and  the  door 
was  locked  after  us  on  the  inside  so  as  not  to  allow  anyone  to  come 
in.  The  Company  descriptive  book  was  consulted  and  the  record 
of  Alexander  Farina  was  noted  in  regard  to  his  age,  occupation, 
and  his  residence,  time  of  enlistment,  etc.,  then  I  was  told  to  come 
along  to  the  inspecting  officer  and  tell  him  that  I  was  Alexander 
Farina,  that  I  was  a  truck  driver,  and  that  on  my  way  home  the 
truck  broke  down  and  that  was  the  cause  of  me  coming  late  to  the 
Armory.  I  did  what  I  was  instructed  to  do.  I  went  with  Cap¬ 
tain  Bremer,  told  the  officer  that  I  was  one  of  his  men  who  just 
came  in.  The  inspecting  officer  asked  me  if  I  was  Alexander 
Farina  and  I  said  yes;  he  also  asked  me  why  I  was  late  and  I  told 
him  that  my  truck  broke  down  and  that  I  hurried  to  the  Armory 
as  soon  as  I  could  come.  The  inspecting  officer  also  asked  me: 
aAre  you  sure  that  you  are  Alexander  Farina?  ”  and  I  told  him 
that  I  was  sure  of  that.  I  was  then  inspected  and  mustered  in  and 
the  25th  Company  got  100  per  cent,  for  attendance.” 
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The  above  statement  was  made  to  me  by  Frank  Pagani  in  the 
Company  room  on  the  16th  day  of  May,  1910.  Alexander  Farina 
was  there  at  the  time  and  I  asked  the  two  if  they  would  make 
sworn  affidavits  in  regard  to  the  absence  and  impersonation  of 
Alexander  Farina.  Both  of  them  said  they  would  do  so  at  any 
time  I  wanted  to. 

May  23,  1910,  being  the  last  drill  night  of  the  season  for  the 
25th  Company,  I  did  not  appear  for  drill,  but  called  on  Frank 
Pagani  and  he  gave  me  an  affidavit  regarding  his  impersonating 
Alexander  Farina.  The  drill  on  May  23,  1910,  was  the  first  one 
I  missed  since  my  enlistment  and  I  was  physically  unable  to  attend 
the  parade  on  May  30,  1910. 

May  26,  1910,  Frank  Pagani  and  I  went  up  to  A.  Farina  to  get 
his  affidavit.  It  was  late  in  the  evening  and  the  only  Notary 
Public  we  could  find  had  no  material  to  do  business  with,  so  we  set 
a  new  date  to  meet  him  on. 

May  31,  1910,  called  on  A.  Farina,  but  he  refused  to  sign  the 
affidavit  in  fear  of  losing  his  position  in  the  city  street  cleaning 
department.  Following  is  what  A.  Farina  said:  “  Captain 
Bremer’s  father  is  city  paymaster,  and  if  I  sign  the  affidavit  Cap¬ 
tain  Bremer  will  pass  the  word  along  to  my  foreman  and  he  will 
either  discharge  me  or  transfer  me  to  some  other  section.  If  I 
were  working  somewhere  else  I  would  sign  it.” 

June  24,  1910,  Captain  Bremer  and  I  had  a  long  talk.  He 
pleaded  with  me  to  drop  the  matter,  but  I  told  him  it  was  too  late 
to  talk  about  dropping  it,  and  he  offered  all  kinds  of  inducements 
but  I  declined  them  all. 

June  27,  1910,  Frank  Pagani  came  to  me  and  asked  my  advice 
about  going  to  Camp  with  the  Begiment.  I  told  him  to  go  and  to 
keep  his  eyes  and  ears  open.  On  his  return  from  Camp  Frank 
Pagani  told  me  that  on  the  way  to  the  Camp,  Captain  Bremer 
requested  every  N.  C.  Officer  of  the  Company  to  sign  an  affidavit 
that  Alexander  Farina  was  present  at  the  inspection  and  muster, 
just  to  save  the  honor  of  the  25th  Company. 

June  28,  1910,  the  Regiment  returned  and  I  went  to  the 
Armory  with  the  intention  to  see  the  commanding  officer,  but  I  and 
another  member  of  the  Company  were  refused  admittance  to  the 
Armory. 
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I  may  state  here,  that  previous  to  the  day  the  regiment  went  to 
Camp  I  had  tried  on  several  occasions  to  see  the  commanding 
officer,  but  each  time  I  was  told  I  could  not  see  him,  and  while  the 
regiment  was  at  Camp  I  wrote  to  the  Adjutant-General  for 
instructions  in  reference  to  the  charge  against  Captain  Bremer. 
(See  letter  from  the  Adjutant-General.) 

On  the  same  day  that  the  Regiment  returned  from  Camp  all  the 
members  of  the  Regiment  were  given  their  State  pay-check,  except 
the  members  of  the  25th  Company.  Captain  Bremer  had  the 
checks  but  no  small  change.  He  wanted  to  take  out  from  the  check 
the  amount  each  man  was  in  debt  for  Company  dues,  being  unable 
to  do  so,  he  kept  the  checks  and  let  the  members  of  his  Company 
go  home  without  their  money.  This  unlawful  procedure  got  the 
members  angry,  and  there  and  then,  A.  Farina  came  to  me  and 
said  he  was  willing  to  sign  the  affidavit  at  any  time  I  would  come 
for  it. 

July  12,  1910,  1st  Sergeant  McCarty,  Q.  M.  Sergeant  Clausen, 
private  Frank  Pagani  and  myself  met  Alexander  Farina  at  74th 
street  and  Third  avenue.  We  found  a  notary  public  and  Frank 
Pagani  and  I  were  present  when  the  notary  public  read  the  affida¬ 
vit  to  Alexander  Farina  and  asked  him  if  he  understood  what  he 
was  about  to  swear  to.  Alexander  Farina  said  he  understood  all 
and  signed  the  affidavit. 

July  18,  1910,  I  went  to  the  Armory  and  asked  Captain  Bremer 
for  his  permission  to  see  the  commanding  officer.  Captain  Bremer 
said:  “  You  can’t  have  my  permission,  and  if  you  do  see  him,  it 
would  do  you  no  good  anyhow.” 

July  19,  1910,  according  to  instructions  from  Major  General 
Roe,  I  went  to  Brigadier  General  David  E.  Austen,  Chief  of  Coast 
Artillery,  H.  G.  FT.  Y.  and  gave  him  the  facts  regarding  the  inspec¬ 
tion  and  muster  and  I  submitted  Frank  Pagani’ s  and  Alexander 
Farina’s  affidavits, 

I  don’t  know  the  exact  date  when  Captain  Bremer  submitted  my 
name  to  the  delinquency  court,  but  I  know  that  on  July  25,  1910, 
I  was  fined  $10  for  missing  drill  on  May  23rd,  and  parade  May 
30,  1910;  also  an  additional  sum  of  $10  for  contempt  of  court. 
Contempt  of  court  was  simply  this:  I  did  not  appear  in  court, 
and  since  I  had  not  received  any  summons,  I  had  not  the  slightest 
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idea  that  1  was  to  be  put  on  trial  on  July  25th,  therefore  I  did  not 
go  to  court. 

July  28,  1910,  received  through  the  United  States  mail  a  hill 
from  the  delinquency  court  and  an  appeal  blank.  The  bill  called 
for  a  sum  of  $20.  I  filled  out  the  appeal  blank  and  with  the  same 
sent  a  letter  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment.  I  told  the 
commanding  officer  that,  since  I  had  not  received  any  summons  to 
appear  in  court  and  had  had  no  chance  to  put  up  a  defence,  I 
declined  to  pay  the  bill. 

September  19,  1910,  a  dishonorable  discharge  was  issued  to  me 
without  me  being  notified  that  such  action  was  to  be  taken.  The 
discharge  was  tucked  away  in  Captain  Bremer’s  desk  and  was 
found  two  months  later  by  a  member  of  the  Company.  When  I 
was  told  about  it  I  wrote  to  Captain  Bremer  asking  him  to  forward 
my  discharge,  but  he  paid  no  attention  to  my  letter.  Finally, 
after  much  wrangling  by  Captain  Bremer  I  received  it  through  the 
Q.  M.  Sergeant. 

My  letters  to  the  Adjutant-General  and  to  other  parties  will 
explain  my  effort  I  have  made  to  be  vindicated,  or  get  some  sort 
of  justice.

I  second  the  motion. 

Department  Commander  : 

Puts  the  motion  exactly  as  made  by  the  mover,  and  asks,  Is 
there  any  discussion?  (Ho  reply.) 
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Comrade  W.  W.  Baird,  Camp  No.  66 : 

Calls  for  the  question. 

Department  Commander  : 

All  those  in  favor  of  that  motion  will  manifest  by  saying 
Aye. 

Motion  carried. 

Department  Commander: 

Is  Past  Department  Commander  Parker  in  the  Boom  ?  (No 
answer. ) 

Comrades:  At  the  last  Department  Encampment  a  resolution 
was  adopted  authorizing  me  to  appoint  a  Committee  on  By-Laws ; 
and  I  believe  the  Committee  is  now  ready  to  make  a  report  to 
this  Encampment;  hut  I  fear  that  the  reading  of  that  report  at 
the  present  time  will  mean  a  lot  of  unnecessary  debate;  so  there¬ 
fore,  I  wTill  entertain  a  motion  that  a  Special  Committee  be 
appointed,  consisting  of  one  Comrade  from  each  Camp,  and  that 
that  Committee  act  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee  appointed 
by  me,  and  that  when  they  report  back  to  the  Encampment,  that 
this  report  be  accepted  by  this  Body. 

Comrade  B.  Bosenberg,  Camp  No.  59 : 

I  make  a  motion  to  that  effect. 

A  Comrade  : 

I  second  that  motion. 

Department  Commander  : 

It  is  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  a  Special  Committee 
be  appointed,  consisting  of  one  Comrade  from  each  Camp  repre- 
sented  here,  the  Comrade  to  be  selected  by  the  Delegates  from  his 
own  Camp,  and  that  that  Special  Committee  will  go  into  session 
with  the  Committee  on  By-Laws;  and  that  the  report  that  they 
jointly  submit  to  this  Encampment  will  be  the  choice  of  this 
Convention.  Is  there  any  discussion?  (No  reply.) 
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All  those  in  favor  of  that  motion  will  manifest  by  saying  Aye. 
(Pause  for  vote.)  The  Ayes  have  it,  and 
It  is  so  ordered. 

Department  Commander: 

Now,  each  ranking  officer  here  will  present  the  name  of  a  suita¬ 
ble  Comrade  as  soon  as  possible,  one  from  each  Camp;  and  that 
Comrade  will  report  at  the  Club  Room  at  the  Hotel  Utica  at  eight 
o’clock  tonight  and  take  up  the  question  of  the  by-laws. 

Past  Department  Commander  Chauncey  W.  Herrick,  Camp 
Ho.  42 : 

Department  Commander  and  Comrades:  Several  times  in  the 
past  we  have  taken  up  considerable  time  of  the  Department 
Encampment  endorsing  different  movements  or  ideas  for  the 
National  Encampment.  Now,  in  order  to  save  time  and  get  a 
better  idea  of  the  desires  of  the  Comrades  assembled  here,  I  wish 
at  this  time  to  offer  a  motion  that  a  Committee  be  appointed,  of 
which  the  present  Department  Commander  shall  be  a  member,  to

I  second  the  motion. 

Department  Commander  : 

Puts  the  motion  exactly  as  Comrade  Herrick  made  it ;  and  adds 
by  way  of  suggestion :  “And  that  this  Committee  report  to  the 
Department  Encampment  in  Scranton — or  the  New  York 
Delegation.” 
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Comrade  Gerald  O’Keefe,  Camp  No.  93: 

Department  Commander:  There  will  be  no  Department 
Encampment  in  Scranton  —  only  the  National  Encampment. 

Comrade  Herrick,  Camp  No.  42 : 

The  motion  was :  “  The  New  York  Delegation  in  Scranton.” 

Department  Commander  : 

It  was  an  error  on  my  part  in  using  the  expression  “  The 
Encampment;”  I  should  have  said:  “  The  New  York  Delegation.” 

Comrade  O’Keefe,  Camp  No.  93: 

Point  of  order!  No  resolution  of  this  Encampment  can  be 
reported  to  a  Delegation.  The  rule  is  that  any  resolution  adopted 
by  any  committee  of  this  Department  Encampment  must  be 
reported  back  to  this  Encampment;  and  no  resolution  can  be 
authorized  — 

Department  Commander  (interrupting)  : 

I  will  rule  that  Comrade  O’Keefe’s  point  of  order  is  well  taken; 
and  that  the  motion  is  out  of  order. 

Comrade  Baird,  Camp  No.  66: 

I  am  asking,  Department  Commander,  for  a  point  of  privilege. 
I  wish  to  make  a  motion  —  I  don’t  know  whether  it  will  be  in 
order  or  not.  But  I  wish  to  make  this  motion:  “  That  as  long 
as  Father  Reaney,  our  beloved  Department  Chaplain,  lives,  that 
the  position  of  Department  Chaplain  belongs  to  him. 

Comrade  J.  E.  J.  Clare,  Camp  No.  19 : 

Point  of  order ! 

Department  Commander: 

I  was  merely  letting  Comrade  Baird  proceed ;  we  might  as  well 
let  him  do  it  while  we  have  not  got  much  to  do.  I  am  sorry,  Com¬ 
rade  Clare,  you  did  not  let  him  go  on,  because  Comrade  Baird 
is  going  to  keep  us  busy. 
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Comrade  McCoy,  Department  Patriotic  Instructor: 

Department  Commander  and  Comrades:  This  morning  we 
had  a  peculiar  situation  when  the  resolution  of  sympathy  was 
adopted,  and  I  believe  that  there  was  probably  a  misunderstand¬ 
ing  on  the  part  of  the  majority  of  the  members  present  when  that 
resolution  was  presented,  and  the  subsequent  action  thereon. 
Now,  I  believe  that  in  the  record  of  these  proceedings  that  there 
should  be  no  statement  to  the  effect  that  an  amendment  was  made 
to  that  motion ;  nor  do  I  believe  that  there  should  be  any  record 
of  the  action  subsequent  to  the  presentation  of  that  resolution 
and  its  adoption.

having  unanimously  adopted  that  resolution  of  sympathy  without 
any  unnecessary  debate. 

Comrade  George  E.  Russell,  Camp  No.  3 : 

I  second  that  motion. 

Department  Commander  : 

It  is  moved  and  seconded  that  all  discussion  subsequent  to  the 
presentation  of  the  resolution  of  sympathy  this  morning  be  stricken 
from  the  minutes  of  this  Encampment. 

Comrade  O’Toole,  Camp  No.  33 : 

Speaking  on  that  resolution  —  just  a  word  of  information. 
I  would  like  to  say  to  the  Delegates  who  are  present  that  as 
Chairman  of  this  Encampment  Committee  I  feel  that  I  must  make 
a  few  remarks  in  explanation  to  all  the  Delegates  present. 

By  the  death  of  this  esteemed  lady  the  United  Spanish.  War 
Veterans  have  lost  a  loyal  and  true  friend.  Both  Mr.  Proctor 
and  Mr.  Frederick  Proctor  are  loyal  supporters  of  the  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans;  and  their  wives  were  just  as  loyal;  and 

for  that  reason  the  members  of  the  two  Camps  of  Utica  decided 

yesterday  that  it  would  be  very  appropriate  to  put  this  resolution 
through  at  the  first  opportunity  of  this  morning’s  session.  Mr. 

Proctor  has  been  a  friend  of  every  man  who  ever  wore  the  uni¬ 

form  for  patriotism,  and  so  has  Mrs.  Proctor;  and  that  is  all  I 
have  to  say. 
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Department  Commander  : 

All  those  in  favor  of  that  motion  will  manifest  by  rising.  (All 
rose.) 

Unanimously  adopted. 

Comrade  Shinn,  Camp  Uo.  43 : 

Will  it  he  in  order  to  speak  of  the  parade  that  is  to  take  place 
to-morrow  ? 

Department  Commander  : 

I  think  we  will  defer  all  those  announcements  until  we  adjourn. 

Comrade  Rosenberg,  Camp  No.  59 : 

I  think  possibly  it  might  he  well  to  offer  a  few  remarks  at  this 
time.  I  think  the  parade  yesterday  was  a  disgrace  to  our  Organ¬ 
ization.  There  were  men  walking  with  their  hats  in  their  hands 
or  smoking;  and  I  think  we  ought  to  wear  our  uniforms,  or  take 
off  our  uniforms  and  do  not  parade  at  all. 

Comrade  Baird,  Camp  No.  66: 

I  object  to  the  remarks  of  the  Comrade  here.  I  do  not  think 
that  there  was  anything  that  the  Comrades  of  the  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans  did  that  would  prevent  them  from  being  called 
gentlemen ;  and  nothing  could  eliminate  the  fact  — 

(Cries  of  “  Point  of  order.”) 

Department  Commander  : 

Are  you  leading  up  to  a  motion  ? 

Comrade  Baird,  Camp  Uo.  66: 

I  certainly  am! 

Department  Commander  : 

Well,  make  your  motion  now. 

Comrade  Baird,  Camp  ISTo.  66 : 

I  make  a  motion  “  now  ”  that  the  city  of  Utica  be  instructed 
upon  the  proper  reverence  to  the — 

Department  Commander  : 

I  declare  that  motion  out  of  order. 


Proceedings  of  the  Twelfth  Annual  Encampment  475 


Comrade  Baird,  Camp  Ho.  66: 

Will  the  Patriotic  Instructor,  or  any  one  else,  state  (which  I 
seen  myself)  that  I  walked  twenty  blocks  without  a  man  taking 
his  hat  off  to  the  block.  (Cries  of  “  Point  of  order. ”) 

Department  Commander: 

The  Comrade  will  be  seated.  The  point  of  order  is  well  taken. 

Comrade  Baird,  Camp  Ho.  66 : 

I  take  objection  to  the  way  he  said:  “  The  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans.” 

Department  Commander  : 

The  Comrade  will  be  seated  —  Department  Marshal!  Will 
you  be  near  at  hand  in  case  I  want  you  ? 

Comrade  Baird,  Camp  Ho.  66 : 

I  can  “  lick  ”  any  Marshal  that  you  have  got. 

Comrade  Shinn: 

Apparently  it  is  not  in  order  to  make  any  remarks  unless  you 
have  a  motion!  I  would  like  to  make  a  few  remarks  about  the 
parade.  A  Comrade  of  Hew  York  City  Camp  informs  me  that  a 
man  is  wearing  a  Button  who  has  been  dropped  from  three 
Camps  for  a  number  of  years. 

I  make  a  motion  that  each  and  every  Camp  be  notified  to  call 
in  all  badges  and  buttons  from  those  Comrades  who  are  not  entitled 
to  them.  (Someone  tries  to  interrupt,  but) 

Department  Commander  says :  “  Comrade  Shinn  has  the 

floor !  ” 

Comrade  Shinn  proceeding: 

Department  Commander :  I  would  like  to  say  that  I  think  the 
citizens  of  Utica  who  saw  the  procession  yesterday  can  have  very 
little  respect  for  us  as  an  Organization ;  because,  as  Commander 
Bosenberg  says,  we  were  smoking  with  pipes  and  talking  to  each 
other  and  having  a  general  “  good  time  ”  along  the  line  of  march. 
I  think  it  is  a  disgrace  to  the  Organization  if  we  cannot  march 
through  the  streets  of  the  city  properly  and  in  military  order. 
The  way  we  looked  yesterday  was  certainly  a  disgrace,  as  many 
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of  the  Camps  were  straggling  along  the  line  of  march  in  a  very 
irregular  fashion.  I  therefore  move  that  in  the  parade  to-morrow 
this  body  form  in  regimental  formation,  and  that  the  Flags  shall 
be  properly  distributed  throughout  the  Camps.  I  make  this 
motion  for  regimental  formation  now,  as  at  the  present  time 
nobody  seems  to  know  anything  about  the  parade  to-morrow. 

Comrade  Ingerham,  Camp  No.  42 : 

I  second  that  motion. 

Department  Commander: 

I  will  declare  that  motion  out  of  order,  inasmuch  as  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  prescribe  the  order  or  formation  of  the  various 
Camps ;  therefore,  I  will  entertain  a  motion  that  is  not  in  viola¬ 
tion  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  —  we  do  not  want  to  adopt 
anything  that  is  contrary  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Comrade  Baird,  Camp  No.  66 : 

I  make  a  motion  that  we  do  not  parade ! 

Department  Commander  : 

May  I  ask :  Who  is  in  charge  of  the  parade  ?  All  that  I  am 
after  is  to  try  and  get  a  parade  in  this  town  that  will  show  that 
we  are  an  Organization. 

I  will  call  upon  Comrade  O’Toole  to  answer  that  question. 

Comrade  O’Toole,  Chairman  of  Encampment  Committee: 

When  selected  by  our  Committee,  our  present  Department  Com¬ 
mander  shall  act  as  Marshal  of  the  parade  to-morrow. 

Comrade  Claire,  Camp  No.  19: 

My  point  is  this,  that  the  Department  Commander  of  the  State 
of  New  York  dictates  how  this  Department  shall  parade,  and  its 
formation. 

Department  Commander  : 

The  Rules  and  Regulations  declare  that  the  Camps  shall  form 
in  accordance  with  their  number.  If  this  Encampment  adopts 
a  resolution  that  it  be  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  we  form 
in  regimental  formation,  I  shall  be  glad  to  assemble  the  Depart¬ 
ment  in  that  formation  in  the  parade  to-morrow.  But  I  didn’t 
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want  to  issue  such  an  order  and  then  later  have  to  countermand 
the  order. 

Comrade  O’Keefe,  Camp  Ho.  93: 

I  may  offer  a  suggestion,  but  not  as  a  motion  —  it  is  this :  In 
meeting  in  a  convention  such  as  this  is,  we  are  surely  representa¬ 
tive  of  the  Order,  and  it  surely  behooves  us  that  we  represent  the 
Order  as  it  should  be  represented.  I  can  readily  see  why  Com¬ 
rade  Shinn  takes  exception  to  what  I  am  informed  was  the  situa¬ 
tion  in  the  parade  yesterday.  How,  while  the  Department  Com¬ 
mander  has  no  authority,  and  it  would  be  unwise  to  order  the 
parade  as  suggested,  I  still  think  that  the  Department  Commander 
is  Commander  of  this  Department  and  as  such  he  can  order  this 
body  to  parade  with  the  Department  Senior  Vice-Commander  and 
the  Department  Junior  Vice-Commander. 

Comrade  Clare,  Ho.  19 : 

Point  of  order !  The  Comrade  is  instructing  the  Department 
Commander  how  to  proceed ! 

Department  Commander  : 

I  will  rule  that  the  point  of  order  of  Comrade  Clare  is  well 
taken. 

Comrade  Baird,  Camp  Ho.  66 : 

Well,  all  right —  shut  him  off! 

Department  Commander  : 

There  is  only  one  man  in  this  Chair.  The  point  of  order  has 
been  well  taken,  and  Comrade  O’Keefe  will  not  proceed. 

Comrade  Herrick,  Camp  Ho.  42 : 

I  move  that  the  formation  of  the  parade  to-morrow  be  left  to 
the  Department  Commander. 

Department  Commander: 

It  is  regularly  moved  that  the  formation  of  the  parade  to-mor¬ 
row  be  left  to  the  Department  Commander.  (Cries  of  “  Ques¬ 
tion.”)  All  those  in  favor  of  this  motion  will  manifest  by  saying 
“Ave.” 

t/ 

So  ordered. 
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Department  Commander  : 

I  now  declare  that  the  formation  of  the  parade  to-morrow  will 
be  in  regimental  formation  of  twelve  file  front.  The  uniformed 
men  will  take  the  head  of  the  line;  and  the  non-uniformed  men 
will  take  the  rear.  I  furthermore  announce  that  any  Comrade 
smoking  in  the  parade  to-morrow  (except  at  rest),  will  be  ordered 
to  leave  the  parade.  (Applause). 

Before  we  adjourn,  is  there  any  objection  on  the  part  of  this 
Encampment  (in  the  absence  of  rules  of  order)  to  keep  us  from 
varying  the  order  of  business  as  laid  out  on  page  26  of  the  printed 
program  ?  (Reads  from  the  program  for  to-morrow  and  the  next 
day,  and  explains  the  change  desired). 

There  being  no  objection,  that  will  be  the  order  of  business. 

Comrade  McCoy,  Camp  Vo.  19 : 

Department  Commander :  May  I  make  an  announcement  as 
Department  Patriotic  Instructor? 

Department  Commander  : 

You  may. 

Department  Patriotic  Instructor  : 

The  Commanders  of  the  various  Camps  will  respectfully  bear 
in  mind  that  they  have  not  complied  with  the  request  of  the 
Patriotic  Instructor  to  submit  reports.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  up 
to  the  present  time  we  have  received  but  five  reports  —  a  magnifi¬ 
cent  (?)  showing  from  a  patriotic  organization  of  this  character. 
In  order  to  have  the  reports  submitted  and  consolidated,  I  would 
suggest  that  the  Camp  Commanders  (either  themselves,  or 
instruct  their  Camp  Patriotic  Instructors  if  they  are  present)  to 
prepare  some  report  and  submit  it  to  headquarters  before  this 
Encampment  closes.  I  think  it  is  a  shame  to  see  the  absolute 
want  of  consideration  and  total  disregard  for  this  feature  of  our 
work  that  has  been  exhibited  by  so  many  of  the  Camps. 

You  have  listened  to  the  Comrades  as  to  the  patriotism  dis¬ 
played  (not  alone  by  the  Comrades  themselves,  but  also  by  the 
citizens  of  this  city),  in  which  you  participated  in  parade;  but  I 
tell  you  the  parade  loses  more  in  yourselves  that  it  does  in  the 
citizens;  because  it  is  your  duty  to  instruct  by  precept,  and  pro- 
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tect  the  principles  of  patriotism;  and  when  the  Flag  goes  by,  to 
salute  it ;  and  not  have  Comrades  standing  on  the  sidewalk  with 
cigars  in  their  mouth,  as  has  occurred  in  this  city  of  Utica;  and 
as  we  have  witnessed  time  and  time  again  when  participating  in 
other  processions. 

Now,  if  we  are  going  to  have  patriotic  work  and  patriotic 
instructions,  let  us  have  them.  Again  I  ask  the  Patriotic  Instruc¬ 
tors  to  submit  their  reports. 

Now,  another  announcement:  To  those  who  desire  it,  I  will  say 
that  to-morrow  night,  if  we  get  the  opportunity,  I  will  be  pleased 
and  will  endeavor  to  give  a  short  illustrated  lecture  on  “  The 
Flag/’  which  will  not  take  more  than  thirty  or  thirty-five  minutes, 
to  show  the  Camp  Patriotic  Instructors  what  they  should  do  in 
their  work.  (Applause.) 

Comrade  Clare,  Camp  No.  19 : 

Sir,  the  Department  Patriotic  Instructor  reports  that  he  has 
received  reports  from  only  five  camps.  Therefore,  I  move  you, 
sir,  that  the  Camps  be  permitted  to  report  hack  prior  to  the  issu¬ 
ing  of  the  next  book  of  these  proceedings. 

Department  Commander: 

I  ask  you  to  place  a  time  limit  on  it,  please,  say  November 
first.  Do  I  hear  that  seconded?  (Duly  seconded.) 

It  has  been  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  any  report 
received  prior  to  November  1,  1915,  be  included  in  the  next 
printed  proceedings.  Is  there  any  discussion  on  that? 

Comrade  Drieh,  Camp  No.  28: 

Department  Commander:  As  Patriotic  Instructor  of  Camp  No. 
28,  I  am  going  to  take  a  little  exception  — 

Comrade  Clare,  Camp  No.  19 : 

Point  of  order. 

Is  the  Comrade  talking  to  the  motion,  or  is  it  a  criticism  ? 

Department  Commander: 

The  point  of  order  is  well  taken. 

(The  Comrade  tries  to  continue  along  the  same  line.) 

I  have  ruled  that  the  point  of  order  is  well  taken,  and  therefore, 
Comrade  you  will  not  proceed  unless  you  are  talking  to  the 
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motion.  Also  note  this,  Comrade,  that  I  have  issued  a  General 
Order  to  submit  written  reports;  and  the  Department  Patriotic 
Instructor  reports  that  he  has  received  but  five  of  such.  Any 
further  discussion  on  that? 

Department  Commander  : 

The  motion  is  that  all  those  Camps  that  have  not  submitted 
their  reports  be  permitted  to  do  so  up  to  November  1,  1915.  All 
those  in  faATor  of  this  motion  will  manifest  by  saying  “Aye.” 

So  ordered. 

Comrade  Shinn,  Camp  No.  43 : 

I  just  wish  to  make  a  number  of  announcements  here.  When 
the  Department  Patriotic  Instructor  called  for  saluting  the  Flag, 
I  want  to  say  that  in  doing  so  that  men  in  uniform  will  do  so  by 
saluting;  and  the  men  not  in  uniform  will  do  so  by  uncovering. 

Comrade  McCoy,  Camp  No.  59: 

It  is  well  for  the  Comrades  to  know  this  also,  that  at  the  ren¬ 
dering  of  the  “  Star  Spangled  Banner,”  Comrades  in  uniform 
will  stand  at  attention,  and  at  the  last  note  thev  will  stand  at  ease. 

Department  Commander  : 

Before  we  close  Comrade  Past  Commander  James  Long  has  a 
few  words  to  say. 

Comrade  Long,  Camp  No.  5: 

Comrades :  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Department  Legislative 
Committee  we  were  informed  that  final  action  would  be  taken  on 
the  question  of  Civil  Service  that  is  now  pending  before  the  Con¬ 
stitutional  Convention  Committee.  We  were  present,  and  we 
succeeded  in  having  it  postponed  until  to-morrow  at  four-thirty. 
The  delay  is  advantageous  to  the  vote  being  taken ;  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Civil  Service  recognizing  this  is  about  the  last  effort  we 
can  make  before  the  action  of  the  Constitutional  Convention,  I 
rise  to  make  a  motion  that  a  committee  of  three  he  appointed  by 
the  Chair  to  prepare  a  memorial  petition  from  this  Encampment 
that  is  now  assembled,  to  present  it  to  that  committee  before  they 
have  their  meeting. 
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Comrade  Moe  Morris,  Camp  No.  1G: 

I  second  that  motion. 

Department  Commander  : 

It  is  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Chair  appoint  a 
committee  of  three  to  draw  up  a  memorial  petition  and  that  they 
present  it  to  the  Committee  on  Civil  Service  of  the  Constitu¬ 
tional  Convention  in  Albany  at  their  meeting  to-morrow. 

Motion  carried. 

I  appoint  on  that  committee  the  following  Comrades:  Past 
Commander  James  S.  Long,  Camp  No.  5,  Chairman;  Comrade 
Luke  Flanagan,  Camp  No.  1 ;  Comrade  Michael  J.  Quirk,  Camp 
No.  10. 

Two  of  these  Comrades  are  members  of  the  Legislative  Com¬ 
mittee. 

I  recognize  Past  Commander  O’Keefe. 

Comrade  O’Keefe,  Camp  No.  93: 

Department  Commander  and  Comrades:  Here  is  another 
organization  holding  a  convention  (which  runs  parallel  with 
ours),  in  this  city  of  Utica;  and  as  a  matter  of  courtesy  I  move 
you  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  convey  our  best  wishes  to 
the  ladies  of  that  Convention. 

We  are  now  seeking  something  from  the  State,  and  we  want  all 
the  influence  that  can  be  swung  our  way;  and  not  alone  for  the 
reason  that  we  are  seeking  their  influence  simply,  but  also  as  a 
matter  of  courtesy,  I  move  that  we  send  our  greetings  to  the  ladies 
who  are  now  sitting  in  convention  in  this  city  of  Utica. 

Department  Commander  : 

Will  vou  allow  that  that  matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Greetings  to  extend  greetings  to  the  Daughters  of  Isabella  ? 
They  are  now  meeting  in  this  city. 

(Comrade  O’Keefe  assents  to  this.) 

The  Department  Commander  puts  the  motion,  and  it  is  so 
ordered. 
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Comrade  Clare,  Camp  Ho.  19 : 

I  wish  to  •announce  that  the  Department  Commander  is  wanted 
on  the  telephone. 

(Past  Department  Commander  Herrick  takes  the  Chair.) 

Comrade  McCoy,  Camp  Ho.  59: 

Comrade  Department  Commander:  It  has  been  customary  in 
other  Encampments,  and  I  trust  it  will  also  be  continued  in  this 
Encampment,  for  Comrades  to  show  their  tribute  of  appreciation 
to  the  retiring  Department  Commander.  We  have  attempted  in 
taking  this  opportunity  of  getting  the  Department  Commander 
out  of  the  room,  to  arrange  for  soliciting  funds  for  a  proper  testi¬ 
monial,  as  unfortunately  on  some  occasions  the  Comrades  have  not 
responded  as  we  might  wish.  In  order  to  obviate  that  difficulty,  I 
move  you,  sir,  that  a  Committee  of  Past  Department  Commanders 
present  be  appointed  to  arrange  for  a  suitable  testimonial  to  our 
retiring  Past  Department  Commander. 

Comrade  Herrick  (In  the  Chair)  : 

Comrades:  You  have  heard  this  motion?  All  those  in  favor 
will  say  “  Aye  ”. 

Motion  carried. 

Comrade  Baird,  Camp  Ho.  66: 

I  move  you,  sir,  that  the  recommendations  from  Ho.  1  to  Ho. 
14,  as  recommended  to  the  Delegates,  he  accepted  as  read  and 
approved  by  the  Delegates  at  Large,  in  the  order,  from  one  to 
fourteen  —  that  will  obliterate  all  further  discussions. 

Comrade  Herrick  (In  the  Chair)  : 

I  am  in  favor  of  “  obliterating  ”  all  discussion,  Comrade  Baird, 
BUT  I  DOH’T  KHOW  WHAT  YOU  ABE  TALKIHG 
ABOUT ! ! 

Comrade  McCoy,  Camp  Ho.  59 : 

These  recommendations  that  he  refers  to  may  all  go  to  the 
Resolutions  Committee. 

(Comrade  Herrick,  as  Chairman,  explains  the  course  of  the 
recommendations  to  Comrade  Baird.) 
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Comrade  Baird,  Camp  No.  66: 

I  move  we  adjourn. 

Comrade  O'Toole,  Camp  No.  33: 

Just  before  we  adjourn,  I  want  to  make  two  announcements. 
The  first  one  is  that  the  Entertainment  Committee  will  give  a 
ball  in  this  Armory  tonight  for  the  benefit  of  the  visiting  Dele¬ 
gates.  There  was  a  statement  made  this  morning,  or  it  was  to  be 
made  and  was  overlooked,  I  will  make  it  plain  now.  This  ball  is 
exclusively  for  the  visiting  Comrades.  Its  emblem  of  membership 
is  all  that  is  necessary  for  admittance  —  the  Delegate’s  Badge  or 
the  Uniform.  All  those  outside  of  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  will  be 
admitted  by  card,  that  is  to  eliminate  undesirables. 

The  second  announcement  is  that  with  all  due  respect  to  Past 
Commander  Hick  of  Troop  G,  of  the  First  Cavalry,  he  will  give 
an  exhibition  tomorrow  night,  more  for  the  benefit  of  the  Dele¬ 
gates  than  for  the  financial  benefit.  I  understand  that  the  regular 
admission  to  this  Horse  Show  is  twenty-five  cents.  I  understand 
from  Past  Commander  Judson  of  O’Ross  Wheeler  Camp  that 
membership  in  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  is  all  that  is 
necessary  for  admission. 

Past  Commander  Hunt,  Camp  No.  3: 

I  wish  to  announce,  Comrades,  chat  the  Seventh  Annual  Conven¬ 
tion  of  the  Order  of  the  Serpent  will  convene  tonight  for  their 
session  at  the  Montclair  Hotel. 

Department  Commander  : 

Before  we  proceed  to  adjourn  —  if  there  is  no  further  business 
—  and  I  notice  a  great  many  Comrades  are  beginning  to  leave, 
there  is  something  I  want  to  bring  before  the  attention  of  this 
Encampment,  which  I  believe  is  of  vital  importance. 

I  have  been  in  this  city  for  three  days,  during  which  time  I 
have  heard  accusations  made  against  the  candidates  who  are  seek¬ 
ing  the  several  offices  in  your  organization,  and  what  I  am  about 
to  say  I  trust  the  Comrades  who  are  here  will  carry  out  to  the  rest 
of  the  Comrades  who  are  in  the  City  of  Utica  attending  this 
Encampment.  My  message  to  you  is  simply  this, —  if  you  have 
anything  to  say  against  a  Comrade  who  may  he  so  unf ortunate  as 
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to  be  seeking  your  suffrage  or  feel  that  something  you  may  know 
about  him  that  should  prevent  his  holding  office  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment ,  it  is  your  duty  to  bring  the  matter  up  on  the  floor  of  the 
Encampment,  so  that  the  Comrade  accused  will  have  a  fair  chance 
to  answer.  I  earnestly  appeal  to  every  fair-minded  Comrade  to 
help  stop  this  mean,  and  to  say  the  least  Uncomradely  practice,  by 
refusing  to  listen  to  any  stories,  unless  you  are  permitted  to  bring 
the  matter  before  the  Encampment  and  quote  the  Comrade  who  is 
responsible  for  the  information  you  received.

(Seconded  in  several  places.) 

Department  Commander: 

That  is  one  motion  that  Comrade  Baird  will  get  away  with. 

Motion  is  carried,  and  the  meeting  adjourned  at  twenty  minutes 
after  four  p.  m.,  with  the  understanding  that  the  Encampment 
reconvene  at  nine-thirty  a.  m.  tomorrow.

By  the  Reverend  Father  William  H.  I.  Reaney,  Department 
Chaplain : 

Oh,  Almighty  and  Eternal  God,  Creator  of  Heaven  and  of 
Earth  and  of  all  things,  we  humbly  bow  before  Thee  and  acknowl¬ 
edge  our  entire  dependence  upon  Thee  and  Thy  supreme  dominion 
over  us.  Oh,  God  of  Light,  send  Thy  Holy  Spirit  into  the  delib¬ 
erations  of  this  Convention  and  grant  it  may  be  guided  by  Thy 
wisdom  and  regulated  by  Love,  and  that  all  that  it  may  resolve 
upon  shall  be  always  towards  the  strengthening  of  our  Comrader 
ship,  the  increase  of  our  devotion  to  one  another,  and  to  our 
Country.  Grant  that  the  waves  of  patriotism  may  go  out  from 
this  Convention  to  touch  the  hearts  of  all  the  Comrades  who  served 
with  us  during  the  War,  to  draw  us  all  into  one  Great  Fraternity, 
so  that  we  may  continue  to  be  a  powerful  army  for  the  defense, 
and  exaltation,  and  the  glory  of  our  Country.

Give  guidance  to  our  President,  with  a  clear  mind 
and  a  strong  heart,  and  may  he  bv  Thv  grace  be  enabled  to  do 
his  duty.  Give  to  our  people  a  patience  and  a  proper  obedience 
to  their  Great  Executive ;  and  grant  us  a  united,  a  devoted  and  a 
loving  country  —  loving  our  own  country  first  and  above  all 
nations,  and  may  we  act  towards  all  men  as  an  angel  from  the 
throne  of  God,  whom  we  are  bound  to  obey  and  by  whom  we  are 
blessed ;  and  grant  that  we  may  be  aLe  to  persuade  them  who  come 
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to  these  shores  that  Thou  hast  marked  out  this  Nation  for  the 
amelioration,  exaltation,  advancement  and  happiness  of  humanity. 

Our  Father  which  art  in  Heaven,  hallowed  be  Thy  name,  Thy 
Kingdom  come !  Thv  will  be  done  on  earth  as  it  is  done  in  Heaven ; 
give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread ;  and  forgive  us  our  trespasses  as 
we  forgive  those  that  trespass  against  us,  and  lead  us  not  into 
temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil,  for  Thine  is  the  kingdom 
and  the  powder  and  the  glory,  forever  and  ever,  Amen. 


(Mail  wdiich  remained  from  last  night  and  that  wdiich  had  just 
been  left  at  the  Armory  this  morning,  was  distributed  from  the 
platform  by  the  Department  Commander.) 

Department  Commander: 

Comrades:  The  first  order  of  business  will  be  to  receive  the 
partial  report  submitted  by  the  Resolutions  Committee.  Before 
we  proceed  to  take  this  report,  I  suggest  that  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  will  be  concurred  in  unless  there  is  some  objection  offered.

I  move  that  that  shall  be  the  procedure  throughout  the 
remainder  of  this  Convention,  so  far  as  the  Resolutions  are 
concerned. 

Duly  seconded. 

Department  Commander  : 

It  has  been  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  where  the  Reso¬ 
lutions  Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  a  resolution,  it 
shall  be  adopted  as  the  sense  of  this  Encampment. 

Agreed  to. 

Comrade  Chas.  0.  Davis,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions,  reads  as  follows : 

RESOLUTIONS 

To  the  Annual  Department  Encampment,  Department  of  New 
York,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  Utica,  New  York,  July 
6  to  8,  1915. 
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Comrades:  Your  Committee  on  Pesolutions  respectfully  reports 
on  tlie  recommendations  and  resolutions  submitted  for  action  by 
the  Twelfth  Annual  Encampment  of  the  United  Spanish  War 
Veterans  of  the  Department  of  Yew  York,  as  follows: 

On  the  recommendations  of  the  Department  Commander: 

Y o.  7.  That  this  Encampment  present  to  the  Yational  Encamp¬ 
ment  a  resolution  permitting  the  Camps  to  affiliate  with  some 
bona  fide  and  recognized  non-partisan  defense  association. 

Comrade  Chas.  Q.  Davis,  Chairman  of  Committee  on 
Resolutions : 

The  Committee  recommends  that  this  resolution  be  not  adopted, 
on  the  ground  that  it  would  open  the  door  for  improper 
affiliations. 

Recommendation  of  Committee  adopted. 


Yo.  8.  That  the  incoming  Department  Commander  be  author¬ 
ized  and  empowered  to  secure  a  room  in  the  City  of  Albany, 
where  the  relics,  now  the  property  of  the  Department  and  those 
which  may  hereafter  become  such,  may  be  kept ;  and  where  all 
meetings  of  Departmental  Legislative  Committees,  etc.,  may  be 
held.  This  room  to  be  secured  without  expense  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment,  if  possible,  otherwise  to  be  leased  at  a  reasonable  rental. 

Comrade  Fred  Meyers,  Camp  Yo.  46: 

I  object  to  the  words  “  and  so  forth.” 

Comrade  Philip  O’Toole,  Camp  Yo.  35: 

I  second  the  motion. 

Department  Commander  : 

The  Reading  Clerk  will  repeat  that  part  of  the  resolution  con¬ 
taining  the  words  objected  to  by  the  Comrades. 

Comrade  Irving  Coon,  Reading  Clerk,  reads  resolution  over 

again. 

Comrade  Meyers,  Camp  Yo.  46: 

I  insist  on  my  motion,  to  have  the  words  “  and  so  forth,”  (or 
to  be  literal  and  make  it  “  etc.”  as  it  appears  in  the  Department 
Commander’s  printed  report)  stricken  out. 
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Department  Commander  : 

V  ill  the  Reading  Clerk  please  read  the  resolution,  omitting 
“  etc.” 

Comrade  Irving  Coon,  Reading  Clerk,  reads  said  resolution, 
omitting  “  etc.” 

Comrade  Thos.  Dawkins,  Camp  Ho.  24: 

I  move  an  amendment  to  the  original  motion,  that  after  the 
words  “  Legislative  committees,”  to  add,  “or  such  other  com¬ 
mittees  as  it  may  be  necessarv  to  hold  meetings  of”  in  the  Citv 

V  O  O  C 

of  Albanv. 

Comrade  Isaac  Joel,  Camp  Ho.  8: 

I  second  the  motion. 

Comrade  Walter  V.  McCoy,  Camp  Ho.  59: 

As  I  understand  it,  the  recommendation  of  the  Department 
Commander  was  made  in  order  that  we  might  have  a  place  to 
meet  in  when  we  are  seeking  preferential  legislation ;  and  so  that 
we  may  be  able  to  hold  a  Headquarters  in  the  Citv  of  Albanv 
without  having  to  have  recourse  to  the  back  rooms  of  saloons  or 
other  undesirable  places,  wherein  we  may  hold  our  secret  sessions. 
Everybody  knows  that  under  existing  conditions  whenever  there 
is  something  pertaining  to  our  Organization  under  discussion  by 
us  that  long  before  we  desire  it,  reports  concerning  it  are  scattered 
broadcast  throughout  the  State.  In  other  words,  our  friends, 
“  the  enemy,”  take  this  report  and  tear  it  apart  piece  by  piece 
to  see  what  they  can  find  out  of  it.  So  we  have  got  to  play  the  same 
game  as  they  have;  and  that  little  word  “  etc.”  was  put  in  there 
with  the  supreme  confidence  that  when  the  Department  Com¬ 
mander  had  selected  that  room  that  it  would  not  be  used  for  any¬ 
thing  except  for  the  legitimate  purposes  of  this  Organization. 
So  we  must  keep  our  own  affairs  under  cover,  otherwise  we  might 
just  as  well  go  out  of  business. 

That,  as  I  understand  it,  is  the  reason  for  putting  in  that 
expression  which  has  been  taken  exception  to  by  these  Comrades, 
so  that  when  we  are  looking  for  preferential  legislation,  let  us 
go  about  it  in  “  gum  shoe”  methods. 
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It  is  all  very  well  to  say  that  we  are  burying  all  our  patriotism, 
but  our  patriotism  is  always  exemplified  in  the  legislative  balls 
at  Albany;  but  our  best  and  truest  patriotism  is  to  get  the  best 
interests  of  our  Organization  served.  Therefore,  I  move  the 
previous  question;  and  I  hope  every  Comrade  present  will  stand 
by  that  recommendation  of  the  Department  Commander  and  see 
that  no  amendment  is  passed. 

Comrade  Moe  Morris,  Camp  Ho.  16: 

I  second  that  motion  of  Comrade  McCoy. 

Comrade  Meyers,  Camp  Ho.  46 : 

Department  Commander,  in  view  of  the  explanation  Comrade 
McCoy  has  made,  I  would  like  to  withdraw  my  motion. 
(Applause.) 

Comrade  Dawkins,  Camp  Ho.  24: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  withdraw  the  amendment. 

Department  Commander  : 

Is  there  any  objection  to  the  withdrawal  of  the  amendment. 
(Pause.)  Hearing  none,  the  original  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  will  stand,  namely,  that  this  should  pass. 

Adopted. 

Ho.  9.  That  this  Encampment  submit  an  amendment  to  the 
next  Hational  Encampment  amending  the  Pules  and  Regulations 
to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  the  Department  Inspector  by  the 
Department  Commander. 

Comrade  Davis,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Resolutions: 

The  Committee  recommends  that  this  resolution  should  pass. 

Department  Commander  : 

Do  I  hear  any  objection. 

Comrade  McCune,  Camp.  Ho.  2 : 

I  object  to  that.  The  Department  Inspector  should  be  elected 
by  the  delegates  of  this  Organization.  I  make  a  motion  to  that 
effect. 

Comrade  Philip  O’Toole,  Camp  Ho.  33: 

I  second  the  motion. 
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Department  Commander  : 

It  has  been  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Committee  in  favor  of  this  resolution  should  be  non¬ 
concured  in. 

Comrade  George  W.  McCune,  Camp  Ho.  2 : 

My  objection  to  that,  Department  Commander  and  Comrades,  is 
that  I  think  we  should  elect  our  Department  Inspector,  for  the 
simple  reason  that  under  the  present  Department  Commander  we 
had  two  Past  Department  Commanders  appointed  down  there ;  and 
he  objected  to  it.  And  the  Department  Commander  ought  to  have 
the  privilege  of  appointing  whom  he  sees  fit.  I  had  occasion  to 
go  quite  a  ways  from  my  home  once  to  inspect  a  Camp ;  and  you 
sent  word  that  I  should  inspect  that  Camp  — 

Department  Commander  (Interrupting)  : 

Comrade  McCune,  please  talk  to  the  motion.  The  actions  of 
the  Department  Commander  has  absolutely  nothing  to  do  with  this 
motion.  (Is  Comrade  Tweed  in  the  room  ?) 

I  am  going  to  ask  Comrade  Pather  Heaney  to  take  the  Chair 
temporarily.  Comrade  Reaney  complies.) 

Comrade  James  T.  Carroll,  Camp  Ho.  73: 

Comrades,  I  trust  you  will  all  vote  a  non-concurrence  in  this 
motion.  The  Inspector  of  the  Department  is  directly  responsible 
and  not  indirectly  responsible,  as  he  will  be  by  being  appointed  by 
the  Department  Commander.  The  recommendation  was  made  by 
the  Department  Commander  for  reasons  he  considered  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  Organization,  but  his  point  of  view  was  at  that 
time  as  Department  Commander.  His  point  of  view  was  then 
somewhat  one-sided.  He  did  not  have  the  opportunity  to  consider 
the  question  as  one  who  has  held  other  offices,  or  no  office  in  our 
Department.  He  felt  it  was  for  the  best  interest  of  our  Organi¬ 
zation  that  the  Department  Commander  should  select  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Inspector,  and  the  Inspector  in  turn  should  select  his  Dis¬ 
trict  Inspectors.  He  no  doubt  felt  that  the  Department  Com¬ 
mander  would  in  this  way  have  a  better  grasp  of  the  work  of  the 
different  inspectors,  but  our  present  method  gives  the  Department 
Commander  an  opportunity  to  have  a  hand  on  the  Department 
Inspector’s  officers.  He  selects  the  men  for  District  Inspectors, 
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and  that  gives  him  an  opportunity  to  have  a  hand  there ;  and  we 
also  have  our  hand  on  the  pulse  by  selecting  by  election  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Inspector.  I  therefore,  sincerely  hope,  Comrades,  that  you 
will  vote  a  non-concurrence,  and  insist  that  our  Department 
Inspector  be  held  directly  responsible  to  this  Department  of  New 
York,  which  is  our  representative  legislative  body. 

Comrade  P.  S.  Eigney,  Camp  No.  4: 

Comrades,  a  year  or  two  ago  the  National  Encampment  changed 
the  method  of  selecting  the  Inspector-General  from  that  of  elective 
to  appointive.  The  Inspector-General  is  one  of  the  principal  staff 
officers  on  the  staff  of  the  Commander-in-Chief.  All  the  com¬ 
manders  of  the  Department  know  that  in  order  to  have  the  work 
in  harmony  it  is  necessary  that  the  staff  officers  be  responsible  to 
the  Commander.  The  office  of  Department  Inspector  is  a  very 
important  one.  There  is  no  question  about  that ;  but  there  is  going 
to  be  trouble  if  the  Department  Commander  and  the  Department 
Inspector  do  not  work  in  harmony.  The  Department  Commander 
is  responsible  to  this  Encampment  for  the  conduct  of  his  adminis¬ 
tration.  When  he  has  any  man  on  his  staff  who  is  not  in  harmony 
with  him,  this  Encampment  cannot  hold  the  Department  Com¬ 
mander  entirely  responsible.  We  are  simply  following  the  lead  of 
the  National  Encampment.  They  changed  their  method  of  selec¬ 
tion  after  due  deliberation;  and  after  cases  similar  to  that  which 
took  place  in  this  hall  yesterday.  The  District  Inspector  in  his 
report  stated  that  he  suggested  certain  names  for  District  Inspec¬ 
tors.  That  all  of  those  names  selected  by  him  were  not  appointed. 
The  Rules  and  Regulations  distinctly  provide  that  the  Department 
Commander  shall  appoint  the  District  Inspector.  There  is  also 
another  reason  why  the  District  Inspectors  should  be  appointed  by 
the  Department  Commander,  and  that  is  that  he  wishes  that  the 
District  Inspectors  shall  be  creatures  of  the  Department  Com¬ 
mander,  and  that  they  shall  be  responsible  to  him.  Now,  Com¬ 
rades,  every  one  of  you  look  to  the  Department  Commander  for 
the  proper  conduct  of  his  administration.  If  there  is  any  author¬ 
ity  to  be  found  the  authority  is  to  be  found  with  the  Department 
Commander,  not  with  the  Department  Inspector  or  Judge  Advo¬ 
cate  or  any  of  the  other  officers  of  the  staff;  but  you  hold  the 
Department  Commander  personally  responsible  for  the  success  or 
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the  failure  of  his  administration.  Yow,  why  tie  his  hands  by 
compelling  him  to  appoint  as  Inspector  a  man  who  may  not  be 
responsible. 

Yow,  I  hope,  Comrades,  you  will  see  it  as  I  see  it,  and  not  put 
on  his  staff  a  man  who  is  not  under  and  subject  to  his  control. 

Comeade  Isaac  Joel,  Camp.  No.  8: 

Comrades,  as  Past  Department  Inspector,  I  fully  appreciate  the 
responsibility  attached  to  the  position  of  Department  Inspector, 
and  to  elect  the  Department  Inspector  and  allow  the  Department 
Commander  to  appoint  the  District  Inspectors  is  almost  laughable. 
If  you  are  going  to  hold  the  Department  Inspector  responsible  you 
must  give  him  power  or  allow  him  to  appoint  his  own  District 
Inspectors  ;  hut  if  you  are  going  to  hold  the  Department  Com¬ 
mander  responsible  for  the  actions  of  the  Department  Inspector 
it  is  up  to  the  Department  Commander  to  appoint  the  Department 
Inspector  and  also  the  District  Inspectors.  You  can  not  do  any¬ 
thing  half-way.  You  may  just  as  well  appoint  a  man  to  build  a 
house  and  give  him  tools  that  he  has  no  use  for,  and  then  look  to 
him  to  build  that  house  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

I  fully  appreciate  the  position  of  the  Department  Commander 
appointing  a  Department  Inspector ;  and  you  will  therefore  hold 
the  Department  Commander  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  every 
Camp,  and  not  the  Department  Inspector. 

At  the  same  time,  Department  Commander,  I  believe  this  is  the 
proper  time  for  me  to  ask  for  a  little  information.  In  my  report 
last  year,  one  of  my  recommendations  was  adopted  — 

Depaetment  Commandee  (Interrupting)  : 

Just  a  minute,  Comrade  Joel,  please  bring  that  up  after  this  is 
disposed  of. 

Comeade  Joel  (Concluding)  : 

I,  therefore,  hold  that  the  Department  Commander  be  allowed 
to  appoint  the  Department  Inspector.  (Applause.) 

Depaetment  Commandee: 

I  recognize  Past  Commander  Johnson  of  Camp  Yo.  11. 

Comeade  Johnson,  Camp  JSTo.  11 : 

The  tendency  through  all  the  parts  of  our  electorate  is  to  sim¬ 
plify  the  ballot,  and  I  believe  that  we  as  members  of  the  United 
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Spanish  War  Veterans  Organization  will  do  well  if  in  our  elections 
and  methods  we  simplify  the,  elections.  And  I  fully  believe  that  it 
is  to  the  best  advantage  of  this  Department  that  the  Department 
Commander  makes  more  appointments  upon  his  staff,  and  that  he 
should  be  in  a  position  to  hold  those  appointees  directly  responsible 
for  the  best  interests  of  our  Department.  I  believe,  Comrades, 
that  we  will  get  better  results  by  far  in  this  office  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Inspector  if  it  is  made  an  appointive  office  of  the  Department 
Commander;  and  I  therefore  trust,  Comrades,  that  you  will  vote 
against  this  motion  to  non-concur.  (Applause.) 

Comrade  Wm.  F.  Leuper,  Camp  No.  36: 

The  question  is,  in  selecting  the  Department  Commander  we 
placed  the  utmost  confidence  in  his  ability  to  carry  on  the  affairs 
of  this  Organization  properly;  therefore,  everything  should  be 
done  and  arranged  in  such  a  manner  that  he  can  carry  on  the 
work  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner  for  the  delegates  of  the 
Encampment.  There  is  only  one  way  we  can  handle  this  matter 
properly,  and  that  is  to  select  those  who  are  willing  to  work  near 
and  for  him  and  thereby  work  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Organ¬ 
ization  at  large.  The  Department  Inspector  —  in  fact  he  should 
not  be  a  prospective  candidate  (with  all  due  respect  to  our  present 
Department  Inspector),  as  I  believe  the  office  can  be  used  for  the 
advancement  of  the  individual.  This  should  not  be  the  case.  It 
is  sufficient  if  we  play  politics  here  at  the  present  time,  but  the 
Department  Commander  and  his  staff  should  be  in  a  position 
that  they  may  appoint  him  (the  Department  Inspector)  solely  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  Organization.  Therefore,  I  believe  that 
the  Department  Commander  should  be  empowered  to  appoint  the 
Department  Inspector. 

Comrade  Chas.  J.  Watson,  Camp  No.  85: 

In  all  organizations  and  in  all  walks  of  life  the  best  article 
produced  is  always  what  is  looked  for.  Now,  as  we  are  a  semi¬ 
military  organization,  we  are  naturally  looking  for  the  best.  "I 
believe  the  military  order  of  the  army  is  the  best  system  we  can  use. 
We  are  all  a  grand  unit  of  the  National  Body.  The  Department 
Commander  is  busy  and  he  cannot  do  full  justice  to  each  and 
every  portion  of  his  staff.  I  should  think  that  the  better  and 
most  expeditious  way  would  be  to  have  the  Department  Inspector 
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an  elective  officer,  and  that  his  recommendations  should  be 
respected  by  the  Department  Commander.  That  would  give  the 
Department  Commander  still  the  power  to  look  after  and  see  that 
the  best  interests  of  the  Department  are  constantly  conserved. 

Comrade  Luke  Flanagan,  Camp  No.  1: 

Not  only  in  public  affairs  but  also  in  private  affairs  there  is 
very  much  that  we  can  take  lessons  from,  as  it  has  often  been 
demonstrated  that  the  best  efficiency  to-day  is  when  and  where  one 
man  is  held  responsible  and  that  man  given  authority  to  direct 
the  affairs  of  the  Organization  or  of  the  business  he  may  be 
engaged  in  or  conducting;  and  therefore,  in  a  military  or  semi- 
military  body  and  in  all  kinds  of  organizations  in  the  world,  a 
military  or  semi-military  system  is  the  one  where  the  strictest 
discipline  is  necessary  and  prevails  and  where  one  man  is  given 
the  power  and  held  responsible  for  the  manner  in  which  the 
affairs  of  the  organization  are  conducted ;  so  therefore,  Comrades, 
I  would  ask  you  not  to  concur  in  this  amendment.  The  Depart¬ 
ment  Commander  in  making  his  recommendation,  no  doubt  what¬ 
ever  he  studied  the  question  closely,  and  for  a  long  time  what 
effect  this  change  would  make;  and  it  is  not  for  us  to  come  here 
(and  it  is  not  for  any  man  to  come  here)  and  after  half  a  minute’s 
consideration  say  that  he  can  arrive  at  a  better  conclusion  than 
the  Department  Commander  —  perhaps  after  years  of  con¬ 
sideration. 

Department  Commander  : 

I  recognize  Comrade  Mackin. 

Comrade  Robert  N.  Mackin,  Camp  No.  5 : 

I  move  the  previous  question. 

Department  Commander  : 

All  those  in  favor,  say  “Aye.”  We  are  voting  on  the  previous 
question. 

Carried. 

Department  Commander: 

We  will  now  vote  on  the  non-concurrence  of  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee.  (Vote  is  taken.) 
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The  motion  is  lost  and  the  original  recommendation  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  will  stand. 

I  may  say,  for  fear  that  any  Comrade  may  misundertand,  that 
this  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  coming  election  of  the  Department 
Inspector.  He  will  be  elected  as  heretofore. 

Comrade  Coon,  Heading  Clerk,  reads: 

Ho.  10. 

That  this  Encampment  submit  an  amendment  or  amendments 
placing  greater  restrictions  upon  elections  to  Honorary  Member¬ 
ship  of  other  than  Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
and  adding  a  provision  to  compel  Camps  to  have  published  in 
General  Orders  the  name  or  names  of  the  persons  proposed  for 
Honorary  Membership  and  that  these  General  Orders  he  sent  to 
each  Camp  and  read  at  a  meeting  prior  to  the  election  of  the 
proposed  Honorary  Member. 

Chairman  Davis  of  Resolutions  Committee : 

The  Committee  recommends  that  this  should  pass. 

Comrade  Garret  V.  Johnson,  Camp  Ho.  11: 

J ust  a  question  of  information.  That  “  published  in  General 
Orders  ”  refers  to  what  ? 

Department  Commander  : 

In  Department  General  Orders. 

Comrade  James  T.  Carroll,  Camp  Ho.  73: 

I  move  you,  sir,  that  the  words  “  Grand  Army  of  the  Repub¬ 
lic,”  just  after  that,  that  there  be  substituted  the  words:  “  Vet¬ 
erans  of  the  Civil  War,”  as  it  may  have  been  overlooked  by  the 
Committee  that  Veterans  of  the  former  Confederate  Army  are 
eligible  to  Honorary  Membership. 

Department  Commander  : 

Is  there  any  objection  on  the  part  of  the  Committee  to  making 
that  change  ? 

Comrade  McCoy,  Camp  Ho.  59: 

I  move  that  the  resolution  be  recommitted  to  the  Committee  for 
further  action.  Seconded. 

So  ordered. 
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Comrade  Coon,  Reading  Clerk,  reads : 

No.  11. 

That  the  incoming  Department  Commander  be  authorized 
and  empowered  to  select  one  Comrade  to  be  designated  as  an 
Assistant  Department  Adjutant  and  Quartermaster,  whose  duties 
shall  be  to  have  complete  charge  of  the  Card  Index,  to  approve 
applications  for  membership,  and  to  have  charge  of  the  distribu¬ 
tion  of  supplies  within  certain  limits ;  and  that  this  officer  shall 
be  allowed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  per  annum, 
payable  quarterly  on  the  first  day  of  October,  January,  April  and 
July  of  each  year,  but  no  payment  shall  be  made  unless  satis¬ 
factory  services  have  been  rendered  and  faithful  performance  of 
duty  shown.  Provisions  shall  be  made  for  the  payment  of  salary 
when  but  part  of  the  term  has  been  served. 

Chairman  Davis,  Camp  No.  43: 

The  Committee  recommends  that  this  resolution  should  not 
pass,  on  the  ground  that  — 

Comrade  McCoy  (interrupting)  : 

I  understand  the  Department  Adjutant  and  the  Department 
Quartermaster  both  receive  a  salary.  The  Department  Adjutant 
receives  a  salary  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150)  a  year; 
and  the  Department  Quartermaster  receives  a  salary  of  one  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  ($100)  a  year.  I  may  say  that  after  two  years  at 
Department  Headquarters  and  an  intimate  acquaintship  with 
both  the  present  and  past  Adjutant  and  a  knowledge  of  the  amount 
of  work  required  and  involved  in  the  Card  Index  (having  assisted 
both  of  these  officers  in  printing  that  Index),  leads  me  to  approve 
of  that  recommendation,  inasmuch  as  that  Card  Index  is  going 
to  be  the  most  powerful  factor  in  our  Organization  in  getting  a 
check  on  the  itinerant  member  who  slips  from  one  Camp  to 
another  and  seeks  membership  therein.  Now,  to  keep  that  Index 
up  requires  considerable  of  a  man's  time,  when  you  suspend  a 
man  from  one  Camp,  the  Adjutant  has  got  to  go  to  the  trouble 
of  looking  over  400  or  500  names  and  enter  on  the  names  the 
complete  record.  It  requires  time.  Those  of  you  who  have  read 
the  Adjutant’s  report  know  that  he  has  a  great  deal  of  work  to  do, 
and  you  are  adding  additional  work  on  his  shoulders.  You  have 
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got  to  have  a 'central  place  for  the  distribution  of  supplies;  you 
have  got  to  have  someone  where  you  can  send  out  supplies  quickly, 
where  you  do  not  have  to  depend  on  sending  up  State  of  the 
Department  Commander  should  come  from  up  State,  or  the  cen¬ 
tral  part  of  the  State  or  if  he  should  reside  in  the  central  part  of 
the  State.  And  I  believe  that  is  the  intention  of  the  Department 
Commander,  to  have  someone  take  charge  of  the  index  and  take 
complete  charge  of  the  supplies,  within  certain  limits.  I  think  it 
is  a  wise  provision,  and  I  do  not  agree  with  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions  when  they  recommend  its  nonconcurrence,  in  view  of 
the  fact  that  their  superiors  do  not  receive  a  salary,  when  I  state 
that  the  Department  Adjutant  and  Department  Quartermaster 
both  receive  a  salary. 

I  move  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Department  Adjutant 
be  received,  as  submitted  in  the  annual  report. 

A  Comrade: 

I  second  the  motion. 

Comrade  Isaac  Joel,  Camp  No.  8: 

Question  of  information !  Have  we  not  at  the  present  time  an 
Assistant  Department  Adjutant  and  an  Assistant  Department 
Quartermaster  ? 

Department  Commander  : 

The  rules  prescribe  two  for  both  offices. 

Comrade  Joel,  Camp  No.  8: 

De  they  receive  pay  ? 

Department  Commander  : 

One  of  them  received  pay  last  year ;  and  one  will  receive  pay 
this  year. 

It  has  been  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  of  the 
Committee  be  non-concurred  in. 

Comrade  Driscoll,  Camp  No.  40 : 

The  Committee  went  over  it  very  thoroughly;  and  they  came 
to  this  conclusion :  That  the  Adjutant  should  get  his  Assistant 
Adjutant  and  the  Quartermaster  to  take  up  the  card  index  system 
and  the  semi-annual  report,  and  they  would  have  six  months  in 
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which  to  go  over  the  card  index  and  find  out  the  delinquent  mem¬ 
bers,  etc. 

How,  I  don’t  think  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Department  to  add 
any  more  expense  to  the  Department  Headquarters ;  and  I  don’t 
think  any  Comrade  would  want  to  call  upon  Headquarters  to  pay 
an  Assistant  Adjutant  or  an  Assistant  Quartermaster  to  complete 
the  work,  which  has  already  been  completed  as  far  as  the  card 
index  system  is  concerned ;  that  is  the  hardest  part  of  the  work 
which  Headquarters  has  had  to  handle ;  the  only  thing  they  have 
to  do  now  is  to  go  over  the  system  and  correct  it  when  they  get 
the  changes  from  the  semi-annual  reports. 

Comrade  McCoy,  Camp  Ho.  59 : 

Department  Commander,  may  I  correct  the  impression  of  the 

last  speaker  ? 

Department  Commander  : 

You  may  have  the  floor  for  that  purpose  only. 

Comrade  McCoy,  Camp  Ho.  59 : 

You  can  not  go  over  these  reports  every  six  months  to  correct 
them.  They  must  be  corrected  immediately,  otherwise  vour  index 
would  be  of  no  avail.  It  is  not  adding  such  a  terrible  lot  of 
expense ;  it  is  only  adding  seventy-five  dollars  more,  but  you  take 
away  twenty-five  dollars  from  one,  and  hold  him  to  a  strict 
accountability.  The  changes  come  in  every  day  and  they  must 
not  he  held  up  after  the  mustering  of  the  recruit. 

Comrade  Irving  Coon,  Camp  Ho.  31: 

I  am  not  going  over  this  thing  very  thoroughly,  because  I  have 
got  a  resolution  I  am  introducing  to  this  body  at  the  present  time ; 
but  I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  the  delinquency  in  the  sys¬ 
tem  in  the  office  of  the  Adjutant’s  Department. 

I  presume  you  know  Saul  Caming?  It  appears  he  wanted  to 
become  a  member  of  our  Camp.  We  wanted  to  find  out  some¬ 
thing  about  him  and  we  wrote  to  Headquarters  for  the  informa¬ 
tion;  and  our  able  Department  Adjutant  returned  the  application 
blank  and  said :  “  The  records  of  this  office  fail  to  show  that  an 
application  has  ever  been  made  by  this  Comrade  to  become  a 
member  of  any  Camp  in  this  Department.” 
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Now,  Saul  Caming  was  the  organizer  of  Capron  Camp.  He 
has  been  connected  with  several  other  Camps,  particularly  Hamil¬ 
ton  Fish  Camp.  And  just  through  the  delinquency  on  the  part 
of  the  Adjutant’s  office,  it  would  seem  that  they  have  not  got 
enough  assistance  there. 

Comrade  McCoy,  Camp  No.  59 : 

Point  of  order !  The  Comrade  is  not  speaking  to  the  resolution ; 
another  thing,  he  is  making  an  attack  upon  the  Department  . 
Adjutant,  who  is  not  here  to  present  a  defense  himself  and  in  his 
defense  I  would  like  to  say  that  the  delinquency  is  not  on  the 
part  of  the  Department  Adjutant,  but  on  the  part  of  their  Adjut¬ 
ant  in  that  Camp.  I  know  that  every  man  whose  name  is  sent  in, 
it  will  he  put  on  the  record.  I  know  that  is  the  whole  defense  of 
the  Department  Adjutant  —  because  he  is  not  here  in  this  room 
just  now. 

Department  Commander  : 

I  would  like  to  say,  in  defense  of  the  Department  Adjutant 
that  your  Department  Commander,  as  Department  Adjutant, 
compiled  that  record.  I  sent  to  each  Camp  a  blank  for  the  ser¬ 
vice  record,  and  each  Adjutant  was  directed  to  send  to  me  the 
names  of  every  man,  together  with  his  record  and  his  present 
status  in  the  Organization. 

There  is  a  case  I  have  in  mind  of  a  Comrade,  I  don’t  know 
whether  he  was  suspended  or  whether  he  resigned  from  the 
Organization,  but  he  was  a  member  of  one  of  the  Camps  and  I 
well  remember  also  that  that  same  Camp  never  sent  in  those  blank 
forms  properly  filled  out  as  they  were  requested,  and  conse¬ 
quently  to-day  there  is  no  record  at  Department  Headquarters  of 
this  Comrade  although  he  is  a  member  of  one  of  the  Camps. 

I  recognize  Comrade  Coon. 

Comrade  Coon,  Camp  No.  31: 

Now,  Comrades,  if  we  are  going  to  get  anywhere  at  this 
Encampment  to-day  we  are  going  to  start  in  by  being  sustained. 
Two  recommendations  are  before  us  for  action :  The  first  is  that 
we  do  not  pass  the  recommendation  as  appearing  in  the  report 
of  the  Department  Adjutant ;  and  the  other  is  that  we  do  pass  it, 
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and  it  seems  that  there  is  a  desire  to  force  the  motion  presented, 
which  is  inconsistent  with  the  previous  one. 

You  must  remember  the  Department  Adjutant  is  charged  with 
not  doing  things  right;  but  change  is  not  going  to  do  this  right  in 
itself,  by  simply  putting  in  another  officer.  Now,  how  are  we 
going  to  do  it  ?  The  thing  to  do  is  to  concentrate  your  responsi¬ 
bility  and  concentrate  your  authority.  The  man  in  this  position 
must  be  a  man  who  has  the  interests  of  the  Order  at  heart ;  and 
there  are  many  men  who  are  only  too  willing  to  do  anything  to 
help ;  and  we  ought  to  concentrate  the  power  and  the  authority  to 
do  the  work,  and  concentrate  the  responsibility ;  and  this  proposal 
to  concur  with  the  previous  recommendation  in  this  case,  would 
not  be  concentrating  hut  would  be  dividing  the  responsibility ;  and 
I  therefore,  recommend  that  we  vote  for  the  resolution  as  pre¬ 
sented  bv  the  Committee  on  Resolutions. 

c/ 

Comrade  Stobbe,  Camp  No.  1 : 

Comrades,  in  regard  to  this  thing  of  creating  another  office  and 
paying  a  salary,  I  am  inclined  very  much  not  to  support  Comrade 
McCoy.  They  are  simply  putting  the  two  offices  and  taking  off 
twenty-five  dollars  from  one  man  and  paying  seventy-five  dollars 
for  the  other. 

Next  year  it  will  probably  take  an  Assistant  Quartermaster  to 
meet  the  case  as  well,  and  then  pay  him  another  seventy-five 
dollars.  You  have  already  got  Camps  that  have  got  seventeen 
officers.  If  we  create  a  new  office  it  makes  the  Organization  look 
ridiculous ;  and  I  don’t  see  that  anything  can  he  gained  hv  having 
another  office  with  a  salary  attached,  when  you  have  the  report  of 
the  Adjutant  who  gives  six  names  whose  services  have  been  given 
gratuitously.  I  don’t  see  why  the  work  should  not  be  continued 
and  not  saddle  this  Organization  with  the  extra  expense  of 
seventy-five  dollars,  which  is  utterly  unnecessary. 

Comrade  Rosenberg,  Camp  No.  59: 

It  is  evident  from  the  discussion  of  some  of  the  previous  Com¬ 
rades  that  they  have  the  impression  that  this  is  a  motion  to  create 
another  office.  The  fact  is  that  it  is  simply  to  give  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Commander  authority  to  pay  a  salary  to  the  present  officer. 
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Comrade  Shinn,  Camp  No.  43 : 

I  would  like  to  make  a  motion  to  amend  the  resolution. 

Department  Commander  : 

There  is  a  motion  already  before  the  House,  to  non-concur  with 
the  recommendation  of  the  Resolutions  Committee.  Do*  you 
yield  the  floor? 

Comrade  Shinn,  Camp  No.  43 : 

No. 

Department  Commander  : 

Comrade  Shinn  has  the  floor. 

Comrade  Shinn,  Camp  No.  43 : 

I  think  if  the  Comrades  saw  the  amount  of  work  there  in  that 
position,  they  would  not  object  to  the  salary.  I  think  it  is  neces¬ 
sary  to  have  a  man  given  entire  charge,  and  I  think  that  Com¬ 
mander  Stobbe’s  views  are  not  correct  about  not  paying  a  salary; 
but  I  do  believe  there  should  be  a  Special  Assistant  Adjutant  tak¬ 
ing  charge  of  that  work  and  nothing  else.  I  venture  to  say  that 
there  is  not  a  man  who  has  been  at  Headquarters  and  who  has 
seen  the  great  amount  of  work  in  that  position,  who  would  find 
that  there  was  enough  work  for  the  Adjutant  to  do  without  attend¬ 
ing  to  the  card  index  at  all.  I  believe  the  present  Assistant 
Adjutant  could  have  himself  delegated  to  take  entire  charge  of 
that  work,  and  nothing  else. 

Comrade  William  S.  Goodwin,  Camp  No.  62 : 

Just  about  half  a  second,  Comrades!  With  a  full  appreciation 
of  the  amount  of  work  that  is  done  at  Department  Headquarters, 
I  would  ask  you  all  to  ponder  well  on  the  fact  that  some  great 
authoritv  said:  “  The  Laborer  is  Worthv  of  His  Hire.”  That 

«/  t/ 

is  all ! 

A  Comrade  calls  for  the  previous  question. 

Comrade  Rosenberg: 

I  second  the  motion. 
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Comrade  Past  Commander  Daniel  Cullinane,  Camp  No.  46 : 

I  have  been  listening  to  what  has  been  said  by  the  Department 
Commander  and  the  other  Comrades;  and  I  want  to  say  on  this 
floor  that  the  Adjutant  of  Sergeant  Hamilton  Fish  Camp  No.  46, 
notified  the  Department  Headquarters  that  Comrade  Caming  was 
dropped  from  Camp  No.  46  in  the  year  1908,  I  think  it  was.  He 
was  dropped  from  Sergeant  Hamilton  Fish  Camp  for  non-pay¬ 
ment  of  dues  and  if  they  have  not  got  the  record  of  it,  it  is  not 
Hamilton  Fish’s  fault. 

(Many  calls  for  the  previous  question.) 

The  Department  Commander  puts  the  motion  for  the  previous 
question,  and  says: 

“  The  motion  is  that  we  non-concur  in  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee.” 

The  Noes  have  it. 

Comrade  McCune,  Camp  No.  2  . 

Department  Commander,  is  there  any  objection  to  giving  the 
floor  to  Comrade  Corcoran? 

Comrade  Corcoran,  Camp  No.  2 : 

Comrade  Commander  and  Comrades :  I  come  to  the  front  of 
the  platform  so  that  you  can  ail  get  a  good  look  at  me;  but  today 
I  am  laboring  under  a  little  injustice,  which  I  wish  you  to  correct. 

For  the  past  fifteen  years  I  have  honorably  held  the  office  of 
Past  Commander  of  Marcus  D.  Russell  Camp  No.  2  of  Troy. 
Today  I  stand  discredited  by  the  Camp  Commander  for  not 
handing  in  my  name  as  a  Past  Commander,  saying  I  was  never 
duly  elected  to  the  office.  I  have  attended  eight  of  the  encamp¬ 
ments  and  was  duly  accredited  and  duly  recognized  at  each  and 
all  of  them ;  and  my  standing  was  placed  before  the  Council  of 
Administration  at  the  time  of  amalgamation;  and  the  fact  that  I 
have  served  the  larger  time  than  the  Commander  who  was  elected 
to  the  office,  placed  me  as  the  first  Past  Commander  of  Marcus  D. 
Russell  Camp  No.  2. 

We  organized  the  Camp  in  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine. 
A  Comrade  was  elected  Commander;  and  I  was  elected  Senior  Vice 
Commander.  He  paid  one  month’s  dues.  He  served  two  months 
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in  the  Chair,  and  left  the  State.  He  was  afterwards  expelled  for 
non-payment  of  dues.  I  filled  out  his  term  of  office  as  Senior  Vice 
Commander,  with  the  consent  of  my  Commander,  and  was  always 
recognized  as  the  first  Past  Commander  of  the  Camp  —  never 
have  I  been  questioned.  Yet,  yesterday  I  dropped  into  the  city, 
expecting  to  meet  my  old  friends  and  stand  on  the  same  footing. 
The  Camp  Commander  has  not  showed  up  yet.  He  is  in  this  city 
since  Sunday  last.  I  donT  know  anything  of  any  offense,  or  of 
occasion  for  offense  to  anybody.  This  came  out  of  a  clear  sky.  I 
am  strictly  a  worker.  I  have  had  no  argument  with  anybody  of 
any  kind;  and  last  night  one  of  my  Comrades  informed  me  that 
there  were  no  credentials  for  me,  as  the  Commander  cannot  con¬ 
scientiously  endorse  me  because  I  have  never  been  regularly 
elected.  He  is  not  here  this  morning.  I  have  searched  for  him. 
Any  of  my  Comrades  who  are  here  will,  I  believe,  vouch  for  me; 
and  a  good  many  of  my  Comrades  will  recognize  my  face  and 
possibly  my  voice.  I  have  always  sustained  the  Order.  Outside 
of  my  service  in  the  regular  Army,  the  honor  of  being  Past  Com¬ 
mander  of  Russell  Camp  is  one  of  my  biggest  prides.  I  received 
a  big  “  slap  in  the  face  ”  last  night  when  I  got  the  information 
just  referred  to,  to  think  that  the  Commander  failed,  or  refused 
to  give  me  credentials  for  appearing  on  this  floor. 

I  ASK  YOU  TO  DO  ME  JUSTICE !  (Applause.) 

Comrade  Driscoll,  Camp  Ko.  40: 

I  move  that  a  special  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the 
Chair  to  act  on  this  matter. 

Comrade  Johnson,  Camp  Ko.  11: 

I  second  the  motion. 

Comrade  O’Donnell,  Camp  Ko.  1: 

I  want  information —  (interrupted  by) 

Comrade  Thos.  F.  Dawkins,  Camp  Ko.  24: 

I  move  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Grievances. 

Department  Commander: 

It  is  my  suggestion  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  a  Special 
Committee,  because  I  want  them  to  go  right  into  session. 
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It  is  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  a  Special  Committee  of 
three  be  appointed  to  go  into  the  matter  and  report  back  to  this 
Body.  Agreed  to. 

I  will  appoint  on  that  Committee  the  following  Comrades : 
Comrade  John  D.  Driscoll,  of  Camp  No.  40, 

Comrade  Garrett  V.  Johnsou,  of  Camp  No.  11, 

Comrade  Hyman  Finkelstone,  of  Camp  No.  23,  and  I  ask  them 
to  retire  and  bring  us  in  a  report  as  soon  as  possible. 

Comrade  Irving  Coon,  Reading  Clerk,  reads: 

Resolved ,  That  the  incoming  Department  Commander  arrange 
to  hold  Maine  Memorial  Services  in  a  manner  fitting  the  day  and 
that  some  hall  in  the  City  of  New  York,  adjacent  to  the  Maine 
Monument,  be  secured  for  use  in  case  of  inclement  weather. 

Chairman  Davis,  of  the  Resolutions  Committee,  recommends 
that  this  should  pass. 

Department  Commander  : 

Hearing  no  objection,  it  is  so  ordered  —  that  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Committee  be 

Concurred  in. 

Comrade  Coon  reads: 

Resolved ,  That  the  Department  Commander  be,  and  hereby  is, 
authorized  and  empowered  to  and  direct  the  payment  of  the 
actual  traveling  expenses  of  those  officers  who  are  members  of 
the  Council  of  Administration  and  who  are  summoned  to  the 
meetings  of  the  Council  by  the  Department  Commander. 
Chairman  Davis  recommends  that  this  should  pass. 

Comrade  McCoy,  Camp  No.  59 : 

I  would  insert  there  an  amendment  to  this  effect:  That  such 
meetings  shall  not  be  held  more  frequently  than  four  times  each 
vear. 

Department  Commander  : 

Is  that  acceptable  to  the  Committee  ? 

Agreed  to. 

Is  there  any  objection  to  the  recommendation? 
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Comrade  Meyers,  Camp  No.  46 : 

I  object  to  the  insertion  proposed  by  Comrade  McCoy,  for  the 
simple  reason  necessity  may  demand  that  they  hold  twenty  meet¬ 
ings  a  year,  and  I  think  it  should  be  given  serious  consideration. 
If  you  consider  our  career  as  an  Organization,  at  the  present  time 
you  can  easily  see  that  necessity  may  demand  that  more  than 
four  meetings  be  held  in  the  year;  and  I  therefore  object  to 
placing  this  limit  on  it. 

Comrade  McCoy,  Camp  No.  59 : 

If  there  is  any  doubt  about  holding  any  meetings  more  than 
four  times  a  year,  I  would  certainly  yield  the  point,  but  I  don’t 
know  —  I  doubt  myself. 

Department  Commander  (to  Comrade  McCoy)  : 

Do  you  withdraw  your  motion  ? 

Comrade  McCoy: 

Yes,  I  will  withdraw. 

Department  Commander  : 

If  there  is  no  objection  the  original  recommendation  of  the 
Committee  will  stand  approved. 

So  ordered. 

Comrade  Coon  reads: 

Whereas,  A  new  outlet  for  the  U.  S.  W.  V.  energy  and  interest 
must  be  found,  and  with  the  growing  demand  for  preparedness 
dinning  the  ear,  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  the  Department  Commander  encourage  the 
Camps  to  organize  rifle  clubs,  and  permitting  them  to  form 
auxiliaries  composed  of  citizens  for  the  purpose  of  bettering 
markmanship.

So  ordered. 

Comrade  Coon  reads: 

Whereas^  The  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  is  a  body  of 
patriots  who  saw  service  and  suffered  sacrifices  in  war,  organized 
for  fraternal  and  patriotic  purposes,  and  has  now  existed  since 
the  strenuous  period  of  campaigns  of  other  days,  and  labored  along 
lines  beneficial  to  country,  community,  Comrade  and  his 
dependents ;  and 

Whereas,  Time  is  flitting,  and  the  spirit  of  preparedness  for 
the  future  is  in  the  air,  and  should  be  nearer  our  hearts,  and  the 
present  is  the  time,  and  this  Encampment  the  place  wherein  to 
project  that  spirit  into  tangible  and  intelligible  form,  and  make 
this  Order  prepared  and  primed  for  service,  no  matter  where 
that  service  may  be,  when  that  service  may  be,  and  no  matter

Whereas,  We  have  sacrificed  in  war,  and  having  lived  on  the 
glories  incident  to  it,  we  are  not  satisfied  to  rest  and  rust  in  the 
days  of  peace  and  plenty,  but  are  willing  to  sacrifice  in  civic  life 
as  wrell,  and  qualify  as  better  citizens  and  exemplary  Americans, 
that  America  may  develop  and  thrive  and  continue  in  the  fore¬ 
front  of  Democracy’s  hosts;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved ,  That  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  of  this 
Department  adopt  the  following  program  of  preparedness  aimed 
as  being  utilitarian  and  broad  enough  to  be  serviceable  in  the 
event  of  a  future  war,  and  affecting  our  Empire  State  primarily : 
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1.  To  assist  in  the  work  of  recruiting. 

2.  To  assist  in  the  preliminary  drilling  of  recruits. 

3.  To  organize  relief  units  and  measures. 

4.  To  organize  intelligence  bureaus  for  those  at  the  front  and 
their  dependents. 

All  of  the  foregoing  is  detailed  in  the  Argument  herewith 
attached. 

Be  it  further 

Resolved That  the  Department  Commander  immediately  put 
into  effect  the  foregoing  program,  and  organize  the  units  of  this 
Department  to  make  it  operative.

Argument 

The  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  has  been  in  existence  now 
some  fifteen  years,  and  from  the  first  most  of  its  energies  have 
been  expended  in  selfish  endeavor.  We  have  been  able  to  gather 
relief  for  Comrades  and  their  dependents  through  organized 
efforts  as  a  Body,  and  finally  by  legislation.  The  greater  of  the 
Order  have  been  devoted  to  the  chase  for  civil  service  preference 
when  only  a  small  minority  of  men  are  involved.  It  is  quite  safe 
to  say  that  but  ten  per  cent  of  men  in  the  civil  service  eligible  to 
our  Order  are  members.  The  energies  of  this  vast  Department  of 
six  thousand  Comrades  are  being  almost  wholly  devoted  to  the 
furthering  of  the  interests  of  this  minority.  The  claim  of  the 
civil  service  few  is  entirely  proper,  but  the  emphasis  put  upon 
its  importance  is  out  of  all  proportion.  This  Order  is  patriotic 
primarily,  and  the  people  are  prone  to  believe  that  this  is  purely 
a  civil  service  Organization.  The  fact  of  having  civil  service 
men  at  the  head  of  our  Organization  makes  it  more  easily  possible 
to  credit  this.  It  is  difficult  to  disabuse  the  public  mind  of  any 
such  ideas,  except  by  showing  some  degree  of  interest  in  newer 
and  more  general  channels  of  activity,  which  might  attract  the 
sympathy  and  approbation  of  the  people.  To  partake  of  the 
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duties  and  responsibilities  of  citizenry  in  the  light  of  the  great 
experiences  of  1898  to  1902,  to  prepare  this  Order  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  effect  the  greatest  good  possible  in  times  of  war, 
should  be  a  work  that  would  appeal  to  both  Comrade  and  layman 
alike. 

The  work  of  recruiting  is  a  primary  labor  in  times  of  war. 
Most  of  us  are  invalided  for  any  future  campaign  service,  but 
the  experiences  gained  in  our  war  are  a  legacy  that  we  should 
draw  upon  to  further  our  country’s  cause.  The  work  of  recruiting 
can  be  better  accomplished  through  those  who  know  what  service 
means,  for  they  are  living  examples.  To  assist  in  the  preliminary 
drilling  of  recruits  is  a  work  easily  possible  for  us,  who  certainly 
will  never  forget  the  rudiments. 

To  organize  relief  units  and  measures  will  be  of  much  benefit  to 
those  at  the  front,  those  returned  on  furlough  or  discharged  and 
the  families  left  behind.  There  are  many  small  necessities  which 
can  be  forwarded  to  those  in  the  trenches  and  on  the  firing  line. 
Their  families  will  be  in  greatest  need  and  to  accomplish  the 
greatest  good  will  be  a  matter  of  organized  effort. 

To  organize  intelligence  bureaus,  aiding  those  at  the  front  and 
elsewhere,  and  their  families  that  are  left  behind,  will  be  an 
especially  cumbersome  work. 

To  tabulate  the  energies  of  this  Organization  to  ascertain  the 
fitness  for  various  duties  in  connection  with  the  foregoing  reso¬ 
lution  of  the  Comrades  composing  our  Order,  would  be  the  first 
steps  in  making  that  resolution  effective,  and  upon  the  future 
efficiency  for  useful  service  will  depend. 

To  follow  out  these  plans  of  unselfish  endeavor  will  give  the 
Order  a  new  perspective,  a  new  life,  a  nobler  motive,  an  aim  that 
will  stamp  it  as  the  foremost  body  of  citizens  in  this  land.  It  will 
redound  to  the  credit  of  the  Order  and  make  possible  the  bringing 
in  of  those  fallen  bv  the  wavside  and  much  more  new  material. 

*j  v 

The  narrowness  and  self-centered  interests  of  our  Order  have  kept 
out  many  sterling  men  that  are  eligible  to  membership  therein. 

This  plan  of  extension  will  appeal  to  the  public,  and  when  you 
have  the  approbation  of  the  public  you  can  get  your  preference 
legislation  likelv  without  cavil. 
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Chairman  Davis  recommends  that  this  resolution  should  not 
be  adopted,  but  should  be  referred  to  the  incoming  Department 
Commander  for  consideration  and  action  should  he  deem  that 
necessary. 

So  ordered. 

Comrade  Coon  reads: 

Whereas,  We  have  been  battling  for  civil  service  preference 
for  many  years  with  more  or  less  encouragement  for  success,  and 
find  at  this  time  with  the  State  Constitutional  Convention  in 
session  that  proper  efforts  should  be  made  to  create  a  larger  spirit 
of  friendship  for  our  Order,  as  well  as  serving  the  State  defenses 
by  encouraging  recruiting  in  the  National  Guard;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved That,  if  feasible,  a  new  bill  be  substituted  for  the  one 
now  before  the  State  Constitutional  Convention,  providing  for 
preference  in  the  civil  service  to  all  men  who  left  this  State  to 
serve  in  war  time,  and  some  degree  of  preference  to  National 
Guardsmen,  who  have  been  honorably  discharged.

DEPARTMENT  ADJUTANT.

Whereas:  It  is  now  five  years  since  the  introduction  of  our 
standard  Rules  and  Regulations,  and,  although  sufficient  time  has 
hardly  elapsed  to  warrant  a  complete  revision,  yet  a  partial  revi¬ 
sion  has  been  formulated  and  submitted  under  the  title  of  “Amend¬ 
ments  of  Rules  and  Regulations,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  ”, 
but  these  amendments,  essential  and  complete  as  they  stand,  are 
deficient  in  one  important  particular,  wffiich  is  the  purpose  of 
these  resolutions,  and 

Whereas,  This  grand  and  noble  organization  standing  upon  the 
sound  principles  of  honor,  justice  and  integrity,  with  a  resolute 
purpose  to  bestow  honor,  grant  justice,  and  recognize  the  sacrifices, 
zealous  service  and  integrity  of  all,  and  having  no  desire  to  deprive 
any  comrade  of  his  just  dues,  cr  discriminate  against,  or  impose 
injustice  upon  any  worthy  comrade,  who,  by  virtue  of  his  services 
to  the  Organization  should  be  exempt  therefrom,  and 

Whereas,  Certain  defects,  inconsistencies  and  discriminations 
which  ought  to  be  corrected,  amended  or  revised  to  give  a  Depart¬ 
ment  Adjutant  his  proper  status  in  the  Organization,  and  enable 
him  to  stand  on  an  equality  with  past  commanders,  whom  he  out¬ 
ranks  when  in  active  service,  and 

Whereas,  This  unjust  discrimination  was  apparently  over¬ 
looked  or  ill-considered  when  the  present  Rules  and  Regulations 
were  in  contemplation,  or  the  importance  and  value  of  this  appoint¬ 
ive  office  was  underestimated,  and  did  not  receive  adequate  weight 
when  the  question  of  past  honors  was  under  consideration,  and 

Whereas,  The  impression  prevails  that  when  a  comrade  is  will¬ 
ing  to  volunteer  a  fair  share  of  his  time  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Organization,  and  feels  that  when  he  advances  its  interests  he  also 
advances  his  own,  he  is  decidedly  in  error  when  he  accepts  under 
existing  conditions,  an  appointment  to  the  position  of  Department 
Adjutant,  without  previously  having  passed  through  the  chair  of 
some  camp  in  good  standing. 

There  are  now  two  cases  of  this  kind  on  record  in  this  Depart¬ 
ment,  and  it  remains  for  the  National  Encampment  to  remove 
this  disability,  right  a  wrong  and  grant  justice,  and 
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Whereas,  Department  Adjutants  as  a  rule  are  appointed  from 
the  grade  of  past  commander,  but  there  are  exceptional  cases  where 
they  have  been,  and  are  liable  again,  to  be  appointed  from  subor¬ 
dinate  grades,  especially  when  it  is  important  to  consider  special 
qualifications,  in  which  case  they  retire  from  office  under  a  certain 
handicap,  which  works  a  gross  and  serious  injustice,  which  ought 
not  to  exist ;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  this  Encampment  endorse  and  recommend  as  an 
amendment  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  the  following  additions 
to  Section  3,  Article  3,  Part  6 ;  also  modify  Section  4,  Article  3, 
Part  6,  to  conform  with  this  proposed  change,  which  places  a 
Department  Adjutant,  when  he  retires  from  office,  on  an  equality, 
at  least,  with  Past  Commanders. 

This  change  to  apply  to  all  past  as  well  as  all  future  Department 
Adjutants.

Comrade  Swartwood,  Camp  No.  85: 

I  didn’t  hear  the  recommendation. 

Department  Commander  : 

It  wTas  that  the  resolution  should  be  adopted. 

Comrade  Swartwood,  Camp  No.  85 : 

I  would  like  to  speak  on  that. 

Department  Commander  : 

Do  you  raise  objection? 

Comrade  Swartwood,  Camp  No.  85 : 

Yes. 

Department  Commander  : 

Proceed. 

Comrade  Swartwood,  Camp  No.  85: 

Many  of  the  inmates  of  the  Soldiers’  Home  at  Bath  are  Com- 
rades,  of  course.  But  as  I  have  been  in  this  assemblage  here  I 
have  looked  through  it,  I  have  met  with  men  who  have  been  with 
me  in  the  service  of  this  Government,  in  the  regular  service.  IVe 
have  had  by  this  Government  a  rate  of  twelve  and  a  half  cents 
per  month  deducted  from  our  pay  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Soldiers’  Home,  especially  to  go  to  Washington  for  the  National 
Soldiers’  Home.  That  fund  has  got  so  large  that  the  National 
Home  can  not  use  it  all.  It  is  now  being  distributed  among  the 
Soldiers’  Homes  throughout  the  different  states.  Having  read  in 
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the  papers  of  the  Governor  of  the  Home  at  Bath ;  and  having 
been  associated  with  a  man  who  is  a  member  of  the  band  at  Bath, 
and  he  having  given  me  some  of  his  own  personal  experiences 
there,  I  myself  can  see  no  reason  why  we  should  do  anything  that 
is  in  the  least  way  likely  to  make  these  inmates  feel  that  they 
were  in  the  guise  of  paupers,  and  we,  their  Comrades,  are  trying 
to  support  them. 

This  man  who  was  in  that  band  there,  tells  me  that  never  was 
there  a  holiday  passed  that  they  did  not  have  “  good  and  suf¬ 
ficient  ”  for  that  day.  They  celebrate  it  in  a  fitting  manner. 
They  got  meals  that  a  great  many  of  us  could  not  have  on  our  own 
tables.  Why  the  necessity  of  so  contributing?  I  myself  may 
want  to  go  to  that  Home  some  day ;  although  I  have  got  in  my 
twenty-six  years  in  the  regular  service  and  expect  to  tire  out  of  it; 
but  I  myself  surely  would  feel  very  little  if  I  were  detailed  as 
one  of  the  squad  to  go  to  the  gate  to  take  off  an  express  wagon  a 
box  sent  by  the  Department  of  Hew  York,  and  to  think  that  my 
Comrades  had  to  look  at  me  and  send  me  something  that  I  might 
enjoy  it,  when  this  State  and  this  Government  has  sent  me  “  full 
and  sufficient.” 

I  see  no  reason  why  that  resolution  should  pass ;  and  I  there¬ 
fore,  make  a  motion,  Department  Commander,  that  we  do  not 
concur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Connnittee. 

Department  Commander: 

There  is  no  motion  necessary.  It  is  an  understood  fact  that  as 
soon  as  objection  is  raised,  the  motion  is  before  the  house. 

Comrade  Luke  J.  Flanagan,  Camp  Ho.  1: 

This  is  a  case  where  our  sense  of  charity  overreaches  our  sense 
of  wisdom,  and  that  is  the  case  of  the  Committee,  I  think,  when 
they  recommended  it.  It  is  a  bad  thing  that  we  should  take  up 
anything  that  is  going  to  fall  flat.  If  we  put  this  out,  it  is  going 
to  u  fail  flat.”  1  do  not  think  it  is  wise;  and  I  don’t  think  the 
Committee’s  recommendation  should  be  approved  of. 

Comrade  Driscoll,  Camp  Ho.  40: 

Department  Commander :  Acting  on  that  resolution  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Resolutions  Committee,  I  voted  to  pass  the  resolution,

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knowing  as  I  did  that  the  men  who  served  with  me  in  the  Philip¬ 
pine  Islands  —  I  knew  they  would  appreciate  it.  I  get  fine  let¬ 
ters  from  every  one  of  them  each  year  —  my  wife  and  I.  These 
men  in  the  various  Soldiers’  Homes  are  away  from  their  Com¬ 
rades,  and  away  from  the  wTorld;  and  it  does  them  good  to  feel 
that  they  are  thought  of  by  those  who  are  more  fortunately  situ¬ 
ated,  if  they  even  get  a  postal  card  it  makes  them  feel  appreciative; 
and  that  is  why  we  passed  that  resolution  that  they  should  get 
something  at  Christmas  or  on  a  holiday  to  show  them  that  they 
are  not  forgotten  hy  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  and  would 
not  he  forgotten  till  their  days  are  done. 

Department  Commander  : 

I  recognize  Comrade  Dunson. 

Comrade  Fred.  W.  Dunson,  Camp  Ho.  58 : 

I  do  not  understand  from  the  remarks  of  the  Comrade  from 
West  Point  Camp  wherein  a  Comrade  detailed  at  Bath  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Band,  is  now  in  the  pay  of  the  Government,  or  whether 
he  expects  the  mess  from  the  same  table  as  the  inmates.  On  that 
point  I  am  in  doubt,  but  I  can  state  from  practical  experience  of 
Saratoga  Camp  which  sent  a  man  there.  After  five  months’  time 
he  left  the  Home,  and  said:  “Any  man  who  did  not  have  a  pen¬ 
sion  could  not  live  on  the  food  supplied  to  the  men  at  the  Soldiers’ 
Home  in  Bath.” 

Comrade  Flanagan,  Camp  Ho.  1: 

I  will  withdraw  my  objection. 

Comrade  Swartwood,  Camp  Ho.  85: 

To  correct  the  impression  that  the  Comrade  has:  The  Band  at 
the  Home  at  Bath  is  not  in  the  pay  of  the  Government ;  it  is  under 
the  pay  of  the  State;  and  this  man  who  belonged  to  that  Band, 
I  have  been  informed  —  and  knowing  others  here  say,  they  told 
me  than  single  men  mess  at  the  Home.  Those  who  are  married 
and  live  at  Bath  receive  a  little  larger  allowance.  That  I  have 
been  told,  hut  could  not  say  positively. 
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Department  Commander  : 

Now  Comrades,  I  ask  that  this  discussion  be  closed  as  quickly 
as  possible,  as  we  have  the  Committee  on  Greetings  from  the 
Auxiliary  waiting  to  enter. 

Comrade  Wm.  F.  Leuper,  Camp  Ho.  36: 

I  am  opposed  to  this  Department  making  up  a  subscription, 
while  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of  having  a  “  good  time,”  yet  we  have 
in  each  and  every  locality  from  which  we  come,  widows  and 
orphans,  and  even  children  who  require  our  aid  and  assistance 
much  more  than  anyone  in  the  Soldiers’  Homes.  They  are  taken 
care  of,  but  the  Children  especially  require  our  assistance. 

Department  Commander  : 

It  is  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  be  not  concurred  in.  So  ordered. 

Comrade  Driscoll.  Camp  Ho.  40 : 

Department  Commander  and  Comrades:  As  a  member  of  the 
Special  Committee  appointed  by  you  to  investigate  the  case  of 
Comrade  Corcoran,  and  as  Chairman  of  that  Committee,  I  have 
the  honor  to  report  that  Comrade  Corcoran’s  name  appears  in  all 
the  reports  of  all  previous  encampments  consistent  with  the  state¬ 
ments  he  made  on  the  floor  of  this  Convention.  The  Committee 
recommends  that  he  be  given  his  credentials,  the  same  as  has  been 
granted  hitherto.  (Applause.) 

Department  Commander  : 

If  there  is  no  objection  the  Special  Committee’s  report  on  Com¬ 
rade  Corcoran  of  Marcus  D.  Russell  Camp  Ho.  2,  will  be 
accepted. 

Carried. 

Department  Commander  : 

How,  the  Committee  on  Greetings  is  still  waiting  outside,  and 
as  a  special  bodyguard  for  the  Ladies  of  the  Auxiliary,  I  detail 
Comrade  Watson  and  Comrade  Cunningham. 

(The  Comrades  just  named  escort  the  Committee  from  the 

Auxiliary  to  the  platform.) 
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Comrade  Cunningham,  Camp  Yo.  2 : 

Comrade  Commander:  The  Committee  desires  to  present  to 
von  Sister  Driscoll  and  Sister  Smith  and  Sister  Dwyer. 

Department  Commander  : 

Comrades:  It  is  useless  for  me  to  say  that  I  voice  the  senti¬ 
ments  of  every  Comrade  in  this  room  when  I  say  that  we  are  very 
much  pleased  and  honored  to  have  this  occasion  graced  by  three 
of  these  smiling  beauties  of  the  Auxiliary,  and  I  know  that  after 
we  have  listened  to  the  fairest  of  these  beauties  —  the  wife  of  one 
of  the  handsomest  men  in  our  Organization,  Comrade  Driscoll; 
that  you  will  agree  with  me  that  Comrade  Driscoll  was  wise  in  his 
choice. 

I  now  present  to  you  Sister  Driscoll. 

Sister  Driscoll  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary: 

Department  Commander  and  Comrades:  I  have  been  honored 
with  selection  with  my  sisters  here  to  appear  before  you  on  behalf 
of  the  Auxiliary  which  is  now  in  session  in  this  City.  I  am  not  a 
public  speaker,  but  knowing  this  is  my  first  experience  I  feel  sure 
you  will  make  due  allowance.  Your  Special  Committee,  can 
however,  speak  as  to  the  curtain  lectures  ”  and  if  anyone  present 
wants  to  know  the  class  of  those  lectures  or  of  my  ability  along 
that  line,  you  can  probably  judge  of  same  by  merely  looking  at 
the  hair  of  Comrade  Driscoll. 

Realizing  the  fact  that  you  have  much  business  to  transact,  we 
are  not  going  to  detain  you.  I  just  simply,  therefore,  extend  to 
you  my  sincere  wishes,  on  behalf  of  the  Auxiliary,  for  a  most 
successful  convention.  I  thank  you.  (Applause.) 

Department  Commander  : 

Comrades,  I  am  sure  that  you  have  all  been  pleased  with  the 
brief  remarks  of  Sister  Driscoll,  particularly  her  reference  to  the 
“  curtain  lectures.'’  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  we  can  not  adopt 
a  resolution  that  Sister  Driscoll  be  accorded  the  privileges  of  this 
floor  and  that  we  could  not  induce  her  to  remain  in  this  Encamp¬ 
ment  all  the  time  that  she  could  spare;  as  we  would  all  be  glad  to 
have  her  deliver  to  Comrade  Driscoll  some  of  those  curtain  lec¬ 
tures,  we  could  then  have  more  peace  in  this  Encampment. 
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I  propose  that  Comrades  Mc'Coy,  Parker  and  Cunningham 
escort  the  three  ladies  hack  to  the  door. 

(This  detail  is  carried  out  as  directed.) 

Department  Commander  : 

Before  we  proceed  any  further,  I  want  to  say  that  we  have 
been  graced  by  one  of  the  men  who  did  not  hesitate  to  show  their 
active  loyalty  to  the  Organization.  I  delegate  Comrade  Driscoll 
to  escort  to  the  platform  Comrade  Franklin  W.  Cristman  of 
Herkimer. 

Comrade  Driscoll: 

Department  Commander  :  I  present  to  you  Senator  Franklin 
AY.  Cristman  of  Herkimer. 

Department  Commander  : 

That  Committee  I  appointed  will  proceed  to  the  Convention 
Hall  of  the  Auxiliary,  and  convey  to  the  Auxiliary  —  I  won’t 
say  the  rest. 

I  recognize  Past  Commander  Joel  of  Camp  Ho.  8. 

Comrade  Joel,  Camp  Ho.  8: 

At  the  conclusion  of  my  report  as  Department  Inspector  last 
year  there  were  three  recommendations.  One  of  them  was 
adopted,  namely,  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  devise 
a  simple  method  of  bookkeeping  and  that  it  be  sent  to  each 
Quartermaster  of  every  Camp,  so  that  we  shall  have  thoroughout 
the  whole  of  this  Department  just  one  way  of  keeping  books. 
How,  that  recommendation  was  adopted  at  the  last  annual  con¬ 
vention.  I  have  failed  so  far  to  hear  whether  such  a  Committee 
has  ever  been  appointed,  or  not.  If  not,  why  not  ? 

Department  Commander  : 

In  regard  to  that  I  will  say  that  the  resolution  only  came  into 
my  hands,  with  an  explanation  of  same,  a  short  time  ago.  I 
remember  the  recommendation,  and  it  was  my  intention  to  appoint 
a  Special  Committee  of  this  Encampment  to  take  up  the  matter, 
as  I  have  brought  up  here  with  me  a  sample  of  simplified  book¬ 
keeping  for  Department  Quartermasters. 

At  this  time  I  will  appoint  on  that  Committee  Past  Commander 
Joel,  and  I  will  appoint  the  other  two  Comrades  later. 
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I  may  say  to  Comrade  Joel,  that  if  I  remember  the  recom¬ 
mendation  aright,  it  was  not  to  be  submitted  to  the  Quarter¬ 
masters,  it  was  just  that  I  should  “  take  up  the  question.” 

If  Comrade  Joel  knows  of  any  Department  Quartermaster  able 
to  act  right  here  now,  I  will  turn  over  to  him  the  sample  that  I 
have  brought  up  with  me. 

Comrades,  is  there  any  member  of  the  Encampment  Com¬ 
mittee  in  the  room  ?

Comrades,  I  have  not  issued  a  Special  Order,  as  I  did  not 
think  it  necessary;  but  the  Camps  will  form  here  at  two-thirty. 
The  formation  will  be  either  eight  or  twelve  file  front,  it  all 
depends  on  the  number  that  turn  out.  The  uniformed  men  will 
have  the  right  of  line.  The  Camp  Commanders  in  each  delega¬ 
tion  will  report  to  the  Department  Commander. 

Is  the  National  Chief-of -Staff  in  the  room?  Is  Comrade  White 
here  ?

Comrade  Leupers,  Camp  No.  36: 

Is  that  parade  to  assemble  at  two-- thirty,  or  to  start  at  two- 
thirty  ? 

Department  Commander: 

The  assembly  will  be  at  one  forty-five. 

Comrade  Benj.  Kosenberg,  as  Reading  Clerk,  reads  :

Department  Commander  : 

A  Comrade  informs  me  that  immediately  after  the  parade 
there  is  going  to  be  something  happen  that  will  make  you  glad, 
that  you  took  that  “  hike/’ 

Comrade  Joel,  Camp  No.  8: 

I  move  you,  sir,  that  we  now  adjourn,  to  re-convene  after  the 
parade. 

Department  Commander: 

Just  a  moment,  we  are  waiting  to  receive  the  National  Chief- 
of-Staff. 

(The  Comrades  who  were  delegated  to  escort  him  in,  report 
they  cannot  locate  the  Chief -of-Staff. ) 

Comrade  Dean  Nelson,  Camp  No.  23 :

Comrade  Veeson,  Camp  Vo.  23: 

I  therefore  make  a  motion  that  a  Special  Committee  be 
appointed  by  the  Chair  to  inquire  into  this  proceeding,  and  report 
back  to  this  Body  at  the  next  session  of  this  Encampment. 

Motion  seconded. 

Department  Commander  (to  Comrade  Driscoll,  who  is  trying 
to  get  the  floor)  : 

I  wish  to  place  a  motion,  if  you  please,  Comrade  Driscoll. 
Comrade  Velson  makes  a  motion  that  Special  Committee  of  Three 
be  appointed  by  the  Chair  to  investigate  this  question  and  to 
report  back  to  this  Encampment  at  its  next  session,  which  will  be 
this  afternoon,  following  the  parade.

Department  Commander  : 

Comrades,  let  me  make  an  explanation.  The  Comrade  who 
made  the  motion  is  cognizant  of  the  fact  that  I  have  promised 
that  this  matter  would  not  come  up  during  the  absence  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation,  so  I  ask  that  we  do 
not  go  into  further  discussion  of  the  matter  whatever  at  this 
time. 

Comrade  Gannon,  Camp  Ho.  93 : 

I  think  this  is  a  very  inopportune  time  to  make  such  a  motion. 
I  do  not  want  to  cast  any  reflection  on  the  maker  of  the  motion, 
but  I  think  we  ought  to  wait  until  we  go  into  it  more  fully. 

Comrade  Leuper  (interrupting)  : 

Before  Comrade  Long  left  the  room  I  asked  him  if  he  would 
stay  here  until  this  question  had  been  settled. 

ComRxYde  Gannon,  Camp  Ho.  93: 

Anyone  knows  he  could  not  wait  here,  as  he  is  a  member  of 
the  Committee  appointed  to  go  to  Albany,  and  the  railroad  com¬ 
pany  would  not  hold  the  train  for  him.  I  have  attended  nearly 
all  the  sessions  and  am  acquainted  with  every  particular  member, 
almost.  The  last  Comrade  never  attended  any  of  its  sessions. 
I  know  Comrade  Long  is  a  member  of  that  Committee,  and  I 
know  that  every  dollar  collected  is  accounted  for,  and  every  dollar 
spent.  There  is  nothing  mysterious  about  this  Committee’s  work ; 
and  I  move  that  this  matter  be  laid  on  the  table  until  Comrade 
Long  returns  from  Albany. 

Department  Commander  : 

The  motion  is  not  necessary,  as  the  matter  will  be  made  a  spe¬ 
cial  order  of  business  tomorrow  morning  at  9  :30  sharp.  However, 
I  do  not  want  any  Comrade  to  go  out  of  this  hall  with  the  under¬ 
standing  that  any  of  this  money  was  disbursed  by  the  Chairman 
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of  the  Legislative  Committee;  it  did  not  pass  through  the  hands 
of  any  Department  Officer. 

In  order  to  allow  time  for  luncheon  and  to  prepare  for  the 
parade  in  the  afternoon,  the  Encampment  adjourned  at  11:50  a. 
m.,  with  the  understanding  that  it  re-convene  later  in  the 
afternoon.

Afternoon  Session  —  Wednesday,  July  7,  1915 

(after  the  parade) 

The  Encampment  was  called  to  order  by  the  Department  Com¬ 
mander  at  4:51  p.  m.,  the  Comrades  having  been  assembled  for 
quite  some  time  prior  thereto. 

Department  Commander: 

Comrades :  A  few  minutes  ago  I  announced  that  at  a  quarter  to 
five  we  would  open,  and  at  that  time  I  expected  that  all  those  who 
expected  to  be  placed  in  nominations  would  have  supplied  me 
with  a  list  of  their  nominators  and  seconders,  respectively.  Up 
to  the  present  time  (4:52),  I  have  received  nominators  for  only 
two  or  three.  Now,  I  want  the  rest  of  them  by  the  time  we  reach 
their  nominations. 

Comrade  McCoy,  Camp  No.  59 : 

Are  we  about  to  proceed  with  the  nominations  ? 

Department  Commander: 

We  are  about  to  proceed  with  the  nominations. 

Comrade  McCoy,  Camp  No.  59 : 

I  move  you,  sir,  that  the  nominating  speeches  for  the  office  of 
Department  Commander  shall  not  exceed  more  than  ten  minutes 
for  each  individual ;  and  that  the  nominating  speeches  for  all  the 
other  officers  shall  not  exceed  five  minutes  as  a  time  limit;  and 
that  there  shall  he  but  one  seconding  speech  for  each  office,  and 
that  the  time  limit  for  the  seconding  speeches  shall  be  two  minutes. 
Duly  seconded. 

Department  Commander: 

It  has  been  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  time  limit 
for  the  nominating  speeches  for  the  office  of  Department  Com¬ 
mander  shall  be  fixed  at  ten  minutes ;  for  all  other  offices  the  time

limit  for  nominators  shall  be  set  at  five  minutes;  and  that  there 
shall  be  but  one  seconder  for  each  nomination,  and  that  the  time 
limit  for  each  seconder  shall  be  fixed  at  two  minutes. 

Comrade  Homer  L.  Coxhead,  Camp  Vo.  44: 

I  wish  to  offer  an  amendment  that  the  time  limit  be  not  to 
exceed  five  minutes  in  any  instance,  for  any  nominating  speech. 

Comrade  Baird,  Camp  Vo.  66: 

I  second  that. 

Department  Commander: 

The  Chair  will  place  the  amendment  first.  An  amendment 
has  been  offered  (and  duly  seconded),  that  the  time  limit  for  all 
speeches  be  set  at  not  to  exceed  five  minutes. 

Comrade  McCoy,  Camp  Vo.  59 : 

I  do  not  think  that  is  wfise  to  make  such  a  small  limit  in  the 
case  of  the  office  of  Department  Commander,  which  is  the  Chief 
Executive  of  the  Department.  Let  us  make  a  little  more  leeway 
for  that  office  than  we  would  for  the  other  officers.  See  that  we 
hold  to  the  resolution  strictly,  so  that  it  won’t  take  up  any  more 
time  and  it  will  give  everybody  a  square  deal. 

Department  Commander: 

All  those  in  favor  of  the  amendment  (wTiich  will  limit  all 
speeches  to  five  minutes),  will  manifest  by  saying  “Aye.” 

The  amendment  is  lost. 

Department  Commander: 

We  now  vote  on  the  original  motion,  namely:  That  the  nomi¬ 
nating  speeches  for  the  office  of  Department  Commander  shall  be 
limited  to  ten  minutes ;  for  other  officers,  five  minutes ;  and  the 
seconding  speeches  to  two  minutes,  and  there  to  be  only  one  sec¬ 
onder  to  each  nomination. 

The  motion  on  being  put  was  carried,  and  it  was 
So  ordered. 

Comrades:  I  will  now  declare  that  nominations  are  in  order 
for  the  office  of  Department  Commander.  If  there  is  no  objection 
I  will  call  upon  Father  Heaney  to  draw  the  names  from  a  hat,  and 
the  candidates  will  be  placed  in  nomination  in  the  order  as  they 
come  from  the  hat. 
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Father  Heaney,  the  Department  Chaplain,  draws  the  following 
names  from  a  hat,  in  the  order  given  below: 

1.  Comrade  Charles  S.  Beilman,  Camp  No.  12. 

2.  Comrade  James  D.  Tweed,  Camp  No.  78. 

3.  Comrade  James  S.  Long,  Camp  No.  5. 

4.  Comrade  Frank  S.  Sidway,  Camp  No.  12. 

5.  Comrade  John  S.  Strachan,  Camp  No.  11. 

6.  Comrade  Dean  Nelson,  Camp  No.  51. 

Department  Commander: 

The  Chair  recognizes  Past  Commander  Locke  of  Camp  No.  7. 
Comrade  Locke,  Camp  No.  7 : 

Comrade  Commander  and  Comrades:  I  take  pleasure  in  pre¬ 
senting  the  name  of  a  Comrade  who  has  done  good  and  faithful 
service  for  the  Camps  in  the  western  part  of  the  State.  I  am  a 
near  neighbor  of  Comrade  Beilman,  and  know  whereof  I  speak. 
He  has  been  at  our  Camp  and  at  all  the  Western  Camps,  visiting ; 
and  has  done  good  duty.  I  therefore  take  great  pleasure  in  pre¬ 
senting  to  you  the  name  of  Comrade  Charles  S.  Beilman  as 
Department  Commander  of  New  York  State. 

Department  Commander: 

The  Chair  recognizes  Comrade  Andrus  of  Camp  No.  86. 

Comrade  Andrus,  Camp  No.  86: 

I  second  the  nomination  of  Comrade  Charles  S.  Beilman. 

Department  Commander: 

The  Chair  recognizes  Comrade  Swartwood  of  Camp  No.  85. 

Comrade  Swartwood,  Camp  No.  85: 

Comrades :  It  seems  to  me  that  this  is  neither  the  time  nor  the 
place  to  enter  into  a  lengthy  discussion  of  the  merits  or  demerits 
of  the  candidates  for  Department  Commander.  We  have  been 
here,  and  will  probably  be  here  for  a  long  and  lengthy  session, 
and  many  of  us  want  to  go  home,  and  so  I  am  not  going  to  talk  to 
you  and  detain  you  long  by  going  into  a  long,  lengthy,  detailed 
history  of  the  candidate  whom  I  am  nominating  for  the  office  of 
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Department  Commander.  Having  been  closely  associated  with 
him  for  the  last  seven  or  eight  years,  I  know  him  to  be  a  con¬ 
scientious  and  hard  worker ;  one  who  has  time  and  ability  and  the 
energy  to  give  to  this  office,  and  even  when  money  is  required,  he 
has  that  also.  He  has  been  in  the  Camps  along  the  Hudson  Val¬ 
ley,  and  has  manifested  his  interest  and  his  worth  by  his  engaging 
way  and  his  many  pleasant  visits,  and  he  is  ever  ready  and  willing 
to  help. 

The  Comrade,  the  one  I  place  in  nomination  is  Comrade  Tweed, 
James  B.  Tweed,  of  Hudson  B.  Moore  Camp  Ho.  78  of  Hew- 
burgh,  Hew  York.  (Applause.) 

Department  Commander  : 

The  Chair  recognizes  Comrade  Watson  of  Camp  Ho.  85. 

Comrade  Watson,  Camp  Ho.  85: 

Comrades :  Knowing  well  the  position  the  United  Spanish  War 
Veterans  of  the  State  of  Hew  York  are  placed  in  today,  I  realize 
that  many  are  willing  workers,  but  I  find  that  they  are  handi¬ 
capped  bv  their  positions,  they  are  not  in  a  position  to  demand 
from  the  powers  that  be  without  sacrificing  themselves.  Com¬ 
rades,  Comrade  Tweed  is  a  man  independent,  with  no  ties  to  hold 
him  back.  He  is  willing ;  he  has  the  ability ;  he  has  the  influence ; 
he  is  well  versed  in  the  political  game  as  it  is  played  in  the  State 
of  Hew  York.  Comrades,  when  you  vote  for  Past  Senior  Vice 
Department  Commander  Tweed  for  Commander,  you  are  doing 
the  right  thing.  I  ask  you  for  a  vote.  (Applause.) 

Department  Commander: 

The  Chair  recognizes  Father  Chadwick  of  Camp  Ho.  5. 

Comrade  Father  Chadwick  : 

Men,  we  all  know  that  there  is  no  time  to  lose,  and  as  I  am  to 
be  a  little  bit  longer  than  those  who  preceded  me,  I  hope  you  will 
bear  with  me.  The  reason  why  I  will  be  longer  than  some  of  the 
others  is  that  the  man's  name  whom  I  propose  to  place  in  nomina¬ 
tion  is  “  Long,”  and  necessarily  I  have  known  him  a  very  “  long” 
time ;  and  yet  I  have  known  so  much  of  him  that  I  will  take  but 
a  little  time  to  speak  about  him. 
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I  would  like  to  say  that  I  am  sure  that  every  man’s  name  who 
is  presented  here  for  the  office  of  Department  Commander  will 
be  a  better  patriot,  because  any  man’s  name  who  is  presented  here 
must  be  an  honorable  man.  I  will  give  hearty  thanks,  without 
any  hostility,  to  any  man  who  has  been  found  worthy  by  them, 
of  those  whom  he  has  been  serving. 

Now,  it  strikes  me  that  in  deciding  upon  a  man  to  fill  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  Department  Commander  you  ought  to  be  influenced  by  two 
considerations. 

The  first  is:  What  title  has  the  man  to  the  honor  of  being 
elected  to  that  chief  post  of  this  Organization  ?  What  title  has 
he  got?  What  title  does  he  bring? 

The  second  thing  is:  What  efficiency  has  he  got  for  the  office? 

If  a  man  deserves  the  honor  and  has  the  efficiency  for  it,  then 
we  bow  our  heads  in  shame  if  we  do  not  give  it  to  him. 

Now,  in  the  first  place,  in  regard  to  Mr.  Long  being  nominated 
for  the  office  of  Department  Commander  —  I  take  off  my  hat 
with  reverence  to  anv  man  who  bears  a  wound  that  he  has  received 

t/ 

in  battle,  I  don’t  care  who  that  man  may  he.  He  may  be  a  man 
of  different  color  than  I  am,  but  if  he  bears  a  wound  upon  his 
body  that  he  received  in  battle  for  the  defense  and  the  glory  of 
MY  Country,  then  I  believe  he  bears  a  medal  that  is  above  any 
other  decoration  that  our  Country  can  possibly  bestow  upon  any 
man.  (Applause.) 

Now,  I  have  not  the  least  doubt  that  there  is  not  a  man  here 
who  would  not  be  willing  to  do  anything  that  was  required  of  him, 
and  who  would  not  be  proud  to  do  his  full  duty  in  accordance  with 
his  oath.  But  at  the  same  time  we  honor  those  to  whom  oppor¬ 
tunity  comes,  because  opportunity  makes  the  men,  and  when  a  man 
measures  up  to  the  opportunity,  it  is  both  the  opportunity  and  the 
man  we  honor;  and  the  man  I  propose  bears  a  wound  upon  his 
bodv  which  was  a  severe  wound,  a  wound  on  account  of  which 
he  was  to  be  sent  home  as  “  incapacitated and  I  will  tell  you  that 
when  the  time  came  to  send  the  wounded  home  he  elected  to  stay 
behind  and  remain  on  the  firing  line. 

In  the  second  place,  I  think  that  the  honor  that  a  man  deserves 
from  this  Convention  comes  from  the  work  he  has  done  for  the 
Organization.  This  man  has  labored  for  fifteen  years  for  this 
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Organization,  and  lie  is  today  one  of  the  best  known  in  the  various 
sections  of  your  Organization.  I  remember  the  time  when  I  was 
elected  as  the  first  Chaplain-General  of  the  past  Organization, 
that  which  was  later  merged  into  the  greater  Organization.  At 
that  time  Mr.  Long  was  a  most  active  worker  of  that  Organization 
He  came  from  L”tica,  Hew  York,  and  at  Albany  at  that  time  he 
said  to  me :  “I  wish  we  could  make  all  these  organizations  into 
one  Great  Organization.”  And  you  know  something  of  his  hon¬ 
orable  career  and  actions  towards  this  Organization,  as  Organizer 
of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

Vow,  a  man  who  has  worked  for  fifteen  years  faithfully,  and 
who  during  all  that  time  has  never  asked  for  any  office  from  you. 
(In  the  beginning  he  was  appointed  a  Department  Inspector,  and 
never  imposed  his  presence  upon  you.)  Vow,  after  fifteen  years 
of  service  he  comes  before  you  to  ask  you  for  your  commendation 
—  you  may  elect  him  or  not.  I  may  say  without  any  invidious 
comparison,  you  may  ask  yourself  what  is  to  become  of  those  you 
honor  ?  Here  is  a  man  who  never  received  anything  from  your 
hands,  laboring  in  season  and  out  of  season.  He  never  laid  down 
his  hand  and  he  never  faltered  one  iota.  He  worked  as  faithfullv 

» J 

in  the  humble  position  as  in  the  great,  and  now  after  this  fifteen 
years  of  that  kind  of  commonplace,  energetic  and  heroic  sacrifice, 
he  now  comes  before  you  to  ask  for  the  post  of  Department 
Commander. 

Vow,  the  second  part  is  to  be  considered — if  he  deserves  the 
honor — -has  he  the  efficiency?  What  do  we  mean  by  efficiency? 
By  efficiency,  we  mean  has  he  got  the  experience,  the  well-being 
and  the  interests  of  the  Organization  at  heart?  Has  he  got  the 
ability  ?  He  has  served  on  nearly  every  important  committee,  I 
think,  of  the  State  and  Vation;  and  in  every  one  of  them  the 
appointment  off  one  committee  to  another,  shows  that  he  must  be 
a  man  of  ability.  He  is  a  man  who  has  gotten  from  the  local 
organizations  around  Vew  York  to  become  one  of  the  prime 
movers  and  successful  organizers  of  gathering  this  Organization 
together.  His  ability  is  unquestioned.  He  has  risen  to  the  top¬ 
most  rung  of  the  ladder.  He  has  shown  marked  efficiency  in 
every  post  to  which  you  have  appointed  him.  He  was  Quarter¬ 
master  Sergeant  in  the  Army.  He  went  through  the  various 
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grades,  up  to  the  top,  when  his  ability  can  not  be  questioned,  up 
from  the  experience  he  has  had  through  fifteen  years,  with  the  past 
to  the  present. 

You  know  that  one  of  the  greatest  assets  a  man  can  have  (espe¬ 
cially  a  man  in  the  position  of  Department  Commander),  is  the 
knowledge  of  precedents.  Familiarity  with  precedents  is  one  of 
the  greatest  things  a  man  can  possess.  A  man  who  knows  what 
was  done  last  year,  or  ten  years  ago,  or  fifteen  years  ago  —  is  the 
greatest  thing.  To  certain  movements  in  the  Organization  that 
man  is  a  valuable  man.  Think  of  it  —  fifteen  years  of  work  in 
nearly  every  branch  of  your  service ! 

How,  I  ask  you  to  consider  his  nomination,  to  remember  the 
answers  to  the  questions  that  you  actually  have  the  right  to  ask 
yourselves:  What  title  has  he  to  deserve  the  honor  of  this  Con¬ 
vention  ?  What  has  he  done  ? 

But  I  would  wish  to  call  your  attention,  finally,  to  the  statue 
of  Hathan  Hale.  Those  of  you  who  have  seen  that  statue  in  City 
Hall  Park  in  Hew  York  City  will  recall  that  part  of  the  inscrip¬ 
tion  thereon  where  Hathan  Hale  said  that  if  he  had  a  thousand 
lives  to  give,  he  would  give  them  all  to  the  honor  of  his  Country. 
Here  is  a  man  who  was  ordered  back  bv  his  Country,  but  elected 
to  stay  on  the  firing  line;  a  man  who  has  given  a  “  thousand  lives  ” 
in  fifteen  years  of  efficient  service.  (Applause.) 

Department  Commander  : 

The  Chair  recognizes  Commander  Mackin  of  Camp  Ho.  5. 

Comrade  Mackin,  Camp  Ho.  5 : 

Department  Commander  and  Comrades :  It  is  with  reluctance, 
I  might  say,  that  I  second  the  nomination  of  “  Jim  Long  ”  for  the 
position  of  Department  Commander,  for  in  doing  so  I  realize  the 
debt  of  the  Department.  I  have  known  Jim  Long  as  a  neighbor, 
as  a  friend,  and  as  a  Comrade,  day  in  and  dav  out  for  eight  vears. 
I  can  not  add  anything  effectively  to  the  eloquent  recommendation 
presented  by  the  Reverend  Father  Chidwick.  The  best  I  can  do, 
Department  Commander,  is  to  second  the  nomination  of  Jim 
Long.  (Applause.) 

Department  Commander  : 

The  Chair  recognizes  Past  Commander  John  D.  Howland  of 
Camp  Ho.  12. 
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Comrade  Howland,  Camp  No.  12: 

Department  Commander  and  Comrades,  I  thought  that  when  I 
drew  “  away  down  the  line  ”  that  I  was  very  fortunate,  but  now  I 
feel  somewhat  differently  about  the  matter,  for  I  can  appreciate 
fully  all  that  has  been  said  by  the  Reverend  Father  Chidwick,  and 
it  seems  now  as  if  we  are  coming  from  “  the  sublime  to  the 
ridiculous  ”. 

The  candidate  that  I  am  about  to  nominate  has  all  the  good 
qualities  of  all  the  others,  and  very  few  of  some  of  the  bad  ones. 
He  has  efficiency  and  he  is  a  charter  member  of  the  Organization. 
I  have  known  him  all  my  life ;  we  were  raised  in  the  same  neigh¬ 
borhood  ;  and  I  have  known  him  very  intimately  for  over  twenty- 
five  years.  And  he  has  the  efficiency,  the  time,  money  and  ability. 
He  has  his  own  business  and  will  give  all  the  time  required  to  the 
position,  if  elected.  I  can  say  nothing  more,  except  to  occupy 
your  time.  I  ask  you  to  vote  for  Frank  S.  Sidway. 

Department  Commander: 

The  Chair  recognizes  Comrade  Rigney  of  Camp  No.  4. 

Comrade  Rigney,  Camp  No.  4 : 

The  candidate  for  the  position  of  Department  Commander 
whose  nomination  I  desire  to  second,  while  he  is  not  as  well  known 
to  the  Organization  at  large  as  some  of  the  other  candidates,  yet 
he  is  very  well  known  in  his  own  locality.  He  has  a  reputation 
in  that  locality  for  never  refusing  to  assist  either  a  Comrade  of  the 
Camp  or  of  the  Organization.  It  is  true  that  he  has  not  been 
before  this  Department  actively  in  any  particular  line  of  work  as 
some  of  the  other  candidates  who  have  been  placed  in  nomination 
have  been,  but  I  claim  that  that  to  him  is  an  advantage.  He  can 
see  the  needs  of  this  Department  from  an  entirely  different  angle 
to  that  which  is  seen  by  the  men  who  have  been  laboring  for  the 
Organization  for  some  time.  We  all  know  that  after  we  have  been 
laboring  along  certain  lines  for  any  length  of  time,  that  we  get 
fixed  ideas,  we  have  established  a  plan  of  operation,  and  beyond 
those  lines  we  can  not  see. 

Now,  a  man  who  comes  into  the  Organization  as  Comrade  Sid¬ 
way  comes  into  it  at  this  time,  full  of  ambition  to  serve  the 
Department,  and  to  give  it  his  undivided  attention  if  necessary, 
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can  see  a  great  many  ways  in  which  this  Department  may  he 
benefited  (though  we,  in  our  own  way,  have  been  striving  to 
advance  it),  along  entirely  different  lines. 

In  any  Organization  it  is  necessary  at  times  to  infuse  “  new 
blood  In  Comrade  Sidway  we  shall  have  at  the  head  of  the 
Organization  (if  you  elect  him),  we  can  have  practically  new 
blood,  full  of  the  red  corpuscles  as  referred  to  the  Organization, 
and  full  of  ambition  to  make  the  Department  of  New  York,  and  to 
continue  the  Department  of  New  York  as  the  greatest  in  the  whole 
United  States. 

I  take  pleasure  in  seconding  the  nomination  of  Frank  S.  Sidway. 
Department  Commander: 

The  Chair  recognizes  Past  Commander  Fred  W.  Dunson  of 
Camp  No.  58. 

Comrade  Dunson,  Camp  No.  58: 

Comrade  Department  Commander  and  Comrades  of  the  Camps : 
It  has  fallen  to  me  this  afternoon  to  place  in  nomination  as  a 
candidate  for  the  office  of  Department  Commander  the  name  of 
a  Comrade  who  is  known  to  practically  everyone  of  the  Comrades 
present.  You  have  heard  the  eloquence  of  a  nominating  speech 
moved  by  the  Reverend  Father  Chidwick,  and  I  can  after  that 
only  seek  to  entertain  you  with  a  few  facts  relative  to  the  reasons 
why  it  is  considered  our  candidate  has  qualifications  along  similar 
lines  mentioned  already  by  the  Reverend  Father. 

The  work  which  this  Comrade  has  done  as  an  officer  and  as 
Commander  of  his  Camp,  and  also  as  an  appointive  officer  through¬ 
out  the  Department  under  various  administrations,  is  one  of  the 
chief  qualifications  by  which  we  can  judge  him.  The  Comrade 
who  I  am  nominating,  for  three  successive  years  served  as  Camp 
Commander.  He  took  it  with  a  membership  of  about  eighty,  and 
at  the  end  of  three  years  left  it  with  an  increase  of  sixty  per  cent. 
During  those  three  years  the  expenditures  of  his  relief  funds 
amounted  to  a  total  of  approximately  forty-five  hundred  dollars. 
The  facts  indicate  that  the  greatest  harmony  prevailed,  due  to  the 
ability  of  this  Comrade.  Successive  Department  Commanders 
have  sent  up  to  honor  this  Comrade  with  various  appointive  offices ; 
and  I  choose  to  read  to  you  (thinking  perhaps  you  have  not  noticed 
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the  fact  in  the  report  of  the  current  year),  in  regard  to  the  Chief 
of  Staff,  Comrade  John  S.  Strachan,  who  has  served  during  the 
past  year  in  that  important  office: 

“  Comrade  John  S.  Strachan,  who  has  served  during  the  past 
year  as  Chief  of  Staff,  has  been  one  of  the  most  efficient  assistants 
in  the  work  of  the  Department,  especially  in  all  matters  affecting 
legislation.  Faithfully  he  has  watched  the  State  Legislature  when 
attempts  have  been  made  to  render  our  hard-earned  advantages 
null  and  void.  Much  of  his  valuable  time  has  he  sacrificed  for 
the  Order  and  little  can  be  the  payment  given,  for  such  sacrificial 
services  as  he  has  rendered  are  beyond  the  power  of  this  Order  to 
value,  much  less  to  repay  in  kind.  To  him  my  thanks  are  given, 
and  to  him  the  thanks  of  the  Department  should  be  given.” 

That  is  a  tribute  of  the  efficiency  of  this  Comrade,  coming  from 
the  Department  Commander. 

Flow,  it  would  seem  to  the  Comrades  from  up-State  that  the 
practice  of  continually  selecting  men  from  the  “  City  ”  for  the 
highest  office  is  not  consistent,  Is  not  entirely  for  the  best  interests 
or  the  best  welfare  of  our  Organization.  For  the  past  three  suc¬ 
cessive  years  you  have  gone  to  the  Empire  City  with  this  office; 
and  you  will  probably  prevail  on  this,  your  twelfth  annual  encamp¬ 
ment  —  you  have  yet  to  elect  more  than  four  men  outside  the 
Empire  City  as  your  Department  Commander.  We  feel  that  we 
have  a  just  cause  to  seek  your  recognition  for  our  candidate. 
Executive  ability  and  willingness  to  serve  are  not  confined  to  any 
one  section  of  the  State;  and  the  willingness  of  the  Comrades  of 
this  Comrade’s  Camp  to  get  behind  him,  and  all  the  Camps  in  the 
vicinity,  to  support  his  administration  if  his  candidacy  is  success¬ 
ful,  ought  to  be  sufficient  assurance  that  we  can  work  towards  and 
make  his  administration  what  it  ought  to  he. 

This  Comrade  enlisted  at  the  tender  age  of  sixteen  years,  in 
Batterv  F,  Second  U.  S.  Field  Artillerv  and  served  in  Cuba  with 
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that  outfit,  and  was  subsequently  transferred  to  the  Philippine 
Islands,  and  after  that  he  served  in  the  Philippines  and  com¬ 
pleted  four  years  of  active  sendee,  upon  his  return  to  the  States  in 
the  year  1902. 

The  election  of  an  up-State  man  should  not  be  considered  as  a 
repudiation  of  the  work  done  by  any  of  the  Comrades  in  past 
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years,  but  it  should  be  considered  as  a  just  recognition  of  the 
up-State  section  which  has  gone  all  too  long  without  any  recogni¬ 
tion.  This  Comrade  has  been  endorsed  by  his  own  Camp  and  he 
has  been  assured  of  sufficient  support  to  make  his  administration 
eminently  successful. 

I  wish  to  earnestly  appeal  for  your  votes  for  Department  Chief 
of  Staff,  Comrade  John  S.  Strachan,  for  the  office  of  Department 
Commander.  (Applause.) 

Department  Commander: 

The  Chair  recognizes  Comrade  Garrett  V.  Johnson  of  Camp 

No.  11. 

Comrade  Hussong,  Camp  No.  11,  in  the  case  of  the  unavail¬ 
ability  of  Comrade  Johnson  just  at  this  moment, 

Seconds  the  nomination  of  Comrade  John  S.  Strachan. 

Department  Commander: 

The  Chair  recognizes  Comrade  Franklin  W.  Cristman  of  Camp 

No.  51. 

Comrade  Cristman,  Camp  No.  51: 

Department  Commander  and  Comrades:  It  is  a  pleasure  for 
me  to  be  here  this  afternoon  to  present  for  your  consideration  a 
gentleman  of  high  standing,  a  man  who  has  served  in  the  Legis¬ 
lature  with  me  last  year  and  one  whom  I  know  well.  A  man  who 
has  served  his  country,  as  you  all  have,  ought  to  receive  recogni¬ 
tion  at  the  proper  time,  but  recognition  cannot  come  to  all  of  us. 
Some  of  us  can  not  devote  the  necessary  time  to  this  important 
office,  or  even  to  some  of  the  minor  offices;  but  we  should  select 
men  of  high  standing,  of  splendid  character,  men  who  can  give 
the  time  that  is  essential  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Organization. 

It  was  my  pleasure  to  serve  last  year  on  Committees  in  the 
Assembly  with  Dean  Nelson  of  New  York,  and  I  always  found 
him  working  for  the  interests  of  the  Comrades  of  the  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans.  He  never  was  “  too  tired  ”  to  take  up 
their  fight  and  push  it  to  the  front.  And  I  wish  to  present  his 
name  today  for  the  position  of  Department  Commander,  knowing 
that  if  he  is  elected  that  he  will  pull  this  Department  to  the  front 
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in  the  United  States,  so  that  it  will  stand  well  up  among  the 
Departments  of  this  Hation. 

He  had  an  honorable  career  —  I  will  not  go  into  that,  because 
it  is  well  known,  but  I  do  know  how  hard  he  worked  and  how  hard 
he  will  work  if  you  elect  him  tomorrow  as  Department  Com¬ 
mander.  He  is  a  man  of  high  standing,  a  man  of  education, 
whom,  if  elected,  it  will  be  a  pleasure  for  all  of  us  next  year  to 
look  back  upon  his  record  as  one  of  the  best  and  most  glorious  this 
Department  has  ever  had. 

I  now  take  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  his  name  for  your 
favorable  consideration.  (Applause.) 

Department  Commander  : 

The  Chair  recognizes  Comrade  Irving  Coon  of  Camp  Ho.  31. 

Comrade  Coon,  Camp  Ho.  31: 

Comrade  Department  Commander  and  my  Comrades:  You 
have  heard  of  the  men  that  received  their  wounds  in  battle.  You 
know  all  of  you  our  past  administration  of  this  Department. 

In  seconding  the  nomination  of  Dean  H elson  I  want  to  call  your 
attention  to  two  propositions  that  you  will  be  “  up  against.”  The 
first  is  one  which  is  very  essential,  that  is,  that  Dean  Helson  is  a 
politician  and  a  diplomat;  and  the  second  is,  that  Dean  Helson  is  a 
lawver.  At  the  head  of  this  institution  it  is  not  advisable  for  us 

i/ 

to  be  led  by  men  or  by  any  man  that  is  affiliated  with  any  munici¬ 
pal  or  Federal  position.  I  am  telling  you  this  from  my  past  expe¬ 
rience  while  being  connected  with  this  institution ;  as  our  present 
Department  Commander  will  bear  me  out,  where  I,  as  a  man  of 
the  rank  and  file  have  gone  to  the  front  for  several  of  my  Com¬ 
rades  in  reference  to  doing  one  thing  or  the  other.  I  was  called 
upon  at  my  home  by  one  of  the  representatives  (cries  of  a  time  is 
up”)  (Extension  of  30  seconds  granted).  I  was  called  upon  at 
seven  in  the  morning  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  one  of  the  execu¬ 
tives  in  reference  to  men  that  we  employ. 

How,  gentlemen,  bear  in  mind  if  you  are  going  to  have  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  this  body,  for  the  Lord’s  sake  gentlemen,  don’t  have 
a  man  that  is  affiliated  with  any  Federal  or  municipal  job,  because 
if  you  do  and  these  men  come  to  the  front  for  you,  the  first  ques¬ 
tion  they  ask  these  men  is :  “  Don’t  you  think  you  ought  to  be  glad 
you  are  holding  a  job  yourself?  ” 
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A  Comrade  : 

Is  this  man  seconding  the  nomination  of  Dean  Nelson  or  is  he 
advocating  interests  of  his  own  in  this  organization  ? 

Department  Commander  : 

Are  there  any  further  nominations  for  the  office  of  Department 
Commander  ? 

Comrade  Baird,  Camp  66 :

Past  Department  Commander  Cunningham  has  an  announce¬ 
ment  to  make. 

Past  Department  Commander  Cunningham  :

Comrade  Heaney,  Camp  No.  53 : 

Department  Commander  and  Comrades,  I  believe  you  will  all 
agree  with  me  we  must  admit  we  must  depend  upon  “  workers  ” 
for  office.  I  therefore  submit  to  you,  you  will  recognize  in  this 
man  I  nominate,  during  the  past  year  he  has  done  much  for  the 
office  of  Department  Inspector.

Coairade  Kennedy,  Camp  Xo.  29  : 

Comrades,  I  wish  to  say  that  the  by-law  committee  has  got  the 
by-laws  in  fairly  good  shape.  So  as  not  to  take  up  too  much  of 
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your  time  tomorrow,  we  want  eacli  Camp  to  send  up  a  delegate 
from  such  Camp,  and  with  your  Committee  we  will  be  able  to 
submit  a  set  of  by-laws  tomorrow.

Comrade  Department  Commander  and  Comrades:  It  seems 
to  me  that  no  greater  honor  can  come  to  any  man  or  member  of 
this  Encampment  than  to  place  his  name  in  nomination.  I  wish

Comrade  Beilman,  Camp  No.  15: 

Department  Commander  and  Comrades:  It  gives  me  great 
pleasure  at  this  particular  moment  to  nominate  for  the  office  of 
Senior  Vice  Department  Commander  a  Comrade  from  the  extreme 
western  end  of  the  State,  from  Niagara  Falls  Camp  No.  7.  We 
all  have  heard  of  Niagara  Falls  Camp  and  we  pretty  generally 
know  that  they  are  a  good,  live  Camp.  One  of  the  greatest  work¬ 
ers  in  Niagara  Falls  Camp  No.  7  is  the  Comrade  whom  I  am  now 
about  to  present  for  your  kindly  consideration.

Comrades,  I  take  great  pleasure  in  seconding  the  nomination 
of  Comrade  C.  C.  Locke  of  Niagara  Falls  Camp  No.  7  for  the 
office  of  Senior  Vice  Department  Commander. 

Department  Commander: 

The  Chair  recognizes  Past  Commander  John  J.  Corcoran  of 
Camp  No.  2. 

Comrade  Corcoran,  Camp  No.  2: 

Department  Commander  and  Comrades  :  I  am  going  to  pre¬ 
sent  to  you  to-day  the  name  of  a  man  for  the  position  of  Senior 
Vice  Department  Commander,  not  because  he  comes  from  any 
section  of  the  State  or  because  of  any  valor  that  he  has  developed 
upon  the  field  of  battle,  hut  because  of  work  that  he  has  done  for 
the  interests  of  the  Organization  for  the  last  fifteen  years,  not 
only  in  the  Camp,  but  also  in  the  State  and  Nation.

I  want  to  say 
here,  Comrades,  that  Albany  deserves  something  —  we  have 
worked  hard  in  the  past  year.  We  have  got  sixtv-one  new  mem¬ 
bers.  We  have  organized  a  band  for  you.  We  are  here  to-day. 
We  have  made  your  administration  a  success.  We  have  taken  you 
wherever  your  Commanding  Officer  has  asked  us  to  take  you. 

Now,  I  come  here  to  nominate  a  man  everybody  knows;  they 
all  know  our  friend  Bill  Kyle.  Now,  Comrades,  I  want  to  say 
that  for  fitness  there  is  no  better.  Comrade  Kyle  is  on  the  job 
every  hour  of  the  day  and  night.  Comrade  Kyle,  as  many  of  the 
“  boys  ”  from  Utica  know,  when  we  were  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands 
and  the  epidemic  of  malaria  entered  our  Camps,  volunteered  as  a 
nurse,  and  again  when  he  went  into  the  Eleventh  Infantry  down 
in  Cuba. 

Now,  Comrades,  he  also  organized  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary,  which 
at  the  present  time  is  eighty-five  strong  in  our  town,  and  is  a  good 
help  to  our  Organization,  and  you  all  know  it. 

He  was  also  elected  as  Grand  Marshal  of  the  Grand  Armv

Comrade  Department  Commander  and  Comrades:  You  have 
all  listened  to  the  able  speeches  of  the  different  candidates  nomi¬ 
nated  for  office,  when  they  designated  to  you  why  you  should 
take  the  western  part  of  this  great  Empire  State;  and  why  you 
should  take  the  great  city  of  Hew  York  and  Brooklyn.  How,  in 
all  these  cases  you  have  overlooked  the  fact  that  there  are  some 
sections  of  this  great  Empire  State  besides  either  one  of  these 
two  sections  referred  to. 

The  organization  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  com¬ 
prises  not  only  the  cities  of  Greater  Hew  York  and  those  on  the 
western  coast ;  they  comprise  every  man  in  good  standing  who 
wears  that  uniform  in  the  whole  State;  and  in  the  city  where  I 
was  born,  the  city  where  I  was  raised,  we  have  given,  man  for 
man,  more  to  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  than  any  other 
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section  of  this  size  in  the  whole  State  of  New  York.  From  that 
particular  section  of  onr  State  was  sent  out  that  famous  old  Reg¬ 
iment  which  was  recruited  from  central  New  York;  and  next  is 
the  famous  old  fighting  line  of  96  recruits,  and  some  of  them, 
numbering  among  them  myself,  bears  some  of  those  honored  scars 
and  marks  of  battle.  And  at  this  particular  time  I  believe  it  is 
due  to  them  who  belong  to  that  particular  section  of  our  State, 
that  we  get  some  recognition  from  the  Department  of  New  York. 

We  have  entertained  the  State  Encampment  in  our  city,  and  we 
have  given  the  very  best  we  have  got  to  give  to  you ;  and  never  in 
our  history  of  the  organization  has  the  Department  of  New  York 
(outside  of  the  appointment  of  Past  Commander  to  me  individ¬ 
ually),  has  ever  the  city  of  Syracuse  or  John  G.  Butler  Camp 
ever  received  any  honor  from  the  Department  of  New  York. 
Therefore,  I  wish  to  place  in  nomination  at  this  time  for  the  office 
of  Department  Marshal,  one  of  the  members  of  our  Camp,  a  man 
of  honor  and  ability  and  integrity,  and  a  man  of  whom  no  man 
dare  sav  other  than  that  he  will  do  his  dutv  honestly  and  faith- 
ful i v.  Comrades,  I  am  readv  to  give  my  time  and  my  service  to 
the  State  of  New  York.

Resolution  presented  by  Past  Commander  Garrahy  of  Colonel 
John  Jacob  Astor  Camp  Xo.  98  of  Xew  York. 

Indorsed  by  the  Camp  at  its  regular  meeting  Saturday  evening, 
May  8,  1915,  with  instructions  to  Delegate  to  present  to  the 
Department  for  action. 

Whereas ,  Preference  in  retention  in  office  in  the  Federal  Civil 
Service  of  honorably  discharged  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  United 
States  is  provided  for  in  the  following  law,  namely,  the 
Legislative ,  Executive  and  Judicial  Appropriation  Bill ,  1912. 

Section  1.  The  Civil  service  Commission  shall,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  President,  establish  a  system  of  efficiency  ratings 
for  the  classified  service  in  the  several  executive  departments  of 
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the  District  of  Columbia  based  upon  the  records  kept  in  each 
department  and  independent  establishment  with  such  frequency 
as  to  make  them  as  nearly  as  possible  records  of  fact. 

Such  system  shall  provide  a  minimum  rating  of  efficiency  which 
must  be  attained  by  an  employee  before  he  may  be  promoted,  it 
shall  also  provide  a  rating  below  which  no  employee  may  fall  with¬ 
out  being  denoted,  it  shall  further  provide  for  a  rating  below 
which  no  employee  may  fall  without  being  dismissed  for  ineffi¬ 
ciency.  All  promotions,  denotions  or  dismissals  shall  he  governed 
by  provisions  of  the  civil  service  rules. 

Copies  of  all  records  of  efficiency  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
departments  and  independent  establishments  to  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  for  record  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

Provided  that  in  the  event  of  reductions  being  made  in  the 
force  in  any  of  the  executive  departments,  no  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  soldier  or  sailor  whose  record  in  said  department  is  rated 
good  shall  be  discharged  or  dropped  or  reduced  in  salary. 

Any  person  knowingly  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  summarily  dismissed  from  office  and  may  also  upon  con¬ 
viction  thereof  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $1,000  or 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year. 

Section  5.  That  any  person  violating  section  4  of  the  legislative, 
executive  and  judicial  act  approved  August  5,  1882  (Stat.  L.  Vol. 
22,  P.  255),  shall  be  summarily  removed  from  office  and  may  also 
upon  conviction  thereof  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
$1,000  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year,  and 

Whereas,  The  protection  afforded  honorably  discharged  sol¬ 
diers  and  sailors  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  has  been  nullified 
by  a  decree  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  the  District  of  Columbia 
and  affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  District,  said  decision 
as  follows: 

N.  S.  Persing  versus  Secretary  of  the  Navy  Daniels  and  Edw. 
W.  Eberle,  Commandant  of  the  Navy  Yard. 

George  Dean  versus  Otto  Praeger,  Postmaster  of  Washington, 
D.  C.,  both  petitioners,  veterans  of  the  Civil  War,  sued  for  rein¬ 
statement. 
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The  Cabinet  Officers  and  their  co-defendants,  through  Assistant 
United  States  Attorney  Arth,  admitted  the  status  of  the  peti¬ 
tioners,  but  pointed  out  that  the  law’s  provision  presupposed  a 
sy&tem  of  efficiency  rating  to  be  promulgated  for  the  classified 
service  of  the  Government  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  with 
the  approval  of  the  President.  As  such  system  had  never  been 
established,  it  was  urged  no  ratings  were  in  legal  effect  and  the 
law’s  provisions  became  inoperative. 

The  appellate  court  holds  with  the  Government  Officials  as  did 
Justice  Stafford.  Chief  Justice  Shepard  points  out  that  under  the 
former  laws  the  courts  had  no  power  to  review  the  action  of  the 
head  of  a  department  in  discharging  an  employee  for  inefficiency. 
The  proviso  relied  on  as  changing  this  rule,  it  holds,  has  no  effect, 
as  it  is  merely  a  part  of  the  section  and  is  not  intended  to  have  an 
independent  operation  without  the  establishment  of  the  proposed 
efficiency  ratings,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  we,  the  Delegates  to  the  Encampment  of  the 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans  of  the  Department  of  New  York  in 
Convention  assembled  in  the  city  of  Utica,  request  through  the 
National  Encampment  to  be  held  at  Scranton,  Pennsylvania,  that 
our  National  Officers  be  directed  to  use  every  legitimate  means 
in  their  power  at  the  coming  session  of  Congress  to  have  this  law 
amended  so  that  it  will  be  made  operative  and  binding,  and  that 
its  protection  be  extended  to  honorably  discharged  soldiers  and 
sailors  throughout  the  entire  Federal  Civil  Service,  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  spread  upon  the 
minutes  of  this  Encampment,  and  a  copy  furnished  the  Delegates 
at  large  from  the  Department  of  New  York  to  the  National 
Encampment  at  Scranton,  Pa.,  with  instructions  that  they  present 
same  for  consideration  by  that  body.

From  Camp  No.  85,  U.  S.  W.  V.,  to  Department  Encampment, 
Department  of  New  York,  Utica,  N.  Y.  Subject:  Retirement  of 
Enlisted  Men. 

Whereas,  The  larger  corporations  and  civic  bodies  of  to-day 
have  successfully  made  arrangements  for  retiring  of  old  employ¬ 
ees,  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Government  at  present  is  inclined 
to  widespread  economy  and  the  creating  of  an  adequate  Reserve 
Corps,  and 

Whereas,  Being  encouraged  by  the  results  obtained  in  estab¬ 
lishing  the  Old  Soldiers’  Home  at  a  cost  of  per  month  per  capita ; 
be  it 

Resolved ,  That  this  Encampment  go  on  record,  and  instruct  its 
Delegates  to  the  National  Encampment,  to  have  the  Legislative 
Committee  seek  legislation  whereby  all  enlisted  men  who  have 
completed  twenty-five  years  of  service,  be  retired  at  $75.00  per 
month,  regardless  of  rank  held  at  retirement;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved .  That  this  fund  be  created  by  each  enlisted  man  in  the 
service,  regardless  of  rank,  giving  twenty-five  cents  per  month,  to 
be  deducted  from  his  pay ;  and  be  it  further 
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Resolved ,  That  this  fund  be  in  the  hands  of  a  Government 
Commission  under  Government  supervision.

Comrade  Davis,  of  the  Committee  on  Resolutions : 

Your  Committee  to  whom  this  resolution  was  re-committed  for 
this  re-drafting  of  a  corrected  resolution  for  submission  to  the 
Encampment,  respectfully  reports  that  as  this  Encampment 
decided  to  forward  a  graded  retirement  plan  for  enlistmen  men 
in  the  Regular  Service  of  the  United  States,  they  are  unable  to 
draft  a  resolution  endorsing  retirement  at  a  flat  rate,  as  such  would 
be  in  direct  opposition  to  the  action  taken  by  the  Encampment. 

Your  Committee  also  feels  that  the  provision  for  a  flat  rate  is 
manifestly  unfair;  and  the  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  this 
matter  is  one  involving  the  Federal  Government,  and  recommends 
that  the  resolution  should  not  pass. 

Department  Commander  : 

Are  there  any  objections  to  the  recommendations  of  the 
Committee  ? 

Comrade  Commander  Holmes,  Camp  No.  100: 

As  a  wearer  of  the  uniform  of  the  United  States  Army  since 
April  6,  1886,  I  feel  that  when  I  am  elected  to  come  here  to-day 
and  work  for  the  support  of  this  resolution  by  this  Organization, 
I  am  not  asking  for  anything  that  requires  sympathy,  I  am  only 
asking  here  for  justice,  and  if  we  cannot  look  for  justice  in  the 
United  States  Army  among  the  enlisted  men  in  the  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans,  where  are  we  going  to  look  for  it?  We 
are  absolutely  prohibited  by  Army  Regulations  and  by  Army 
Orders  and  by  every  tenet  of  the  Service  from  coming  before  any 
legislative  body  and  asking  for  anything  we  desire.  And  we  ask 
this  Encampment  to  endorse  the  twenty-five  year  retirement  law. 
I  am  not  asking  for  the  sympathy  of  anybody.  If  I  had  all  the 
sympathy  in  the  United  States  Army  I  could  go  out  in  the  streets 
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and  could  not  get  a  “  plug  ”  hat  for  it.  Why  do  not  the  ten  thou¬ 
sand  Spanish  War  Veterans  belong  to  this  Organization  and 
endorse  this  ?  Why  ?  Because  you  have  not  shown  them  that  you 
are  their  friends.  Ten  thousand  men  means  twenty  thousand 
dollars  in  mustering-in  fees;  and  ten  thousand  dollars  more  in 
dues  and  if  you  go  before  the  National  Government  and  they  ask 
you  how  many  men  you  have  got,  and  you  tell  them  you  have  got 
fifty,  they  would  not,  they  cannot  pay  any  attention  to  it;  but  if 
you  tell  them  you  have  got  twenty  thousand,  they  will.  The 
question  is  not  one  of  sympathy,  it  is  not  going  to  hurt  you. 

Just  remember,  I  am  asking  it  in  the  name  of  one  hundred 
thousand  enlisted  men ;  in  the  name  of  one  hundred  thousand  men 
who  are  asking  for  you  to  help  the  Organization,  and  in  the  name 
of  the  Organization  I  request  the  support  of  the  twenty-five  year 
bill  by  this  Encampment.  (Applause.) 

Department  Commander  : 

The  Chair  recognizes  Commander  Geo.  B.  Gamsby  of  Camp 

No.  16. 

Comrade  Gamsby,  Camp  No.  16: 

In  this  resolution  now  under  discussion  I  do  not  see  anything 
about  the  Navy,  or  the  Commanders  in  the  Navy.  I  hear  the 
United  States  Army,  but  they  have  got  about  everything.  So  I 
think  the  Navy  ought  to  be  in  the  Resolution. 

Department  Commander  : 

The  Chair  recognizes  Comrade  Watson  of  Camp  No.  85. 

Comrade  Watson,  Camp  No.  85: 

Department  Commander  and  Comrades:  For  a  number  of 
years  we  have  been  deluded  with  the  promise  of  having  a  twenty- 
five  year  retirement  bill.  With  this  promise  before  us  and  towards 
that  end  we  have  suffered  many  privations  and  we  have  lost  some 
of  the  privileges  and  prerogatives  which  we  have  heretofore 
enjoyed,  by  looking  to  the  passage  of  this  twenty-five  year  bill. 
Owing  to  the  duties  of  the  Nation  which  now  exist,  and 
the  people  who  sit  on  the  Congressional  and  also  on  the  Senate 
Committee  seem  to  have  a  very  poor  opinion  of  the  enlisted  men 
of  the  Regular  Army. 
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Vow,  this  resolution  was  drafted  as  a  concise  document,  which 
would  give  the  Legislative  Committee  something  on  which  to  work. 
We  do  not  for  one  moment  expect  this  resolution  to  pass  as  it  is 
worded,  hut  we  aim  to  point  out  the  efficiency  gained  by  different 
corporations  and  means  of  economics  to  satisfy  some  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Committee. 

Vow,  Comrades,  we  do  not  want  to  exclude  the  Marine  Corps  or 
the  Vavy.  We  do  not  want  anything  for  ourselves  that  we  are 
not  willing  to  give  to  others.  In  all  legislation  which  has  been  > 
passed  the  Marine  Corps  and  the  Navy  fared  equally  with  the 
Army  —  in  fact  service  in  either  branch  of  the  Service  is  equal 
with  the  Army  or  Vavy  or  Marine  Corps;  and  I  therefore,  move 
—  (Interrupted  by  the) 

Department  Commander  : 

There  is  a  motion  before  the  Body. 

Comrade  McCoy,  Camp  Vo.  59 : 

I  believe  some  of  the  Comrades  are  in  error.  As  I  understand 
this  resolution  which  has  just  been  read,  the  objection  is  due  to 
the  fact  of  the  monetary  consideration,  and  not  to  the  fact  of 
retirement.  The  Committee  believes,  in  its  judgment,  that  the 
matter  of  creating  a  fund  would  be  an  injustice,  by  taxing 
enlisted  men  twenty-five  cents  a  month ;  but  I  believe  there  is 
another  resolution  pending,  and  which  will  come  up  later,  and 
which  has  been  submitted  by  Camp  Vo.  100,  on  the  subject  of 
retirement. 

Department  Commander  : 

The  Chair  recognizes  Comrade  Swartwood  of  Camp  Vo.  85. 

Comrade  Swartwood,  Camp  Vo.  85: 

If  the  Comrade  had  listened  to  that  resolution  in  the  first  place 
he  would  have  observed  that  it  does  not  say  “  army,”  it  says 
“  enlisted  men.”  Does  the  Marine  Corps  consist  of  “  enlisted 
men  ”  ?  In  order  to  cover  the  whole  matter  the  words  “  enlisted 
men  ”  was  put  in ;  and  that  covers  them  all.  You  don’t  have  to 
say:  “  army  ”  ;  “  navy  ”  ;  or  “  marine  corps,”  and  that  resolution 
was  so  worded  for  just  that  very  purpose,  so  that  they  could  all 
be  combined  in  one  body. 
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As  to  the  monetary  part  of  it.  Like  the  Comrade  who  was 
already  spoken  on  this  subject;  I  preceded  him  in  the  Army  by 
about  five  years ;  this  Government  took  from  me  my  twelve  and 
and  a  half  cents  a  month  for  the  Old  Soldiers’  Home.  When  it 
becomes  time  for  me  to  retire  I  have  nothing  to  show  that  I  am 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  Soldiers’  Home.  I  must  get  out  into 
the  world,  or  otherwise  I  become  demoted  and  retired  as  a  private. 
I  have  got  to  get  out  on  about  thirty-two  dollars  a  month  retire¬ 
ment  pay.  Having  come  into  contact  with  a  great  many  men  that 
are  in  the  Service,  I  know  they  are  in  hearty  co-operation  with 
this  idea. 

There  is  on  the  Army  List  at  the  present  time  about  eighty 
thousand  men.  That  means  an  income  of  about  twenty  thousand 
dollars  a  month ;  two  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars  a  year 
—  a  sufficient  amount  to  pension  off  two  hundred  and  sixty-six 
men  at  the  rate  of  seventy-five  dollars  per  month,  leaving  a  bal¬ 
ance  of  fifty  dollars.  The  actual  retirement  at  the  present  time 
equals  about  eight  men  per  month.  In  a  little  time  this  fund 
would  be  so  large  that  we  could  not  use  the  interest  of  it,  whereby 
at  that  time  such  men’s  places  —  that  the  men  in  the  service  who 
had  died,  their  widows  and  orphans  could  be  pensioned  from  that 
fund  without  calling  on  this  Government,  which  in  all  times 
(especially  in  the  present  time),  is  seeking  for  economy.  Now, 
I  am  a  man  that  has  been  twenty-five  years  in  the  Service  at  the 
present  time,  and  I  think  I  am  able  for  ten  years  more  for  your 
Reserve.  I  feel  that  I  am  as  good  as  the  day  I  first  went  into 
the  Service. 

Now,  we  who  are  in  the  Service  are  not  asking  you  who  are 
out  of  the  Service  to  do  this.  We  are  doing  this;  and  we  are 
putting  up  our  “  quarter  ”  and  we  are  glad  to  do  it.  The  man 
who  gives  twenty-five  years  of  his  life  to  the  Government  can 
under  existing  conditions  go  out  with  thirty-two  dollars  a  month, 
but  he  is  not  going  to  have  much.  He  has  got  to  get  out  and 
hustle.  Any  man  has  got  to  get  out  and  hustle  if  he  retires  on 
thirty-two  dollars  a  month ;  and  if  he  retires  from  the  Army,  show 
me  a  corporation  that  will  give  him  a  job.  “  Take  a  Back  Seat  ” ! 
You  are  “  Down  and  Out.”  Show  me  a  man  who  will  give  him 
a  job,  other  than  with  a  pick  and  shovel.  The  cities  don’t  want 
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him  on  the  streets.  We  are  fighting  and  trying  to  get  that  which 
we  feel  we  ought  to  get  something  to  live  on.  Give  us  half  a 
show,  and  help  us  in  this  matter;  and  we  will  help  you  in  every¬ 
thing.  In  my  own  position  at  West  Point  it  is  not  like  where 
they  can  be  transferred  from  one  Post  to  another  —  they  are 
always  there,  unless  they  leave  of  their  own  volition.  We  have 
102  members  in  good  standing,  and  we  can  make  that  Camp  five 
hundred  men  considering  if  you  will  show  us  that  you  will  do 
something  for  us.  (Applause.) 

A  Comrade: 

I  can  cordially  agree  with  all  that  has  been  said  by  Comrade 
Holmes  and  Comrade  SwTartwood.  I  cannot  talk  for  the  twenty- 
five  years  part  of  it;  hut  I  want  them  to  understand  that  they 
have  the  sympathy  of  every  man  who  understands  the  question. 
I  think,  however,  that  this  resolution  is  too  drastic ;  that  the  reso¬ 
lution  involving  the  principle  expressed  by  the  last  two  speakers 
will  he  hound  to  be  non-concurred  in.  I  move —  (Interrupted 
by  the) 

Department  Commander  : 

It  has  been  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  resolution 
be  re-committed  for  consideration.

Comrade  Stobbe,  Camp  Ho.  1 : 

I  move  you,  sir,  that  we  lay  this  resolution  on  the  table  until 
the  other  resolution,  which  embodies  practically  the  same  thing, 
is  presented ;  but  which  is  not  so  drastic. 

Department  Commander  : 

It  has  been  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  this  resolution 
be  laid  on  the  table  until  after  the  reading  of  the  next  resolution. 
Agreed  to. 

Comrade  IIerrick,  Camp  Ho.  42 : 

I  move  that  the  discussion  he  limited  to  two  minutes  for  each 
individual  speaker.

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Comrade  Shinn,  Reading  Clerk,  reads : 

Colonel  Garland  1ST.  Whistler  Camp  No.  100, 
UNITED  SPANISH  WAR  VETERANS, 
Department  of  New  York. 

Port  Totten,  New  York,  June  30,  1915. 

Greeting : 

Whereas,  The  operation  of  the  present  law  for  the  creation  of 
a  trained  Army  Reserve  has  thus  far  proven  a  failure,  in  that  it 
has  only  secured  the  services  of  seventeen  men,  and  will,  when 
the  clause  transferring  these  men  who  have  served  three  or  four 
years  with  the  colors  to  the  reserves  for  a  priod  of  three  or  four 
years  provide  for  an  unpaid,  and  therefore,  to  a  certain  extent, 
an  undependable,  reserve. 

Resolved ,  That  the  plan  we  propose  is  to  allow  the  enlisted  men 
of  the  Army  any  one  of  the  three  options,  viz. : 

After  fifteen  years’  service,  to  retire  on  one-half  pay  and  allow¬ 
ances,  and  serve  with  the  reserves  for  a  period  of  fifteen  years. 

After  twenty  years’  service,  to  retire  on  two-thirds  pay  and 
allowances,  and  serve  with  the  reserves  for  a  period  of  ten  years. 

After  twenty-five  years’  service,  to  retire  on  three-fourths  pay 
and  allowances,  and  serve  with  the  reserves  for  a  period  of  five 
years. 

THE  ADVANTAGES  TO  THE  GOVERNMENT  GAINED 
BY  A  GRADED  RETIREMENT  OF  ITS  SOLDIERS. 

This  plan  will  fill  our  requirements  far  quicker,  and  with  a 
more  efficient  grade  of  men,  than  any  other  method,  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  reasons : 

Assume  a  call  to  arms  is  issued  and  we  have  only  a  reserve  of 
men  who  have  served  three  or  four  years  in  the  Army.  As  a  rule 
a  man  is  only  beginning  to  learn  to  be  a  soldier  in  that  length  of 
time.  He  has  only  advanced  to  the  eighth  grade  in  the  school 
of  the  soldier.  He  is  not  competent  to  take  charge  of  a  company 
and  assume  the  duties  of  first  sergeant,  for,  as  we  all  well  know 
the  first  sergeant  must  be  a  man  who  thoroughly  understands  the 
duties  of  a  drill  master,  a  disciplinarian,  as  well  as  having  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  various  correspondence  and  clerical 
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work  required  in  the  company  office.  Not  only  must  he  be  a 
good  judge  of  men,  but  he  must  have  the  force  of  character  and 
skill  that  will  enable  him  to  make  use  of  his  knowledge  to  obtain 
the  best  results.  Such  knowledge  and  skill  can  only  be  obtained 
after  several  years  experience  in  the  Service.  What  has  been  said 
of  first  sergeants  is  true  only  to  a  lesser  extent  of  the  other  non¬ 
commissioned  officers  of  the  company.  Without  sergeants  of 
ability  and  experience  to  assist  him  the  best  efforts  of  the  most 
competent  first  sergeant  will  be  of  little  avail.  Owdng  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  it  is  impossible  for  the  company  commander  to 
know  his  men  as  well  as  the  non-commissioned  officers  do,  and  like 
the  first  sergeant,  the  knowledge  and  experience  of  the  best 
equipped  officer  would  he  wasted  without  the  aid  of  well  trained 
non-commissioned  officers.  Even  if  he  did  know  them  and  could 
associate  with  them,  he  could  not  instruct  each  individual. 

Thus  far  we  only  mention  Non-Commissioned  Officers  of  the 
line.  There  are  other  branches  of  service,  the  Non-Commissioned 
Officers  of  which  require  a  longer  training,  to  wit :  Hospital  Corps, 
Ordnance  Corps,  Signal  Corps,  etc.,  Ordnance  Sergeants  only 
appointed  after  eight  years  in  the  Army,  including  four  years  as 
Non-Commissioned  Officers.  Quartermaster  Sergeant  from  Non- 
Commissioned  Officers  who  have  served  at  least  five  years,  three 
of  which  must  have  been  as  Non-Commissioned  Officers,  and  whose 
character  and  education  shall  fit  them  to  take  charge  of  public 
property  and  act  as  clerks  and  assistants  to  the  proper  officers  of 
the  Army  in  charge  of  public  property.  (Paragraph  95,  Army 
Regulations.)  Assuming  the  above  to  be  correct,  we  will  see  what 
advantages  are  to  be  gained  adding  such  Non-Commissioned  Offi¬ 
cers  to  a  reserve  of  partially  trained  men,  at  an  age  when  they 
would  have  attained  the  highest  military  efficiency  and  before 
their  powers  began  to  decline. 

Since  double  time  for  foreign  service  has  been  abolished  by  law, 
an  enlisted  man  must  serve  thirty  years  with  the  colors  before 
retirement.  Assuming  he  enlisted  at  the  age  of  twenty-three  which 
is  about  the  average,  and  that  he  has  served  continuously,  which 
very  few  men  do,  he  will  be  fifty-three  years  old  at  retirement,  he 
has  lived  an  unnatural  life,  having  been  isolated  and  separated 
from  all  social  intercourse,  and,  owing  to  the  exigencies  of  the 
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service,  he  must  remain  in  single  state,  the  consequence  of  which 
is,  that  at  the  age  of  fifty-three  he  is  an  old  man,  morbid  in  habits 
and  very  frequently  in  mind.  This  is  not  applicable  in  its  entirety 
to  the  Non-Commissioned  Officers  of  the  Staff,  who  are  provided 
with  separate,  quarters,  but  only  to  enlisted  men  of  the  line. 
If  we  release  this  man  after  fifteen  or  twenty  years’  serv¬ 
ice  with  the  colors,  allowing  him  a  compensation  from  the  Govern¬ 
ment  that  would  at  least  keep  him  from  actual  want,  he  will  still 
be  young  and  active  enough  to  engage  in  some  occupation  that 
would  materially  aid  him  and  would  make  him  independent.  At 
the  same  time  the  Government  would  at  all  times  have  qualified 
men,  perfectly  trained  in  military  matters,  and  they  could  call 
upon  these  men  at  any  time,  knowing  that  they  could  place  them 
in  any  position  of  trust  and  feel  assured  that  they  would  be  capable 
of  performing  any  duty  required  of  them.  For  instance,  after 
war  is  declared,  a  regiment  of  volunteers  or  of  the  reserves  now 
provided  by  law,  is  to  be  formed  in  a  certain  district.  Every  man 
in  that  district  who  has  been  retired  and  placed  on  the  reserve  list, 
is  ordered  to  report  to  the  Colonel  for  duty.  The  Colonel  imme¬ 
diately  has  a  complete  Non-Commissioned  Staff,  a  First  Sergeant 
and  Quartermaster  Sergeant  for  each  company,  and  Non-Commis¬ 
sioned  Officers  to  fill  the  higher  grades  in  each  company.  And  all 
are  trained  men,  each  one  knowing  his  duty  from  the  moment  he 
reports.  Sergeant  Jones,  retired  from  the  Hospital  Corps,  is 
ordered  to  report  to  the  iMedical  Officer ;  Sergeant  Whine,  retired 
after  twenty  years’  service,  is,  on  account  of  his  age,  ordered  to 
report  to  the  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Quartermaster  depot ;  Ord¬ 
nance  Sergeant  Black,  a  twenty-five  years  man,  is  ordered  to  an 
Ordnance  Depot ;  Quartermaster  Sergeant  Smith,  a  fifteen  year 
man  and  active,  is  ordered  to  duty  on  a  transport  or  to  the  field. 
Every  one  of  these  men  are  trained  specialists  and  their  services 
would  be  invaluable  to  the  Government  in  time  of  war.  But  they 
could  also  be  detailed  for  duty  with  the  organized  militia  in  time 
of  peace,  and  without  any  extra  compensation,  thus  saving  thou¬ 
sands  of  dollars  besides  contributing  to  the  efficiency  of  these 
organizations.  The  Government  would  have  more  instructors  than 
at  present,  and  without  cripping  the  regular  service.  Military 
schools  and  colleges  could  also  have  the  services  of  these  men  and 
the  benefit  of  their  experience. 
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The  interests  of  the  service  demand  a  reserve  for  the  protection 
of  the  country,  and  such  reserve,  to  be  of  any  use  in  case  of  emer¬ 
gency,  must  have  a  nucleus  of  well-trained  Non-Commissioned 
Officers  to  hurriedly  get  them  in  shape  for  service  in  the  field. 
Such  well-trained  Non-Commissioned  Officers  cannot  be  obtained 
from  the  reserves  that  are  now  provided  for  by  law.  A  graded 
retirement,  such  as  we  propose,  would,  in  the  course  of  a  few  years, 
provide  15,000  or  20,000  men,  who  would  form  the  backbone  of 
an  Army  of  a  quarter  of  a  million  men,  partially  trained,  and 
without  weakening  the  regular  service  by  taking  men  from  it. 
The  value  of  such  a  body  of  men  to  the  country  would  he  incal¬ 
culable,  and  decrease  to  a  large  extent  the  necessity  of  maintain¬ 
ing  a  large  standing  Army. 

To  show  by  comparison  the  expense  incurred  by  this  plan,  we 
will  suppose  that  it  is  desired  to  double  the  strength  of  the  stand¬ 
ing  Army  which  is  at  present  about  ninety  thousand  men.  The 
appropriation  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was  about  ninety-four  mil¬ 
lion  dollars,  which  included  pay,  building  and  everything  except 
fortifications  and  West  Point,  for  which  separate  appropriations 
are  made.  It  will  readily  be  seen  that  it  would  require  at  least 
$200,000,000  to  add  another  90,000  men  to  the  strength.  On  the 
other  hand  $94,000,000  would  maintain  a  reserve  of  170,000  First 
Sergeants  retired  with  sixteen  years’  service.  Twenty  thousand 
men  with  sixteen  years’  service  and  retired  to  the  reserves,  could 
be  maintained  for  less  than  $10,000,000  annually,  and  credited  to 
this  amount  should  be  the  savings  incurred  through  the  services  of 
these  men  as  instructors  in  National  Guard  Organizations,  schools 
and  colleges,  besides  taking  into  some  consideration  the  savings 
incurred  by  keeping  down  the  strength  of  the  standing  Army. 

We  could  fill  volumes  with  arguments  in  favor  of  this  plan,  hut 
believe  that  we  have  presented  enough  to  show  its  advantages  to 
the  enlisted  men,  the  War  Department  and  to  the  Country.

Comrade  Davis,  Camp  No.  43 : 

The  Committee  respectfully  recommends  that  this  plan  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  National  Encampment  for  consideration,  with  the 
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suggestion  that  it  be  made  a  subject  of  conference  with  Federal 
Officials. 

Comrade  Swart  wood,  Camp  No.  85 : 

I  have  an  objection.  That  bill  as  drafted,  puts  the  men  out  at 
different  stages.  The  other  bill  does  not.  The  other  bill  puts 
them  out  at  one  stage.  The  other  bill  leaves  it  discretionary  with 
the  Government  as  to  the  amount  of  money  they  shall  pay  the  men. 
The  other  bill  makes  it  compulsory  that  the  Government  shall  pay 
the  men  seventy-five  dollars  per  month.  For  that  reason,  I  do 
not  agree  with  the  action  or  recommendation  of  the  Committee. 

Comrade  Richards,  Camp  No.  92 : 

When  I  heard  this  first  resolution  on  the  amount  of  seventy-five 
dollars,  I  thought  it  was  wrong ;  but  now  I  have  changed  my  mind. 
I  will  recite  my  own  experience  in  the  case  of  the  Civil  Service 
of  the  City  of  New  York.  There  each  grade  and  each  promotion 
carries  with  it  to  the  incumbent  the  assurance  that  a  certain  sum 
is  his  salary.  On  his  retirement  he  is  retired  on  half  of  that. 

My  experience  is  that  when  I  was  in  the  National  Guard  I  was 
taken  down  with  typhoid  and  sent  back  from  Chickamauga.  I 
was  called  up  and  asked :  “  Richards,  do  you  want  to  he  discharged 
from  the  Service  ”  ?  “  You  will  have  to  go  before  the  Board  of 

Surgeons  ”.  They  handed  me  my  discharge  from  the  Service  and 
reduced  me  to  the  ranks  for  continuance  illness.  Therefore,  if 
the  salaries  are  to  be  continued  according  to  the  grade,  there  is 
nothing  to  prevent  me  from  being  reduced  to  the  ranks  and  retired 
on  a  small  pension.  I  think  it  is  just  that  it  should  be  fixed,  so 
that  where  a  man  can  be  promoted  and  demoted,  his  pension  should 
he  on  one  level ;  and  I  hope  that  the  seventy-five  dollars  per  month 
will  be  carried,  for  that  reason,  in  my  own  case,  should  I  ever 
receive  a  retirement. 

Department  Commander  : 

I  am  going  to  ask  that  all  the  Comrades  who  rise  to  speak  on 
these  various  resolutions  will  please  limit  their  remarks  to  as  few 
minutes  as  possible.  We  have  a  lot  of  business  before  us  yet. 

Comrade  Holmes,  Camp  No.  100 : 

I  have  just  heard  the  word  “  Justice/’  and  I  have  yet  (in  the 
United  States  Service),  to  see  where  an  enlisted  man  received 
Justice ,  if  he  stood  on  his  own  feet! 
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Here  is  a  Comrade  said  the  United  States  Army  Officer  reduced 
him  when  he  left  the  Service.  I  have  never  seen  that  happen  in 
my  whole  thirty  years  of  service;  and  I  asked  this  because  we 
have  many  men  in  the  army  to-day  who  have  fifteen  years  service 
to  their  credit,  and  they  are  better  citizens  and  better  soldiers,  in 
case  the  Army  needs  them,  in  case  the  authorities  call  them  they 
can  go  hack  and  form  the  nucleus  in  case  of  war.  I  never  knew 
of  but  one  man  who  had  to  go  out  as  a  private;  he  had  $15,000 
of  his  own,  and  he  did  not  want  to  he  retired  on  a  pension.  The 
question  of  justice  does  not  come  in  —  it  has  no  application. 
The  only  thing  that  justice  has  application  to  is  that  we  require 
retirement.  It  is  better  for  many  a  man  to  retire  after  twenty 
years’  service.  If  he  has  to  stay  thirty  years  he  is  only  keeping 
a  better  man  out.  If  he  goes  out  in  twenty  years  he  can  go  out 
and  live  and  get  enough  from  the  Government  that  he  would  not 
be  poverty  stricken. 

How,  I  ask  that  this  resolution  presented  by  Camp  Ho.  100  be 
accepted.  Do  you  realize  that  on  the  retired  list  of  the  Army, 
if  one  Lieutenant-General  retired,  his  pay  would  be  sufficient  to 
support  447  privates  at  their  highest  rate  of  pay  —  at  their 
highest  rate  of  pay.  They  tell  you  that  we  must  do  so  and  so. 
The  law  is  always  fixed  as  to  what  he  shall  get  a  after  thirty 
years.”  We  are  asking  that  it  shall  be  fixed  for  “  ten  years  ”  as 
well.  The  Lieutenant-General  retired  would  get  almost  equal 
to  that  of  500  privates. 

I  ask  for  the  support  of  this  graded  retirement  law  —  I  do  not 
ash  it.  Comrades,  I  demand  it  in  the  name  of  our  order. 

Comrade  Rosenberg,  Camp  No.  59 : 

I  move  the  previous  question.” 

Department  Commander  : 

The  previous  question  has  been  called  for.  On  being  put,  the 
motion  to  nonconcur  in  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  was 
negatived. 

Referred  to  the  National  Encampment. 

Department  Commander  : 

Before  we  proceed  any  further  we  will  resume  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Credentials.  The  reading  of  this  report  will 
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consist  of  the  reading  of  the  first  and  the  last  names  of  each  group 
or  Camp,  and  the  total  number  of  Delegates.  Is  there  any  objec¬ 
tion  to  that  course? 

Comrade  McCoy,  Camp  No.  59: 

Department  Commander :  I  move  you,  sir,  that  the  report  of 
the  Credentials  Committee  he  accepted  as  the  rule  of  this 
Encampment. 

Comrade  King: 

I  second  that  motion,  and  that  the  report  he  the  rule  of  this 
Encampment.

In  presenting  to  you,  gentlemen,  my  appreciation  for  the  vote 
of  thanks  extended,  I  wish  now  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  services  rendered  by  the  individual  members  of  this  Com¬ 
mittee;  and  also  by  Comrade  Garrett  V.  Johnson  of  Camp  Ho. 
11,  who  assisted  in  bringing  up  the  resolutions.  (Applause.)

Comrade  Coon,  Camp  No.  31 :

Speech  of  Comrade  Edward  H.  White,  Past  Judge- Advocate- 
General,  National  Chief  of  Staff,  National  Recruiting 
Officer,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  at  the  Twelfth 
Annual  Encampment,  Department  of  New  York,  at 
Utica,  New  York,  July  6,  A.  D.  1915 

Comrade  Department  Commander,  Comrades  and  Shipmates: 
It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  at  any  time  to  be  privileged  to  meet  and 
fraternize  with  the  membership  of  the  great  Department  of  New 
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York.  It  is  an  added  pleasure,  as  I  have  heretofore  stated,  and 
a  privilege  that  rarely  comes  to  one  to  be  permitted  to  represent 
the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans 
at  an  Encampment  of  the  dignity  and  magnitude  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Yew  York. 

On  the  fourth  of  this  month,  I  received  from  your  Commander- 
.  in-Chief  a  telegram  as  follows  : 

“You  are  directed  to  proceed  to  Utica  to  represent  the 
Commander-in-Chief  at  the  Twelfth  Annual  Department 
Encampment,  Department  of  Yew  York.  Order  follows.” 

And  I  learned  on  passing  through  National  Headquarters  on  the 
fifth  instant  that  your  Department  Commander  received  from  the 
Adjutant-General  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  this  telegram: 

“  National  Headquarters  has  detailed  Edward  H.  White 
as  a  compliment  to  your  Department  to  represent  the  Com¬ 
mander-in-Chief,  and  wishes  through  him  to  thank  you  and 
your  administration  for  loyal  support. 

“Major  Cramer  looks  upon  the  Department  of  New  York 
as  an  ideal  Department  and  felicitates  you  and  your  Com¬ 
rades  upon  the  excellent  results  accomplished.” 

I  happen  to  he  a  humble  member  of  the  official  family  of  the 
Commander-in-Chief ;  and  through  my  being  honored  in  this 
behalf  (and  let  me  add,  by  way  of  digression,  that  while  person¬ 
ally  your  Commander-in-Chief  is  but  one,  officially,  he  is  loyal 
and  legion),  it  falls  to  me  to  say  a  few  words  to  you.  Had  I  been 
called  upon  to  address  you  on  yesterday,  I  must  admit  that  I  was 
then  prepared  to  talk  to  you,  I  had  a  speech  ready.  All  yesterday 
afternoon  and  last  night  in  various  recesses  of  the  hotel  and  in 
this  magnificent  Armory,  I  heard  various  strange  sounds  and  argu¬ 
ments,  political  and  otherwise.  In  the  Windy  City  on  the  Lakes 
(Chicago),  where  I  belong,  and  where  we  sometimes  dabble  in 
things  political,  I  had  assumed  I  knew  something  of  politics. 
(Laughter.)  I  am  frank  now  to  admit  here,  as  I  have  listened 
to  many  of  the  Comrades,  that  I  didn't  know  a  thing  about  politics 
until  I  got  here,  and  to-day  I  am  about  to  leave  this  beautiful  City 
of  Utica,  not  a  politician  in  the  ordinary  acceptance  of  the  term, 
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but  as  a  statesman!  And  I  hope  to  take  back  some  of  the  wisdom 
that  has  been  absorbed,  if  you  please,  from  oraculous  speeches  and 
observations  among  other  methods  to  my  Comrades,  upon  the 
verdant  prairies  of  the  great  State  of  Illinois,  that  we  may  benefit 
from  the  lessons  here  manifested. 

Comrades,  this  Nation  of  ours  is  a  great  nation.  It  is  a  whole¬ 
some  nation.  It  is  big.  It  is  magnanimous.  We  are  different 
from  all  other  nations.  We  are  protected  by  the  hand  of  God, 
and  so  situated  geographically  that  wre  are  in  fact  and  in  deed 
independent.  In  this  country  we  do  not  have  kings  and  poten¬ 
tates  ruling  by  reason  of  blue  blood  or  of  some  particular  lineage. 
We,  by  reason  of  the  foundation  of  our  Government,  all  are  kings, 
all  are  rulers ;  and  therefore,  because  of  our  spontaneous  unanim¬ 
ity  of  action  and  the  good  that  we  do  and  can  do  we  have  not 
time  possibly  to  run  through  this  line  of  blue  blood  and  perfect 
the  many  ideas  or  systems  now  concerning  the  nations  of  the 
Old  World.  We  do  not  have  time  to  perfect  the  systems  that 
they  had.  Tomorrow  we  have  a  new  Secretary  of  State  —  or 
War  —  of  the  Interior !  Or,  we  have  an  entirely  new  administra- 
tion.  One  of  our  statesmen  desires  a  policy,  “  grape  juice;” 
another  desires  a  larger  Army  and  Navy,  wfiile  still  another 
desires  something  else,  and  so  on ;  so  that  we  are  different. 

The  members  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  and  the 
veterans  of  the  Spanish- American  War  are  at  all  times  before  us. 
Opportunity,  they  say,  knocks  but  once !  I  wonder  does  it  not 
behoove  us,  therefore,  to  take  advantage  of  opportunity  and  lay 
out,  if  you  please,  a  definite  policy  of  Government,  particularly 
with  regard  to  our  Army  and  Navy  affairs?  I  do  not  believe 
that  the  people  of  the  United  States  of  America  will  encourage  a 
large  army  or  a  large  navy;  and  I  do  not  believe  that  we  can 
have  them  by  advertising  pretty  pictures  on  sign-boards,  as  for 
instance:  An  officer  dressed  up  in  a  natty  uniform,  if  you  please, 
sitting  under  a  palm  or  cocoanut  tree,  drinking  his  juleps  in  the 
tropics  or  elsewhere.  I  think  wTe  must  be  more  practical.  The 
men  of  this  country  are  almost  wholly  engaged  and  engrossed  in 
civil  pursuits  —  too  much  so  to  give  up  their  all  for  the  military 
side  of  life;  and  I  do  not  think  that  you  can  enlist  a  great  army 
(unless  in  times  of  peril),  to  trot  around  the  world  “  to  see  the 
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country  ”  for  the  mere  pittance  of  some  thirteen  dollars  per 
month.  The  soldiers  of  this  country  never  have  been  in  reality  a 
paid  army.  In  the  hour  of  peril  or  of  danger  to  our  country, 
all  Americans  flock  to  the  standard  of  patriotism.  They  do  not 
care  for  pay  or  riches.  Money  is  no  object.  There  is  no  mer¬ 
cenary  object;  and  they  do  not  hire  out  in  the  sense  of  hiring 
out  for  labor;  but  they  enlist  on  principle.  And  under  our  system 
of  government,  we  are  dependent  almost  entirely  upon  the  volun¬ 
teer  army  to  augment  our  regular  establishment;  our  country  is 
too  large  and  opportunities  in  civil  pursuits  are  too  great  for 
men  to  give  of  their  time  and  labor  to  permit  them  to  enter  the 
soldiery  as  a  business,  at  least  in  great  numbers.  And  there  are 
many  lessons,  Comrades  and  'Shipmates,  we  can  take  from  the 
European  situation.  If  we  look  over  Belgium  with  her  fields 
devastated  and  laid  barren  and  waste  and  her  cities  destroyed 
one  after  the  other,  by  shot  and  shell,  it  brings  home  to  us  veteran 
soldiers,  one  thought:  The  absolute  need  of  a  proper  preparedness. 

I  read  the  pastoral  letter  of  his  Excellency  (Cardinal)  Mercier 
of  Belgium,  wherein  he  spoke  of  his  flock  as  being  helpless,  home¬ 
less,  wandering  away;  and  the  good  women  —  mothers  if  you 
please,  being  delivered  of  their  offspring  on  the  sides  of  the  road ! 
Where  there  was  nothing  to  eat !  Where  they  were  going  along 
the  roadways  half  covered  with  mud,  grasping  any  child  to  their 
bosom,  and  eating  the  putrid  food  as  they  picked  it  up  off  the 

streets!  An  awful  scene,  I  warrant!  It  brings  home  the  thought 

» 

that  “  Peace  with  Honor’7  is  a  mighty  good  thing  to  consider: 
and  when  we  see  nations  going  along  with  the  proverbial  u  Chin 
on  their  shoulder  ”  asking  for  war,  let  us  say,  “  Yes,  war  with 
honor,  if  necessary,  rather  than  war  without  honor.”  (Applause.) 

Permit  me  to  invite  your  attention  to  some  of  the  things  that 
men  learn  from  the  European  Nations  and  to  what  may  be  done 
in  this  Nation  of  ours,  and  let  me  sav  here  that  for  many  of  the 
ideas  bv  me  expressed  upon  this  occasion,  I  am  indebted  to  the 
Hon.  Joseph  Meeker,  M.  C.,  of  Missouri,  whom  I  recently 
heard  in  one  of  our  northern  States.  There  is  hardly  a  man  who 
has  viewed  the  workings  of  the  army  of  Europe  who  will  not  con¬ 
cede,  so  far  as  fighting  forces  are  concerned  and  the  fighting 
machine  as  such,  that  Germany  has  the  best  army  in  the  world, 
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because  every  man  in  Germany  is  a  trained  soldier,  because  he  is 
an  educated  man  and  feels  obligated  to  the  Government  for  his 
training  and  education  and  a  system  like  the  German  method 
seems  a  practical  plan  for  this  country.  We  should  build  and 
maintain  a  larger  manufactory  for  our  guns;  a  large  store  of 
accoutrements  and  equipment  must  be  ready  at  all  times  for 
immediate  use.  These  guns  will  be  of  little  practical  use  in  the 
first  six  months  of  any  war,  for  the  men  who  are  called  upon  to 
serve  them  do  not  know  them. 

These  steps  are  possible  and  it  is  a  big  task  and  worth  while. 
Through  our  State  Universities  and  our  statesmen,  is  it  not  pos¬ 
sible  for  us  to  so  enlarge  the  scope?  It  is  a  gigantic  task,  but 
surely  this  great  well-thinking  Nation  of  ours  should  be  able,  so 
far  as  finances  are  concerned,  to  do  anything  that  any  other  nation 
can  do. 

Germany  maintains  her  army  at  the  lowest  possible  per  capita 
of  any  nation  in  Europe.  She  does  so  because  her  soldiers  and 
her  army  are  composed  of  the  mechanics,  the  farmers,  the  shop¬ 
men,  the  merchants,  the  store  keepers  of  the  Nation,  except  when 
they  are  actually  at  war,  and  but  a  small  percentage  of  that  Army 
is  in  the  field.  Is  it  not  possible  and  feasible  that  we  should 
develop  in  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Connecticut  and  every  other 
State  in  the  Union,  a  system  of  States  and  national  co-operation, 
that  will  go  this  far,  that  the  State  of  New  York  and  the  United 
States  can  say  to  every  able-bodied  boy:  “  We  will  take  you  at 
the  age  of  sixteen  or  seventeen  years,  if  you  have  had  a  common 
school  education,  we  will  take  you  for  one  year  and  during  that 
one  year,  we  will  do  at  least  two  things  for  you.  We  will  give 
you  special  training  in  the  army  and  we  will  give  you  one  year 
or  more  of  special  preparation  for  some  vocation  in  life  for  which 
you  may  be  fitted.  If  you  choose  to  be  a  farmer,  we  will  give  you 
a  year  of  agricultural  training,  or  one  year  or  more  of  training  in 
any  line  of  work  that  you  want  to  take  up  and  what  you  are  fitted 
for/’  And  to  men  of  other  nations:  “  If  you  will  learn  to  use 
arms  and  learn  to  drill  and  master  the  simple  rudiments  of  the 
army  and  naval  forces,  we  will  give  you  at  the  same  time  an 
equipment  and  education  for  the  greater  war  of  peace  that  will 
better  your  chances  in  the  wrorld  than  you  could  hope  to  obtain 
otherwise.  This  seems  practical.  It  has  been  observed  that  men 
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who  have  graduated  from  the  military  academy  at  West  Point  or 
from  our  military  colleges  and  academies  where  military  discipline 
and  drill  is  part  of  the  daily  work,  when  entering  into  the  work 
of  life  are  stalwart  rugged  fellows  and  honorable  who  succeed  in 
business  and  it  is  further  noted  that  you  seldom  if  ever  find  a 
hoy  who  has  attended  a  military  academy  who  fails  to  make  good 
in  business. 

Boys  trained  for  army  work  profit  by  that  advantage  in  their 
business  life  and  they  are  better  equipped  because  of  the  military 
training  for  their  civil  vocations  in  time  of  peace. 

The  more  we  consider  this  proposition  the  more  we  realize  the 
benefit  of  that  sort  of  an  intellectual  equipment  to  the  citizenship 
generally,  to1  the  country,  for  the  work  necessary  to  do  at  home. 

One  of  the  most  trying  situations  that  we  contend  with  is  that 
of  correct  solution  of  the  popularly  termed  pension  system  of  our 
government.  Congressman  Meeker  wished  that  the  word  “  pension 
was  knocked  out  of  the  vocabulary  ”  because  of  his  great  dislike 
for  it,  and  the  further  fact  that  no  man  likes  to  be  a  pensioner 
because  by  pension  is  meant  a  gratuity,  something  unearned  —  a 
mere  gift,  probably. 

This  great  Government  of  ours  should  say  to  every  American 
man  before  going  to  war,  that  the  man  who  enters  its  military  or 
naval  service,  the  United  States  of  America  underwrites  that  man. 
The  citizen  who  leaves  his  office  or  farm  or  factory  in  times  of 
danger  ‘while  others  remain  at  home  should  be  assured  by  the 
Government,  because  of  the  voluntary  offering  and  the  self-denial 
of  the  opportunities  of  business  and  the  risk  and  loss  of  health 
that  their  future  impaired  physical  or  mental  being  or  probably 
both  shall  not  work  to  their  disadvantage  ;  that  because  of  their 
respective  physical  incapacities  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  go  to 
Congress  at  their  own  expense  to  seek  charity  or  urge  as  a  matter 
of  charity  that  the  widows  and  orphans  of  its  soldiers  be  furnished 
the  necessaries  of  life,  etc.  It  is  therefore  urged  that  all  talking 
and  gossiping  about  pensions  cease  and  that  every  one,  whether 
veteran  soldiers  or  not,  immediately  advocate  the  policy  of  an 
underwriting  of  the  American  soldier  or  sailor  in  which  manner 
the  very  business  sense  of  the  citizenry  of  the  Nation  may  be 
obtained.  This  proposition  should  bring  about  the  successful  con- 
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tinuation  of  tlie  work  of  our  army  and  navy  such  as  never  before 
experienced. 

From  the  earliest  history,  was  there  ever  a  man  who  volunteered 
to  serve  in  the  American  army  who  inquired  or  cared  about  the 
salary  he  would  receive  for  such  services?  Only  men  who  hire 
themselves  out  to  the  government  trifle  over  pay  and  emoluments 
during  a  crisis  and  armies  have  been  engaged  in  war  not  for 
mercenary  motives.  On  the  contrary  they  have  gone  into  the 
fray  because  of  principle,  and  men  fighting  for  principle  do  not 
talk  wages. 

There  are  many  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  soldiers  in 
this  country  who  are  in  actual  want  for  the  necessaries  of  life 
because  of  the  fact  that  the  United  States  of  America  has  not  been 
on  a  sound  business  basis  as  suggested  either  prior  or  subsequent 
to  the  Civil  War  and  who  should  he  the  recipients  of  just  com¬ 
pensation  commonly  termed  pension. 

In  the  industrial  insurance  world  an  insurance  company  says 
to  a  prospective,  “  If  you  will  pay  us  a  premium  of  a  certain 
number  of  dollars  per  year,  we  will  take  chances  on  the  length 
of  time  you  will  live,  and  if  you  continue  to  pay  us  that  amount 
at  any  time  within  the  time  limit  fixed  upon  your  life,  we  will 
pay  your  family  so  much  money  a  year  for  a  period  of  years,”  or 
some  other  like  proposition.  This  is  sound  business  sense. 

The  Government  can  accomplish  the  identical  results  by  estab¬ 
lishing  stiuplated  funds  on  a  similar  basis,  and  why  not  ?  Since 
1776  we  have  experienced  probably  twenty  years  of  Avar  and  one 
hundred  years  of  peace.  Our  nation  can  out  of  its  greatest  relief 
funds  and  its  unlimited  producing  power  and  untold  strength  set 
aside  a  sinking  fund  to  be  used  specifically  for  the  purpose  of 
underwriting  the  soldier  or  sailor  so  that  Avhen  he  kisses  his  wife 
or  sweetheart  goodbye  he  would  have  no  occasion  for  uneasiness 
or  worry  concerning  his  mother’s,  his  wife’s  or  his  sisters’  care,  all 
of  Avhich  would  be  provided  for  before  he  engaged  in  the  pro- 
carious  business. 

“  Patriotism  is  a  fine  subject  on  the  fourth  of  July.  It  is  like 
charity  in  the  churches.  We  talk  of  brotherly  love  and  charity 
when  somebodv  dies  and  leaves  a  widow  and  from  two  to  ten 
children,  and  instead  of  providing  for  them,  we  tell  the  sister  to 
trust  in  the  Lord.  We  arise  and  sing  that  Jesus  paid  it  all.” 
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Our  Government  has  no  more  right  to  require  a  man  to  risk 
his  life  and  family  for  the  preservation  of  this  Nation  without 
granting  him  the  necessaries  for  his  family  than  has  any  other 
entity  without  providing  necessary  and  material  protection. 

Another  proposition  has  been  submitted  to  us,  and  that  is  that 
the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  is  the  first  National  soldiers 
and  sailors’  organization  we  have  had  since  the  War  of  1812.  We 
have  as  members  the  veteran  soldiers  who  were  engaged  in  war 
during  the  years  1861-65,  and  in  the  southland  we  have  soldiers 
who  wear  the  other  uniform  and  they  strew  the  flowers  with  the 
same  loving  sympathy  and  tenderness  that  the  men  of  the  north 
do.  The  older  survivors  have  an  equal  regard  for  one  another  but 
are  too  old  and  cannot  easily  get  together.  The  boys  of  the  Spanish- 
American  War;  the  Philippine  Insurrection  and  the  Chinese 
Boxer  Uprising,  whether  of  New  York,  of  Ohio  or  of  Illinois  can 
get  together  and  clasp  hands  with  the  boys  of  Virginia  and  Ten¬ 
nessee  and  a  national  movement  must  have  a  national  organization. 
The  men  of  the  United  Spanish  War  veterans  possess  the  quality 
and  capacity  and  if  the  necessary  effort  is  agreed  upon  to  promote 
some  definite,  practical,  specific  problem,  such  probably  as  has 
been  suggested,  little  difficulty  will  be  encountered  in  enlisting  the 
sympathies  and  aid  of  Congress. 

If  the  membership  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  can 
gather  into  its  fold  a  great  majority  of  the  veteran  soldiers  of  the 
Spanish- American  War  and  will  stick  together,  one  for  all  and 
all  for  one,  it  will  assert  an  honesty  of  purpose  and  a  continuity 
of  action  in  acquiring  that  honorable  purpose  and  wEen  it  is  time 
for  the  selection  of  a  Secretary  of  War,  a  man  will  be  selected 
who  probably  saw  a  gun  at  some  time  in  his  life,  while  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Navy  will  be  a  man  who  probably  knows  how  to  swim, 
and  so  on.  (Applause.) 

Your  Commander-in-Chief,  Comrades,  in  the  beginning  of  his 
tour  of  office  and  of  duty  sent  word  broadcast  throughout  the 
various  departments  that  he  wanted  to  increase  our  Organization 
to  one  hundred  thousand  members, —  to  one  hundred  thousand 
members,  minimum.  To  that  end  we  have  been  fortunately  blessed 
by  the  sterling  assistance  and  willingness  to  help  at  all  times  by 
such  men  as  your  present  Department  Commander,  Comrade 
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Jones;  and  he  (the  Commander-in-Chief)  was  much  encouraged 
by  the  enthusiasm  with  which  such  men  as  your  Department 
Commander  got  behind  him  and  labored  to  make  that  effort  a 
success. 

Heretofore  in  this  Organization  the  office  of  Chief-of-Staff  has 
been  a  sort  of  sinecure.  There  has  not  been  much  opportunity 
apparently  to  do  anything  —  and  the  occupants  of  that  office 
probably  did  less!  Here  and  there  a  Chief-of-Staff  was  called 
upon  at  some  little  dinner  or  other  social  function  to  say  a  word 
or  two1  and  then  recalled  to  some  distant  and  remote  part  of  the 
country.  This  year  the  new  Commander-in-Chief  in  carrying 
out  his  program  assigned  your  Chief-of-Staff  to  the  office  of 
National  Recruiting  Officer,  so-called.  Assistants  were  also 
appointed  who  were  in  turn  called  Deputy  National  Recruiting 
Officers.  Your  Chief-of-Staff  has  kept  in  direct  touch  with  all 
these  Deputies  and  the  membership  throughout  the  country;  and 
in  that  manner  has  been  able  to  systematically  organize  a  Recruit¬ 
ing  Bureau.  In  that  manner  we  have  thus  far,  according  to  reports 
recently  received  from  Cleveland,  succeeding  in  increasing  our 
membership  materially.  (Applause.)  The  honor  therefore  is 
sufficient  for  all.  The  aid  that  has  been  furnished  by  this  Depart- 
ment  and  by  your  Department  Commander  and  through  him  to 
the  National  Chief-of-Staff  in  his  endeavors  in  this  regard  — 
mind  you,  no  one  is  compensated  for  his  work  —  is  sufficient  for 
all.  And  as  National  Chief-of-Staff  in  charge  of  this  work,  I 
desire  to  felicitate  and  thank  the  membership  individually. 

I  would  like  personally  to  meet  the  Comrades  who  have  in  any 
way  assisted  in  this  work,  and  to  congratulate  them  for  the  good 
and  noble  work  that  they  have  accomplished. 

Comrades,  we  are  met  here  in  this  Encampment  —  from  all 
parts  of  the  Nation ;  sacrificing  probably  the  things  of  home,  so 
dear ;  our  business,  financial  and  all  other  interests,  and  all  imbued 
with  the  same  ideals  —  with  the  same  interests  today  for  our 
fellowmen.  We  are  all  guided  by  the  three  essential  principles 
of  our  Organization:  Fidelity,  Patriotism  and  Humanity. 

When  we  gather  in  conventions  of  this  kind,  sometimes  those 
in  charge,  each  interested  and  sincere  in  their  convictions  and 
thoughts,  seem  to  almost  at  times  be  carried  away  from  the  great 
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and  noble  work  for  which  we  are  assembled.  Let  ns  then  away 
with  all  but  the  true  Comradely  spirit  and  part  as  men  siiould. 

At  this  time,  I  must  congratulate  you  for  the  able  manner  in 
which  your  business  has  been  conducted.  In  addition  to  the 
statesmanship  manifested  and  the  executive  and  administrative 
ability  of  your  Department  Commander  at  all  times  apparent, 
his  calmness  and  even  temper  would  do  credit  to  a  Joe  Cannon 
or  a  Champ  Clark.  Let  us  then,  Comrades  and  Shipmates,  forget 
all  that  has  transpired,  at  least  all  the  unpleasant  things.  Let  us 
take  our  Comrade  by  the  arm  regardless  of  how  or  for  whom  we 
vote;  and  let  us  say:  “  Well,  I  was  on  the  opposite  side,  Bill, 
but  you  beat  me,  and  I  am  with  you.”  (Applause.) 

In  conclusion,  I  want  to  thank  you,  Comrade  Department  Com¬ 
mander  Jones,  for  the  many  courtesies  extended  to  me,  and  in 
the  name  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  I  desire  to  again  thank  you, 
sir,  and  through  you  the  entire  Department  of  Hew  York  for  the 
many  and  valued  courtesies  extended  to  me  personally  during  my 
sojourn  in  your  city.  If  there  is  anything  that  I  can  do  at  any 
time  in  the  interest  of  the  Organization  and  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Department  of  Hew  York,  drop  me  a  line  to  Fort  Dearborn 
Building,  Chicago,  Ill.,  and  I  will  always  be  at  your  service. 
(Applause.) 

Department  Commander  : 

Comrade  Chief  of  Staff :  On  behalf  of  my  Comrades  in  the 
Department  of  Hew  York,  I  want  to  express  to  you  our  heart-felt 
thanks  for  the  kind  words  you  have  uttered  here  today;  and  I 
want  to  assure  you  also  that  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  the 
Department  of  Hew  York  will  be  loyal  to  the  Hational  Adminis¬ 
tration,  and  no  matter  who  the  incumbent  in  office  may  be,  he  will 
receive  the  same  support  as  the  present  Commander-in-Chief 
receives.  ( Applause. )

The  next  order  of  business  is  the  submitting  of  the  report  by 
the  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  Civil  Service 
Association. 

Comrade  Rigney,  Camp  No.  4: 

Department  Commander  and  Comrades:  I  was  appointed  as 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Three  to  investigate  the  matter 
of  the  Civil  Service  Association,  particularly  in  connection  with 
the  manner  in  which  certain  funds  have  been  disbursed. 

I  find  that  the  Civil  Service  Association  is  organized  for  a 
specific  purpose.  That  purpose  was  :  To  'protect  the  Civil  Serv¬ 
ice  employees  in  our  organization. 

I  also  find  that  when  the  Preferential  Legislation  came  up  last 
year,  the  Department  of  New  York  was  lacking  in  sufficient  funds 
to  properly  conduct  a  satisfactory  campaign.  The  Civil  Service 
Association  volunteered  to  assist  in  raising  funds  for  that  pur¬ 
pose.  They  conducted  a  Theatre  Party ;  also  a  Monthly  Euchre ; 
and  the  Ladies’  Auxiliarv  also  assisted  in  contributions  of  funds 

t / 

for  that  purpose. 

The  Civil  Service  Association  did,  however,  use  the  funds 
obtained  from  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary ;  from  the  Theatre  Party ; 
and  from  the  Euchre.  They  were  used  without  authority,  but 
they  were  used  because  it  was  necessary  that  funds  be  disbursed 
hurriedly.  There  was  no  time  in  which  to  consult  us  or  to  per¬ 
mit  of  any  lengthy  method  of  disbursing  these  funds.  The  funds 
were  used  for  legitimate  purposes  in  furthering  our  legislative 
program.  The  bills  were  contracted  by  the  proper  officer  of  the 
Department  Legislative  Committee,  who  happened  to  be  a  member 
of  the  Civil  Service  Association  as  well.  In  order  to  facilitate 
the  w7ork  of  the  Legislative  Committee  the  Civil  Service  Associa¬ 
tion  paid  the  bills  of  the  Department  Legislative  Committee.  I 
want  to  state,  however,  that  it  sets  a  bad  precedent,  and  further 
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to  suggest  that  in  the  future  any  moneys  collected  for  any  pur¬ 
pose  in  the  Department  should  be  disbursed  through  the  proper 
channels. 

Department  Commander  : 

Comrades:  That  is  the  report  of  that  Special  Committee. 
What  is  your  pleasure  in  regard  to  it  ? 

Comrade  Long,  Camp  No.  5 : 

I  want  to  ask  that  in  that  report  that  has  just  been  submitted, 
would  not  the  Chairman  please  explain  that  part  in  reference  to 
the  money  that  was  raised  by  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  \  That  was 
carefully  gone  over  this  morning,  and  I  did  not  hear  him  make 
anv  reference  to  it  here  now.

Department  Commander  : 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  will  include  that  statement 
in  the  report. 

Comrade  Rigney,  Camp  No.  4: 

The  proceeds  of  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  meeting  (the  statement, 
as  I  remember  it)  was  about  $800,  was  turned  over  by  the  Auxil¬ 
iary  to  the  Civil  Service  Association.  The  lady,  I  think,  was  a 
little  bit  mixed  in  her  figures.  The  amount  of  money  turned 
over  by  the  Auxiliary  was  obtained  from  the  sale  of  books  by 
chance ;  and  I  asked  that  in  making  her  report,  if  she  took  credit 
for  the  moneys  that  were  obtained  from  the  Euchre.  That  was  the 
only  way  in  which  it  could  be  explained.  The  amount  of  money 
actually  turned  over  by  the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  was  one  hundred  and 
forty-three  dollars  ($143)  and  some  cents.

Any  discussion  ?  All  those  in  favor  of  the  motion  will  manifest 
by  saying  “Aye.”  The  “Ayes  ”  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

Comrade  Leuper,  Camp  Ho.  36 : 

As  I  understand  it,  this  Sister  informed  us  that  she  had  turned 
over  to  this  Department  $143.  I  believe  the  record  should  he 
corrected.  I  move  to  that  effect. 

Comrade  Coon,  Camp  Ho.  31: 

I  move  that  the  President  of  the  Auxiliary  be  requested  to 
strike  from  her  remarks  that  portion  referring  to  the  moneys. 
Duly  seconded. 

Comrade  Rigney,  Camp  Ho.  4: 

I  said  very  plainly  that  one  hundred  and  forty-three  dollars 
($143)  was  turned  over  to  the  Civil  Service  Association. 

Comrade  Long,  Camp  Ho.  5 :

Department  Commander  : 

It  is  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  President  of  the 
Auxiliary  he  requested  to  strike  from  her  remarks  that  portion 
of  her  statement  referring  to  the  moneys. 

Agreed  to. 

Department  Commander  : 

Hot  long  ago  I  had  a  very  pleasant  duty  to  perform,  and  in 
obedience  to  the  instructions  of  the  Council  of  Administration  I 
have  purchased  this  recruiting  prize  (holds  up  to  view  a  handsome 
medal)  ;  and  the  Department  Adjutant,  together  with  the  other 
members  of  the  Committee,  will  compile  their  record  of  Recruit¬ 
ing,  and  to  the  winner  will  he  given  this  prize.  And  in  the 
records  of  this  Proceedings  a  suitable  speech  of  presentation  will 
be  included.  Is  there  any  objection?  There  being  no  objection, 
in  accordance  with  the  rule,  it  is  so  ordered. 
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Department  Commander  : 

The  next  order  of  business  will  be  the  submitting  of  a  report 
by  the  Committee  on  By-Laws.  Comrade  Parker,  before  you  pro¬ 
ceed,  will  you  yield  to  me?  (Comrade  Parker  consents.) 

Comrade  Rosenberg,  Reading  Clerk,  reads  as  follows : 

“  Recruit  Depot,  Fort  Slocum,  N.  Y.,  November  20,  1914. 

“  From:  The  Commanding  Office. 

“  To:  Eugene  J.  Hannigan,  6th  Recruit  Co.,  G.  S.  1. 

(Through  Commanding  Officer,  6th  Recruit  Co.,  G.  S.  I.) 

“  Subject:  Act  of  Bravery. 

“  1.  On  November  2,  1914,  a  prisoner  at  this  Depot,  Recruit 
Carl  Prevot,  25th  Recruit  Company,  he  eluded  his  guard  and 
attempted  to  escape  from  the  island  by  swimming  to  the  main¬ 
land.  When  he  was  about  fifty  yards  from  the  nearest  dock,  he 
was  overcome  and  in  imminent  danger  of  drowning. 

“  2.  At  the  time  of  this  occurrence  it  appears  that  you  were 
crossing  the  lower  section  of  the  Post  and  heard  Prevot’ s  cry  for 
help,  i  and  thereupon  you  ran  to  the  dock,  plunged  into  the  water, 
brought  the  man  back  to  land,  and  thus  succeeded  in  saving  his 
life. 

“  3.  The  confidence  you  showed  in  your  physical  ability  and 
your  disregard  for  personal  danger  in  this  instance  is  gratifying 
to  me  and  I  wish  to  assure  you  of  my  appreciation  of  the  courage 
exhibited  in  risking  your  life  to  save  that  of  another,  and  of  my 
admiration  of  the  quality  so  essential  to  a  soldier  in  this  incident 
manifested.

“Fort  Slocum,  N.  Y.,  May  31,  1915. 

“  To  Whom  It  May  Concern: 

“  The  undersigned,  returning  from  New  Rochelle  to  Fort 
Slocum,  on  the  Government  boat  General  Barry,  which  left  Nep¬ 
tune  Dock  at  12  :30  a.  m.,  May  18,  1915,  saw  Sergeant  Eugene  J. 
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Hannigan,  6th  Recruit  Company,  General  Service  Infantry,  jump 
into  the  water  and  rescue  Previous  Service  Recruit  Joseph  Can- 
niff,  6th  Recruit  Company,  who  had  fallen  into  the  water  while 
trying  to  jump  from  the  deck  of  the  General  Barry  before  it  was 
properly  docked  to  the  deck  of  the  steamboat  Williams ,  which  was 
tied  to  the  dock  at  Fort  Slocum. 

“It  is  my  belief  that  Sergeant  Hannigan  did  this  at  the  risk  of 
his  life,  as  the  General  Barry  was  still  in  motion  and  he  was 
between  the  two  boats  in  the  water,  which  was  very  cold.  It  was 
also  very  dark  and  raining  at  the  time  of  the  rescue  of  Recruit 
Canniff.

Comrade  McNamara,  Camp  No.  87: 

I  move  you,  Comrade  Department  Commander,  that  these  let¬ 
ters  be  spread  in  full  upon  the  records  of  this  Encampment  and 
that  we  express  to  Comrade  Hannigan  our  appreciation  of  his 
heroic  act  on  that  occasion. 

Comrade  Benj.  Rosenberg,  Camp  No.  59 : 

I  second  the  motion. 

Department  Commander  : 

You  have  heard  the  motion,  Comrades.  All  those  in  favor  will 
manifest  by  rising.  All  those  opposed. 

Motion  unanimously  carried. 

Department  Commander: 

I  am  sure  the  Comrades  are  at  all  times  pleased  to  have  written 
into  these  minutes  anything  that  tends  to  show  an  act  of  bravery. 

Comrade  McCoy,  Camp  No.  59: 

I  think  it  is  well  now  to  close  our  session ;  and  before  we  reach 
the  unavoidable  general  turmoil  that  will  be  incident  to  the  clos¬ 
ing  hours,  I  believe  it  would  be  most  fitting  that  we  should  show 
some  measure  of  appreciation  to  the  Comrades  who  have  labored 
to  entertain  us  in  this  city  of  LRica. 
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I  believe  it  is  no  more  than  fair  that  the  Comrades  of  this 
Encampment  record  their  appreciation  of  the  generous,  self-sacri¬ 
ficing  Comrades  of  the  efficient  service  they  have  rendered;  and 
also  of  their  hospitality  in  entertaining  us. 

I  move  you,  sir,  that  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  he  extended  to 
Camps  No.  33  and  No.  35  for  their  hospitality  toward  us  in  this 
the  Twelfth  Annual  Department  Encampment. 

Comrade  Snyder,  Camp  No.  53: 

I  second  the  motion. 

Department  Commander  : 

All  those  in  favor  will  manifest  hy  a  rising  vote.  All  those 
opposed.  Motion  is  carried  unanimously. 

Comrade  Goodwin,  Camp  No.  62 : 

We  have  listened  to  many  votes  of  thanks  extended  here  to-day, 
hut  thus  far  we  have  not  heard  a  vote  of  thanks  extended  to  a 
corps  of  men  who  during  the  past  year  have  testified  hy  the  excel¬ 
lence  of  their  work,  their  assiduous  attention  to  the  same,  and 
their  devoted  interest  to  Our  Beloved  Order. 

I  refer,  Department  Commander  and  Comrades,  to  the  very 
efficient  Staff  of  Department  Officers ;  and  I  move  you,  sir,  that  a 
rising  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  to  the  retiring  Department 
Officers. 

Comrade  P.  J.  Delin,  Camp  No.  34: 

I  second  that  motion. 

Past  Department  Commander  Parker  (takes  the  Chair  to 
place  the  motion.)  (Applause.) 

Comrades,  I  was  busy  on  Committee  work,  in  one  of  the  rooms 
at  the  back  of  the  Hall  just  now  and  did  not  correctly  hear  the 
motion.  If  in  placing  the  motion  I  do  not  state  it  correctly,  I 
would  ask  the  mover  thereof  to  kindly  put  me  straight. 

It  has  been  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  a  rising  vote  of 
thanks  be  extended  to  the  Department  Commander  and  his  efficient 
Staff  for  their  energetic  and  successful  administration  during  the 
past  year.  Are  you  ready  for  the  question  ?  All  those  in  favor  of 
the  motion  will  signify  by  rising. 

Carried  unanimously. 
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Department  Commander  (resumes  the  Chair)  : 

Comrades,  on  behalf  of  the  other  officers,  I  wish  to  thank  you 
for  your  tribute,  and  the  appreciation  shown  by  the  vote  just 
passed.  I  know  that  I  voice  the  sentiment  of  every  one  of  the  other 
Officers  when  I  say  that  during  the  coming  year,  no  matter  who 
the  Officers  may  he  that  are  selected  by  this  Encampment,  that 
each  one  of  us  will  be  just  as  loyal  and  just  as  true  to  our  organi¬ 
zation  as  we  have  been  in  the  past.  (Applause.) 

Comrade  O’Donnell,  Camp  Vo.  1 : 

I  have  been  requested  to  place  before  the  Encampment  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  ballots.  The  question  is  this :  The  Secretary’s  books  show 
a  certain  number  of  votes  cast  for  a  certain  candidate.  On  count¬ 
ing  the  ballots  we  find  one  ballot  over.  Not  feeling  that  we  should 
take  action  ourselves,  I  have  been  delegated  to  ask  for  instructions 
from  the  Encampment, 

Comrade  McCoy,  Camp  No.  59:

Duly  seconded. 

Department  Commander: 

It  is  regularly  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Board  of  Tellers 
blind-fold  one  of  its  members  and  that  he  draw  from  the  ballot 
box  one  ballot  and  that  ballot  shall  be  destroyed.  Is  there  any 
discussion  ?  All  those  in  favor  will  manifest  by  saying  “Aye.” 
It  is  so  ordered. 

You  are  so  instructed,  Comrade  Commander  O’Donnell. 

Is  there  any  new  business  to  come  before  the  Encampment  ? 

Comrade  McCoy,  Camp  No.  59 : 

I  have  a  question  of  new  business.  While,  of  course,  this  was 
not  embodied  in  the  resolution  bearing  on  this  subject,  as  it  was 
the  intention  of  those  who  had  charge  of  introducing  it,  to  take  it 
before  the  National  Encampment,  I  believe  it  is  well,  for  the 
Comrades  know,  at  least  what  one  or  two  of  their  delegations 
intend  to  do ;  and  at  the  end  of  my  remarks  I  would  like  to  make  a 
motion,  which  I  hope  will  be  in  order. 
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As  you  know,  w©  have  in  the  State  of  Kew  York  a  number  of 
cities  in  which  we  have  no  representative  of  our  Organization. 
Take  Pome,  for  instance,  with  a  population  of  thirteen  thousand  ? 
There  are  other  cities  besides,  that  I  believe  some  provision  should 
be  made  by  the  incoming  Department  Commander  and  to  arrange 
for  the  expenses,  to  be  at  least  equal  to  the  railroad  fares  to  go  to 
these  railroad  cities,  and  see  if  we  cannot  place  these  towns  on 
the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  map.  You  have  seen  the 
situation  throughout  this  last  legislative  campaign ;  and  so  far 
you  could  at  least  have  lessened  the  work  of  the  Committee,  and 
have  increased  the  results  that  you  have  obtained  this  year. 

I  move  you,  sir,  that  the  incoming  Department  Commander  be 
requested  to  submit  to  his  Council  of  Administration  a  proposition 
to  appoint  a  so-called  Extension  Committee,  whose  powers  shall 
be  to  organize  Camps  in  those  cities  which  are  not  now  represented, 
and  to  allow  a  disbursement  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  dollars 
($200)  for  such  work. 

Comrade  King,  Camp  Ko.  19': 

I  second  the  motion. 

Department  Commander: 

You  have  heard  the  motion.  Is  there  any  discussion  ?  All 
those  in  favor  will  manifest  by  saying  “Aye.”  It  is  so  ordered. 

Department  Commander: 

We  will  now  have  the  report  of  the  By-Law  Committee.  I  will 
ask  the  other  members  of  the  Committee  to  speak,  and  to  please 
step  up  on  the  platform  —  Past  Department  Commander  Parker 
and  Comrade  Kennedy. 

On  the  opening  day  of  our  Encampment  a  motion  was  adopted 
to  the  effect  that  a  sub-committee  be  appointed  to  act  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  Committee  on  By-Laws,  and  that  the  majority 
report  submitted  by  that  Committee  should  be  the  sense  of  this 
Encampment.  Kow,  if  there  is  no  objection,  the  Committee  will 
merely  submit  a  general  report  as  to  what  they  have  done,  but 
will  not  read  the  By-Laws.  That  was  the  sense  of  the  Committee 
—  so  as  to  save  time. 

Is  there  any  objection  ?  (Pause  —  no  objection  raised.) 
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Past  Department  Commander  Balph  H.  Parker,  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  B y-Laws : 

Comrade  Commander  and  Comrades:  Your  By-Law  Committee 
desires  to  report  that  the  members  of  the  By-Law  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Department  Commander  in  General  Orders  No. 
4,  Paragraph  2,  C.  S.  have,  for  the  last  three  or  four  months,  been 
submitting  various  drafts  to  the  Chairman,  each  member  of  the 
Committee  taking  certain  parts  of  the  proposed  By-Laws.  These 
drafts,  presented  by  the  various  members  of  this  Committee,  have 
been  re-drafted  by  the  members  of  the  Committee  who  are  present 
at  this  Encampment,  in  executive  session.  The  Committee  then 
met  in  session  with  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Encampment 
(which  was,  apparently,  nothing  more  than  a  reduction  of  repre¬ 
sentation),  and  that  Committee  carefully  went  over  the  final 
draft,  correcting,  or  suggesting,  and  decided  on  the  final  draft. 

This  final  draft,  as  the  suggestions  were  approved  or  disap¬ 
proved  of,  was  approved  in  its  entirety  by  unanimous  votes,  and 
your  Committee  in  rendering  its  report  presents  to  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  the  By-Laws  as  adopted  by  that  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Department  Commander  and  the  Committee  appointed  by 
the  Department  Encampment  meeting  as  The  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  and  recommends  that  it  he  adopted  by  this  Encampment 
without  reading. 

Past  Commander  Garrett  V.  Johnson,  Camp  Yo.  11: 

Comrades,  I  think  we  ought  to  have  great  consideration  for  the 
time  and  care  that  this  Committee  has  given  to  this  proposition, 
and  for  the  work  wThich  they  went  through  here  yesterday  after¬ 
noon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Encampment.  I  think  we 
ought  to  give  them  a  vote  of  confidence  by  adopting  their  recom¬ 
mendations  and  have  these  By-Laws  printed ;  as  it  is  only  by 
working  by  them  can  we  be  able  to  judge  of  the  value  of  the 
provisions  they  have  made. 

I  therefore  move  that  the  recommendations  of  this  Committee 
prevail. 

Department  Commander: 

Comrades:  The  intention  of  your  Department  Commander  and 
of  this  Committee  was  that  this  report  would  be  received.  The

By-Laws  would  then  immediately  be  forwarded  to  National  Head¬ 
quarters  for  approval  by  the  Commander-in-Chief ;  and  instead 
of  going  to  the  unnecessary  expense  of  having  them  printed 
separately,  they  would  be  included  in  the  next  issue  of  our  proceed¬ 
ings,  which  will  be  issued  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  each  Com¬ 
rade  will  receive  a  copy  of  same  when  issued,  without  one  cent  of 
expense  to  the  Organization. 

I  ask  Comrade  Johnson  to  permit  me  to  include  that  in  his 
motion. 

(Comrade  Johnson  readily  assents  to  this.) 

It  is  moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
By-Laws  be  accepted  and  that  the  Department  Commander  be 
instructed  to  forward  them  to  National  Headquarters  for  approval 
of  the  Commander-in-Chief ;  and  that  the  thanks  of  this  Encamp- 
men  be  extended  to  the  Committee  for  their  faithful  and  efficient 
work. 

So  ordered.

Department  Commander: 

I  will  delegate  Past  Department  Commander  Herrick  to  escort 
Comrade  F.  W.  Cristman  to  the  platform. 

(Comrade  Herrick  does  so.) 

Comrades,  the  work  of  a  Department  Commander  in  this  organ¬ 
ization  requires  that  he  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  various  Camp 
Officers  and  in  so.  doing  he  is  thus  enabled  to  recognize  the  workers 
and  the  men  who  are  responsible  for  its  upbuilding.  For  the 
past  two  years,  both  as  Department  Adjutant  and  Commander,  it 
has  been  my  pleasure  to  communicate  with  a  Comrade  in  one  of 
the  cities  in  the  central  part  of  the  'State,  who,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  he  holds  the  responsible  position  of  State  Senator,  he 
still  found  time  to  fulfill  his  duties  as  Camp  Adjutant,  and  has 
faithfully  complied  with  my  every  request. 

At  this  time  I  take  great  pleasure  in  calling  upon  Comrade 
Cristman  of  Herkimer. 
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Comrade  Cristman,  Camp  No.  51: 

This  is  rather  unexpected!  I  had  no  idea  I  should  be  called 
upon  at  this  time,  and  when  I  came  to  the  platform  I  asked  Past 
Department  Commander  Herrick  what  I  should  talk  about,  or 
what  I  should  say  —  not  that  I  can  talk  about  any  subject  — 
because  I  can’t. 

I  have  been  the  Camp  Adjutant  in  Camp  No.  51  for  a  number 
of  years,  not  that  I  sought  the  position,  but  they  seemed  to  force  it 
upon  me  each  and  every  time.  I  attended  the  State  Encampment 
in  the  year  1906  at  Niagara  Palis,  and  at  Albany  in  the  year 
1907.  Since  then  other  duties  have  kept  me  away  from  the  State 
Conventions.  It  is  always  a  pleasure,  however,  to  meet  Comrades, 
and  to  do  what  we  can  at  our  Camps  when  they  come  that  way; 
but  I  also  realize,  Comrades,  the  duties  and  responsibilities  that 
every  Camp  undertakes  when  they  endeavor  to  entertain  the 
State  Encampment.  It  is  a  man’s  job,  and  I  can  sympathize  with 
those  encampment,  and  those  convention  cities  when  they  endeavor 
to  undertake  to  properly  entertain  a  State  encampment,  and  they 
do  it  well  wherever  they  go. 

In  the  Mohawk  Valley  we  have  two  Camps  close  together,  No. 
51  and  No.  52.  There  is  some  little  rivalry  between  these  two 
Camps  to  see  which  one  can  get  ahead  of  the  other,  but  it  is  always 
a  pleasant  rivalry,  however.  Vrooman  is  a  small  Camp,  as  I 
might  have  said,  but  it  is  a  Camp  that  we  all  enjoy  meeting 
together  in,  and  doing  our  little  best  and  if  every  member  in  our 
Organization  throughout  the  State  would  endeavor  to  take  hold 
and  push,  as  we  must  in  the  Mohawk  Valley  (or  else  our  Camps 
would  go  down),  I  think  it  would  be  a  great  benefit  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  each  and  every  Camp. 

I  cannot  attend  to  the  work  as  I  would  like  to,  for  want  of 
time;  and  when  the  Commander  said  to  you  that  I  was  doing  the 
work,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  I  was  performing  legislative 
work,  that  is  true;  but  sometimes  I  have  to  call  upon  other  Com¬ 
rades  of  my  Camp  to  assist  me,  especially  when  I  am  away  at 
Albany. 

Now,  one  of  the  things  that  I  would  like  to  call  your  attention 
to  is,  that  we  cannot  do  everything  that  some  people  think  we 
can,  at  Albany.  We  must  endeavor  —  you  must  endeavor  to  be 
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patient  with  your  representatives,  and  when  they  are  there  you 
must  expect  that  they  will  be  patriotic  enough  to  do  what  they  can 
for  you;  but  sometimes  it  is  absolutely  impossible  for  them  to 
accomplish  results. 

If  I  remember  it  correctly,  there  are  only  two  members  of  the 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans  in  the  Senate,  but  there  is  a  larger 
number  in  the  Assembly. 

Last  year  in  the  Assembly  we  had  a  number  of  Spanish  War 
Veterans,  and  they  were  all  working  and  keeping  in  mind  the 
Spanish  War  Veterans  of  this  State,  regardless  of  other  matters. 
Whenever  they  saw  their  opportunity  they  would  endeavor  to 
put  their  work  in  for  the  benefit  of  the  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

But  we  must  remember  and  recognize  the  fact  that  there  are  a 
vast  number  of  men  outside  of  the  'Spanish  War  Veterans  Camps 
that  should  be  in ;  men  that  could  greatly  assist  and  help  the 
Veterans.  I  do  not  know  why  they  are  not  interested,  hut  if  they 
were  interested,  they  would  push  forward  the  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans  Organization  to  greater  and  better  results,  because 
Votes ,  as  you  know,  count. 

I  thank  you  for  this  opportunity.  (Applause.)

Comrade  Department  Commander  and  Comrades :  The  Editors 
of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Encampment  held  in  Schenectady  would 
request  that  they  be  permitted  to  submit  a  written  report;  but 
there  are  one  or  two  propositions  in  that  report  that  I  would  like 
to  submit  verbally.  One  of  them  is  that  this  Encampment  express 
its  appreciation  of  the  courtesy  extended  by  Mr.  Fred  W.  Ham¬ 
mond,  Clerk  of  the  Assembly,  for  his  assistance  in  distributing  at 
the  expense  of  the  State  (which  privilege  he  has  under  the  law  — 
but  which  is  purely  optional  with  him,  I  understand),  340  copies 
of  the  Proceedings.

Boys,  if  you  could 
only  know  how  time  and  time  again  he  has  been  devoted  to  his 
principles,  your  votes  might  have  been  different.  1  don’t  know 
what  might  have  been  the  result  to  the  resolution  which  is  now 
before  the  Constitutional  Convention ;  but  I  do  say  that  he  has 
devoted  everything  that  has  been  in  him  to  furthering  the 
“  cause.” 

He  has  been  Chairman  of  your  Legislative  Committee.  He  has 
done  this  without  hope  of  reward  ;  and  I  know  that  when  he  started 
in  it,  and  that  when  he  continued  in  it,  he  had  no  idea  that  he 
would  be  a  candidate  for  office  here  before  vou  this  afternoon.

But  it  was  not  he  who  furthered  his  own  candidacy,  but  it  was 
the  vote  and  urging  of  his  friends  that  forced  him  into  this  race 
here  today.  But  we  have  a  higher  duty  to  perform  than  just  com¬ 
ing  here  and  casting  our  ballots  for  the  Leader,  and  making  our 
selection  as  to  who  shall  hold  the  offices,  high  and  low,  for  the 
ensuing  year,  and  whom  we  will  serve;  and  I  want  to  say  this, 
that  Comrade  Long  will  be  one  of  the  foremost  to  vield  cheerful 
and  loyal  obedience  to  our  recently  elected  Department  Com¬ 
mander.

hesitation  in  repeating  the  words  used  in  my  leport  “  that  in  Com¬ 
rade  Long  I  secured  my  brightest  jewel  in  our  preferential  fight/’ 

and  at  this  time  I  want  to  heartilv  concur  in  the  sentiments  of

Comrade  Fetzer,  that  it  would  be  the  greatest  part  of  wisdom  to 

continue  him  as  Chairman  of  that  Committee.  During  the  past 

few  days,  unjust  criticisms  have  been  uttered  and  a  great  many 

things  have  been  said  that  perhaps  would  have  been  better  had 

thev  remained  unsaid.  No  doubt  those  who  advocated  the  can- 
€/ 

didacy  of  Comrade  Long  have  been  unsparing  and,  perhaps, 
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unfair  in  their  criticism  of  me,  but  I  want  to  assure  every  Com¬ 
rade  within  the  hearing  of  my  voice,  that  so  long  as  I  am  a 
member  of  this  organization,  I  shall  always  stand  on  my  own  feet, 
and  no  matter  what  my  personal  regard  may  be  for  any  Comrade 
seeking  office,  I  shall  always  oppose  the  turning  over  of  the  reins 
of  government  in  this  Department  to  those  who  may  use  it  to 
further  their  own  interest.  Furthermore,  I  wish  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  deny  most  emphatically  and  in  as  strong  a  language 
as  possible  any  statements  that  may  have  been  charged  to  me  that

UNVEILING  CEREMONIES,  HIKER  MONUMENT 
Utica,  N.  Y.,  July  5,  1915 

Oneida  county  paid  tribute  to  its  dead  and  honor  to  its  living 
Spanish  War  Veterans  on  July  5,  1915,  when  the  “  Hiker  ” 
Monument  was  unveiled.  Thousands  of  citizens  and  soldiers 
thronged  the  stretch  of  greensward  north  of  the  Parkway,  and 
their  hearts  responded  to  the  promptings  of  the  speakers,  who 
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told  of  the  heroism  and  sacrifice  of  this  country’s  soldiers,  and 
urged  that  honor  be  done  to  those  who  live.  The  soft  west  wind 
which  whispered  through  the  valley  and  rustled  the  banners  of 
the  militia  and  veterans,  swept  away  with  it  the  tinge  of  militar¬ 
ism,  a  militarism  softened  with  American  love  of  justice  and 
freedom  until  it  was  militarism  no  longer,  but  pure  patriotism. 

The  ceremonies  of  the  day  were  opened  with  a  parade  of  the 
military  organizations  of  the  city  and  Camps  of  United  States 
Spanish  War  Veterans  from  various  parts  of  the  State.  Tom 
W.  Johnson  was  grand  marshal,  and  the  lines  of  blue-clad  men 
behind  him  would  do  honor  to  any  occasion.  The  men  of  the 
two  marching  divisions  moved  with  accurate  military  precision, 
and  even  the  white-haired  veterans  in  the  automobiles  straight¬ 
ened  their  shoulders  more  than  they  had  been  straightened  for 
many  a  long  day,  when  the  drums  began  booming  the  time.  Every 
man  in  the  line  knew  he  was  there  to  help  make  the  unveiling  of 
the  Spanish  War  monument  a  success,  and  each  did  his  part  full 
royally. 

Genesee  street  from  Bagg’s  square  to  the  Parkway  was  lined 
tiers  deep  with  spectators  watching  the  parade.  The  crowds  were 
kept  back  in  admirable  fashion  with  the  steel  cables  stretched 
along  each  side  of  the  street,  and  details  of  police  did  fine  work 
in  keeping  the  crowds  back  of  the  lines.  The  New  York  State 
Railways  cleared  Genesee  street  of  all  cars  while  the  parade  was 
moving,  so  the  veterans  were  unhindered  in  any  way. 

Heading  the  line  was  Grand  Marshal  Johnson  and  staff, 
mounted.  Following  them  was  a  squadron  of  mounted  police  and 
after  them  Lincoln  Holroyd’s  band.  Company  B  (Forty-fourth 
Separate  Company),  Captain  Thomas  M.  Sherman  commanding, 
was  next  in  line.  Behind  was  Company  A  (Twenty-eighth  Sep¬ 
arate  Company),  Captain  Edward  K.  Miller  commanding. 
Troop  G,  under  Captain  A.  W.  Pickard,  brought  up  the  rear  of 
the  first  division. 

The  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  band  of  fifty  pieces  headed 
the  second  division.  Department  Commander  William  Jones  and 
staff  headed  the  second  division.  Great  enthusiasm  stirred  the 
lines  at  the  sides  when  a  huge  American  flag  borne  by  sixty  mem¬ 
bers  of  Emerson  Liscum  and  0.  Ross  Wheeler  Camps,  and  the 
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Citizens’  Committee  of  the  Convention  came  into  view.  Com¬ 
mander  Thomas  Slater  of  Emerson  Liscnm  Camp  marched  at  the 
head.  The  two  Utica  Camps,  followed  by  Camps  of  the  visiting 
veterans,  marching  in  splendid  order,  completed  the  second 
division. 

The  Municipal  Bank  led  the  last  division,  which  was  composed 
of  the  G.  A.  It.  Veterans  and  speakers,  in  automobiles.  The 
Veterans  were  given  ovations  by  all  along  the  line,  as  in  fact 
were  members  of  both  other  divisions. 

The  line  turned  over  the  Parkway  and  deployed  on  into  the 
greensward  between  Pleasant  street  and  the  Park  boulevard  just 
east  of  Oneida  street,  and  “  The  Hiker  Monument  "  and  two 
stands.  The  speakers  and  Miss  Florence  M.  Farrar  were  in  the 
stand  south  of  the  Monument,  while  the  Haydn  Male  Chorus  had 
one  to  itself  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  statue,  which  was  shrouded 
in  an  American  flag. 


Unveiling  “  The  H  iker  ” 


The  unveiling  ceremonies  were  opened  by  Thomas  R.  Proctor, 
who  called  for  a  selection  from  the  Ilavdns.  This  was  sung  in 
splendid  manner,  the  rich  voices  of  the  chorus  blending  in  perfect 
harmony,  and  reaching  the  farthest  points  in  the  immense  throng 
which  jammed  the  grounds  about  the  statute  for  hundreds  of  feet. 
The  number  of  persons  who  witnessed  the  unveiling  was  surpris¬ 
ing  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  weather  was  threatening  all  day. 

Mr.  Proctor  was  greeted  with  a  hearty  round  of  applause  when 
he  stepped  forward  to  make  his  introductory  speech. 

“  Fellow  citizens,  and  especially  the  veterans  of  the  Spanish 
War,”  he  began.  “  It  is  a  pleasure  to  greet  you  after  so  many 
years,  because  as  you  must  remember,  it  was  early  on  the  morning 
of  the  2d  of  May,  1898,  that  you  left  this  city  for  what  we  all 
expected  would  be  a  great  war,  and  that  the  people  turned  out 
en  masse  to  wish  you  God-speed  and  a  safe  return. 

“  That  you  were  met  in  Mew  York  and  escorted  to  Long  Island 
City,  where  you  took  a  jtrain  for  Camp  Black,  by  some  of  the 
Oneida  County  War  Committee ;  that  you  were  each  supplied  with 
a  substantial  luncheon,  although  all  the  other  organizations  left 
without  any  food  ;  that  after  your  eventful  experience  you  returned 
21 
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home  on  December  25th,  following,  and  were  greeted  with  a  cor¬ 
dial  welcome  hy  your  fellow  citizens ;  that  on  the  25th  of  January, 
a  month  later,  yon  were  given  a  public  banquet  at  which  General 
Wheeler,  of  national  fame,  and  others  spoke,  and  that  on  the  2Jth 
of  May  you  were  given  a  great  ovation  by  the  War  Committee  in 
the  Armory,  which  was  crowded  to  its  utmost  capacity;  that  on 
this  occasion  the  Secretary  of  the  War  Committee,  Julius  T.  A. 
Doolittle,  called  each  of  you  to  the  platform  where  you  were 
greeted  by  Captain  Sigsbee  of  the  Maine  and  by  Colonel  Asa  Bird 
Gardener  of  the  regular  army;  that  you  were  then  presented  to 
Mrs.  James  S.  Sherman,  who,  with  the  assistance  of  one  of  the 
charming  young  ladies  chosen  for  this  pleasant  duty,  pinned  upon 
your  breast  a  medal  of  honor  provided  by  the  War  Committee  and 
especially  designed  to  commemorate  your  services  and  bearing 
upon  its  face  your  name  engraved. 

“  That  very  recently  the  representatives  of  the  people  of  Oneida 
county  made  it  possible  for  you  to  obtain  this  beautiful  monument 
which  will  remind  the  present  and  future  generations  of  your 
services. 

“All  this  must  impress  upon  your  minds  that  your  fellow 
citizens  appreciate  what  you  did  for  your  country. 

“  It  is  now  my  pleasure  to  introduce  the  permanent  chairman 
of  this  great  gathering  —  happily  and  well  chosen  —  a  soldier  of 
distinction  and  a  citizen  worthy  of  the  name,  Colonel  Wm.  Cary 
Sanger.” 

Colonel  Sanger  Urges  Preparation 

Col.  Sanger,  a  veteran  upon  whom  the  cares  of  campaigning 
have  made  small  impression,  though  leaving  a  military  carriage 
and  erectness,  paid  earnest  tribute  to  Mr.  Proctor,  stating  that 
there  is  never  any  work  of  importance  undertaken  in  this  city  in 
which  he  does  not  have  a  prominent  part. 

In  the  course  of  his  remarks  Col.  Sanger  said:  “The  spirit 
which  should  dominate  the  thoughts  of  all  who  commemorate  the 
services  of  the  dead,  should  be  that  of  Lincoln  at  Gettysburg,  who 
with  his  wonderful  ability  to  judge  aright  questions  affecting  the 
moral  welfare  of  the  people,  said  that  it  was  not  only  to  honor 
those  who  had  died  for  their  country  that  tablets  were  erected, 
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but  that  the  living  might  consecrate  themselves  anew  to  their  duties 
as  citizens. 

“A  sacrifice  to  be  of  the  greatest  value  should  be  made  for  a 
principle,  and  the  greater  the  principle,  the  more  valuable  the 
sacrifice.  The  mere  reckless  or  purposeless  throwing  away  of  life 
can  serve  but  little  purpose,  but  the  devotion  to  duty,  the  recog¬ 
nition  of  some  great  obligation  for  which  men  will  lay  down  their 
lives,  or  perform  some  great  and  trying  task,  benefits  not  only  all 
those  who  profit  by  the  results  attained  but  especially  those  who 
find  in  the  spirit  manifested  by  devoted  and  faithful  men,  an 
inspiration  to  the  courageous  performance  of  the  duties  which  at 
all  times  crowd  upon  our  citizens.  It  has  often  been  said,  and 
truly,  that  the  responsibilities  resting  upon  our  citizens  in  time 
of  peace  are  as  great  as  those  which  confront  them  in  time  of  war. 
Our  government  is  the  greatest  experiment  ever  tried  to  give  men 
the  opportunity  of  securing  for  themselves,  without  the  control 
or  limitation  of  court  or  caste,  the  greatest  benefits  and  blessings 
for  humanity,  and  the  failure  on  the  part  of  an  individual  or  a 
portion  of  a  community  to  recognize  the  importance  of  high 
standards  of  thought  and  action  or  the  shirking  of  work  however 
disagreeable,  which  is  necessary  to  make  such  principles  effective, 
is  almost  a  betrayal  of  one’s  fellow  men.  Never  have  we  had 
greater  need  of  high  standards  and  devotion  to  ideals  than  the 
present  time.  An  ideal  based  upon  a  principle  of  justice  or  right 
is  absolutely  essential  to  the  full  performance  of  duty  in  time  of 
trial  or  perplexity.  With  the  strange  and  awful  conditions  exist¬ 
ing  throughout  Europe,  the  importance  of  our  attaining  those 
standards  of  conduct  which  will  justify  our  faith  in  democracy 
becomes  of  ever-increasing  importance!  And  as  we  stand  here 
to-day  dedicating  this  memorial  to  the  memory  of  the  soldiers  of 
the  war  between  Spain  and  America,  we  shall  fail  to  profit  by  the 
lesson  it  teaches  if  we  do  not  go  forth  earnestly  resolved  to  do  to  the 
utmost  our  part  as  citizens  of  this  great  country.  Only  thus  can 
those  who  are  to  come  after  us  enjoy  to  the  utmost  the  blessings 
and  happiness  which  are  to  be  secured  by  an  honest  and  faithful 
performance  of  all  the  duties  devolving  on  those  who  make  up  a 
great  democracy. 
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Let  no  one  think  that  those  Americans  who  urge  adequate 
preparation  for  defense,  want  war.  !No  true  American  can  wish 
for  war.  Those  men  who  believe  that  we  should  have  more  efficient 
and  effective  means  for  national  defense  are  convinced  that  this 
will  lessen  the  chances  of  war,  and  if  war  is  forced  upon  us  we 
will  diminish  the  suffering  of  our  country,  and  there  are  no 
citizens  who  long  more  earnestly  for  the  time  when : 

“  1  The  war-drum  throbs  no  longer,  and  the  battle  flags  are  furled; 
In  the  Parliament  of  man,  the  Federation  of  the  World, 

And  the  common-sense  of  most  shall  hold  a  realm  in  awe, 

And  the  kindly  earth  shall  slumber,  lapt  in  universal  law.’  ” 

The  Rev.  John  J.  Bogan  of  St.  John’s  Church  was  then  called 
upon  to  offer  prayer.  Following  this  the  Haydns  gave  another 
selection. 

Miss  Farrar  Unveils  “  Hiker” 

Miss  Florence  M.  Farrar,  daughter  of  George  W.  Farrar  of 
1136  Howard  avenue,  was  then  introduced  as  the  one  who  was  to 
unveil  the  monument.  Several  daughters  of  Spanish  War  Vet¬ 
erans  had  tried  for  the  privilege,  but  Miss  Farrar  was  accorded 
the  honor  because  her  birthday  came  nearest  to  the  date  of  the 
declaration  of  war  with  Spain.  She  was  born  December  18,  1899, 
while  war  was  declared  February  21,  1898. 

Miss  Farrar  was  a  fortunate  choice.  Gowned  in  a  simple  dress 
of  white  and  carrying  a  bouquet  of  sweet  peas,  she  made  a  beauti¬ 
ful  picture  as  she  smiled  her  acknowledgment  of  the  applause 
which  greeted  her  as  she  rose  to  unveil  the  Monument. 

As  the  figure  of  “  The  Hiker  ”  was  revealed,  hats  were  waved 
and  the  air  was  filled  with  cheers  from  the  crowd  and  the  honkings 
of  the  automobiles  parked  about  the  place.  When  the  noise  had 
abated  Holroyd’s  Band  broke  into  the  “  Star  Spangled  Banner  ’’ 
and  the  Haydns  took  up  the  song.  Those  in  the  stands  sprung  to 
their  feet  and  all  heads  were  bared.  Miss  Farrar  was  given  an 
enthusiastic  vote  of  thanks,  and  responded  prettily. 

Department  Commander  William  Jones  of  New  York  was 
then  introduced  by  Chairman  Sanger  as  the  one  who  would  pre¬ 
sent  the  Monument  to  the  City.  Commander  Jones  expressed  his 
surprise  at  being  selected.  “  To  me  this  is  an  unexpected  pleasure, 
as  I  had  presumed  the  honor  of  such  an  occasion  would  be  given 
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to  some  citizen  of  your  county.  But  I  am  glad  that  the  honor 
of  presenting  the  Monument  has  fallen  to  me.”  He  referred  in 
glowing  terms  to  the  speeches  made  by  those  who  had  preceded 
him,  then  turned  to  the  subject  at  hand. 

“  It  is  an  unfortunate  fact  that  throughout  the  State  of  Yew 
York  the  citizens  are  not  inclined  to  do  any  honor  to  the  soldiers 
of  1898.  There  seems  to  he  a  feeling  that  the  only  soldier  to 
honor  is  a  dead  one.”  Referring  to  the  veterans  wdio  had  paraded 
a  short  time  before,  he  said :  “  But  I  want  to  assure  you  that  we 
are  not  trying  to  parade  ourselves  as  heroes  or  for  what  we  may 
receive,  but  because  we  believe  in  patriotism  —  that  patriotism 
which  causes  men  to  bare  their  breasts  to  the  foe  for  the  safety 
of  the  country.  When  the  men  left  their  homes  for  the  war,  they 
had  no  thoughts  of  fame;  they  left  only  to  protect  their  country. 

“And  to-day,  my  friends,  it  is  meet  and  just  that  we  pause  and 
recall  to  our  minds  the  many  sacrifices  made  by  those  men,  and 
of  the  good  their  service  brought  to  our  country  and  to  whose 
achievements  we  are  indebted  for  one  of  the  most  brilliant  exploits 
of  American  history. 

“  The  government  found  itself  invincible  in  the  Spanish- 
American  War,  and  . out  of  it  came  a  nation  that  will  remain  indis¬ 
soluble  forevermore. 

“  Under  hostile  fire,  on  a  foreign  soil,  fighting  in  a  common 
cause,  the  memories  of  old  disagreements  faded  into  history.  From 
Camp  and  campaign  there  came  the  magic  healing  which  closed 
ancient  wounds  and  obliterated  their  scars.  For  this  result  every 
American  patriot  will  forever  rejoice.  It  wTas  no  small  indemnity 
for  the  cost  of  war.  As  the  result  of  that  war,  to-day  we  have  no 
east,  no  west,  no  north,  no  south ;  and  no  worthier  contributions 
were  made  in  patriotism  and  in  men  then  by  the  people  of  the 
Southern  States.  When  at  last  the  opportunity  came  they  were 
eager  to  meet  it,  and  with  promptness  responded  to  the  call  of 
country.  Intrusted  with  able  leadership  of  men  dear  to  them  who 
had  marched  with  their  fathers  under  another  flag,  now  fighting 
under  the  old  flag  again,  they  gloriously  helped  to  defend  its 
spotless  folds  and  add  new  lustre  to  its  shining  stars. 

“As  the  result  of  the  Spanish- American  War,  the  flag  has  been 
planted  in  two  hemispheres,  and  there  it  remains,  the  symbol  of 
liberty  and  law,  of  peace  and  progress. 
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“  The  victory  we  celebrated  was  not  that  of  a  ruler,  a  President, 
or  of  a  Congress,  blit  of  the  people.  The  army  whose  valor  we 
admired,  and  the  navy  whose  achievement  we  applauded  was  not 
assembled  by  draft  or  conscription,  hut  by  voluntary  enlistment. 
The  heroes  came  from  civil  as  well  as  military  life.  Trained  and 
untrained  soldiers  wrought  our  triumphs. 

“  The  peace  we  won  was  not  a  selfish  truce  of  arms,  hut  one 
whose  conditions  predicted  good  to  humanity.  The  domains 
secured  by  the  treatv  came  to  us,  not  as  the  result  of  a  crusade  of 

t/  d  7 

conquest,  but  as  the  reward  of  temperate,  faithful,  and  fearless 
response  to  the  call  of  conscience,  which  could  not  be  disregarded 
by  a  liberty-loving  and  Christian  people. 

“  The  war  was  waged,  not  for  revenge  or  aggrandizement  but 
for  our  oppressed  neighbors,  for  their  freedom  and  improvement. 
It  was  short  but  decisive.  It  recorded  a  succession  of  significant 
victories  on  land  and  sea.  It  gave  new  honors  to  American  arms. 
It  brought  new  problems  to  the  Republic,  whose  solution  have 
taxed  the  genius  of  our  people. 

“  United  we  met  and  solved  them  with  honor  to  ourselves  and 
to  the  lasting  benefit  of  all  concerned.  The  war  brought  us 
together :  its  settlement  kept  us  together. 

“  Bitterness  and  sectional  hate  is  no  more.  That  lack  of  faith 
that  made  the  American  Revolution  a  possibility  has  disappeared ; 
that  want  of  trust  that  crystallized  our  States  into  the  original 
Union  is  no  longer  lacking;  and  again  there  is  evidence  of  that 
love  that  bound  in  unassailable  strength  the  united  sisterhood  of 
the  States  that  withstood  the  shock  of  civil  war.  And  to-day  the 
mist  of  uncertainty  has  been  swept  away  by  the  sunlight  of  events, 
and  there,  where  doubt  obscured  before,  stands  in  bold  relief, 
commanding  the  admiration  of  the  whole  world,  the  most  glorious 
type  of  united  strength  and  sentiment  and  loyalty  known  to  the 
history  of  nations. 

“And  now,  Mr.  Mayor  and  citizens  of  Utica,  it  is  my  pleasure 
to  present  to  you  on  behalf  of  Emerson  Liscum  Camp  aSo.  33  and 
0.  Ross  Wheeler  Camp  Eo.  35,  this  statute  of  ‘  The  Hiker,'  which 
I  hope  will  reflect  honor  upon  the  City  of  Utica  and  County  of 
Oneida.” 
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city  of  Utica. 
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Accepted  by  Mayor 

Mayor  James  I).  Smith  accepted  the  Monument  for  the  city, 
statins: : 

O 

“  You  have  presented  to  the  public  of  the  city  this  splendid 
Monument  of  6  The  Hiker  ’  in  commemoration  of  those  who  gave 
their  lives,  health  and  services  to  the  cause  of  their  country  in  the 
war  between  the  United  States  and  Spain. 

“  While  the  bitter  feeling  of  the  peoples  of  these  two  countries 
has  died  out,  the  gratitude  of  the  public  towards  those  American 
boys  who  volunteered  in  that  cause  grows  stronger  year  by  year. 

“  It  is  appropriate  that  the  unveiling  of  this  statue  is  held  coin¬ 
cident  with  the  State  Encampment  of  the  United  Spanish  War 
Veterans.  The  Encampment  brings  to  this  occasion  thousands 
of  those  who  participated  in  that  memorable  struggle  and  endured 
the  sufferings  and  privations  that  attended  and  resulted  from  it. 

“  From  time  immemorial  it  has  been  the  custom  to  mark  by  a 
suitable  structure  the  record  of  great  and  heroic  deeds.  Thus 
future  generations  do  not  forget,  but  are  inspired  bv  the  noble 
actions  of  those  who  have  gone  before  them.  To  this  purpose  the 
statue  of  (  The  Hiker  ?  is  dedicated. 

“  In  behalf  of  the  City  of  Utica,  which  is  proud  of  those  in  whose 
honor  this  statue  is  erected,  I  as  Mayor  accept  it,  and  pledge  the 
City  to  protect  and  care  for  it.  May  it  ever  inspire  our  Ameri¬ 
can  manhood  to  patriotism  and  emulation  of  the  glorious  deeds  in 
memory  of  those  to  whom  it  is  dedicated.” 

After  the  Haydns  had  sung  another  song,  Chairman  Sanger 
announced  that  Chairman  A.  P.  Seaton  of  the  Board  of  Super¬ 
visors,  who  was  to  have  responded  for  the  County,  was  prevented 
from  being  present  because  of  illness. 

Davenport  Given  Greeting 

Former  Senator  Frederick  M.  Davenport  was  then  introduced 
to  deliver  the  address  of  the  day,  as  one  who  is  famed  throughout 
the  State  and  countrv  as  an  orator  and  scholar. 

t/ 

At  the  outset  of  his  address  Professor  Davenport  sketched  the 
wars  of  this  country  from  the  Revolution  down ;  showing  that  they 
had  always  been  wars  of  freedom  and  liberty.  Continuing  he 

said : 
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“And  now  we  come  to  our  own  time  and  to  the  immediate  pur¬ 
pose  of  our  gathering  together.  We  fought  the  Spanish  War  for 
men  and  women  and  little  children  who  could  make  no  claim  upon 
us  except  the  claim  of  neighbors  in  distress,  of  a  common  human¬ 
ity,  and  of  universal  brotherhood.  It  is  a  very  shallow  view 
which  maintains  that  the  destruction  of  the  battleship  Maine  and 
the  spirit  of  revenge  prompted  the  war  against  Spain.  It  was 
more  than  two  months  after  the  destruction  of  the  Maine  before 
war  was  declared.  And  the  most  that  the  sinking  of  that  battleship 
accomplished  was  the  acceleration  of  the  gigantic  forces  of  sym¬ 
pathy  and  indignation  which  were  already  gathering  and  sweep¬ 
ing  resistlesslv  across  the  country.  There  never  was  a  more 
unselfish  war  waged  in  the  history  of  the  world.  It  was  a  war  for 
the  freedom  of  the  weak  who  were  entirely  outside  the  pale  of  our 
national  life.  It  was  a  war  for  humanity  without  taint  of  aggres- 
sion  and  without  touch  of  wrong.  Our  navy  was  altogether  ready, 
and  in  spite  again  of  our  historic  military  unpreparedness,  not 
many  weeks  passed  before  ‘  The  Hiker  7  whom  we  honor  to-day 
with  this  Monument  was  ready,  too  —  recruited,  clothed,  drilled 
and  transported  to  the  front,  ready  to  take  his  place  beside  the 
brave  and  efficient  regular,  ready  to  march  in  jungle  trail,  ready 
to  suffer  from  tropic  heat  and  rain  and  irregular  rations,  ready 
to  charge,  ready  to  fight,  ready  to  die  at  his  country’s  call  for  the 
freedom  and  protection  of  races  so  backward  and  childlike  that 
they  might  not  even  be  able  to  appreciate  his  secrifice.  There  is 
might  overflowing  into  right.  There  are  those  who  say  that  might 
never  makes  right.  Well,  nothing  else  makes  right.  Hot  coarse 
might,  not  undifferentiated  brute  might,  but  restrained  might, 
might  differentiated,  might-  overflowing  into  channels  of  human 
service,  that  makes  right.  And  nothing  else  can.  Weakness  never' 
made  right.  Peace  at  any  price  never  made  right.  Sympathy, 
gentleness,  generosity  —  they  are  the  supreme  manifestations  of 
power.  It  is  true  that  gentleness  rnaketh  great,  but  it  is  always 
the  gentleness  of  power. 

“  The  Spanish  War  was  a  manifestation  of  power.  It  was  also 
a  manifestation  of  nobility,  of  generosity  and  of  humanity.  Of 
generosity  —  we  exacted  no  indemnity  from  Spain.  Of  nobility — 
we  set  the  Cubans  free  and  established  only  a  protectorate  over 
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them  to  shield  them  from  foreign  foes.  Of  humanity  —  in  the 
Philippines  we  restored  domestic  tranquillity,  fed  the  starving, 
clothed  the  naked,  healed  the  sick,  established  public  education, 
improved  the  public  health  and  public  finances,  introduced  a 
measure  of  self-government  —  and  the  end  is  not  yet.  Some  day 
they  may  get  politically  free  —  but  not  to-day.  For  their  own 
good  and  the  world’s  good,  we  know  now  that  it  can  not  be  to-day. 

“And  the  Spanish  War  led  to  a  development  which  in  the  long 
run  we  could  not  in  any  event  have  escaped.  The  barriers  of 
national  isolation  are  forever  broken  down.  They  will  never  be 
put  up  again.  jST o  modern  nation  liveth  unto  itself  alone.  Each 
must  bear  its  share  of  the  burden  of  the  world.  With  more  than 
half  a  score  of  the  modern  nations  in  deadly  conflict,  the  United 
States  is  even  now  invested  with  a  most  solemn  international 
responsibility.  She  must  not  only  be  fittingly  prepared  against 
war  from  the  standpoint  of  her  own  defense.  She  must  be  pre¬ 
pared  in  spirit  and  in  discipline  to  lead  the  nations  of  the  world 
out  of  the  war  of  arms  and  into  the  peace  of  justice.  Weakness 
can  never  do  that.  Softness  of  fibre  can  never  do  that.  Flabbiness 
of  spirit  can  never  do  that. 

No  “  Peace  at  Any  Price  ” 

“  Peace  at  any  price  ”  can  never  do  that.  The  United  States 
has  in  her  own  war  history  the  tradition  of  power  exercised  only 
for  freedom  and  the  good  of  humanity.  She  has  never  had  the 
spirit  of  war  for  war’s  sake.  But  she  has  always  been  careless 
and  thoughtless  about  preparation  against  the  day  when  she 
might  suddenly  be  called  into  the  service  of  freedom  and  justice. 
This  is  our  chief  national  frailty.  It  is  not  a  great  standing  army 
of  which  we  stand  in  need.  The  mighty  oceans  that  roll  on  either 
side  are  worth  millions  of  men  in  the  first  line  of  defense.  But 
our  regular  armv  is  now  only  a  fragment  of  what  it  should  be 
even  as  a  national  police.  Where  is  the  menace  of  militarism 
in  a  disciplined  line  of  defense  of  300,000  or  even  500,000  picked 
men,  in  a  country  like  ours  with  more  than  a  hundred  millions 
of  population,  and  far  beyond  a  hundred  billions  of  wealth  ?  And 
is  there  anything  but  menace  in  the  failure  to  provide  a  sufficiently 
powerful  and  expert  navy  with  cruisers  and  submarines  and  hydro¬ 
aeroplanes  to  guard  against  surprise,  attack  and  disaster?  Demo¬ 
cratic  America  has  much  to  learn  from  the  little  democracv  of 
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Switzerland.  It  is  very  clear  that  democracies  must  still  fight  for 
their  existence,  and  must  aid  one  another  in  protecting  the  peace 
of  the  world.  America  would  be  physically,  mentally  and  morally 
better  if  large  numbers  of  our  professional  and  business  college 
men  were  in  the  habit  of  going  every  summer  for  a  few  weeks 
to  the  great  training  camps,  like  the  one  at  Plattsburg,  to  be 
developed  into  amateur  citizen  officers.  And  back  of  the  citizen 
officers  there  should  grow  up,  as  in  Switzerland,  a  citizen  army 
trained  and  accustomed  to  living  in  the  open  and  shooting  straight. 
And  would  this  mean  war?  On  the  contrary,  with  the  traditional 
spirit  and  habit  of  mind  of  the  American  people,  it  would  mean 
nothing  but  insurance  and  preparation  against  war. 

“  Such  a  moderate  policy  of  firmness  and  preparedness,  the 
world  being  what  it  is,  is  a  guarantee  to  the  nations  which  desire 
peace  that  we  are  at  all  fitted  for  the  leadership  of  peace.  For, 
as  the  great  European  conflict  proceeds,  nothing  is  clearer  than 
this,  that,  when  this  war  is  over,  there  must  be  formed  a  league 
of  nations  which  sincerely  desire  to  establish  the  peace  of  the 
world.  It  is  evident  that  without  the  collective  sanction  of  a 
powerful  group  of  peoples,  international  rules,  customs,  treaties, 
are  only  scraps  of  paper  and  a  constant  peril  to  those  who  put 
their  trust  in  them.  If  America  is  to  be  influential  or  is  to  lead 
in  the  league  of  peace,  she  must  show  that  she  is  ready  to  do  her 
share  in  the  hard  work  ahead  for  the  protection  of  the  peace  and 
order  and  the  higher  ideals  of  the  world. 

“  In  these  days  when  gentlemen  cry  peace,  peace,  and  there  is 

no  peace - when  what  we  all  most  ardently  desire  is  peace,  peace, 

and  there  is  no  peace  —  it  is  well  that  we  are  engaged  in  dedicating 
a  monument  to  the  very  type  of  men  who  have  always  been  needed 
to  bring  peace  with  honor  to  the  American  people, —  the  American 
citizen  who  has  not  lost  his  physical  stamina,  nor  his  moral 
courage,  but  who  keeps  his  fighting  edge  against  foes  within  and 
foes  without. .  America  will  long  have  need  of  the  men  who  are 
readv  to  march  even  if  thev  never  are  obliged  to  march.  VTe  shall 
lose  the  esteem  of  the  world  and  ultimately  our  own  esteem  if 
we  fail  to  protect  to  the  utmost  our  own  citizens  whether  at  home 
ot  abroad.  Of  recent  years  it  is  unfortunately  true  that  we  have 
fallen  in  our  own  esteem  and  in  the  esteem  of  the  world,  by  our 
failure  properly  to  safeguard  the  lives  of  our  citizens  in  alien 
lands  not  far  away. 
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Must  Renounce  or  Fight 

“  The  time  is  fast  approaching  when  we  shall  be  obliged  to 
renounce  the  Monroe  Doctrine  or  be  ready  to  fight  for  it.  I  did 
not  say  fight  for  it ;  I  said  he  ready  to  fight  for  it.  There  are 
countries  in  Europe  which  we  can  not  keep  out  of  control  in 
South  America  with  the  mild  cooings  of  the  dove  of  peace. 

u  War  is  terrible,  but  there  are  some  things  worse  than  war. 
Peace  with  dishonor  is  worse  than  war.  Peace  with  unrighteous¬ 
ness  is  worse  than  war.  Peace  with  weakness  and  servility  is  worse 
than  war.  And  for  centuries  yet  to  be  the  peace  of  honor  and 
the  peace  of  justice  will  rest  only  with  the  nations  which  keep 
their  physiological  as  well  as  their  moral  power,  and  their  fighting 
edge.  It  is  only  out  of  overflowing  life,  out  of  life  to  spare,  out 
of  power  ready  to  be  called  at  any  moment  into  the  fight  for 
freedom  and  humanity,  that  at  last  we  get  permanent  peace  and 
well  being  and  universal  brotherhood. 

“  All  peace-at-any-cost  proposals  are  a  misinterpretation  of  the 
Prince  of  Peace.  *  *  *  The  Prince  of  Peace  was  no  non- 
resistant.  Many  a  time  his  righteous  wrath  blazed  out  against 
evil,  against  those  who  had  commercialized  the  outer  court  of  the 
Temple  of  his  Father,  against  the  Pharisees  who  devoured  widows’ 
houses  and  for  a  pretence  made  long  prayers.  He  went  to  the  cross 
not  as  a  passive  non-resistant,  but  because  it  was  his  job  to  go 
to  the  cross,  to  show  to  the  world  by  the  firmness  of  sacrifice,  and 
bv  making  a  stand  to  the  end  for  the  things  that  are  right.  In 
him  firmness  and  love  met  each  other.  And  without  one  there 
never  can  be  the  other.  And  so  on  this  anniversary  of  American 
independence,  we  are  met  here  not  to  glorify  war,  but  to  glorify 
the  men  whose  brave  defense  of  freedom  and  humanity  has  brought 
a  little  nearer  the  vision  and  the  kingdom  of  the  Prince  of  Peace.” 

The  Haydn  Male  Chorus  then  sang  “  The  Star  Spangled  Ban¬ 
ner,”  in  which  the  entire  assembly  joined;  after  which  -the 
Pev.  W.  H.  I.  Heaney,  Chaplain,  IT.  S.  FT.,  pronounced  the 
benediction,  and  closed  a  day  that  will  go  down  in  the  history 
of  Oneida  County  as  one  in  which  was  exemplified  the  principles 
of  “  Freedom,”  “  Patriotism  ”  and  “  Humanity.”

New  York,  U.  S.  W.  V.,  at  its  stated  convention. 

2.  The  Committee  submitted  a  revision  to  the  Twelfth  Annual 
Encampment  of  the  Department  of  New  York  at  its  stated  con¬ 
vention,  held  in  Utica,  N.  Y.,  July  6,  7  and  8,  1915,  at  which 
time  it  was  voted  to  refer  the  revision  to  a  sub-committee  consist¬ 
ing  of  one  representative  from  each  Camp  represented  at  the 
Encampment,  and  then  refer  the  revised  By-Laws  to  the 
Encampment.

DEPARTMENT  BY-LAWS 

Adopted  at  Twelfth  Annual  Department  Encampment,  Utica, 

New  York,  July  8,  1915 

Article  I 

Section  1.  Name.  The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  the 
Department  of  New  York,  United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

Section  2.  Objects.  The  objects  of  the  United  Spanish  War 
Veterans  shall  be  to  perpetuate  the  memories  of  the  War  with 
Spain,  Philippine  Insurrection  and  the  China  Relief  Expedition. 
To  preserve  historical  records  of  these  wars  and  expeditions. 

Article  II 

Section  1.  Composition.  It  shall  consist  of  all  Camps  of  the 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans  located  in  the  State  of  New  York 
and  of  such  traveling  Camps  as  may  be  attached  to  it  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

Section  2.  Membership  of  the  Department  Encampment.  The 
membership  of  the  Department  Encampment  shall  be  as  pre¬ 
scribed  in  Sec.  2,  Art.  2,  Part  3  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations, 
except  that  District  Inspectors  as  such,  shall  not  be  members  of 
the  Department  Encampment. 

Article  III 

Section  1.  Government.  The  Constitution  and  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  as  from  time 
to  time  amended,  and  all  legislation  enacted  thereunder  by  the 
National  Encampment,  together  with  the  lawful  orders  promul¬ 
gated  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  shall  be  the  supreme  law  of 
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the  Department.  Subject  to  the  foregoing,  the  Department  and 
all  Camps  and  Comrades  within  its  jurisdiction  shall  be  under  the 
control  of  a  governing  body  which  is  styled  the  Department 
Encampment,  and  the  lawful  orders  of  the  Department 
Commander. 


Article  IV 

Section  1.  Committees.  The  Department  Commander  shall 
appoint  prior  to  the  convening  of  a  convention  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Encampment  a  Committee  on  Credentials ;  said  Committee 
to  consist  of  the  Department  Adjutant  and  two  other  Comrades 
entitled  to  a  vote  at  the  said  convention,  provided,  however,  that 
none  of  the  three  members  of  this  Committee  shall  be  from  the 
same  Camp,  or  from  the  same  municipality.  This  Committee 
shall  examine  and  report  to  the  Department  Encampment  upon 
the  credentials  of  members  present  and  entitled  to  participate  in 
the  convention. 

Section  2.  The  Department  Commander  shall  appoint  a  Com¬ 
mittee  on  auditing  consisting  of  three  Comrades,  who  shall  audit 
all  Department  books  at  least  twice  during  a  Department  adminis¬ 
tration.  The  audit  of  this  Committee  shall  be  published  in 
Department  General  Orders,  said  General  Orders  to  be  known 
hereafter  as  the  Department  Bulletin.  Said  Committee  shall  also 
submit  a  report  in  writing  to  the  stated  convention  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Encampment. 

Section  3.  The  Department  Commander  shall  appoint  a  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Department  legislation  consisting  of  not  less  than  five 
members  including  the  Department  Judge  Advocate.  The  duties 
of  this  Committee  shall  be  as  specified  in  Section  4,  Article  S, 
Part  3  of  the  Buies  and  Begulations,  and  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Department  Encampment  or  by  the 
Department  Commander. 

Section  4.  At  the  opening  or  prior  thereto  of  each  Department 
Encampment  the  Department  Commander  shall  appoint  a  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Besolutions.  This  Committee  shall  consist  of  not  less 
than  three  members.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to 
consider  and  report  on  all  resolutions  and  matters  that  may  be 
referred  to  it  by  the  Department  Encampment.

Section  5.  Within  sixty  days  after  the  Department  Commander 
assumes  office  he  shall  appoint  a  Committee  on  Extension  of  the 
Order,  consisting  of  not  less  than  five  members  including  the 
Department  Adjutant.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to 
devise  ways  and  means  to  increase  the  membership  of  this  Depart¬ 
ment.  This  Committee  may  also  execute  such  ways  and  means 
as  may  meet  the  approval  of  the  Department  Commander.  A 
report  in  writing  shall  be  made  by  this  Committee  to  the  stated 
convention  of  the  Department,  showing  the  work  accomplished 
during  its  term  of  service  and  offer  such  recommendations  as  may 
be  deemed  to  be  of  assistance  to  the  Department  Encampment. 

Section  6.  In  the  absence  of  regular  members  of  any  com¬ 
mittee,  the  Department  Commander  may  appoint  from  time  to 
time  Comrades  to  act  thereon  in  the  place  and  stead  of  the  regular 
members. 

Section  7.  The  Department  Commander  may  appoint  such 
additional  Committees  as  he  may  deem  to  be  desirable  to  carry 
on  and  expedite  the  work  of  the  Department  Encampment,  and 
such  as  he  may  be  specially  authorized  to  appoint  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Encampment. 


Article  V 

Section  1.  The  C  onventions  and  Meetings  of  this  Department 
shall  be  as  provided  for  in  Article  5,  Part  3,  of  the  Rules  and 
Regulations. 

Article  YI 

Section  1.  Per  Capita  Tax.  The  Per  Capita  Tax  in  this 
Department  shall  be  as  provided  in  Section  1,  Article  9,  Part  3, 
of  the  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Section  2.  Salaries.  The  salaries  paid  to  Officers  of  this  Depart¬ 
ment  shall  be  determined  bv  the  Council  of  Administration.

Article  VII 

Section  1.  General  Fund,  How  Constituted.  All  monies 
received  from  whatever  source,  not  raised  or  solicited  for  a 
specific  purpose,  shall  constitute  the  General  Fund. 

Section  2.  Special  Funds.  The  Department  Encampment  may, 
from  time  to  time,  establish  special  funds  for  specific  purposes. 
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A  special  fund  may  be  either  permanent  or  temporary,  and  shall 
consist  of  all  sums  received,  with  the  understanding  expressed  or 
implied  that  they  are  to  be  devoted  to  the  purpose  indicated, 
together  with  any  amounts  that  may  be  transferred  by  appro¬ 
priation  to  such  special  funds  from  the  General  Fund. 

Section  3.  Custody  of  Funds.  Separate  accounts  shall  be  kept 
of  the  General  Fund,  Special  Funds  and  so  far  as  possible,  dis¬ 
tinct  funds  shall  be  deposited  in  separate  bank  accounts.  The 
Department  Quartermaster  shall  be  the  Custodian  of  the  General 
Fund  and  of  all  Special  Funds  except  those  which  have  been 
committed  to  the  custody  of  some  other  officer,  Committee  or 
Comrade  by  enactment  of  the  Department  Encampment. 

Section  4.  Payments  from  the  General  Fund,  (a)  The  Depart¬ 
ment  Commander  shall  order  payments  from  the  General  Fund 
in  accordance  with  the  enactments  of  the  Department  Encamp¬ 
ment.  (b)  The  Department  Commander  shall  have  the  power 
to  order  payments  from  the  General  Eund  at  his  own  discretion 
and  without  reference  to  other  authority  for  the  following 
purposes : 

First.  For  all  current  expenses  of  Department  Headquarters 
incurred  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  and  all  supplies. 

Second.  For  his  own  traveling  expenses  on  such  journeys 
within  the  Department  as  he  shall  deem  to  be  for  the  interest  and 
welfare  of  the  Department,  and  actual  expenses  not  to  exceed 
$100.00  for  the  purpose  of  attending  the  Annual  National 
Encampment. 

Third.  For  the  traveling  expenses  of  Department  Officers  on 
such  journeys  as  may  be  necessary  in  discharging  the  duties  of 
their  offices,  or  as  may  be  required  of  them  by  the  Department 
Commander. 

(c)  The  Department  Commander  shall  have  the  power  to 
order  payments  from  the  General  Fund,  having  first  obtained  the 
approval  of  the  Department  Council  of  Administration  for  the 
following  purposes: 

For  absolutely  necessary  expenses  of  conventions  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Encampment  and  in  extraordinary  cases  for  the  reception 
and  entertainment  of  official  guests  at  conventions  of  the 
Department. 
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The  Department  Commander  may  order  payments  from  the 
General  Fund  for  the  carrying  out  of  measures  approved  by  the 
Department  Council  of  Administration  for  the  extension  and 
maintenance  of  the  Department. 

Disbursements  from  the  General  Fund  for  purposes  other  than 
those  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  be  authorized  only  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  enactments  of  the  Department  Encampment. 

Section  5.  Payments  from  Special  Fund.  Payments  from 
Special  Funds  shall  be  made  in  the  same  way  as  provided  in 
Section  5,  Article  II,  Part  2  of  the  Pules  and  Regulations  for 
the  disbursal  of  Special  Funds  of  the  Rational  Encampment. 

Section  6.  Voucher  System.  All  disbursements  must  be  made 
by  voucher  only,  duplicates  to  be  provided  for  the  Department 
Adjutant  and  the  Department  Quartermaster. 

Article  VIII 

Section  1.  Legislation  —  How  Enacted.  Department  Legisla¬ 
tion,  except  amendments  of  or  additions  to  these  By-laws,  Special 
Laws  or  Resolutions,  shall  require  for  enactment  a  majority  vote 
of  all  the  members  present  and  voting  at  a  stated  or  special 
convention  of  the  Department  Encampment. 

Section  2.  Permanent  Laws.  The  permanent  laws  of  this 
Department  shall  be  embodied  in  these  By-laws  and  all  amend¬ 
ments  thereof  and  additions  thereto  which  shall  hereafter  be 
enacted  by  the  Department  Encampment.  Amendments  and  addi¬ 
tions  shall  he  appended  thereto  under  the  general  title  of  ‘‘Amend¬ 
ments  and  Additions  ”  each  constituting  a  separate  article. 

Section  3.  Permanent  Laws  to  he  Printed.  The  Department 
Commander  shall  cause  these  By-laws  to  be  printed  with  a  suffi¬ 
cient  index  in  such  form  as  will  permit  the  attaching  to  each  copy 
of  slips  bearing  the  amendments  and  additions  enacted  from  year 
to  year  so  as  to  present  the  whole  body  of  the  permanent  law  of 
the  Department. 

Section  4.  Special  Laws.  Enactments  passed  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Encampment  which  shall  be  limited  as  to  time  or  applica¬ 
tion,  shall  be  classed  as  Special  Laws,  and  shall  have  all  the  force 
of  permanent  laws,  so  far  as  their  provisions  extend.  Special 
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enactments  shall  not  be  printed  unless  so  ordered  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Encampment ;  but  the  Department  Commander  may,  in  bis 
discretion,  cause  them  to  be  published  in  whole  or  in  part. 

Section  5.  Definition  of  Enactments  and  Resolutions.  An 
enactment  is  defined  to  be  a  proposition  which,  if  adopted,  will 
constitute  a  new  law,  either  permanent  or  temporary,  for  the 
government  of  the  Department.  A  resolution  shall  consist  of  a 
formal  expression  by  the  Department  Encampment  of  its  wishes, 
opinion  or  sentiment  as  to  matters  other  than  permanent  or  special 
laws. 

Section  6.  Standard  Text.  The  original  copies  of  enactments 
and  resolutions  shall  be  properly  attested  by  the  Department 
Adjutant. 

Section  7.  Legislation  to  Take  Effect ;  When.  An  enactment 
or  resolution  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage,  unless  otherwise 
provided  therein.  Enactments  upon  taking  effect,  shall  become 
binding  upon  all  officers  and  Comrades  affected  thereby,  who  shall 
be  conclusively  presumed  to  have  notice  of  the  same,  and  shall  not 
be  allowed  to  plead  ignorance  thereof  in  excuse  of  failure  to 
comply  with  their  requirements. 

Article  IX 

Section  1.  Department  Officers  and  Their  Duties.  The  Officers 
of  the  Department  and  their  duties  shall  be  as  prescribed  in 
Articles  VI  and  VII,  Part  III,  of  the  Pules  and  Regulations, 
provided,  however,  that  they  shall  perform  such  further  duties 
as  may  be  prescribed  in  these  By-laws  or  by  further  authority  of 
the  Department. 

Retiring  Department  Commander  shall  be  charged  with  respon¬ 
sibility  for  the  preparation,  printing  and  distribution  of  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Department  Encampment  covering  the  period 
of  his  term  of  office. 

Article  X 

Section  1.  Council  of  Administration.  The  Department  Coun¬ 
cil  of  Administration  constituted  as  provided  in  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  and  all  Past  Department  Commanders  of  this  Depart¬ 
ment  in  good  standing  in  their  respective  Camps,  in  addition  to 
its  prescribed  duties  and  powers  as  may  be  prescribed  in  these 
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By-Laws  and  by  authority  of  the  Department  Encampment,  shall 
act  as  an  advisory  board  to  the  Department  Commander  when 
called  upon  by  him  to  do  so,  and  the  members  as  individuals 
shall  perform  any  special  service  within  the  Department  which 
he  may  direct. 

Article  XI 

Section  1.  Uniforms ,  Emblems  and  Insignia.  The  official  uni¬ 
form  in  this  Department  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  Bill  of 
Dress  as  specified  in  Article  2,  Part  7,  of  the  Rules  and  Regu¬ 
lations,  provided,  however,  that  Camps  formerly  attached  to 
associations  which  have  amalgamated  with  the  U.  S.  W.  V.,  may 
wear  the  uniform  of  their  former  Association  when  permitted 
to  do  so  by  the  terms  of  the  amalgamation  agreement,  or  when 
the  majority  members  of  a  Camp  may  decide  to  wear  the  uniform 
of  some  branch  of  the  United  States  Service  to  which  they  are 
attached  or  may  be  attached  by  reason  of  sentiment  or  previous 
Service. 

Section  2.  The  insignia  and  emblems  to  be  worn  by  the  mem¬ 
bership  in  this  Department  shall  be  as  specified  in  Article  I,. 
Part  7,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations.  In  addition  thereto,. 
Delegates’  Badges,  Encampment  Insignias,  etc.,  issued  by  official 
Encampment  Committees  and  affiliated  organizations  of  the 
U.  S.  W.  V.,  may  be  worn  during  the  period  of  a  Department 
Encampment,  but  at  no  time  shall  there  be  worn  more  than  one 
membership  badge  and  one  Delegate’s  Badge  of  the  U.  S.  W.  V. 

Section  3.  The  method  of  purchasing,  distributing  and  the 
question  of  ownership  of  all  equipment  including  emblems  and 
insignia  shall  be  as  specified  in  Part  7  of  the  Rules  and  Regula¬ 
tions  or  as  hereafter  authorized  by  the  Department  Encampment. 


Article  XII 

Section  1.  General  Orders.  The  General  Orders  of  this 
Department  shall  be  published  monthly  in  the  Department  Bul¬ 
letin.  The  said  Department  Bulletin  must  be  entered  at  the 
United  States  Post  Office  of  Publication,  as  a  fraternal  paper 
entitled  to  second  class  rates. 
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Article  XIII 

Section  1.  Amendments  and  Additions.  These  By-Laws  may 
be  added  to  or  amended  at  any  stated  Convention  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  Encampment  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present 
and  voting,  subject  to  the  subsequent  approval  by  the  Commander- 
in-Cbief  of  the  addition  or  amendment  adopted.

Statutes  Enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York 

Relating  to  Spanish  War  Veterans 


Tabulated  by  Past  Department  Commander  William  Jones 
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LAWS  OF  1901,  CHAPTER  533 

AN  ACT  relating  to  the  rights  of  veterans. 

Became  a  law  April  25,  1901,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.  Passed, 

three-filths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York ,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  provisions  of  a  special,  local  or  general  law, 
passed  by  the  legislature  of  this  state  during  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  one,  shall  not  he  construed  to  permit  a  suspension 
of  removal  by  municipal  authorities  of  honorably  discharged 
soldiers,  sailors  or  marines,  who  served  as  such  in  the  Union  army  . 
or  navv  during’  the  wrar  of  the  rebellion  or  in  the  army  or  navv  of 
the  United  States  during  the  Spanish-American  war,  or  who  are 
honorably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  of  the  regular 
army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  or  who  shall  have  served  the 
term  required  by  law  in  a  volunteer  fire  department  of  any  city, 
town  or  village  in  the  state,  or  who  shall  have  been  a  member 
thereof  at  the  time  of  the  disbandment  of  such  volunteer  fire 
department,  except  for  incompetency  or  misconduct  in  the  man¬ 
ner  prescribed  by  section  twenty-one  of  the  civil  service  law;  nor 
shall  any  of  the  provisions  of  any  such  special,  general  or  local 
law,  passed  by  the  legislature  during  such  year  be  construed  to 
abridge  any  of  the  rights  and  privileges  possessed  by  such  honor¬ 
ably  discharged  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines,  or  member  of  a  volun¬ 
teer  fire  department,  conferred  upon  them  by  any  law  passed  prior 
to  January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  one. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediatelv.

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LAWS  OF  1902,  CHAPTER  270 
AN  ACT  to  amend  the  civil  service  law,  in  relation  to  veterans. 

Became  a  law  March  29,  1902,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.  Passed. 

a  majority  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York ,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

§  21.  Power  of  removal  limited.  Every  person  whose  rights 
may  he  in  any  way  prejudiced  contrary  to  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  entitled  to  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  remedy 
the  wrong.  Vo  person  holding  a  position  by  appointment  or 
employment  in  the  state  of  Yew  York  or  in  the  several  cities, 
counties,  towns  or  villages  thereof,  who  is  an  honorably  discharged 
soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  having  served  as  such  in  the  Union  army 
or  navy  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion  and  who  is  an  honorably 
discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  having  served  as  such  in  the 
volunteer  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  during  the  Spanish 
war,  or  who  shall  have  served  the  term  required  by  law  in  the 
volunteer  fire  department  of  any  city,  town  or  village  in  the  state, 
or  who  shall  have  been  a  member  thereof  at  the  time  of  disband¬ 
ment  of  such  volunteer  fire  department,  shall  be  removed  from 
such  position  or  employment  except  for  incompetency  or  mis¬ 
conduct  shown  after  a  hearing  upon  due  notice,  upon  stated 
charges  and  with  the  right  to  such  employee  or  appointee  to  a 
review  by  a  writ  of  certiorari.  If  the  position  so  held  hv  any 
such  honorablv  discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  or  volunteer 
fireman  shall  become  unnecessarv  or  he  abolished  for  reason  of 
economy  or  otherwise,  the  said  honorably  discharged  soldier, 
sailor  or  marine,  or  volunteer  fireman  holding  the  same  shall  not 
be  discharged  from  the  public  service,  but  shall  be  transferred  to 
any  branch  of  the  said  service  for  duty  in  such  position  as  he 
may  be  fitted  to  fill,  receiving  the  same  compensation  therefor,  and 
it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  persons  clothed  with  power  of 
appointment  to  make  such  transfer  effective.  The  burden  of  prov¬ 
ing  incompetency  or  misconduct  shall  be  upon  the  person  alleging 
the  same.  Yothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to 
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the  position  of  private  secretary,  cashier  or  deputy  of  any  official 
department. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

LAWS  OF  1903,  CHAPTER  272 

AN  ACT  to  amend  section  six  hundred  and  forty  of  the  penal 
code,  relative  to  the  desecration,  mutilation  or  improper  use  of 
the  flag  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  state. 

Became  a  law  April  24,  1903,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.  Passed, 

a  majority  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York ,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly ,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Subdivision  sixteen  of  section  six  hundred  and  forty 
of  the  penal  code  as  added  by  chapter  twelve  of  the  laws  of  eigh¬ 
teen  hundred  and  ninety-nine  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

16.  Any  person,  who  in  any  manner,  for  exhibition  or  display, 
shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed,  any  word,  figure,  mark,  picture, 
design,  drawing  or  any  advertisement,  of  any  nature,  upon  any 
flag,  standard,  color  or  ensign  of  the  United  States  or  state  flag 
of  this  state  or  ensign,  or  shall  expose  or  cause  to  be  exposed  to 
public  view  any  such  flag,  standard,  color  or  ensign,  upon  which 
shall  be  printed,  painted,  or  otherwise  placed,  or  to  which  shall 
be  attached,  appended,  affixed,  or  annexed,  any  word,  figure, 
mark,  picture,  design  or  drawing,  or  any  advertisement  of  any 
nature,  or  who  shall  expose  to  public  view,  manufacture,  sell, 
expose  for  sale,  give  away,  or  have  in  possession  for  sale,  or  to 
give  away,  or  for  use  for  any  purpose,  any  article,  or  substance, 
being  an  article  of  merchandise,  or  a  receptacle  of  merchandise 
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upon  which  shall  have  been  printed,  painted,  attached,  or  other¬ 
wise  placed,  a  representation  of  any  such  flag,  standard,  color  or 
ensign,  to  advertise,  call  attention  to,  decorate,  mark,  or  dis¬ 
tinguish,  the  article  or  substance,  on  which  so  placed,  or  who  shall 
publicly  mutilate,  deface,  defile,  or  defy,  trample  upon,  or  cast 
contempt,  either  by  words  or  act,  upon  any  such  flag,  standard, 
color,  or  ensign,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  or 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  both,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court.  The  words  flag,  standard,  color,  or  en¬ 
sign,  as  used  in  this  subdivision  or  section,  shall  include  any  flag, 
standard,  color,  ensign,  or  any  picture  or  representation,  of  either 
thereof,  made  of  any  substance,  or  represented  upon  any  substance 
and  of  any  size,  evidently  purporting  to  be,  either  of  said  flag, 
standard,  color,  or  ensign,  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  a 
picture  or  a  representation  of  either  thereof,  upon  which  shall  be 
shown  the  colors,  the  stars  and  the  stripes,  on  any  number  of 
either  thereof,  or  by  which  the  person  seeing  the  same  without 
deliberation  may  believe  the  same  to  represent  the  flag,  colors, 
standard,  or  ensign  of  the  United  States  of  America.  This  sub¬ 
division  and  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  act  permitted  by  the 
statutes  of  the  United  States  of  America  or  by  the  United  States 
army  and  navy  regulations  nor  shall  it  be  construed  to  apply  to  a 
newspaper,  periodical,  book,  pamphlet,  circular,  certificate, 
diploma,  warrant  or  commission  of  appointmnt  to  office,  orna¬ 
mental  picture,  article  of  jewelry,  or  stationery  for  use  in  cor¬ 
respondence,  on  any  of  which  shall  be  printed,  painted  or  placed, 
said  flag,  disconnected  from  any  advertisement. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  September  first,  nineteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  three.

An.  Act  to  amend  chapter  two  hundred  and  six  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  two,  entitled  “An  act  in  relation  to  the 
removal  of  the  remains  of  dead  soldiers  from  potter's  field  and 
neglected  or  abandoned  cemeteries  to  incorporated  cemeteries 
which  are  properly  cared  for  and  to  provide  for  a  soldiers’ 
plot  in  such  cemeteries  and  to  defray  the  expenses  of  obtaining 
plots  and  for  the  removal  and  reinterment  of  the  remains  of 
deceased  soldiers  and  to  provide  for  the  annual  care  of  soldiers' 
plots  in  cemeteries,”  providing  for  the  payment  of  certain 
expenses  by  the  county. 

Became  a  law  May  16,  1905,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.  Passed. 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York',  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly ,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  six  of  the 
laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  entitled  “An  act  in  relation 
to  the  removal  of  the  remains  of  deceased  soldiers  from  potter’s 
held  and  neglected  or  abandoned  cemeteries  to  incorporated  ceme¬ 
teries  which  are  properly  cared  for  and  to  provide  for  a  soldiers' 
plot  in  such  cemeteries  and  to  defray  the  expenses  of  obtaining 
plots  and  for  the  removals  and  reinterment  of  the  remains  of 
deceased  soldiers  and  to  provide  for  the  annual  care  of  soldiers' 
plots  in  cemeteries,”  as  amended  by  chapter  five  hundred  and  six 
of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

§  2.  LTpon  a  verified  petition  presented  to  a  judge  of  a  court  of 
record  by  any  soldiers’  organization  in  any  town  or  city  in  this 
state  by  a  majority  of  its  officers,  or  a  majority  of  any  memorial 
committee  in  any  town  or  city  where  there  are  two  or  more  vet¬ 
eran  soldiers’  organizations,  or  in  towns  or  cities  where  there  are 
no  veteran  soldiers’  organizations,  upon  the  petition  of  five  or 
more  veteran  soldiers,  the  judge  to  whom  said  verified  petition,  is 
presented  shall  make  an  order  to  show  cause,  returnable  before 
him  at  a  time  and  place  within  the  county  in  not  less  than  four¬ 
teen  nor  more  than  twenty  days  from  the  date  of  presentation 
of  said  petition,  why  the  remains  of  any  deceased  soldiers  buried 
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in  potter's  field,  or  in  any  neglected  or  abandoned  cemeteries 
should  not  be  removed  to  and  reinterred  in  a  properly  kept  incor¬ 
porated  cemetery  in  the  same  town  or  city  or  in  a  town  adjoin¬ 
ing  the  town  or  city  in  which  the  remains  of  a  deceased  soldier  is 
buried,  and  to  fix  the  amount  of  the  expenses  for  such  removal 
and  reinterment,  and  the  order  to  show  cause  shall  provide  for 
its  publication  in  a  newspaper,  to  be  designated  in  the  order, 
which  it  is  published  nearest  to  the  cemetery  from  which  the 
removal  is  sought  to  be  made,  once  in  each  week  for  two  succes¬ 
sive  weeks.  The  verified  petition  presented  to  the  judge  shall 
show  that  the  petitioners  are  a  majority  of  the  officers  of  a  veteran 
soldier  organization,  or  a  majority  of  a  memorial  committee  in 
towns  or  cities  where  two  or  more  veteran  soldier  organization* 
exist,  or  that  the  petitioners  are  honorably  discharged  veteran 
soldiers  in  towns  or  cities  where  no  veteran  soldier  organization 
exists,  and  (1)  the  name  of  the  deceased  soldier  or  soldiers  whose 
remains  are  sought  to  be  removed,  and  if  known  the  company  and 
regiment  in  which  he  or  they  served;  (2)  the  name  and  location 
of  the  cemetery  in  which  he  is  interred  and  from  which  removal 
is  asked  to  be  made;  (3)  the  name  and  location  of  the  incor¬ 
porated  cemetery  to  which  the  remains  are  desired  to  be 
removed  and  reinterred;  (4)  the  facts  showing  the  reasons  for 
such  removal.  Upon  the  return  day  of  the  order  to  show  cause 
and  at  the  time  and  place  fixed  in  said  order,  upon  filing  proof  of 
publication  of  the  order  to  show  cause  with  the  judge,  if  no  rea¬ 
son  or  objection  is  made  thereto,  he  shall  make  an  order  directing 
the  removal  of  the  remains  of  said  deceased  soldier  or  soldiers  to 
the  cemetery  designated  in  the  petition  within  the  town  or  city  or 
within  a  town  adjoining  the  town  or  city  in  which  the  remains 
are  then  buried  and  shall  specify  in  the  order  the  amount  of  the 
expenses  of  such  removal,  which  expenses  of  removal  and  reinter¬ 
ment,  including  the  expense  of  the  proceeding  under  this  act, 
shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  county  in  which  the  town  or  city  is 
situated  from  which  the  removal  is  made  and  such  expenses  shall 
be  a  county  charge  and  audited  by  the  board  of  supervisors  oi 
the  county  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  other  county  charges. 
On  and  after  the  removal  and  reinterment  of  the  remains  of  the

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deceased  soldier  or  soldiers  in  the  soldiers’  plot,  the  expenses  for 
annual  care  of  the  grave  in  the  soldiers’  burial  plot  to  which  the 
removal  is  made  shall  be  annually  provided  by  the  town  or  city 
in  which  the  remains  were  originally  buried,  at  the  rate  of  not  to 
exceed  fifty  cents  per  grave  and  shall  be  paid  annually  to  the 
incorporated  cemetery  association  to  which  the  remains  of  each 
deceased  soldier  may  be  removed  and  reinterred.  The  petition 
and  order  shall  be  filed  in  the  county  clerk's  office  of  the  county 
in  which  the  remains  of  the  deceased  soldier  were  originally 
interred,  and  the  service  of  a  certified  copy  of  the  final  order  upon 
the  cemetery  association  shall  be  made  prior  to  any  removal. 
Any  relative  of  the  deceased  soldier  or  soldiers,  or  the  officer  of 
any  cemetery  association  in  which  the  remains  of  the  deceased 
soldier  or  soldiers  were  originally  interred,  or  the  authorities  of 
the  county  in  which  the  soldier  or  soldiers  was  originally  buried 
may  oppose  the  granting  of  said  order  and  the  judge  shall  sum¬ 
marily  hear  the  statement  of  the  parties  and  make  such  order  as 
the  justice  and  equity  of  the  application  shall  require.  Any 
headstone  or  monument  which  marks  the  grave  of  the  deceased 
soldier  shall  be  removed  and  reset  at  the  grave  in  the  cemetery 
in  which  the  removal  is  permitted  to  be  made  and  in  each  case 
the  final  order  shall  provide  the  amount  of  the  expenses  of  such 
removals  and  reinterment  and  resetting  of  the  headstone  or  monu¬ 
ment,  including  the  expenses  of  the  proceedings  under  this  act; 
except  that  where  provision  is  otherwise  made  for  the  purchase 
or  erection  of  a  new  headstone,  monument,  or  marker  at  the  grave 
in  the  cemetery  to  which  such  removal  is  permitted,  such  old 
headstone  or  monument  need  not  be  so  removed  and  reset,  in 
which  case  such  final  order  shall  not  provide  for  the  expense  of 
resetting.  The  order  shall  designate  the  person  or  persons  having 
charge  of  the  removals  and  reinterments.  Upon  completion  of 
the  removal,  reinterment  and  resetting  of  the  headstones  or  monu¬ 
ments,  the  person  or  persons  having  charge  of  the  same  shall 
make  a  verified  report  of  the  removal,  reinterment  and  resetting 
of  the  headstone  or  monument  and  file  the  report  in  the  clerk’s 
office  of  the  proper  county.  The  word  “  soldier  ”  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  to  mean  an  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine 
who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  and  the

words  “  soldiers*  plot/'*  shall  be  construed  to  mean  a  plot  of  land 
in  any  incorporated  cemetery  set  apart  to  be  exclusively  used  as  a 
place  for  interring  the  remains  of  deceased  veteran  soldiers  of 
the  United  States.

AX  ACT  to  amend  the  membership  corporations  law,  relative  to 

soldiers’  monument  corporations. 

Became  a  law  May  16,  1905,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.  Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York ,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly ,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  twenty  of  chapter  five 
hundred  and  fifty-nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
five,  entitled  “An  act  relating  to  membership  corporations,  consti¬ 
tuting  chapter  forty-three  of  the  general  laws,”  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

§  120.  Certificate  of  incorporation.  Three  or  more  persons 
may  become  a  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  monu¬ 
ment,  monuments  or  memorial,  including  a  memorial  hall  or 
building,  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  soldiers  and  sailors  who 
served  in  defense  of  the  Union  in  the  late  war,  or  in  the  armv  or 
navy  of  the  United  States  in  the  late  war  with  Spain,  or  in  the 
armv  or  navy  of  the  United  States  in  anv  war  in  which  the  gov- 
ernment  of  the  United  States  has  been  engaged,  including  the 
American  revolution  on  the  side  of  the  colonies;  such  monument 
or  memorial  alike  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  those  soldiers  and 
sailors,  who,  since  rendering  such  military  or  naval  service  have 
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become  resident  of  and  die  in  the  town,  city  or  county  in  which 
such  monument  or  memorial  is  erected;  by  making,  acknowledg¬ 
ing  and  filing  a  certificate,  stating  the  particular  object  for  which 
the  corporation  is  to  be  created;  the  name  of  the  proposed  cor¬ 
poration  ;  the  number  of  its  directors,  not  less  than  six  nor  more 
than  twelve;  the  names  and  places  of  residence  of  the  persons  to 
be  directors  until  the  first  annual  meeting,  and  the  time  of  hold¬ 
ing  its  annual  meetings.  Such  certificate  shall  not  be  filed  with¬ 
out  the  approval,  endorsed  thereupon  or  annexed  thereto,  of  a 
justice  of  the  supreme  court.  On  filing  such  certificate,  in  pursu¬ 
ance  of  law,  the  signers  thereof,  their  associates  and  successors 
shall  be  a  corporation  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  such 
certificate. 

§  2.  Section  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  of  such  chapter  five 
hundred  and  fifty-nine  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
five,  as  amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  seven  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
f  ollows : 

§  121.  Property;  erection  of  monuments.  Such  a  corporation 
may  acquire  and  hold,  within  the  county  in  which  its  certificate 
of  incorporation  is  recorded  not  more  than  five  acres  of  land  to 
be  used  exclusively  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  monument  or 
monuments  or  other  memorial  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the 
soldiers  and  sailors  who  served  in  defense  of  the  Union  in  the 
war  of  the  rebellion,  or  who  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the 
United  States  in  the  late  war  with  Spain  or  in  the  army  or  navy 
of  the  United  States  in  any  war  in  which  the  government  of  the 
United  States  lias  engaged,  including  the  American  revolution  on 
the  side  of  the  colonies;  such  monument  or  memorial  alike  to  per¬ 
petuate  the  memory  of  those  soldiers  and  sailors  who,  since  render¬ 
ing  such  military  or  naval  service,  have  become  resident  of  and 
die  in  the  town,  city  or  county  in  which  such  monument  or 
memorial  is  erected.  Such  a  corporation  may  erect  any  such 
monument,  monuments  or  memorial  upon  any  public  street, 
square  or  ground  of  any  town,  city  or  village,  with  the  consent  of 
the  proper  officers  thereof,  or  may  purchase  or  accept  the  dona¬ 
tion  of  land  suitable  for  that  purpose;  and  may  take  and  hold 
the  property  given,  devised  or  bequeathed  to  it  in  trust,  to  apply

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the  same  or  the  income  or  proceeds  thereof  for  the  erection, 
improvement,  embellishment,  preservation,  repair  or  renewal  of 
such  monument,  monuments  or  memorial,  or  of  any  structure, 
fences  or  walks  upon  its  lands,  or  for  plating  or  cultivating  trees, 
shrubs,  flowers  and  plants,  in  and  around  or  upon  its  lands,  or  for 
improving  or  embellishing  the  same  in  any  manner  consistent  with 
the  design  and  purposes  of  the  association,  according  to  the  terms 
of  such  grant,  devise  or  bequest.  It  may  take  by  gift  or  purchase 
any  lots  or  lands  in  any  cemetery  within  such  county  to  be  used 
or  occupied  exclusively  for  the  burial  of  honorably  discharged 
soldiers  and  sailors  who  served  in  either  of  such  wars,  and  for  the 
erection  of  suitable  monuments  or  memorials  therein.  A  town 
clerk  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  a  village  shall,  upon  the  petition 
of  twenty-five  resident  taxpayers,  submit  to  a  biennial  town  meet¬ 
ing  or  village  election,  as  the  case  may  be,  a  proposition  to  raise 
by  taxation  a  sum  stated  therein,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  in  any  one  year,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  such  a  monument, 
or  contributing  to  the  expense  of  such  a  monument,  erected  by  a 
corporation  under  this  section,  or  for  repairing  or  improving  the 
same  and  the  grounds  thereof ;  and  such  tax  shall  be  levied  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  law  for  levying  general  taxes  in  such  town 
or  village,  and  when  raised  shall  be  applied  to  the  purposes 
specified  in  such  proposition.

AH  ACT  to  amend  the  military  code  relative  to  armories. 

Became  a  law  March  23,  1906,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.  Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  forty-three  of  chapter  two 
hundred  and  twelve  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight,  entitled  “An  act  in  relation  to  the  militia,  constituting  chap¬ 
ter  sixteen  of  the  general  laws,”  as  amended  by  chapter  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine, 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

§  143.  Armories  shall  be  used  only  by  troops  and  cadet  corps 
or  organizations  of  the  national  guard  and  the  naval  militia  and 
for  such  other  military  purposes  as  may  be  approved  by  the  adju¬ 
tant-general;  except  that  they  may  be  used  by  posts  of  the  grand 
army  of  the  republic,  or  other  veteran  organizations  of  honorably 
discharged  union  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines,  of  the  late  war  of 
the  rebellion  or  of  the  Spanisli-American  war,  as  provided  in  sec¬ 
tion  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  of  this  chapter ;  and  by  educa¬ 
tional  institutions  where  military  instruction  is  imparted,  with  the 
approval  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  armory,  and  his  brigade 
commander,  provided  the  military  instructor  of  such  institution 
is  an  officer  of  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the 
national  guard  or  naval  militia  of  this  state,  or  has,  within  five 
years,  passed  an  examining  board  for  officers  of  this  state ;  and  on 
occasions  of  state  or  national  importance,  upon  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  major-general  commanding  the  national  guard,  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  brigade  of  the  national  guard  in  whose 
jurisdiction  the  armory  is  located  and  the  officer  in  charge  of  the 
armory;  and  under  such  restrictions  as  it  may  prescribe  the 
armory  commission  shall  have  power  to  allow  the  use  of  armories 
for  such  other  purposes  as  may  appear  to  it  expedient  and  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  military  service  and  of  the  state;  provided 
however  that  no  armory  shall  be  so  used  more  than  twice  nor  more 
than  twenty  days  in  the  aggregate  in  any  one  year,  and  then  only 
on  the  delivery  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  brigade  in  whose

jurisdiction  tlie  armory  is  located,  of  a  bond  approved  by  him  and 
executed  by  the  person,  association,  partnership,  or  corporation 
proposing  to  use  the  armory,  and  a  surety  company  approved  by 
such  commanding  officer  and  in  an  amount  approved  by  him,  con¬ 
ditioned  that  such  person,  association,  partnership  or  corporation 
will  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  state  and  the  county  in  which

A  bond  given  as  herein  provided  may 
be  prosecuted  for  breach  of  the  conditions  thereof  in  the  name  of 
the  people  by  a  judge  advocate,  and  all  moneys  recovered  shall 
be  paid  to  the  state  or  county  treasurer,  or  to  the  military 
organizations,  as  the  case  requires.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York ,  represented  in  Semite 
and  Assembly ,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  two  hundred  and  fortv-five  of  the  Greater 
New  York  charter,  as  enacted  by  chapter  five  hundred  and  fifty- 
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two  of  tlie  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

§  245.  The  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  shall  have 
power  in  its  discretion  to  annually  include  in  its  final  estimate 
such  sum  as  it  may  deem  proper  for  the  due  observance  of  Memo¬ 
rial  Day  to  be  expended  by  the  memorial  committee  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic  and  by  the  LTnited  Spanish  War  Veterans 
and  Army  and  Navy  Union  in  the  various  boroughs  of  said  city, 
or  in  such  other  manner  as  to  the  said  board  of  estimate  and  appor¬ 
tionment  shall  seem  proper.

LAWS  OF  1910,  CHAPTER  102 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  poor  law,  in  relation  to  relief  of  soldiers, 

sailors  and  their  families. 

Became  a  law  April  19,  1910,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.  Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

Tlie  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Semite 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Sections  eighty,  eighty-one,  eighty-two,  eighty-three 
and  eighty-five  of  chapter  forty-six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  nine,  entitled  “An  act  in  relation  to  the  poor,  constitut- 
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ing  chapter  forty-two  of  the  consolidated  laws/’  are  hereby 
amended  to  read  respectively  as  follows: 

§  82.  Posts  or  camps  to  appoint  joint  relief  committees  in  cer¬ 
tain  cities.  In  all  cities  of  this  state  containing  less  than  one  hun¬ 
dred  thousand  inhabitants,  where  there  are  more  than  one  post  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  or  camp  of  the  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans,  there  shall  he  appointed  and  constituted  a  joint 
relief  committee  consisting  of  one  member  from  each  post  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  from  each  camp  of  the  United 
Spanish  War  Veterans  in  said  city,  which  shall  have  complied 
with  the  provisions  of  law  as  hereafter  provided,  to  be  chosen  in 
such  manner  as  such  post  or  camp  shall  direct,  and  one  member 
appointed  by  the  auditing  hoard  of  said  city,  to  which  all  orders 
for  relief  drawn  by  the  commander  or  quartermaster  of  any  post 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  or  camp  of  the  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans  in  said  city  shall  be  referred ;  and  no  relief  shall  be 
furnished  under  the  provisions  of  sections  eighty  or  eighty-one 
of  this  chapter,  except  upon  the  approval  and  recommendations 
of  said  committee,  or  a  majority  of  the  members  thereof.  Xo  post 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  or  camp  of  the  United  Span¬ 
ish  War  Veterans  shall  be  entitled  to  membership  in  said  commit¬ 
tee  unless  such  post  or  camp  shall  have  complied  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  preceding  section,  and  in  case  such  post  or  camp  shall 
fail  to  so  comply  with  the  provisions  of  said  section  and  to  select 
a  member  of  said  committee,  the  commander  or  quartermaster 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  draw  upon  the  fund  provided  by  the  audit¬ 
ing  board  of  said  city  as  provided  in  section  eighty  of  this  chapter. 

§  83.  Poor  or  indigent  soldiers ,  sailors  or  marines  without 
families.  Poor  or  indigent  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines  provided 
for  in  this  article,  who  are  not  insane,  and  who  have  no  families 
or  friends  with  whom  they  may  be  domiciled,  may  be  sent  to  a 
soldier's  home.  Any  poor  or  indigent  soldier,  sailor  or  marine 
provided  for  in  this  chapter,  or  any  member  of  the  family  of  any 
living  or  deceased  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  who  may  be  insane, 
shall,  upon  recommendation  of  the  commander  and  relief  commit¬ 
tee  of  such  post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  or  camp  of 
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the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
which  the  case  may  occur,  be  sent  to  the  proper  state  hospital  for 
the  insane.

Section  1.  Section  sixty -three  of  chapter  fifty-one  of  the  laws 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  “An  act  in  relation  to  public 
officers,  constituting  chapter  forty-seven  of  the  consolidated  laws,” 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  63.  Leave  of  absence  for  veterans  on  Memorial  day.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  every  public  department  and  of  every 
court  of  the  state  of  New  York,  of  every  superintendent  or  foreman 
on  the  public  works  of  said  state,  of  the  county  officers  of  the  sev¬ 
eral  counties  of  said  state,  and  of  the  head  of  every  department, 
bureau  and  office  in  the  government  of  the  various  cities  and  vil¬ 
lages  in  this  state,  to  give  leave  of  absence  with  pay  for  the  twenty- 
four  hours  of  the  thirtieth  dav  of  Mav,  or  such  other  dav  as  mav. 
according  to  law,  be  observed  as  Memorial  day,  to  every  person  in 
the  service  of  the  state,  the  county,  the  city  or  village,  as  the  case 
may  be,  who  served  in  the  army  or  the  navy  of  the  United  States 
in  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  or  who  served  in  the  regular  or  volun¬ 
teer  army  or  the  navy  or  the  marine  corps  of  the  United  States 
during  the  war  with  Spain  or  during  the  insurrection  in  the 
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Philippine  Islands,  or  who  has  served  in  the  regular  army  or  navy 
or  marine  corps  of  the  United  States,  and  who  was  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  from  snch  service.  A  refusal  to  give  such  leave  of  absence 
to  the  one  entitled  thereto  shall  be  neglect  of  duty. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Section  eleven  of  chapter  sixty  of  the  laws  of  nine¬ 
teen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  “An  act  relating  to  state  printing, 
constituting  chapter  fifty-eight  of  the  consolidated  laws/’  as 
amended  by  chapter  four  hundred  and  thirteen  of  the  laws  of  nine¬ 
teen  hundred  and  nine,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  11.  Extra  copies  of  messages  and  reports.  In  addition  to  the 
usual  number  of  regular  reports  made  by  the  state  officers  and

any  case,  however,  to  exceed  fifty  copies.  Whenever  any  depart¬ 
ment  shall,  under  the  provisions  of  law,  issue  a  portion  of  its 
annual  report  in  advance  in  the  form  of  bulletins,  such  bulletins 
shall  be  printed  by  the  contractor  for  the  legislative  printing  at 
the  rates  provided  for  in  his  contract.  In  the  case  of  any  print¬ 
ing  authorized  by  this  section,  or  of  any  printing  hereafter  author¬ 
ized  by  resolution  of  each  branch  of  the  legislature  or  by  a  con¬ 
current  resolution  thereof,  no  extra  charge  shall  be  made  except 
for  extra  paper  or  work  beyond  that  required  by  the  terms  of  the 
contract  actually  furnished  with  the  approval  of  the  comptroller, 
and  for  such  extra  paper  and  work  the  charge  allowed  shall  not 
exceed  the  current  market  rates.  Composition  shall  not  be  charged 
a  second  time  on  matter  printed  from  type  already  set  or  plates 
made  at  state  expense,  but  the  comptroller  may  make  suitable 
allowance  for  handling  of  plates  and  reimposing  type  forms.  In 
all  cases  where  illustrations  are  used,  the  engraving  and  plates 
shall  forthwith  become  the  property  of  the  state,  and  thereafter  no 
charge  shall  be  made  for  their  subsequent  use,  except  that  the 
comptroller  may  make  a  suitable  allowance  for  the  handling  of 
the  plates.  All  of  the  extra  copies  of  the  reports  mentioned  in 
this  section,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  bound  in  paper 
covers,  unless  a  report  shall  embrace  more  than  three  hundred 
pages,  in  which  case  the  whole  number  of  extra  copies  shall  be 
bound  in  cloth.  Whenever  any  officer,  bureau,  board,  commission, 
or  any  corporation  or  association  shall  make  to  more  than  one 
officer  or  body  an  annual  report  to  be  included  in  the  legislative 
printing,  the  state  printer  shall  not  print  such  report  for  the  year 
more  than  once  at  public  expense,  and  the  filing  of  a  copy  of  the 
report  as  so  printed  shall  be  deemed  a  compliance  with  any  law 
requiring  a  report  to  any  other  officer  or  body  than  the  one  to 
which  the  original  manuscript  report  was  submitted;  and  any 
institution  which  makes  a  report  to  any  bureau,  department  or 
commission  which  report  is  thereafter  included  in  the  annual 
report  of  said  bureau,  department  or  commission  to  the  legislature, 
shall  not  be  entitled  for  its  own  use,  to  additional  copies  of  said 
report,  unless  otherwise  specifically  provided.

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  fifteen  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  nine,  entitled  “An  act  in  relation  to  the  civil  service  of  the 
state  of  New  York  and  the  civil  divisions  and  cities  thereof, 
constituting  chapter  seven  of  the  consolidated  laws/'  in  relation 
to  the  power  of  removal. 

Became  a  law  May  9,  1910,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.  Passed,  three- 

fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York ,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  .Section  twenty-two  of  chapter  fifteen  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  “An  act  in  relation  to  the  civil 
service  of  the  state  of  New  York  and  the  civil  divisions  and  cities 
thereof,  constituting  chapter  seven  of  the  consolidated  laws,”  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  22.  Power  of  removal  limited.  Every  person  whose  rights 
may  he  in  anv  way  preiudiced  contrary  to  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  entitled  to  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  remedy 
the  wrong.  No  person  holding  a  position  by  appointment  or 
employment  in  the  state  of  New  York  or  in  the  several  cities, 
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counties,  towns  or  villages  thereof  who  is  an  honorably  discharged 
soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  having  served  as  such  in  the  Union  army 
or  navy  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  or  who  is  an  honorably 
discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  having  served  as  such  in  the 
army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  during  the  late  war  with  Spain 
or  the  incidental  insurrection  in  the  Philippines  prior  to  July 
fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  or  who  shall  have  served  the 
term  required  by  law  in  the  volunteer  fire  department  of  any  city, 
town  or  village  in  the  state,  or  who  shall  have  been  a  member 
thereof  at  the  time  of  the  disbandment  of  such  volunteer  fire 
department  shall  be  removed  from  such  position  except  for  incom¬ 
petence  or  misconduct  shown  after  a  hearing  upon  due  notice 
upon  stated  charges,  and  with  the  right  to  such  employee  or 
appointee  to  a  review  by  a  writ  of  certiorari.  If  the  position  so 
held  by  any  such  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  or 
volunteer  fireman  shall  become  unnecessary  or  be  abolished  for 
reasons  of  economy  or  otherwise,  the  said  honorably  discharged 
soldier,  sailor  or  marine  or  volunteer  fireman  holding  the  same 
shall  not  be  discharged  from  the  public  service,  but  shall  be 
transferred  to  any  branch  of  the  said  service  for  duty  in  such 
position  as  he  may  be  fitted  to  fill,  receiving  the  same  compensa¬ 
tion  therefor,  as  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  persons  clothed 
with  power  of  appointment  to  make  such  transfer  effective.  The 
burden  of  proving  incompetency  or  misconduct  shall  be  upon  the 
person  alleging  the  same.  In  every  county  of  the  state  wholly 
included  within  the  limits  of  a  city  but  not  comprising  the  whole 
of  such  city,  no  regular  clerk  or  head  of  a  bureau  or  person  hold¬ 
ing  a  position  in  the  classified  state  civil  service,  subject  to  com¬ 
petitive  examination  shall  be  removed  until  he  has  been  allowed 
an  opportunity  of  making  an  explanation ;  and  in  every  case  of 
removal  the  true  grounds  shall  be  forthwith  entered  upon  the 
records  of  the  department  of  the  office  in  which  he  has  been 
employed,  and  a  copy  filed  with  the  state  civil  service  commission. 
In  case  of  a  removal,  a  statement  showing  the  reasons  therefor 
shall  be  filed  in  the  department  or  office  where  such  clerk,  head 
of  a  bureau  or  person  had  been  employed.  Whenever  such  offices, 
positions  or  employments  in  every  county  of  the  state  herein¬ 
before  specified  are  abolished  or  made  unnecessary,  it  shall  be  the 
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duty  of  the  head  of  the  department  or  office  in  which  such  per¬ 
sons  had  been  employed,  to  furnish  the  names  of  the  person  or 
persons  affected  to  the  state  civil  service  commission,  with  a  state¬ 
ment  in  the  case  of  each  of  the  date  of  his  original  appointment  in 
the  service.

Sunday  in  cities. 

Became  a  law  May  17,  1911,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.  Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-one  hundred  and  fifty-one  of  chapter 
eighty-eight  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled 
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“An  act  providing  for  the  punishment  of  crime,  constituting  chap¬ 
ter  forty  of  the  consolidated  laws,”  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

§  2151.  Processions  and  parades  on  Sunday.  All  processions 
and  parades  on  Sunday  in  any  city,  excepting  only  funeral  pro¬ 
cessions  for  the  actual  burial  of  the  dead,  and  processions  to  and 
from  a  place  of  worship  in  connection  with  a  religious  service 
there  celebrated  are  forbidden;  and  in  such  excepted  cases  there 
shall  be  no  music,  fireworks,  discharge  of  cannon  or  firearms,  or 
other  disturbing  noise.  At  a  military  funeral,  or  at  the  funeral 
of  a  United  States  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  or  of  a  national 
guardsman,  or  of  a  deceased  member  of  an  association  of  veteran 
soldiers,  sailors  or  marines,  or  of  a  disbanded  militia  regiment, 
or  of  a  secret  fraternal  society,  music  may  be  played  while 
escorting  the  body;  also  in  patriotic  processions  on  Sunday  pre¬ 
vious  to  Decoration  day,  known  as  Memorial  Sunday,  to  ceme¬ 
teries  or  other  places  where  memorial  services  are  held ;  but  in  no 
case  within  one  block  of  a  place  of  worship  where  service  is  then 
being  celebrated.  A  person  wilfully  violating  any  provision  of 
this  section  is  punishable  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars 
or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  ten  days,  or  by  both.

Chapter  eighty-eight  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  nine,  entitled  “An  act  providing  for  the  punishment  of  crime, 
constituting  chapter  forty  of  the  consolidated  laws/’  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  thereto,  after  section  five  hundred  and  sixteen 
thereof,  a  new  section,  to  be  section  five  hundred  and  seventeen, 
to  read  as  follows: 

§  517.  Discrimination  against  United  States  uniform.  A  per¬ 
son  who  excludes  from  the  equal  enjoyment  of  any  accommoda¬ 
tion,  facility,  or  privilege  furnished  by  innkeepers  or  common  car¬ 
riers,  managers  or  lessees  of  theatres  or  other  places  of  amuse¬ 
ment  or  resort,  any  person  lawfully  wearing  the  uniform  of  the 
army,  navy  or  marine  corps  or  revenue  cutter  service  of  the 
United  States,  because  of  that  uniform,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

of  the  board,  provided  preference  of  admission  be  given  to  veterans 
of  the  civil  war  in  case  of  lack  of  accommodations.  The  board 
of  trustees  shall  require  an  applicant  for  admission  to  such  home 
to  file  with  the  application  for  admission  his  own  affidavit  of 
residence  and  such  affidavit  shall  lie  received  as  prima  facie  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  residence  of  such  applicant  in  any  action  or  proceed¬ 
ing  against  the  county  of  his  residence,  in  which  the  residence  of 
such  applicant  shall  he  material.

nurses  who  served  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  the  Spanish- 

American  war  or  the  war  of  the  Philippine  insurrection. 

Became  a  law  May  17,  1913,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.  Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly ,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  forty-six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  nine,  entitled  “An  act  relating  to  the  poor,  constituting 
chapter  forty-two  of  the  consolidated  laws,”  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  a  new  article,  to  be  article  six-a  thereof,  to  read  as 
follows : 

ARTICLE  6-A 
Relief  for  Women  Hurses 

Section  86.  Persons  entitled  to  relief. 

87.  Application  for  relief;  by  whom  made. 

§  86.  Persons  entitled  to  relief.  Ho  poor  or  indigent  woman 
who  served  not  less  than  ninety  days  as  a  nurse  in  hospital,  field 
or  camp  with  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States 
in  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  the  Spanish- American  war  or  the 
war  of  the  Philippine  insurrection  shall  he  sent  to  any  alms¬ 
house,  but  shall  he  relieved  and  provided  for  at  her  home  in  the 
city  or  town  where  she  may  reside,  so  far  as  practicable,  provided 
such  woman  nurse  is,  and  has  been  a  resident  of  the  state  for 
one  year.

audited  and  allowed  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer,  on  the 
warrant  of  the  comptroller,  to  the  person  incurring  the  same  out 
of  any  money  appropriated  therefor.  The  amount  of  such  aid  and 
its  duration  shall  be  determined  by  the  state  board  of  charities.

of  soldiers’  burial  plots  in  Broome  county.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York ,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly ,  do  e?iact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  three  hundred  and  thirty-six  of  chapter 
sixty-three  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled 
uAn  act  relating  to  towns,  constituting  chapter  sixty-two  of  the 
consolidated  laws,’’  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  336.  Soldiers  burial  plot.  The  town  hoard  in  each  of  the 
towns  of  this  state  may  upon  the  application  in  writing  of  five  or 
more  veteran  soldiers’  associations  in  the  town,  or  upon  a  petition 
in  writing  of  five  or  more  veteran  soldiers  in  towns  where  no 
veteran  soldiers’  organization  exists,  purchase  or  provide  a 
soldiers’  plot  in  one  or  more  cemeteries  where  no  burial  plots  are 
now  owned  by  soldiers’  organizations,  in  which  burial  plots 
deceased  soldiers  may  be  interred,  and,  except  in  the  county  of 
Broome,  may  also  provide  for  the  annual  care  of  soldiers’  burial 
plots  in  cemeteries,  at  the  rate  of  not  to  exceed  fifty  cents  for 
each  soldier’s  grave  in  such  burial  plot  or  plots  and  the  expense 
shall  be  included  in  the  town  expenses,  assessed,  levied  and  col¬ 
lected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  town  expenses  are  levied  and 
collected. 

In  the  county  of  Broome,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  pro¬ 
vide  for  the  annual  care  of  soldiers’  burial  plots,  either  heretofore 
or  hereafter  established,  in  all  cemeteries  in  such  county,  at  the 
rate  aforesaid  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  a  county  charge 
audited,  assessed,  levied  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as 
are  other  county  charges.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York ,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly ,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Subdivision  five  of  section  four  of  chapter  sixty-two 
of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  “An  act  in 
relation  to  taxation,  constituting  chapter  sixty  of  the  consolidated 
laws,”  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

5.  All  property  exempt  by  law  from  execution ,  other  than  an 
exempt  homestead.  But  real  property  purchased  with  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  of  a  pension  granted  by  the  United  States  for  military  or 
naval  services,  and  owned  by  the  pensioner,  or  by  his  wife  or 
widow,  is  subject  to  taxation  as  herein  provided.  Such  property 
shall  be  assessed  in  the  same  maimer  as  other  real  property  in  the 
tax  districts.  At  the  meeting  of  the  assessors  to  hear  the  com¬ 
plaints  concerning  assessments,  a  verified  application  for  the 
exemption  of  such  real  property  from  taxation  may  be  presented 
to  them  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  owner  thereof,  which  application 
must  show  the  facts  on  which  the  exemption  is  claimed,  including 
the  amount  of  pension  money  used  in  or  toward  the  purchase  of 
such  property.  No  such  exemption  on  account  of  pension  money 
shall  be  allowed  in  excess  of  five  thousand  dollars.  If  the  assess¬ 
ors  are  satisfied  that  the  applicant  is  entitled  to  the  exemption, 
and  that  the  amount  of  pension  money  exempt  to  the  extent 
authorized  by  this  subdivision  used  in  the  purchase  of  such  prop¬ 
erty  equals  or  exceeds  the  assessed  valuation  thereof,  they  shall 
enter  the  word  “  exempt  ”  upon  the  assessment  roll  opposite  the 
description  of  such  property.  If  the  amount  of  such  pension 
money  exempt  to  the  extent  authorized  by  this  subdivision  used 
in  the  purchase  of  the  property  is  less  than  the  assessed  valuation, 
they  shall  enter  upon  the  assessment-roll  the  words  “  exempt  to 

the  extent  of . dollars”  (naming  the  amount),  and 

thereupon  such  real  property,  to  the  extent  of  the  exemption 
entered  by  the  assessors,  shall  be  exempt  from  state,  county  and 
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general  municipal  taxation,  but  shall  be  taxable  for  local  school 
purposes,  and  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  streets  and 
highways.  If  no  application  for  exemption  be  granted,  the  prop¬ 
erty  shall  be  subject  to  taxation  for  all  purposes.

The  provisions  herein,  relating  to  the  assessment  and 
exemption  of  property  purchased  with  a  pension,  apply  and  shall 
be  enforced  in  each  municipal  corporation  authorized  to  levy  taxes.

Subdivision  one  of  section  twenty-two  hundred  and 
forty  of  chapter  eighty-eight  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
nine,  entitled  “An  act  providing  for  the  punishment  of  crime, 
constituting  chapter  forty  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  amended 
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by  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty  nine  of  the  laws  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  fourteen,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows :

dated  laws,”  as  added  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  of 
the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows : 

136-a.  Additional  appropriations  for  Memorial  day  upon  the 
adoption  of  a  proposition  therefor.  Upon  the  adoption  of  a  pro¬ 
position  therefor,  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  town  entitled  to 
vote  thereon,  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  town  hoard  of  any  town 
may  appropriate  from  town  funds  a  sum  not  exceeding  the  amount 
which  it  is  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  this  section  to  raise 
by  tax  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  proper 
observance  of  Memorial  or  Decoration  day,  in  addition  to  any 
moneys  which  such  town  board  is  authorized  to  provide  for  by 
secctions  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  of  this  chapter.  A 
proposition  directing  the  appropriation  of  town  moneys  for

CHAPTER  85. 

An  ACT  to  amend  the  general  city  law,  in  relation  to  moneys 
expended  in  observation  of  Memorial  day. 

Became  a  law  March  19,  1916,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.  Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  clo  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  thirteen  of  chapter  twenty-six  of  the  laws 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  “An  act  in  relation  to 
cities,  constituting  chapter  twenty-one  of  the  consolidated  laws,” 
as  amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  the  laws 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  13.  Moneys ;  how  expended.  The  moneys  thus  appropriated 
shall  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  a  board  composed  of  the 
mayor  and  the  commanders  and  quartermasters  of  the  Grand  Army 
posts,  the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  camps  and  the  command¬ 
ers  and  treasurers  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans  camps  of  such  city.  The 
whole  amount  of  such  money  appropriated  or  any  part  thereof 
may  be  spent  by  such  board  in  observance  of  Memorial  Day.  Bills 
properly  verified  for  all  claims  and  expenditures  arising  under 
this  or  the  preceding  section,  shall  be  presented  to  and  audited  by 
such  board  and  shall  be  paid  bv  the  common  council  of  any  such 
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city.  The  moneys  appropriated  shall  be  raised  by  tax  on  the  real 
and  personal  property  liable  to  taxation  in  any  such  city  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  ordinary  expenses  of  maintaining  the  city 
government. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly ,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eighty  of  chapter  forty-six  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  “An  act  in  relation  to  the 
poor,  constituting  chapter  forty-two  of  the  consolidated  laws,”  as 
amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  two  of  the  laws  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  ten,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  80.  Relief  of  soldiers,  sailors  and  marines,  ami  their  families. 
Eo  poor  or  indigent  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  who  has  served  in  the 
military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  and  who  has 
been  honorablv  discharged  from  such  service  nor  his  familv  nor 
the  families  of  any  who  may  be  deceased,  shall  be  sent  to  any  alms¬ 
house,  but  shall  be  relieved  and  provided  for  at  their  homes  in  the 
city  or  town  where  they  may  reside,  so  far  as  practicable,  provided 
such  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  or  the  families  of  those  deceased, 
are,  and  have  been,  residents  of  the  state  for  one  year ;  and  the 
proper  auditing  board  of  such  city  or  town  or  in  these  counties 
where  the  poor  are  a  county  charge,  the  superintendent,  if  but 
one,  or  superintendents  of  the  poor,  as  such  auditing  board  in 
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these  counties  shall  provide  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  he 
necessary  to  be  drawn  upon  the  commander  and  quartermaster  of 
any  post  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  or  of  any  camp  of 
the  United  Spanish  War  Veterans  of  the  city  or  town,  made  upon 
the  written  recommendation  of  the  relief  committee  of  such  post 
or  camp ;  or  if  there  be  no  post  or  camp  in  a  town  or  city  in  which 
it  is  necessary  that  such  relief  should  be  granted,  upon  the  like 
request  of  the  commander  and  quartermaster  and  recommendation 
of  the  relief  committee  of  a  Grand  Army  post,  or  a  camp  of  the 
United  Spanish  War  Veterans,  located  in  the  nearest  town  or  city, 
to  the  town  or  city  requested  to  so  furnish  relief,  and  such  written 
request  and  recommendation  shall  be  a  sufficient  authority  for  the 
expenditures  to  be  made.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  poor  law,  in  relation  to  the  relief  of  sol¬ 
diers,  sailors  and  their  families. 

Became  a  law  May  10,  1015,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.  Passed, 

three-fifths  being  j^resent.

Section  1.  Section  eighty-one  of  chapter  forty-six  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  “An  act  in  relation  to  the 
poor,  constituting  chapter  forty-two  of  the  consolidated  laws,”  as 
amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  two  of  the  laws  of  nineteen

three  and  eighty-five  of  this  chapter,  and  the  proper  officers  charged 
with  the  duty  of  making  the  budget  of  any  such  city  shall  annually 
include  therein  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
for  that  purpose.  Provided,  further,  that  in  the  city  of  X ew  York 
the  relief  shall  he  paid  by  the  comptroller,  by  warrant,  to  the  order 
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of  the  beneficiaries,  on  a  recommendation  signed  by  the  relief  com¬ 
mittee,  the  commander  and  the  quartermaster  of  such  post  or 
camp,  out  of  the  amount  appropriated  for  such  purpose.  Moneys 
actually  laid  out  and  expended  except  in  the  boroughs  of  the  city 
of  New  York  by  any  such  post  or  camp  for  the  relief  specified  in 
section  eighty  of  this  chapter  shall  be  re-imbursed  monthly  to  such 
post  or  camp  by  the  comptroller  on  vouchers  duly  verified  by  the 
commander  and  quartermaster  of  said  post  or  camp,  showing  the 
date  and  amount  of  each  payment,  the  certificate  of  the  post  or 
camp  relief  committee,  signed  by  at  least  three  members,  none  of 
whom  shall  have  received  any  of  the  relief  granted  by  the  post  for 
which  reimbursement  is  asked,  showing  that  the  person  relieved 
was  an  actual  resident  of  such  city,  and  that  they  recommend  each 
payment,  and  the  receipt  of  the  recipient  for  each  payment,  or  in 
case  such  receipt  could  not  he  obtained,  a  statement  of  such  fact, 
with  the  reason  why  such  receipt  could  not  be  obtained.  Such 
vouchers  shall  be  made  in  duplicate  on  blanks  to  be  supplied  by  the

Section  eighty-four  of  chapter  forty-six  of  the  laws 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  a An  act  in  relation  to 
the  poor,  constituting  chapter  forty-two  of  the  consolidated  laws, 
as  amended  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  six  of  the  laws  of  nine¬ 
teen  hundred  and  twelve,  and  also  by  chapter  one  hundred  and 
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thirty-five  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  is  hereby 
further  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  84.  Burial  of  soldiers,  sailors  or  marines .  The  board  of  sup¬

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York ,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly do  enact  as  folloius: 

Section  1.  Section  eighty-five  of  chapter  forty-six  of  the  laws 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  “An  act  in  relation  to 
the  poor,  constituting  chapter  forty-two  of  the  consolidated  laws/’ 
as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  two  of  the  laws  of  nine¬ 
teen  hundred  and  ten  and  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-five 
of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

§  85.  Headstones  to  be  provided.  The  grave  of  any  honorably 
discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  who  served  in  the  army  or 
navy  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  wife  or  widow  of  such  an

a  headstone  containing  the  name  of  the  deceased,  the  war  in  which 
he  served,  and,  if  possible,  the  organization  to  which  he  belonged 
or  in  which  he  served.  The  headstone  at  the  grave  of  the  wife 
or  widow  of  such  an  honorably  discharged  soldier,  sailor  or  marine 
shall  contain  the  name  of  the  deceased,  the  war  in  which  her 
husband  served,  and,  if  possible,  the  organization  to  which  he 
belonged  or  in  which  he  served.  Such  headstone  shall  not  cost 
more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  and  shall  he  of  such  design  and 
material  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  hoard  of  supervisors,  and  the 
expense  of  such  burial  and  headstone  as  above  provided  for,  and 
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a  reasonable  sum  for  the  services  of  the  person  or  commission 
designated  in  section  eighty-four  and  the  necessary  expenses  of 
said  person  or  commission,  shall  be  a  charge  upon  and  shall  be 
paid  by  the  county,  in  which  the  said  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  or 
the  wife  or  widow  of  such  soldier,  sailor  or  marine,  shall  have 
died;  and  the  board  of  supervisors  or  other  board  or  officer  vested 
with  like  powers,  of  the  county  of  which  such  deceased  soldier,
